INTRODUCTION. 


Boston was incorporated as a ‘l'own by the order 
of the Court of Assistants passed September 17 (7, 
O. S.), 1630, “that Trimontaine shalbe called Bos- 
ton.” It was incorporated as a City May 1, 1822, 
under the provisions of St. 1821, c. 110; accepted 
March 4, 1822. Roxbury was incorporated as a Town 
by the order of the Court of Assistants on October 
8, 1630; it was incorporated as a City March 12, 
1846, under the provisions of St. 1846, c. 95; ac- 
cepted March 25, 1846, and annexed to Boston Jan- 
uary 6, 1868, under the provisions of St. 1867, c. 
359; accepted September 9, 1867. Dorchester was 
incorporated as a Town by the Court of Assistants 
by the same order by which Boston was incorporated ; 
and it retained its Town organization until annexed 
to. Boston January 3, 1870, under the provisions of 
St. 1869, c. 349; accepted June 22, 1869. Charles- 
town was incorporated as a Town July 4, 1629; in- 
corporated as a City in 1847 under the provisions of 
St. 1847, c. 29; accepted March 10, 1847; annexed to’ 
Boston January 5, 1874, under the provisions of St. 
1873, c. 286; accepted October 7, 1873. West Rox- 
bury was incorporated as a ‘own March 24, 1851, 
under the provisions of St. 1851, c. 250; annexed to 
Boston January 5, 1874, under the provisions of St. 
1873, c. 314; accepted October 7, 1873. Brighton 
was incorporated as a Town February 24, 1807, 
under the provisions of St. 1806, c. 65; annexed to 
Boston January 5, 1874, under the provisions of St. 
1873, c. 303; accepted October 7, 1873. The above 
are the pearnial annexations. 

From the year 1822 to 1840 the city annually 
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issued a volume entitled “ Rules and Orders of the 
Common Council,” which contained the annual regis- 

ter of the City Council and a list of the city officers. 
~The volume of 1822 comprises fifteen pages. In 
1829 it was ordered that the City charter be inserted. 
In 1830 the charter, the acts relating to Boston, and 
the ordinances occupied pp. 11-39 of the VoLumnE. 
In 1832 an index was added. The Ruues of 1840 
contain eighty-five pages, and three pages of index. 
The MunicieAL REGISTER was first issued in 1841, 
as a document of 104 pages. Its contents are: 
Rules and orders of the Common Council; joint rules; 
ordinances of the City ; statutes of the Common- 
wealth relating to the City; City government of 
1841, with committees; departments (comprising at 
that time the treasury; law; police; health; public 
land and buildings, lamps and bridges; fire; public 
charitable institutions); public schools; and a list of 
the ward officers. From that date to the present 
time the MunicitpaAL ReeistTer has been published 
annually. In 1843 a list of the members of preceding 
City governments was added, with a necrological 
record. As late as 1863 it was also customary to 
publish in this volume the latest ordinances and 
recent special statutes relating to the City of 
Boston. In 1851 a list of the annual orators was 
added; a map of the City in 1853. The rules of the 
Board of Aldermen were not inserted until 1853. In 
1876 statistics of registration and voting made their 
appearance, and since 1879 these have been given in 
tabulated form. In 1883 the custom of publishing 
portraits of the Mayor and presiding officers of the 
two branches of the City Council was established. 
A list of the members of the past city governments 
of Roxbury and Charlestown was added in 1888 and 


continued to 1890.

IS POWERS AND DUTIES. 


[AS GIVEN AND IMPOSED BY THE CITY CHARTER, APRIL 
29, 1854, AND BY SPECIAL LAWS PASSED SINCE SAID

It has been the aim of the compiler to put in the form of an Act the 
powers now held by, and the duties imposed on, the city, and on certain 
officers, and with this aim in view he has made his own arrangement 
and construction of the sections now in force of the city charter and 
the laws passed between April 29, 1854, the date of the passage of the 
city charter, and August 1, 1894. He believes that these sections show 
the law as it now is, although not in the precise words in which it has 
been passed. The references in the margin are to the authority for the 
law as stated in the sections to which they apply.

The trustees of the public library of the 
city of Boston, for the time being, and their successors 
in office, shall continue a corporation by the name of the 
Trustees of the Public Library of the city of Boston, 
for the purposes hereinafter set forth, with all the powers 
and privileges, and subject to all the duties, restrictions, 
and liabilities, in the general laws relating to such cor- 
porations ; shall meet for organization on the first Mon- 
day of each May and choose one of their number as 
president; shall have the general care and control 
of the central public library in said city, and of all 
branches thereof which have been, or which may here- 
after be, established, together with the buildings and 
rooms containing the same, and the fixtures connected 
therewith, and of the expenditure of the money appro- 
priated therefor; shall as they think necessary or expe- 
dient appoint a superintendent or librarian, and assistants 
or subordinate officers, and may remove the same and fix 
their compensation, provided that the amount thus paid 
shall not exceed the sum appropriated by the city coun- 
cil for that item of expense ; may take and hold real and 
personal estate to an amount not exceeding one million 
dollars, which may be given, granted, bequeathed, or 
devised to, and accepted by, said trustees for the benefit 
of the public library of the city of Boston, or any 
branch library, or any purpose connected therewith ; and 
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may make rules and regulations relating to said public 
library and its branches, and its officers and servants, 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this section, and 
may fix and enforce penalties for the violation of such 
rules and regulations. Said trustees shall have full and 
exclusive power and control of the erection of the pub- 
lic library building in Copley square; and _ shall, semi- 
annually, or whenever required by the mayor or city 
council, make a particular report and a statement of 
their acts and proceedings, and of the condition and 
progress of the work on said building in Copley square ; 
said trustees shall receive no pecuniary compensation for 
their services. 


CITY HOSPITAL TRUSTEES. 


Sect. 67. The trustees of the city hospital of the 
city of Boston, for the time being, and their successors 
in Office, shall continue a corporation by the name of 
The Boston City Hospital, for the purposes herein- 
after set forth, with all the powers and _ privileges, 
and subject to all the duties, restrictions, and liabili- 
ties in the general laws relating to such corporations ; 
shall meet for organization on the first Monday of 
each May, and choose one of their number as presi- 
dent; shall, subject to the direction of the city council, 
by ordinance or otherwise, have the general care and 
control of the city hospital, and of all the branches 
thereof which have been, or which may hereafter be, 
established, together with the buildings and rooms con- 
taining the same, and the fixtures and furniture con- 
nected therewith, and also of the expenditures of the 
money appropriated therefor; shall appoint a superin- 
tendent, with such assistants and subordinate officers as 
they may think necessary or expedient, and may remove 
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the same, and fix their compensations, provided that the 
amount thus paid shall not exceed the sums appropriated 
by the city council for that item of expense; may take 
and hold real and personal estate to an amount not 
exceeding one million dollars, which may be given, 
granted, bequeathed, or devised to it, and accepted by 
said trustees, for the benefit of said city hospital, or 
any purpose connected therewith; and may make rules 
and regulations relating to said city hospital, and its 
officers and servants, not inconsistent with the provi- 
sions of this section, and fix and enforce penalties for 
the violation of the same. Said trustees shall receive 


no pecuniary compensation for their services. 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


Sect. 68. The overseers of the poor, for the time 
being, and their successors in office, shall continue a cor- 
poration under the name of the Overseers of the Poor 
in the City of Boston, and as such corporation shall hold 
and have the entire and exclusive ownership and control 
of all money, interest, and estate, real and personal, of 
what name or nature soever, heretofore given, or which 
may at any time hereafter be given, granted, bequeathed, 
or devised to or to the use of the poor of the town or 
city of Boston, not exceeding the sum of one million dol- 
Jars; and all gifts and bequests of money or estate of 
any kind made to the said corporation, when their whole 
stock in moneys, personal securities, or choses in action, 
and personal estate which the said corporation shall 
have, own, and be vested with, shall, taken and reck- 
oned together, amount to the said sum of one million 
dollars, shall be void. Said corporation shall receive,

not more than four daily newspapers published in said 
city, reserving therein to the officer or board inviting 
the proposal the right to reject any and all proposals, 
and stating therein the time and place for opening the 
proposals ; 

— shall require every proposal to be accompanied by a 
suitable bond, certified check, or certificate of deposit, 
for the faithful performance of the proposal ;

WIRE COMMISSIONER. 


Sect. 125. The mayor of the city of Boston shall 
appoint, subject to confirmation by the board of alder- 
men of said city, a wire commissioner, who shall have 
charge of a department in said city to be known as the 
wire department. Said commissioner shall receive an 
annual salary of five thousand dollars, or such other 
sum as said city shall by ordinance provide, and shall 
hold office for the term of three years beginning with 
the first day of May in the year of his appointment. The 
provisions of chapter two hundred and sixty-six of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-five, and 
all other acts relating to the departments of the city of 
Boston or the officers or employees thereof, shall apply 
to said commissioner. 

Sect. 126. Said commissioner shall have the exclusive 
authority to, and shall cause to be removed from above 
the surface of the streets of said city, within the section 
hereinafter prescribed, all wires, cables, and conductors, 
and all poles and structures in said streets used for the 
support of the same, except such structures, poles, wires, 
cables, and conductors as are hereinafter excepted, and 
to cause all such wires, cables, and conductors to be 
placed, maintained, and operated underground, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this act; and he shall 
have general supervision and inspection of all wires, 
cables, and conductors, in said city, and shall have and 
exercise all the powers of the officer provided for in sec- 
tion three of chapter four hundred and four of the acts 
of the year eighteen hundred and ninety. 

Secor. 127. Said commissioner shall within thirty 
days after he shall have been duly appointed and con- 
firmed and in each January thereafter until the work in

the section of said city hereinafter bounded is completed, 
prescribe, and give public notice thereof in at least two 
daily newspapers in said city by advertisement therein 
twice a week for two weeks in succession, a portion of 
that section of said city bounded southerly by Dover 
street, westerly by Berkeley street and Charles river, 
northerly by Charles river, easterly by Boston harbor 
and Fort-point channel, within which portion all wires, 
cables, and conductors, except such as are hereinafter 
excepted, shall be during that calendar year removed or 
placed underground, but the total area of such portion 
of said section so prescribed for each calendar year shall 
not comprise more than one-fourth nor less than one- 
sixth of the entire area of said section of said city ; and 
said commissioner shall cause the owners or users of 
such wires, cables, and conductors to remove or place 
them underground, and also to remove any poles or 
structures used in the streets or portion of streets in any 
such prescribed portion of said section, to support such 
wires, cables, and conductors, except when, in the 
judgment of said commissioner, it is impracticable or 
inexpedient to remove any such wires, cables, con- 
ductors, poles, or structures, it being the purpose and 
intent of this act to cause the removal from the public 
streets, avenues, and highways of said section of said 
city, prior to the first day of January in the year nine- 
teen hundred, of all such wires, cables, and conductors, 
and all poles or structures not herein especially excepted, 
used for the support of such wires, cables, or conductors, 
whenever, in the judgment of said commissioner, the 
sume is practicable and expedient ; and in the event of the 
construction of a subway, tunnel, or elevated railroad, 
the feed and return wires of street railroads may be 
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placed or carried in or upon the same, with the consent 
of said commissioner. 

Sect. 128. After such portion of said section shall 
have been prescribed as aforesaid, no person, firm, or 
corporation shall place any poles or other structures for 
the support of wires, cables, or conductors, except those 
herein especially excepted, in any streets or portions of 
streets in such portion of said section except tempo- 
rarily, in the case of emergency, with the consent of said 
commissioner ; and if after the expiration of that calendar 
year there shall remain in such streets or portions of 
streets any poles, structures, wires, cables, or conductors 
which the said commissioner shall have ordered to be re- 
moved or placed underground, the said commissioner 
shall cause the same to be removed; and the said city 
may collect the expense of such removal, if any, from 
the owners or users, by an action at law. 

Sect. 129. Whenever it shall be determined by the 
authorized municipal authority to pave or repave any 
street or portion of a street, avenue, or highway, in said 
section of said city, public notice thereof shall be given 
by said commissioner, in the manner provided in sec- 
tion two of this act, before the beginning of said work, 
and any person, firm, or corporation duly authorized by 
law at the time to lay or erect and maintain wires in 
said section shall, if so ordered by said commissioner, . 
place its pipes, conduits, wires, cables, and conductors 
underground through said street or portion of said street 
within such time as shall be specified in said notice, and 
thereafter no person, firm, or corporation shall place any 
wires, poles, or other structures in or above, or, with- 
out the express permission of the mayor and aldermen 
of said city, lay any pipes, conduits, wires, cables, or 
conductors through said street or portion of said street, 
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unless especially excepted by this act; but this provision 
shall not be construed to prevent any such person, firm, 
or corporation from thereafter, upon permit from the 
superintendent of streets in said city, making necessary 
repairs or service connections with conduits, pipes, wires, 
cables, or conductors laid in such street or portion of such 
street, or drawing wires or cables into the conduits con- 
structed therein. 


Secr. 130. When any person, firm, or corporation 189, c. 464, 


operating or intending to operate wires, cables, or con- 
ductors in said section of said city shall desire, or be 
required, to place the same underground in any of the 
streets, avenues, or highways of said section, and for 
that purpose to remove the same from above the surface 
thereof, and shall have been duly authorized so to do, it 
shall be obligatory upon such person, firm, or corporation 
to file with said commissioner a map or maps made to 
scale, showing the streets, avenues, or other highways 
which are desired or required to be used for said pur- 
poses, and giving the location, dimensions, and course 
of the underground conduit or conductor desired or re- 
quired to be constructed. 

Sror. 131. Whenever in any of the streets, avenues, 
or other highways in said section, and those mentioned 
in section four of this act, the public interests do not, 
in the opinion of said commissioner, require the elec- 
trical conductors to be placed underground, and when- 
ever it is deemed by said commissioner upon examina- 
tion to be for any cause impracticable or inexpedient 
for the electrical wires, cables, or conductors of any 
person, firm, or corporation to be placed or operated 
underground, then, and in either of those cases, it shall 
be the duty of said commissioner to examine and grant 
the application of any such person, firm, or corporation

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for permission to deviate from said underground system, 
subject, however, to the regulation and control of the 
mayor and aldermen, of the location, erection, and 
maintenance of the poles or structures necessary to be 
used for sustaining such wires, cables, or conductors ; 
and a copy of every such permit shall be kept on file 
in the office of said commissioner, and shall be recorded 
in a book to be kept for that purpose, which shall be at 
all times accessible to the public. 

Sror. 132. Said commissioner may designate in 
said city the distances between the overhead electrical 
wires, cables, or conductors of any person, firm, or cor- 
poration, and those of any other person, firm, or corpora- 
tion, and may regulate the direction in which such wires, 
cables, or conductors shall be run for any purpose from 
a fixture upon or from the top of any building to the 
point of entering any building for service; and every 
person, firm, or corporation owning, operating, or main- 
taining any wire, cable, or conductor over any building 
in said city shall, notwithstanding any agreement to the | 
contrary, keep such wire, cable, or conductor at least 
eight feet above the highest part of the roof of such 
building as the roof may be at the time of placing the 
wire, cable, or conductor, or as it may be thereafter at 
any time raised by the owner thereof, and shall keep 
and maintain any structure placed upon any building 
for the support of any wire, cable, or conductor to the 
satisfaction of said commissioner. 

Sect. 133. The said commissioner, in case of the 
neglect or refusal of any person, firm, or corporation to 
comply with any requirements made by said commis- 
sioner under authority of this act, may proceed in a 
summary manner to abate or remove any danger which 
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he deems likely to result from the requirement not being 
complied with.

RULES OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


CHAIRMAN. 


Rute 1. The chairman of the board shall take the chair at the hour 
to which the board shall have adjourned, and shall call the members to 
order, and, a quorum being present, shall cause the minutes of the pre- 
ceding regular meeting to be read; and, in the absence of the chairman, 
the senior member present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

RuLE 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order, may speak 
to points of order in preference to other members, and shall decide all 
questions of order, subject to an appeal to the board; and no other 
business shall be in order until the question on appeal shall have been 
decided. 

RuLeE 8. The chairman shall propound all motions in the order in 
which they are moved, unless the subsequent motion shall be previous 
in its nature, except that, in naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Rue 4. The chairman shall, at the request of any member, make a 
division of a question when the sense will admit. 

Rute 5. The chairman shall, without debate, decide all questions 
relating to priority of business to be acted upon. 

RuLeE 6. The chairman may read sitting. but shall rise to state a 
motion or put a question to the board. 

Rute 7. The chairman shall declare all votes; but if any member 
doubts a vote, the chairman shall cause a rising vote to be taken; and 
when any member so requests, shall cause the vote to be taken or 
verified by yeas and nays. 

RuLeE 8. The chairman shall appoint all committees, fill all vacancies 
therein, and designate the rank of the members thereof. 

RuLeE 9. When the chairman of the board or the chairman pro 
tempore shall desire to vacate the chair, he may call any member to it ; 
but such substitution shall not continue beyond an adjournment. 


MOTIONS. 


RuLE 10. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the chairman 
shall so direct. 
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Rute 11. A motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed indivisi- 
ble; but a motion to strike out being lost shall not preclude amendment, 
or a motion to strike out and insert. 

RULE 12. No motion or proposition of a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment. 

RuLE 13. When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, be 
referred to such committee. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put 
in the following order: 


To a standing committee of the board. 
To a special committee of the board. 
To a joint standing committee. 

To a joint special committee. 


OF BD pA 


Rute 14. After a motion has been put by the chairman, it shall not 
be withdrawn except by unanimous consent. 

RuLeE 15. When a question is under debate the following motions 
only shall be entertained, and in the order in which they stand arranged : 


1. To adjourn. 

2. To lay on the table. 

3. To postpone to a day certain. 
4. To commit. 

5. To amend. 

6. To postpone indefinitely. 


RULE 16. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, except 
on an immediate repetition or pending a verification of a vote; and 
that motion, the motion to lay on the table, and the motion to take from 
the table shall be decided without debate. 


READINGS. 


RULE 17. Every ordinance, order, and resolution reported by a 
committee shall, unless rejected, have two several readings, both of 
which may take place at the same session, unless objection is made. 
Whenever the second reading immediately follows the first reading, the 
document may be read by its title only. Orders from the board of 
street commissioners changing the names of streets, and orders grant- 
ing locations for poles or posts, shall, however, have one reading only 
at the same session. 
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CONFIRMATIONS. 


Rue 18. The question of confirming a nomination made by the 
mayor shall be decided by a yea and nay ballot. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


RuLE 19. When a vote has been passed, any member may move a 
reconsideration thereof at the same meeting; or he may give notice to 
the clerk, within twenty-four hours of the adjournment, of his intention 
to move a reconsideration at the next regular meeting; in which case 
the clerk shall retain possession of the papers until the next regular 
meeting; and when a motion for reconsideration is decided, that vote 


shall not be reconsidered. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


RvuLeE 20. Every member when about to speak shall rise, address 
the chair, and wait until he is recognized, and in speaking shall confine 
himself to the question and avoid personalities. 

RULE 21. No member speaking shall, without his consent, be inter- 
rupted by another, except upon a point of order. 

RULE 22. No member shall be permitted to vote on any question, 
or serve on any committee, where his private right is immediately 
concerned, distinct from the public interest 

RULE 23. Every member who shall be present when a question is 
put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall give his vote, unless 
the board for special reasons shall excuse him. Application to be so 
excused on any question must be made before the board is divided, or 
before the calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall be 
accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall be decided 
without debate. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rue 24. The following standing committees of the board, to con- 
sist of three members each, except where otherwise herein provided, 
and the members of the joint standing committees on the part of this 
board, named in the joint rules and orders of the city council, and all 
other committees, unless otherwise provided for, or specially directed 
by the board, shall be appointed by the chair: 


Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — Bonds — County 
Accounts — Electric Wires — Faneuil Hall and County Buildings — 
Lamps — Licenses — Markets — Railroads. Streets and Sewers, to con- 
sist of all the members of the board, and to be divided by the chairman 
of the committee into the following sub-committees, namely: on Pay- 
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ing Division, Sewer Division, Bridge Division, Sanitary Division, and 
Street-cleaning Division, and Stables. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


RuLeE 25. At every regular meeting of the board the order of 
business shall be as follows: 


1. Communications from his Honor the Mayor. 
Presentation of petitions, memorials, and remonstrances. 
Papers from the common council. 

Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Orders of notice of hearings. 

Reports of city officers. 

Reports of committees. 

Motions, orders, and resolutions.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


RULE 26. Committees of the board to whom any matter is especially 
referred shall report within four weeks, or ask for further time. 


EXPENSES OF COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 27. No money shall be drawn from the city treasury for the 
purpose of paying the expenses of any committee, or any portion of 
the same, while absent from the city of Boston, unless authorized’ by 
special vote of the board. 


SPECTATORS. 


RULE 28. No person, except a member of the board, shall be per- 
mitted to occupy the seat of any member while the board is in session. 

RuLeE 29. No person or persons, excepting members of the city 
government, city officials, and reporters, shall be allowed in the ante- 
room of the aldermanic chamber while the board is in session. Nor 
shall any person be allowed,in the aldermanic chamber while the board 
is in session, when the seats furnished for spectators are occupied. 
The city messenger shall enforce this rule. 


LICENSES. 


RuLE 380. No licenses shall be granted for exhibitions of pugilism 
or wrestling. 

RULE 31. No permission to erect a pole or post for the support of 
electric wires, or for the construction of underground conduits, shall be 
granted until a public hearing shall have been given by the board of al- 
dermen on the application for such permission, after notice of such hearing 
duly advertised by the applicant in one or more newspapers. 
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RULE32. Every license or permit hereafter granted for the location of a 
street-railway track, the erection of a pole or post, the construction of an 
underground conduit, laying of a pipe or wire, or for doing any other 
work which may involve the disturbance of a surface of a street, shall 
specify the time within which the contemplated work shall be done, and 
shall not confer authority to do any such work after the expiration of 
such specified time. 


SUSPENSION OF RULES. 


RULE 33. Any rule may be suspended by vote of two-thirds of the 
members of the board present and voting, except Rule 30, which shall 
be suspended only by a unanimous vote. 


RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 


RuLE 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, the regular 
meeting of the common council shall be held on every Thursday, at 
half-past seven o’clock P.M., and on the appearance of a quorum the 
council shall be called to order. In the absence of the president the 
oldest senior member present shall take the chair, and a president pro 
tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and if an election is not effected on 
the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality vote shall elect. 


PRESIDENT. 


Rue 2. The president shall appoint and announce all committees, 
unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate his appointments to 
the council at the meeting following such action, if not made during a 
session. All vacancies upon committees shall be filled in the manner 
of original appointment; and members so appointed shall take rank 
according to the date of their appointment, unless otherwise designated 
by the president. 

Rue 3. The president may at any time call another member to the 
chair; but such substitution shall not continue beyond an adjournment. 
In all cases the president may vote. 

Rute 4. The president may make any rules that he deems proper to 
preserve order in the council chamber during sessions of the council, 
and he shall forbid smoking in the council chamber during a session. 


CLERK. 


Rue 5. The clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, and pro- 
ceedings of the common council, and a separate record of all decisions 
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of the chair upon questions of order. He shall have the care and 
custody of all papers belonging to this branch of the city council; and 
shall prepare a schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the president may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the board of aldermen ; 
and shall retain in his possession all papers until the right to file a 
notice of reconsideration has expired, and after such notice he shall keep 
the papers pertaining thereto until the right of reconsideration has 
expired. 

CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 

RuLE 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member shall 
speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal time if the 
council so vote. No member shall speak a second time on a question, 
if another member who has not spoken claims the floor. 

RuLE 7. No member shall interrupt another while speaking, ex- 
cept by rising to call to order, in which case the speaker shall not lose 
his right to the floor. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to the question 
under debate, and shall refrain from personalities, and shall not refer 
to any other member of the council except by a respectful designation ; 
aud no member shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of 
the president. 


QUORUM. 


RuLE 8. Whenever, on a rising vote or on a roll-cali, a quorum does 
not vote, or whenever a member raises the doubt of a quorum being 
present, the chair shall ascertain and declare whether a quorum is 
present. If there is no quorum present, he shall immediately declare the 
council adjourned. . 

COMMITTEES. 


Rute. 9. All matters relating to the elections of members shall be 
referred to the standing committee on elections, which shall consist of 
five members. \ 

Rue 10. There shall be a standing committee on judiciary, 
consisting of five members, who shall have the power to obtain the 
opinion of the corporation counsel on all matters that shall be referred 
to them. 

RuLe 11. All committees of this council shall be notified of their 
meetings by the clerk of committees. They shall not sit during ses- 
sions of the council without special leave, nor be called on less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the notices are mailed by the 
clerk or despatched by special messenger, unless all the members consent ; 
and they shall keep a record of their doings. The member first named 
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shall be chairman, unless otherwise ordered by the committee, in which 
ease the council shall be notified of the change; and the same rule 
shall apply to the members serving on joint committees. 

The absence of a member from three successive, duly called meetings 
of any committee, except on account of sickness or absence from the 
city, proved to the satisfaction of the president, shall be deemed a resig- 
nation on the part of such member from such committee, and the vacancy 
caused by such resignation shall be filled by the president at the next 
meeting of the council. 

The clerk of committees shall report at each meeting of the council 
all resignations effected by the preceding clause. 

RULE 12. Special committees of this council shall consist of three 
members, unless otherwise ordered. 

RuLE 13. No report of any committee shall be received, unless 
agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. Such 
report, when presented, may be ordered to be printed, and shall then 
take its place among the unfinished business for consideration at the 
next meeting. 

RuLeE 14. Committees to whom any matter is referred shall report 
within four weeks, or ask for further time. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


RULE 15. When the council shall determine to go into a committee 
of the whole, the president shall appoint the member who shall take 
the chair. 

Rue 16. The rules of proceedings in the council shall be observed 
in committee of the whole, so far as they are applicable, but a motion 
to rise, report progress, and ask leave to sit again shall be first in 
order, and shall be decided without debate; and the previous question 
shall not be moved. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


RvuLe 17. At every meeting of the council the order of business 
shall be as follows: 


First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, if called 
for by any member. 

Second. Messages from his honor the mayor, reports of city officers, 
and other communications addressed to the council. 

Third. Papers from the board of aldermen. 

Fourth. Reports of committee on finance. 

Fifth. Reports of committees, which shall be called for by divisions 
in numerical order. 
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Sixth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. They shall be read once, 
and referred to their appropriate committees or assigned to the next 
meeting, unless the rules are suspended, in which case they may be 
given a second reading and passed. 

Seventh. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Eighth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. 

Ninth. Motions, orders, and resolutions, which shall take the same 
course as provided in the sixth section of this rule. 


Provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shall be allowed 
for the presentation of papers under the sixth order of business. Papers 
shall be called for by divisions in numerical order, and only one mem- 
ber in a division shall be recognized until each division has been called. 


RuLE 18. All papers addressed to the council shall be presented 
by the president or by a member; and unless the council shall other- 
wise determine, they shall be read by the president or such other 
person as he may request, and be taken up in the order in which they 
are presented. 

RuLE 19. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, unless re- 
jected, have two several readings, after each of which debate shall be 
in order, and they shall then be put on their passage. Whenever the 
second reading immediately follows the first, the document may be 
read by its title only, unless objection is made. 

RvuLE 20. No ordinance and no order or resolution imposing penal- 
ties, or authorizing a loan or the expenditure of money, shall have 
more than one reading on the same day; but this rule shall not apply 
to an order to print a document or to provide refreshments during a 
session. 

MOTIONS. 


RULE 21. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the president 
shall so direct, and no other motion shall be entertained until a reason- 
able time be afforded for compliance with such direction. 

RULE 22. In naming sums and fixing times the largest sum and 
longest time shall first be put to the question. 

RULE 23. When a question is under debate, the president shall re- 
ceive any of the following motions, but no others: 


1. To adjourn. 

2. To lay on the table. 

3. ‘To especially assign to a time certain. 
4. To refer to a committee. 
5. The previous question. 
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To close debate at a specified time. 
To amend. 

To refer to another board. 

To postpone indefinitely.

These several motions shall not be applied to each other, except that 
the motion to assign, refer, amend, or to close debate at a specified 
time may be amended; and the previous question may be demanded 
upon an amendment, which motion shall be decided without debate. 
When one of these motions has been made, none of the others inferior 
to it in precedence shall be made, and in proceeding to vote, motions 
pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as above arranged. 
No motion or proposition of a subject different from that under con- 
sideration shall be admitted under color of amendment. 

RULE 24. When a matter has been especially assigned to be taken 
up at a fixed hour or at a certain stage of proceedings, such matter 
shall, at the time appointed or at any time subsequent thereto, during 
the same or succeeding meetings, be in order upon the call of any 
member, and take precedence of all other business. 

RuLeE 25. When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, be 
referred to such committee. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put 
in the following order: 


A standing committee of the council. 
A special committee of the council. 
A joint standing committee. 

A joint special committee. 


RvuLeE 26. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, provided 
business of a nature to be recorded on the journal has been transacted 
since a motion to adjourn was rejected; and such motion shall be 
decided without debate. 

RULE 27. Debate on a call for the previous question, or on a motion 
to close debate at a specified time, or on a motion to lay on the table or 
take from the table, shall not exceed ten minutes, and no member shall 
speak more than three minutes. In such debate, however, the merits 
of the main question shall not be discussed. 

RULE 28. Any member may require the division of a question when 
the sense will admit of it; and any member may move at any time for 
the suspension of any rule or rules. 
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PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


RuLE 29. When the previous question is ordered, the vote shali be 
taken upon all pending amendments, and finally upon the main 
question. 

RULE 30. All incidental questions of order arising after a motion is 
made for the previous question shall be decided without debate, except 
on an appeal; and on such an appeal, no member shall be allowed to © 
speak more than once without leave of the council. 

Rute 31. The previous question shall be put in the following 
form: ‘‘ Shall the main question be now put?” and all debate upon the 
main question shall be suspended until the previous question has been 
decided. 


APPEAL. 


RULE 32. No appeal from the decision of the president shall be 
entertained unless it is seconded; and no other business shall be in 
order till the question on the appeal has been decided. The question 
shall be put as follows: ‘‘ Shall the decision of the chair stand as the 
judgment of the council?” And it shall be deemed to be decided in the 
affirmative unless a majority of the votes given are to the contrary. 


VOTING. 


RULE 33. If the president is unable to decide or if any member 
doubts a vote, the president shall cause a rising vote to be taken on the 
question, without further debate. The president shall appoint two tell- 
ers for each division of the council as fixed by him, who shal! agree 
on a count and report the result aloud to him. 

RULE 34. A motion that any pending vote shall be taken by yeas 
and nays shall be in order at any time, and no debate shall be allowed 
thereon, but it shall be passed by the assent of one-fifth of the members 
present. 

Rue 35. After the announcement of a vote not taken by yeas and 
nays, any member may move for a verification thereof by yeas and 
nays, and on such motion a debate of the original question not exceed- 
ing five minutes shall be permitted; and the yeas and nays shall be 
taken, provided one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


RULE 36. When a vote has been passed, any member may move a 
reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, either immediately after 
the announcement of such vote or whenever motions are in order; or 
if any member who is not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted 
against the prevailing side shall give notice to the clerk, before ten 
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o’clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on which a meeting 
was held (except the final meeting of the year, or that preceding any 
adjournment for over two weeks), of his intention so to do, he may 
move a reconsideration at the next meeting at which said motion is 
reached in the order of proceedings. 

RULE 37. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be limited to thirty 
minutes, and no member shall speak more than five minutes. When- 
ever a matter has been especially assigned, a notice, as above specified, 
to reconsider any vote affecting it shall be considered whenever such 
special assignment takes effect. 

RULE 38. When a motion for reconsideration has been decided, that 
decision shall not be reconsidered, and no question shall be twice 
reconsidered unless it has been amended after the reconsideration ; nor 
shall any reconsideration be had upon either of the following motions : 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


RESCINDING VOTES. 


RuLE 39. After a vote has beenrefused a reconsideration, it shall not 
be rescinded unless two-thirds of the whole number of the members of 
the common council vote in the affirmative. 


ELECTIONS. 


Rue 40. All officers receiving any compensation from the city of 
Boston, who are elected by the city council, shall be chosen in this 
branch by ballot. In all elections by ballot the number of blanks cast 
shall be reported. Ballots cast for ineligible persons shall be counted 
and reported, but only for the purpose of ascertaining the whole number 
of ballots cast. If the person chosen is ineligible the ballot shall be 
void, and a new ballot be taken. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


RuLeE 41. No person except a member of the council shall be per- 
mitted to occupy the seat of any member while the council is in session. 
The seats of the members of the council shall be numbered, and shall 
be determined, in the presence of the council, by drawing the names of 
members and the numbers of the seats simultaneously; and each mem- 
ber shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number so 
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drawn against his name, and shall not change it except by the permis- 
sion of the president. 


SPECTATORS. 


RuLE 42. The city messenger shall allow no person upon the floor 
of the council chamber or in either of the anterooms, except members 
of the city government and reporters, without the permission of the 
president; and while the council is in session, no person except mem- 
bers of the city government and reporters shall be allowed in either of 
the anterooms on the easterly side. The president shall order such ac- 
commodations on the floor for reporters and spectators as he shall deem 
proper; provided, however, that no spectators shall be seated behind the 
members of the council. 

Rue 43. The council chamber shall be used for meetings of the 
council only, unless by special vote of the common council; pro- 
vided, that during the summer recess the president may allow the 
chamber to be used for public purposes, in all cases reporting his ac- 
tion to the council at its next meeting. The anteroom and large com- 
mittee-room on the east shall be subject to the same rules, except that 
the president may allow committee-meetings to be held therein at times 
when the council is not in session. The clerk’s room shall be assigned 
to the clerk of the common council for occupancy and use. The ante- 
room between the council chamber and the clerk’s room shall be used 
during the meetings of the council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and such other purposes as the president may direct; provided, 
that smoking there shall not be allowed on the part of visitors. The 
general care and supervision of these rooms are hereby intrusted to the 
city messenger, subject to the direction of the president; but no expen- 
diture of money shall be made except by direct vote of the common 
council. 


REFRESHMENTS AND CARRIAGE-HIRE. 


RuLE 44. No bill for refreshments or carriage-hire shall be incurred 
by any member of the common council, except in the discharge of offi- 
cial duty, and after being duly certified to by the members incurring the 
same, shall be submitted to the auditing committee, as hereinafter pro- 
vided. All carriages shall be hired through the city messenger, who 
shall obtain and verify the bills within twenty days from the date when 
they were incurred, and the clerk of committees shall furnish to the city 
messenger a copy of the vote, in each case, authorizing the use of such 
carriages. When the common council is in session at eleven P.M., the 
city messenger is directed to provide carriages to convey members and 
officials to their respective homes, if they so desire. The president is 
hereby authorized to incur bills for refreshments or carriage-hire while 
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in the discharge of his official duties. The prices paid for all carriages 
hired under this rule shall be in conformity with the rates established by 
the board of police. All billsso incurred for refreshments and carriage- 
hire shall be charged to the contingent fund of the common council, and 
shall be audited, before presentation to the city auditor, by a committee 
of three members of the common council. Said committee shall satisfy 
themselves of the correctness of such bills, both as to authority and 
amount, and may require evidence before approving them for pay- 
ment; such audit shall be completed monthly, on or before the twenty- 
fifth day of the month, and no bill shall be considered unless pre- 
sented within three months of the date of incurring the same. 

The city auditor shall report in print every three months, giving in 
detail the bills allowed and the votes authorizing the same. 


REPEAL. 


Rue 45. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, sus- 
pended, or repealed, at any time, except by the votes of two-thirds of 
the members of the common council present and voting thereon. 


JOINT RULES OF THE CITY COUNCIL. 


JOINT STANDING COMMITTEES. 


RuLeE 1. There shall be appointed at the commencement of the 
municipal year the following joint standing committees, the members 
of which shall be appointed by the respective branches in such manner 
as they may determine. Said committees shall respectively examine, 
as often as they deem necessary, the accounts of public moneys re- 
ceived and expended by the several departments. To the said com- 
mittees severally shall be referred all estimates and applications for 
appropriations of, and orders for expenditures by, the respective de- 
partments. Each of said committees to consist of three aldermen and 
five councilmen, namely :

A committee on the Assessing Department. 

A committee on the Auditing Department. 

A committee on the City Clerk Depariment. 

A committee on the City Messenger Department. 

A committee on the Clerk of Committees Department.

15. A committee on the Jnspection of Provisions Department. 

16. A committee on the Inspection of Vessels and Ballast Department. 
17. A committee on the Lamp Department.

There shall also be appointed annually, in like manner, the following 
joint standing committees to perform the duties assigned them: 


1. A committee on Ancient Records, to consist of three aldermen and 
five councilmen, to whom shall be referred matters relating to the early 
records of Boston. 

2. Acommittee on Appropriations, to consist of the chairman and 
seven members of the board of aldermen, and the president and seven 
members of the common council, to whom shall be referred the esti- 
mates of the departments prepared annually, and any suggestions 
thereon from His Honor the Mayor. They shall report an order appro- 
priating such sums as they deem necessary for the lawful public uses, 
and setting forth in detail, as far as convenient, the purposes. 
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3. A committee on Claims, to consist of three aldermen and five 
councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims against the city 
arising from the act or neglect of any of its departments. They 
shall report monthly the number and nature of the claims awarded or 
approved by them, and the amount of money awarded or paid in settle- 
ment thereof. 

4. A committee on the Contingent Hxpenses of the City Cowncil, to 
consist of three aldermen and five councilmen, to whom shall be re- 
ferred all matters involving expenditures from any appropriation for 
such purposes. ‘They shall examine all bills and vouchers for expendi- 
tures chargeable to such appropriation, and, if the same are correctly 
certified to, shall authenticate them, if correct, by the signature of their 
chairman, and send the same to the city auditor on or before the 
twenty-fifth day of eachmonth, to be paid as the bills of the several 
departments are paid. 

5. A committee on Finance, to consist of five members of the board 
of aldermen, and the president and six other members of the common 
council, to whom shall be referred all applications for expenditures 
which involve a loan, or a transfer of any part of an appropriation 
named in the general appropriation order, or from the reserved fund, as 
provided in Rule 17. 

6. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of three aldermen 
and five councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise ordered, appear 
_before committees of the general court and represent the interests of the 
city ; provided, said committee shall not, unless directed so to do by the 
city council, oppose any legislation petitioned for by the preceding city 
council. It shall report in print to the city council all bills, resolves, 
und petitions presented to the legislature affecting the city of Boston or 
any department thereof. Such printed report shall be made at the next 
meeting of either branch after such application is made, or earlier, at 
the discretion of said committee. 

7. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of the members of the 
Committee on Law Department, to whom shall be referred all ordi- 
nances introduced in either branch, or transmitted to them by vote of 
any standing committee. Unless specially instructed, they shall pass 
upon the question of the form and legality of the ordinance so re- 
ferred, they may append an order that such ordinance ‘“ ought not 
to pass,” and give their reasons therefor, or report such ordinance in a 
new draft. Such reports shall be made in not over two weeks from the 
meeting at which the reference was ordered, or the ordinance received 
from a committee. 

8. A committee on Police, to consist of three aldermen and five 
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councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters relating to the police 
department. 

9. A committee on Printing, to consist of three aldermen and five 
councilmen, who shall have the charge of all printing, advertising, or 
publishing ordered by or for the city council, or either branch, as one 
of its contingent or incidental expenses, and the supply of all stationery 
or binding for the same purpose. The committee shall fix the number 
of copies to be printed of any document printed as above, the minimum, 
however, to be six hundred; and they shall have the right to make rules 
and regulations for the care, custody, and distribution of all documents, 
books, pamphlets, and maps by the city messenger. 

10. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of three aldermen and 
five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters relating to public 
lands. 

11. A committee on Schools and School-houses, to consist of three 
aldermen and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred matters relat- 
ing to the public schools, and requests of the school committee for 
additional school accommodations. 


JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 


RULE 2. Every joint special committee ordered by the city council 
shall, unless otherwise provided in the order, be appointed in the man- 
ner provided in Rule 1. 


JOINT COMMITTEES. 


Rue 3. The member of the board of aldermen first named on every 
joint committee shall be its chairman; and, in case of his resignation or 
inability, the other members of the same board in the order designated 
by the chairman of the board, and after them the members of the com- 
mon council in the order named, shall act as chairman. The chairman 
shall call meetings of the committee at his discretion, or at the written 
request of a majority of the members. 

RULE 4. Every joint committee shall cause records of their proceed- 
ings to be kept in books provided for that purpose; and at every meet- 
ing of a committee the records of the previous meeting shall be read, 
unless otherwise ordered by the committee. In all such meetings of 
committees all votes shall, at the request of any member, be taken by 
yeas and nays, and recorded. 

RuLeE 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the consent of 
all the members thereof, be called upon less notice than twenty-four 
hours from the time the clerk shall have mailed the notices or despatched 
them by special messenger. 
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RULE 6. Any joint committee may expend from the appropriation 
for contingent expenses an amount not exceeding two hundred dollars 
in any one year, for purposes connected swith the duties of said com- 
mittee for which no provision has been otherwise made, except for 
refreshments or carriage-hire. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


RULE 7. In every case of disagreement between the two branches 
of the city council, if either branch shall request a conference and 
appoint a committee of conference, the other branch shall also appoint 
such a committee, and such committees shall consist of not less than five 
members each. Both committees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon 
by their chairmen, meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, 
as either shall choose, the reasons for the action of their respective 
branches in relation to the matter in controversy, shall confer freely 
thereon, and shall report to their respective branches. 


REFERENCE TO COMMITTEES. 


RULE 8. When an order or resolution relates to a subject which may 
properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee of 
the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, be 
referred to such committee. Either branch of the city council may 
commit or recommit to a joint committee ; but a reference with instruc- 
tions shall require concurrent action. 


REPORTS OF JOINT COMMITTEES. 


Rue 9. No report of a joint committee shall be received by either 
branch of the city council unless agreed to by such committee at a duly 
notified, meeting thereof. The report of a committee upon any subject 
referred to it shall, unless otherwise ordered by the city council or by 
the committee, be presented to the branch in which the order of refer- 
ence originated. It shall be the duty of every joint committee to which 
any subject may be specially referred to report thereon within four 
weeks, or to ask for further time. 

Rue 10. All reports and other papers submitted to the city council 
shall be written or printed, and no indorsement of any kind shall be 
made on the reports, memorials, or other papers, excepting those made 
by the officers of either branch, or the name of the member offering the 
same. Every report of a committee shall be signed by a member 
belonging to the body to which it shall be presented, unless otherwise 
directed by the committee. Every member presenting an order, ordi- 
nance, or resolution shall have his name indorsed thereon. Such 
member shall be informed, by the clerk of the committee to which the 
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matter is referred, of the time fixed for its consideration, if he give 
notice of his desire to be heard thereon. 

Rute 11. Any report containing any recommendation, other than 
“ leave to withdraw,” or ‘‘ inexpedient to take further action,” or refer- 
ence to another board or committee, shall be accompanied by an ordi- 
nance, order or resolve, embodying such recommendation; and such 
report shall be acted upon separately. 

Rute 12. Any member of a joint committee may submit a minority 
report at the same time as the majority report, and, if the latter be in 
print, he shall be allowed to submit his report also in print. Either 
branch may order to be printed the report of any committee submitted 
to it, or any document relating to a subject under consideration, the 
expense thereof to be charged to the general appropriation for printing. 


NOTICE TO OTHER BRANCH. 


Rue 13. All papers requiring concurrent action shall be trans- 
mitted from one branch of the city council to the other before the next 
regular meeting of the latter branch, with the action of the branch 
sending them indorsed thereon, and signed by the regular presiding 
officer of such branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk or assistant 
clerk of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch not 
based on written orders or papers, notice of the same shall be trans- 
mitted to the other branch, signed as hereinbefore directed. In case 
any ordinance, order, or resolution originating in one branch shall 
fail to pass in the other, notice thereof shall be given, under the signa- 
ture of the clerk, to the branch in which the same originated. 


ORDERS AND RESOLUTIONS. 


RuLE 14. In all votes requiring concurrent action the form of ex- 
pression shall be ‘‘ Ordered” for everything by way of command; and 
the form shall be ‘‘ Resolved,” for everything expressing opinions, 


principles, facts, or purposes. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


RULE 15. Whenever the city council shall order an expenditure by 
any committee, board, or officer, either in addition to the estimates on 
which the appropriation was made or for an object not included in 
such estimates, it shall provide for the payment of the same. 

Rute 16. No expenditure shall be made from the reserved fund 
except by a transfer to some other appropriation or to a new appro- 
priation to be established, and no expenditure shall be charged to the 
appropriation for incidental expenses except transfers and the expen- 
ditures therefrom provided for in the ordinances. 
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Rue 17. Every application for an additional appropriation, to be 
provided for by transfer or loan, shall be referred to the committee on 
the department for which the appropriation is to be made, and the re- 
port of such committee thereon shall, upon presentation in either 
branch, be referred to the committee on finance, and no such ad- 
ditional appropriation shall be made until the latter committee has 
reported thereon. 

Rue 18. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, or the 
transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropriation to another 
appropriation, shall be passed, unless two-thirds of the whole number 
of the members of each branch of the city council vote in the affirm- 
ative, by vote taken by yea and nay. 


BILLS AND ACCOUNTS. 


Rute 19. No presiding officer of a board, or chairman of a com- 
mittee, unless duly authorized by such board or committee, shall ap- 
prove any bill or account against the city. 

RuLeE 20. No bills for refreshments or carriages shall be paid, 
unless such bills shall specify in detail the names of the members to 
whom such refreshments or carriages are furnished, and the dates of 
furnishing the same; and all carriage bills shall specify the use made 
of the carriages charged therein. No member of the city council shall 
incur any such bills, except upon days when he has attended a meeting 
of a committee, or has performed some duty with which he has been 
charged by a committee of which he is a member, and by the vote of 
such committee authorizing such special expenditure. Whenever a 
committee vote to use carriages in transacting their business, the chair- 
man shall specify the number of carriages to be engaged. All bills for 
refreshments and carriages shall be presented at the time incurred, and 
shall be certified to by the members of the city council incurring the 
same; and shall require the approval of the chairman of the committee 
incurring such bills, before they are presented to the committee on con- 
tingent expenses; provided, however, that sub-committees shall be 
allowed the use of but one carriage in the performance of the duty 
assigned them, and all bills contracted by sub-committees shall be sub- 
mitted to and approved by the full committee. 

RuLE 21. All carriages shall be ordered through the city messen- 
ger, who shall examine and audit the bills therefor within twenty days 
from the date they are incurred, and the clerk of committees shall fur- 
nish the city messenger a copy of the vote, in each case, authorizing 
the use of such carriages. 

RULE 22. All bills for refreshments or carriages shall be ‘paid from 
the appropriation for the contingent expenses of the city council, and 
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if containing items incurred more than thirty days previous to the 
date of their presentation to the auditor shall go before the city coun- 
cil for approval. The prices paid for all carriages hired under this rule 
shall be in conformity with the rates established by the Board of 
Police. The city auditor shall report in print to the city council, 
monthly, the bills and expenditures from the contingent fund, in rea- 
sonable detail, and the amount remaining unexpended. 


AMENDMENT OR REPEAL. 

RULE 23. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, sus- 
pended, or repealed at any time, except by the votes of two-thirds of 
the members of each branch of the city council present and voting 
thereon.

The office of Auditor was established by the ordinance of August 2, 
1824. Regular annual reports of receipts and expenditures have been 
published by the Auditor since 1825. These reports show the annual 
receipts of the City and County, the debt, and the public property. 
Similar, but less complete, reports were published by finance com- 
mittees from 1811 to 1824, inclusive. Since June 1, 1867, the Auditor 
publishes monthly exhibits of all City and County expenditures. 

The City Auditor is also Auditor of the County of Suffolk, and Clerk 
of the Board of Sinking Funds Commissioners. (Pub. Stat., Chap. 23, 
33, 34-35; Rev. Reg., Chap. 4, § 1.)

The City Clerk, chosen annually in January by concurrent vote of 


the two branches of the City Council, has the care and custody of the 
records of the Board of Aldermen and of all City records, documents, 
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maps, plans, and papers, except where otherwise provided for. He 
also records chattel mortgages, assignments of wages, liens upon 
vessels, and performs other duties imposed by statute. 

The City Clerk is, ex officio, clerk of the Board of Aldermen and of 
meetings of both branches of the City Council when met in convention. 

The Assistant City Clerk is appointed annually by the City Clerk, 
subject to the approval of the Mayor, and discharges the duties of the 
City Clerk in his absence or in case of a vacancy in that office [Rev. 
Ord., Chap. 8, §$ 6, 7]. By Pub. Stat., Chap. 28, § 10, the certificate 
or attestation of the Assistant City Clerk has equal effect with that of 
the City Clerk. 


CITY MESSENGER DEPARTMENT.

ALVAH H. PETERS, City Messenger. Salary, $3,000. 
[Office, City Hall.] 

The City Messenger is the official messenger of the City Council and 
its committees, attending all meetings of the same. He has the care 
and distribution of all documents printed for the use of the City 
Council, and is the custodian of the City Hall Building. The office was 
established by the ordinance of October 14, 1852. The City Messenger 
is chosen annually by the City Council and appoints his subordinates.

The Collector collects and receives all assessments, betterments,

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the County of Suffolk. The separate office of Collector was established 
by statute in 1875. Annual reports have been published since 1876. 


ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT. 
[Rev. Ord., Chap. 12.] 


WILLIAM JACKSON, City Engineer. Salary, $6,000. 
[Ottice, City Hall.] 

The duties of the City Engineer include the structural maintenance of 
bridges, designing and superintending the construction of new bridges, 
retaining-walls, city wharves, and such other public works as the City 
Council may authorize. 

The City Engineer is the Engineer of the Boston Water Board, and 
has the general superintendence of the Sudbury river, Cochituate, and 
Mystic Water-Works, including charge of new constructions for these 
works. He is also in charge of the construction of a system of inter- 
cepting and outlet sewers (Improved Sewerage or Main Drainage), and 
of the engineering work in connection with the parks. ‘The office of 
City Engineer was established by ordinance on October 31, 1850. Regu- 
lar annual reports have been issued since 1868. 


FERRY DEPARTMENT. 


[Rev. Ord., Chap. 13.] 
WILLIAM J. BuRKE, Supt. of Ferries. Salary, $3,500. 
[Office, East Boston side of North Ferry.] 


By Chapter 155 of the Acts of 1869 the City Council of Boston was 
authorized to purchase the property and franchise of the East Boston 
Ferry Company, incorporated by Stat. 1852, Chap. 244. On December 
17, 1869, the City voted to purchase the ferry property and franchise for 
the sum of $275,000; and the property was delivered to the City on 
April 1, 1870. [See City Doc. 115 of 1869.]! 

From April, 1870 to July, 1886, the ferries were in charge of a Board 
of Directors, seven in number; from July, 1886, to April, 1890, a Board 
of Directors, five in number; from April, 1890 to May, 1891, a Board of 
Commissioners, five in number. 


1 By a vote of the City Council, passed July 30, 1877, it was determined that the ferries 
should be run free of all tolls on and after January 1, 1878. At the request of some citizens 
a mandamus was issued by the Sup. Jud. Court, the City to show cause why an injunction 
should not issue to prevent the execution of said order. After a hearing of the case, the 
court decided that the City had no authority to pass the order of July 30,1877. (123 
Mass., 460.) 
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TARIFF OF TOLLS. 
[Established by the Board of Aldermen, to take effect on July 1, 1887.] 


Police officers, firemen, and members of the protective department 
go free when in uniform; also, the harbor master and his assistants, the 
fire marshal, police and City Hospital ambulances, and the wagon of 
the public institutions; also, funeral hearses and processions. 

Foot-passengers. — Each, one cent. 

Pleasure-carriages. — Drawn by one horse, with not more than two 
persons and driver, four cents, or twenty tickets for fifty cents. With 
two horses, and not more than four persons and driver, six cents, or 
twenty tickets for $1. With three horses, and not more than six per- 
sons and driver, eight cents. With four horses, and not more than 
eight persons and driver, ten cents. For every additional passenger, 
one cent each. All light carriages, without horse, two cents. All 
heavy carriages, without horse, four cents. 

Carts and wagons. — Drawn by one horse, and weighing not more 
than 4,000 pounds, exclusive of horse and vehicle, four cents, or pack- 
ages of sixteen tickets for fifty cents. With two horses, and weighing 
not more than 8,000 pounds, eight cents, or packages of sixteen tickets 
for $1. With three horses, and weighing not more than 12,000 
pounds, ten cents, or packages of eighteen tickets for $1.50. With 
four horses, and weighing not more than 16,000 pounds, thirteen cents, 
or packages of twenty tickets for $2. 

Trucks and caravans. — Drawn by one horse, and weighing not more 
than 4,000 pounds, seven cents. Drawn by two horses, and weighing 
not more than 8,000 pounds, ten cents. Drawn by three horses, and 
weighing not more than 12,000 pounds, fifteen cents. Drawn by four 
horses, and weighing not more than 16,000 pounds, twenty cents. 

Drag-wheels. — Drawn by one or two horses, and weighing not more 
than 8,000 pounds, loaded, fifteen cents; not loaded, seven cents. 
Drawn by three horses, and weighing rot more than 12,000 pounds, 
loaded, twenty cents; not loaded, ten cents. Drawn by four horses, 
and weighing not more than 16,000 pounds, loaded, thirty cents; not 
loaded, fifteen cents. 

No load weighing more than 16,000 pounds is allowed to pass over 
the ferry, unless by special permit from the Superintendent. 

Ox-teams the same as horse-teams; one driver allowed to each team. 

Teams to be weighed when required by the Superintendent. 

The scale of weights is strictly adhered to, and loads weighing more 
than the specified amount may be prohibited from passing over the ferry. 

Horses or oxen are not allowed to be detached from the vehicle and 
paid for separately. 
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Each additional horse, in a carriage or team of any description, two 
cents. ; 

A horse with a rider or leader, two cents. 

A man with a handeart or wheelbarrow, one cent. 

Horses or oxen not belonging to teams, each one cent. 

Swine, sheep, or goats, per dozen, five cents. 

Other cattle, each, two cents. 

Baggage. — Each and every barrel, not in a vehicle, one cent. 
Each and every half-barrel, not in a vehicle, one cent. All other arti- 
cles in proportion.

The Boston Fire Department was organized in 1837, the Chief Engi- 
neer of the paid department publishing annual reports from 1838 until

placed under a Board of three Fire Commissioners, who have published 
annual reports since 1874. At the present time the Fire Department 
consists of a Board of three Fire Commissioners, who have entire con- 
trol of the department, a Chief, First and Second Assistant Chief, eleven 
District Chiefs, Superintendent of Fire-alarms, and officers, engine- 
men, telegraph operators, etc., to the number of about seven hundred 
in all.

The Superintendent of Fire-alarms supervises all electric wires or

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cables over or under streets or buildings, and enforces the statutes, 
ordinances, and regulations relating to their location, erection, supports, 
maintenance, insulation, and removal. He also has the entire care and 
maintenance of the tire-alarm telegraph and telephone systems, and 
all electrical appliances and machinery for the city, except for the Police 
Department. 


Cyrus A. GEORGE, Deputy Superintendent. In charge of the fire-alarm 
office, City Hall. 


A constant watch is kept at the headquarters, City Hall, night and 
day, by the operators. Each operator has assigned to him certain hours 
of duty, during which time he is responsible for the correct use of 
the apparatus in giving alarms, for testing the circuits, and for other 
details pertaining to the service. An automatic arrangement is con- 
nected with the receiving apparatus, by which assistance may be called 
from the sleeping apartments, if at any time the operator should be 
suddenly incapacitated from performing his duties. An accurate ac- 
count is kept of the time of each alarm, of the station from which it 
originates, and of all other necessary information. Alarms are trans- 
mitted to the Central Office, from the signal stations, or boxes, by pull- 
ing a slide in the box.

The Trustees of the Public Library are incorporated by an act of the 
Legislature passed April 4, 1878, and are authorized to receive and 
hold real and personal estate which may be given, bequeathed or 
devised to said corporation, to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. 
The first trustees were appointed under the ordinance of October 14, 
1852, and published their first annual report in 1853. These reports, 
dealing largely with the statistics of the Public Library, have been con- 
tinued without interruption. The first catalogue of the library was 
published in 1854 (8vo, pp. iv, 180). The second catalogue, of Bates 
Hall, was published in 1861; a Supplement in 1866. The Trustees 
have published also catalogues of the Lower Hall collections, of the 
Charlestown, Jamaica Plain, and other branch libraries; special cata- 
logues of the Barton (Shakespeare), Ticknor (Spanish), and Prince 
(early New England) collections ; a catalogue of American local history ; 
eight volumes of Bulletins; Lamb’s map of early Boston; handbooks 
for the visitors of the Library; and many miscellaneous documents. 


1NeEw LispraRy BUILDING. — By Chap. 222 of the Acts of 1880, amended by Chap. 141 
of the Acts of 1883, the Commonwealth granted to the city of Boston a lot of land on the 
southerly corner of Dartmouth and Boylston streets ‘‘ for the purpose of erecting and main- 
taining thereon a building for the use of the Public Library of said city.’’ By Chap. 143 of 
the Acts of 1882 said city was authorized to take, by purchase or otherwise, land *‘ for the 
erection thereon of a Public Library, and for a yard for the same,” with authority to 
‘* appropriate and use therefor any land now owned by it.’? Under the provisions of the 
last-named act, by an order approved April 18, 1883, certain lands adjacent to the land 
granted by the State were taken, and by order, approved April 14, 1883, loans were author- 
ized as follows, viz. : $180,000 to pay for the land taken as above, and $450,000 for the 
erection of a library building, By Chap. 60 of the Acts of 1887 the construction of the 
new building was placed in the hands of the Board of Trustees of the Public Library. 
Further loans for the completion of the building have been authorized as follows: Stat. 
1889, Chap. 68, Order of March 11, 1889, $1,000,000; Stat. 1891, Chap. 234, $1,900,000. The 
architects are Messrs. McKim, Mead, & White.

The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation 
established in 1772, were, by act of the Legislature, in 1864, succeeded by 
the corporation called the ‘‘ Overseers of the Poor in the City of Boston,” 
consisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are appointed 
annually within sixty days from the first Monday in February, to serve 
for the term of three years from the first day of May. The Board has. 
issued annual reports since 1865. 

The Board meets on the first Wednesday of every month, at the office 
in the Charity Building, Chardon street. 

The Overseers of the Poor are also incorporated as a Board of 
Trustees of John Boylston’s and other charitable funds, left for the 
assistance of persons of good character and advanced age ‘‘ who have 
been reduced by misfortune to indigence and want.”

The Arnold Arboretum contained originally 122.6 acres, belonging to 
Harvard University. This, together with other land, was taken by the 
Park Commissioners for a public park, and 122 acres were leased to 
the University, under perpetual lease, to be used only for the purposes 
of an arboretum, under the trusts created by the wills of Benjamin 
Bussey and of James Arnold. The Arboretum is open to visitors daily 
from 7 A.M. until sunset. The Park Commissioners have charge also 
of the Commonwealth-avenue grounds between West Chester park and 
Beacon street.

such connections, the levying of [assessments on estates benefited by 
the construction of sewers, and the maintenance of Stony Brook and the 
Main Drainage Works. 


- MAIN DRAINAGE WORKS. 


By an order of the Board of Aldermen, approved Feb. 25, 1875, the 
Mayor was authorized to appoint a scientific commission of three 
members to examine the system of sewerage in this city, and to 
suggest any improvements which could be made therein. Accord- 
ingly, the following persons were selected by the Mayor for such com- 
mission: E. S. Chesbrough, of Chicago, Moses Lane, of Milwaukee, 
and Charles F. Folsom, M.D., of Boston, who submitted their report 
(City Doc. 3 of 1876), recommending the construction of intercept- 
ing sewers, at a cost of about $6,000,000. On July 17, 1876, the sum of 
$40,000 was appropriated by the City Council for the purpose of making 
preliminary surveys for routes to Moon Island and to Castle Island. 
In 1877 the Joint Special Committee upon this subject reported (City 
Doc. 70), recommending the immediate undertaking of the project; 
and on August 9, 1877, a loan of $3,713,000 was authorized to meet the 
expense of constructing a large intercepting sewer from Charles River 
across the city, in a southerly direction, to Moon Island. 

Additional appropriations have been made at various times as follows, 
which shows the amounts appropriated for Improved Sewerage and ex- 
pended by the City Engineer’s Department.

Construction began August 9, 1877, under the direction of Joseph P. 
Davis, City Engineer, and was continued by him until his resignation in 
March, 1880, then by his successor, Henry M. Wightman, City En- 
gineer, until his death in April, 1885; since this date until the present 
time by William Jackson, City Engineer. 

In 1885, $65,000 was transferred from the appropriation for Improved 
Sewerage (as shown in table) to the Sewer Department, and expended 
under Thomas J. Young, Superintendent of Sewers, together with 
$80,103.40 more, $145,103.40 in all, in building that portion of the Dor- 
chester Branch Interceptor between Mt. Vernon and Shamrock streets. 

To get the total cost for construction of the Intercepting system this 
sum, $145,103.40, should be added to the sum of the ‘‘ Payments to 
January 31, 1894,” $6,206,896.83 in the table, making a total of 
$6 352,000.23. 

{In 1884 a sewer was built by the Sewer Department, Horace H. 
Moses, Superintendent of Sewers, in First street, from Dorchester 
avenue to D street, South Boston, which has been subsequently made a 
part of the Intercepting system. Thecost of this sewer was $30,766.52, 
which, added to $6,352,000.23, as above, makes the total expendi- 
ture of the city for construction of the Intercepting system to date, 
$6 382,766.75. 

On the first of January, 1884, construction was sufficiently advanced 
to permit the works being put in operation. Since that time the expend- 
itures have been for the extension of the Intercepting sewers around 
the North End of the city; for the extension of the South Boston Inter- 
ceptors on both sides of the peninsula; and for the extension of the 
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Dorchester Interceptor, which is now practically completed as far as 
Granite avenue, and operative as far as Neponset avenue. 

In 1890 the State Board of Metropolitan Sewerage Commissioners 
began the construction of the Charles-river Valley Sewer, an extension 
of the Boston Main Interceptor, and completed the same as far as Wal- 
tham, in the spring of 1892, at an approximate cost of $800,000, includ- 
ing estimated land damages, under the direction of Howard A. Carson, 
Chief Engineer. This system is in operation throughout its entire 
length from Waltham to Moon Island at the present time (May, 1894). 

Adding $800,000, the total cost of construction of the whole system to 
City and State becomes $7,182,766.75, to date. 

The maintenance of the system was transferred from the Engineer’s 
Department to the Sewer Department, Jan. 2, 1888.

The first water-document published by the city of Boston appeared 
in 1825. The public introduction of water from Lake Cochituate took 
place on October 25, 1848. The history of the Boston Water Works up 
to January 1, 1868, has been written by Nathaniel J. Bradlee; from 
1868 to 1876, by Desmond FitzGerald; of the ‘* Additional Supply from 
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Sudbury River,” by A. Fteley. In addition to the annual reports on the 
Cochituate supply, from 1850, and of the Mystic supply, from 1866, 
there are numerous special reports, By an act passed in 1875 (Chap. 
80), the City Council of Boston was authorized to unite the Cochituate 
and Mystic Water Boards under one board of three members, to be 
called the Boston Water Board. An ordinance to establish the Boston 
Water Board was passed March 22, 1876. 

The City Engineer is, ex officio, Engineer of the Water Department, 
has the general superintendence of all the works, and is in charge of 
new constructions. 

The Boston Water Works consist of the Cochituate Water Works, 
subdivided into two divisions, the Eastern and the Western, and the 
Mystic Water Works. 

The Superintendent of the Eastern Division of the Cochituate Water 
Works (William J. Welch; salary, $3,500; office, 710 Albany street, 
Boston) has charge of the Cochituate water-system in the city, the 
pumping-stations at Chestnut Hill, East Boston, and West Roxbury, and 
the Parker Hill, East Boston, and South Boston reservoirs. 

The Superintendent of the Western Division of the Cochituate Water 
Works (Desmond FitzGerald ; salary, $3,500; office, Chestnut Hill reser- 
voir) has charge of the Sudbury and Cochituate aqueducts, the Sudbury- 
river basins, Lake Cochituate, and the Chestnut Hill, Fisher Hill, and 
Brookline reservoirs. 

The Superintendent of the Mystic Water Works (Eugene S. Sullivan ; 
salary, $2,500; office, corner of Medford and Tufts streets, Charles- 
town) has charge of the entire Mystic water-supply, including the 
sewerage works at Winchester.

ELECTION OFFICERS. 


The city is divided into twenty-five Wards, established in 1875 and 
1876. The Wards are defined in City Document 115 of 1875, supple- 
mented by the ordinance of May 27, 1876. ‘The Precincts in the several 
Wards, 205 in number, were established by Orders of the Board of 
Aldermen approved on March 18 and 25, 1890. 

Under Stat. 1884, Chap. 299, and Stat. 1889, Chap. 413, the Mayor 
appoints, with the approval of the Board of Aldermen, between the 
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first and twentieth days of September, annually, a Warden, a Deputy 
Warden, a Clerk, a Deputy Clerk, four Inspectors, and four Deputy 
Inspectors, for each precinct, who serve for one year from the first day 
of November following their appointment. These officers are paid at 
the rate of $8.00 a day for actual service, with the exception of the 
Clerks, who are paid at the rate of $10.00 a day on condition that their 
records are kept to the satisfaction of the City Clerk. The election 
officers must represent the leading political parties.

The election of Mayor for 1845 was more warmly contested than in 
any former year. There were not less than eight several ballotings by 
the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the twenty-first of February, 
Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the meantime, from January to February 27, 1845, William Parker. 
one of the Aldermen, having been elected Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor. 

On the sixth of October Thomas A. Davis, being in declining health, 
resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, however, was not 
accepted by the City Council; and on the twenty-second of November 
he died, being the only Mayor who has died in office since the organi- 
zation of the city government in 1822. 

On the eleventh of December Josiah Quincy, Jr., was elected Mayor 
hy the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. Benson Leavitt, 
one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Chairman of the Board in the 
interval between the death of Mr. Davis and the election of Mr. 
Quincy. 

In 1851 Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an Alderman 
of the city for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor for said year. At 
the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, he resigned as 
an Alderman, and accepted the office of Mayor. 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three ballot- 
ings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9, 1854. In the meantime 
the duties of Mayor were performed by Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman 
of the Board of Aldermen. 

At the municipal election in 1872 William Gaston was certified, by 
the returns of the officers of the several wards, to have been elected 
Mayor of the city for the next municipal term. But, upon charges of 
alleged fraudulent practices in one of the wards of the city, a recount 
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of all the ballots cast at said election was demanded and made; and it 
appearing therefrom that Henry L. Pierce had seventy-nine plurality, 


he was declared duly elected Mayor for the year 1873. 


In 1873 Henry L. Pierce, Mayor of the city, was elected a member of 
the Forty-third Congress from the Third Massachusetts District, in place 
of William Whiting, deceased. Mr. Pierce resigned his office as Mayor 
on November 29, and occupied his seat in Congress on December 1, 


1873. 


The duties of the Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year 
were performed by Leonard R. Cutter, Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, who signed all official papers as ‘* Acting Mayor.”

Nathaniel P. Russell, Daniel Baxter, Joseph H. Dorr, reélected; and 
Thomas C. Wales and Redford Webster, elected 1825, declined. 

George Blake, reelected for 1826, declined.

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In 1859 Timothy A. Sumner resigned, on account of illness, and soon 
afterwards died.

In 1888 William P. Carroll died while in office. 

At the municipal election, in- 1852, nine Aldermen had a majority of 
ballots; but, in accordance with the statute, the eight who had the 
highest number of votes were declared elected. 

The municipal government for 1855 was the first one that was organ- 
ized under the new or revised City Charter, which provided for the 
annual election of twelve Aldermen. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 14, 1880, the returns of the precinct 
officers showed William Frost to be elected Alderman by a plurality of 
fifteen votes over James J. Flynn, and a very slight difference in the 
number of ballots cast for other candidates who failed of election. <A 
recount of the ballots cast for Mayor and Aldermen was thereupon 
demanded in legal form. A committee of the Board of 1880, having 
made the recount, reported, December 27, that Mr. Flynn was elected, 
having received a plurality of votes over Mr. Frost; and Mr. Flynn 
took the seat at the organization of the Board of 1881. Mr. Frost gave 
notice of his intention to contest the seat of Mr. Flynn, and also of Mr. 
Haldeman, who had received the next greatest number of votes. A 
committee of the Board of 1881 was appointed to. consider the matter, 
and reported, March 14, 1881 (City Document No. 38 of 1881), the 
majority declaring Mr. Frost entitled to the seat held by Mr. Flynn, 
with two minority reports. The majority report was accepted March 
21, and Mr. Frost took the seat. One peculiar incident in this case 
was the reception of a numerously signed petition asking the Board to 
examine and recount the ballots for Messrs. Woolley, Haldeman, and 
Flynn, sitting members, and Messrs. William Frost, John Thompson, 
and George S. Dexter, standing next highest on the precinct returns ; 
another was the fact that many ballots were either mislaid or stolen, in 
Precinct 3 of Ward 13, on election day. 

At the municipal election Dec. 13, 1881, the returns of the precinct 
officers showed William Frost to be elected Alderman by a plurality of 
154 votes over Charles V. Whitten. On petition, in due legal form, a 
committee of the Board of 1881 made a recount of the ballots cast for 
Mayor and Aldermen, and reported that Mr. Whitten was elected over 
Mr. Frost, and Mr. Whitten took the seat. Mr. Frost contested the 
seat of Mr. Whitten, and called for a reéxamination of the ballots cast. 
Such examination was made by a new committee, which reported, 
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January 17, that William Frost had 19,861, and Charles V. Whitten had 
19,825. On January 19, 1882, the seat was awarded to Mr. Frost. 

For reports of contested seats in the Board of Aldermen, see City 
Document No. 7 for 1861, and City Document No. 16 for 1862. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 12, 1882, the returns of the precinct 
officers showed Edwin F. Leighton to be elected Alderman by a plurality 
of 102 votes over Joseph Caldwell. On petition in due legal form a 
committee of the Board of 1882 recounted the ballots cast for these two 
candidates, and reported, Dec. 26, that Joseph Caldwell appeared to be 
chosen by a plurality of 14, and that in addition there were found 3 ballots 
for ‘* Caldwell,” 1 for ‘‘E. F. Leighton,” 18 for ‘‘F. Leighton,” 
and 11 for ‘< Leighton; ” also that, ‘‘ with the exception of the 
name ‘EK. F. Leighton,’ which was written, the abbreviated names 
above recited were plainly legible beyond the edges of ‘stickers,’ or 
‘ pasters,’ which covered and concealed the Christian names of Messrs. 
Caldwell and Leighton, those stickers having been pasted upon an ad- 
joining name, but being of such length as to partly cover the names in 
question.” The committee further reported that there was plainly no 
intent to cancel the names over which the stickers extended. Mr. 
Caldwell, who was a member of the Board of 1882, thereupon stated 
his intention of not appearing to claim a seat in the Board of 1883, and 
introduced an order, which was passed, declaring that, in the opinion 
of the Board, the abbreviated ballots should be credited to Mr. Leighton. 
The Board of 1883, on petition of Mr. Leighton, awarded him the seat 
at the first meeting, Jan. 1.

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William Bowes Bradford, Ward 38, elected 1822, did not qualify him- 
self, declining to be sworn, there being then no provision for aflirmation, 
except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 5, elected for 1827, declined. 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward1, Eleazer Howard, Ward 2, 
and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828; also, Holmes 
Hinkley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to the organization. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Boles, Ward 3, reelected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry, 1830. 

Henry Andrews, Ward 2, elected in 1833, afterwards took the inter- 
mediate letter R. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln omitted 1851. 

The Junior of William B. Fowle omitted 1865. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was elected 
Superintendent of Health. 

Daniel J. Coburn, Ward 5, resigned in April, 1856, and was thereafter 
appointed Chief of Police. 

Edward F. Robinson, Ward 11, resigned in May, 1861, and was elected 
a Principal Assessor. 

Charles J. McCarthy, Ward 7, resigned in March, 1862, and was 
appointed Paymaster of Relief Funds to families of soldiers in the 
United States service from Boston. 

Daniel Dowd, a member from Ward 13, died in office, September, 
1872. 

Thomas H. Doherty, of Ward 2, died in office, August, 1873. 

Hillman B. Barnes, of Ward 11, died in office, September, 1874. 

Edward J. Long, of Ward 8, died in office, November, 1875. 

Stephen G. Jones, of Ward 4, resigned in March, 1876. 

Thomas J. Fitzpatrick, of Ward 13, died in office, March, 1876. 

Joseph Healy, of Ward 10, died in office, April 18, 1880. 

George T. Perkins, of Ward 17, died in office, December 7, 1880. 

Daniel J. Sweeney, Porter street, Ward 2, Kast Boston, and reélected 
to the Common Council of 1881, died in office, December 19, 1880. 

Eugene B. Hagar, of Ward 10, resigned June 16, 1881, and was 
appointed Assistant City Solicitor. 

Andrew J. Bailey, of Ward 4, resigned October 27, 1881, and was 
chosen City Solicitor. 
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Nahum M. Morrison, of Ward 23, resigned March 16, 1882, and 
was appointed Assistant Inspector of Buildings. 

Abraham T. Rogers, of Ward 22, resigned July 13, 1882, and was 
appointed Assistant Inspector of Buildings. 

William L. Harding, of Ward 3, died in office, March 4, 1882. 

James J. Flynn, of Ward 13, resigned in June, 1883, and was chosen 
Superintencent of Streets. 

Cornelius F. Doherty, of Ward 2, resigned in July, 1883, and was 
appointed in the Service Division of the Water Department. 

Michael J. Houghton, of Ward 6, resigned in July, 1883, and was 
appointed Assistant Superintendent in the Inspection and Waste Divi- 
sion of the Water Department. 

Eugene D. Sullivan, of Ward 12, resigned in September, 1883, and 
was appointed Clerk in the City Collector’s Department. 

George E Bacon, of Ward 4, resigned March 6, 1884. 

Francis P. Maguire, of Ward 8, resigned February 20, 1884. 

William J. Kilduff, of Ward 19, died in office, December 7, 1884. 

William M. Osborne, of Ward 21, resigned August 27, 1885, and was 
appointed a member of the Board of Police. 

Neil J. Gillespie, of Ward 7, died in office, November 28, 1888. 

Charles J. Brooks, of Ward 10, died in office, January 21, 1889. 

Thomas F. Nunan, of Ward 15, died in office, August 13, 1889. 

Francis W. Sprague, 2d, of Ward 10, resigned October 10, 1889. 

There have been the following successfully contested elections: 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 6, on the ground that ‘closing the poll before the hour at which 
the voters were notified it would be closed was a violation of the rights 
of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members of Ward 
3, who were returned as having been elected at an adjourned meeting, 
December 11, 1834, on the ground of irregular proceeding, to render 
the whole number of votes certain by taking the highest number of votes 
for candidates on each opposing ticket, adjournment of the meeting by 
the sole authority of the Warden, and other irregularities, at the 
annual election, December 8. 

The third case, March 7, 1839, vacated the seats of three members of 
Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal voters, sufficient to 
affect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three members 
from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned meeting, December 
14, on the ground that four votes for non-resident candidates (after 
having been first thrown out by the ward officers)' were counted at the 


1 This fact was admitted, though not stated in the report of the Committee. 
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annual election, December 12, thereby preventing the choice of two 
other candidates, who, by excluding the said four votes, were by the 
decision of the Council declared elected, leaving one vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two members from 
Ward 3 on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned meeting 
which was illegally held. At the subsequent trial the same members 
were again returned to the Common Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three members of 
Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned meeting 
which was illegally held. 

The seventh, February 3, 1853, in accordance with the Report of the 
Committee on Elections, vacated the seats of three members from Ward 
11, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had no right to issue 
warrants for election of members of the Common Council, after the 
annual election and before the organization of the government-elect. 
But inasmuch as the elections in question were conducted bona fide and 
no other informality was apparent, and as this custom of supplementary 
elections had been in vogue for twenty years, the members thus elected 
were by the vote of the Common Council declared entitled to their 
seats. 

The eighth, March 19, 1863, in accordance with the Report of the 
Committee on Elections, vacated the seat of a member from Ward 3, on 
the ground that at the time of his election he was not an inhabitant of 
that ward. Before a decision was reached on this point, the member in 
question resigned. 

The ninth, April 9, 1863, vacated the seats of the entire delegation 
from Ward 10, on the ground that more votes were returned than there 
were persons who voted in that ward at the municipal election, — 
occasioned by mistake, probably, in the counting of the ballots, — the 
variation being so great as to affect the election of the whole delegation. 
At the subsequent trial the same members were again returned to the 
Common Council. 

The tenth, January 24, 1867, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, who was chosen at an adjourned meeting (held on account of 
a tie-vote at the regular meeting, Dec. 10, 1866), on the ground that 
the polls at said adjourned meeting were not kept open the same 
number of hours as were required by the original warrant. At a 
subsequent election the same member was returned to the Common 
Council. (See City Doc. No. 12 for 1x67.) 

The eleventh, January 16, 1868, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 10, because, by the count of the original ballots 
cast in said ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 
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The twelfth, January 6, 1870, vacated the seat of a member re- 
turned from Ward 13, for the same reason as recited above. 

The thirteenth, January 5, 1871, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 15, for the same reason. 

The fourteenth, January 18, 1872, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 7, for the same reason. 

The fifteenth occurred as follows: 

At the annual municipal election in 1871 Frederick S. Risteen was 
declared elected as a member from Ward 10. This election was con- 
tested by J. Q. A. Brackett, and a recount of the original ballots 
showed that said Brackett was elected by a plurality of one ballot over 
F. S. Risteen, and said Brackett was accordingly declared by the Com- 
mon Council of 1872 to be entitled to the seat. Subsequently Mr. Ris- 
teen contested this decision, on the ground that his name was erased 
from a number of ballots by some one of the ward officers after said 
ballots were deposited by the voters. After a protracted inquiry the 
Common Council sustained this view of the case, and Mr. Risteen was 
again returned to his former seat, and was again duly qualified, on 
February 1, 1872. (See City Doc. No. 18 for 1872.) 

The sixteenth, January 4, 1874, vacated the seat of a member re- 
turned from Ward 13, because, by the count of the original ballots 
cast in said ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The seventeenth, January 14, 1875, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 1, because, by the count of the original ballots 
cast in said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 

The eighteenth, January 4, 1877, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in said 
ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 

The nineteenth, January 10, 1878, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in that 
ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twentieth, Dec. 27, 1880 (see records of Board of Aldermen of 
said date), vacated the seats of one member from each of the follow- 
ing-named wards, viz., 3, 13, 16, and 19, because, from an examination 
of the original ballots cast in said wards, it appeared that other per- 
sons were chosen. From an examination made at the same time of the 
original ballots cast in Ward 5 it appeared that, instead of there being 
a tie-vote for a third member from said ward, three members were 
duly chosen. Peculiar features of the case in Ward 13 are, that some 
of the ballots undoubtedly deposited by the voters of Precinct 3 of this 
ward were either mislaid or stolen at the polling place and that the 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen of 1880, who examined the bal- 
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lots for Common Council in that ward, erroneously reported that the 
sitting member had been duly elected. (Sce City Doc. 54 of 1881.) 

In 1887 one seat in the representation of Ward 4 and one in that of 
Ward 15 were vacated and the contestants declared elected, the Coun- 
cil exercising its discretion as to the intent of the voter in certain cases 
of technical irregularity. (See City Docs. Nos. 6, 11, of 1887.) 

In 1889 one seat in the representation of Ward 3 and one in that of 
Ward 12 were vacated and the contestants declared elected, the intent 
of the voter in cases of technical irregularity being considered. 

See ‘‘ Reports of Controverted Elections in the Common Council of 
the City of Boston, from 1827 to 1889.” Boston: 1889, pp. xvii and 
277. 

The longest continuous service in the City Council is that of David F. 
Barry, member of the Common Council from 1880 to 1893 (president 
in 1887, ’88, °91, 92, 93), now (1894), a member of the Board of Alder- 
men. Eliphalet Williams (president of the Common Council, 1829) 
served fifteen years, but not consecutively. James J. Flynn served 
twelve years in the Common Council (president, 1883) and three years 
in the Board of Aldermen. Thomas Wetmore served eleven years, not 
consecutive, in the Board of Aldermen.

For the financial year 1893-94 the School Committee 
submitted estimates, exclusive of repairs, to the amount of 
$1,829,320. The City Council appropriated only $1,804,000, 
making a reduction of $25,320. The amount granted not 
proving sufficient for the needs of the schools, an additional 
appropriation of $15,000 was requested and granted. 

For the coming year, to cover the same items, the sum of 
$1,913,000 is asked for, the increase required being larger 
than usual. 

The fact that the city is growing, and that the yearly in- 
crease in the number of pupils averages from two to three 
per cent., must add steadily to the expense of carrying on 
the schools. 

Aside from the increase in pupils, the city is now sup- 
porting a Mechanic Arts High School which, it is expected, 
will add more than $25,000 annually to the running ex- 
penses of the schools. 
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Additional Kindergartens are being established in sections 
of the city wherever they have not existed, in order that all 
parts of the city may. eventually. have.the advantage of this 
instruction. This adds to expense more than the ordinary 
increase in pupils would seem to indicate. 

The large number of non-English speaking pupils entering 
our schools makes it necessary to employ more teachers 
than otherwise would. be needed, as it.is too much to expect 
a teacher to properly instruct fifty-six of such pupils. 

The amount of coal consumed in 1893-94, compared with 
that in 1892-93, shows an increase of over one thousand 
tons. 

The eleven new buildings hoak, acquired consumed twice 
the amount of coal per pupil accommodated that the older 
buildings do. 

The amount asked fats for fael, gas, and water the 
coming year, shows but a slight increase over the actual cost 
of these items for 1893-94. 

Under the head of “Supplies and. Incidentals,” which 
covers all the running expenses except salaries, fuel, gas, 
and water, and repairs, the sum of $115,800 is asked for. 

This estimate is less than the average annual expense was 
fifteen to twenty years ago, although now we have about 
forty per cent. more pupils and are obliged to furnish all 
pupils with books and supplies under a free text-book law, 
which did not then exist. ~ 

From 1873-74 to 1879-80 inclusive, the average annual 
expense under this head was $117,963. 85. 

The net expense for this item, in the year just closing will 
be about $86,000; but the Tar attest of new music books 
and charts, and materials required for drawing in the 
‘coming year, will, it is expected, add largely to expenses. 

For expenses that come under the head of repairs and 
alterations of school-houses, the sum of $279,000 is requested. 
As the School Committee are limited to the amount appro- 
priated, they cannot be held responsible for any defective 
condition of the school buildings if the money appropriated 
proves insufficient to make the needed repairs. 

For some years past un appropriation has been requested, 
with which to furnish better egress and _ fire-escapes for 
school buildings, in accordance with the law, but it has not 
yet been granted. The School Committee again repeat the 
request and ask for $55,000 for this purpose, under the head 
of School-Houses, Special Appropriation. In addition, the 
sum of $35,000 is requested, under this head, principally for 
new furniture. 

The estimates herein submitted are, in the opinion of the 
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committees having charge of their preparation, needed, and 
should be granted.

The special committee appointed to prepare rules for the 
government of the Board of Aldermen for the current year 
report herewith the accompanying draft, which they recom- 
mend for adoption. 

The changes recommended in the rules as in force last 
year are the following: 

In rule 15 the motions are arranged in tabular form for 
convenience. 

In rule 29 the words “ city officials ” are inserted after the 
word “ government,” to avoid questions that have arisen as 
to what persons shall be allowed in the anteroom.

CHAIRMAN. 


Rute 1. The chairman of the board shall take the chair 
at the hour to which the board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being pres- 
ent, shall cause the minutes of the preceding regular meet- 
ing to be read; and, in the absence of the chairman, the 
senior member present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

Rute 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order, 
may speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the board; and no other business shall be in order until 
the question on appeal shall have been decided. 

Rute 38. The chairman shall propound all motions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, in naming 
sums and fixing times, the largest sum and longest time shall 
be put first. 

Ruie 4. The chairman shall, at the request of any mem- 
ber, make a division of a question when the sense will admit. 

Rute 5. The chairman shall, without debate, decide all 
questions relating to priority of business to be acted upon. 

Rue 6. The chairman may read sitting, but shall rise 
to state a motion, or put a question to the board. 

Rute 7. The chairman shall declare all votes; but if 
any member doubts a vote, the chairman shall cause a rising 
vote to be taken; and when any member so requests, shall 
cause the vote to be taken or verified by yeas and nays. 

Ruue 8. The chairman shall appoint all committees, fill 
all vacancies therein, and designate the rank of the members 
thereof. 

Rute 9. When the chairman of the board or the chair- 
man pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair, he may eall 
any member to it; but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment.

Rute 10. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the 
chairman shall so direct. 

Rute 11. A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being lost 
shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out and 
insert. 

Rute 12. No motion or proposition of a subject differ- 
ent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

Rute 13. When an order or resolution relates to a sub- 
ject which may properly be examined and reported upon by 
an existing committee of the city council, such order or res- 
olution shall, upon presentation, be referred to such com- 
mittee. When a motion is made to refer any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put 
in the following order: 


. Toa standing committee of the board, 
. Toa special committee of the board. 
To a joint standing committee. 

. Toa joint special committee.

Rust 14. After a motion has been put by the chairman, 
it shall not be withdrawn except by unanimous consent. 

Rute 15. When a question is under debate the following 
motions only shall be entertained, and in the order in which 
they stand arranged ; 


Eee O:adjourn. 

2. To lay on the table. 

3. To postpone to a day certain. 
4. ‘To commit. 

5. To amend. 

6. To postpone indefinitely. 


Rute 16. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any 
time, except on an immediate repetition, or pending a veri- 
fication of a vote; and that motion, the motion to lay on 
the table, and the motion to take from the table, shall be 
decided without debate. 


READINGS. 


Rute 17. Every ordinance, order, and resolution re- 
ported by a committee shall, unless rejected, have two sev- 
eral readings, both of which may take place at the same 
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session, unless objection is made. Whenever the second 
reading immediately follows the first reading, the document 
may be read by its title only. Orders from the board of 
street commissioners changing the names of streets, and 
orders granting locations for poles or posts, shall, however, 
have one re ading only at the same session. 


CONFIRMATIONS. 


RULE 18. The question of confirming a nomination 
made by the mayor shall be decided by a yea and nay 
ballot. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 19. When a vote bas been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting; or 
he may give notice to the clerk, within twenty-four hours of 
the adjournment, of his intention to move a reconsideration 
at the next regular meeting; in which case the clerk shall 
retain possession of the papers until the next regular meet- 
ing; and when a motion for reconsideration is decided, that 
vote shall not be reconsidered. 


Conpuct oF MEMBERS. 


Rute 20. Every member when about to speak shall 
rise, address the chair, and wait until he is recognized, and 
in speaking shall confine himself to the question, and avoid 
personalities. 

Rue 21. No member speaking shall, without his con- 
sent, be interrupted by another, except upon a point of 
order. 

Rute 22. No member shall be permitted to vote on any 
question, or serve on any committee, where his private right 
is immediately concerned, distinct from the public interest. 

Rute 23. Every member who shall be present when a 
question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall 
give his vote, unless the board for special reasons shall 
excuse him. Application to be so excused on any question 
must be made before the board is divided, or before the 
calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall be 
accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall 
be decided without debate. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 24. The following standing committees of the 


board, to consist of three members each, except where 


~ 
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otherwise herein provided, and the members of the joint 
standing committees on the part of this board, named in 
the joint rules and orders of the city council, and all other 
committees, unless otherwise provided for, or specially di- 
rected by the board, shall be appointed by the chair: 

Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — Bonds — 
County Accounts — Electric Wires — Faneuil Hall and 
County Buildings — Lamps — Licenses — Markets — Rail- 
roads — Streets and Sewers, to consist of all the members 
of.the board, and to be divided by the chairman of the com- 
mittee into the following sub-committees ; namely, on Paving 
division, Sewer division, Bridge division, Sanitary division, 
Street-cleaning division, and Stables. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rue 25. Atevery regular meeting of the board the order 
of business shall be as follows : 


1. Communications from His Honor the Mayor. 

2. Presentation of petitions, memorials, and remon- 
strances. 

3. Papers from the common council. 

4. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

5. Orders of notice of hearings. 

6. Reports of city officers. 

7. Reports of committees. 

8. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 26. Committees of the board, to whom any matter 
is especially referred, shall report within four weeks, or ask 
for further time. 


IEXXPENSES OF COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 27. No money shall be drawn from the city treas- 
ury for the purpose of paying the expenses of any com- 
mittee, or any portion of the same, while absent from the 
city of Boston, unless authorized by special vote of the board.. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rute 28. No person, except a member of the board, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the board is in session. 

Rutt 29. No person or persons, excepting members of 
the city government, city officials, and reporters, shall be 
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allewed in the anteroom of the aldermanic chamber while 
the board is in session. Nor shall any person be allowed 
in the aldermanic chamber while the board is in session, 
when the seats furnished for spectators are occupied. The 
city messenger shall enforce this rule. 


LICENSES. 


Rue 30. No licenses shall be granted for exhibitions of 
pugilism or wrestling. 

Rute 31. No permission to erect a pole or post for the 
support of electric wires or for the construction of under- 
ground conduits shall be granted until a public hearing shall 
have been given by the board of aldermen on the application 
for such permission, after notice of such hearing duly ad- 
vertised by the applicant in one or more newspapers. 

Rue 32. Every license or permit hereafter granted for 
the location of a street-railway track, the erection of a pole 
or post, the construction of an underground conduit, laying 
of a pipe or wire, cr for doing any other work which may 
involve the disturbance of a surface of a street, shall specify 
the time within which the contemplated work shall be done, 
and shall not confer authority to do any such work after the 
expiration of such specified time. 


SUSPENSION OF RULES. 


Rue 33. Any rule may be suspended by vote of two- 
thirds of the members of the board present and voting, 
except rule 380, which shall be suspended only by a unani- 
mous vote.

This volume, the Twenty-fourth Report of the Record 
Commission, takes up the births in the town of Boston 
at the date reached in the Ninth Report, and contains all 
the births after 1699 recorded in two volumes of manuscript. 
It is needless to say that the record is approximately perfect 
only to 1745; after that date the number gradually dimin- 
ishes till it becomes a small fraction of the births, which, of 
course, took place. 

The Index has been made as exactly as possible on the 
same plan as those of the Ninth and Twenty-first Reports. 
The grouping of names is intended to be a convenience to 
the reader, but does not necessarily bring together all the 
different forms of spelling of every name.

The joint special committee on the joint rules of the city 
council, having considered the matter, beg leave to report, 
in part, at this time, and submit herewith the accompanying 
draft for adoption by the city council as the rules for the 
ensuing year. 

The changes recommended in the list of committees of last 
year are the following : 

In the first list of committees, in rule one, the committees 
on Publié Lands and Police Department are stricken out, 
and entered in the second list, as the departments do not 
exist as strictly city departments. 

In paragraph four, of rule one, the word “twentieth” is 
changed to “twenty-fifth,” in order that the rule may more 
nearly conform to practice in approving contingent bills.

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JOINT RULES AND ORDERS OF THE 
CITY COUNCIL. 


JOINT STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 1. There shall be appointed at the commencement 
of the municipal year the following joint standing com- 
mittees, the members of which shall be appointed by the 
respective branches in such manner as they may determine. 
Said committees shall respectively examine as often as they 
deem necessary the accounts of public moneys received and 
expended by the several departments. To the said com- 
mittees severally shall be referred all estimates and appli- 
cations for appropriations of, and orders for expenditures 
by, the respective departments. Each of said committees 
to consist of three aldermen and five councilmen ; namely : 


1. A committee on the Architect Department. 
2. A committee on the Assessing Department. 
3. A committee on the Auditing Department. 
4. A committee on the City Clerk Department. 
5. A committee on the City Messenger Department. 
6. A committee on the Clerk of Committees Department. 
7. A committee on the Collecting Department. 
8. A committee on the Hngineering Department. 
9. A committee on the Merry Department. 
10. A committee on the F’re Department. 
11. A committee on the Health Department. 
12. A committee on the Hospital Department. 
13. A committee on the Jnspection of Buildings Depart- 


14. A committee on the Jnspection of Milk and Vinegar 
Department. 

15. A committee on the Jnspection of Provisions Depart- 
ment. 

16. A committee on the Inspection of Vessels and Ballast 
Department. 

17. A committee on the Lamp Department. 

18. A committee on the Law Department. 
19. A committee on the Library Department. 
20. A committee on the Market Department. 
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21. A committee on the Mount Hope Cemetery De- 
partment. 

22. A committee on the Overseeing of the Poor Depart- 
ment. 

23. A committee on the Park Department. 

24. A committee on the Public Buildings Department. 

25. A committee on the Public Grounds Department. 

26. A committee on the Public Institutions Department. 

27. A committee on the Registration of Voters Depart- 
ment.

There shall also be appointed annually, in like manner, 
the following joint standing committees to perform the 
duties assigned them : 

1. <A committee on Ancient Records, to consist of three 
aldermen and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred 
matters relating to the early records of Boston. 

2. A committee on Appropriations, to consist of the 
chairman and seven members of the board of aldermen, and 
the president and seven members of the common council, to 
whom shall be referred the estimates of the departments pre- 
pared annually, and any suggestions thereon from his honor 
the mayor. They shall report an order appropriating such 
sums as they deem necessary for the lawful public uses, and 
setting forth in detail, as far as convenient, the purposes. 

3. A committee on Claims, to consist of three aldermen 
and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims 
against the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report monthly the number and 
nature of the claims awarded or approved by them, and the 
amount of money awarded or paid in settlement thereof. 

4. A committee on the Contingent Haupenses of the City 
Council, to consist of three aldermen and five councilmen, 
to whom shall be referred all matters involving expenditures 
from any appropriation for such purposes. They shall ex- 
amine wl bills and vouchers for expenditures chargeable to 
such appropriation, and, if the same are correctly certified 
to, shall authenticate them, if correct, by the signature of 
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their chairman, and send the same to the city auditor on or 
before the twenty-fifth day of each month, to be paid as the 
bills of the several departments are paid. 

5. A committee on Finance, to consist of five members 
of the board of aldermen, and the president and six other 
members of the common council, to whom shall be referred 
all applications for expenditures which involve a loan, ora 
transfer of any part of an appropriation named in the gen- 
eral appropriation order, or from the reserved fund, as pro- 
vided in rule 17. 

6. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of three 
aldermen and five councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before committees of the general court and 
represent the interests of the city ; provided said committee 
shall not, unless directed so to do by the city council, oppose 
any legislation petitioned for by the preceding city council. 
It shall report in print to the city council all bills, resolves, 
and petitions presented to the legislature affecting the city 
of Boston or any department thereof. Such printed report 
shall be made at the next meeting of either branch after such 
application is made, or earlier, at the discretion of said com- 
mittee. 

7. <A committee on Ordinances, to consist of the members 
of the committee on law department, to whom shall be re- 
ferred all ordinances introduced in either branch, or trans- 
mitted to them by vote of any standing committee. Unless 
specially instructed, they shall pass upon the question 
of the form and legality of the ordinance so referred, they 
may append an order that such ordinance “ ought not to pass,” 
and give their reasons therefor, or report ‘such ordinance 
ina new draft. Such reports shall be made in not over 
two weeks from the meeting at which the reference was 
ordered, or the ordinance received from a committee. 

8. A committee on Police, to consist of three aldermen 
and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters 
relating to the police department. 

9. A committee on Printing, to consist of three alder- 
men and five councilmen, who shall have the charge of all 
printing, advertising, or publishing ordered by or for the 
city council, or either branch, as one of its contingent or in- 
cidental expenses, aud the supply of all stationery or binding 
for the same purpose. The committee shall fix the number 
of copies to be printed of any document printed as above, 
the minimum, however, to be six hundred; and they shall 
have the right to make rules and reaulations for the care, 
custody, and distribution of all documents, books, pamphlets, 
and maps by the city messenger. 
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10. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of three 
aldermen and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all 
matters relating to public lands. 

Lacey committee on Schools and School-Houses, to con- 
sist of three aldermen and five councilmen, to whom shall 
be referred matters relating to the public schools, and 
requests of the school committee for additional school ac- 
commodations. 


JorInt SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 


Rute 2. Every joint special committee ordered by the 
city council shall, unless otherwise provided in the order, 
be appointed in the manner provided in rule 1. 


JOINT COMMITTEES. 


Rute 8. The member of the board of aldermen first 
named on every joint committee shall be its chairman ; 
and, in case of his resignation or inability, the other 
members of the same board, in the order designated by the 
chairman of the board, and after them the members of the 
common council in the order named, shall act as chairman. 
The chairman shall call meetings of the committee at his 
discretion, or at the written request of a majority of the 
members. 

Rute 4. Every joint committee shall cause records of 
their proceedings to be kept in books provided for that 
purpose; and at every meeting of a committee the records 
of the previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee. - In all such meetings of com- 
mittees all votes shall, at the request of any member, be 
taken by yeas and nays and recorded. 

Rue 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the 
consent of ail the members thereof, be called upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the clerk shall have 
mailed the notices or despatched them by special messenger. 

Rute 6. Any joint committee may expend from the ap- 
propriation for contingent expenses an amount not exceed- 
ing two hundred dollars in any one year, for purposes 
connected with the duties of said committee for which no 
provision has been otherwise made, except for refreshments 
or carriage-hire. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


Rute 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the city council, if either branch shall request 
a conference, and appoint a committee of conference, the 
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other branch shall also appoint such a committee, and such 
committees shall consist of not less than five members each. 
Both committees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their 
chairman, meet and state to each other, verbally or in 
writing, as either shall choose, the reasons for the action of 
their respective branches in relation to the matter in contro- 
versy, shall confer freely thereon, and shall report to their 
respective branches. 


REFERENCE TO COMMITTEES. 


Rote 8. When an order or resolution relates to a subject 
which may properly be examined and reported upon by an 
existing committee of the city council, such order or resolu- 
tion shall, upon presentation, be referred to such committee. 
Either branch of the city council may commit or recommit 
to a joint committee ; but a reference with instructions shall 
require concurrent action. 


REPORTS OF JOINT COMMITTEES. 


Rute 9. No report of a joint committee shall be received 
by either branch of the city council unless agreed to by such 
committee at a duly notitied meeting thereof. The report 
of a committee upon any subject referred to it shall, unless 
otherwise ordered by the city council or by the committee, 
be presented to the branch in which the order of reference 
originated. It shall be the duty of every joint committee 
to which any subject may be specially referred, to report 
thereon within four weeks, or to ask for further time. 

Roxie 10. <All reports and other papers submitted to the 
city council shall be written or printed, and no indorsement 
of any kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, or other 
papers, excepting those made by the officers of either branch, 
or the name of the member offering the same. Every re- 
port of a committee shall be signed by a member belonging 
to the body to which it shall be presented, unless otherwise 
directed by the committee. Every member presenting an 
order, ordinance, or resolution shall have his name indorsed 
thereon. Such member shall be informed, by the clerk of 
the committee to which the matter is referred, of the time 
fixed for its consideration, if he give notice of his desire to 
be heard thereon. ; 

Rute 11. Any report containing any recommendation, 
other than “leave to withdraw,” or “inexpedient to take 
further action,” or reference to another board or committee, 
shall be accompanied by an ordinance, order, or resolve, 
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embodying such recommendation; and such report shall be 
acted upon separately. 

Rue 12. Any member of a joint committee may submit 
a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and, if the latter be in. print, he shall be allowed to submit 
his report also in print. Either branch may order to be 
printed the report of any committee submitted to it, or any 
document relating to a subject under consideration, the 
expense thereof to be charged to the general appropriation 


for printing. 


NortTicE TO OTHER BRANCH. 


Rute 13. All papers requiring concurrent action shall 
be transmitted from one branch of the city council to the 
other before the next regular meeting of the latter branch, 
with the action of the branch sending them indorsed there- 
on, and signed by the regular presiding officer of such 
branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, 
of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, 
not based on written orders or papers, notice of the same 
shall be transmitted to the other branch, signed as herein- 
before directed. In case any ordinance, order, or resolution, 
originating in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice 
thereof shall be given, under the signature of the Aleut. to the 
branch in which the same originated. 


ORDERS AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rute 14. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be “ Ordered” for everything by 
way of command; and the form shall be “ Resolved” for 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or pur- 
poses. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Rute 15. Whenever the city council shall order an ex- 
penditure by any committee, board, or officer, either in 
addition to the estimates on which the appropriation was 
made, or for an object not included in such estimates, it 
shall provide for the payment of the same. 

Rute 16. No expenditure shall be made from the re- 
served fund except by a transfer to some other appropriation, 
or to a new appropriation to be established, and no expendi- 
ture shall be charged to the appropriation for incidental 
expenses except transfers and the expenditures therefrom 
provided for in the ordinances. 
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Ruie 17. Every application for an additional appropria- 
tion, to be provided for by transfer or loan, shall be referred 
to the committee on the department for which the appropria- 
tion is to be made, and the report of such committee thereon 
shall, upon presentation in either branch, be referred to the 
committee on finance, and no such additional appropriation 
shall be made until the latter committee has reported thereon. 

Ruxe 18. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropria- 
tion to another appropriation, shall be passed, unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch 
of the city council vote in the affirmative, by vote taken by 
yea and nay.

BILLS AND ACCOUNTS. 


Rue 19. No presiding officer of a board, or chairman 
of a committee, unless duly authorized by such board or 
committee, shall approve any bill or account against the 
city. , 

Rute 20. No bills for refreshments or carriages shall be 
paid, unless such bills shall specify in detail the names of the 
members to whom such refreshments or carriages are fur- 
nished, and the dates of furnishing the same; and all car- 
riage-bills shall specify the use made of the carriages charged 
therein. No member of the city council shall incur any 
such bills, except upon days when he has attended a meeting 
of a committee, or has performed some duty with which 
he has been charged by a committee of which he is a 
member, and by the vote of such committee authorizing such 
special expenditure. Whenever a committee vote to use 
carriages in transacting their business, the chairman shall 
specify the number of carriages to be engaged. All bills for 
refreshments and carriages shall be presented at the time 
incurred, and shall be certified to by the members of the 
city council incurring the same, and shall require the ap- 
proval of the chairman of the committee incurring such bills 
before they are presented to the committee on “contingent 
expenses ; provided, however, that sub-committees shall be 
allowed the use of but one carriage in the performance of 
the duty assigned them, and all bills contracted by sub- 
committees shall be submitted to and approved by the full 
committee. 

Rue 21. All carriages shall be ordered through the city 
messenger, who shall examine and audit the bills therefor 
within twenty days from the date they are incurred, and 
the clerk of committees shall furnish the city messenger a 
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copy of the vote, in each case, authorizing the use of such 
carriages. 7 

Rue 22. All bills for refreshments, or carriages, shall 
be paid from the appropriation for the contingent expenses 
of the city council, and, if containing items incurred more 
than thirty days previous to the date of their presentation to 
the auditor, shall go before the city council for approval. 
The prices paid for all carriages hired under this rule shall 
be in conformity with the rates established by the board of 
police. The city auditor shall report in print to the city 
council, monthly, the bills and expenditures from the con- 
tingent fund, in reasonable detail, and the amount remaining 
unexpended. 


AMENDMENT OR REPEAL. 


Rute 23. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of the members of each branch of 
the city council present and voting thereon.

GENTLEMEN: I transmit herewith a communication from 
the Superintendent of Streets in regard to the extent to 
which the ordinance regulating the use of bituminous coal 
has been enforced, the said information being requested by 
your honorable body in an order passed at your last meeting.

Sir: In relation to the order of the Board of Aldermen, 
passed on January 8, 1894, that “the Superintendent of 
Streets be hereby requested to report to this Board to what 
extent the ordinance regulating the use of bituminous coal 
(Chapter 3, Ordinances of 189 2) has been enforced,” I would 
respectfully report that on the passage of the ordinance in 
question, and on my being appointed as the official to en- 
force the act, measures were taken to examine all the boiler 
plants in the city where bituminous coal is used, and certain 
data were obtained which would be of value in determining 
the cause of a smoke nuisance, if such existed. (The en- 
closed blank shows the character of the data obtained.) 
On the obtaining of these data (the work on which is now 
continuing), the reason why any particular plant causes a 
nuisance can be determined by inspection of the reports, and 
the owner of said plant can be notified to discontinue the 
nuisance, and can be advised concerning the remedy. 

A circular, a copy of which I enclose, has also been sent 
to various people who are maintaining a ‘smoke nuisance on 
their premises; and, in consequence of this circular, the 
owners of several plants have already changed over to the 
use of hard coal, or put on smoke-consumers, or adopted 
other methods whereby the nuisance has been discontinued. 
It may be said in this connection that, in comparison with 
Western cities where the use of bituminous coal is universal, 
no smoke nuisance exists in Boston, and that no nuisance of 
any magnitude is likely to arise unless the sulphurous coals 
of Nova Scotia are introduced into this market. Unless this 
can be prevented, it is reasonable to anticipate that a very 
decided nuisance from smoke will arise in this city.

Dear Sir: I desire to call your attention to Chapter 353 
of the Acts and Resolves of 1893, which reads as follows 


[Chap. 353. ] 
An ACT TO ABATE THE SMOKE NUISANCE IN LARGE CITIES. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. In cities of over three hundred thousand 
inhabitants no person shall, after the first day of July in the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-three, use bituminous coal 
for the purpose of making steam in boilers in any building, 
unless the furnace in which said coal is burned is so built, 
managed, arranged or equipped that at least seventy-five per 
cent. of the smoke from said coal is consumed or otherwise 
prevented from entering the atmosphere, the degree of sup- 
pression being determined by the quantity of ‘such smoke 
emitted, as shown by the density and color of the issuing 
smoke and the length of time which it is visible, the maxi- 
mum standard of comparison being a continuous discharge 
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of dense, dark smoke during the time the furnace is in 
active operation. 

Secor. 2. The mayor of any city to which this act applies 
shall, within one month from its passage, designate some 
proper person from among the city officials, who shall be 
charged with its enforcement. And such designation shall 
thereafter be made annually in the month of January, but 
shall be subject to change at any time. 

Secor. 3. Whoever violates any provision of section 
one of this act shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
ten nor more than one hundred dollars for each week during 
which such violation shall continue. [Approved May 16, 
L893. | 


In accordance with the provisions of the above act, the 
Mayor of Boston has designated the Superintendent of 
Streets as the official to be charged with enforcement of the 
act. 

Complaint has been made that smoke from the chimney on 
your premises is emitted in violation of this law, both as to 
quantity and density. 

This department has no special smoke-consuming appara- 
tus to recommend, and is not prepared to advise you in 
respect to the method of remedying this nuisance. It is 
possible that the chimney is of insufficient capacity for your 
boiler plant, which fact could be ascertained by consultation 
with some competent mechanical engineer. 

You are hereby notified that immediate steps must be 
taken by you to provide some arrangement whereby seventy- 
five per cent. of the smoke produced is consumed, as re- 
quired by law.

OFFICE OF THE CORPORATION COUNSEL, 
January 18, 1894. 
To the Common Council: 


GENTLEMEN: I am requested to inform your honorable 
body if it is in the power of either branch of the city gov- 
ernment individually to investigate any department of the 
city without the codperation of the other branch, referring 
particularly to the proposed investigation of the public in- 
stitutions by the Board of Aldermen. I know of no pro- 
vision of the charter or statutes which requires investigations 
to be carried on by joint committees of the City Council ; 
yet there are many subjects concerning which an investigat- 
ing committee of one branch alone ought not to be appointed 
er act, since any recommendations contained in its report 
made to the body that appointed it would require joint action 
of the City Council. The investigation referred to in your 
question, however, is not an investig: ition of any depart- 
ment. Under the public statutes the Board of Aldermen, 
us County Commissioners, are charged with certain duties 
concerning the public institutions, particularly the prisons, 
and acting as County Commissioners through their commit- 
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tee they are to inspect such institutions, inquire into them, 
and if, in their judgment, it is found necessary, and if it 
appears to them that any provision of law in relation to 
prisons has been violated or neglected in their county, they 
are required forthwith to give notice thereof to the District 
Attorney. As it is the duty of the Board of Aldermen, as 
County Commissioners, by themselves or a committee, to 
fully examine into everything relating to the government, 
discipline, and police of the prisons within their county, it 
is their right, and in some cases may be their duty, to con- 
duct an investigation such as is proposed by the order passed 
by the Board of Aldermen.

In Common Council, January 25, 1894. 


The Committee on Rules of the Common Council, ap- 
pointed to report what changes, if any, are necessary in the 
rules of that body, having attended to that duty, submit 
herewith the accompanying draft. The changes which the 
committee recommend in the present rules are indicated as 
follows, namely : 

Rute 17. Strike out, in the sixth paragraph of the order 
of business, the words “on a roll-eall.” 

Rute 44. In the provisions relating to the auditing of 
bills by a committee of the common council, strike out, in 
two places, the words “all bills for refreshments,” so as to 
provide that all bills shall be submitted to the auditing com- 
mittee. 

Rue 45. Strike out all after the word “ thereon.”

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RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON 
COUNCIL. 


Rute 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, 
the regular meeting of the common council shall be held 
on every Thursday, at half-past seven o’clock P.M., and, 
on the appearance of a quorum, the council shall be called 
to order. In the absence of the president the oldest senior 
member present shall take the. chair, and a president pro 
tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not 
effected on the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality 
vote shall elect. 


PRESIDENT. 


Rute 2. The president shall appoint and announce all 
committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate 
his appointments to the council at the meeting following 
such action, if not made during a session. All vacancies 
upon committees shall be filled in the manner of original 
appointment; and members so appointed shall take rank 
according to the date of their appointment, unless otherwise 
designated by the president. 

Rute 3. The president may at any time call another 
member to the chair; but such substitution shall not con- 
tinue beyond an adjournment. In all cases the president 
may vote. 

Rue 4. The president may make any rules that he deems 
proper to preserve order in the council chamber during ses- 
sions of the council, and he shall forbid smoking in the 
council chamber during i session. 


CLERK. 


Rute 5. The clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, 
and proceedings of the common council, and a separate rec- 
ord of all decisions of the chair upon questions of order. © 
He shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging 
to this branch of the city council; and shall prepare a 
schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the president may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the board of 


? 
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aldermen; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
after such notice he shall keep the papers pertaining thereto 
until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


Conpuct oF MEMBERS. 


Rute 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member 
shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a further 
equal time if the council so vote. No member shall speak a 
second time on a question, if another member, who has not 
spoken, claims the floor. 

Rutz 7. No member shall interrupt another while speak- 
ing, except by rising to call to order, in which case the 
speaker shall not lose his right to the floor. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain from person- 
alities, and shall not refer to any other member of the 
council except by a respectful designation ; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of the 
president. 


QuOoRUM. 


Rute 8. Whenever, on a rising vote or on a roll-call, a 
quorum does not vote, or whenever a member raises the 
doubt of a quorum being present, the chair shall ascertain 
and declare whether a quorum is present. If there is no 
quorum present, he shall immediately declare the council ad- 
journed. 


COMMITTEES. 


Rute 9. All matters relating to the elections of members 
shall be referred to the standing committee on elections, 
which shall consist of five members. 

Rutt 10. There shall be a standing committee on 
judiciary, consisting of five members, who shall have the 
power to obtain the opinion of the corporation counsel on all 
matters that shall be referred to them. 

Rute 11. All committees of this council shall be noti- 
fied of their meetings by the clerk of committees. They 
shall not sit during sessions of the council without special 
leave, nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours 
from the time the notices are mailed by the clerk or de- 
spatched by special messenger, unless all the members con- 
sent; and they shall keep a record of their doings. The 
member first named shall be chairman, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee, in which case the council shall

be notified of the change; and the same rule shall apply to 
the members serving on joint committees. 

The absence of a member from three successive, duly 
valled meetings of any committee except on account of 
sickness or absence fromthe city, proved to the satisfaction 
of the president, shall be deemed a resignation on the part 
of such member from such committee, and the vacancy 
‘aused by such resignation shall be filled by the president at 
the next meeting of the council. 

The clerk of committees shall report at each meeting of 
the council all resignations effected by the preceding clause. 

Rue 12. Special committees of this council shall con- 
sist of three members unless otherwise ordered. 

RuLE 13. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the un- 
finished business for consideration at the next meeting. 

Rute 14. Committees to whom any matter is referred 
shall report within four weeks, or ask for further time. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Rute 15. When the council shall determine to go into 
a committee of the whole, the president shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair. 

Rute 16. The rules of proceedings in the council shall 
be observed in committee of the whole, so far as they are 
applicable ; but a motion to rise, report progress, and ask 
leave to sit again shall be first in Hate and shall be decided 
without debate; and the previous question shall not be 
moved. 


OrDER oF BUSINESS. 


Rute 17. At every meeting of the council the order of 
business shall be as follows: / 


First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting 
if called for by any member. 

Second. Messages from his honor the mayor, reports of 
city officers, and “other communications addressed to the 
council. 

Third. Papers from the board of aldermen. 

Fourth. Reports of committee on finance. 

Fifth. Reports of committees, which shall be called for 
by divisions in numerical order. 

Sixth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. They shall be 
read once and referred to their appropriate committees, or 
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assigned to the next meeting, unless the rules are suspended, 
in which case they may be given a second reading and passed. 

Seventh. Untinished business of preceding meetings. 

Highth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. 

Ninth. Motions, orders, and resolutions, which shall 
take the same course as provided in the sixth section of this 
rule. 

Provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shall 
be allowed for the presentation of papers under the sixth 
order of business. Papers shall be called for by divisions 
in numerical order, and only one member in a division shall 
be recognized until each division has been called. 


Rute 18. All papers addressed to the council shall be 
presented by the president, or by a member; and, unless the 
council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
president, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they are presented. 

Rue 19. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, 
unless rejected, have two several readings, after each of 
which debate shall be in order, and they shall then be put on 
their passage. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first, the document may be read by its title only, 
unless ébjection 1 is made, 

Rute 20. No ordinance and no order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing a loan or the expenditure of 
money, shall have more than one reading on the saine day ; 
but this rule shall not apply to an order to print a document 
or to provide refreshments during a session. 


MorIons. 


Rue 21. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the president shall so direct, and no other motion shall be 
entertained until a reasonable time be afforded for compliance 
with such direction. 

Rute 22. In naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall first be put to the question. 

Rute 23. When a question is under debate, the president 
shall receive any of the following motions, but no others : 


1. To adjourn. 

2. To lay on the table. 

3. To especially assign to a time certain. 
4. To refer to a committee. 

5. The previous question. 

6. ‘To close debate at a specified time. 
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ico Lovmends 
8. To refer to another board. 
9. To postpone indefinitely. 


These several motions shall not be applied to each other, 
except that the motion to assign, refer, amend, or to close 
debate at a specified time, may ‘be amended ; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others, inferior to it 
in precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as 
above arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject dif- 
ferent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

tune 24. When a matter has been especially assigned 
to be taken up ata fixed hour, or at a certain stage of | pro- 
ceedings, such matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any 
time subsequent thereto, during the same or succeeding 
meetings, he in order upon the call of any member, and 
take precedence of all other business. 

Rute 25. When an order or resolution relates to a sub- 
ject which may properly be examined and reported upon by 
an existing committee of the city council, such order or res- 
olution shall, upon presentation, be referred to such commit- 
tee. When a motion is made to refer any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put in 
the following order : 


A standing committee of the council. 
A special committee of the council. 
A joint standing committee. 

A joint special committee. 


Rute 26. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected ; 
and such motion shall be decided without debate. 

Rowe 27. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 
on a motion to close debate at a specified time, or on a mo- 
tion to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not 
exceed ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than 
three minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of the 
main question shall not be discussed. 

Rute 28. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it; and any member 
may move at any time for the suspension of any rule or 
rules.

PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


Rute 29. When the previous question is ordered, the 
vote shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally 
upon the main question. 

Roxe 30. All incidental questions of order, arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once, with-. 
out leave of the council. 

Rute 31. The previous question shall be put in the fol- 
lowing form: “ Shall the main question be now put?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has been decided. 


APPEAL. 


Ruue 32. No appeal from the decision of the president 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded; and no other 
business shall be in order till the question on the appeal has 
been decided. The question shall be put as follows: “ Shall 
the decision of the chair stand as the judgment of the 
council?” And it shall be deemed to be decided in the af- 
firmative unless a majority of the votes given are to the 
contrary. 

VOTING. 


Rue 33. If the president is unable to decide, or if any 
member doubts a vote, the president shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken on the question, without further debate. The 
president shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
council, as fixed by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. 

Rue 34. A motion that any pending vote shall be taken 
by yeas and nays shall be in order at any time, and no 
debate shall be allowed thereon, but it shall be passed by 
the assent of one-fifth of the members present. 

Rute 35. After the announcement of a vote not taken 
by yeas and nays, any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas and nays, and on such motion a debate of 
the original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be 
permitted ; and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided 
one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 36. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
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either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 
whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 
not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the clerk, before ten 
o'clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on 
which a meeting was held (except the final meeting of the 
year, or that preceding any adjournment for over two 
weeks), of his intention so to do, he may move a reconsider- 
ation at the next meeting at which said motion is reached in 
the order of proceedings. 

Rute 37. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more 
than five minutes. Whenever a matter has been especially 
assigned, a notice, as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
affecting it shall be considered whenever such special assign- 
ment takes effect. 

Rue 33. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
umended after the reconsideration ; nor shall any reconsider- 
ation be had upon either of the following motions : 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. | 
To close debate at a specified time. 


RESCINDING VOTES. 


Rue 39. After a vote has been refused a reconsider- 
ation, it shall not be rescinded unless two-thirds of the whole 
pumber of the members of the common council vote in the 
affirmative. 

ELECTIONS. 


Rute 40, All officers receiving any compensation from 
the city of Boston, who are elected by the city council, shall 
be chosen in this branch by ballot. In all elections by bal- 
lot the number of blanks cast shall be reported. Ballots cast 
for ineligible persons shall be counted and reported, but 


only for the purpose of ascertaining the whole number of 


ballots cast. If the person chosen is ineligible, the ballot — 


shall be void and a new ballot be taken. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


RuLe 41. No person except a member of the council 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while

the council is in session. The seats of the members of the 
council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the council, by drawing the names of members 

and the numbers of the seats simultaneously ; and each mem- 
ber shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the 
number so drawn against his name, and shall not change it, 
except by the permission of the president. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rute 42. The city messenger shall allow no person upon 
the floor of the council chamber, or in either of the anterooms, 
except members of the city government and reporters, with- 
out the permission of the president ; and, while the council 
is In session, no person except members of the city govern- 
ment and reporters shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side. The president shall order such 
accommodations on the floor for reporters and spectators as 
he shall deem proper; provided, however, that no spectators 
shall be seated behind the members of the council. 

Rute 43. The council chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the council only, unless by special vote of the com- 
mon council; proveded, that during the summer recess the 
president may allow the chamber to be used for public pur- 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the council at its 
next meeting. The anteroom and large committee-room on 
the east shall be subject to the same rules ; except that the 
president may allow committee-meetings to be held therein 
at times when the council is not in session. The clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the clerk of the common council 
for occupancy and use. The anteroom between the council 
chamber and the clerk’s room shall be used during the 
meetings of the council tu give access to the seats on the 
floor, and such other purposes as the president may direct ; 
provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on the part 
of visitors. The general care and supervision of these rooms 
are hereby intrusted to the city messenger, subject to the 
direction of the president; but no expenditure of money 
shall be made except by direct vote of the common council. 


REFRESHMENTS AND CARRIAGE-HIRE. 


Ruue 44. No bill for refreshments or carriage-hire shall 
be incurred by any member of the common council, ex- 
cept in the discharge of official duty, and after being duly 
certified to by the members incurring the same, shall be sub- 
mitted tothe auditing committee as hereinafter provided. All 
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carriages shall be hired through the city messenger, who shall 
obtain and verify the bills within twenty days from the date 
when they were incurred, andthe clerk of committees shall 
furnish to the city messenger a copy of the vote, in each case, 
authorizing the use of such carriages. When the common 
council is in session at eleven P.M., the city messenger is di- 
rected to provide carriages to convey members and officials to 
their respective homes, if they so desire. The president is 
hereby authorized to incur bills for refreshments or carriage- 
hire while in the discharge of his official duties. The prices 
paid for all carriages hir ed under this rule shall be in conform- 
ity with the rates established by the board of police. Al bills 
so incurred for refreshments and carr iage-hire shall be charged 
to the contingent fund of the common council, and shall be 
audited, before presentation to the city auditor, by a com- 
mittee of three members of the common council. Said com- 
mittee shall satisfy themselves of the correctness of such 
hills, both as to authority and amount, and may require evi- 
dence before approving them for payment; such audit shall 
be completed monthly, on or before the twenty-fifth day of 
the month, and no bill shall be considered unless presented 
within three months of the date of incurring the same. 

The city auditor shall report in print every three months, 
giving in detail the bills allowed and the votes authorizing 
the same. 


REPEAL. 


Rutt 45. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by the 
votes of two-thirds of the members of the common council 
present and voting thereon. 
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OPINION OF THE CORPORATION COUNSEL 


REGARDING 


CITY EMPLOYEES WHO DO NOT COME WITHIN 
THE PROVISIONS OF THE NINE-HOUR LAW. 


OFFICE OF THE CORPORATION COUNSEL, 
January 25, 1894. 


To the Common Council of the City of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN: I am requested to report to your honorable 
body what employees of the City of Boston, if any, do not come 
under the provisions of the nine-hour law, so called. The 
statute referred to reads as follows: “Nine hours shall con- 
stitute a day’s work for all laborers, workmen and mechanics 
now employed or who may be employed by or on behalf of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts or any county, city or 
town therein.” The effect of this statute is to define a day’s 
work, as to its length, in the case of laborers and mechanics, 
employed at manual labor by the day when no special con- 
tract is made with them. ‘There are many employees of the 
City of Boston and County of Suffolk who clearly do not 
come under the provisions of this chapter, such as heads 
of departments, clerks, policemen, and the many employees 
of the city who receive an annual salary. Laborers, work- 
men, and mechanics who are hired by the day without any 
particular contract as to the nature of their employment 
are clearly within it. To quote the language of my prede- 
cessor, Judge Richardson, in an opinion given by him to the 
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Court House Commissioners on this subject, “The exact 
dividing line between those who do, and those who do not, 
come within it is dificult to draw, and perhaps it is unwise 
to attempt more than to- decide each particular case as it 
may arise.” In that case, he decided that certain foremen, 
engineers, firemen, gatemen, etc., employed specially to per- 
form their duties at weekly or monthly wages were not under 
the nine-hour law. It is impossible to answer your question | 
except in the general manner that I have done, as I do not 
know the conditions attending the hiring of large numbers of 
the employees of the city.

Be it ordered by the Board of Aldermen of Boston, as 
follows: 

Section 1. Chapter six of the Revised Regulations of 
1892 is hereby amended by inserting between sections 
twenty and twenty-one the following new section, to be 
numbered twenty-one, and the sections now numbered 
twenty-one to thirty-one inclusive to be renumbered twenty- 
two to thirty-two respectively : 

Sect. 21. No person shall use a sidewalk for any pur- 
pose which subjects it to more than ordinary wear, or injures 
the material of which it is composed, unless said sidewalk be 
constructed by the owner of the abutting estate of granite 
or other stone, ina manner satisfactory to the Superintend- 
ent of Streets, and kept in repair by said owner.

To the Honorable the Common Council: 


GENTLEMEN: Referring to the enclosed order of February 
1, the Fire Commissioners are happy to give your honorable 
body both their reasons and their authority for appearing at 
the State House and opposing legislation affecting the city 
of Boston. 

From its context in the general reports they understand 
the order to point to the bill before the Committee on Cities, 
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January 31, granting the members of the Boston Fire Depart- 
ment one day off in every seven without loss of pay, this 
leave to be absolute, no matter what the exigencies of the 
service might be at a particular time. | 

The Commissioners considered this bill unreasonable, 
unjust, and dangerous, opposed to the best interests of the 
city of Boston, its Fire Department, and, in the not very long 
run, the members themselves. Therefore, it was the plain 
duty of some one to antagonize the measure, and as they 
understood the situation, both absolutely and relatively, 
better than any one else could, the Commissioners accepted 
the duty as belonging to them. 

The bill is unreasonable because it demands for the Boston 
Fire Department larger rewards and privileges than are en- 
joyed by the members of any other department in the world. 
The salaries of the men in this service are on a par with those 
given the firemen of the city of New York, and these are 
larger salaries than are paid by any other cities in the world. 
The privileges enjoyed by the men of the two cities are also 
virtually the same. The permanent men of Boston are far 
ahead in pay and privilege of the permanent men in any 
other city of Massachusetts; still the cry for more applies 
to this city only, and asks the Legislature of the State to 
make the discrimination against nearly thirty other cities 
much more marked than it is at present. The root of this 
evil lies in the fact that the increases in pay, pensions, leaves 
of absence, and other benefits have been so rapid and so 
considerable during the last six or seven years, as to turn the 
heads of some in the department, who do not realize that 
there is a limit to public patience. The golden eggs have 
been dropping into their baskets so plentifully that the more 
reckless and greedy are spending all their spare time and 
energy sharpening their knives for the life of the goose that 
laid them. 

The bill is unjust, because it proposes a draft upon public 
generosity, both prodigal and unprecedented, at a time when 
the city treasury is in no condition to meet even the common 
and legitimate demands upon it for the enlargement and reén- 
forcement of the service. For almost a decade there has been 
a yearly recommendation that the department be made per- 
manent. The necessity for it is generally recognized, and the 
lack of money is the only thing that prevents it. Not only 
that, but in several other respects we are behind what the 
needs of the hour require. The proper time for the inaugu- 
ration of a policy of extraordinary liberality will not arrive 
until the demand of certain portions of the public for more 
ample protection are more nearly satisfied than now. 
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But a still more pernicious feature of the bill than either 
its injustice or unreason, is that which absolutely removes 
every day one-seventh of the force from the control of those 
whom the law holds responsible for their service. No matter 
what the emergency might be, no matter what the immediate 
or subsequent demands of a great conflagration, the firemen 
whose days off struck that date could stand with folded arms 
and look on, even though outside aid had to be summoned 
to meet the situation. It is no answer to say that few would 
be likely to do this. The only safeguard of efficient control 
of this department lies in the power to demand the services 
of every man in it at any time when they are imperatively 
needed. Any legislation that invaded that power or that 
right would be a serious, if not fatal, weakening of a system 
of discipline that is now producing the best results. It is 
an undeniable proposition that discipline cannot be enforced 
without authority. Such a bill as the one proposed, crude 
and extravagant in all its features, can hardly fail to alarm 
the tax-paying portion of the public; and if successful, it 
will hasten a reaction, the intensity of whose recalcitrant 
force the members of this department would be the first to 
feel. 

To carry out the terms of the bill with respect to extra 
leaves of absence would require an additional annual appro- 
priation of nearly $50,000 to keep the department upon its 
present basis of strength and efliciency, or half as much as it 
would cost to put it on a strong permanent basis all over the 
city. If the mandatory feature should be insisted upon, it 
would cost considerably more. 

For these reasons, and others that might be cited, the 
Commissioners felt that they would be faithless to their trust 
if they made no attempt to open the eyes of the Legislature 
and the public to the demerits of the bill. They, therefore, 
asked His Honor the Mayor for permission to appear before 
the Committee on Cities when the hearing was given, and 
the permission was granted.

MESSAGE OF MAYOR 


VETOING

To the Honorable the City Council: 


GENTLEMEN: I have this day approved all the items in 
the appropriation order sent to me last week except the 
following : 

1. “For providing one day’s leave of absence per week 
to each permanent member of the Fire Department, $15,000.” 

This sum is wholly inadequate for the purpose, as the es- 
timate of the Fire Commissioners of the amount required is 
$50,000. 

2, “Mt. Hope Cemetery Department, $10,000.” 

3. ‘Public Grounds Department, $90,000.” 

I think that the appropriations for the last two items are 
excessive, in view of the needs of other departments. 

The School Committee, the Trustees of the City Hospital, 
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the Overseers of the Poor, and the Park Commissioners all 
represent that their departments are in need of larger appro- 
priations than those contained in this order ; and I am in- 
clined to think that it will be better to grant their requests, 
in part at least, rather than to insist upon the three items 
which are returned without approval. 

I enclose communications from the departments last men- 
tioned, to which I would direct your attention. 

I would suggest that these items and communications be 
referred to the’ Committee on Appropriations, with instruc- 
tions to confer with the heads of departments named. 

Whatever be the final decision of the City Council, the 
duty of the executive will be to see that the expenditures 
of the departments do not exceed the sums appropriated. 
The responsibility for the appropriations themselves rests 
with the City Council; but the protests of the departments 
named have seemed to me so reasonable that I venture to 
ask your honorable bodies to reconsider their action in the 
premises.

Boston, February 6, 1894. 


Hon. Natuan Matruews, Jr., Mayor of City of Boston: 


Dear Sir: [am in receipt of your letter of February 6, 
1894, asking me what I have to say about the appropriation 
of $110,000 for my department, Overseeing of the Poor. 
In reply I would say that the amount appropriated is much 
too small for the expenses of my department during the cur- 
rent year. ‘The estimate which I submitted to you was for 
$127,950, and this was a very careful estimate, upon which 


much time was spent by the secretary and clerks, by myself 


personally, and it was also considered by the full Board. 
Owing to the hard times we have been called upon to aid a 
great many more cases than last winter, and our expendi- 
tures have been very largely increased. I therefore think it 
absolutely necessary that we should expend a much larger 
sum than $110,000 during the present year. 

I give you a few figures showing something of the increase 
in my department. In December, 1892, 85 new cases ap- 
plied to us for aid, as against 310 new cases applying for aid 
in December, 1893. The total number of cases aided by us, 
both new and old, during December, 1892, was 1,351; 
in December, 1893, the total number of cases aided was 


a 
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1,866. The amount of money expended by us in January, 
1893, was $11,336.16; in January of this year, we have ex- 
pended $13,799.35. I cannot give you a comparison of 
cases aided, as they have not yet been counted. This in- 
crease in the number of applications at the office and to our 
visitors has been continuous, and most of the new cases aided 
will have to be aided through February and March. The 
increase asked for by us was mostly for money to be ex- 
pended in actual relief. 

I will call upon you at any time, if you desire it. I tele- 
phoned this afternoon to your office, but ascertained that 
you were out, and therefore send you this written communi- 
cation.

Dear Sir: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter of February 6, in which you ask my judgment 
in regard to the appropriation of $260,000 for the Hospital 
Department for the coming fiscal year. 

The trustees estimated and reported to the City Auditor 
that the sum of $274,950 would be required to meet the ex- 
penses of this department for the present fiscal year. This 
estimate was made after a long and careful study of the 
finances of the department. The estimate was made from 
two points of view: first, from a careful estimate of the 
various subdivisions of expenditure according to classes ; 
second, the actual cost of present year, plus the average 
yearly increase in the number of patients during the last four 
years. 

The amount appropriated for the last fiscal year was 
$260,000. By reference to previous letters received from 
the trustees, you will remember that they estimated at the 
end of the ninth month that there would be a deficiency. 
The Auditor’s accounts show that it was necessary by trans- 
fers to increase the appropriation by $5,763.62. The yearly 
average increase of patients during the last four years is 45 
per cent. ; and for the past month of January a still further 
increase, viz., 5 per cent. For the last fiscal year there 
were treated 693 patients more than the previous year. 
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The daily average in the wards for the entire year was 
twenty-four patients more in number. ‘The number of 
weeks’ board furnished to patients was 1,206 more; the num- 
ber of accident cases was larger ; the number of deaths nota- 
bly larger, as well as the number of surgical operations. 

All these things, atan average weekly cost per capita, say, 

of $10.19, mean a larger expenditure, and the annual in- 
crease, it will again be noted, is constant for the last four or 
five years. 

The only methods by which the appropriation for the 
present fiscal year can be kept down to the amount ap- 
propriated by the City Council, must be: First, the cutting 
off of all ordinary repairs in the subdivision known as 
“ Buildings and grounds;” this, the trustees believe your 
Honor will not deem a wise method of management. Sec- 
ond, either by cutting down wages, or by deteriorating the 
quality of the service by the employment of a less number 
of people. Third, by a reduction of the quality of service 
given to patients in the way of general and medical supplies, 
appliances, and methods of treatment, and otherwise reduce 


the cost of the medical and surgical department. Fourth, 


by rejecting a sufficient number of patients to make the cost 


come within the amount of appropriation allowed. 

As your Honor is fully aware, all the wards are now 
already crowded beyond the proper bed capacity of the 
Hospital, and still many are rejected who ordinarily should 
receive the benefits of the Hospital. To reduce the number 
of patients treated by closing one or more wards, in order 
to live within the present “appropriation, would create a 
responsibility which the trustees are unwilling to assume. 
There will be a considerable expenditure required on ac- 
count of labor and work incident to the disturbed condition 
of the Surgical Department during the alterations of the 
operating building, that are not chargeable to the special 
appropriation of new buildings, and must also be paid out of 
the regular expenditures of the Hospital, and it will cost at 
least 86, 000 to. conduct the Epidemic Hospital, in addition 
to what was expended last year. 

These, and other reasons, if amplified, bring the trustees 
to the conclusion that $260,000, which is $5, 163 less than 
actually expended last year, would be unequal to meet the 
requirements for the coming year, and therefore the trustees 
request that $14,950 be restored to the Hospital Debareora ye 
to complete the sum asked for, viz., $274,950.

Dear Sir: With respect to your inquiry of the sixth 
inst., us to what the appropriation of $100,000 for this 
department, as passed by the City Council, will enable the 
Board to do, and whether any public service that will be 
expected from the department will have to be omitted for 
lack of money; we beg to submit the following statement of 
the items of expenditures which, in our opinion, can best be 
omitted to keep within the sum named, and at the same time 
to conserve the interests of the department : 

The appropriation asked for, namely, $128,500, included 
items for electric lighting at the Back Bay Fens, $6,200; 
Charlesbank, $1,200 ; Castle Island Bridge, $1,500 ; a total of 
$8,900. If all this lighting can be done by the Lamp Depart- 
ment it would reduce the estimates by this amount to $119,600. 

The estimates for police were increased over last year’s 
expenditures by $6,400, a careful inquiry showing that addi- 
tional men would be required to properly patrol the parks 
and parkways. Foregoing this increase and maintaining the 
police force at its present strength will further reduce the 
estimates to the sum of $113,200. 

To further reduce expenditures to the sum appropriated 
will necessitate retrenchment in one of two directions: Ist, 
in the care of roads and plantations; 2d, in the arrange- 
ments for the recreation, health, and comfort of the public 
provided for in the gymnasiums and the several houses 
erected for public use. The first of these, though suscep- 
tible tosome degree of retrenchment at one time, if it is 
made up at another, cannot on the whole be neglected with- 
out serious loss and impairment which no subsequent care 
can retrieve or make good. We are therefore forced to the 
conclusion that any further reduction from the sum_ last 
named must largely come from the second class of services, 
above mentioned, provided for the personal enjoyment of 
those who frequent the parks. 

The amount asked for in the estimates for these purposes 
includes the following :

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The exclusion of these items would reduce the estimates 
to the sum appropriated by the City Council, and we can- 
not well avoid the conclusion that this service will, in large 
measure, have to be dispensed with unless further provision 
for park maintenance can be made. 

The estimates did not include the cost of maintaining the 
proposed gymnasium to be erected at Wood Island Park. If 
this were to be provided for it would increase the estimates 
by $3,400. 

We therefore hope that the electric lighting will be pro- 
vided for by the Lamp ‘Department, and the appropriation 
for this department will be increased to $120,000, as being 
the least sum which will enable the Board to fulfil the expec- 
tations of the public referred to in your communication.

Dear Sir: A letter from your office under date of yester- 
day, referring to the appropriation for expenditures of the 
School Committee, is just received at noon to-day, and in 
reply to the question as to what changes must be made in 
the administration of this department to bring its expendi- 
tures for the current year within the amount granted by the 
Council, — $1,840,000, —I have to say, that I cannot, of 
course, give definite information upon that matter, because’ 
any changes in the method of expenditure must be decided 
upon by the Board. 

In my judgment, however, it will be necessary to make 
one or more of the following-named changes in order to keep 
the expenses within that amount, viz.: to make a general 
reduction in salaries; to lessen materially the term of the 
evening schools; to close the Mechanic Arts High School ; 
or to discontinue the instruction in manual training in all 
the schools.

Dear Sie: Replying to your letter of the 8th inst., con- 
cerning the salaries of teachers, I have to say that the prep- 
aration of the detailed statement you request would take so 
long a time that I fear it could not be completed early 
enough to be of any service to you. I therefore give you 
such information upon this subject as is immediately avail- 
able. 

Replying directly to your question as to whether the addi- 
tional amount for salaries is needed for increased compensa- 
tion to teachers already in the service or to pay additional 
teachers, I have to say that the greater part of it is to pay 
additional teachers where new classes are formed owing to 
the larger school population. Some of the increase is due to 
the fact that certain teachers have advanced in grade by length 
of service and become entitled to more compensation. For 
example, in the High schools there are twenty-five junior- 
masters who will receive the present year $144 each more 
than ‘they were paid last year, and thirty-five other in- 
structors who will receive $48 per annum in advance of what 
was paid last year. The same principle applies to all other 
teachers in the service who have not reached the maximum. 

Referring to your request for information as to what ad- 
ditional teachers it is proposed to employ in 1894, I can 
only say that it is impossible to state now just how many 
such teachers will be needed. In making up the estimates, 
the committee was guided by the experience of former years, 
and if the growth in the school population is about the aver- 
age for several years past the estimates will meet the re- 
quirements. The amount expended for salaries last year 
was about one-half per cent. above the estimates. 

I enclose for the information of your Honor the last re- 
port of the Committee on Salaries, showing the manner in 
which the salaries of teachers are ascertained. This is sub- 
stantially the same schedule that has been adopted each year 
for a long time. 

I shall be glad to give you any further information upon 
this subject if it is in my power to do so, upon receiving 
your request therefor.

To the Honorable the Board of Aldermen: 


GENTLEMEN: In compliance with your request ‘‘ to report 
to the Board as to the advisability of removing a tree located 
on Washington street, near Dudley street, in front of Hotel 
Dunbar,” I beg to say that I have examined this tree and 
can see no special reason for its removal. Considering its 
great age, it is ina very healthy condition, but like hundreds 
of trees throughout the city, it needs proper trimming. 

This tree is regarded by the Roxbury residents as a his- 
torical landmark, and I am sure that any attempt on the part 
of the Superintendent of Public Grounds to remove it would 
raise a violent storm. Some thirty years ago such an 
attempt was made, but it created so much opposition that 
the City Council of Roxbury was constrained to purchase 
the land on which the tree stands, and surrounded it with an 
iron fence. Having recently called upon a number of prom-

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inent citizens of the Roxbury district in reference to this 
subject, I am in a position to assert confidently that this tree 
is still regarded with veneration, and its destruction would 
be deeply deplored by a large majority of the citizens.

Dear Str: I have been informed that an order has been 
introduced in the Board of Aldermen to remove that beauti- 
ful tree on the corner of Washington and Dudley streets.

This is the second time that parties have de- 
sired its removal. Thirty-three years ago, where the tree 
stands was private property ; the owner of the same desired 
to build, but, thanks to the action of the City Council of 
Roxbury, the tree was saved, an order was passed to widen 
the street (plan at City Hall), and the land purchased for 
the sum of $1,470.67, which was the only widening done that 
year, all money being required to furnish volunteers and aid 
to the many families whose husbands and sons were engaged 
in the great struggle of 1861 to 1865.

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MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 


VETOING 


AN ORDER FORBIDDING THE ISSUING OF 
PERMITS FOR OPENING STREETS 


FOR 


LAYING, MAINTAINING, OR USING WIRES, CON- 
DUITS, ETC., WITHOUT THE APPROVAL 
OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN.

To the Honorable Board of Aldermen: 


GENTLEMEN: I[ return without my signature an order 
passed by your honorable body on February 5, as follows : 


* Ordered, That on and after the date of the passage of this 
order no permits be issued for the opening of any portions 
of the public streets for the purpose of laying, maintaining, 
and using wires and conduits for wires under the surface 
thereof, or for the purpose of laying gas mains, without the 
approval of the Board of Aldermen. All orders or regula- 
tions inconsistent herewith are hereby rescinded.” 


If this order refers to the actual papers or written permits 
issued for street openings, it must mean either that all such

are to be issued by the Board itself, or be approved by the 
Board after having been issued in the first instance by the 
Superintendent of Streets. In either aspect of this assump- 
tion the order is inoperative ; for ‘* all the executive powers” 
formerly (that is, prior to the passage of Chap. 266 of the 
Acts of 1885) ‘‘ vested in the Board of Aldermen as such, 
as surveyors of highways, county commissioners, or other- 
wise,” were by Sect. 6 of that act ‘* vested in the Mayor, to 


be exercised through the several officers and boards of the » 


city in their respective departments, under his general 
supervision and control.” Among the duties of the sur- 
veyors of highways thus vested in the Mayor and heads of 
departments is the obligation to keep the streets of the city 
‘¢ reasonably safe and convenient for travel;” and if any 
other body than the Executive Department of the city can 
give permits to dig holes in the streets, these statutory duties 
cannot be performed. As I understand the law, all permits 
to open the streets for any purpose must proceed from the 
Executive, and cannot be granted, amended, or approved by 
any other body. ‘These permits are sometimes confounded 
with the orders, locations, rights, or permits which every 
individual or corporation seeking to occupy any portion of 
the streets must procure; either directly from the Legislature 
by special charter, or more commonly from the Mayor and 
Aldermen (acting under authority from the Legislature), 
before application is made to the Superintendent of Streets 
for an opening permit. The right or duty of the Executive 
Department to issue permits for street openings is derived 
from the act of 1885, and not from the regulations of the 
Board of Aldermen or the ordinances of the City Council. 
The legislative power over the streets still vested in the 
Mayor and Aldermen undoubtedly includes a certain control 
of the dimensions and character of the roadway, sidewalks, 
etc., and the right to regulate in a general way, subject to 
the limitations Reetinattar referred to, the extent to which 
the surface of the streets shall be disturbed ; but everything 
that relates to the time or manner in which the work shall be 
done is executive in character, and rests with the Executive 
Department. The actual permits to do the work can only 
be issued by the Mayor, through the department which is 
charged by the ordinances with the care of the streets. 
These permits cannot be issued by the Board of Aldermen 
itself, or by any person claiming authority from the Board ; 
Rome the other class of permits —-7.e., the rights, licenses, 
“locations ” to occupy certain portions of the streets for 
abs: pipes, conduits, tracks, etc., ete.—-can only be 
granted by the Board of Aldernien (acting under the author- 
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ity of the Legislature), and must be procured from the Board 
before a permit to open the streets can be issued by the 
Executive Department to any person or corporation, except 
to such as have rights direct from the Legislature, or where 
the opening is required for public safety or by the terms of 
contracts with the city. 

It may, perhaps, be contended that this order does not 
refer to the actual permits for street openings, but is to be 
construed as an exercise by the Board of Aldermen of the 
legislative powers still retained by them as surveyors of 
highways, and to amount virtually to a prohibition unul fur- 
ther order of all street openings for the purposes named. It 
might be contended that an order that no more permits for 
street openings should be granted until further order would 
be good except as to work necessary to enable the different 
individuals and corporations having contracts with the city 
to execute the same, and also as to such openings as might 
be absolutely necessary in order to keep the streets safe and 
convenient for travel. As to all openings of this necessary 
character, and as to all required by the terms of any public 
contracts, there can be no question that the Street Depart- 
ment would be bound to issue such permits as might be re- 
quired, regardless of any general order of the Board of the 
nature suggested; but it might be argued as to all other 
street openings that it is within the power of the Board of 
Aldermen and Mayor to prohibit them for a season, or alto- 
gether, or until further order. J express no opinion upon 
this point. 

If, however, this construction is to be placed upon the 
order, and the power exists to pass such an order, it still 
seems to me objectionable. 

The city has contracts with five gas companies for prices 
less than those fixed by the Gas Commissioners for the gen- 
eral public; the annual value of these contracts — that is to 
say, the difference between the cost of the lamps at the con- 
tract price and at the Gas Commissioners’ price — being 
$29,082.32; and the appropriation for the Lamp Department 
for the current year has been fixed by the City Council upon 
the basis of these special prices. Besides this, a very large re- 
duction, amounting to $500,000 per annum, has recently been 
effected in the prices charged to private consumers by these 
and other gas companies doing business in this city. Some 
of these reductions have been brought about by contracts 
with the city, others by order of the Gas Commission. 
Now, the main consideration or inducement for fixing these 
low prices for the general consumer, and the still lower 
prices for the city, has been, of course, the opportunity for 
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securing private business. The result of these contracts and 
decisions is that the city of Boston as a corporation and its 
citizens as gas consumers secure to-day, all things consid- 
ered, the lowest prices charged for gas in any city in the 
country ; and I think that to interfere in any manner with 
the opportunities these companies enjoy for securing private 
business would not only be a breach of faith, if not of con- 
tract, on the part of the city, but would seriously jeopardize 
the permanency of the present prices. The only way to 
deal with gas companies is at arm’s length, and nothing what- 
ever should be done by the municipal authorities which 
would give to the companies with whom we have these valu- 
able contracts the slightest ground for attempting to avoid 
them. 

For these various reasons, I feel constrained to withhold 
my approval of the order in question.

ORDERS 


Laying a Specific Tax to defray the expenses of the City of 
Boston and the County of Suffolk for the financial year 
LS9I4, and providing for interest on non-payment of same. 


Ordered, That the sum of ten million nine hundred 
and one thousand seven hundred and _ fifty-four dollars 
($10,901,754) be raised on the polls and estates taxable in 
this city, according to law, to pay the current expenses of 
the city of Boston and the county of Suffolk during the 
financial year which will commence with the first day of 
February, 1894, and end with the last day of January, 1895. 

Ordered, That in pursuance of the authority of Chapter 
11, Section 67, of the Public Statutes, all taxes assessed for 
the purpose of providing for the expenditures of the city of 
Boston and the county of Suffolk for the financial year 1894, 
and for paying the city’s proportion of the State tax of 1894, 
shall be due and payable on the first day of October, 1894, and, 
if the same shall remain unpaid November 1, interest at the 
rate of six per cent. per annum shall be charged upon all 
such taxes as shall not be paid at that date; and upon all 
taxes that shall remain unpaid on the first day of January, 
1895, there shall be charged interest at the rate of seven per 
cent. per annum; and all the interest that ‘shall have become 
due from and after the above-named dates shall be added to 
and be a part of such taxes; provided, however, that the 
taxes assessed, by authority of Chapter 13 of the Public 
Statutes, upon the shares of National Banks and of other 
corporations, shall be due and payable on the first day of 
November, 1894, and interest shall be charged, as provided 
in said chapter, upon all such taxes as remain unpaid after 
that date, at the rate of twelve per cent. per annum.

True copies of appropriation orders and orders levying 
city and county tax, etc., for the financial year ending 
January 31, 1895. Said orders were passed by the City 
Council February 5, 1894, and all the items in said appro- 
priation orders, excepting the items “For providing one 
day’s leave of absence per week to each permanent member 
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of the Fire Department, $15,000.00,” “Mt. Hope Cemetery 
Department, $10,000.00,” and “ Public Grounds Department, 
$90,000.00,” were approved by the Mayor February 12, 
1894; said specified items were vetoed by the Mayor and 
were again passed by the City Council, notwithstanding his 
objections, March 1, 1894.

Mr. Mayor AND FELLOW CITIZENS: 


We meet to-day to celebrate the Nation's birthday, 
to congratulate ourselves and the world on the bless- 
ings we enjoy; to send forth greeting to the people of 
other lands with the heart-felt wish and hope that 
they, too, may enjoy the blessings of a free government 
of the people. 

It is a wise custom of the people of this country to 
hold these yearly meetings, to bring to mind the 
blessings of a free government; to call attention to 
the hardships endured before these blessings became 
our heritage; to revive these recollections in order 
that these rights may be the better appreciated; to 
ensure their continuance in the path laid out by the 
great men who blazed the way, by keeping up the 
high standard raised by them and transmitted to us, 
so that we in turn may say to those who are to follow: 
Behold the standard of the fathers, pure and unsullied 
as when placed in our hands, we give it to you with 
no stain upon its folds; look to it that it be trans- 
mitted in like purity to those who come after. 


6 ORATION. 


It would be difficult to discover when public meetings 
were not held in the city of Boston to discuss public 
measures, because it was believed that a proper under- 
standing among men and nations brings about an oppor- 
tunity for agreement. It has been believed in all 
times that a calm discussion of public questions and 
a commemoration of great events result in a better 
understanding amongst the people; so that in this city 
of ours men were wont to meet to consult together, 
and to protest together, against any infringement of 
their rights. These meetings, however, had no fixed 
time for gathering and no great events to commemo- 
rate, until the Boston massacre of 1770, when five 
citizens were killed on King street, now State street, 
by the British troops stationed in the town. Lach 
recurring anniversary of the massacre was commemo- 
rated by the people, to incite them to a realization of 
their rights and powers. Hach year, for thirteen years, 
this anniversary was celebrated, until in 1783 it gave 
place to a greater one—that of the day we now 
celebrate. 

The War of the Revolution was over. All-powerful 
England had been obliged to conclude a treaty of peace 
with the colonies on the terms proposed by the 
colonists themselves. The effect of the public meet- 
ings called to protest against and denounce the odious 
writs of assistance to aid the customs officers to collect 
the imposts of the King, calling forth as they did all 


ee 
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the fire, eloquence, and indignation of an outraged 
people, constantly grew in effect and force until the 
whole people felt as one individual in their opposition 
to the oppression of England. This fire, intensified by 
the massacre of 1770, culminated at Lexington, where 
the blood of the people was shed in the cause of human 
liberty ; Concord and Lexington became sacred ground 
to the lover of freedom and the people, and a new star 
of hope appeared in the heavens for the enlightenment 
of the world, where it shines as a Mecca of hope, bring- 
ing welcome to those who choose to come to enjoy its 
beneficent light. But, more than that, it taught the 
world’s ruler to tremble before the wrath of an out- 
raged people ; and freedom for the world began to don 
its holiday garb, —for a great blow at human slavery 
had been struck when American independence was 
announced. 

From the time of the acknowledgment of our inde- 
pendence, to the present day, no break has occurred 
in the programme of our good city in the celebration of 
the Nation’s birthday as each July 4th comes around ; 
and each recurring year but adds to the fervent 
love and veneration we all hold for this the best land 
under the sun. The best, not alone in what it has 
done for us, but in the good effect it has had on other 
lands. 

One hundred years ago to-day John Phillips (father 
of Wendell Phillips, one of Boston’s great orators), who 
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afterwards became the first Mayor of this beloved city, 
was selected by the town authorities to deliver the 
annual oration, and in that address he said : 

“The effects of the event we this day commemorate 
were not confined to our own country, but soon ex- 
tended across the Atlantic.” 

And so its effects have gone rumbling on, shaking 
the thrones of tyrants, awakening the hearts and _lift- 
ing up to a higher plane of freedom all civilized 
people. 

From the date of our independence until to-day the 
world has never seen such progress. Our people, the 
most intelligent on earth; our shores, three thousand 
miles apart, tied by bands of steel and traversed by 
water arteries; while the telegraph conducts our 
thought with almost the rapidity of the mind itself, 
and the telephone enables us to talk with people one 
thousand miles away, so that the tales of the Arabian 
Nights, the wonders of Monte Cristo, and the vivid 
imaginings of Jules Verne seem but commonplace 
when viewed in the light of current events. 

It was a noble heritage handed down to us; it 
should be none the less noble when it leaves our hands 
and is deposited with those who come after us. The 
question which should impress itself upon our minds 
is, How can we best transmit this great heritage to 
our descendants ? 

A distinguished orator has said that “he knew no 
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light to guide his footsteps in the future but the light 
of past experience,’ and it does seem that, on this day 
of days to us Americans, nothing better can be done 
by us than to turn back and examine the lives 
of the great men who preceded us, and gather wisdom 
‘from their acts. Especially is this true to-day, when 
some people seem to forget the fundamental principles 
on which this Government rests, and are endeavoring 
to cure by legislation all the ills which man is heir 
to, and, instead of relying upon themselves, demanding 
of the Government the relief which it was never in- 
tended it should give. It is true that the friends 
of a republican torm of government may look with 
fear and trembling at the vast accumulations of wealth 
which we see being created in this country, and 
the thought must force itself on reflecting minds, 
whether the predictions of those who were opposed to 
a republican form of government in the last century 
are to become true, when they said “that soon the 
poor in the United States, worse than another inroad 
of the Goths and Vandals, would begin a general 


? 


plunder of the rich;” and it might seem from some of 
the demands for legislation which are now being made 
that the great principles on which this Government 
was created are to be swept away. 

The men who framed the Constitution under which 
we live were opposed then, as we should be opposed 


now, to too much government. They believed then, 
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as we should believe now, in the freedom and the 
independence of the individual under the law. They 
believed that this independence was the bulwark of 
the State andthe country. It was on that basis they 
built up the structure we now enjoy, and we should 
see to it that no addition is made which destroys 
its harmony or disturbs its foundation. 

One hundred and eleven years have rolled away 
since the acknowledgment of our independence by the 
world, and during that time many changes have taken 
place. You have heard the Declaration of Independ- 
ence read; every school-boy should know it by heart ; 
every school-boy should study the lives of Jefferson, 
its author; of Sam Adams, its father; of John Adams, 
the Colossus on the floor of the Continental Congress 
during its preparation; — and a careful perusal of their 
lives will make all better citizens and better men. 

Read the inaugural address of Jefferson, when he 
explained the principles of the Constitution to be 
“equal and exact justice to all men, of whatever 
state or persuasion, religion or politics.” Let the men 
who are to-day engaged in un-American attempts to 
foster any kind of strife between different classes or 
creeds in our community post up, where they can be 
constantly before them, these words of Jefferson, and 
remember that civil and religious liberty must go hand 
in hand. One cannot exist without the other, for the 
death of the one means the destruction of the other. 
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Let them remember that in the same inaugural 
address he declared one of the vital principles of our 
system to be “absolute acquiescence in the decisions 
of the majority, the vital principle of republics, from 
which there is no appeal but force, the vital principle 
and immediate parent of despotism.” 

Let them ponder on the life of Sam Adams, the 
father of the Revolution, the indefatigable worker, to 
whom more is due than to any one man; a man of the 
people, who believed in the people, and whose faith in 
them never faltered. He believed then, as we should 
believe now, that the people should support the Gov- 
ernment, and not, as some would have it, the Govern- 
ment the people. A man of the people himself, a 
firm believer in them, frowned on by the possessors 
of wealth, and denounced by the colonial governor of 
the Commonwealth as belonging to a committee com- 
posed of “black-hearted fellows whom he would not 
choose to meet in the dark.” 

Despite calumny and poverty, despite the price 
which was set upon his head, spurning the munificent 
offers made by the emissaries of the English Govern- 
ment, he never wavered in his fight for the rights of 
the people; and while he was domg his share in 
Massachusetts, Thomas Jefferson was doing the same 
for the people in Virginia. Jefferson, on whose tomb- 
stone is written: “Author of the Declaration of 
American Independence, of the statute of Virginia for 
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religious freedom, and Father of the University of 
Virginia.” Independence, civil and religious liberty, 
education for the people, what greater monument could 
mortal wish ? 

There never has been any difference amongst the 
great minds of this land as to the importance and the 
necessity of freedom, both civil and religious. It was 
so declared by Lord Baltimore in the Catholic colony 
of Maryland, where religious freedom was first tol- 
erated in this country, — tolerated at a time when 
religious prejudices ran high in Europe, and higher 
still in this country. 

The more we study the lives of these men the more 
we are convinced that they must have been in- 
spired by God to do the work they did, for except 
we believe in such inspirations how else can we view 
these remarkable words written by Sam Adams in 
September, 1773, when he said: - 

‘As the colonies are blessed with the richest treas- 
ures of nature, art will never be idle for want of stores 
to work upon; and that being instructed by the 
experience, the wisdom, and even the errors of all ages 
and all countries, will undoubtedly rise superior to 
them all in the scale of human dignity, and give to the 
world new and bright examples of everything which 
can add lustre to humanity. No people that ever trod 
the stage of the world have had so glorious prospects 
as now rise before the Americans; and only three 
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years later Jefferson said: “No age will ever come 
when it will cease to be seen and felt on either conti- 
nent that a mighty step, a great advance, not only in 
American affairs, but in human affairs, was made on 
the 4th of July, 1776.” 

How well the prophecies of these famous men have 
been fulfilled, let us who stand here more than a 
century afterwards tell. A country at that time of 
scarcely three million souls, now numbers sixty-eight 
millions. A narrow strip of land on the Atlantic coast, 
our country then, now stretching from ocean to ocean, 
and from lake to gulf. This, too, in spite of the fact 
that great men who have come after them, — men whom 
we are taught to revere, and do revere, —have pro- 
tested over and over again against the acquisition of ter- 
ritory. Webster protested against the addition of Texas 
because the country was already large enough. Benton, 
and most of the statesmen of his day, against the 
extension of the country beyond the Rocky Mountains, 
“‘for,’ said he, “God in His wisdom has erected those 
mountains as a natural boundary for the Republic;”’ and 
yet we have gone on extending our territory, lifting up 
our people, educating them, growing in wealth and 
population, notwithstanding the doleful tones we hear 
from those who would try and profit by the misfor- 
tunes of their Government. In spite of the depression 
of the times, we are in better financial condition and 
more prosperous to-day than any nation on earth. 
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So that it is our duty to see what can be done to 
add to the structure handed down. If any dangers 
exist to the body politic, remove them; if any evils 
exist, remedy them. That dangers exist, no one 
doubts; danger exists to man as well as to nations. 
A gust of wind may blow a portion of the roof of a 
building down on our heads as we walk the streets, 
and may prostrate us on the ground; something may 
happen in this great Republic of ours which human 
mind cannot foresee which might destroy the structure 
of a century, but we all know the experience of the 
past, — hope for the future, and, trusting in God, 
believe m the future glory of the Republic. We do not 
believe that present dangers seriously threaten a country 
which withstood the jealousies that originated after 
a seven years war with the most powerful nation on 
earth; which has prospered, notwithstanding violent 
party dissensions in the past ; which has withstood two 
foreign wars and one great civil war; which has seen 
a President of the United States elected by Congress 
and not by the people, and two Presidents die by the 
hand of assassms. We do not believe that the words 
of Montesquieu will become true of this country, 
that “if a republic is small, it is destroyed by a 
foreign power ; if it is large, it is destroyed by internal 
disorder.” No people on earth have ever shown in the 
time of trial and tribulation the great moral courage 
and good sense which has been time and again shown 
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by the American people; and experience has proven 
this wonderful courage and good sense by the fact that 
no party and no man in this country can take the 
wrong side of a moral question and not meet sooner or 
later certain defeat and condemnation by the people. 
The people mean to be right, —they are not always 
right, but are seldom wrong,— and bound to remedy a 
mistake when they see it. 

Who does not remember the words of Webster put 
into the mouth of John Adams? ‘The people, if we 
are true to them, will be true to us, and will carry us 
gloriously through this struggle; and in these days, 
when we see some signs of mternal disorder, caused by 
industrial depression, 11 may worry some people and 
cause them to believe that these signs presage danger 
to, if not the dissolution of, the Republic. 

Those who remember the trying times of 61 and ’62, 
when the people of the North were unwilling to believe 
that real war was upon them, — but when they found 
that it was on, how grandly and nobly they rallied, for- 
getting party affiliations, for the defence of the general 
Government, — will feel assured that the good sense and 
love of law and order shown by the people in ’61, will 
be displayed again to-day whenever they believe that the 
country is really in danger. That the country is in an 
unsettled condition no one can deny, but that it is in a 
dangerous condition no real American will admit. 

It is true that the people are disturbed when they see 
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vast fortunes accumulated almost in a day. When 
they see corporations with capitalizations going up into 
the hundreds of millions, until the figures appall the 
ordinary mind. That something must be done to remedy 
this great increase of fictitious wealth, — for much of it 
is fictitious, — to remedy the power of corporate interests, 
is unquestionably one of the problems of the times. It 
is claimed by some that this can only be done by Gov- 
ernment ownership of these vast corporations; but once 
this step is taken, where will it stop? What will be- 
come of the boasted independence of the individual ? 
It is true that these things ought not exist, and yet 
the cause of them is not hard to find. We have gone 
through a period in the history of this country which 
threatened the entire dissolution of our fabric of 
government. We found one section of the country 
arrayed in civil war against the other section. The 
times called for men of strong character and powerful 
determination; men of action rather than of thought ; 
men who were not called upon to carefully measure the 
future consequences of their acts, except so far as they 
aided for the time being in preserving the unity of the 
Government. ‘These strong men, used as they were to 
manage the Government, began to manage their pri- 
vate concerns in the same way, and being in position 
to call the Government to their aid, by its assist- 
ance were enabled to receive vast profits on their 
accumulated wealth. The times called for rapid 
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development, and enormous advantages were given to 
capitalists by means of which the most fabulous for- 
tunes were accumulated. No one denies the necessity 
by legislation to curtail the powers of corporate wealth, 
and yet he who believes in the good sense of the 
American people cannot but think that a short time 
will remedy these evils. Our people, the most intelli- 
gent on earth, are already discussing these questions; 
and the result of their deliberations will unquestion- 
ably crystallize into laws, that corporations may be 
placed on the same plane of business on which the 
individual stands. But it is only by law and by orderly 
methods it can be done, by respecting the maxim laid 
down by Jefferson: of absolute acquiescence in the will 
of the majority as expressed at the ballot-box, and 
nowhere else. No one doubts that we have too many 
corporations in our ordinary business affairs. No one 
doubts that this evil is spreading rather than dimin- 
. ishing. Men who have been enabled by the conditions 
of the times to amass vast fortunes in this country | 
which are the wonder of the civilized world, find them- 
selves to-day anxious to preserve that property and 
transmit it to their children. They are unwilling to 
risk it as they do in individual enterprises, so that every 
day we see the incorporation of business houses with 
limited capital, rather than the preservation of the 
individual effort. While this is a step in the wrong 
direction, yet in these private corporations it remedies 
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itself; for 1f the enterprise be capitalized in excess of its 
proper valuation, competition enters in and compels 
a reduction of the capitalization, a reduction of the 
profits, or else bankruptcy. 

Again, it is a well-known fact that the incorporating 
of these business concerns, while prosperous for a day, 
does not last in competition with the private concerns ; 
for the man who wishes to avoid the risk of losing all 
his money, and forms a stock company of his business, 
in which he places part of his capital and elects himself 
to a lucrative position, gives four hours a day where 
he was in the habit of giving eight when run by him 
personally; elegant leisure takes the place of diligent 
attendance ; a few years of apparent prosperity, and the 
bubble bursts, and the creditors are settled with at a 
fraction for each dollar of indebtedness. So it is with 
the great trusts and corporations which we are told 
menace the safety of the Republic to-day. The men 
who manage these gigantic corporations are the same 
class of men, brought forward by the necessity of war 
to take great risks and manage great enterprises. The 
history of the world shows that energy and enterprise 
cannot be transmitted from generation to generation. 
The necessity of the occasion which compels these men 
to put the energy and the vitality into the organization 
and construction of so large a business disappears 
with the next generation, which finds it already cre- 
ated. The individual attention and individual interest 
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of the merchant is not given to it; again the bubble 
bursts, and the general results that have accrued 
from this vast amalgamated capital in the invention 
and introduction of the machinery which reduces the 
cost of manufacture to a minimum is thrust on the 
markets of the world, and once more individual com- 
petition has an opportunity of contesting for the busi- 
ness of the world; good has come once more out of 
evil, and the wealth accumulated by one generation 1s 
distributed by the succeeding one. If, however, legis- 
lation can reach these gigantic corporations it should 
be had. Some means should be taken which would 
squeeze the water out of their capitalizations; and 
if these gigantic monopolies are to be tolerated at — 
all, they should only be tolerated on the basis of actual 
cash paid in for the construction of their enterprises. 
We have seen great railroad enterprises financiered in 
such a way as to call for the admiration of all men in 
the railroad world; yet an investigation of this finan- 
—cliering will show that it has only been done by scaling 
down the fixed charges, reducing the interest on its 
debt, and offermg as a bonus increased burdens upon 
the road itself in the shape of additional stock, though 
the value of the road has not been increased. Our 
railroads all over the country are capitalized away 
and beyond their actual value to-day. This is a 
proper subject for legislation. ‘This is one of the 
problems that ought be met, — this is an object 
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worthy of the enlightened understanding of the best 
statesmen in the land. Let the water be squeezed 
out. Capital is entitled to a fair return on the money 
invested ; it is not entitled to increase the capitaliza- 
tion of any of its projects beyond its actual value to a 
point which it is hoped will pay by the growth of the 
country in the years to come. This is a menace; it is 
not a danger. It is a question which the good sense 
of the American people will remedy in time, and if, 
as is, claimed, they control legislation, make that 
impossible. 

People are apt to talk too loosely about corruption 
in our public affairs. Some of it does exist, but not 
nearly so much as is talked of. Judas was bribed centu- 
ries ago to betray the Saviour of the world. Men who 
have come on earth since his day are no less human, 
and while man peoples the earth there will always 
be sin and sorrow. If anything can be done to cure 
this corruption it should be done; but it never can be 
while the law makes the giver and the taker of a 
bribe equally guilty, for it creates a bond of mutual 
protection which defeats the very object of the law. 
Make the law against bribery applicable only to the 
giver of the bribe, holding the taker harmless, — the 
bond is severed, and bribery will almost totally cease ; 
for no one will take the risk not only of losing the 
corruption money but his liberty as well. 

Nor is that other problem held up by some — immi- 
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gration —a real danger to this country. Immigration 
in all times has been held to be a healthy stimulus to 
the growth of the country. We are not like some 
countries of the world, so crowded that increased popu- 
lation becomes dangerous. This great country of ours 
is in fact. hardly settled, and it would be well in this 
connection to remember that in the Declaration of - 
Independence read to you to-day one of the causes of 
the revolt against the English king was, as set forth 
in that declaration, “that he had endeavored to pre- 
vent the population of these States, for that purpose 
obstructing the laws for naturalization of foreigners, 
refusing to pass others to encourage their migrations 
hither, and raising the conditions of new appropria- 
tions of lands.” So that when the fathers made this 
declaration they were not opposed to,nor did they fear, 
immigration from the Old World. And in order that 
it might be the better understood by the civilized 
world, after they had issued their embargo against any 
trade or commerce with England or her possessions, 
and to set themselves right in regard to this question 
of immigration, they issued on the 28th of July, 1775, 
an address to the people of Ireland, in which they 
sald : 

_ “You have ever been friendly to the rights of man- 
kind, and we acknowledge with pleasure and gratitude 
that your nation has produced men of very noble 
distinction themselves in the cause of humanity and 
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America. On the other hand, we are aware that the 
labor and manufacture of Ireland, like those of the 
silk-worm, are.of little moment to herself, but serve 
only to give luxury to those who neither toil nor spin. 

“We perceived that if we continued our commerce 
with you, our agreement not to import from Great 
Britain would be fruitless, and were therefore com- 
pelled to adopt a measure to which nothing but 
absolute necessity would have reconciled us. It 
gave us, however, some consolation to reflect, that 
should it occasion much distress, the fertile regions ot 
America would afford you a safe asylum from poverty, 
and in time from oppression also; an asylum in which 
thousands of your countrymen have found hospitality, 
peace, and affluence, and become united to us by all the 
ties of consanguinity, mutual interest, and affection.” 

Just as they were not opposed to immigration then, 
so should we be not opposed to proper immigration 
now. If all the population of the United States were 
put into the great State of Texas there would, accord- 
ing to the Census of 1890, be but 260 people to the 
square mile, allowing about two and one-half acres to 
each man, woman, and child; while in England and 
Wales there are 498, in Belgium, 548, and in Saxony, 
600 people to the square mile. In the United States 
there were but 21 people to the square mile by the last 
census, while on the whole continent of Europe there 
were 101. 
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Even at the rate we are going on with immigration, 
centuries must elapse before our population can reach 
anywhere near the crowded condition of some of the 
European countries; but, long before that time has 
come, let us hope that we shall see the North Amert- 
can continent, with the great area of Canada on the 
north and Mexico on the south, united under one flag 
as one people. 

- All people agree that criminal immigration should 
not be tolerated, that we ought not allow paupers 
to be transported to our shores, and that those who 
are not mentally sound should be prohibited from 
coming here. 

But this country was settled by immigrants from 
other lands. Not from one country alone, for we must 
not forget that in these several colonies we had in these 
early days the French to the north of us, and the 
Dutch to the south of us; that we had the Scotch in 
North Carolina, the French in Georgia, and the 
Spanish in Florida. 

We have grown up together until it has been 
well said that this country has become the smelt- 
ing furnace of the world, into which the desirable 
immigration from all the other countries is placed — 
combining the perseverance of the Yankee with the 
commercial knowledge of the Israelite, the imdomi- 
table courage of the English and the enthusiasm of 
the Pole, the elegance of the Spaniard and _ the 
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eloquence of the Irish, the poetry of the Italian and 
the education of the German, the vivacity of the 
French and the common sense of the Scotch, the 
daring of the Scandinavian and the contentment of 
the Dutch, and coming out in the progress of time 
amalgamated into what we hope it may please God to 
be the perfect man. 

Let us not forget that, when these cries are raised 
for more and more legislation to elevate our institu- 
tions, progress never yet came from the enactment 
of laws, but rather from their repeal; that reforms 
are demanded to remove barriers and not to construct 
them; that man should be taught to depend upon 
himself and not the Government. And again let it 
be repeated that the people should support the Govern- 
ment, and not the Government the people. It was 
against laws enacted by the British Parliament that 
the fathers of the Revolution protested, and it was 
the repeal of those laws which they demanded. So 
that to-day we need not more legislation, but a broader 
and more complete understanding of the principles on 
which this Government rests; a wider appreciation of 
the rapid growth which has taken place in this country 
within a hundred years. When one recollects that a 
hundred and eighteen years ago the Indians were used 
as allies by the English to subjugate the colonies, that 
one of the first acts of the Continental Congress was 
to establish trading-posts with the Indians at Albany 
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and Schenectady, in New York, some idea of the vast, 
rapid growth we have acquired may be appreciated by 
the people ; and as the overgrown child needs watchful 
care by the parent to preserve its health, so this great 
land of ours, outstripping in growth the wildest imag- 
inings of men, needs to-day not a free rein, but rather 
a curb on legislation to prevent its growing in the wrong 
direction. 

Let us welcome to our shores all those proper peo- 
ple who desire to become citizens of our country, 
for every immigrant that comes here and partakes of 
the blessings of our free institutions, no matter how 
ignorant he may be when he arrives, one 4th of July 
such as we have here to-day, opens his eyes to the 
blessings of a freedom which he can never have enjoyed 
across the water, and the next mail carries the message 
to the people across the sea of the greatness, grandeur, 
and glories of this Republic. That message circulated 
and distributed in the locality from whence he comes, 
educates and enlightens the people of that community, 
and the great effect of such beneficent institutions helps 
not here alone, but all over the civilized world. But 
while we welcome proper immigrants to our shores, 
notice should be served in unqualified terms on all 
foreign countries that we will not tolerate the unload- 
ing on our shores of their criminals, paupers, or idiots ; 
that this country is neither a penal colony, an alms- 


house, nor an idiotic asylum, but a land where honest, 
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law-abiding people, able to support themselves and 
appreciate and uphold our institutions, are welcome, 
and where none others are wanted, — nor will they be 
accepted. We are not a dumping-ground for the cast- 
off population of Europe, but our doors should be wide 
open to those who desire to enjoy the hberty denied 
them in the land of their birth. 

Here in this great country,,cosmopolitan in its char- 
acter, we have no room for prejudice to govern, but 
broad, liberal, enlightened sentiment. Intolerance and 
intemperance have no room in this land of ours. They 
come like the summer showers, but they go lke the 
mist before the sun. They are the mild diseases which 
affect the system of the Republic, just as the inclem- 
ency of the weather may affect the physical condition of 
the man ; but when the broad sunlight of God sheds its 
glorious hight upon man or the people, mtolerance and 
bigotry must give away before the doctrines of the 
men who, like Jefferson and Adams, demanded freedom, 
civil and religious liberty. Let us upon this day 
remember that this great Government of ours was 
founded on absolute confidence in the people. No man 
can succeed in public life who has not that great faith 
in them, nor can this government hope to prosper once 
it falters in its faith in the people. Let those sceptics 
who believe this immigration is dangerous — because 
they who have for one generation controlled public 
affairs have been compelled to give way to another 
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generation who have become more numerous — but 
attend a public theatre when a patriotic play is 
being performed, and they will find that any allusion 
to the name of Washington brings forth a tumult 
of applause, that the sight of the American flag 
causes the audience to shout with enthusiasm, and that 
the name of the martyred Lincoln is appreciated and 
honored by plaudits that make the welkin ring. From 
whom come these plaudits? From the wealthy occu- 
pants of the orchestra chairs, or the less wealthy 
occupants of the balcony? Not at all; but away up in 
the dome of the theatre, filled, if you please, with the 
gamins of the street, with the children of the poorer 
people, or, as some people would put it, the children of 
the dangerous classes, the children of the plain people, — 
these are the young patriots of to-day, who, when the 
flag of their country is in danger, will rally to its sup- 
port and defend it with their lives. There is no danger 
to this Republic. Troubles there may be, but we have 
only to disseminate knowledge amongst the people, and 
there can be no danger. Let us never forget that knowl- 
edge is power; that truth sets men free, and that 
if we but take care of the education of the people, the 
people will take care of the perpetuity of the Republic. 
Some people think that we are in danger from the 
power of the press. There is no danger in this country 
from that. Time was when the editorial columns of the 
newspaper could control public opinion, but that day 
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has gone; the strides which the people of this country 
have taken in education and intelligence have been so 
rapid that to-day’s editorials in the newspapers are 
passed calmly by, or read only to, see whether the 
opinions agree with those of the reader. The people 
read the news and judge for themselves, so that it 
is not now to the editor we need appeal to guard 
the interests of the people. But we have a right to 
demand such patriotism from those who furnish the 
news, that they shall realize the great responsibility 
which rests upon them; that they see to it a high 
standard is maintained, for it is from what they pub- 
lish in the paper to-day that people make up their 
verdict on public questions. They should see to it that 
patriotism should be their guiding star, and while un- 
flinching in their determination to expose fraud, to 
punish corruption, and to do everything to elevate 
America and Americans, they should remember at the 
same time not to inculcate in the minds of their 
readers a feeling of contempt either for the Govern- 
ment or for the Government’s servants, but rather a 
sentiment of love and loyalty for the institutions of 
the country, and respect for those who administer 
them. | | i 

Let us, then, not feel alarmed for the safety of the 
Republic or its prosperity. We are now suffering, it 
is true, from the weakness the nation inherited from 
its abnormal growth of the past thirty years; that 
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weakness cannot be cured by additional legislation. 
It can only be cured by impressing on the people 
the lessons taught us by the great men of the Revo- 
lution, that freedom for the individual is the life of 
the nation. How many people have ever calculated 
the limit which is demanded by these people who 
demand governmental support? Have they ever 
thought how long a republic could last which was 
based on such a system? This Government is not, 
and should not be, a paternal government. When it 
becomes that, then the ambition of the individual and 
hope for the nation ceases ; because if the Government 
is expected to support the people, man will not be com- 
pelled to labor, and need have no ambition to better 
his condition. If all the great enterprises of the land 
are to be maintained by the Government, and an enor- 
mous civil list thereby created, what opportunity for 
advancement is there for the boys of the coming gener- 
ation? It is difficult now for a boy, even with some 
advantages, to make progress in the world. ‘Take 
away from him the necessity for making his way, 
remove his ambition to rise to a higher sphere in life, 
and the decadence of this Government has already 
begun. The hope of advancement, the desire for a 
higher station, a broader field of usefulness, are the 
hope of this Republic in the future, just as they are 
the mainspring of the individual, and the cause of the 
wonderful prosperity and remarkable progress we have 
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made in the eleven decades of our national life. Take 
them away, remove all ambition from the mind of the 
young, endeavor to make this a paternal Government, 
progress and energy will cease, socialism and paternal- 
ism step in, and dissolution and disruption must in- 
evitably follow. The man struggling for a livelihood 
becomes a better citizen when he owns a little home, 
takes a greater interest in the affairs of the Govern- 
ment, and helps lft up the average of his immediate 
neighborhood. ‘There are those who live to decry our 
American institutions, who love to declare that things 
are not as they were; but when one reads the history 
of his country, and of the bickerings and jealousies that 
took place during the Revolution, which had to be con- 
ciliated in order to advance the welfare of the country ; 
when we remember the party factions and bitter per- 
sonal feuds that have existed during all these long 
years of the Republic, and remember that now the 
years of time have waved the clouds away from all 
these things, and look at the men as they stand 
exposed to view by their public acts, we are able to- 
day to love and venerate the memory of Jefferson 
and the Adamses, Clay, Calhoun, Webster, Benton, 
and all the great men who have gone before us in 
the earlier days of the Republic. 

Let us, then, on this anniversary of our birth as 
a nation, resolve to do what we can to incite patri- 
otism and love of country amongst our fellow-men. 
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Let us incite in them a love of country, coupled with 
respect for all our institutions. Let us educate the 
people to respect themselves by respecting those who 
represent them, and so lift up to a higher plane the 
people of our common country, confident, as we 
should be, that by so doing we are lifting up and 
elevating the whole civilized world. 

Here in Massachusetts, where the first seeds of the 
Revolution were sown, where the first blood was shed, 
where the first common school was established, and 
universal education was insisted on as necessary for 
the preservation of the State, where the Father of the 
Revolution, Sam Adams, breathed again and again 
into the world his faith and belief in the people, let 
us resolve to imitate his example, and declare our firm 
faith and confidence in them also. In adversity and 
trial they have shown their patriotism in the past, and 
in the future they will not be found wanting. 

Let us, then, lift up our hearts to God for all the 
blessings He has bestowed upon us. Let us beg of Him 
to pour forth His grace into the hearts of all our fellow- 
citizens, that as they love and venerate Him for His 
blessings, they may also love and respect the blessings 
themselves. | 

Then may we, too, welcome the advance of future 
generations with implicit confidence in the future of 
our country, and the belief that while we have had 
great trials in the past, and must have more in the 
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future, we should remember that, tried by fire and puri- 
fied of low desire, our spirit shall but soar the higher ; 
and that all these things, let us hope, are but the prep- 
arations which God in His wisdom is making to bring 
about the day when the people of this continent, edu- 
cated, enlightened, and advanced, may be united in 
love of America under one flag, having for their motto 
that hope of every lover of his land — “One Flag and 


One Country.” i

For the purpose of relieving the city of the expense 
incurred in providing accommodations for the three sessions 
of the Superior Court held in leased premises, so much of 
the new building as was intended for that court, as well as 
that for the sessions of the Municipal Court, was early com- 
pleted and occupied. ‘This made necessary an expenditure 
for the heating, lighting, and care of the rooms of these 
courts and the offices connected therewith. The expense so 
incurred, together with that for similar purposes for the 
Supreme Judicial Court and its offices, the Social Law Li- 
brary, the Probate Court and Registry, since their removal 
to the new building, amounts, as already stated, since Janu- 
ary, 1891, to $83,108.72. This expenditure has been met 
from the appropriation made for the construction of the 
building and with the expectation that the same would be 
provided for if found necessary by a transfer to County of 
Suffolk expenses or otherwise. 
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While the balance of $14,975.39 now on hand is sufficient 
to meet the contracts for metallic and other furniture which 
is being supplied for the Registry of Deeds, it will be seen 
from the following statement that to provide for the final 
payment for construction work, a restoration of a portion of 
the amount heretofore paid for current expenses will be 
required :

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Additions and Changes in the Registry of Deeds. 


To meet. some of the objections raised against the Regis- 
try of Deeds by those most interested in this department of 
county service, the Register has suggested a few changes 
and additions made in the Registry which seem proper, and 
the cost of which are included in the work to be done. 

In this connection it is proper to refer to the application 
made to the Board of Aldermen of last year, and to the present 
Legislature, for such action as would enable the city to pro- 
vide a Registry of Deeds and Probate separate from the new 
Court House. The grounds upon which such action is urged 
are that the rooms provided in the new building are not com- 
modious and are not sufficiently fireproof in their construc- 
tion. The reply to this criticism is that the location of the 
rooms was that selected by those most interested, and ap- 
proved by the Committee of the Bar Association upon the 
subject of a new Court House. The Registry of Deeds and 
the Registry of Probate are as nearly fireproof as possible, 
and the former is easily reached by two elevators which land 
passengers directly at the door of the Registry, while the 
Probate offices are upon the first floor and accessible from 
two entrances to the building. 


More Light in the Registry of Probate. 


The combined gas and electric system for lighting the 
Registry of Probate has been found insufficient, ‘and plans 
have been prepared for an addition to the electric supply at 
a cost as stated. 


Plumbing for the Men’s Prison. 


The additional plumbing required in the men’s prison is 
for the purpose of introducing a supply of hot water for 
washing the cells, thereby destroying the vermin with which 
they are infested. 


Coal Pocket. 


The experience of the past two winters has shown the 
urgent necessity for a coal pocket of sufficient size to contain 
a supply of coal ample for an emergency. 

A recent writer in one of our daily newspapers expressed 
by way of criticism upon the accommodations furnished in 
the new building statements which were so at variance with 
the almost universal testimony of the justices of the courts, 
and of the officials connected therewith, that a letter was 
addressed to these gentlemen asking their judgment whether 
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‘ample and convenient provision has not been made for the 
future as well as the present to enable the public, the jus- 
tices, clerks, and other officials to transact properly such busi- 
ness as pertains to the courts held in this county.” The 
replies received confirm the opinions previously expressed, 
and are of such public interest that portions of the letters 
are appended. 

The Chief Justice of the Supreme Judicial Court, Hon. 
Walbridge A. Field, says that in his judgment “the rooms 
provided for that court are ample, and have been found to be 
very well adapted to the transaction of the business of the 
court ;” and that “unless there shall be radical changes in 
the constitution or in the jurisdiction of the court, the rooms 
will be sufficient for an indefinite time in the future.” He 
says further, “I can understand that if large parts of Essex, 
Middlesex, and Norfolk counties should be added to Suffolk, 
and many of the sessions of the Superior Court now held in 
Salem, Lawrence, Lowell, East Cambridge, and Dedbam 
should be held in the Court House in Boston, it might some- 
time prove inadequate, but I do not think such changes 
ought to be anticipated and provided for in advance.” And 
adds, “So far as I am familiar with the interior construction 
and arrangement of the Court House, I think, in the main, 
that they deserve a good deal of praise.” 

The clerk of the Supreme Judicial Court for the Common- 
wealth, Mr. Henry A. Clapp, says of the court-room and 
offices in which his official duties are performed, that “they 
are handsome, well warmed and lighted, convenient for 
bench and bar alike, and the furniture and fixtures all that 
could be desired.” 

The clerk of the Supreme Judicial Court for Suffolk 
County, Mr. John Noble, says, “The provision made for the 
Supreme Judicial Court seems to me altogether convenient, 
sufficient, and satisfactory. They are ample for the present, 
and, in my judgment, adequate for the future, so far as such 
provision is possible and reasonable. All the rooms are well 
lighted, quiet, and convenient. The ventilation and heating 
are well-nigh perfect, and all acoustic properties satis- 
factory.” 

The Reporter of Decisions, Mr. George F. Tucker, says, 
“JT desire to express my appreciation of the rooms which 
your Board has assigned to the Reporter of Decisions of the 
Supreme Judicial Court. They are commodious and con- 
veniently located, and indeed all the rooms which belong to 
the department of the Supreme Judicial Court seem to me 
to be sufficient for the needs of that tribunal for many years 
to come. iration — to work 
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in rooms so well lighted and airy, and the contrast between 
them and the rooms in the Old Court House is very marked.” 

The senior justice of the Probate Court, Hon. John W. 
McKim, says, “The accommodations for the Probate Court 
and for the Registry are exceilent, and I do not think the 
public or anybody else can find fault with them.” 

The Register of Probate, Mr. Elijah George, says, 
* Ample and convenient provision for the proper transaction 
of its business has been made in this office for the future as 
well as the present, and with the completion of the system of 
lighting, now under consideration, this office, in its appoint- 
ments, will in my judgment be superior to any record office of 
which I have information or knowledge.” 

The clerk of the Superior Court for Criminal Sessions, 
Mr. John P. Manning, says, “ My quarters are comfortable 
and convenient, and I have enjoyed every moment since I 
left the old Court House. 

“You have been attentive to my wants and have supplied 
them, and I will say this here, and take the opportunity of 
thanking you for your courtesy. I think much complaint and 
criticism comes from those whose stayin the new building 
is but short, and who volunteer their criticism because ul 
seems the usual thing to do on inspection of a new building 
but to those who, like myself, had many years’ existence ‘in 
the old building, with its lack of comfort, etc., the new 
building is a palace free from faults and criticism. 

“The court rooms of the Criminal Court are small, and I 
hear much fault-finding because of this; but those who are 
obliged to stay in a close court-room for nine hours daily 
would say that the smaller the room the less people in it, 
and consequently less impurity of the air, and to me this is a 
compensation for the room rather than a fault. It is impossi- 
ble for human mind to please every one’s taste. 

“The jury rooms are large and airy and are much ad- 
mired by the jurors, and the whole air of our side of the 
building is one of taste and neatness, and I am sure that the 
officers and all employed there realize the benefit and com- 
forts of the new building 

‘ As far as the criminal part of the Superior Court is con- 
cerned, ample provision has been made for the future. There 
is an extra court room, a number of jury rooms, and record 
rooms for my office.” 

In the near conclusion of the trust confided to them by 
the Legislature and the City Council, the commission desire 
to express their appreciation of the timely aid rendered 
during the progress of the work by the committee of the 
Bar Association upon the subject of a new Court House. It 
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is a source of satisfaction to the commission and of congratu- 
lation to the public that the building will be completed with- 
in the limit of cost prescribed by the Legislature. Many 
of the delays which have been met with in the construction 
of the building are those which seem to be inseparable from 
public work. Other, and the principal, detentions have 
arisen from the numerous changes found necessary to be 
made as the work progressed.

OPINION OF CORPORATION COUNSEL 


RELATIVE TO 


AUTHORITY FOR ISSUING PERMITS FOR THE 
OCCUPATION OF SIDEWALKS BY 
VENDORS OF FRUIT. 


OFFICE OF THE CORPORATION COUNSEL, 
March 15, 1894. 
To the Common Council: 

GENTLEMEN: I am requested to report to your honorable 
body under what authority the Superintendent of Streets 
issues permits for the occupying of sidewalks by vendors of 
fruit. If the Superintendent of Streets issues such permits, 
he issues them under orders of the Board of Aldermen, who 
still possess the legislative powers of surveyors of highways. 
I assume that by occupancy of sidewalks you mean a more 
or less permanent occupancy of them by such vendors with 
stands, shelves, or counters, and that the sidewalks are 
within the limits of public streets of the city. The side- 
walks on the public streets are parts of the streets and belong 
as much to the public as any other part of the street, and the 
public have a right to free and unobstructed travel over all 
portions of the highway as laid out by the public authorities. 
The city holds the public streets in trust forthe public, and, 
in my opinion, neither the City Council nor the Board of 
Aldermen nor the Superintendent of Streets have any power 
to grant special and exclusive privileges or rights in them. 
The Superintendent of Streets, therefore, in my opinion, has 
no authority to issue any permit to place any stand, counter, 
shelf, desk, or other obstruction in the line of travel which 
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would interrupt the free passage of persons to and fro on 
every part of the highway, and if such permits have been 
issued by mistake either of law or of fact, they would fur- 
nish no valid defence, in case of complaint, to a person who 
was obstructing travel in the Bae highway, as the Supreme 
Court says in “Morton v. Moore, 15 Gray, p. 576: “The 
right of the public in a common highway is paramount and 
controlling. This right extends to the entire territory 
within its limits, and an obstruction placed upon any part of 
it constitutes a public nuisance.”

REPORT OF THE JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


ON THE SUBJECT OF 


PROVIDING FOR THE PROTECTION OF VETERANS 
OF THE WAR OF THE REBELLION EMPLOYED 
IN THE STREET DEPARTMENT.

The Joint Special Committee appointed to consider and 
report some arrangement to provide for the protection of 
veterans of the war of the Rebellion, employed in the 
several divisions of the Street Department, having con- 
sidered the subject, respectfully

That the Committee met on Tuesday, March 6, and repre- 
sentatives from G.A.R. Posts 2, 7, 26, 149, and 200, and the 
Union Veterans Union were present, and in an informal way 
presented the grievances of members of their organizations 
who had been employed in the Street Department, stating 
that these veterans had been subjected to a system of abuses 
resulting in their discharge, for no other reason than to make 
places for favored ones. The Committee considered the 
charges made important enough to warrant their giving a 
formal hearing on the subject, and on Friday evening 

March 9, the Committee gave a public hearing in the Council 
aninhen: At this hearing, Grand Army Posts Nos. 2, 7, 
15, 68, 92, 121, 1384, 200, Joseph Hooker Command, Union 
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Veterans Union, and the Kearsarge Association of Naval 
Veterans, were represented by the commander, or some 
other member authorized by the Post to present its case. 

It appears that the veterans complained of having been 
discharged without cause, and of having been transferred 
from positions they had been filling that were satisfactory to 
themselves, and apparently satisfactory to their employers. 
It appeared in evidence that for some unknown reasons cer- 
tain veterans were transferred to the Sewer Division, where 
the work is of such a laborious nature as to require strong, 
able-bodied men to perform, and even they accept the work 
only when not able to procure any other; and when these 
veterans were sent there, they felt that 1t was a mode of pro- 
cedure to secure their discharge, in order to make places for 
others. The different Posts had, before coming to the 
government, investigated the cases of their members, and 
had gone into the inquiry very carefully, and satisfied them- 
selves that such abuses did exist, and from their presentation 
of the case, and the evidence introduced at the hearing, your 
Committee are of the opinion that the veterans have just 
cause for complaint, and are entitled to reasonable protection. 
It was clearly proven that veterans were transferred to the 
Sewer Division, where the work is so laborious that they 
were unable to perform it, and the inevitable result was dis- 
charge. 

Your Committee cannot too strongly condemn this method 
of discharge, and are of the opinion that these veterans, who 
are physically shattered from services in Southern swamps in 
detence of their country, are entitled to better treatment by 
the city authorities, and should be protected against persecu- 
tion by foremen or sub-foremen, or any one in authority in 
the Street Department. 

Your Committee believe that His Honor the Mayor had no 
knowledge of this practice, or it would have been remedied. 
It is reasonable to suppose that in such a large department 
as the Street Department, employing some two thousand 
men, with its corps of deputy superintendents, district 
foremen, bosses, and sub-bosses, abuses of this: kind may 
creep in without the knowledge of the Mayor, whose time 
is Wholly occupied in executive work, varied and manifold, 
und a positive remedy is simply to bring it to his attention. 

The City Council, nor none of its committees, have any 
authority to reinstate or employ labor. This is a matter 
entirely within the jurisdiction of His Honor the Mayor and 
the heads of departments. The Committee can only recom- 
mend, and will urge with all the power they have, the re- 
instatement of discharged veterans and the discontinuance 
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of the abuses complained of, and your Committee feel that — 
they may assure the Grand Army Posts and other organiza- 
tions, and the discharged veterans, that His Honor the 
Mayor will immediately, upon this matter being brought to 
his attention, have the veterans reinstated and the abuses 
corrected, and assist in every possible way to afford the 
veterans reasonable protection, and your Committee recom- 
mend the passage of the accompanying resolves.

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the approval of the Mayor, after having submitted to him 
the name, together with the reason for such discharge or 
transfer.

Chairman FOTTLER, in calling the meeting to order, said: Gentle- 
men, I will first read the order under which we are assembled here 
to-night:

Said Committee is constituted as follows: Alds. Fottler, Barry, and 
Dever; and Messrs. O’Brien, Emerson, Bartlett, Fisher, and Browne, on 
the part of the Common Council. 

As I understand it, this order was introduced by a member of the 
Common Council, Mr. Emerson. 

Gentlemen, as I understand the purpose of the gathering here to- 
night, we are to consider the subject referred to in this order. I also 
understand that there are committees here from the different posts in 
this city, and it might be well for me in starting this hearing to say that 
I trust all the speakers, or all who intend to say anything here to-night, 
will confine their remarks strictly within the scope of the order before 
us, so that we may proceed with dignity, and so that the public may 
know that the representation at this hearing is composed of gentlemen 
standing well in the city. That the hearing may be conducted in a 
strictly business-like manner, I think it may be well at first, as I under- 
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stand that different posts are represented here by committees, to cali for 
a statement of the grievances from those committees representing the 
different posts. I don’t know exactly what posts are here represented, 
whether they are all represented or not; but I would call now upon any 
gentleman who represents a committee from any post to stand up and 
state his grievance to this Committee. 

Mr. CHARLES H. Lovis. — Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I have some- 
thing to say in this matter. 

The CHAIRMAN. — What post do you represent ? 

Mr. Lovis. — Post 7. 

The CHAIRMAN. —I simply state at this time that it will perhaps be 
better for each gentleman, as he addresses the Committee, to state which 
post he represents. Now, Mr Lovis, will you please state to the Com- 
mittee what you have to say in relation to this subject. We will be 
very glad to hear from you. 

Mr. Lovis.— Well, I come here to represent this post. I wasn’t 
designated for the post in any way at all. 

A Voice. — Mr. Chairman, I object. He doesn’t represent the post. 
The Commander of the post is here to represent it. 

Another Voice. —I second that objection, Mr. Chairman. 

Ald. Barry. —If I understand it, it makes but little difference who 
represents a post in this body, as long as we have a hearing here to- 
hight to consider the general subject of grievances. But, of course, it 
would be far better to have a committee appointed by that post set forth 
the grievances that members of the post may have; and— with all due 
respect to the gentleman, who no doubt has the best wishes of his post 
and of his comrades at heart— it seems to me, where the power has 
been delegated to a sub-committee to represent the post, it would be 
proper to conduct the hearing in that direction, and would be wise to 
first take the statement of the committee. 

Mr. Lovis. — Well, I am willing to accept that. I didn’t know as 
any one was here to represent the post, and that is why I came forward. 


STATEMENT BY CAPTAIN WALTER S. SAMPSON. 


Mr. Chairman, I wish to present the grievances of three different 
comrades. My eyesight being very poor, I beg the indulgence of the 
Committee to allow my adjutant to read this report. 

The Apsurant.— Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the Committee, 
we have here a list of five of the members of post 7 to whom it is 
proper to refer in connection with this hearing. 

First, there is Comrade Thomas J. Swallow, who was employed in 
the Bridge Department, and was suspended from that department about 
June, 1891. There was a committee appointed from the post to go 
down and see the officials of that department in regard to the matter, 
and they were informed that he was not discharged, that he was simply 
suspended. He is in that position to-day — suspended. 

Next there is Comrade David Rines, who worked six years in the 
Sanitary Department and was transferred to the Sewer Department Feb- 
ruary 8, 1894. 

Next there is Comrade Robert Downing, who worked in the Sanitary 
Department since last June, and was transferred to the Sewer Depart- 
ment February 16, 1894. 

Pore James Flynn was suspended from the Public Grounds last 
July. 

Then there is the following from Comrade P. O’Connor : 


On or about May 16 was transferred to Paving Division, on or about 
November 8 was transferred to Sewer Division. The work was such, I was 
reported unfit for that kind of labor, and now if I can get back to my old

STATEMENT BY (y. F. WALKER, M.D. 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I represent Post 15. I have here the 
following:

About this time Mrs. Vaughn, the wife of this comrade, called at my 
office in regard to this order from the Lamp Department. She made this 
statement, that this communication had been received from the Lamp 
Department, that she had been to that place and tried to have the 
head of the department give some reason why her husband was so 
discharged. She received no satisfaction. I have made an investiga- 
tion, and other comrades of my post have also, and by the Superintend- 
ent’s own statement there seems to be no reason at all whatever for 
his discharge from the department excepting for the lack of funds. 
This comrade that I speak of is an honorable and worthy comrade of 
our post, a past officer of Post 15, a man who served, as I have good 
and sufficient reasons to believe, more than three years during the war 
of the Rebellion in the 29th Massachusetts, was wounded at the battle 
of Lookout Mountain in 1863, has a large family of children, I think 
five small children; draws a small pension, — | cannot say how many 
dollars a month, — but it is at least small for the large family which 
he has upon his shoulders. He is troubled somewhat with rheumatism, 
and I have only to reiterate here that he is a man who has always borne 
the best reputation in the past. He served in the Lamp Department for 
five years. 

‘There is another comrade of my post, Post 15, by the name of Benja- 
min I. Pease, who went into the Street-sweeping Department in the 
year 1874, and worked until January 9, 1894. He tells me, and by a 
thorough investigation of his case that I have made to the best of my 
ability it appears to be the fact, that without any cause of provocation 
on his part, he was transferred from that department to the Sewer De- 
partment, on Commonwealth avenue, near Cottage Farm. He was an 
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honorable and worthy soldier, served during the late Rebellion, got an 
honorable discharge, and is also a member of my post. He reported to 
the Sewer Department the next day after the transfer was requested, and 
he found that he could not do the work, and returned immediately to his 
home, and has been out of employment since that time. He is a man, 
also, with a family. 

I will state that there is also acomrade by the name of Edward Thorp, 
who is a member of Post 15. I have been unable to find him to investi- 
gate the matter thoroughly, but I have good authority for stating here 
that eighteen months ago he was discharged from the Street Department 
and sent to the Sewer Department, worked there until he became so sick 
that he could not work any longer, and has been out of work ever since, 
and is in destitute circumstances. ‘hat is all that I have to report, Mr. 
Chairman. 


STATEMENT BY H. A. KELLOGG. 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I belong to Post 15, and I would like 
to refresh Colonel Walker’s memory just a little mite. 

Three years ago the second day of April I was suspended from the 
Street Department of the City of Boston, with no reason assigned. I 
tried, through the Mayor’s private secretary and others, to find’ some 
cause or some reason for my suspension. ‘The report to them was, that 
there never was a word of fault found with me in the world. They 
simply wanted another man in my place, and from that day — three 
years ago — until now Iam out of work. It would be three years the 
second day of April. I worked for the City of Boston eight years, two 
years as foreman of the oldest gang of sweeping men on the street. 


STATEMENT BY CHARLES H. LOVIS. 


Mr. Chairman, I would like to make a statement to the Committee. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) What is your name? 

A. Charles H. Lovis— that is my name. 

@. What post do you represent? 

Pecks OSt ae 

. Commander Sampson has expressed himself in regard to the 
Post 7 men, and has not referred to your case. 

Captain Sampson. — Mr. Chairman, that comrade has never pre- 
sented his case to the post. We gave a hearing to all who had com- 
plaints to make, and that comrade I never heard from before, until I 
hear from him now. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Any statement you have to make, Mr. 
Lovis, es course it is perfectly proper for you to make, representing 

ourself. 

, A. Yes, sir. I am making this statement in behalf of my brother 
members of this post who have been suspended. I was sorry to think 
we didn’t have somebody here who could express what they had to say 
for them. I want to see those members come up here and express their 
own feelings, just the same as I do. Now, Mr. Chairman, I have 
worked in this department until last year almost nine years. I have 
served in every branch of it. There is no part of it but what I 
have tilled, and filled it satisfactorily. I have got the papers here 
which show that everything is satisfactory for me to come forward and 
receive another position. I went forward to the civil service, and the 
civil service said it was satisfied that 1 should receive it. The Super- 
intendent says I am discharged. I would like to know what I am dis- 
charged on. The paper states that I am discharged for resigning. 
Now, let them produce their statements and see what it is. I resigned 
in September, 1893, and the papers will show that I left satisfactorily. 

(). (By Ald. Barry.) Mr. Lovis, if I understand it, your grievance 
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is this, that you tendered your resignation and it was accepted and you 
resigned honorably ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

0: Now, what is your grievance that you wish to present to the Com- 
mittee? What we want to get at is just those men who have been sus- 
pended or discharged. You are neither. 

A. Iam neither. 

Q. Now, our orders simply are to investigate the causes why men 
have been suspended or discharged, and not for the purpose of putting 
men back again into employment if they have resigned. You acknowl- 
edge to this Committee that you resigned yourself } ? 

A. Certainly. 

Now, I would be pleased to listen, of course, with the other 
members of the Committee, to any grievance you may have. Your 
grievance must be, of course, that you cannot get back into the depart- 
ment. 

Yes, sir; that is straight. 

(By Ald. Drver. ) When did you resign, Mr. Lovis? 
In 1893 — September, 1898. 

Do you want to tell the Committee why you resigned ? 
Yes, sir. 

Tell the Committee why you resigned. 

T resigned because I felt as though I wanted to go down East and 
e a rest. 

And you went down East? 
Yes, sir. 
And got back here when ? 

April 1st. 

You weren’t gone a full year ? 

No, only about six months. If [had known as much as I do 
now I would Have got retained. 

@. Why didn’t you ask for leave of absence ? 

A. Because | didn’t know. 

Q. And you thought that in order to go down there the only thing 
to do was to resign ? 

A. Yes, sir; certainly. 

@. ‘Then you have no real grievance against the department ? 

A. None at all, nota particle. The only grievance is that when I 

wanted to get back he said “You are dischar ged,” and I wanted to 
know what I was discharged on.

Q. Well. don’t you know that when a man resigns, the government 
calls it a discharge when they accept his resignation | e 

A. Certainly they do — they call it a dischar ge. But for what? 

@. Why, because he resigned. 

A. Yes, but I want to know what the reason is that I was dis- 
charged for. When I made application I was told that I was discharged 
for cause. 

It doesn’t say anything of the kind here. 

That is what he tells me. 

Who does ? \ 

Mr. Carter stated so to me to-day in City Hall. 

It doesn’t state that here. 

I know, but he stated it to me personally. 

(By Mr. Emerson.) Did you make application again to the civil 
service ? 

A. Yes, sir; and was refused. 
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On what grounds ? 

That I was discharged. 

When did you make application to the civil service? 

April 9. {went right down there and saw Mr. Johnson. 

(By Mr. O’BRIEN.) What year ? 

This year. 

(By Ald. DEveR.) March 9, 1893, the civil service examiners’ 
records show that your name was removed from the list of those 
registered for city work. 

Certainly. 

You say now that they refused to restore your name ? 

Yes, sir; because I am discharged. 

When did they refuse to restore the name ? 

A week ago. 

And the only reason they gave is that you are discharged ? 

Yes, sir; discharged. 

And they said discharged for cause ? 

Yes, sir; and I want to hear the cause. They didn’t give me no

At the civil service ? 
No. 

Ald. Dever. — Is Mr. Johnson present here? (No response.) 

@. You don’t know of any reason why you should be discharged, 
Mr. Lovis? 

A. No, sir; J saw the district foreman to-day and he asked me if I 
was going back again. 

What kind of work did you do, Mr. Lovis? 

All kinds. 

Laboring work ? 

Yes, sir; street-cleaning, sub-foreman. 

You are a temperate man ? 

Yes, sir. 

Never was called down for anything ? 

No, sir; in no way, shape, or manner. 

(By Ald. Barry.) You were never reprimanded by Mr. Carter? 
No, sir; Mr. Rowe, my district foreman, can tell you about me. 
I was in the depar tment years ago, when it used to be under one head, 
under Forristall. 

The CnAIRMAN. — I would like to state for the information of those 
present that at the first meeting we had on this subject we had 
a very small representation, because it seems that sufficient notice was 
not issued; and at that time the Committee stated that, while they had 
no power in the employment of labor, the making of contracts, or any- 
thing of that kind, they were willing to hear these complaints and might 
in their report. make such recommendation as they saw proper in rela- 
tion to this. It may not be understood by many that the City Council 
have so little power as they have regarding the employment ‘of labor, 
but they do not have it. 

Q. (By Ald. DEvER.) Mr..Lovis, what post do you belong to? 

Ant Bost, 7; 

(. And have they no representation here ? 

A. Idon’t know. I will say that [have got my card, that my dues 
are paid, and you can ask Mr. Sampson, and I guess you ‘will find that I 
am straight. 

Q. Iwill ask if you ever entered a complaint to your post to look 
into your case ?

Q. Why didn’t you do it? 

A. I preferred to enter my own complaint myself. 
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STATEMENT BY CAPTAIN BENJAMIN C. ATKINSON. 


(By the CHAIRMAN.) What is your full name, Captain ? 
Benjamin C. Atkinson. 

Now, will you please proceed ? 

As representing Post 200 in place of the Commander of our post, 
John R. Smith, who is at the bedside of his wife, who is hovering 
between life and death, I would say that at our previous meeting FT 
stated that we had two comrades of our post whose cases we wished to 
present. We had acommittee of five of our post at a meeting, and 
called those two comrades before us. We took their statements, and I 
filed a copy of those statements with your Clerk at our meeting on ‘Tues- 
day, and perhaps it would save time, if you had those, to have them 
read. It would be more explicit than any explanations. 

. I would state that the Committee are in possession of those papers 
that you refer to — the cases of Solomon Clarke and Harvey J. Flanders. 

A. Yes, sir. 

The CHAIRMAN. — I will ask the Clerk to read the complaints, and 
they will appear in our evidence, appended to the report, later on. 

The Clerk read the following : 

‘“Scolomon Clarke. Age 58. A man of good character and good 
habits; a veteran of the war; served 15 months. One of the first volun- 
teers in the Sixth Massachusetts Infantry, that fought through Baltimore 
in April, 1861. A member of Boston Post 200, G.A.R., in 1 good stand- 
ing. Is a competent and efficient teamster; has worked for city as 
such for fifteen years, in Street and Health Depar tments. Has been sick 
this winter with la grippe for six weeks, and is not able to do the work 
of laborer by reason of rheumatism and heart trouble. Has no income 
or means of support, except a small pension of $6 per month. Hasa 
wife to support. About Christmas time, December, 1893, was ordered 
to be transferred from Health Department to Sewer Department. No 
cause alleged, no reason given; his team turned over to another man. 
Being physically unable to work in the Sewer Department, considers his 
‘transfer’ equal to a discharge, and asks for his old position, with rights 
of preference as a veteran of the war.” 

‘‘ Harvey J. Flanders. Age 69. <A man of good character and good 
habits; a veteran of the war. Served 3 years in 15th Regiment N.H. 
Volunteer Infantry. Is an expert horse-shoer. Has been in service of 
city 27 years, shoeing horses in Health Department. Always gave satis- 
faction and no fault found. Never lost any time except by reason of 
sickness. Sick this winter with la grippe for six weeks. Has a wife. 
Not able to do hard work. Not able to do laborer’s work himself by 
reason of rheumatism. Is in poor circumstances, and has no income 
or means of support, except a small pension of $8 a month from the 
U.S. government. Has been a member of Boston Post 200, G.A.R., 
for two years. February, 1894, suspended indefinitely from city work, 
by order of Superintendent of Streets, Mr. Carter, promulgated via 
Assistant Superintendent, Mr. Jackson, ‘and For eman, Mr. Rowe. No 
reason given for suspension, and no promise of further employment. 
Thinks he should be reinstated and given work in preference as a vet- 
eran of the war, and in the spirit of ‘the law relating to veterans.” 

Q. (By the ‘CHAIRMAN. J, ck believe ‘those cover the cases you 
refer to? 

A. Yes, sir; I know of no others in our post —no others reported 
that I have heard of. 

(J. Have you anything further to state in relation to any grievance ? 

A. I would say that Comrade Flanders is a very expert man, not 
only as a horse-shoer, but in the care of horses — disabled and ‘sick 
horses. Mr. Forristall, I think, called upon him at some time when Mr. 
Forristall was in charge, and said, ‘‘ Mr. Flanders, [am going to add a 
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little to your labor, and your pay will be increased in consequence. 
Weare going to put in your charge all the disabled, lame, or sick horses, 
because of your knowledge of and experience with horses in former 
years;” and his pay was increased, and he was put in charge of the 
disabled or sick horses, those who picked up a nail or got a piece of 
glass in their foot, or were otherwise disabled or sick, and he continued 
in that position, as I understand it. 

Q. (By Ald. Dever.) I would like to ask the Captain if either of 
those gentlemen are present here to-night? 

A. I don’t see them. 

Mr. BARTLETT. — My. Clarke is present. 

Ald. Dever. — [I think it would be well forthose gentlemen to come 
before the Committee and make their statements, letting the Committee 
ask them any questions they see fit. ) 

The CHAIRMAN. — If Mr. Clarke is present and would like to state 
his grievance, the Committee would be very glad to hear it. 


STATEMENT BY SOLOMON CLARKE. 


Q. (By the CHatRMAN.) What is your full name? 

A. Solomon Clarke. 

Q. Now, Mr. Clarke, if you have anything to state to the Committee, 
they would be glad to hear it. 

A. Well, all there is to it is that I have been transferred. 
From what department ? 
From the Street Department. 
To what department ? 
To the Sewer Department. 
. You consider the work in the Sewer Department altogether too 
laborious ? 
Yes, sir; Ido. Icouldn’t do it. 

Q. You are physically unable to perform it? 

A. Yes, sir; I am troubled with rheumatism and heart trouble. 

Q. (By Ald. DEVER.) You worked for fifteen years in the Health 
Department ? 
Yes, sir. 
And were always driving a team in that time ? 
Yes, sir; always driving a team. 
And how long have you been sick during the past winter ?

Q. (By Mr. BARTLETT.) Did you receive any notice from them of 
dischar geP 

A’ Noysit: 

Mr. BARTLETT. —Well, Mr. Chairman, some weeks ago] offered some 
resolutions. Mr. Clarke and Mr. Pease were the subject of those reso- 
lutions, if the Clerk will kindly read them. 

The Clerk read the following: 

‘*Mr. Bartlett, of Ward 19, offered the following: 

‘‘Whereas, It appears that Benjamin F. Pease and Solomon Clarke, 
soldiers of the Federal army in the late war of the Rebellion and late 
employees of the Street Department, have been unjustly transferred to a 
branch of the service of which duties they are physically unable to per- 
form. They were accordingly discharged for this inability. 

‘* Resolved, That this Council do condemn such action, and request the 
Superintendent of Streets, through His Honor the Mayor, to reinstate 
Benjamin F. Pease and Solomon Clarke to the positions formerly held 
by them. 

‘* Referred to His Honor the Mayor.” 

Mr. BartLettT. — Mr. Chairman, there has been nothing whatever 
done in regard to these resolutions. Mr. Pease I have known person- 
ally for a number of years, and if he will step forward I think he will 
corroborate everything that Mr. Clarke has said. 

YQ. (By Mr. Fisuer.) Before Mr. Clarke retires I would like to ask 
him-if, when he was transferred, any reason was given to him for the 
transfer ? 

A. No, not at all. 

(. You were simply notified that you were transferred ? 

Notified through the foreman over me. 
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STATEMENT BY BENJAMIN F. PEASE. 


Q. (By the CHAtRMAN.) Will you please give your full name? 

A. Yes, sir, I will — Benjamin F. Pease. 

e Now proceed, please 

. Yes, sir. Well, on the 10th day of January, as near as my 

oe. serves me, I was transferred to the Sewer Department from 
the Street-sweeping Department. 

Q. (By Mr. O'BRIEN.) When was that, Mr. Pease, that you were 
transferred ? 
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A. I think it was the 10th day of January, if my memory serves me 
right. 

‘ol (By Ald. DEVER.) January or February, Mr. Pease? Now get 
it right . 

A. January, I think. 

Q. (By Mr. O’BRIEN.) And you were transferred ? 

A. From the Street Department. 

Q. (By Ald. DEvER.) Now, let us understand this. You say ‘ the 
Street Department.” If it is the old Health Department, speak of it as 
‘¢the old Heaith Department.” 

A. The Sanitary Division, Street-cleaning. I was in the Street-clean- 
ing Department. 

@. ‘hat is it— street-cleaning, not paving? 

A. Nothing to do with paving; nothing but just street-cleaning the 
last three years. ; 

@. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Now, Mr. Pease, proceed. 

A. Well, I was transferred out there to Cottage Farm and Common- 
wealth avenue. I went out there, me and another man, and looked at 
the place and made up my mind that I couldn’t perform the work, as I 
wasn’t more than able to perform the work that I was doing. I was 
driving a street machine at the time. I didn’t know anything about 
being transferred until Wednesday, until about 8 or 9 o’clock. I went 
down to John H. O’Brien — he was foreman — and he told me that I 
was transferred out to the Sewer Department. Well, I said to him I 
didn’t know what it was for, and asked him if he knew anything about 
what it was for. Says he, **I don’t,” and there was three of us trans- 
ferred at the time —a man by the name of Rich, and a man by the name 
of Hart. 

Q. (By Ald. DEVER.) Were they veterans? 

A. One of them was in the army, but he doesn’t belong in the Grand 
Army. He is a veteran. 

Q. (By Mr. BartLetTt.) Who is that, Mr. Rich? 

A. No, that is Mr. Hart. He is here to-night. Well, I will tell you 
right about this as near as I can. This was Wednesday that I was trans- 
ferred to the Sewer Department work, and I went out there to see what 
kind of a place it was, and made up my mind that I couldn’t do it and 
came back. 

Q. (By Mr FisHer.) What were you expected to do there? 

A. Iwas expected to pick and shovel in the sewer. That is what 
the foreman told me. I came back home, and next day I wasn’t fit to 
go out-doors. I was sick, any way. 

Q. (By the CHatRMAN.) Well, did you notify the department that 
you had given the work up ? 

A. No, I did not. 

Q. (By Mr. O’BRIEN.) Did you tell the foreman ? 

A. Allow me to tell you, and I will go on and tell my story. The 
next Saturday following I was discharged. I received a discharge from 
Superintendent Carter for neglecting to obey orders. Since then I 
have, of course, been working to see if I can get back. I hope I shall 
succeed. I don’t know how it will be. I never have got any reasons 
why I should be discharged or transferred. ‘They tr ansferred me in the 
first place, and of course > the dischar ge followed. 

Q. (By Mr. BARTLETT.) Well, “Me. Pease, were you eaafecred at 
the same time that Mr. Clarke was ? 

A. Well, I suppose at the same time. [ wasn’t working on the 
same division that he was. I was working in O’Brien’s division, and he 
was working in Cutter’s division. 

@. You were both driving machines? 

A. No, he was driving a ‘street team and [ was driving a machine. 

Q. (By Mr. FISHER. y You never had any fault found with your 
work ? 
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A. No fault whatever, to my knowledge. 

Q. (By Ald. BARRy.) Now, Mr. Pease, you say to this Committee 
that you were transferred from’a team owned by the city of Boston 
known as a street-cleaning machine, or, in other words, a street- 
sweeper ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q@. And you drove that street-sweeping machine ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did the Superintendent cause that machine to be put up, and put 
nobody else on the machine ? 

A. Well, the man that was put in my place was a man that was 
driving a single Sweeper. 

Q. Well, that is what I am trying to get at exactly. Now, then, you 
know that there was a man put on to that machine, the original machine 
you drove? 

I do. 

How long did you drive that machine P 

About a year and a half, I think. 

Now, then, do you know the gentleman’s name! ? 

The one who was put on my machine ?

His name is Paul Daley. 

How old a man is he? 

Well, I should judge about 35 years old. 

How old are you, Mr. Pease? 

Well, if I live until the twenty-second day of March I will be 685. 
They put a younger man on in an easy place, and put you in a 
harder place ?

Ald. BARRY. — That is all I want to know. 

Q. (By the CHarrMAN.) Mr. Pease, what post do you belong to? 

a. Fifteen, your Honor.

Well, if my memory serves me right, nineteen or twenty years. 
Have you a large family ?

(By Ald. BARRY.) JI understood you to state to the Committee 
that you worked one day when you went out there. You didn’t do any 
work, did you? 


A. I did not. 
: 0. I was going to ask you the class of work that you did on that 
ay} 
A. No, sir; | went out there and reported, and couldn’t do the work. 
Q. Were you told out there to swing a pick ? 
A. Well, of course that was the work we were transferred to do. 
Q. (By Mr. FisHER.) I would like to ask Mr. Pease in relation to 


the statement made about lunch. Do you attribute your discharge to 
that ? 

A. Well, I will give you a little statement about what happened one 
night. I will tell you how it was. We used to have to hitch up in the 
afternoon. We used to have to eat our supper about half-past three, 
aud go down and get ready, get our machines, horses, and everything 
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ready, — with a two-horse machine, it took quite a little while, — and 
report for work, go down to work, at half-past five. Well, when you eat 
supper at half-past three, and go without anything to eat until the next 
morning at two or half-past two o’clock, it is quite a long while. Well, 
there was one night that I felt a little hungry, and I was coming up High 
street, right opposite the engine-house on High street, a little ways from 
the narrow gauge, and there is a little restaurant there that I know the 
man well, and I saw some tomatoes in the window, and, thinks I, I will 
get off and get a tomato. I simply stopped the machine just long 
enough to get off and inside the door and take a tomato in my hand and 
come out, and Superintendent Carter came along and another man with 
him, I think. He said, ‘‘ You drive that machine?” I said, ‘* Yes, sir.” 
Said he, ‘‘ What is your number?” Well, 1 looked around to find the 
number and it was covered up so that I couldn’t tell him. Well, he 
said, ‘‘ What is your name?” I told him what my name was. He 
said, ‘*‘ You want to keep that machine going.” Said I, ‘*‘ That is what 
I intend to do.” I said, ‘*‘I merely got off for a minute or so to get a 
tomato to eat; I ate my supper early.” ‘‘ That doesn’t make any 
difference,” says he, ‘‘ you want to keep that machine going.” Well, 
I got on to my machine, and he went off. Well, a short time after that, 
the next day, I think it was, O’Brien was up, — he used to go, of course, 
to Superintendent Jackson every day, — and when he saw me he says, 
‘¢ By the way,” Mr. Jackson said to me to-day, ‘‘ O’Brien, have you gota 
man named Pease working in your gang?” says he. O’Brien says, 
‘* Yes, sir.” ‘* Well,” he says, ‘‘I caught him loafing down on High 
street, and I think you had better pull him off.” ‘* Well,” O’Brien says, 
‘now, Mr. Jackson, I have known that man for twelve years, to my 
knowledge, that he has worked here. He was here when I commenced 
working here, and I never knew that man to do anything out of the 
way.” And, by the way, Mr. Jackson says, ‘‘ And he had on a pretty 
good jag, too.” 


Q. (By Ald. Barry.) What did he mean by that, sir? 
A. He meant I was half full, I suppose, —I don’t know. 
Q. (By Ald. DEvER.) He said this of you, did he? 

A. He said that to the foreman. 

Q. Said that you had a pretty good jag on? 

Peery OS8, Sil’. 

Q. Did you? 

A 


. Nota drop, for I was taking medicine at the time for rheumatism 
and I didn’t drink anything; and O’Brien said, ‘‘ Well, I have known 
Pease ever since I have worked here, twelve years, and I never knew 
the man to drink anything, to my knowledge.” Well, of course I might 
take a glass of beer sometimes, but no man ever saw me intoxicated 
while I have worked for the city of Boston, and cannot come forward 
and say so. Morris Rowe will tell you, and he knows me well. For- 
ristall could, if he was alive. I don’t think I have anything more to 
say. 

@. Go ahead, you haven't finished. You were saying that O’Brien 
told ube that you were a good man; and what did Jackson finally 
say ! 

A. Well, Mr. Jackson didn’t make any reply to it. 

(. He didn’t suspend you, then, after that talk ? 

A. No, sir. He didn’t pull me off, and this John H. O’Brien told me 
a day or two afterwards, ‘‘I saved your head from being pulled off.” 
Says I, ‘* How is that ?” He says, ‘** When Carter caught you getting 
something to eat up there on High street— you know about that?” 
Says I, ‘* Yes.” ‘*Well,” he said, ‘‘ he told Jackson to pull you off, and 
I guess Jackson thought better of it and didn’t pull you off, after [spoke 
to him.” I wasn’t pulled off, any way. That is the only time I ever 
spoke to Superintendent Carter, excepting once. There was one time, 
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when we used to sweep Rowe’s wharf, and we were just getting off the 
wharf one day, and there was a man came along to me and said, ‘* Who 
told you to go down and sweep that wharf?” ‘‘ Well,” I said, ‘ the 
foreman, and I supposed that all three of us had to go down and sweep 
it.” He said, ‘* You might as well go down to my back yard and sweep 
that out, as this wharf.” Well, I said it was customary for us to do it, 
you know ; that we had done it all summer. 

(). What wharf was that? I didn’t hear you. 

A. Rowe’s wharf. Of course, we had nothing to say about that. We 
had to obey the orders of the foreman. That is the only other time I 
ever spoke to Mr. Carter, Superintendent Carter. 

Q. Well, did you continue to sweep Rowe’s wharf after you were 
reprimanded at that time for doing it? 

A. Yes, sir; for quite a while. 

Q. Who caught you there? 

Ae Superintendent Carter caught us coming off the wharf and wanted 
to know what we were doing there. I said, ““« We were sweeping the 
wharf.” He said, ‘*‘ You don’t sweep the wharf, do you?” Said I, ** Yes; 
sir.” ‘* Well, you might as well go into my back yard,” he said, ‘and 
sweep that.” 

Q. Still you kept on doing it? 

A. Had to, because that was orders. You have to obey orders if it 
breaks owners, you know. 

Who gave you the orders ? 

Our foreman. 

Did you tell him that Mr. Carter had called you down ? 

I told him that Mr. Carter spoke to us about it. 

(By the CHAIRMAN.) Did Mr. Carter forbid your sweeping it? 
No, sir; didn’t forbid us to sweep it, only asked us why we were 
down there sweeping that wharf. I suppose he didn’t know anything 
about it. 

Q. (By Mr. FisHer.) I would like to ask Mr. Pease if that is a rule 
of the department, that men on sweeping-machines shall have nothing 
to eat from the time they go to work until they quit ? 

A. By the way, I can give you a little pointer on that. The 
sweepers, you know, were allowed half an hour ‘The foreman allowed 
half an hour to eat a little bit of a lunch. That was a privilege given 
them. Of course, they have to work all night and it is hard to work from 
5 o’clock until 2 or 8 o’clock in the morning with nothing to eat, and he 
gave them half an hour for lunch. Superintendent Carter came along 
one night, and the men were around there, and some of them might 
be sitting ‘down on the edge of the curbstone eating lunch, and he said, 
‘¢ What are all these men * doing here?” Well, the foreman told him 
they were eating lunch. He says, ‘¢T won’t allow this, don’t want it 
done.” After that they weren’t allowed to eat any lunch or stop until 
they got through. 

The CHAIRMAN. — I would like to inquire if there are any other com- 
mittees present from the different posts, or from any posts, with cases 
that they desire to present ? 

Dr. WALKER. — I would like to call for a report from Post 134. 

The CHAIRMAN. —I have a letter from some one representing Post 
134, which I will ask the Clerk to read.

The CHAIRMAN. — Is Mr. Butler present? (No response.) 
Dr. WALKER. — That grievance was presented to me by the gentle- 
man here on my left, who can give an explanation of it. 


STATEMENT BY CHARLES LARKIN. 


Mr. LARKIN. — That statement was handed to me by a member of my 


Q@. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Your name is what ? 

A. Charles Larkin. 

Q. Proceed, Mr. Larkin. 

A. Of course, I met this committee of Post 15 a week ago and heard 
what their intentions were —to find out the grievance of any members 
belonging to our post, of which there were three or four working on the 
city work. This is the only one who had been discharged, and I called 
upon him and he vouched for this statement, made this statement, and 
I told him I would present it here. He said that it was true. 

(). All you know about the matter is what is stated in substance in 
this letter?

Q. (By Ald. DEvER.) Well, Mr. Larkin, in his statement here he 
says he was employed in 1888 ?

Q@. And served four years. 

A,, -YO@8, SIT; 

(. Then this is a complaint over two years old? 

A. I didn’t know about that, sir. 

Ald. Dever. — Well, are we going into complaints which go farther 
back than these recent transfers? If we are going to do so I would 
like to know it, because we may have to sit here for about two months ; 
but if we are going to investigate the recent transfers, which I under- 
stand is what this Committee was appointed for, that is an entirely dif- 
ferent matter. If we are going back two years or more, Mr. Chairman, 
we will never get through. 

Mr. BartLerr. —I think this case is worthy of consideration. 

Ald. Dever. — I don’t know why we should investigate what occurred 
in past governments. 

Mr. BartTLett. — The order does not call for any limit of time in con- 
nection with the transfers. If transfers have been made in the past 
without good cause, I don’t see why they shouldn’t be investigated. 

Ald. DEVER. — Well, I am opposed to going back, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Emerson. — I think that case is about a year old — not two years 
old, as Alderman Dever states. 

Ald. DEVER. — Well, he was discharged in 1892, according to that, 
and that is certainly over a year ago, and whatever was done then I 
don’t think this Committee has got anything at all to say about. 
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Q. (By Mr. FisHer.) I would like to ask Mr. Larkin if he knows 
whether that gentleman has been employed since by the city ? 

A. No, sir; he has not. I know that to be a fact. 

The CHAIRMAN. —It does not seem to the Committee that they can sit 
here and take up cases two years old, or even much more than a year 
old, because they must be pretty nearly outlawed by this time; but any 
recent cases that can be reached I think come perfectly within the scope 
of the order. I trust that the persons here to-night will not bring up 
cases that are old. 

Mr. Larkin. — Well, he would have been working for the city to-day 
if he could have got employment. It was not because he was disabled, 
or anything of the kind, but after working under Mr. Carson for 
eighteen months he was dismissed without any satisfaction, and when he 
went to see Mr. Carson personally to find out the reason he was dis- 
charged, he was positively told that he was not ready to put him to 
work. 

The CHAIRMAN. —I think the Committee wants to be understood in 
this matter. We do not desire to choke off any case, but it does seem 
almost useless to take up cases if they are too old. That is the idea [ 
have of it. It will be some time even now, I am afraid, before we get 
this evidence and make a report and get everything straightened out, 
and if we consider cases that are very aged I am sure I don’t know 
where we will land. Of course, we are willing to hear anything that 
any party may desire to say. 

Mr. Larkin. — Well, this is the first opportunity he has had to present 
his case, and consequently he takes this occasion to take advantage of it. 

The CHAIRMAN.— We are willing to give all the latitude in the 
world. 

Ald. DEvER. —I don’t wish the gentleman to think that we desire to 
choke this matter off, but I suppose this order refers to recent transfers 
and suspensions. If that isso, I thought it would be a waste of time 
to go into old cases, as not coming within our jurisdiction. 

Mr. FisHer. — That is not the case according to the order. The order 
is very comprehensive. 

Mr. SPOONER. — I understand that the Committee has already gone 
into a case, the Flanders case, or some other case that has been men- 
tioned here, which deal with cases two, three, or four years ago. I 
believe some such cases have been referred to. 

The CHAIRMAN. — There may have been some such case — it escaped 
my attention. 

Mr. Spooner. — Well, it seems to me no more than right, as they 
are soldiers, men who stood up for this city and this country, that they 
should have some recognition. I certainly deem it a privilege to speak 
in their behalf. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Well, we may just as well finish up this man’s 
case and take these cases up in their turn. 

Ald. DEvER. — I would rather have Mr. Butler brought here, if he 
ean be brought. I believe it is better for the people themselves to 
appear, and I suppose if there is another meeting he can be brought 
here. 

Mr. LARKIN. — He will undoubtedly be here at the next meeting. 
He is sick — I can tell you that. 

Q. (By Mr. Bartterr.) Mr. Larkin, do you know anything about 
this Butler except from the statement ? 

A. Nomore than from the statement. He has told me dozens of 
times about it, but has not had an opportunity before to present it in 
this kind of a way. 

Q. (By Mr. Fiswer.) Did he make any effort to get back into the 
department ? 

A. Yes, sir. 
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And with what success ? 
None at all. 
I mean to say, how was he met? 
Well, he went to see his foreman and also Mr. Carson, and Mr. 
Carson said he was not ready to put him to work. He took off three or 
four other men, veterans, at the same time, and reinstated them, but 
didn’t him. 
Colored men, were they, all of them ? 
One a colored man and the other two white men. 
And all veterans ?

STATEMENT BY DAvID RINEs. 


Captain SAMPSON called David Rines, of Post 7. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) What is your full name? 

A. David Rines. 

Q. Now, will you please state to the Committee what you have to 
say ? 

7 Well, I haven’t a great deal to say. I have worked on the city 
works about fourteen years. I worked eight years in the Water De- 
partment. Through a friend of mine I oot transferred into the Third 
Division. 

Q. Through a friend of yours, at your own request, you were 
transferred P 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. (By Ald. Barry.) To what department ? 

A. It was called the Health Department then. It was under Mr. 
Forristall. I worked there until the consolidation — that was about, I 
think, three years ago. Mr. Jackson took charge of it then. I have 
worked there ever since. I was a little different from a good many. 
My duties were to work upon the streets; when I first went on there it 
was 10 hours a day, but the last two years or three years it has been 9 
hours. After I got through my day’s work I carried the boss home. I 
had a room over the city building there, 650 Albany street, and when 
I got through the day’s work my duties were to carry the foremen 
home, and then nights I had to get up if there were any sick horses or 
cast horses, and help the watchman to get the horses up. Sometimes I 
was called up three or four times a night, and if it was necessary I would 
go for the doctor, the veterinary surgeon. Sometimes in cold weather 
I had to sweep nights there. If the man that drove the sweeping- 
machine didn’t report at 12 o’clock I had to get up and get his team out 
and take it out and work in his place. A great many times I have got 
up and harnessed up the horse and team to go out with the sweeping- 
machine, and then the regular driver that drove the team would come 
and I would let him take the team and go back to my room. 

(). (By the CHAIRMAN.) Well, do T understand; or does the Com- 
mittee understand, Mr. Rines, that all this work sprang from the place 
that you wished to be transferred to ? 

A. What is that ? 

(. Does the Committee understand that all the work you are men- 
tioning now was attached to the place you wished to be transferred to ? 
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A. That was my work, besides doing my work upon the streets 
every day. 

Q. Yes, but was that the work connected with the place that you 
wished to be transferred to, or wanted to go to P 

A. Yes, that is the place I was working until the 8th day of last 
month. 

Q. Where you wished to be transferred ? 

A. That is where I didn’t know what I had to do. There was four 
of us when I went there to do that work, when I first went there, and 
they kept dropping off and they kept sending them off until the last 15 
months I had to do it all alone, and I said to Mr. Rowe, ‘‘ This is too 
much work for me, I get up too much nights.” ‘‘ Well,” he says, ‘“ I 
want you to wait until I get somebody else to go in with you, to help 
you.” So the &th of the month — I didn’t suppose they would know my 
hame up to City Hall except from seeing it on the pay-roll—I got a 
notice. The foreman says to me, ‘‘ Rines, I have got a transfer for you 
into the Sewer Department.” 

@. From bad to worse ? 

A. Yes, sir. He said, ‘‘I hated to give it to you, I tried to get 
Fee ” — that is one of the other bosses — ‘‘ to give it to you.” He says, 
‘*You are a good man and I have no fault to find with you, and,” he 
says, ‘¢ 1 don’t understand it.” And I said, ‘‘ I don’t understand it,” but, 
I says, ‘‘ I will go out and see what it is,” and so I went out there and 
worked all I could. I have been put there, right at the bottom of the 

ditch, with young men 30 years old. 
. Well, are you working there yet? 

A. Iam there yet. 

Q. You are sticking to it? 

A. Iam sticking to it until I see what they are going to do. 

Q. (By Ald. Barry.) You are working there, then, Mr. Rines ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, Mr. Rines, how long have you worked in the department, 
or how long have you worked for the city of Boston ? 

A. I think twelve or thirteen years. 

. Q. - Your work has been divided up between the Water Department 
and what was called the old Health Department? 

‘A. te GS, tEIT, 

Q. Now, I want to get this right. You have stated what your duties 
were. We will confine ourselves to the Health Department, or what is 
called the Street-cleaning Department ? 

Aww Leama pexactly. 

Q@. Your duties there were to go upon the streets of Boston and do 
sweeping ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q@. Now, you were domiciled in a house on Albany street that be- 
longed to the city of Boston ?

QY. And at night you used to get up and assist the watchman there if 
the horses were sick, or cast so that he couldn’t possibly get them up 
himself. In such cases he had to wake you and get your assistance ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

QY. Now, you say to the Committee that there were frequently times 
when you got up three or four times in the night? 

A. Yes, sir; and I have also taken out the street-sweeping machine 
when the man who ran the machine didn’t report at twelve o’clock at 
night. 

a) You have taken out that machine when the man didn’t report at 
twelve o’clock at night?

: , Who is the man now doing that class of work that you originally 
did 
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A. Well, there is a man — 

. Well, first, is there somebody doing it now ? 

A. Well, there is no one in the room I was in. Mr. Craffy has 
taken the room for an office. 

Q. Well, then, you cannot say that there is one particular man doing 
the work you were doing? 

AsJOb yes. There is a man shovelling — the work I did upon the 
streets. 

There is a man doing that work ? 

Yes, sir. 

How old a man is he? 

Well, I don’t know how old he is. 

Well, roughly approximating, how old do you think he is? 
Well, I came by there the other day and I saw — 

Is he thirty, thirty-five, or more ? 

Well, I should think forty or fifty. 

How old a man do you say you are? 

Fifty-five. 

And you are still working in the sewers ? 

Yes, sir. 

How far below ground are you supposed to work? What have 
you ‘been doing to-day ? 

A. Well, I have been down about thirty feet to-day, and a rock 
weighing seventy-five pounds came down within five feet of me and 
smashed every plank there was, and knocked the dirt all over me. 
You have been working thirty feet below ground? 

Yes, sir. 

Water is running there ? 

Yes, sir. 

Then you have to work with rubber boots? 

Yes, sir. My wrists are lame and I had to lay off one day, that

is all. 

Q. Then you want to leave the impression with this Committee, I 
presume, that you do not think that class of work, for a man of your 
years and a veteran, is the class of work that a veteran like you ought 
to be put at ? 

A. No, sir, I do not think itis. I enlisted in the service as one of 
the first seventy-five thousand, and came out one of the last, being dis- 
charged the 19th day of August, 1865, and I belong to Post 7. There 
has never been a boss, in the thirteen years I have worked for the city, 
that has ever said one word to me. 

Q. (By Ald. Dever.) When you worked in the Water Department, 
what sort of work did you do, Mr. Rines ? 

A. Well, I did bracing. 

8 Reerk Y's here they are laying main pipe ? 

A. Yes, sir; braced the ditches generally. 

Oo -Welte did you do the sawing of the plank and the placing of them 
in the ditches ? 

A. Yes, sir; sawing the plank and measuring them and all that, 
and helped build the pumping-station out there. 

Well, you worked all your time in the Water Department out at 
Chestnut Hill, did you? 

A. Yes, sir; and worked some in here, and we laid this pipe all 
over around through the Common there, and out to Charles street. 

(@. Did you ever work with pick and shovel in the Water Depart- 
ment ? 

A, Oh, yes, some —not a great deal. 

Q. Then, this sewer work with pick and shovel wasn’t new work for 
you ? 

: A. Yes, sir; new work for me lately, 
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Q. Well, you did it some years ago ? 

A. Oh, yes; did it some years ago. 

Q. Now, you just told Alderman Barry that you thought the man 
who took your place was a younger man than you. How could you 
pick out the man who took your place ? 

A. Well, I couldn’t pick him out, only I saw him on the team. I was 
hired for teamster, but they never gave me a team. 

Q. But you worked for the department ? 

A. I drove the sweeping-machine sometimes. 

Q. When you were not driving the sweeping-machine, what work 
were you doing ? 

A. Shovelling, but it is hard for me to pick, as I have got rheu- 
matism. 

Then you were a helper on a team ? 

Yes, sir. 

And there is anew helper on it ? 

Yes, sir. 

Now, is he a new man? 

Well, he is a new man upon the team. 

). Well, 1 want to know if he is a new man in the department ? 

A. No; the man driving the team was a helper on another team, 
and he was given the team in preference to me when Solomon Clarke — 
he is the man you had up here, he drove that team — was sick, laid off, 
or something. In place of giving me the team they gave it to somebody 
else, a man named John Lane, a helper on ancther team. 

Well, you were helper to Solomon Clarke when he worked ? 
Yes, sir. 

And when Clarke went away they gave the team to Lane? 

Wes," sit. 

Did you help Lane? 

I did; yes, sir. 

Now, who is helping Lane to-day ? 

I think his name is Jerry Candy. 

He is an old employé of the department ? 

About the same time — hasn’t been there very long. 

. I want to know whether a new man has been taken from the 
civil service or from any other department and put in your place. 
That is what I am trying to get at. 

A. No; I don’t know whether he has or not. 

Q. Well, this Kennedy or Candy, or whatever name you call him, is 
an old employé of the Department, and had better luck than you. He 
was not suspended or transferred, and you were. 

A. Well, he belonged on the broom-sweeper, what they call the piler, 
and I belonged on the team. 

Q. Well, he was an old employé of the department— that is what 
I wanted to get at. I don’t want you to say that a new man has been 
put in your place and has gone to work for the department, unless it 

is so. 

A. Well, they are taking men off the brooms and putting them on 
there. ‘They got extra men, what they call extra men, in place of some 
of the men that said they wouldn’t go on the team shovelling, as 
helpers, and they have been laid off. About seven or eight of them 
have been sent up before Mr. Jackson for misdemeanors of one kind 

‘and another, and they didn’t know my name. 

Ald. DEvER. — Well, that is all right; I just wanted to find out all 
the facts. | 

Q. (By Mr. Browne.) It seems to me this is rather a hard case, 
and I take rather more than a passing interest in the gentleman's state- 
ment. I will ask the gentleman, if he has no objections, if he enlisted 
from Boston, and in what regiment ? 


Ohohone 
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A. No; I didn’t enlist from Boston. I belonged to what they called 
the Portland Mechanic Blues, in 1858 and 1859, in Maine, and when the 
war broke out, all we had to do was, the same as would be the case 
with the militia here now, to be mustered into the United States service 
and go off. So I happened to be one of the first seventy-five thousand 
that was called on. 

Y. Ionly asked that as a matter of record. 

A. I went from Maine. I ama cooper by trade, but I got shot in the 
hand and I couldn’t work at it any more. I was working for a man 
named Finney — Finney & Jackson — and I went to Buffalo, New York, 
and they were just raising the tenth New York Cavalry after I got back 
from three months’ service and I enlisted in that tenth New York Cavalry 
and was there until the war closed. August 19, 1865, I was mustered 
out. 

Q. (By Ald. DEvER.) You draw a pension ? 

A. No, sir; I have got the papers in my pocket to-night to go and 
appear before a doctor. 

@. You don’t draw any military aid? 

vALe NO, sits 

Q. Are you a married man ? 

A. My wife is dead. My mother is alive, though, my mother and 
one child. 

@. You have to support your mother ? 

A. Yes, sir; and it costs more than it does to keep a family, for an 
old man like me. 

Q. (By Ald. Barry.) You say that you were shot in the hand and 
that your business is that of a cooper? 

Bde) -Y e8;)8ir. 

Q@. And the probability is that if you had not received that wound you 
would not now be working at that class of work ? 

A. I would not. 

Q. You would be working at your trade? 

A. I would. 

Q. Does that class of work you are doing now interfere with your 
hand — that sewer work ? 

A. Certainly not, because I know a rebel soldier that works right 
there — 

Q. You misunderstand my question. I ask you this question, If your 
hand interferes with the class of work that you are doing there now in 
the department? 

A. Yes, sir; it hurts me when I take hold of the pick, you know. I 
do it, but it bothers me. I got transferred from the Water-Works. 

Q. (By Mr. BARTLETT.) What were you going to say about a rebel 
soldier when Ald. Barry interrupted you? 

A. I was going to say that I know a rebel soldier working on the 
works who has lost one hand. 

@. Will you tell his name ? 

A. No, sir; not unless I am obliged to. 

Q. (By Ald. Dever.) I thought you had buried that long ago? 

A. Oh, yes; I wouldn’t give his name unless I am obliged to. 

Ald. Barry.— The members of the Grand Army and others here 
to-night, representing different Posts, will recognize the fact that of 
course we will try to do the best we can for members of the Grand Army 
and other veterans, and do what is right. Of course, when we come 
down to the facts, we want statements in regard to the individuals them- 
selves and not somebody else. We would prefer to have the men confine 
their statements to themselves and not go on the outside. 

The Wirness.— That is it exactly. That is outside, and I don’t 
want to say anything about anybody else. 

@. (By Mr. O’Brren.) It has been stated here that work with the 
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pick or shovel wasn’t new work to you, and I would just like to know, 
Mr. Rines, how long it has been since you did that class of work 
before ? 

A. Before I went on the works? 

Q. Before you went into the old Health Department ? 

A. Oh, I never did it before, never did it before. 

QY. Then it is altogether new work to you? 

A, Altogether new. After I came home from the war I went out 
into Michigan and went into business out there, and through a company 
there, Paddock & Larkins, I lost all my money, every cent of it, and 
my wife got sick and died and I had my little child and had to come 
home. 


STATEMENT BY THOMAS J. SWALLOW. 


(By the CHAIRMAN.) What is your full name? 

Thomas J. Swallow. 

Of what Post ? 

Post 7. 

Now, Mr. Swallow, will you please state in as concise a manner 
as possible what you have got to state P 

A. I will state that in 1889 I was connected with the Bridge Depart- 
ment as assistant draw-tender. In July, 1891, I received a letter 
stating, ‘‘ Suspended until further notice.” Here I am. 

Q. (By Mr. FisHER.) When was that? 

AS ast; 

@. (By Mr Emerson.) And have you ever made application since 
to the department asking to be reinstated ? 

A. BNOSGIT! 

(. Have you asked what the cause was? 

A. Well, there was a paper, I understood, sent to Post 7 stating that 
I was suspended for the good of the service; that is all. 

Q. (By Ald. DEVER.) What draw were you assistant draw-tender 
on, Mr. Swallow ? 

A. Mt. Washington, Broadway Extension. 

Q@. Well, you couldn’t be assistant on both at one time? 

A. Well, on Mt. Washington first and on Broadway Extension when 
I was suspended. 

(. Who was the draw-tender on Broadway Extension ? 

A. Mr. Poole at that time; I don’t know whether he is now or not; 
I think he is. 

@. Wasthere any fault found with your work ? 

A, Never, sir. After reading my suspension I passed it to Mr. 
Poole, and he stated that he had never made any complaint, that no 
charges were ever preferred against me. 

Y. Did you ever go to City Hall and see the Superintendent of 
Streets.

(By Ald. Barry.) You mnst have bere a very young man at 
the time of the war? 

A. I was between 15 and 16. I was 16 when the war closed. 

Q (By Mr. BaRTLeETT.) Were you employed in any other depart- 
ment of the city before you went into the Bridge Department ? 

Me ANOPsir: 

Q. And you were in that department two years, you say? 

A. Two years. 

Q. (By Mr. FisHer.) Did you have any theory of your own why 
you were discharged ? 

A. Well, I passed the letter of suspension to Mr. Poole and he said 
he never preferred charges against me and, says he, ‘‘ You are sus- 
pended by a higher authority than mine.” That was all the informa- 
tion I could find out. 

Q. But you didn’t understand my question. I said, did you have 
any theory of your own why you were discharged ? 

A. Well, no more than that. That was communicated to me in that 
way.

Never knew any reason, sir, only what I have stated. 

(By Ald. DEvER.) Did you ever go to Civil Service and register ? 
No, sir. 

I suppose you knew you could have found a reason if you had 
gone there to re-register ? 

A; > Well}1L.don’ ~ know whether I could or not. It is pretty hard for 
a man to find out xbout that sometimes. 

@. From Mr. Johnson ? 

A. No, Superintendent McLaughlin. 

@. No, Iam talking about the ‘Civil Service. You never registered 
again for a place of that kind ? 

“A, I understood there was no need of it. I understood that my name 
was carried right on. 

Y. How do you mean carried right on ? 

A. Carried right on the rolls of the Bridge Department. I am a 
suspended man, not discharged. 

@. You never was dischar ged? 

A. Never was discharged. I am suspended. 

@. Since 1891? 

A. Since 1891, July, [ think. July 1 or 2, 1891. 

@. (By Ald. Barry.) You received verbal notice of suspension, or 
was it in writing ? 

A. I received a written suspension. 

Y. You have that written suspension ?

STATEMENT BY JOHN E. E. GOWARD. 


Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Your name is John E. Goward P 

A. Yes, sir: and I represent Post 68. 

Q. (By Ald. DeverR.): We might as well have your name right, 
your name is John EK. E. Goward, as I understand it? 

A. Yes, sir; John Edward Everett Goward. Now, we have a man 
in our post by the name of Patrick McDonald who worked in Mt. Hope 
Cemetery in 1892, and in 1883 was unable to obtain work there. I know 
the man and know that he is a first-class workman and a man that doesn’t 
drink — never saw anything out of the way about him in my life. And 
we have a comrade — not a comrade but a veteran in our jurisdiction — 
N. B. Whittier, who worked at one time under myself, and he was dis- 
charged for cause, I guess, unbeknown to himself. 

Q. (By Ald. DEvER.) From Mt. Hope, Mr. Goward? 

A. No, from the Street Department. 

Q@. From the Paving Division? 

A. Yes, the Paving Division, and unfortunately I came under the 
same head. I was discharged — for political reasons. So that is about 
all I have got to say. Mr. Whittier is here. I can say this for him, that 
he worked there two years while I had charge of the district, District 5, 
and he is a thorough mechanic. He was discharged, and went to ask for 
the cause and was sent first to Mr. Cutter, then to Mr. Carter, then from 
Mr. Carter to Mr. Cutter, then from Mr. Cutter to Mr. Logan, then from 
Mr. Logan to Mr. Cutter again, and then I told him that I thought he 
had better stop, and I advised him to get up a petition. He got up the 
petition, and went and got 12 signatures of parties that he had formerly 
worked tor and brought it in here and tried to see the honorable Mayor. 
He went into the office and was told that the Mayor was busy, that he 
could see him in about half an hour. He waited three-quarters of an 
hour and asked one of the clerks if the Mayor was at leisure — he had 
gone out the side door. So he was unable to seehim. After that I saw 
him there in the corridor myself, and he gave the petition to Alderman 
Lee. Whatever became of the petition I never knew, but Mr. Whittier 
is here and will speak for himself, and I am ready to speak for myself. 

Q. (By Mr. Fisuer.) Mr. Goward, you say you were discharged 
for political reasons P 

BnveYes,) sir; 

Q. What do you mean by that? 

A. Well, I cannot prove it any better than by documents, and I 
think that is enough to confirm it. I may say that this is the first oppor- 
tunity I have ever had to bring it before any committee. This is dated 
March 26, 18 — well, the date is not filled out, but 1891 it should be: 


OFFICE OF THE STREET DEPARTMENT, 
Ciry Hatt, Boston, March 26, 1891. 
J. EK. KE. Gowarp: . 

Dear Sir: Your services will no longer be required after March 26, 
1881. I consider that by the appointment of a new foreman in District No. 
6 greater efficiency of service will be effected, and you are hereby directed 
to hand over to G. H. Logan the tools, horses, and machinery belonging to 
the Street Department. 

Yours respectfully, 


H. H. Carter, 
Superintendent of Streets. 
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That is the document I got, and [ thought if I was incompetent I had 
better go up to the Civil Service Commission and be examined. The 
soldiers, I believe, are all exempt, but [ thought I would be examined, 
and I went up and was examined and got this certificate to certify that 
J. E. E. Goward, Boston, Mass., has passed the examination required 
of applicants appointed for the foreman service of streets, public parks, 
and cemeteries, Schedule B, Class 6, with a rank of seventy-nine and 
one-third per cent. That is signed by Warren P. Dudley, Secretary. 
Now, if it doesn’t look as though there was a little politics mixed in that 
I don’t know what it means. 

Q. (By Mr. FisHer.) You received that rating after you had been 
discharged ? 

A. Yes, sir, after I was discharged. I was discharged March 26, 
and this was May 20, 1891. 

Q. Well, [ don’t see as that proves anything, or proves your state- 
ment that you were discharged for political reasons ? 

A. Well, it proves it in this way, in my opinion, that if a man has 
been in the Sewer Department, and has devoted his life, you might say, 
to building sewers, that a man who takes charge of the Street Depart- 
ment and.of building roads, and the like of that, and who had no knowl- 
edge of my duties at the time, why should he get up and tell me that I 
was inefficient or that he wanted to have better service. Why should 
he do that? 

Q. Well, you are construing his motives? 

A. Well, it looks very much to me as though there was a little pol- 
itics mixed there. Doesn’t it look that way ? 

Q. Well, have you any definite reason for making that statement 
other than that ? ; 

A. Well, that is all I have. I know in fact that it was for that — 
that it wasn’t for incompetency or anything like that. 

Q. No fault was ever found with you ? 

ar ever, 

@. What was your position ? 

A. Iwas district foreman. 

@. Had you given them any reason to think that you were a strong 
partisan ? 

A. Why, yes, I voted for Mr. Hart. I used to be a Democrat, but 
twisted around and got on the other side. 

@. When did this change of heart take place ? 

A. ‘Took place about 1886. 

(). well this was about four years later, five years later? 

Ax) YOR: 

Q. (By the CHatRMAN.) Well, you are all right, you will soon be 
in style again. You will soon be in the fashion. 

A. It looks that way. 

Q. (By Ald. Dever.) I was not going to ask Mr. Goward any 
questions, but being one of the Civil Service Examiners I think I had 
probably better ask him a question or two. Who was your predecessor 
in District 5, Mr. Goward ? 

A. Well, the one that was there when I went there was a Mr. Bell. 

@. Whom did you immediately succeed ? 

A. Mr. Bell. He was there when I went there. He had been there 
about two months when I went there. 

Q. And who before Mr. Bell? 

A. Logan was there then. 

Q. That is what I wanted to get at, so that the Committee may know 
it all, you know. 

oY. 68. 

Q. Now, before you were appointed in the Street Department, Mr. 
Goward, there was a Michael Coyle, a veteran, who was foreman of the 
Brighton District and who was discharged ? 
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A. I think so; yes, sir. 

@. And there was a Mr. Logan who was not a veteran ? 

A. Well, now — 

Just a moment, John. Answer the question so that we will have 
it square on both sides, you know. 

A. I want to explain that Coyle may be a veteran, but from what I 
learn he was a very poor one. 

@. Idon’t know about that. He had the name of being a veteran, 
and we will not discuss his merits or demerits as a veteran. Now, 
Logan was discharged and Coyle and Crowley and McCarthy were 
discharged right after Hart became Mayor and Meehan became Super- 
intendent of Streets ?

STATEMENT BY NAPOLEON BONAPARTE WHITTIER. 


@. (By the Chairman.) What is your full name ? 

A. N.B. Whittier — Napoleon Bonaparte Whittier. I don’t rep- 
resent any particular Post here, although I am an old veteran and | 
served in the war about four years. I enlisted from Jamaica Plain; left 
a wife and one child and went out to the war; was there four years, and 
came back and worked at my trade as a blacksmith, the principal part 
of the time a tool-sharpener. J. E. Goward informed me one day that 
there was an old man, an old chap, who had worked for the city twenty- 
two years and had resigned, and he said if 1 would make application I 
could probably get the job. I went before the Civil Service and was 
examined and I passed, and he told me that after a few days I would 
probably hear from it. I did hear from it, and I went and took the 
min’s place. The man called in to see me, said he was glad to see a 
gzood- looking man in his place, ete., and I did the work there to perfect 
satisfaction under Mr. Goward. I stayed there for fifteen months. Mr. 
Logan came tome one day and said, ‘* Whittier, you are suspended.” 
T said, ‘* Suspended! What does that mean?” He said, ‘*‘ Don’t you 
know?” ITsaid, ‘I suppose it is equivalent to discharge, is it not?” 
‘¢ Well,” said he, ‘* that is what it means.” Says I, ‘ ‘Thank you; I will 
see about this.” I came in to City Hall — 

Q. (By Mr. FisHer.) When was this? 

A. This was in June. 

Q. Last June? 

A: Olp ine: 

Q. (By Ald. Dever.) June, 1891, the same year that Mr. Goward 
went out. ? 

A. I went in and saw Mr. Cutter at City Hall here and he told me to 
go and see Mr. Carter. I went to see Mr. Carter, and he told me he 
would attend to that matter. I went to him again after three days and 
he told me I would have to see Mr. Cutter. [ went to see Mr. Cutter, 
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and Mr. Cutter told me I would have to see Mr. Logan. I went to see 
Mr. Logan, and he said, ‘‘ It is out of my hands,” and that I would have 
to see Mr. Carter. I went to see Mr. Carter, and he said, ‘*‘ You will 
have to see Mr. Logan.” Says I, ‘*I want to knew what I am dis- | 
charged for?” Said he, ‘* Logan will tell you.” I went down and 
saw Logan, and Logan said, ‘‘l am going to see whether you are run- 
ning this department or I.” I said, ‘‘ I don’t know what you mean, Mr. 
Logan.” He said, ‘‘ Well, you will have to see Mr. Cutter.” I then 
went and saw one of Mr. Carter’s clerks. and he said I was discharged 
for some cause. I said I would like to know what that cause was. He 
said, ‘‘Well, perhaps you wasn’t competent.” Well, at the suggestion 
of Mr. Goward, I got up a petition signed by men I had worked for that 
I was competent to perform the duties there, signed by Mr. Weeks out 
at West Roxbury and a few other contractors, and I fetched the petition 
into City Hall, and I was told that I would have to put it in through 
the Aldermen, and they told me that Alderman Lee had charge of 
that department, of matters of that kind. I went to Alderman 
Lee and he said. ‘‘It is no use getting up those things.” I 
said thav is) all straight, Mr. ‘Lee.” He said, ‘* Well) if ~you 
will trust that in my hands I will see that Mayor Matthews 
has it.” I said, ‘‘ Thank you, sir. When will I come in?” I think 
this was Tuesday, and he told me to come in Thursday. I came in 
Thursday, and asked about the petition, and he said, ‘‘I have put it in 
there and I guess he has seen it. You can find about it there,” and he 
left me. I went in and asked one of the clerks and he said he didn’t 
know anything about the petition. I said, ‘‘Can I see Mayor 
Matthews?” He said, ‘* He is busy; I don’t think you can see him to- 
day,” he didn’t think I could. He said, *‘ Come in to-morrow.” Well, 
I went in the next day and he said I could see him in about half an 
hour. I sat down near the door, and I stayed there only a few minutes 
when I saw two men come out of the Mayor's office. I had never seen 
the Mayor to know him at that time, and these two men came out and 
left the door a little mite ajar, and I looked in and saw two men there, 
one of them this clerk, and another man. I said, ‘“‘ Is this the Mayor?” 
The answer was, ‘* No, the Mayor has gone out.” That was after I was 
told that I could see him in half an hour. They said, ‘‘ You will have 
to come in again, he is gone out now.” I went to see Mr. Lee, from 
that. He said, ‘‘It is no use carrying those documents around. I 
would advise you to throw them to one side. But come in to-morrow 
or the day after and I will take you before the department and see what 
can be done in your case.” I said, ‘* Thank you.” This was ‘Thursday, 
the next day was Friday. I went in there Friday. He said he would 
be in there at one o'clock, and I was there at half-past twelve, and I 
stayed there until three o’clock and he didn’t come in. Saturday was a 
half-holiday and I knew he wouldn’t be there Saturday, and so, after 
working about six weeks in that capacity, I gave the chase up. I 
understood that I was discharged for cause, but never could find out the 
cause, more than this, any more than this, that one of the men at Forest 
Hills, there, at work in the department, traded with Logan and said to 
ee that I ought to have traded at his store and I would have been all 
right. 

Y. You said you went to the Civil Service and passed an examination. 
What kind of an examination did you pass ? 

A. Iwas measured, asked how old I was, where I had worked and 
where I belonged — what regiment and company I belonged to in the 
war. 

_Q. That is as far as it went— they didn’t ask you any questions about 
the practical work of a blacksmith, did they ? 

A. I couldn’t say they did. I told him what I wanted and what I was. 

(). You were simply registered, you weren’t examined ? 
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A. Nothing more than by questions. 

Y. Yes—just registered. Now, whom did you succeed as black- 
smith ? 

A. What is that gentleman’s name, Mr. Goward? 

Mr. GOwARD. — Armstrong. a: 

Q. (By Ald. Dever.) Well, he didn’t succeed you, did he? 

A. No, he had worked for the city twenty-two years, I believe. 

Q@. And he resigned on account of old age ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

. (By Ald. Barry.) How long were you in the service ? 

Y. ‘Three years and nine months. I enlisted in the First Mass. In- 
fantry, Company E, South Boston, the Preston Guards. 

Q@. How old are you, Mr. Whittier ? 

A. Fifty-eight years old. 

Q. Do you draw any pension ? 

A. Not while I served in the department. 

Q. (By Mr. Fisuer.) Mr. Whittier, was any fault found with your 
work P 

A. No, sir, ; 

@. None whatever ? 

A. None whatever. They put ina young man there; Ishould say 
about twenty-two or twenty-three years old, that they told me came 
from the Old Country, and without any family. I had a wife and three 
children to support at the time when I was put out. 

Q. By the CHAIRMAN.) What post do you belong to? 

A. I did once belong to Post 121, Hyde Park, but I haven’t belonged 
to any post for probably ten years. 


STATEMENT BY ROBERT DOWNING. 


(By the CuarrMAN.) What is your full name? 
Robert Downing. 

Q. Go onand make whatever statement you may desire, Mr. Down- 
ing. 

‘A. I will state that I was first employed in the department about 
May, 1891. I worked in the South End yard until about two years ago 
last fall. At that time I was ordered by Mr. Carter, Superintendent of 
Streets, to report at Bird-street ledge and from there to Geneva 
avenue sewer, and there I was suspended, and from there I was 
sent to the ashes in the Roxbury District, and from there to pav- 
ing in the South End yards; from there to paving in the Back 
Bay yards; from there to paving in the Roxbury District; from 
there to paving at the West End; from there to the Longwood-avenue 
sewer: from there to the West End yards, paving; from the West End 
yard, paving, to West End yard, ashes; and from there to the Street 
Cleaning Department. On the 9th of January last [ was sent to the 
sewer, Commonwealth avenue. I was taken sick that night, but re- 
ported next morning, leaving a sick bed to do so. I reported as sick 
and unable to work, and came home. I reported for work four days 
afterwards and was told that I was discharged. The same day I gota 
notice of my discharge from the office of the Superintendent of Streets, 
as follows:

Str: You are hereby notified that you were discharged the 13th day of 
January, 1894, from the Street Cleaning Division of this department for 
neglect to obey orders, and that a notice of said discharge has been sent to 
the Civil Service Commission.

H. H. Carter, 
Superintendent of Streets. 
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@. (By Ald. Barry.) Right here — didn’t you work in the Sewer 
Division after that? 

A. Well, I am coming to that. 

Q. Ob, yes, go ahead. 

A. This was done for neglect to obey orders, as it was said, to report 
to two foremen. 

Q. (By Ald. DEvER.) Do you know the names of the two foremen ? 

A. Oh, yes, sir; O’Brien and Carson. I came in and saw Mr. Car- 
ter the same day, and he asked me if | had reported. I told him I had. 
He sent me to Mr. O’Brien for a letter saying that I had reported. I 
got the letter from Mr. O’Brien, and gave it to him — that is, the night 
he went away — as he was going by. Icouldn’t see him in his own 
office, had to wait until he got out in the corridor, couldn’t get near him 
in the office, and he said he would attend to it later on. He wentaway, 
and the next day, although I was willing to work, I was discharged for 
disobeying his orders. When he got back I had to get another letter 
from the foreman, Mr. Carson. That was the two that I reported to. 
I was then set to work after loafing five weeks, through no fault of my 
own. But, having lost the full use of my right arm, I am of very little 
account in sewer. I weigh 117 pounds stripped. Ido the best I can, 
and that is all I can do. 

Q. Are you working there now, Mr. Downing? 

A. Yes, sir. All the orders that I have been given have been 
promptly obeyed and the work faithfully performed. I don’t know, 
gentlemen, as [ have anything more to say, except that I have a recom- 
mendation here signed by nine foremen of the city departments. I 
won't say whatetheir names are, but if any of the committee would like 
to look at this recommendation they can do it. 

Q. Will you tell me now what work they are making you do in the 
sewers ? 

A. At present I am levelling off, because the sewer is near finished. 
But Thad to go down and get into the ditch. I worked there until I 
almost dropped the first day, and I went home to recuperate, to get 
strength for the next day. It completely knocked me out, not being 
used to the work. 

Q. (By Ald. Barry.) Now, Mr. Downing, you stood up here and 
showed us that you could not raise your hand the full distance. Is that 
the effect of a wound that you received ? 

A. It is the effect of rheumatism contracted in the service. 

Q. Exactly, and it leaves you in this condition ? 

A. Leaves me in this condition. I have lost the full use of these 
muscles, this shoulder. 

%. What regiment did you enlist in? 

A Iwas one year in the navy and after | came home I went into the 
three months’ service. 

Q. From Boston ? 

A. Yesssir’ 

(. How old aman are you, Mr. Downing? 

A. Forty-six years old. I went into the service when I was fourteen 
and a half years old. 

Q@. (By the CHarRMAN.) You are member of what post now ? 

A. Post 7. 

Q. (By Ald. Barry.) You use no intoxicating liquors? 

A. No, sir; there is my recommendation. 

Q. (By Ald. DEvER.) Well, asI read these names, you have only 
got one foreman out of the whole lot? 

A. Foremen and sub-foremen. 

(. Why didn’t you get the foremen’s names ? 

A. I got them as I saw them there, as I worked under them. 

Q. W. E. Young—he is not a foreman; he is a sub-foreman. 
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Thonias Carty —he is an inspector. Collins, Curran, Byrnes, Mc- 
Carthy, Doherty, Crotty — they are all sub-foremen. Why not get 
the older Mr. Young, of the Roxbury yard, and Mr. McCarthy of Division 
6 and Mr. Hayden of Division 9 ? 

A. Simply for this reason, sir—I didn’t work under them. I 
worked under these men, and they knew how I did my work. I worked 
under the sub-foremen. 

Q. (By Ald. Barry.) In other words, the sub-foremen saw more 
of you than the boss himself? 

A. Yes, sir; I did the work under them. 

Y. (By Ald. Dever.) How do you account for being shifted around 
so many times ? 

A. I cannot say. 

Q. Are you a married man ? 

A. Ihave been. My wife is dead now. I have a mother living, 77 
years old. 

(@. I mean that you are not a fellow who can move around from one 
district to the other, like a single man, or a man without any family ? 

A. Qh, no. 

(. Of course, if you were a single man you could go around any- 
where ? 

A. Ihave to live with my mother, and she is 77 years old. 

(. Where do you reside, Mr. Downing? 

A. Forty-seven Oswego street. . 


STATEMENT BY HARVEY A. KELLOGG. 


(By Ald. DEvER.) What is your full name ? 

Harvey Augustus Kellogg. 

What post do you belong to? 

Post 15. Three years ago the second day of April, which, if my 
memory serves me right, came on Saturday, I was at my work as foreman 
over a gang at the corner of Wall and Minot streets, and that night 
when I got home I received a letter from Mr. Jackson, and in that letter 
—JI think I have the letter now —I was told that I was suspended. I 
didn’t know anything about this meeting until a comrade was telling me 
about it this morning, and asked me if I wouldn’t come up. That is 
why Lam here. I didnot know or hadn’t heard anything about it. If I 
had known about it in time I would have brought my documents with 
me. I received that letter, saying: 

‘Mr. KELLoGe, Sir:” I don’t think there was any ‘‘ dear” added to 
it one way or the other — ‘‘ You are hereby suspended until further notice. 
Signed, Mr. Jackson” — I forget his first name, but he is assistant super- 
intendent. I took my paper the following week, I think the first day of 
the week, Monday, or along the middle of the week, and I came up to 
see Mr. Carter. He says to me, ‘‘ Mr. Kellogg, this is something that I 
know nothing about, as that department of street-sweeping, street- 
cleaning, is all in the hands of Mr. Jackson. You will have to see him 
about it. I went to see Mr. Jackson. I asked Mr. Jackson what the 
charges were against me for suspension. He said, ‘‘Mr. Kellogg, I 
never heard a word of complaint against you. We simply wanted this 
other man, and took him.” ‘That is all I could get from Mr. Jackson. 
I went and saw Colonel Walker. Colonel Walker went with me to see 
Mr. Carter, and he saw Mr. Carter. Mr. Carter could not do anything for 
me one way or the other. Well, | was rather persistent in my endeav- 
ors to find out what the cause was for suspension, so I goes to see the 
Mayor, and I saw the Mayor’s private secretary, Mr. Taylor, and I stated 
my case to him, and he says, ‘‘I will step across the hall and see Mr. 
Carter.” He did so, and came back with the verdict that Mr. Carter 
couldn’t do a thing. On the strength of that I gave it up, and I haven’t 
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ever received any notice from that day. My suspension read, ‘‘ Until 
further notice.” That further notice never has appeared, and here I 
am three years without work, depending upon my boys for my support. 
I heard of this meeting, as I say, through a comrade this morning, and 
I thought I would come up. But I don’t want to detain this committee 
a single moment if they are not going to take up anything two or three 
years back, for it will be useless for me to talk or say anything about it. 
I am a comrade, a veteran, and as I told Mr. Jackson at the time, ‘| 
think it will look well in print for an old veteran with nothing that can 
be found against him, not a word of complaint or a charge preferred 
against him, who has always done his work in every spot where he has 
been placed, to be discharged or suspended, which amounts to the same 
thing as discharged, for the sake of putting somebody else who was 
never in the army in his place.” I don’t know that the gentleman ever 
worked in the city of Boston before, and I told him that I thought it 
would look well for him to put him to work in my place as foreman 
over a gang of men when he couldn’t find anything against me, or at 
least said he couldn’t, and if there is anything against me I am tryingto 

find it out and am here just as you see me. I am not able to do hard 
work. For that reason I was put on as foreman. I took the place of 
Mr. Chandler, who was sick at that time. When I was sent for to take 
charge of that gang of his men I was inspecting the ash routes, the 
swill routes, in Mr. Young’s district in Roxbury, and was out there all 
summer, and Mr. Forristall sent for me to come in and take charge of 
that gang of men. I took charge of the men and had the men for 
nearly two years, not quite. 

Q. (By the CoarrRMAN.) Mr. Kellogg, I would say for the enlight- 
enment of all those here, that the committee does not wish to be under- 
stood for a single moment as not desiring to take up old cases, but 
that letter coming to us and seeming like an isolated case, calling atten- 
tion to something that happened in 1888, we thought that possibly such 
a case as that might be beyond our province, being so far back. 

A. Certainly. . 

Q. But if there are any people who have been suspended, even if it 
was a number of years ago, we are perfectly willing to hear them, and 
want to hear all their grievances ? 

A. This is all the grievance I had one way or the other. I have 
nothing against the city employers or against the city fathers, or any- 
thing of the kind—no complaint to enter, except that I would like to 
know on what grounds I was suspended, and I don’t know but what it 
would be well to state here —I cannot give you the exact figures, but I 
have the paper at home — that after I was suspended there was a call for 
an examination of foremen in the Street Cleaning Department. 

%. (By Ald. Dever.) Foremen and sub-foremen both ? 

A. Foremen and sub-foremen both. Now, I speak for myself now. 
They tell me I am exempt under the law from civil service examination. 
Nevertheless, I went and took out my papers in the civil service and 
came up here to City Hall and at that meeting was examined, and I 
think my papers showed between 80 and 90 per cent., if I remember 
correctly. My paper states. There is just where I stand, exactly, and 
Ihave thought sometimes that perhaps I did my work too well, and 
that they didn’t want a man that did his work as well as I did. 

(). What year did you go into the department? 

A. 1 think it was 1884, if I remember correctly. 

@. What work did you do when you first went into the department? 

A. The first year I went to work for the city of Boston I drove a 
street team, used a broom. My sight being so badly affected from what 
I call the effects of army life I had to hold my hand up here to protect 
my eyes continually, and it strained my sight, so I had to give up. They 
put me then on an ash team. That I could do better, and I drove the 
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ash team nearly two years, until I was sick with pleuro-pneumonia, 
which left mein such a state that it disabled me from hard lifting labor, 
such as lifting ash barrels, and Mr. Forristall put me on to the dump 
over in East Cambridge as foreman of the dump there, to dump the 
teams and look after “things. I was there a year and a half, perhaps 
nearly two years. He sent me from there to Roxbury, as I told you be- 
fore, inspecting ash barrels, and I was there all that summer. 

(). What were you rated as on the pay-roll? 

A. My highest salary — at the time I was suspended ? 

. Now, | mean were you on as a laborer, inspector, or sub-fore- 
man ? 

A. What — when I was suspended ? 

Oia es ssir- 

A. Iwas on as sub-foreman, I think. 

(). ‘That was your rating on the pay-roll ? 

A. Ithink so. I won’t be sure about that. I know I took a fore- 
man’s place. I guess, perhaps, Mr. Chandler’s name was on as foreman, 
and I succeeded him. 

(). Did you ever, after your suspension as a foreman or sub-fore- 
man, get a position back again in the department as a laborer ? 

7 "No, sir; there was one or two men asked me why I didn’t go to 
work at $2 a day. 

(. What were you getting when you were suspended ? 

A. Eighteen dollars a week. 

@. Three dollars a day? 

A. Yes, sir. 

. You must have been rated as sub-foreman, then. Inspectors 
don’t get that pay, do they ? 

A. I don't know what they get. I only got $2 a day while I was in 
Roxbury. 

. What pay did you get when you were suspended ? 

A. Three dollars a day; and I had only had that for three weeks 
when. I was suspended. 

Q. Well, you didn’t get it until you took Mr. Chandler’s place ? 

A. No, sit. 

Q. (By Mr. FisHer.) I would ask Mr. Kellogg if he made any 
effort to be re-instated ? 

A. None, only what I have stated to you. I simply made a strenu- 
ous effort to find out why I was suspended, and since that time I have 
given it up entirely, and a part of the time I have been confined to the 
house so I couldn’t be out-doors at all, and another part of the time I 
thought that I wouldn’t get my same position back if I should apply, so 
I haven’t said anything about it. 

Q. (By Ald. DEVER.) Who succeeded you ? 

A. Icouldn’t give his name. I was ona gang of men in the West 
End sweeping around the market— North street, Hanover street, 
around there — also as far as Beacon street. 

(). It was O’Brien, wasn’t it? 

A O’Brien was the foreman opposite me, on the other gang of men. 

@. Was it Mr. Devine? 

A. No, sir; the man has charge of the men to-day that took my place. 

o: Well, who are the foremen down there now; can youname them ? 

A. Well, there was Devine, who went on soon after | was suspended. 

. Well, he was a veteran, wasn’t he? 

Aah Yes sir. 

(). Devine is a veteran ? 

A. i Y@S> sit. 

(). Now, who was the other one besides O’Brien down in that district 
— O’Brien, Devine, and some other man ? 

A. Sam Hook was in the West End. 
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Q. He is an old veteran? 

A. Yes, sir. But this man that took my place —that is, took charge 
of the men I had charge of — is not a Grand Army man. 

Q. Do you know what his name is ? 

A. Icouldn’t tell. I never learned his name 

Q. Jam trying to place them — I am pretty familiar with the names 
and thought I might help you out? 

A. I couldn't tell. 

Q. But Hook and Devine are both veterans, aren’t they ? 

A.* Yes, sir. 

A GENTLEMAN IN THE AUDIENCE. — I can tell you his name. _ It is 
John J. Murphy. 

The Witness. — I would like to inquire through Mr. Chairman, of 
that gentleman, if he knows whether he is a veteran or not? I never 
knew or never supposed that he was. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Does that gentleman know whether he is a veteran ? 

THE SAME GENTLEMAN. —John J. Murphy was a veteran and was 
kicked out of the veterans. 

Ald. Devrer. — Well, be served as a veteran. 

The Witness. — Well, I stand here as a veteran of the war, and that 
doesn’t make any difference. I don’t stand here to cast insinuations on 
any man who was in the army, whether he was kicked out or ran away 
or anything of the kind. I am a veteran, and any man who shouldered 
his musket and went out and stood up for his country, whether he came 
back half alive, fully alive, ran away or was kicked out, did his duty 
while he was there, probably. I did and stayed until the close of the 
war, and am now unfit for hard labor. I have stated my case before 
this committee exactly as it stands and I am perfectly willing that this 
committee should investigate it. 

Ge 4By Ald. DEVER.) Well, Mr. Kellogg, you will agree that if a 
veteran was appointed to your place, a man who had done some service 
for his country, you were more fairly treated than if they had taken a 
man who never saw the smoke of battle to take your place? You think 
you were more fairly treated if a veteran took your place than if an 
ordinary citizen did ? 

A. Ithink myself if the man was a veteran who took my place, if 
he served in the army, I shouldn’t feel so much opposed to it, although 
! am myself with a family dependent on my daily labor for support. 
But if a young man without a family comes to take another man’s place, 
when they never could find anything against that man, when there never 
were any charges preferred against him, never was a word of fault 
found against him, and that other man is put in his place, I simply say 
that I don’t think it is just square. 

Q. That is what I wanted to find out, if anybody succeeded a veteran 
who was not a veteran? 

A. Well, I want my position understood squarely. I don’t make any 
statements here, but what I have made to Mr. Jackson himself. 

A. (By the CHarirRMAN.) That is what the Committee wanted to 
find out — whether a veteran had been displaced by a man not a veteran ? 

A. AsIsay, I couldn’t tell you positively that he was not a veteran, 
but I never saw the signs of a veteran about him. 


STATEMENT BY HENRY CHLAY. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: After listening to the argument of 
these different comrades, it seems to me that in giving their grievances, 
some of them went back a good deal farther than Mr. Butler’s case. 
But when Mr. Butler’s case was brought up, one of the gentlemen of the 
Committee spoke about referring back one and a half or two years, the 
Committee could not do it, and I simply thought that a veteran soldier 
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in this last rebellion, whether he was black or white, should have a 
square hearing at this time. 

Ald. Dever. — Mr. Chairman, I want to say to Henry Clay that, as 
far as | am concerned, they are going to havea fair hearing (applause). 
I want to say further that before Mr. Larkin left the stand it was at my 
request that the chairman asked him to produce Mr. Butler himself 
here, that the word of Mr. Butler himself, and not that of Mr. Clay or 
anybody else, might be taken. 

Mr. Emerson. — Mr. Chairman, when I offered the order and asked 
for the appointment of the joint committee I was well aware that there 
had been grievances for two or three years past, because I have talked 
with some of the foremen of the several departments and was very 
familiar with the matter. When I framed the order it was broad in its 
scope, so that we could go back and take in all the veterans. 

Ald. DEvER. — Mr. Chairman, I did not at first understand the scope 
of the order. I do understand it now. 

Ald. Barry.— Mr. Chairman, I do not want to let the statement go 
which has been made by the gentleman, that it is not our desire to give 
Mr. Butler a square hearing. Any member of the Grand Army here 
to-night can see for himself that anything this Committee can do they 
will do, and it is safe to say that if this Committee had the power they 
would give to the G. A. R. what belongs to them (applause). 

The CHAIRMAN. — And, more than that, I will state that every mem- 
ber of the Committee is present, too (applause). 


STATEMENT BY J. E. E. GOWARD. — Resumed. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: There is one thing that I would like 
to state. When I was up before, Alderman Dever questioned me pretty 
closely. I want to say that I should like to ask him one question, 
if he will allow me. 

Ald. DEVER. — I certainly will. 

Mr. GOwARD. — You spoke about my taking Logan’s place. I ask 
you first if Mr. Logan was ever a soldier? 

Ald. DEvER. — | didn’t say he was. 

Mr. Gowarp. — And McCarthy took a soldier’s place, and he never 
was a soldier. 

Ald. Dever. — Whose place did he take ? 

Mr. GowArD. — Baxter’s place — a member of our post. 

Ald. Dever. — And whose place did Baxter take ? 

Mr. GowArpb. — Crowley’s place, which is a proper thing to do. 

Ald. Dever. — Now, Mr. Goward, let me ask you before the whole 
Committee a question. I think when you say you were removed for 
political reasons I may agree with you, but taking the four men who 
preceded you, you agree that they were removed for political reasons ? 

~Mr. GOWARD. — Yes, sir. 

Ald. DevER. — That is all. 

Mr. Gowarp. — But the two men back of me were not removed for 
political reasons. ‘They were more in the box than I was for the time, 
but they were allowed to stay in the department and I had to get out. 

Ald. Dever. — You were more prominent, John, than the others. 

Mr. GowaArpb. — No, I was the sub-lieutenant, and one of them was 
the first one — one of those who stayed. 


_ STATEMENT BY RicHARD R. WALSH. 


Mr. Chairman, I desire to ask a question at the present time. Alder- 
man Dever made a little objection a little: while ago to going back two 
years in this investigation. 

Ald. Dever. — Let me correct the gentleman right here. I made it 
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simply because I didn’t know the true purport of the order. I supposed 
the order referred to these men who were recently transferred. 1 with- 


drew my objection when I learned the purpose of the order. 


Mr. WatsH. — And I understand now, Mr. Chairman, that you will 
oo back if necessary five years ? 

The CHAIRMAN. — Yes, sir; certainly. I have stated that two or 
three different times. Alderman Dever was not present when the order 
was read at the first of the meeting, and therefore did not catch the full 
scope of it. 

Mr. WALSH. -- Now I would like to bring the attention of the Com- 
mittee to my position here as a Grand Army man. Some reference 
was made here a few moments ago as to Mr. Murphy, who succeeded 
the last gentleman examined. He was a veteran, if he didn’t belong 
to the Grand Army. Now, I belong to the Grand ‘Army , and have for 
some length of time. 

The CHAIRMAN. — If you will just excuse the Chair a moment, it 
seems to me and to the Committee, Mr. Walsh, that what we are here 
for is to hear grievances directly bearing on the question. If you have 
any explanation to make, Mr. Walsh,— 

Mr. WALSH. — I simply state that I am here in the interest of every 
Grand Army man, whether he belongs to the Grand Army or does not 
belong to the Grand Army. If he is or has been a city employé, and 
has been a veteran, I want to stand behind him as far as my ability 
will permit, and I hope and trust every other Grand Army man will do 
the same. 

Ald. Barry. — I don’t know, Mr. Chairman, but there are other par- 
ties that come here in the capacity of members of the sub-committee, 
who probably might like to have something to say; and probably they 
may desire to offer some suggestions to this Committee that it might 
take into consideration when it goes into executive session. I think if 
any sub-committee has any suggestion to offer to the Committee in the 
line of a remedy that would apply in these cases, we ought to listen to 
them. 


STATEMENT BY JEREMIAH SCANLAN. 


Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) What is your full name ? 

A. Jeremiah Scanlan. 

(. And what post do you belong to? 

A. Post7. There was a statement appeared in the papers, day be- 
fore yesterday, in regard to a meeting that you had here, in which it 
was stated that there was a grievance ‘from Post 7 in regard to the lamp- 
lighters. 

“Phe CHAIRMAN. — Well, that was an error. 

Mr. SCANLAN. — It has gone broadcast, and I wish to refute that state- 
ment and say in behalf of the lamplighters that are members of my 
post, and also of Post 15, and through the city of Boston to-day, that 
they have no grievances against the present Superintendent of Lamps. 
He is one of the best men that has stepped into the office as Superin- 
tendent of Lamps, in regard to the veterans or non-veterans. There is 
no partiality shown there whatever. That I can state on my oath. | 
merely want to state that it is so. 

Q. (By Ald. Dever.) Now, Mr. Scanlan, I want to ask you a ques- 
tion — have any veterans of the late war or members of the Grand 
Army been discharged recently from the Lamp Department? 

A. No, sir; not to my knowledge. 

@. You are positive of that? 

A. Iam pretty positive, unless — beg pardon a moment— unless 
there was a good cause, that a man did not behave himself. 

+ Q. What do you call good cause ? 
_ A. Ifa man neglects his duty. 
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Q. IwishI could call him by name, but hasn’t there been an em- 
ployé in the yard at Albany street discharged ? 

A. ‘There has been a discharge there. 

Q. Doyou know who has been discharged ? 

A. Charles Vaughn was suspended, but he was not classed as a 
lamplighter. 

. He was in the employ of the Lamp Department ? 
Yes, sir. 
A veteran of the war? 
Yes, sir. 
A member of a Grand Army post ? 
Yes, sir, — 15. 
. And Post 15 hasn’t presented any grievance in regard to Charles 
Vaughn ? 

A. Yes, sir. I am merely speaking of the members of my own 
post in the Lamp Department. I claim that a man working in the 
repair shop is not a lamplighter. 

Q. But he was a member of the Grand Army, no matter where he 
worked? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, do you know why he was discharged? 

A. Ido not. 

Ald. DEVER. —I was very much pleased to hear Mr. Walsh speak, 
because this order refers to those who were members of the G.A.R., or 
other veterans of the late war. Mr. Murphy being a veteran of the 
war, it doesn’t make any difference to the Committee whether he is a 
member of the Grand Army or not. 

Mr. FisHer. — No, that doesn’t enter into the question at all — we 
are here to consider veterans. 


SROROLS 


SUGGESTION FROM PosT 15. 


Dr. WALKER. — I would say, for the committee from Post 15, that we 
have this suggestion or proposition to make, which it might be well for 
the Committee to take into consideration in making their recommenda- 
tions in regard to the discharge of comrades from the different depart- 
ments. I would make the suggestion that each and every one who has 
been discharged from any and all departments be replaced in their old, 
original positions, and that before any other man wno has served his 
country and has an honorable discharge shall be dropped from the rolls, 
the case shall first be presented to the Mayor of the city of Boston, and 
proper action taken and the reason given for his discharge, or for his 
name being dropped from the rolls. That would be the suggestion 
from our comnittee. 


SUGGESTION FROM SONS OF VETERANS. 


Mr. SpoonER. — I would also ask that privilege for the Sons of Vet- 
erans employed by the city, that they also come under that head. I be- 
lieve this Committee was appointed to hear all complaints from the 
Grand Army, Union Veterans Union, and Sons of Veterans. It seems 
possible that the Sons of Veterans are just as liable to come under that 
head of unjust treatment as members of the Grand Army, and if that 
motion is put by any member I wish they would remember the Sons of 
Veterans. | 

Ald. Dever. — I would like to ask the last speaker, Mr. Chairman, if 
he is a member of the Grand Army ? 

Mr. SPOONER. — No, sir; [| am a member of the Sons of Veterans. 

Ald. Dever. —I would like to ask some of the members of the Grand 
Army if, in any of their discussions in regard to the veterans or the 
members of their posts being ill used, they have ever given any thought 
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to the fact that there are many men to-day who are working for the city 
who were unable to go to the war, and who sent their sons there and the 
sons were lost? Do they ever come in for any consideration in your 
discussions, or not? 


STATEMENT BY COL. DENNIS LINEHAN. 


Mr. Chairman, | am here as a representative of Joseph Hooker Com- 
mand, Union Veterans Union, and | wish to just reply to the alderman’s 
suggestion. As I take it, the object of this Committee and the work 
which the Committee desires to accomplish is at least to restore to their 
places the men who put down the Rebellion, and leave it right there. 
(Applause.) 

Q. (By Ald. Dever.) Then I should judge from that answer that 
you give no consideration whatever to the man whose son went there 
and lost his life ? f 

A. Oh, I don’t say that. 

Q. But from your answer I should judge that. 

A. No, I don’t consider that is a fair question to ask. I think it is 
begging the question. The question here being discussed is in regard 
to the veterans, not their sons, their fathers, or their grandfathers. 

Ald. Dever. —I am talking about their immediate fathers, not their 
grandfathers at all. 


STATEMENT BY A. H. SPENCER. 


Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) What is your full name ? 

A. A. H. Spencer—of Post 68. I want to say, in response to the 
question of the alderman, that in all Grand Army matters the families 
of veterans are considered every time. In the case already alluded to, 
if the man sent his son, and the son lost his life, the son was the vet- 
eran, and the father probably might have been dependent on that son 
more or less, or would be by this time, in his old age. In that respect, 
the question is entirely proper, and the fact that this person was related 
to the veteran in any such capacity as father, brother, or son, or in any 
way dependent, would be a subject for consideration, and a subject of 
interest to members of the Grand Army. I have here an extract 
from the law relating to veterans, to the effect that ‘‘age, loss of limb, 
or other physical impairment, which shall not in fact incapacitate, shall 
not be deemed cause to disqualify under this act.” That is from 
the act approved June 16, 1887. Some of those who have testified here 
to-night have stated their incapacity to work in certain lines, and that 
they have been transferred to work which they were unable to do. 
Their age, loss of limb, or other physical impairment, should not dis- 
qualify them under this act, unless from the fact that they were entirely 
incapacitated, 


STATEMENT BY SAMUEL H. MITCHELL. 


Q. (By the CuarrmMan.) What is your full name? 

A. Samuel H. Mitchell, Post 92, Brighton. I have a little grievance 
that I should like to state, not for myself, but for another comrade ; 
or rather a case where I deem that a comrade should have been placed 
where a civilian was put in a comrade’s place. It was a watchman out 
in Brighton, in the Sewer Department. Mr. Ring was discharged. He 
belongs to my post. I am not here to defend any man, or any comrade, 
or any veteran of the war who does not carry himself as straight as any 
other man should. I don’t propose to defend him. (Applause.) I am 
here believing that they have the first right, provided they are qualified, 
with any other man —if they are qualified and behave themselves. I 
don’t say that Mr. Ring did what was right, and that was the cause of 
his discharge, probably ; but, at the same time, when he was discharged, 
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and other applications had been made by Grand Army men for his 
place, I say they should have had it. But instead of that, Mr. Morley, 
a gentleman who was not a veteran, was put in his place. Now, I don’t 
wish the Committee to take my word, but simply to investigate this 
matter, and see whether or not an old veteran should not have been put 
in Mr. Ring’s place. I don’t state, mind you, that Mr. Ring didn’t do 
something that was wrong. Iam not here to defend him at all; I am 
not here to defend any comrade who doesn’t live as a man should, or 
act the part of a man. 

Q. (By Ald. Dever.) When was Ring discharged ? 

A. Icouldn’t give just the date. It was sometime last fall. 

(. Well, you say Mr. Morley succeeded him ? 

A. Yes, sir; and is there in his place now. 

Q. Isn’t it a fact that Mr. Morley simply was transferred from the 
office of the Sewer Department out there ? 

A. Mr. Morley, I understood, was there under Mr. Rogers, and I 
don’t know whether he was yard-man or not. 

@. He wasn’t a new man ? 

ASENO aSit, 

(. Ile was in the department ? 

A. I believe he was. 

Ald. Barry. — I desire to say this to those assembled here to-night, 
that the civil-service act prohibits any member of the Common Council 
or any member of the Board of Aldermen from signing an application 
for any individual for appointment to the Police Department or for mem- 
bership in the Fire Department, and a number of other things. It is an 
act that absolutely prohibits any member of the city government, either 
of the Common Council or of the Board of Aldermen, from interceding 
in any form so far as labor is concerned. Yet, of course, I will not say 
that I do not do it, but I lay myself liable — and so it goes. The act is 
here, and I would like to have that act read, because I know it would be 
of a great deal of information to those here to-night who may probably 
never have heard it read. ‘Those who were here the other day may have 
heard it read in Committee. But I simply desire to say that the 
sub-committees here must see the disadvantage that this Committee 
labors under. This government cannot direct Mr. Carter to do some- 
thing. Our duties are legislative, and whatever we, as a Committee, 
wish to do, we must do through a higher authority. We must do it 
through His Honor the Mayor, who, being the chief executive, must take 
action in the matter. All we can do is to make our recommendations 
through him. If the matter only lay with our Committee, and it were 
put to a vote of the members here to- night, I feel that the vote in favor 
of the veterans would be a unanimous one, that we would unanimously 
vote that what you gentlemen desire be done. But here is the act, and 
you will see how our powers are limited in this matter as a Committee. 

The CHAIRMAN. — I will say that I have already called attention to 
the matter, not merely reading the act, but stating that our powers were 
limited, in the early part of the hearing. Section 12, Cliapter 266, of the 
Acts of 1885, amending the charter of the city of Boston, says: 

‘« Neither the City Council nor either board thereof, nor any member 
or Committee thereof, or of either board thereof, nor the Board of Alder- 
men acting in any capacity in which said board may act separately under 
special powers conferred upon it, nor any member of committee of said 
board acting in any such capacity, shall directly or indirectly take part 
in the employment of labor, the making of contracts, the purchase of 
materials or supplies, the constr uction, alteration, or repair of any 
public works, buildings, or other property, or the care, custody, and 
management of the same, or in the conduct of any of the executive or 
administrative business of the city.” 

That is where the powers of the City Council lie, and wherein they are 
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curtailed. We can only, as the alderman here has stated the case, make 
such recommendations as we find proper from the evidence produced. 

Mr. Gowarp. — Isn’t there a State law that overrides that in some 
way, that makes it binding to employ old soldiers in preference to a 
civilian? It seems to me there is a law to that effect, that we shall have 
the preference ? 

The CHAIRMAN. — Well, the old soldiers do have the preference, that 
is true, so far asthe civil service or the employment of labor is concerned 
— but it does not give the Board of Aldermen or the City Council any au- 
thority to meddle in any sense with the employment of labor. It is 
entirely with the executive part of the government and not with the 
legisiative. 

Ald. Barry. — As | understand it, the act exempts, of course, the 
Grand Army of the Republic and veterans, but at the same time the act 
does not give any member of the Board of Aldermen or of the Common 
Council the privilege of taking any part directly or indirectly in these 
matters, except that we can make recommendations. The act gives a 
man who served in the war the privilege of being exempt. In other 
words, if the head of a department saw fit to ask for him he could get 
him without any examination. 

Mr. BERNARD Ryan. — There may be such a thing as saying that we 
have the preference, but we have not, really. Now, what is the lan- 
guage that a foreman is supposed to use to people that work under him, 
men who have been in the army ? 

Ald. DEVER. — He is supposed to be gentlemanly. If he is not, it is 

your right to report him. 

Mr. Kyan. — I wish to make a complaint to that effect. 

Ald. Dever. — Come right up here. 


STATEMENT BY BERNARD RYAN. 


Q. (By the CuarRMAN.) What is your full name? 

A. Bernard Ryan. I belong to the Kearsarge Association. 

(J). Now state what you wish to state. 

A. Well, I believe 1 was supposed to be discharged the 7th day of 
last month. I was working at the time at the corner of Blue Hill 
avenue and Seaver street. I worked in the city employ for about five 
years. I don’t know as I had any deficiency as compared with the other 
men who had their pick or shovel. I was under a sub-foreman by the 
name of ‘Taylor, and he was away for probably five or ten days, and 
when. he got back he told us to go over there. Of course, I have been 
in the service and know that you have to have discipline. Of course, I 
always wish to go and do what Iam told. Tle said, ‘* Don’t stand there 
like a lot of fools” — excuse me for the expression, but he said 
‘¢damned” fools. Well, I didn’t like that, and I said. **‘ You haven’t 
lost your voice, Taylor.” I had served my time and had thrown away 
my chances for getting along, you might say, by going to the war; and 
being American born and having served my time, I thought I ought to 
have the privilege of being treated decently. I was born here and went 
to the war, and a good square veteran doesn’t want any compliments. 
A good honest man doesn’t want compliments. He just wants to be 
treated square. I like to have a gentleman come before me and 
place himself asa man. Mr. Taylor has been discharged before for his 
misbehavior and brutality, and his son, when he was at Cedar Grove, 
what was he doing but riding around in a buggy all the time, and they 
found it out and by and by discharged the son, and Taylor stayed there 
just the same. 

Q. (By Ald. Dever.) Where did you work ? 

A. Franklin Park. 

@. Under the Park Commissioners ? 
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Al Yes.'sir: 
(. And Taylor was a foreman or sub-foreman ? 

A. Sub-foreman. 

(. When did this occur? 

A. About the 7th of the month. 

(). Ofthis month or last month ? 

A. Last month — February. The reason why I haven’t made a 
direct protest before is because I have been sort of laid up with this eye, 
as you gentlemen can see, from working on a ledge. There was a piece 
of ‘stone flew and struck this eye, a chip of stone, and [I caught cold in 
it, and that is the reason why I haven’t reported before. That is the 
reason why | have come here. I haven’t seen anybody here to repre- 
sent the Kearsarge Association, and I am here to represent it. 

(. You are working there every day at the present time ? 

A. No, sir; I wish to be re-instated. 

(. Did he discharge you for not going over there ? 

A. Well, I tell you what he discharged me for. He said I said, 
‘*What the hell are you hollering about.” Excuse me for using the 
expression, but he said that I said that. 

(. Oh, you needn’t be modest about saying a thing like that. 

A. Well, what I said was simply, ‘‘ You haven’t lost your voice,” 
and he said, ‘‘ What did yousay?” And I said, ‘‘ You haven’t lost your 
voice, Taylor,” and he said, ‘‘ Well, you go up to the White House.” 
That is what they call the office — the White House. 

(By Ald. BARRy.) You say you were discharged by Taylor ? 
Yes, sir. 

A foreman ? 

A sub-foreman. 

You received no notice? 

No regular notice. 1 simply went to the White House, as they 
call the office, and they gave me a piece of paper saying so and so. 

QO: The Park Commissioners gave you no notice ? 

A. Not that I know of. 

@. You saw the Park Commissioners ? 

A. Iwent to see Mr. Kendricken. he was to be there at 1 o’clock, 
but he wasn’t there. 

Q. That was when? 

A. ‘To-day. 

(. And this is the first time, since you met with the accident, that 
you have got around to do anything ? 

A. Yes, sir. I spoke toa gentleman who comes under Mr. Howe 
I think, about going on the road. He said, « Are you a veteran ?” I 
said, ‘‘ Yes, and I would like to go on the road.” — ** Well,” he said, ‘ I 
suppose that is all right, but you want to be careful how you are going 
£0 robe i SAV el aL didn’t like'that. Of course in the past I have always 
been able to earn my living in other ways. I have rung a good many 
door bells. I have canvassed for a living, and have done a ‘oreat many 
other things. I have not always been a hod- -carrier, although I have 
had to come down to that now. Well, supposing you were asked a 
question, if you were in my place, ‘ Be careful how you vote ” — how 
would you like it? Now, I was told that, and I was born and brought 
up here, and I didn’t think I was supposed to be told that I must be 
careful how I voted. 

Q. (By Mr. Fisoer.) Who told you that? 

A. ‘That is all right. Haven’t I told you who it was? 

Q. Was it Mr. Howe? 

A. No, sir; it wasn’t Mr. Howe. 

Q. (By Ald. Barry.) It was Mr. Taylor, as I understand it? 

A. No, sir; Mr. Taylor had nothing to do with it. I went away 
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from Mr. Taylor and asked Mr. Putnam to put me on the roll, and that 
was the gentleman who gave me that speech. 

Q. What position does he occupy ? 

A. Well, I don’t know. I think he comes next to Mr. Howe. He is 
quite a nice young gentleman, a nice young fellow, but I think they 
stay so long in public offices that they think after a while that they own 
them. He is a nice, smart young fellow, a good-feeling young fellow, 
but there is one thing I do find fault with. I am very near-sighted, | 
have served my country, I was born and brought up here, and I think I 
ought to be treated as well as those who come here from other coun- 
tries. I used to sail on the Allan boats, and I know of cases where they 
have brought over paupers here, and where they have not only been 
put into the Poor House here and supported here, but where they have 
been given good positions. Now, there are a lot of us who were born 
in this country and brought up here and who threw our education away 
by going to the war, and yet now we are not given a fair show. 

@. (By Mr. Fisuer.) No fault was ever found with your service 
in the department? 

A. No, sir; not that I know of. 

Q. No complaint was made about you? 

A. No, sir; no complaint was ever made. No one has ever spoken 
to me before. Now, Iam American born, no matter where my father 
or mother came from, whether they came from the lower part of Africa 
or anywhere else, and I simply claim a preference when I am trying to 
get a living and think that I should get it, for I need it and should have 
it. 


ADDITIONAL STATEMENTS BY COLONEL LINEHAN. 


Colonel LingEHANn. — Mr. Chairman, I wish to speak for the veterans 
that labor for the city of Boston, regardless of whether they belong to 
the Grand Army or to other organizations; but of course I speak for 
the Grand Army, especially because they are the ones who do the char- 
itable work, and they do lots of it, Mr. Chairman. 

They attend to just such cases as Alderman Dever spoke of, where a 
father’s son died in the service. In such cases they help the fathers 
out, if they need it. 

Now, the veterans are grateful to the city of Boston for all it has 
done for them. They believe Boston is the best city in the world, and 
has done more for its veterans than any other city. They believe Mas- 
sachusetts is the best State, and has done more for its soldiers than any 
other State. But there is still something to be done. When it comes to 
Memorial day we know what the city does for the veterans, and for that 
they are grateful. 

Now, I was going to say something. This isa larger hall than I am 
accustomed to speaking in, and a different kind of an audience from 
what I am accustomed to speak to; but, Mr. Chairman, you want to 
remember that the old veterans will not be with you long, that it is a 
matter of but a few years. Now, we don’t ask that the veterans should 
get any more than anybody else, if they do not behave themselves, but 
we do believe that a veteran has the first mortgage on any situation in 
this city, State, or nation that he can fill. 

That is Where the veteran organizations stand. I don’t believe that 
the word ** Grand Army,” or reference to kindred organizations, should. 
be used. It should be simply ‘“ veterans,” and we are a little jealous of 
our rights, and I think we have a right to be. We know we are becom- 
ing now back numbers. That is very true. We believe that in the 
rush, bustle, and hustle for office, younger men replace our comrades. 

You know, Mr. Chairman, and I wish to call your attention especially 
to that, that the Grand Army is not a political organization. If it were 
you must remember that every veteran is a voter, and you know I mean

that, Mr. Chairman, in the very broadest sense. You know that in the 
posts we have Democrats and Republicans, we have Greenbackers. I 
don’t know but what we have Populists. I don’t believe we have Mug- 
wumps. I don’t believe any Grand Army man was ever a Mugwump. 
I believe most of them are straight out and out Democrats or Republi- 
cans. And that is good enough for anybody. 

What I want to say, Mr. Chairman, is, that I wish you to be char- 
itable with our organizations, not in the sense of begging, or anything 
of that kind, but to remember that my friend Pease, for instance, who 
belongs to my post, should be properly treated. He is not in a place 
where he can hustle for an office; he isn’t a politician; he doesn’t know 
the politicians any more than I know them. Of course I know the 
Councilman from Ward 16, the present Alderman (Alderman Barry), and 
I hope his promotion has not ceased. (Applause). 

I ask, Mr. Chairman, as I said before, that you will be charitable 
with our organizations and will remember that we will not be with you 
but for a short time. That we are not able to compete for political 
office with those who have more pull than we have, and we don’t have 
the pull because we are not politicians. 


STATEMENT BY STEPHEN C. CLAPP. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: I represent the Kearsarge Association, 
the only committee that was chosen from that association, and I came 
here to listen and hear what was said and had no idea of making any 
remarks myself at all, and should not had not our organization been 
brought into it. As you all know, we represent a veteran organization 
with nearly 500 members, and whereas I didn’t know that we had any 
grievance —this is the first one I have heard of and if I had known 
about it | should have been better prepared. I only wish to say that I 
wish there was somebody here who could speak better than I ean for 
the association. 

But I know that our men all feel the same as those who have already 
spoken here. I am a member of Post 15 of the Grand Army, too. 
I know that many of our men are in the city employ, and they all feel 
that they ought to have as good a show as there is, and that if they have 
good places they ought to keep them, and not be thrown out for some- 
body else. 

I had heard of no complaint or grievance from our association. The 
complaint that has been made here to-night is the first one I have heard, 
and if it had not been made here I should not have made any remarks. 
But our association, you know, is strong in numbers, and we feel as 
much interest in this subject as any Grand Army post or other organiza- 
tion. I don’t know as I have anything more to say especially. I 
shouldn’t have made these remarks only that this association was 
brought in. 


STATEMENT BY RICHARD R. WALSH. — Continued. 


I was in hopes that some of the representatives would tell what we 
were doing. If any Grand Army men in the city of Boston get dis- 
charged or incapacitated for work we have got to look aftey them. My 
post paid out $600 last year for such purposes. Suppose the case 
of a family destitute, the father of which was a soldier or brother of 
soldier during the war and it is reported to a post of the Grand Army, 
they have got to investigate it, and if they are in needy circumstances 
the post supplies them with the necessary funds. 

Therefore it is our duty to look to it and see if we cannot keep in 
employment men who are now in employment belonging to our ranks, 
and not only in our ranks, but those who have been in the army during 
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the war, because they, as well as our own members, must be looked 
after by the members of the G. A. R., financialiy and otherwise. We 
cannot see them starve, and ‘if they die we must bury them, if they have 
got no money, and we are bound to do it according to our constitution. 

For that reason we hope and trust that this Committee will take the 
matter in charge honestly and fairly, and treat the old veteran for what 
he did during the war, in the interest of his flag and his country, fairly 
and impartially. (Applause. )

I enclose herewith a statement of pay-roll tailings 
drawn from the books at the close of day, March 9, 1894. 
This list comprises a vast number of small amounts due to 
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rarious employees of the city, and extending through a long 
term of years, some of them as far back as twenty years 
ago. Many of these amounts will never be called for, and 
as the Treasurer has used every means to find the rightful 
payees and failed, it would seem to be a proper disposition 
of the greater part of this account to return the pay-rolls, 
therefor, to the Auditor, holding same still to the credit of 
pay-roll tailings until the payees shall have called and 
proved their claims, at which time a special draft, to be known 
as a Pay-Roll Tailing Draft, could be issued by the Auditor 
and thus relieve the City Treasurer of a great amount of 
useless book-keeping. It might also be proper from year to 
year to charge off a certain portion of this pay-roll tailings 
account to the appropriations for the current year, leaving 
only those tailings which come within seven years from the 
current year, or within any other period which you may 
determine to be proper. 

I examined the securities which the Treasurer holds as 
custodian, a list of which is herein enclosed. 

Enclosed herewith is a proof of the book-keeping of the 
Treasury Department, taken from the books of original 
entry, entirely independent of the ledger accounts. 

I examined and verified footings of Cash Book, Ledger, 
Journal, and Trial Balance books, and found the clerical Work 
of the department to be absolutely accurate.

GENTLEMEN: By your appointment I have made a 
thorough examination of the accounts of the. City Collector 
for the fiscal year ending with the 31st of January last, and 
beg leave to submit this 


REPORT 


I have verified the correctness of all the books having to 
do with the income of money; and also the outgo of the 
same, which is to the Treasurer; the money being, day by 
day, paid over to the Treasurer, and his receipt taken there- 
for. 

I have added all these books, and examined and checked, 
item by item, every posting during the year; all resulting 7 
in the balance sheet on record, which is correct. 

Referring now to the Collector’s printed report made to 
His Honor the Mayor, dated February 1, 1894, a copy of 
which [ attach hereto for reference :

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COMMITTEE ON UNDERGROUND WIRES, 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN, 


RELATIVE TO PLACING ELECTRIC WIRES UNDER- 
GROUND. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, April 9, 1894. 


The committee on Underground Wires, on the part of the 
hoard of aldermen, to whom were referred the petitions of 
Charles H, Wise and others, and Elbridge T. Andrews & 
Co. and others, relative to the placing of all wires under- 
ground, and who were authorized to give public hearings in 
regard to the matter, having given said hearings, and con- 
sidered the subject, respectfully submit the following re- 
port : 

The inquiry covered by the petitions before your com- 
mittee included all overhead wires within the city, and the 
report of your committee is not limited to any particular 
class of wires, or the wires of any particular company. With 
one exception there has been no remonstrance against the 
petitions or order on the part of any corporation depending 
on the service of wires in its business. 
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The returns showing the miles of wires maintained and 
used by the city of Boston and the principal corporations 
are briefly quoted : 


City of Boston, including suburbs, about . 1,000 miles. 
About 120 miles Fire Department are now 
underground ; the department is gradually 
undergrounding its wires, but lacks appro- 
priations. 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company : 
Underground service entirely in conduits 
(special) ; ; : AT genus 
New England Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany: — 
Wires underground . ; 1 6230 lage 
Wires overhead, unknown. 
Western Union Telegraph Company : 
Wires underground (claimed). nt 10 Sige 
Wires overhead ae at Hs Ad XS 
Boston Electric Light and Power Company Uhl LO 2 Sates 
This company petitioned for locations for 
underground service, but no progress has 
been made. 


The West End Street Railway has in Boston proper about 
227 miles, of which about 75 miles are trolley-wires ; these 
wires are in the streets and near the ground. 

Certain companies like the Church Green Light and 
Power Company and the Mutual District Messenger Com- 
pany have wires running principally over buildings. The 
numerous smaller companies and the suburban companies 
transacting business outside of the old city limits it is not 
necessary to consider in detail. 

The abuse of the overhead wire system is noticeable in 
many parts of the city, but especially so on Washington, 
Tremont, Boylston, Kneeland, Essex, and Eliot atreotne 
Park square, Dover street, Temple place, Summer, Con- 
gress, Hanover, and many ‘other streets in the congested 
districts. The are light, incandescent, and power wires are 
classed as dangerous in themselves, but all other wires may 
be dangerous by coming into contact with the high-potential 
current and carrying it any distance where such wires may 
run. The high-potential current and the serious obstruc- 
tions to the streets by wires are the two dangers against 
which your committee are convinced there should be greater 
protection. 

With the undergrounding of the wires of the Boston Elec- 
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tric Light and Power Company, there will remain overhead 
practically no wires known as high-potential wires, except 
those of the West End Street Railway Company. The 
burial of the feed and return wires of this company was the 
matter to which vour committee gave particular attention. 
In regard to these wires your committee make the follow- 
ing statement. 

On the first day of May, 1889, an order was introduced 
into the Board of Aldermen, which was finally approved on 
the tenth day of May, by which the West End Street Rail- 
way Company was granted permission to construct and 
maintain the overhead, single trolley electric system of 
motive power, and to use the poles, wires, and appliances 
necessary for that purpose. At the time of the passage of 
the said order, the said electric system was comparatively 
untried and its practical operation unknown. Before 
approving the said order, certain inquiries were directed 
by the then mayor of Boston to the Board of Fire Com- 
missioners, us to the extent to which the said order 
might be expected to reduce the efficiency of the Fire 
Department. In response to this inquiry the Board 
of Fire Commissioners advised the Mayor, among other 
things, that the extension of the proposed system over 
the citv “could hardly be otherwise than very dangerous to 
the men of the Fire and Fire Alarm Departinents.”  Fur- 
ther objections were made as follows: “The system must 
prove a serious obstacle to the effective working of the Fire 
Department. Leaving out the element of danger in the 
electric currents, the wires themselves would, in almost 
every case, cause greater or less delay in the raising of 
ladders, and ladders, especially at large fires, are the first 
apparatus to be called into service, either for purposes of 
ventilation or for the saving of life. The commissioners 
have already appeared before the Board of Aldermen by in- 
vitation, and made their protest.” 

On the day when the said order was approved, 2a bond was 
executed by the West End Street Railway Company, as fol- 
lows: “ And the said West End Street Railway Company has 
agreed so to construct, maintain, and use its said overhead 
single trolley electric system of motive power as not to im- 
pair the efficiency of the said wires, systems, or service of the 
said Fire Department and Board of Police.” And the said 
bond contained finally the condition that the said West End 
Street Railway Company should so construct and maintain 
its system as not to impair the wires used by the city, 

“putting its said power or feed wire underground, or insu- 
lating it where it is above ground and exposed to the air.” 
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It appears to your committee, in the first place, that the 
dangers which were suggested by the Fire Commissioners 
have proved, after five years of trial, to be sufficient to war- 
rant the board in now ordering the discontinuance of the 
overhead feed and return wires of the said street railway 
company. It appears clearly to your committee that the 
said wires impair, seriously, the efficiency and operation 
of the Fire Department in the protection of property. In 
the first place, it was made clear upon the evidence that 
these wires constitute a serious obstruction in the elevation 
of ladders and other apparatus of the Fire Department. 
These wires, in connection with the other necessary wires of 
the said company, constitute such an obstruction as to seri- 
ously interfere with the erection and use of ladders until 
some of the wires have been cut and a space made for their 
erection. These wires occupy the space within the street 
which is often of the greatest importance to the Fire Depart- 
ment in handling its ladders ; namely, the space immediately 
above the outer edge of the sidewalk. 

It is also apparent that the covering of these wires can 
be easily rubbed off by contact of ladders, and as the current 
which passes through these wires is of the strength of five 
hundred volts, it is hable, when the ladders become wet, or 
when the firemen come in contact, to give them an electric 
shock, and if not to do them serious injury, the knowledge 
of such danger tends to greatly impair the efficiency of their 
work. There can be no doubt that these wires, carrying 
high-potential currents, are much feared by the firemen, 
who cannot, therefore, handle themselves during a fire with 
the fearlessness and freedom which are so absolutely essen- 
tial to the perfect service of the department. But it also 
appeared, further, by the evidence, that the West End Com- 
pany has not conformed with the conditions of its bond, in 
that it has neither placed these wires underground nor in- 
sulated them where the same were used above ground. It 
appeared from the evidence that while the covering of 
the wires in question might be called “insulation” in the 
popular sense, they were not electric: ally insulated. ‘That 
the coverings were mere weather coverings which, when 
saturated with water, furnished no insulation Ee 
tc the heavy current passing over the wires. While i 
may have been true that when these wires were new, ee 
ration was difficult and improbable, it clearly appeared that 
these coverings, after from three to five years, might be 
easily saturated, and that in such case the danger to life and 
property might be as great as if no covering whatever were 
upon such wires and their heavy current was bare to contact. 
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Whatever may have been the original danger of these 
wires, it is evident to your committee that the time has 
come when many of them now in the streets of Boston con- 
stitute a serious danger to the lives and safety of the fire- 
men in the city service or any other person who may come 
in contact therewith. 

In view of these facts, your committee deem it advisable 
for the safety of the people and property of the city that 
these wires should be placed underground as speedily as 
possible, and recommend the passage of an order to that 
effect. Your committee also suggest that said wires are 
essential to the operation of the trolley electric system of the 
company, and that it is necessary and just that with the said 
order permission should be given to the corporation owning 
the said wires to construct undergr ound such conduits as may 
be necessary to hold the said wires. If such permission is 
given contemporaneously with the order for removal of said 
wires, no complaint can be made by the corporation that it 
is compelled to remove necessary portions of its system 
without opportunity to place them underground. 

It is apparent, from the phraseology of the original order, 
giving to the company the right to use this sy stem, that it 
was, at the time of said order, regarded as experimental in 
its nature, and the Board of Aldermen at that time took the 
precaution to insert in the said order, as a part of the terms 
thereof, that the poles upon which the trolley system was 
erected should “ be removed when so directed by the Board 
of Aldermen, after sixty days’ notice.” In view of such a 
condition, involving the whole electric system of the com- 
pany, it would appear that the corporation has, in accepting 
the said order, fixed a reasonable limit within which it could 
adjust itself to such necessary changes as experience might 
cause the board to direct. But the construction of conduits 
is a work requiring a reasonable time for planning and con- 
struction, and it would probably be difficult for the company 
to construct the necessary conduits through any large por- 
tion of the city within such period. Your committee, there- 
fore, suggest that the term of at least six months be alleen 
the said company for the removal of the said wires and 
the construction of its conduits. Concerning the district 
which shall be covered by the order, your committee 
have received some suggestions from the action of Pres- 
ident Whitney, of the said company, during the year 
1893. Inthe month of February, 1893, Mr. Whitney had 
caused plans and estimates of a conduit system for the 
burial of these wires to be prepared, and he presented them, 
as appeared by the evidence, uncontradicted, to the execu- 
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tive committee of said corporation, and unsuccessfully urged 
an appropriation of money for the purpose of doing the 
work which is now recommended by your committee. The 
district which was included in Mr. Whitney’s plans and esti- 
mates was that part of Boston lying between Northampton 
street and West Chester park and the water front. It ap- 
peared that the electrical engineers of the said company at the 
time favorably reported upon the feasibility of the plan. It 
seems to your committee that the company can easily com- 
plete its work within the district named in the accompany- 
ing order within the period of six months, and they therefore 
recommend that any order passed by this Board shall be 
confined to this district and to the time named. 

Your committee are well satisfied, upon the evidence pre- 
sented, that there are no longer any scientific difficulties in 
the way of placing these wires underground. 

Your committee heard much testimony to show that the 
great increase in fire losses in the city of Boston in recent 
years has been due to the existence of overhead wires carry- 
ing high-potential currents which were capable, by contact 
with other and harmless wires, of causing fires. Your com- 
mittee were not satisfied by the evidence that the feed-wires 
of the West End Street Railway Company had been the 
cause of fires, but it was made apparent that the trolley- 
wire, being exposed without covering or insulation, has been 
and is a serious danger to property in this respect. Your 
committee have been impressed with the desirability, as 
spee edily as the state of the art will allow, of placing the trol- 
ley-wires underground, but from the information which your 
committee have been able to obtain, it is apparent that no 
method of so doing has been sufficiently tested to warrant a 
recommendation at the present time that the trolley-wires, 
as well as the feed and return wires, should be taken from 
the poles and placed underground. But, in view of the de- 


ran) 
sirability, both to the company and the public, of reaching 


this result as soon as the state of the art will allow, your 
committee recommend that the permit to the corporation, 
which the committee suggest, for the construction of con- 
duits for the feed and return wires, be made to include also 
the trolley-wires, in order that if the corporation shall desire 
to experiment with underground trolley systems it may do 
so without further permission of the board. 

Your committee are further of the opinion that the board 
of aldermen should take immediate action on the question 
of burying all wires in the streets of this city in the district 
hounded by Dover and Berkeley streets and the water 
front. 
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At the present time your committee feel justified in rec- 
ommending the passage of the accompanying order.

Ordered, That the West End Street Railway Company he 
hereby directed to remove all the feed and return wires from 
the poles of its overhead trolley system within that part of 
the city of Boston lying between Dover and Berkeley streets 
and the water front, so that all of said feed and return wires 
of said company in the said described section of the city 
shall be placed underground before the fifteenth day of Novem- 
ber next. And permission is hereby given to the said com- 
pany to construct prior to said date, under the surface of the 
streets now occupied by them in said section, underground 
conduits for all of the wires of said company, including the 
trolley-wires ; provided, that on or before May 15, 1894, the 
said West End Street Railway Company shall present a plan 
for burying the feed and return wires in the above-described 
section, that shall meet the approval of His Honor the Mayor 
of this city. 

Upon the approval of the plan by the Mayor, the said 
company shall, with due diligence and in such manner and 
in such time as he directs, place the said wires underground 
in the aforesaid section, so that all said wires shall be ‘under- 
ground in said section before the fifteenth day of November 
next, and His Honor the Mayor is hereby requested to see 
that this order is properly complied with. 

The whole work of construction, and the kind and quality 
of material used, shall be under the direction and to the sat- 
isfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and be approved 
by him. 

Nothing herein contained shall be deemed a limitation or 
waiver of any rights now possessed or that m: \y hereafter be 
conferred on the Board of Aldermen of the city of Boston, 
to make rules and regulations pertaining to the operation 
and maintenance of the electric system, and the running of 
electric cars in the city of Boston.

Chairman Forsom. —Gentlemen, this meeting of the committee 
is called pursuant to an order which was passed by the Board of 
Aldermen, and the Committee also has before it for consideration 
two petitions. The order, which I will read, is as follows:

Ordered, That the Committee on Underground Wires, on the part of this 
Board, be authorized to give public hearings upon the expediency of requir-

There is also another petition, reading the same, signed by 
Charles H. Wise and many others. 

I will say that these petitions were received after the notice ad- 
vertising this hearing, so that the petitioners have not been noti- 
fied, except through the press. 

Mr. Cummines. —I would like to say, Mr. Chairman, that the 
notice of this meeting which was sent to the West End Street Rail- 
way Company’s office was simply a notice requesting that the com- 
pany appear before the Committee on Underground Wires, and 
nothing was said about the order; and the truth is that we labored 
under a misapprehension as to what it was. I thought that prob- 
ably it was expected that there would be some preliminary con- 
sultation. That is, I did not suppose I was coming to a hearing 
until I got here. 1 do not want to embarrass the committee or 
anybody else, or to delay anybody or anything, but I supposed 
Mr. Hyde would take charge of the hearing, and he is out of town 
to-day, but will be back next week. I should have no witnesses 
here if the hearing were held to-day, and I will suggest to the 
committee whether, with convenience to everybody, it might not 
be well to postpone the hearing for a week. I think if there was 
a postponement until a week from to-day we should know what 
the hearing was to be about. On the other hand, as I say, we do 
not want to embarrass anybody else. If anybody has come in here 
and wishes to speak on the subject on the other side we do not 
want to put them to any serious inconvenience. Still, I should be 
glad to have Mr. Hyde, who would have charge of the hearing if 
he were here, hear both sides; and, if it seems to you on the whole 
fair and reasonable, I suppose the matter can be so arranged. 

Mr. Wiuuiams. — Mr. Chairman, I have just been called in to 
represent the petitioners in this matter and with somewhat short 
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notice also, and I think Mr. Cummings’ suggestion is an entirely 
agreeable one, if it is agreeable to the committee. I was not only 
not prepared to go on just now, but had heard that the committee 
was not to hold the hearing on account of Alderman Hall’s illness. 
So far as Lam concerned I have no objection to the suggestion 
that Mr. Cummings has made. 

Mr. Cummrinas. — Of course, this committee are aware that there 
are numerous orders before the Legislature bearing on this ques- 
tion. We have to go up to the Legislature about every day. 
Now, I have suggested postponement for a week, and I am en- 
tirely contented that that should be done ; but, as there is counsel 
here representing the other side, I raise the question whether the 
postponement had not better be for even a longer period than 
that? 

The Cuarrman. — I will say that there has been some talk about 
postponing this hearing on account of Alderman Hall’s illness, but 
I thought, as long as the notice had gone out, ‘that we had better 
get together and perhaps hear something on both sides and then 
agree on some later date. 

Mr. Wituiams. —I did not pretend that I was justified in 
accepting that statement as true, but I was so informed. I know 
it did not come from the committee. 

The Cuarrman. — Well, if it is agreeable, how will a week from 
to-day suit you? 

Mr. Witiiams. — Well, as at present advised I should be in- 
clined to yield to that suggestion. It is a matter that I think the 
committee would like to dispose of as soon as possible — that is, 
get at the hearings in the matter. I have no doubt that is the 
wish of the committee, and if I had my choice I should desire the 
meeting to be at an earlier day; but as it is suggested by Mr. 
Cummings that that is his earliest convenience, with the under- 
standing that he should prepare for that day, perhaps that is the 
best way to leave it. . 

The CHarrman. — You don’t feel that you would be prepared, 
Mr. Cummings, before a week from to-day ? 

Mr. Cummines. — No, I don’t think we could be prepared, be- 
cause Mr. Hyde and I are both engaged, I think, for every day 
up to Friday, at the State House, and where there is as much 
work as there is at the State House at the present time the latter 
part of the week is much better for a hearing of this kind. When 
it comes to Friday or Saturday they have very little committee 
work there.

The chairman also read the order under which the hearing is 
held. (See page 1.) 

The Cuarrman. — There are also with the order the two peti- 
tions which were read at the last meeting. 

Ald. Haty. — How many signatures are on them, Mr. Chairman ? 

The chairman read the petitions referred to at the last meeting, 
both petitions having the same wording, (see page 2,) the petition 
signed by Elbridge F. Andrews & Co., having about one hundred 
and twenty-five signatures, and the other petition having forty-one 
signatures. 

’ The Cuairman. -—— The committee are now prepared to hear the 
petitioners or anybody representing them. 

Hon. GEorGE FreD WILLiAMs. — I have already stated to the 
committee that I appear here in behalf of certain insurance com- 
panies, and insurance interests, and am ready to proceed if the 
committee desire. Mr. Reed bas just informed me that he also 
appears here for certain real estate owners. 

The Cuarrman. — Your full name, Mr. Reed? 

Mr. Rrerep. — Chester A. Reed. 

The CuarrMan. — Whom do you represent? 

Mr. Reep. — Certain real estate owners on Tremont, Washing- 
ton, and Summer streets. 

Henry D. Hyde, Esq., stated that he appeared for the West End 
Street Railway Company. 

Mr. Hype. — Mr. Chairman, I would like to make a single sug- 
gestion. ‘The question of what is the authority of the city in the 
matter at the present time is a question, I think, of considerable 
moment. Persons representing the city have recently appeared 
before the Committee on Cities at the Legislature; there have 
been hearings going on there for about a month; they have now 
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closed, and it is expected that the committee will very soon 
report their conclusions. Mr. Bailey, representing the city, has 
put in a special bill, and Mr. Hoar, a member of the Legislature 
from Boston, has put in a bill, both of which are intended to 
cover the whole question. If the committee report a bill it will 
cover the whole question, which would, as I understand it, take 
into consideration what the city desires. Now, I am not here to 
make any objection to this committee going on in this matter at 
all; but it would seem to me to be very much more intelligent 
not to, as it will be but a few days before we shall have that 
question in some form. Still, if it shall go on my impression is 
that it would be well for the committee to wait for the report of 
the legislative committee, as that covers the whole ground, and 
to take up the time of this committee at the present time would 
be a waste of time. If, on the other hand, the committee and 
gentlemen think it proper to go on, I cannot object. 

The CuarrMan. — You represent the West End Street Railway 
Company, Mr. Hyde? 

Mr. Hypr. — Yes, sir. 


The CHarrman. —- And you claim that this petition before the 
Legislature is for the change? 
Mr. Hyper. — It is to give the power to the city to deal with 


all overhead wires, feed wires, electric, telephone, and telegraph 
wires, except the trolley wires, which, of course, have to stay in 
the present form for the running of cars. It is to give the city 
authority to compel them to go underground. 

Ald. Ler. — Do I understand, Mr. Hyde, in your opinion that 
the city government has the right now? 

Mr. Hypr. — It is a very grave question. I believe Mr. Bailey 
prepared his bill, which he said he had prepared under instructions 
from the Mayor. Mr. Bailey has been before the committee and 
the hearing has been closed. I hada copy of the bill which Mr. 
Bailey has submitted, which covers the ground and which gives 
the city authority to deal with the matter, but I have left it in my 
office. As I said before, the hearings have been closed after 
having been going on for about a month, and all the parties have 
had a full hearing; and, while I have no information or opinion 
in regard to the action of the committee, as to whether they 
intend to give the city authority on this question, as I understand 
the law, it is a grave question as to what the authority of the 
city is. 

Ald. Bryanr. — Is that bill to give the city authority to compel 
the companies to put their wires underground ? 

Mr. Hype. —It is to give the city authority to compel and 
make the companies put the wires underground, and that one 
commissioner be appointed to have full charge of the matter. 
Another bill is that the city itself shall have charge of the matter. 
There have been three different bills presented that are all based 
on the same general idea of power to compel feed wires, electric 
light wires, and telephone wires to go underground. 

Ald. Bryant. —There was a bill reported last year or the year 
before and defeated in the Senate. 
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Mr. Hypr. — As I understand it, this is substituting that bill 
as returned to the committee. 

Ald. Lez. — I would like to inquire, Mr. Chairman, from Mr. 
Hyde, if there has ever been any decision sent down as to the 
power that might be given to cities by a police regulation to order 
wires underground? 


Mr. Hypr. — I never have heard of any; I don’t know one way 
or the other. 
Ald. Ler. — Can the city, by a police regulation order, the wires 


underground ? 

Mr. Hyper. — Well, you raise a good many questions when you 
ask that. 

Ald. Haiti. — There is a New Jersey decision in regard to that? 

Mr. Hype. —I cannot say. I never have seen such a de- 
cision, but I have only assumed, by the city going there and Mr. 
Bailey preparing a bill, that it was desired by the city to have more 
complete authority than now exists. That is all that I can say 
about it. 


Statement by Hon. Grorce FRED WILLIAMS. 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I suppose that when the duty that 
now lies before this committee was assigned to it, the body which 
assigned that duty was well aware that the legislature of Massa- 
chusetts was in session and would undoubtedly deal with many 
questions of great public interest, prominent among which is the 
question of putting the wires in the city of Boston underground. 
That has been a favorite subject of discussion for many years. 

If the suggestion which Mr. Hyde makes that, considering the 
supreme authority of the Legislature, this committee shall not go 
on at the present time to fully investigate the subject, is to have 
any weight, I think it might be very well to consider whether it is 
not possible that this committee should adjourn over a year in case 
the Legislature fails to take action at the present time. In other 
words, the wish of Mr. Hyde is that this committee shall fail to 
fulfil the function it has undertaken to fulfil. 

I should be very glad myself, Mr. Chairman, to present the 
question which has been raised by Mr. Hyde as to the authority of 
the committee to act in the premises, before the Board of Alder- 
men, which it represents; and I should be very much pleased to 
_ discuss that question. 

The CHarrmMan. — Well, the committee have decided that, as 
there are a number of people present to be heard, it would be wise, 
perhaps, to continue to-day and hear what we can, and we will be 
glad to hear from Mr. Williams. 

Mr. Wirirams. — Mr. Chairman, I suppose it is proper for me 
to suggest, in opening, what the matter is which I propose to 
present to the committee, — evidence which, of course, is always 
subject to the discretion and desire of this committee. I will say 
that the matters in regard to which Iam at present instructed to 
speak lie in this way 

Mr. Hypr. — Before you go on, Mr. Williams, I would like to 
have you give the names of the parties whom you appear for. 
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Mr. WititAms. — When the committee desires it I will give 
them. 

Mr. Hyper. —I think that is the customary practice. 

The CuarrMan. —I understand that you appear for the peti- 
tioners here? 

Mr. WiitiaAMs. — Yes. 

Mr. Hyper. — All of them? 

Mr. Wirirams. — I appear for insurance companies desiring 
the action petitioned for here. 

Mr. Hypr. — Will you state the insurance companies you 
appear for? 

Mr. Wirurams. —I will not, sir. 

Ald. Harty. —I think Mr. Williams has a right to be heard as 
an individual. 

Mr. Wiiuiams. —I will not state. When the committee de- 
sires to take into consideration my authority to appear before it 
here and address it, I shall be very glad to respond to the com- 
mittee, but I am not prepared to be catechised by a representative 
of the West End Street Railway Company as to what or whoin I 
represent here. 

Mr. Hype. — The chairman asked me whom I represented here 
and I answered the question. I considered it a civil question. 

Mr. Witutams. — I have answered the question, sir. 

Mr. Hyper. —I think it is a proper question to ask who the 
other gentleman appears here for, and I don’t know any reason 
why the gentleman should be ashamed to have it known for whom 
he appears. 

Mr. Wirirams. —I desire to say that there are reasons, Mr. 
Chairman and gentlemen. If the committee desires the reasons I 
will give them. The reasons are that the West End Street Rail- 
way Company is a corporation which exercises such an influence 
in such a manner that petitioners for such action in the insurance 
business do not care to spread the names of their companies upon 
the record. ‘That is the reason, and I am prepared at any time 
when the committee wishes to call in question my authority to fur- 
nish them with the names of my clients —and [ have plenty of 
them; but I am not here to be catechised by the counsel of the 
West End Street Railway Company. I have not yet in my pro- 
fessional experience appeared in law cases for pleasure or with- 
out clients behind me. 

The CHarrman. — The committee will hear what you have to 
say. 

Mr. Wiitiams. — Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, this matter lies 
now, as I understand it, in this condition: First among the con- 
siderations is, perhaps, the question of the jurisdiction of the 
Board of Aldermen. As I understand it, the Board of Aldermen 
of the city of Boston constitutes a judicial tribunal which finds 
conclusively and finally upon the question of granting locations to 
corporations desiring to use the public highways and to erect 
thereon poles or structures of any kind, this being the supreme 
tribunal. It has been distinctly held that this tribunal exercises 
a wide discretion for the protection of the public rights; it has 
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been distinctly decided in this Commonwealth that locations may 
be refused by the board; and it bas also been distinctly settled in 
this Commonwealth that when locations have been granted they 
may be qualified so as to subserve the public convenience and 
prevent the unreasonable encumbrance of the highways. 

Now, in the exercise of that discretion the Board of Aldermen 
of the city of Boston granted to the West End Street Railway 
Company not an absolute location in the streets of Boston, but 
granted them what has been granted in other places — what I con- 
sider, as a matter of law, to be a temporary location for its poles 
and wires. In the exercise of the discretion of the Board of 
Aldermen they did not grant the usual unqualified location to this 
strect railway company to erect these poles for its trolley system, 
but they granted a permit to this street railway company to erect 
poles and maintain those poles and the wires thereon until the 
Board of Aldermen should order them down. Now, that means a 
qualified location. 

Whatever agreement was made between the Board of Aldermen 
and the West End Street Railway Company in this case was that 
the company might put up its poles, hang its wires, start its sys- 
tem, but that it should remain no longer in the streets than the 
Board of Aldermen should order, after sixty days’ notice; and 
thatis all the right that the West End Street Railway Company 
has in the streets of Boston. 

Ald. Harty. — Mr. Williams, — right bere, — would that right 
require concurrent action on the part of the Railroad Commission- 
ers? 

Mr. WiuxiiAms. — Not at all, no, sir; not at all. The State 
Railroad Commissioners? — not at all. sir. I know of no law 
which gives the Railroad Commissioners any jurisdiction in the 
premises whatever. ‘Therefore the question now before this board 
is, as a matter of law, twofold: first, ought not this board at the 
present time, exercising its discretion in the matter of regulation 
— or what the alderman has already suggested to be the exercise 
of the police power of the State — ought not, in view of the change 
in the conditions, as a mere matter of regulation, these poles and 
wires to be ordered down? ‘The question is broad enough to cover 
the poles, the wires, the trolleys, and everything else. The second 
question is, whether the time has not come when the Board of 
Aldermen should put the limitation upon the West End Street 
Railway Company which was contained in its location which was 
oranted the first of May, 1889? The terms of that grant contained 
the following provision : 

‘¢’ The poles shall be cylindrical in shape and painted before 
erected, and shall be removed when so directed by the Board of 
Aldermen after sixty days’ notice.” 

Ald. Hari.— And whether or not that language is broad 
enough to include what is on the poles in the way of wires? 

Mr. Witiiams. — Oh, unquestionably, because —and I feel no 
embarrassment whatever about the partial remedy that we seek: 
here — because the Board of Aldermen has the right at any time, 
if they will not take down the wires that are included in the 
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petition, to order their poles and system and everything else down. 
So that, upon the ground that [am dealing with the discretion of 
the Board of Aldermen, which was exercised to make this a mere 
temporary expedient for rapid transit, I appeal to the committee 
upon the order. 

What is the order? It is that the feed-wires and return-wires — 
that is, the wires outside of the trolley wire itself and its guards — 
shall be put underground. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, it does not appear of record what I shall 
now state, but I shall hope to prove to this committee before this 
hearing ends, — and I may have to appeal to former members of the 
Board of Aldermen to justify me, — that when this location was 
cranted it was with the express, stipulated agreement, on the part 
of President Whitney, that these feed and return wires should be 
put underground ; and I believe, as a matter of fact, that the con- 
tract that this corporation entered into was that these wires which 
are now in question should, as a matter of honor and agreement 
and solemn verbal pledge, be placed underground. In accordance 
with the familiar practice of this corporation in making agreements 
with perfect freedom, and then violating them with entire dis- 
honor, they refuse to do it. 

And I am prepared to show that in the Board of Directors of 
the West End Street Railway Company, President Whitney 
insisted that his solemn pledge to the city of Boston should be 
kept, and that the Board of Directors voted that it should not be 
kept; in other words, that the Board of Aldermen of that time 
depended upon the word of honor of the West End Street Rail- 
way Company’s president, and that company repudiated its presi- 
dent’s word, to his embarrassment. And I believe it may be said 
for him that he honestly and fairly urged and insisted that when he 
had given his word it should be kept. Therefore, [ think that in 
this investigation we are merely going back to what was under- 
stood by the Board of Aldermen when they granted this privilege 
to this corporation. 

The CoarrmMan. — When was that, Mr. Williams — in 1889 ? 

Mr. Wiitiams. — That was in 1889. I don’t know as I shall be 
able to find the Board of Aldermen who made that agreement with 
President Whitney, but I think I can. 

Ald. Hati. — Isn’t that agreement intimated or indicated in a 
certain bond which the road gave? 

Mr. Witirams. — I have not that bond before me. 

Mr. Reep. —I have it, Mr. Williams. 

Mr, Wixurams. — Well, I have not that bond before me. 

Mr. Reep. — Would you like to look at it ? 

Mr. Wititams. — Yes, I would. (Examining bond.) ‘‘ The 
said West End Street Railway Company has agreed so to con- 
struct, maintain, and use its overhead trolley electric system of 
motive power as not to impair the efficiency of said wires, systems, 
or service of said fire department or police board.” Is that the 
one ? 

Ald. Hai. — Yes, let me see that. It is some time since I read 
it. (Examining bond.) 
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Mr, Wiiusams. — I have not seen that lately. 

Ald. Hari. — Yes, pardon me, and it speaks about ‘* putting 
its said power or feed wire underground or insulating it.” 

Mr. WitiiAMs. — ‘+ Putting its said power or feed wire under- 
ground or insulating it where it is above ground and exposed to 
the air, and erecting and putting up at its own expense the metal- 
lic circuit system, so called,’’ and so on. Now, there is no doubt 
but that if the committee are going back to the actual conditions 
under which the city of Boston first allowed this trolley system to 
be erected — and that we are doing, nothing more — the Board of 
Aldermen, if it shall order this company to put its feed-wires and 
return-wires underground, shall be asking it to do nothing more 
than it was in honor bound to do when it received its privileges in 
the city of Boston. Now, there is no doubt about the legal au- 
thority of this board. I think we can among us manage to carry 
this thing through in a legal way, with the assistance of Brother 
Hyde, and that this is merely a question now of the facts. 

Now, I come here to prove the facts, in an orderly way to show 
that the existence of these feed and return wires along the side of 
the highway is a serious threat to the property interests of Boston, 
that it is in great part responsible for many fires which have oc- 
curred, and that by reason of it every property owner along the 
line of the West End Street Railway Company is paying tribute, 
not only in the way of increased insurance rates, general rates, 
but that every single property owner who is opposite the trolley 
system where feed-wires are arranged along the sidewalk has to 
pay in addition to the general rates a distinct percentage as a wire 
obstruction rate. I don’t think it is generally known to the busi- 
ness men of Boston, but the insurance men who know about this 
matter will present that to the committee, and I think it will 
appear before we are through with this investigation that these 
feed-wires, erected as they are along the sidewalks of the city, 
cost the people of Boston hundreds of thousands of dollars every 
year in insurance rates and in insurance losses. 

Now, let me, merely as a matter of mechanics, Mr. Chairman, 
suggest — why is there a necessity for barring these particular 
wires? It is true that at the present time, from curb to curb of 
our sidewalks, there is an absolute network of West End wires. 
That is, the span wires run across from post to post; in ‘the 
centre is the trolley-wire; on each side of the trolley-wire are 
the guard-wires, which are lifted above the trolley-wire in order 
to catch any falling wire which may be exposed thus to the cur- 
rent of the trolley and charged; and then on one side of the 
street are carried what are called the feed-wires and the re- 
turn-wires of this corporation. Everybody knows what those 
wires are. ‘They are the very large wires which are carried from 
post to post on one side of the street along the whole length of 
the West End system. They are large and unsightly, and they 
vary in number from two, I believe, up to twenty. They are 
pluced in the city of Boston where, I believe, these wires are 
strung along the sidewalk at the usual elevation of these posts 
to the number of eighteen or twenty. I have not the exact 
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figures now. ‘Then they vary in number from that down to two 
wires. 

Now, those we ask to have taken down, for this reason — and ] 
shall ask the committee and I do request the committee now that 
it asks the attendance of the fire commissioners in order that we 
may have the benefit of their suggestions — that these heavy wires 
are perhaps the greatest obstruction known on our streets to the 
operation of the Fire Department. In the first place you will bear 
in mind, gentlemen, that the feed-wires are as heavily charged as 
the trolley, for they take the current which supplies the trolley. 
They feed the trolley-wire and the return-wires take the current 
back to the station. 

Now, the feed-wires are high potential and dangerous, and, as 
you will of course know without my suggesting it, they are 
erected on these poles directly over the curb at such a height that it 
is impossible almost for the Fire Department to handle its ladders, 
unless they are very long ladders which will reach from the middle 
of the street up high above the building and thereby clear these 
feed-wires. If, as is often the case, the ladders required are 
shorter ladders, they often must rest upon the feed-wires 
themselves. 

These feed-wires are nothing more or less than trolley-wires 
with an insulating material over them to protect them under ordi- 
nary circumstances; but supposing a great fire ladder gets up 
against those wires, as it must in almost every fire, that insulating 
material will be swept off like so much tissue paper, and then your 
wire is bare, your ladder rests upon it, and what is the result? 
Your firemen go up the ladder and begin to handle the hose; the 
water floods the ladder, and a water surface on a ladder is as good 
a conductor of electricity as there is known in the world; and the 
result is that the minute your ladder is covered with water that 
whole ladder is charged with electricity. The result is injury to 
the fireman perhaps, and at least an inability to operate his 
hose. 

Now, on the hose itself you are perfectly familiar, I suppose, 
with the difficulty they encounter there ; that when, for any reason, 
the falling wires, bare wires, fall down upon the trolley or upon 
these feed-wires, and take the current of electricity that comes 
from those wires, if a fireman is playing upon a fire and his stream 
happens to strike one of those wires, he takes the whole trolley 
charge through his body and he falls; because the water spout 
from the hose is as perfect a circulating medium for the electric 
current as the wire itself. Now, the firemen are operating all 
about this dangerous wire, and the mere fact of the existence of 
those dangerous wires right at the gutter, where the ladder work 
is all done, makes it an absolute necessity, as I think we shall be 
able to show to you, that these wires shall come down. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, I would like, unless there is some other 
suggestion to be made, to have some members of the insurance 
fraternity, prominent members who are present and who know the 
risks that these wires involve to property and the increase of rates 
that has resulted from the use of these wires, address the com- 
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mittee on the subject. I would like to call some of those gentle- 
men and ask them to offer their testimony to the committee. 

The Cuarrman. — Will you call them, Mr. Williams, or will 
Mr. Reed do so? I understand that Mr. Reed is representing the 
insurance people. 

Mr. Reep.— No, I am not representing the insurance people, 
but the real estate men. 


EucenE E. PArtTripncs. — Sworn. 


Q. (By Mr. Wictiiams.) Your full name is Eugene EK. Par- 
tridge, is it? 

AW NY @5, 

@. Mr. Partridge, what is your position in the insurance field ? 

A. Iam vice-president of the North American Insurance Com- 
pany. 

@. And TI believe that you, when the West End Street Railway 
Company originally petitioned for its location, appeared here and 
objected, did you not? 

A. I did. 

Q. Now, will you state what grounds you took at that time at 
the hearing, which have been justified by your later experience, as 
to the operation of this trolley system upon the insurance business 
of the city? 

A. I objected at the hearing for several reasons: first, on 
account of the obstruction to the streets and to the firemen in the 
use of the Jadders, and also on account of the danger that would 
result to the firemen; and that it would not only cause them to 
fear that there would be a difficulty for them to encounter in 
attacking a fire in its incipiency until the wires had been removed, 
but also that they would be in dread of the shock that they would 
receive from the current; and also on account of the danger of 
fires from wires coming in contact with the live wire of the trolley 
system. At the hearing I objected to the West End Road adopt- 
ing a system which, as I claimed then, was an experimental sys- 
tem and in its infancy, and committing themselves to a system 
which would prevent them from giving other systems a trial. 
And I think that is the case at the present time. ‘That is the 
whole thing boiled down ; it might be amplified very much. 

(). And let me ask you, Mr. Partridge, whether the objections 
which you then made to this system have been borne out by your 
experience with the system as an insurance man? 

A. Yes, very decidedly. 

Q@. Is it not true that within the last five years, since this sys- 
tem came into operation, the insurance rates in the city of Boston 
have increased ? 

A. Yes, they have. 

(). How much have they increased? 

A. Well, in certain districts they have been doubled at least. 

@. And how is it in this extra risk district here? 

A. What we call the congested district? 

@. The congested district. 
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A. In the congested district they have been, as a rule, more 
than doubled, I should say. 

Q. That is, since 1889? 

A. Yes. 

@. And I will ask you this: whether in making your rates fora 
given building, if you find the feed-wires of the West End Street 
Railway Company along the line of the sidewalk in front of the 
building you make a distinct charge by reason of the existence of 
those wires and their liability to obstruct ladders ? 

A. I would say, in answer to that, that [ am not now on the 
rating committee. You have here the Secretary of the Board, 
who is more familiar with the present details of rates than I am, 
and who can probably answer that question better than I can. I 
have served on the rating committee, but not since they have been 
acting under the present rules. 

(). Well, was that rule in existence when you were there? 

A. No, it was not. There was no specific charge made. 
There have been charges made in certain districts, in certain 
streets where the obstruction has been very marked. ‘There has 
been acharge made—JI don’t know particularly for the trolley 
system, but for other wires hung in a similar manner. 

@. Now, have you attempted at all to estimate the part that 
these high-potential electric wires play over ground wires in the 
increase of fires and of losses in the city of Boston? 

A. It is something that would be very difficult to estimate with- 
out going into a very careful examination of the causes of fires ; 
and I presume that has been done by different parties, that in- 
vestigation has been made by the Fire Marshal and Fire Commis- 
sioners. 

@. You are not able to say yourself as to that? 

A. No. lam not; it would simply be a matter of estimate. 

@. But is it not true that in the insurance field the presence of 
these high-potential wires in the air is regarded as one of the most 
serious elements of fire-risk now existing? 

A. Yes, it is considered very important, a very important ele- 
ment. 

@. And if these high-potential wires could be placed under- 
ground, those of the electric light companies and of the West End 
Company, it would in your judgment very materially reduce the 
fire risks, and probably, with them, the insurance rates in the city 
of Boston? 

A. I think undoubtedly it would be a great factor,—if by plac- 
ing underground you mean all the wires, you mean the naked treol- 
ley-wire and all. 

(@. Yes, I mean all the high-current wires? 

Al. Yes, undoubtedly. It is a question whether the insurance 
companies have made an adequate charge for the risk caused by 
such wires as yet. You ask whether there would thereby be a 
material reduction in the risks. I question whether the companies 
have made an adequate charge for this hazard. It has been agi- 
tated from time to time, and we feel a good deal as many electri- 
cians do, that the thing is experimental, and you don’t know what 
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to charge for it. But we feel that there is a serious hazard that 
ean be guarded against. 

(). Now, have the fires increased since these high-potential 
wires have been strung over the highway? 

A. There is no question that they have increased. 

@. And can you state the percentage? 

A. Iam not prepared to give any figures. 

@. Have you anything further to suggest, Mr. Partridge, about 
these high-potential wires as a factor in insurance risk. 

A. Well, the instances of mysterious fires in buildings where 
wires —not necessarily electric-light wires — enter have very mark- 
edly increased, and in some instances the fires have been traced to 
the electric hazard, and there it is only a matter of insurance. 
Where a naked wire is liable to come in contact with stray wires, 
called dead wires, those wires are likely also to transmit the cur- 
rent to other naked wires. When you take naked wires charged 
with high currents — taking, for instance, a wire charged as the 
trolley-wires are — it does not need an expert to see that there is 
a very serious hazard, and we feel that that hazard is about us 
everywhere. 

@. Exactly. Well, I think I will show through the Fire Depart- 
ment the statistics upon that question, Mr. Partridge. 

A}* Yes! 

@. (By the Cuatrman.) Mr. Partridge, do you consider the 
greatest risk to come from the feed-wire or from the wires as an 
obstruction, in case of fire, — that is, would it come from the cur- 
rent or from the obstruction caused to the firemen? 

A. Well, that would be a hard question to answer, because we 
consider them both very serious. ‘The easiest thing to demonstrate 
is the obstruction to the Fire Department from the hindrance to 
putting up their ladders. Then, as to the cause of the fires, it is 
not so easy to show that — that these wires are responsible for 
many of the fires — although we strongly believe they are. But 
there can be no question about interference with the Fire Depart- 
ment. Probably anybody who has attended a fire and has seen the 
difficulties under which the firemen labor appreciate the fact that 
the interference from that source is very evident. 

@. (By Ald. Haru.) Mr. Partridge, just one question: If a 
fire is to be attacked and the department wants to place its lad- 
ders in position, the trolley, which is in the middle of the street, 
and its guard wires — the single trolley-wire with its guard wires, 
or possibly two trolley-wires and their guard wires, if the street 
is wide enough for two tracks — is not as much an obstruction as 
a very large feed-wire which is twenty feet in the air, say two, 
four, or five large cables within eight, ten, or twelve feet of the 
building? ‘That is, a trolley-wire is not such an obstruction as 
the feed-wire to attacking a fire? 

A. No, Ishould say not. All obstructions in the street must 
be more or less of an interference, but the most serious ones are 
the side wires. 

@. The most serious one is the feed-wire? 

A. Yes, sir. 
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@. Which is a very large, strong cable, quite close to the 
building, over the curb, and but a short distance up? 

oA. 2 Y C63. ale 

(). Those feed-wires do seriously interfere with the placing of 
ladders, do they not? 

ww. Yes, sir. 

@. (By Mr. Reep.) Mr. Partr ss do you know whether, as 
a matter of fact, those wires are very difficult to cut in case of a 
fire? 

A. I should say — you mean the large cables ? 

@. Yes, the cables. 

A. I should think they would be very difficnlt to cut. I never 
saw any cut, so I don’t know. 

(). They are very heavy, are they not? 

A. They are very heavy and very bulky, and I don’t know how 
they could be cut. 

@. And do you know whether it is a fact, that, unless great 
care is taken in cutting them, they may snap the poles, they are 
so heavy? 

A. Well, I shouldn’t be prepared to state in regard to that. I 
am not a mechanic. 

@. You are not an electrical expert? 

A. No. 

@. (By Mr: Hype.) Mr. Chairman, I would like to ask Mr. 
Partridge a question or two. Mr. Partridge, will vou describe the 
feed-wire that you have been talking about? 

A. I am not aware that I have been talking much about a feed- 
wire. I have had questions asked of me. 

Q. The only hearing to-day is upon feed-wires? 

wWell, as. I understand feed-wires they are the large cables 
that run along from pole to pole on the side. 

@. Are they bare wires? 

A. No, sir. 

@. They are insulated ? 

A. Insulated, I should say. I never made a careful examina- 
tion, so as to know. I only judge from the outward appearance. 

@. They are not naked wires, and you would not get a shock 
from them if you should touch them ? 

A. Not in their normal condition. 

(). And have you ever seen a man repairing on the line? 

A. [ never saw a man at work on the feed-wires. 

@. They will sit astride of them and work just as you would sit 
in a chair. 

A. I never have seen a man at work on a feed-wire. I have 
seen them at work on the trolley-wire, but not on the feed-wire. 

@. And the trolley-wire is a bare wire? 

I suppose it is, necessarily. 

ry How high did you say these feed-wires were? 

A. I don’t think [ made a statement as to that. 

@. Well, can you give us any idea? 

A. Well, I should say about twelve or fourteen feet; some- 
where along there. 
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@. Do you know what the potential of the feed-wire is, of the 
electricity ? 

A, Ido not. 

@. Have you any knowledge of where the danger point comes? 

A. From the feed-wires? 

@. In the use of electricity? 

A. Only just as I have read, that is all. I never made a study 
of it. 

(). Well, what is your idea of where the danger point comes? 

A. Well, I understand, somewhere in the neighborhood — 

Mr. Witiiams. — Is it fair to cross-examine the witness as an 
expert upon electricity, when he only pretends to be an insurance 
man? I don’t think this is a fair line of examination. 

Mr. Hypr. — I think it is perfectly proper. 

Mr. Witiiams. — There is no doubt that you do; I know you do. 

Mr. Hype. — I am simply questioning him to find out as to 
what his knowledge is. I think he has testified about certain 
things, and I want to find out what his knowledge is about those 
things. 

Mr. Wixiiams. — He has testified not as an expert in elec- 
tricity. 

Mr. Hype. — I am only asking him in regard to the danger of 
wires. He has referred to a certain class of wires, and has said 
that certain wires were dangerous, and I simply desire to ask his 
knowledge of the difference between the dangerous wires and 
those that are not dangerous. 

Mr. Witurams. — Well, do you want to ask him if he has taken 
hold of a wire — that is, of a high-potential wire? 

Mr. Hypr. — Well, he should not talk about dangerous wires 
unless he knows and is able to explain what a dangerous wire is. 
I think he needs to explain what a dangerous wire is. 

The CuarrmMan. — I think there is no objection to the question. 

The Witness. —I should say that a dangerous wire was one 
which incommoded the firemen in their work. 

@. (By Mr. Hyper.) Dangerous from an electrical standpoint, 
I mean? 

A. Well, a wire of enough potential to make a man receive a 
bad shock. 

@. If a wire was insulated how could he get the shock. 

A. Well, I don’t know that there would be any danger as long 
as it was insulated. 

@. Have you ever known, Mr. Partridge, of a fireman or any- 
body else being injured by a feed-wire? 

A. If you mean by that if I have seen it, if I have actually 
seen a man so injured, I will say no, that I haven’t actually seen 
it. But I have read of such cases and heard of them. 

@. By feed-wires? 

A. I cannot say feed-wires, but trolley. 

@. The electric-light wires are bare, they are not insulated, are 
they ? 

A. I supposed they were. I supposed that the electric-light 
wires which carried the current were insulated. 
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@. Then you didn’t know whether the electric-light wires were 
insulated or not? 

A. No, sir. 

@. You do know that the feed-wires are insulated ? 

A. I have been informed so. I never investigated in regard to 
either one of them. 

Q. Well, the fact is that the feed-wires are insulated, that on 
the feed-wire there is a rubber coating around the wire, that it is 
not a bare wire. You are aware of that fact, are you not? 

A. Well, I supposed the feed-wires were insulated, yes, sir. 

(). Now, you say you have known of accidents from wires, but 
have you ever known of an accident from a feed-wire ? 

A. I couldn’t say. It was some part of the system which 
caused the accident, the trouble. 

@. What system? 

A. Some part of the system of electric wires, the wires that 
were on the streets. 

Q. Now, the kinds of wires that we have on the streets are the 
wires of the railroad and the wires of the telephone and telegraph 
companies and the wires of the electric light compaities. 

mleay es: 

@. Now, the only thing we are discussing to-day, as I under- 
stand it, is the feed-wires of the West End Street Railway Com- 
pany. | 

a: I didn’t understand it so when I came to the hearing. 1 
understood that this was a question of a hearing relating to all 
wires which run alongside the track. 

Mr. Hype. — As [ understand the hearing, it is in regard to the 
feed-wires. 

The Cuatrman. — The order reads that the committee ‘* be 
authorized to give public hearings upon the expediency of requir- 
ing the West End Street Railway Company to place underground 
all of said company’s wires, with the exception of the trolley-wire 
and the wires used for the support of the same.” 

Mr. Hype. — That is it—it only applies to the West End 
wires. 

Mr. Witxiams. — Well, while it may be the case that the order 
only applies to the West End wires, the petition here says: 

‘* We, the undersigned citizens of Boston, believing that the 
overhead wires are a constant source of danger to property and a 
menace to the lives of all who have occasion to pass through 


- our crowded thoroughfares, respectfully petition your honorable 


board that the various companies, including the West End Street 
Railway Company,” etc. 

Mr. Hype. Well, the chairman has read the order for the 
hearing, and I suppose it is clear, and don’t suppose Brother 
Williams means anything else. I don’t suppose he would think 
of including the are light wires at the present time. 

Mr. WirurAms. — Yes, [ should. 

Mr. Hype. — The hearing is limited to the order, and the order 
provides that the hearing shall be given in regard to the wires of 
the West End Street Railway. 
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Mr. Witt1ams. —I do, Mr. Hyde, consider that the hearing 
here does involve electric light wires to this extent, that I may 
appeal to the records of this board that there is already pending 
before the Board of Aldermen, through this committee, I think, or 
the Committee on Streets and Sewers, a petition from the Boston 
Electric Light Company, which is the company running the elec- 
tric-light wires, to go underground ; and therefore I do think that 
when we are discussing herethe question of the dangers of these 
high-potential wires it ought to be taken into consideration that the 
company that owns all the overhead electric-light wires has already 
voluntarily petitioned this board to put those wires underground, 
and that the only high-potential wires then remaining in the city 
of Boston, particularly in this district here, with very few excep- 
tions certainly, are the wires of the West End Street Railway Com- 
pany, and that therefore, saving the trolley-wire, when this 
committee has acted in conjunction with the committee having the 
petition of the Boston Electric Light Company in charge, I should 
say that then we shall have practically all of the high-potential 
wires underground in the city of Boston. So this is a question 
involving all of the wires carrying high-potential electricity that at 
present are suspended over the city of Boston. 

Mr. Hyper. — ‘‘ Ordered, That the Committee on Underground 
wires ”’ — 

Mr. Wiurams. — It isn’t in there. I am not talking about 
that. 

Mr. Hype. — ‘‘ Ordered, That the Committee on Underground 
Wires, on the part of this board, be authorized to give public 
hearings upon the expediency of requiring the West End. Street 
Railway Company to place underground all of said ‘company’s 
wires, which the exception of the trolley-wire and the wires 
used for the support of the same.” That is the hearing that has 
been advertised. That is the hearing that I am attending. I 
do not notice here the representatives of any companies who 
have other wires. I do not see any such _ representatives 
present. Now, it could by no means have been intended, when 
the committee was ordered to investigate the question of one 
class of wires, that in that hearing any other class of wires was 
to be involved. While they may have jurisdiction over all wires, 
and while they may be directed by the board to include all wires 
in their investigation, to-day the hearing is upon the feed-wires 
of the West End Street Railway Company. It is limited to that 
by necessity, and that is the question we are addressing ourselves 
to. 
Mr. WiruiAms. — Yes, but your difficulty is, Mr. Hyde, that 
your corporation is the only corporation that, after years of pro- 
test on the part of the community, and of contest against the 
movement, refuses to put all of its high-potential wires under- 
ground which can be put underground. All the rest of the com- 
panies have yielded except your company, and we have a right to 
consider the existing state of things. And I say here that when 
the Board of Aldermen already knows from its own records that 
every other concern has yielded, we have a right to treat this as

disposing of the whole overhead electric wire high-potential sys- 
tem. 

Mr. Hype. — Then, if we are the only one left, if it can 
relate to nobody else logically, if all the other wires are under- 
ground, there is no use in talking about others, when ours are the 
only ones left. 

Mr. Wituiams. — That is right. 

Mr. Hypr. — But the subject upon which we are having the 
hearing is upon the feed-wires of the West End Road. 

Mr. Wixuiams. — The subject that we are going into now is to 
discuss the question of the conditions, also, of other wires, electric 
light and other wires, that are going underground by consent of 
the owners. 

Mr. Hypr. — The witness made answer to your questions when 
you referred to the question of all the wires, including wires which 
you say are already underground; and therefore he was not talk- 
ing about the feed-wires. When he was speaking of the dangers 
of wires it appears that he was speaking of the danger from other 
wires and not of the danger from feed-wires. He does not know 
of any instance where the feed-wires have proved dangerous, but 
on the general subject of wires he has given his opinion. There- 
fore, I say that when we get around to it, and see what he had to 
say and what he referred to, practically it boils down to this, that 
he understands that electric-light wires are dangerous, that he 
does not know the potentiality of the feed-wires and is not talking 
about those, that in making his answer he was talking about all 
wires. Now, I think the question of the feed-wires, under the 
order, is the proper subject of inquiry, and the question we are 
investigating is not as to all electric wires, but as to the one ques- 
tion of feed-wires of the West End Road. I will say now that 
this is the first time I ever understood that a request was made of 
the West End Road to put its feed-wires underground. 

The Cuarrman. — On February 5th the order was passed in the 
Board of Aldermen, and later on the petitions were presented, as 
having a bearing on this subject. The committee have the peti- 
tions before them, as having a bearing on the matter here, although 
the order before the committee only calls for a hearing upon the 
West End wires. 

Ald. Hatt. — So the whole subject is really before the commit- 
tee? 

Mr. Hypr. — The only point is this, that Brother Williams has 
made a certain statement in regard to other wires being placed 
underground. While that statement is hardly correct at the pres-_ 
ent time, I will say that if what he says were true, and if the 
wires of the other companies are underground, it is hardly worth 
while, as he understands that such wires are already buried or are 
going to be, to ask questions in regard to the effect of the other 
wires of the witness. 

Mr. Wittiams. — Buried or going to be. 

Mr. Hype. — Or going to be. But how long has it been since 
they petitioned, asking permission for that right? 

Mr. Wivtxiams. — The petition of the Boston Electric Light 
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Company, as I understand, was filed the second day of January 
this year. | 

Mr. Hypr. — And how long before that were petitions pending 
here, asking for such legislation ? 

Mr. Wivirams. — Weren’t pending at all, — were decided, but 
the time was too limited. 

Mr. Hypr. — Have you looked at the records, to see? 

Mr. WiiiAmMs. —I have, sir. 

Mr. Hypr. — And were there not pending before the first of 
January petitions to put more wires underground ? 

Mr. Wituiams. — Petitions were then put in, but I don’t know 
of their having been pending. I understand they were acted on, 
but the time was too limited. 

The CHarrman. — The Chair will state, if he remembers cor- 
rectly, that the Boston Electric Light Company did petition the 
Board of Aldermen last year for leave to open certain streets to 
bury their wires, and the Board of Aldermen granted them leave, 
limiting the time; and it was so late in the season then that there 
was not suflicient time to put those wires underground. Conse- 
quently they came in this year with a new petition. 

Ald. Hari. — And that was promptly granted. 

Mr. Wirirams.—In answer to Mr. Hyde’s question as to 
whether there were any petitions pending before that which was 
introduced this year, I will say that they were not pending, but 
were decided, the time, however, being limited, and a new petition 
being brought in this year. I had the matter in mind as the chair- 
man suggests. 

The CHarrmMan. — Yes, but the time was not sufficient before 
the cold weather set in. 

Mr. Writiiams. — There was only a month, I believe, gentle- 
men, in which this company could do it. They had to do it in 
that time. I think that is so. 

(Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Now, Mr. Partridge, to what particular 
system, or what particular wires, does your objection to wires 
apply? Does it apply to all electric wires above ground? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(J. Do you know the height to which the Electric Light Company 
carries its wires? + 

A. No, I couldn’t state. 

(). Relatively to the feed-wires ? 

A. I couldn’t state in regard to that. 

(). Whether higher or lower you don’t know? 

Mas NO, 

(J. And could you answer that question in regard to the tele- 
phone wires? i 

A. No, I couldn’t, off-hand. In walking along the street and 
seeing a mass of cables I couldn’t distinguish, unless I had made 
a careful study of the matter, between one set of wires and 
another. 

@. Could you tell in regard to telegraph wires ? 

ase No: 

Q@. You say you couldn’t distinguish between one and the 
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other. Are the cables of the West End Street Railway Company 
carried indiscriminately with other electric wires in the streets? 

A. Well, I suppose the feed-wires of the West End are the 
lower wires, nearest the sidewalk. 

(Q). Well, are they carried indiscriminately with other electric 
wires in the streets ? 

A. I couldn’t say. I should say not. 

(). What would you say as to the inconvenience in case of fire 
of wires of different heights ? 

A. I don’t think I understand your question, Mr. Hyde. 

@. Supposing you had wires twenty-five feet high, twenty feet 
high, supposing you had wires fifteen feet high, supposing you had 
wires twelve feet high— now, supposing you take them as the 
same wires, I mean as to size and strength, which wonld be the 
greatest objection, which of those heights would be the greatest 
objection from the street, as a rule? 

A. Well, I should say that they would all be an equal obstruc- 
tion, except the ones nearest the street would be more easily re- 
moved if they could be cut. 

@. Now, you speak of having been here at some hearing before 
the Board of Aldermen when the question of cutting these wires 
came up. Do you remember that at that time the shears being 
brought in the presence of the Mayor — I believe Mayor Hart was 
there at that time, and wire of different sizes being cut with the 
shears in the presence of Mayor Hart ? 

A. Yes, by experts. 

@. Well, that is to say, you remember their being cut by ordi- 
nary shears, do you not ? 

A. No, they were not ordinary shears. They were linemen’s 
shears, the shears with which they cut copper wire, which they use 
for cutting generally in connection with their work. 

Q. Well, of course, I do not mean that they were the ordinary 
Shears of the household. 

A. No; linemen’s shears. 

@. And they were cut readily by those shears, were they not ? 

A. Yes, by the experts. 

Q. Well, as I say, they were cut. ‘That was done in the pres- 
ence of the Mayor. After the aldermen had passed the order 
granting the permission asked for, before the Mayor signed it as 
the question had come up at the hearing in regard to the ability to 
remove those wires readily, that matter was illustrated and the 
wires were cut in his presence. That was also brought out at the 
hearing. 

A. Yes, I think at the hearing this same experiment was 
shown. 

@. It was a hearing in connection with granting the permit? 

A. For the railroad to put in this system, yes, sir. 

@. Now, will you state any buildings where the rate of insur- 
ance has been specifically increased because of feed-wires ? 

A. I distinctly stated that I could not. The secretary of the 
board is here and he will answer those questions. 

@. Can you state here before this committee specifically, as an 
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insurance man, that you have ever received any special rate because 
of the existence of the feed-wires? 

A. No, my own impression is that there never has been any 
charge made as yet. 

@. No, that is what lL thought ; up to the present time. 

A. It comes in under the general hazard. 

@. Now, you said 4 moment ago that obstructions in streets in- 
crease the rate generally. You stated that as a general proposi- 
tion, if I understood you. 

A. Yes, I said that in certain instances a charge had been 
made. 

@. I don’t mean in the present rate, but I understood you to 
say that the facility of getting at a fire was diminished if there 
were obstructions in the streets? 

A. Certainly. 

@. Now, how are the rates in New York as compared with the 
rates in Boston, of insurance? 

A. Well, the present rates in’ New York, while they vary 
according to the district, I should say that in what they call 
the merchandise district their rates are no more than they have 
been. 

@. For how long a period? . 

A. For five years, I I should say. For the last five years 
their rates in what is called the merchandise district have been 
very much higher than our rates. 

@. But they have not changed and they have gone up here? 

A. No, they haven’t changed and ours have gone up. 

@. And as to the losses in New York—you insure in New 
York as well as in Boston? 

A. Yes. 

@. As to the losses in New York — how do they compare with 
the losses in Boston, speaking generally ? 

A. Well, I can only judge from our own experience. New 
York is a very much larger city and has a great many more fires, 
but our experience has been that we have always uniformly made 
a profit in New York City. 

@). Now, in several of the streets of New York there is the ele- 
vated railroad ? 

As; Yes, sir: 

@. And is a special rate made in those streets where the ele- 
vated railroad exists? 

A. I think not. I think the elevated road has been an assist- 
ance at times; a structure from which they can fight the fire. 

@. Yes; but as arule, for the erection of ladders and all that 
sort of thing, it would not be an assistance, would it? 

A, Yes, they can place their ladders on the side, I suppose. 
For the large swinging ladders, like the Hayes ladder and the 
Skinner ladder, I suppose the structure would be in the way. 

@. Well, I don’t know the technical names of the ladders, but 
take the ladders that go in sections, that mount up, go on wheels. 
—1 don’t mean to say the single ladder that we used to see as 
boys in the country, but I mean some of these other ladders which

the Fire Department use. Wouldn’t the erection of all those lad- 
ders be impeded by the elevated railroad structure? 

A. I don’t know, Mr. Hyde. I asked an underwriter once in 
New York about that and he said that he didn’t know that the ele- 
vated railroad formed any obstruction, that in fact they used it at 
times. 

(). Of course they can often get upon the structures and use 
them in order to get a hose on a building in case of fire; but in 
getting ladders up I would naturally suppose that they would be 
rather in the way, wouldn’t you? 

A. Well, I don’t know but they can span them — erect them, 
from the middle of the street. The middle of the street is clear 
with the elevated roads. 

(@. Now, if you can span one of those structures with a high 
ladder, how much easier it would be to span a single feed-wire 
which is up nearer to the building? 

A. In this case, with the trolley system, the whole street is 
covered. 

@. I am speaking now of the feed-wire —this hearing is in 
regard to the feed-wires. Have you ever seen a fire where the 
getting up of the ladders was interfered with by a feed-wire? 

A. I haven’t been much to fires since the trolley system was 
put in, but whenever I have gone, at the time when [ got there 
either their ladders were up or the wires were down. 

(. Therefore, as far as your observation goes you haven’t any- 
thing to say about that? 

A. As far as my observation has gone I haven’t much to say. 

@. (By Ald. Haiti.) When you have arrived, you have found 
the feed-wires down or the ladders up? 

A. Yes, sir; they had either got up inside of them or cut them 
down. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Now, will you tell me where you have 
ever seen the feed-wires down at a fire? 

A. Well, I think at all the large fires I have seen a tangled 
mass of wires, and the electricity playing through them, and I 
supposed the feed-wires formed a part of them. 

(). Well, will you tell me where you ever saw a fire where the 
feed-wires were down? 

A. I don’t fool around much—TI usually keep clear of those 
wires ; never fool around those wires much. 

@. You have never seen such an instance, have you? 

A. I didn’t claim that I could state particularly in regard to 
that. I said that my evidence was entirely hearsay on that 
point. 

@. Therefore, really, when you come to get down to it, you 
don’t really know of any instance where the fighting of a fire has 
been hindered because of the presence of the feed-wires ? 

A. Not from my own personal actual observation. . 

@. Well, is there any fire you think of where there was a feed- 
wire in the street in front of the building that burned, where 
there was a feed-wire which interfered in any way with the fight- 
ing of the fire ?

A. Well, I think at the Globe Theatre fire that there was a 
feed-wire there. I didn’t ever see it at all, but I suppose there 
was one there. 

@. Was your attention ever called to any accident in con- 
nection with fighting the fire in that building, owing to the feed- 
wire? 

A. No, sir; I don’t think so. 

@). Now, speaking of the dangers coming to property from elec- 
tric wires, how could a building be injured by a feed-wire? They 
don’t come into the buildings, do they ? 

A. No. 

@. They are insulated ? 

A. Well, Mr. Hyde, referring to the danger, I was referring 
more particularly to the trolley-wires, — the naked wires. 

@. But the naked wires, the trolley-wires, do not go into the 
buildings ? 

A. No, but it isn’t necessary to have a wire that carries a cur- 
rent go into the building. If a stray or dead wire falls upon a 
live wire, it will convey a current to any other naked wire. 

@. But the Legislature a few years ago authorized the appoint- 
ment by law of a man to take care of all dead wires. Have you 
ever heard of any trouble from dead wires since Mr. Flanders was 
appointed Superintendent or Inspector of Wires? 

A. I don’t know that I have heard of any? 

@. And that objection has been taken out of the way since Mr. 
Flanders has been appointed supervisor of all that class of wires? 

A. Yes; but I will say not only dead wires, but wires which are 
dead sometimes, — that is, wires are constantly breaking, all the 
time, in a storm, for instance, and that makes a hazard. ‘There is 
always liability to trouble, at any time, when you find the wires 
down. 

®. Yes, but can you mention any instance where, from a trolley 
or feed wire, any fire has been caused? 

A. I don’t recaall any now, at the time. I have heard of fires 
which were claimed to be caused by electric wires. 

Q@. Yes, electric wires; but I am talking now of the wires on 
the railroad, the railway wires, the feed-wires. 

A. I don’t recall any at the present moment. 

@. Now, of course there may be instances where a telephone 
wire enters the building? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And by that means an electric spark may have access to the 
building ? 

A; Yes, ‘sir. 

@. And an electric-light wire the same, or a telegraph wire the 
same, if it comes into the building? 

A. Yes, sir; or a messenger-call wire. 

(. But as railroad wires don’t go into buildings, are not at- 
tached to them — the feed-wires or the other wires — I would like 
to hear of any fires that they have caused in buildings? 

A. I couldn’t give you any instance, but any kind of wire that 
carries a dangerous current, any wire that is a live wire, whether 
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it is a naked wire or an insulated wire that is likely to have the in- 
sulation broken, is a menace to the underwriting interest. 

@. Now, I just asked you a little while ago where the danger- 
ous point of electric current comes? 

A. Well, if everything was intact, if anything was all right, 
there would be very few losses. If every piece of machinery in 
this city was perfect there would never be any trouble from it. 
But everything is liable to get out of order and so you get trouble. 

@. I suppose if nothing ever got out of order and there were 
no hazards the insurance business would be a pretty good business ? 

A. No, there wouldn’t be any insurance business. 

@. No. Now, I will come to the question of what you call a 
dangerous wire? 

A. I call any naked wire, or any wire that becomes naked from 
any accident, a dangerous wire — any wire that carries a current is 
a dangerous wire to a certain extent. 

@. Yes, toa certain extent. Perhaps there is danger to us 
while we are sitting here in this building of the building falling ; 
yet it is not such a danger that we could exactly insure against it. 
Now, did you ever hear of anybody being hurt by any current that 
a telephone wire carried? 

A. I don’t know that I ever did. 

Mr. Wititams. — Mr. Chairman, Mr. Hyde seems to be anxious 
to obtain expert information. Now, this witness hus been exam- — 
ined for an hour upon matters which he does not pretend to know 
anything about, and it seems to me that we ought to draw the line 
somewhere. I have a gentleman right here sitting behind the 
witness who is an expert upon these questions, and I think it 
might be well to call him — Fire Commissioner Murphy — to re- 
spond to these expert questions that this witness does not pretend 
to know anything about. Mr. Hyde is examining upou a line that 
is entirely beyond the witness’s knowledge. 

Mr. Hyper. —I suppose that there is nothing so fundamental 
and elementary as the principle of testimony in law that the wit- 
ness may be examined, when he has made his statements, as to 
his knowledge and as to his source of knowledge. Now, Mr. 
Partridge went on when he started and stated that he regarded — 

Mr. Wiixtiams. — Go on, Mr. Hyde; I withdraw all objections. 

Mr. Hype. — I thought you would. 

Mr. WILiLiAms. — Yes — to save time. 

Ald. Hatt. — I think we had better confine it to the subject in 
hand. ‘The witness has been asked three or four times what he 
considered a dangerous wire, and his answer has been substan- 
tially the same in each instance —a wire, I think he said, that 
‘carried a dangerous current or that caused a serious obstruction. 
The last answer was anything that carried a dangerous current. 
The witness has already answered that question several times and 
repetition will not be necessary, in that instance, anyway, to get 
at the fundamental principles of his knowledge. 

The Cuatrman. — The committee hope that the counsel for the 
West End Road will be as short as possible. 

Mr. Hypr. —I shall endeavor to be; but, on the other hand, I 
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think Mr. Partridge rather got a little ahead of his horse in his 
testimony, and I just want to show the specific thing that he is 
objecting to. Now, I will ask him again if he ever knew of any- 
body being hurt by a telephone wire? 

As \No, sir: 

Ald. Bryant. — Mr. Partridge, aren’t about all the telephone 
wires underground, where they couldn’t come in contact? 

Mr. Hypr.— Where they are underground, of course that 
would not apply. I simply asked if he ever knew of anybody 
being hurt by telephone wires? Of course, it is perfectly well 
known that the current on a telephone wire is a very low current 
and that no damage could come from the telephone wire of itself. 

Ald. Harti. — I think the committee will agree to that. 

Ald. Bryant. — Unless it comes in contact with a high-tension 
wire. 


Mr. Hype. Yes; 
Ald. Bryanr. — And it cannot come in contact if it is under- 
ground. 


Mr. Hyver. — Yes, that is right. I simply say that it is not the 
rule that they can do any harm — that they cannot of themselves 
do any harm. That is the practical thing. I think, Mr. Partridge, 
that is all. 


Hon. Joun R. Murpuy. — Sworn. 


@. (By the Cuarrman.) What is your full name, please ? 

Al. Jobn R. Murphy. 

@. And you are one of the Fire Commissioners ? 

A. [am one of the Fire Commissioners. 

(. Will you state to the committee any information that you 
can give in regard to this question ? 

A. Well, I received notice from the chairman of the committee 
to come here. I don’t know what they want of me, but I am here 
to answer any questions. I haven’t any knowledge of what I am 
here for. 

Mr. Witiiams. —I beg pardon—I called upon Mr. Murphy 
in order to see him, and he said that he would be glad to explain 
to the committee anything which he could explain which they 
might desire information upon. Ihave already suggested that I 
should like to have him called, and I believe this is the proper 
time. If I may be permitted to do so, I would like to ask him a 
few questions. 

@. Mr. Murphy, have you, in your official capacity, given at- 
tention to the question of the causes of fires and the obstruction 
to the handling of fires because of wires existing in the highway ? 

A. I have. 

Q. Now, if you have any statement that you can make to the 
committee, giving them an idea of the amount of obstruction that 
is caused by these feed-wires that are in question here, I would 
like to have you make it. 

A. Well, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, the records of the de- 
partment which cover the causes of fires I have not got at my 
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finger’s ends, so as to tell just what particular wire obstructed the 
Fire Department; but I can give a statement in a general way, and 
to-morrow or the next day forward to the committee a copy of our 
records, showing the obstructions, where the fires were, and, as 
nearly as possible, the cause of the obstruction. 

(). (By the Cuarrman.) The particular wires? 

A. Well, as nearly as possible. Of course, in a general way, 
we know what wires obstruct; but, to illustrate my point, at night, 
you know, a ladder might strike a wire; it is in the dark and they 
cannot tell whose wire it is; and in a ease of that kind we cannot 
place the blame where it belongs. But in many cases we can. 
Now, off-handed here I will say just what I said before the Com- 
mittee on Mercantile Affairs at the State Legislature here a few 
weeks ago: that last year there were something like seventy-five, 
not over one hundred, cases of obstruction to the apparatus of the 
Fire Department caused by wires. In some cases we can locate the 
wire that did it, but offhanded I couldn’t say here whether it was 
the feed-wire of the West End Road, or the trolley-wires, or the 
guard-wires, or the support-wires, without looking into the reports 
and having them gone over in detail. In some cases the officer in 
charge would report obstruction to the apparatus by the West End 
trolley system. Well, that might mean the feed-wire, might mean 
the trolley-wire, might mean the support wires. In other cases 
he would report the Boston Electric Light Company’s wires*or a 
Pulsion telephone wire ; in other cases he would report that there 
were various kinds of wires in the vicinity, but couldn’t tell just 
what wire it was. Well, as to the particulars of that, to-morrow 
or later the committee can have it from the books of the Fire 
Department. 

@. (By Mr. Witiiams.) Now, Mr. Murphy, you are familiar 
yourself with operations at fires ? 

A. I have a theoretical knowledge of them. 

Q. Haven’t you a practical knowledge from attending fires here 
in Boston ? 

A. A practical knowledge in the line of seeing the operations, 
yes, sir. 

@. Now, will you state to the committee whether the feed-wires 
that are passed along from pole to pole by the West End 
Railway Company, in case of a fire in a building adjoining those 
feed-wires are 4 serious obstruction to the Fire Department in its 
operations on that building? 

A. It is considered an obstruction by firemen. 

@. Now, isn’t it true that they forma continuous line of ob- 
struction from one side of the building to the other, some ten or 
twelve feet out from the front of the building, at the height of the 
top of the poles of the West End Street Railway Company ? 

A. That is what the Fire Department claim, sir. 

@. And isn’t it true that that is one of the most vital points — 
that is, in height —for the operation of the ladders, just about 
that height ? 

A. Under certain conditions it interferes and delays the rais- 
ing of ladders.

(). And doesn’t it absolutely? Is there any case that you con- 
ceive in which ladders are used on the front of a building, that 
you would not feel very much freer to handle the fire if those big 
electric wires, charged with electricity, were not opposite the first 
story of that building ? 

A. Well, there is one condition where ladders could be raised 
where the feed-wires wouldn’t interfere so very materially, and 
that is with the larger ladders that are raised from the middle of 
the street and raised mechanically. They are away cut in the 
centre of the street and the feed-wires do not interfere so much 
with them as with ladders raised by hand in front of the building. 

@. But in raising those wires in the centre of the street you 
would encounter the other wires —the guard-wires and trolley- 
wires ? 

A. Sometimes encounter the guard-wires. 

Q. Isn’t it true that the only chance you have to operate lad- 
ders really is either on the sidewalk or behind these wires, and 
that you are obstructed in the rear by the trolley-wire, and in the 
front by these feed-wires ; whereas, if you removed the feed-wires 
you would have a free space between the guard-wires and the 
building ? 

A. Well, now, I think it is a fair thing to say here that it is 
considered by fire departments and by active men in the service — 
not so much the Boston service as other services — that if feed- 
wires were not in the way it would help them considerably in gain- 
ing time in raising ladders. I think that is a fair, conservative 
statement to make. 

(. Now, isn’t it true that in the early stage of the fire — that 
is, upon the immediate arrival of the Fire Department — that is the 
most important time during the progress of the fire, that the quick- 
ness in raising the ladders then is the most essential part of the 
operation of the Fire Department? Isn’tit the fact, that that is the 
most essential thing — to get at the fire when it has just started ? 

A. It is so in many cases, perhaps. 

@. Well, in the majority of cases isn’t that so, in the operation 
of your. fire department? 

A. Well, it is fair to go on that rule. 

@. And that delay is at the most vital time in the handling of a 
fire? 

A. That is so in a great many cases. 

@. Wouldn’t you say it was so in the majority of cases? 

A. Well, it is a safe rule to get at a fire, no matter how small 
it is, as quickly as you can. 

@. Now, wouldn’t you feel, wouldn’t every fireman in the city 
of Boston feel relieved in the performance of his duty and with 
respect to his life and limb, if these feed-wires of the West End 
Street Railway Company were put underground ? 

A. Well, I don’t want to speak for the firemen of the city of 
Boston, but I will speak as a representative of the Boston Fire 
Department, and on general principles — 

Q. That is what I mean. 

A. On general principles I think it is fair to say that if all wires 
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were underground it would be a very excellent thing for the efli- 
ciency of the fire service. Now, in making that answer I do not 
pretend to pass upon the question or to say what wires should go, 
or anything of the kind. I*mean all wires. 

(. Precisely — I don’t ask you to commit yourself on that. But 
so far as wires are concerned, isn’t it true that the wires that im- . 
pede the handling of fires are those which are strung or laid down 
in the street, above the surface of the street? You don’t suffer so 
much from those strung along the tops of buildings ? 

A. Well, those strung over buildings, provided they are prop- 
erly strung, we don’t suffer so much from; but there is a danger 
from wires strung over buildings if they are not properly strung. 

(). They are liable to fall? 

A. They are liable to fall. 

(J. And isn’t it true that when the building is falling these wires 
high overhead are liable to fall, and to fall down on to the wires 
that are strung in the streets, around which you are operating 
ladders ? 

A. Well, that claim is made. 

@. Well, don’t you know it to be a fact? 

A. Well, I would like to have the records of the department 
looked over in that respect. I can recall but one instance where 
I personally know of the fact. IJ think the records of the depart- 
ment would be a sufficient way to answer that question. 

(). Now, it is true in connection with putting out fires, is it 
not, that you often have to have these feed-wires removed ? 

A. Well, that I cannot say. I know that there are times when 
we have had to have the current shut off and where we have had 
the guard-wires cut and some of the supports of the trolley; but 
I cannot at this moment recall an instance which I can recollect 
individually where the feed-wire has been cut. That is another 
question for the records of the department to answer. 

(J. Then I would like to ask this question: is your department 
equipped to cut these great feed-wires along the sidewalk ? 

A. Well, our department carries appliances that will cut the 
trolley-wires and the guard-wires and on a pinch they might be 
able to cut the feed-wires, but we prefer leaving that to the West 
Knd people; that is, if it ever became necessary to cut the feed- 
wires. 

(). These feed-wires are very much larger than the other wires? 

A. Yes. I think, if it ever became necessary, that the depart- 
ment would rather try to cut the supports at the top of the poles 
und drop the wires on to the ground than to try to cut the feed- 
wires. 

@. But even then the feed-wires would be still in the way of 
your firemen operating ? 

A. Well, they would still be alive, but whatever obstruction 
there would be from their lying there on the ground would proba- 
bly be met. 

@. When you have a fire on the line of this trolley system 
don’t you at once notify the West End Street Railway Company 
to have the current cut off as soon as possible ? 
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We notify their representatives. 

In every case? 

Yes, sir. 

That is one of the first things to be done, isn’t it? 

Yes, sir. 

Now, isn’t that because you consider the existence of a high 
current of electricity along the line of your operations a danger to 
your firemen and an interruption of your work? 

ASA 68: 

(@). Now, is it not a fact that at some of the largest fires which 
we have had in the city of Boston in the last two or three years 
the Fire Department nas been very seriously hampered and endan- 
gered by the escape of electricity on to the ladders and into the 
buildings by the water that is put upon burning buildings? 

A. That is a matter of record, too, in the Fire Department, and 
I think the testimony given by myself before the State Committee 
would cover that point — namely, I think there were last year some 
thirty-five accidents to men from shocks, in one year. 

@. That is your recollection ? 

A. Yes, sir; but that is from all kinds of wires, including 
everything. 

Q. All kinds of wires ; but those are from high-potential cur- 
rents? 

A. High-potential currents. 

@. And you say there were thirty-five such accidents last year? 

A. Somewhere in that neighborhood. 

@. Any deaths? 

A. No, not as bad as that. That thirty-five means all kinds, 
you know, from slight shocks to extreme shocks. 

@. (By Mr. REep. ) Mr. Murphy, do you remember how many 
cases of obstruction there were besides those cases of accidents? 

A. I said that about seventy-five cases were reported. 

(J. And I think you said there were cases of injury? 

A. Well, that is just what I stated about a few moments ago — 
the cases of accidents. 

@. (By Mr. Wittrams.) Have you any statistics with you re- 
lating to the interference in fires by wires? 

A. No, I have not, but I can furnish them at the request of the 
committee. | 

Mr. WiLui1Ams. — Do you say that you have a copy, Mr. Reed? 

Mr. Reep. — I have a copy, Mr. Chairman. It is rather rapidly 
made, but accurate, because I compared it. 

Mr. Hypr. — I would rather have the commissioner furnish 
that. 

Mr. Wiiiiams.— If the committee will ask Mr. Murphy to sub- 
mit those statistics to the committee, I should like it. 

The CHarrman. — The committee will consider that in time. 

@. (By Ald. Bryant.) Mr. Murphy, is it customary for the 
West End wagon to respond to all fire alarms in the district here? 

A. Itis. 

@. How quickly do they get there — about as quickly as the 
Fire Department ? 
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A. Notas quickly as the Fire Department — I couldn’t say that, 
you know. That would be a little too much. 

(). I had understood that they did, and that is the reason why I 
asked the question ? 

A. Well, whoever makes that claim is talking, as the boys say, 
through his hat. 

@. I thought so at the time, but I thought I would ask you. 

A. They get there, for men who are not firemen, with fair celer- 
ity — that is, they get there quite quickly at times. 

@. (By Mr. Wicrtams.) What do they do when they get 
there? 

A. Their duty is to hold themselves subject to the order of the 
chief or the officer in command of the fire, who acts through our 
Inspector of Wires. ‘That is, if the chief or the officer in command 
wants wires cut he either sends word to the West End representa- 
tive, or commands the Inspector of Wires to hunt him up and have 
him do it. And if the West End men do not do it our Inspector 
of Wires is supposed to go ahead and do it. 

(). Have you investigated at all the causes of fires? 

A. Yes, sir; we keep a record of the causes of fires and it is 
a reliable record, as reliable as is kept by any fire service. 

(). Can you state to the committee bow many fires you attribute 
to electricity as a cause? 

A. Well, now, directly, possibly in one year the number is not 
so very large that we can directly trace — perhaps thirty-five, per- 
haps forty last year that we can directly trace. But there is one 
peculiarity about fires, especially in connection with this electrical 
question. Electricity may very often cause a fire and you cannot 
prove it. 

(. Well, now, whether or not you, from your experience and 
observation, do not, in your judgment, consider that the great 
increase in the fire losses in the city of Boston, in the number of 
fires, is really due to the existence of high-potential currents in 
and over the city of Boston? 

A. Well, that is a rather broad question to deal with, in a 
short time. But there is one peculiarity I have noticed about 
fires, and it is this, that the number of fires in American cities — 
for instance, take Boston, the number has increased in five or six 
years from in the neighborhood of 800 to 1,700. Now, that same 
characteristic is shown in the other large cities of America. Now, 
in some of those cities the wire system is in fairly good condition, 
so that you will notice the same peculiar characteristic in all the 
cities. Now, it is hardly fair, under all those circumstances, to 
claim that all the increase comes from wires; but I do think it is 
fair to make this statement, that the peculiar construction of build- 
ings, together with the modern appliance of electricity as a power 
and the way it is carried in wires over a city, must have some- 
thing to do with that wonderful increase. 

(). Well, don’t you regard it as a very considerable, if not the 
largest, factor in the increase of fires. 

A. That I am not prepared to say. 

(). Because you haven’t proof; but in your judgment is not that 
so? 
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A. First because I haven't proof, and again, while the electricity 
might start the fire, you would not have the enormously big fires 
that you have at the present time unless it were due to the peculiar 
conditions of the building. 

(@. What are those? 

‘A. Large area buildings, badly constructed. 

(. We have better building laws to-day than a few years ago? 

A. Yes, sir; but the building laws are a thing of to-day and it 
may take fifty perhaps one hundred years, to get the benefit of 
them. 

(). Yes, —- the old buildings you mean? 

A. Yes, sir; the old buildings. 

(). Now, as to fires caused by electricity — do you know of 
any considerable large fires which have been traced by you to 
electricity ? 

A. The Fire Marshal of the city of Boston has traced fires and 
he has claimed that one of the largest fires we ever had in the 
modern history of the city came from electricity that was wander- 
ing around. 

(). Which was that? 

A. That was the fire down in the Jordan, Marsh building on 
Kingston street here. 

Q. It swept out that whole area? 

A. Swept out that whole area. 

(J. Have you the statistics of the fires caused by electricity ? 

Yes, sir. 

(). You have those on record ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And you will furnish those to the committee sometime, will 
you? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(By Mr. Reep.) I would like to ask Mr. Murphy two or 
three questions, Mr. Chairman, Mr. Murphy, is it a fact, as Mr. 
Williams stated in his opening argument, that this insulation on 
the feed- wires is readily rubbed off by the heavy ladders ? 

4. Well, now, insulation on any wire may be affected in that 
way. 

@. Well, the insulation is very heavy on those wires, isn’t it? 

A. Yes; but no matter what the insulation is, you know that, 
after a while, it is apt to be rubbed off by ladders. 

@. Well, one of those heavy ladders frequently has a good deal 
of iron about it and would be likely to do that? 

A. It could do it. 

(). Well, wouldn’t it be likely to do it? 

A. Well, under the proper conditions, yes; that is, provided 
the feed-wires struck the ladder, and provided the insulation was 
poor, — that is, got sort of old, — then it would do it. 

@. And is it a fact that a current of water from the nozzle of a 
hose will carry an electric current? 

A. That is a fact. 

@. And do you know the proportion of return wires to feed- 
wires in the city here in this West End system? 
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A. Well, that is a matter of record which our department can 
furnish to the committee. I don’t know just what the proportion 
is at the present time, because during the last year or two 
considerable changes have been made in the volume of return 
wires. 

@. That you have in your records ? 

A. That we have or can get. 

@. Will you furnish them? 

A. If the committee so desire. 

@. (By Mr. Wittrams.) Just a single question, and that is, 
whether it is not true, in your judgment, that the effectiveness of 
your firemen is considerably decreased when they are working 
about dangerous wires? Don’t you think it demoralizes the work 
at a fire when these high-potential wires are in the way? 

A. I have so testified before a legislative committee. 

@. And that is your judgment? 

A. ‘That is my judgment. 

(). That relates to every fire where these high-potential wires 
are in the way? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And you would expect from your department a very much 
greater percentage of efficiency if you could get the high-potential 
wires out of the streets entirely ? 

A. If the high-potential wires were got out of the streets en- 
tirely and we found that we weren’t making the record that we 
thought we should make, why we would immediately try and hunt 
up and see where the difficulty was. My judgment is that if the 
wires were underground and if the electricity was properly looked 
after in the city of Boston, the efficiency of the Boston fire service 
would be immeasurably increased. 

@. (By Mr. Reep.) Do you recall a case, Mr. Murphy, of a 
fire November 22d of last year on the corner of Eliot street, where 
Donovan, McDonald, and O’Connor were injured? I thought you 
might recall it. 


A. Yes, the Plymouth Rock Pants fire ? 

Q. Yes, sir. 

A. “Yer 

@. That was caused by the ladder being charged, was it not? 
A. It was. 

@. And do you remember whether their injuries were at all 


serious ? 

A. Their injuries were serious to this extent, that one man was 
laid off for three days, I believe, and two or three more sufliciently 
injured for the time being to be laid off for a short while. 

@. (By Ald. Haty.) By what wires was the ladder charged ? 

A. The wires of the Plymouth Rock Pants Company, if my 
memory serves me. They were equipped with electric lights. 
There was a mass of wires there, among them some of our own 
fire alarm wires, by the way. 

@. High tension? 

A. No, low; but the ones that caused the trouble were the 
wires on this line of poles. 
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Q. (By Mr. Reep.) Do you recall the case of the Hecht fire? 
The date of that was January, 1893, I think. 

A. Yes; January 10, 1893. 

Q. Where certain men — hosemen Lawler and Lieutenant Ken- 
nedy — were injured? 

A. Yes. Lawler and Kennedy? I don’t recall exactly the 
names of the men hurt,— that is, those special men, — but I re- 
call the incident, investigated by the city government of last year 
in relation to that Hecht fire, where the apparatus was interfered 
with by high-potential wires. 

@. Well, was this hoseman directly struck by a line? 

A. Well, I won’t say that particular man. There were several 
cases there. One man, for example, couldn’t work the water- 
tower because it got charged with electricity. Then there was a 
case of one of the captains who was playing astream of water, and 
it struck some wires and he got a shock in the arm. ‘Then there 
were some cases of men who got shocked from walking in water. 

(. Do you remember anything about the man who was struck 
on the face and had his nose broken ? 

A. I don’t recall that special incident. 

@. (By Mr. Hype.) Now, Mr. Murphy, take the down-town 
portion of the city, for that is where the feed-wires are tapped in 
short sections, there are cut-offs, so that in case of fire the currents 
are switched off? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And the West End keeps several what are called emergency 
gangs ? 

aL hey do. 

(). Whose duty, among other things, is to hasten to all fires ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(). And they are equipped and prepared and it is their duty to 
cut all wires that the Fire Department may request to have cut? 

7s ROA bree coe 

(. And for all wires cut of any kind the city has to make no 
recompense to the company. 

I should hope not. 

They have to repair their own wires? 

Yes, sir. 

That is the understanding ? 

That is the way it is done. 

Freely done, without any expense to the city? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Now, we have a patrol of men passing around nights 
through the city inspecting and looking after the wires? 

A. I believe you have. 

@. And the foremen of each of those several patrols has a key 
to the signal box system? 

A. Yes, sir; I think so. 

@. With instructions from us that in case of observation or 
notice of a fire they shall at once give the alarm, and the city 
makes no compensation to those men for any service rendered ia 
that way ? 
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A. The Fire Department doesn’t. 

Mr. Hype. — No, as I say, that is done by the railroad under 
their instructions, to-day, without any cost to the city. 

Mr. Wiriiams. —I suppose you are aware, Mr. Hyde, that 
that is a part of your contract with the city of Boston? 

Mr. Hyps. — Oh, no, it isn’t. 

Mr. Wixiiams. —I will read the bond to you. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, I know what I am talking about in that 
matter and you don’t, Mr. Williams. 

Mr. Witiiams. — You may be misled, Mr. Hyde. Let me read 
the bond. 

Mr. Hype. — The bond relates to the cutting of wires and does 
not relate to these gangs of men who go about in that way. That 
is an arrangement we have made for the assistance of the depart- 
ment, and it is not the subject of a bond of any kind. It is 
simply a subject of mutual agreement, to facilitate the work of the 
department, and if it can be of any service to the department and 
of any good to the city we are glad of it. The foreman is given — 
a key for that purpose, so that if anything happens, if they observe 
anything, the alarm can be sent in. 

Mr. Wittiams. — Now, let me give you the wording of the bond. 

Mr. Hypr. — No, there is no need of you doing that, because I 
understand all about it. I am examining this witness, now, 
please. 

Mr. Writrrams. — You are examining the witness and now a 
certain thing comes up as a matter of record. You have stated 
that the road does certain things and I want to ask you the ques- 
tion whether it is the voluntary act of the West End Street Rail- 
way Company? And I want to suggest to you that it is not the 
voluntary act, but that it is what you are compelled to do by the 
contract with the city of Boston. 

Mr. Hype. — Now, I am examining this witness. I know all 
about the bond and I know that it has nothing to do with the 
case. 

Mr. Witriams. —I want to refer to that in the course of this 
examination, so that that matter will be set right. 

Mr. Hype. — You can in due time. 

Mr. Wittiams. — That has been referred to and I think it is 
proper to introduce it into the examination at this point. 

Mr. Hype — You can do it so at the proper time. 

Mr. Witiriams. —I think this is the proper time, and I desire 
to refer to that bond. 

Mr. Hype. —I know what that is, and I know that it has noth- 
ing to do with this case. I object to hearing it now while I am 
cross-examining Mr. Murphy. 

The Cuairman.—The Chair thinks the committee are here for 
all the information they can get, and that it is immaterial whether 
this is read now or later. 

Mr. Hype. —It is understood generally that when a witness is 
testifying it is not usual to interject such matters at all. 

Ald. Hatt. —I think as a matter of law, that when the counsel 
examining a witness assumes something which is not true and the 
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counsel on the other side wishes to correct that assumption, that it 
is considered but fair to the opposing counsel to allow a correct 
statement to be made. 

Mr. Hype. — Have I assumed anything ? 

Ald. Harti. — Well, that is what the position of the opposing 
counsel is. 

Mr. Hype. — No, I admit that there is a bond given which re- 
lates to the cutting of wires, but there has been no bond given, 
and Mr. Williams cannot produce one, relating to the men I have 
referred to patrolling the city and carrying a key and giving notice 
by alarms to the Fire Department when anything in the line of a 
fire comes under their observation. There is certainly no bond of 
any kind to that effect. 

Mr. Witxiams. — Well, you should examine the proper law ofli- 
cers of the city of Boston on any questions of law; that is, as to 
the liability of the West End Railway Company to pay damages, to 
make up damages, or the liability of the city. It is a matter of law 
that you are questioning this officer of the city in regard to, and 
then you go on to state that the West End Street Railway Com- 
pany does these things voluntarily — cutting the wires, ete., and 
bearing the expense for it. 

Mr. Hypr. — No, I don’t say that they do that voluntarily. 
That is a matter that is covered in the bond; but what they do 
voluntarily is to send their men around patrolling, and they have 
a key, and when there is any sign of fire they ring in the alarm. 
That is all they do voluntarily, and that is all I claim that they do. 
Mr. Witiiams. -— Oh, I didn’t refer to that. 

Mr. Hari. — I understood that it was the cutting of the wires. 
Mr. Wivurams. — Certainly that is what I understood that you 
said, Mr. Hyde. 

Mr. Hype. — No, the cutting of the wires is covered in the 
bond, in the agreement. ‘There is no doubt about that. I simply 
referred to the patrol. 

Mr. Wivuiams. — Well, in regard to the men carrying the key 
and patrolling, and that being done voluntarily, I have uo objec- 
tion to that statement, I don’t think that is in the bond. 

Mr. Hype. —I thought you were getting on the wrong tack, 
Brother Williams. 

@. Now, Mr. Murphy, if [remember aright what you said at the 
State House upon the matter the other day, it was that the high- 
est wires, the highest strung wires, I mean, you thought interfered 
more than the wires lower down with fighting fires, as a rule? 

A. Asarule. . 

@. Now, as I understand it, taking the wires that you have had 
out here in the streets to contend with, the telephone wires have 
very largely gone underground ? 

A. Very largely. 

@. ‘The Edison incandescent electric lighting wires have very 
largely gone underground? 

A. Altogether. 

@. The high-potential wires, the other electric-light wires, or 
those supplying what we call the arc lights, are still above ground ? 
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A. Still above ground. 

@. And asa a matter of fact those are the principal source of 
danger, because of their high- Doc aah current, if you come in con- 
tact with them? 

A. Well, you know, Mr. Hyde, that all I can go on record by 
is the record of the department in that respect. 

@. I mean as to the voltage? 

A. Well. as to the voltage, I should say, as to danger of life, 
yes, without any question. 

@. Well, that is the fact, that they are the most dangerous in 
that respect? 

A. Yes, they have the highest voltage, I should say, as to 
life. 

(). They carry a voltage substantially of two thousand ? 

A. Fully that, if anything — more, possibly. 

(. That is, the electric-light wires ? 

A. Yes, sir; the arc-light wires. 

@. And the telephone wires do not carry a voltage at the most, 
under any circumstances, of more than one or two hundred? 

A. Well, they are something below voltage, I think. They are 
away down. I believe they are reckoned in amperes — I think 
below, far below any of the electric-lighting wires. 

@. And the same refers to the telegraph wires—-they are 
below ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And the West End trolley-wires have a voltage of about 
five hundred? 

CA; eel OS," Ir. 

(). And therefore, with the telephone, telegraph, and electric- 
light wires out of the way the electric danger would be very much 
diminished ? 

A. There is no question about it at all. 

@. And besides the danger, there is interference and has been 
interference with the operation of the Fire Department by reason of 
wires being strung through the streets ? 

A. That is an interference. 

(). Now practically there is no way in the present method of 
operating cars of disposing of the trolley-wires ? 

A. Not that I know of or have heard of. Hold on, I will take 
that back — I understand that in some cities in the West they have 
tried a system whereby they use it underground, but it is so ex- 
pensive that it isn’t likely to be generally adopted. That is what 
is claimed. 

@. Yes, there are one or two other systems which claim that 
that can be done, but they have not gone substantially into 
practical use. 

A. I have heard of some systems, although I do not know of 
their being practically used yet. 

(J. Now, the feed-wire which has been spoken of as put up 
along the sides upon the poles is a thoroughly insulated wire, as 
thoroughly insulated a wire as there is in use, is it not? 

A. So it is understood. 
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(. And do you know of any better insulated wire that is about 
Boston than that which the West End Road uses? | 

A. Well, I cannot say that Iam a judge of wire, but I never 
have heard of any complaints being made against the insulation 
of your wire any more than against the insulation of anybody’s 
else wire. 

@. No, as I say, the practice of insulating wires is now done 
by people who make it a business, and all the companies using wire 
purchase it from certain parties who are engaged in that business 
and who have made it a study. Is it not a fact that insulation 
has improved considerably upon wires in the last few years? 

A. They have improved within five years materially. 

@. Yes, they have improved very materially in the insulation. 
Now, the interior wire, or the feed-wire that carries the current, 
is a copper wire.’ 

A. I have understood that it was a series of Copper wires. 

(). Yes, but all these wires are of copper. 

Act Ves Nisin: 

@. They then are all put in a coil, or put together in a bunch? 

A. Yes, sir; bunched. 

@. And then around that is put the insulation ? 

ALY estusir. 

(). And aside from the insulation, what would you say was about 
the average size of the feed-wire — that is, how large or small? 

At Well, I think it would be a fair thing to say that it would 
possibly be an inch in diameter, that the original wire inside 
would be about an inch in size. 

@. Now, outside of that goes the insulation ? 

A. Yes, sir; outside of the wire. Well, l should say that it 
was an inch and a trifle over, including everything, and taking the 
average size. 

@. Now, what is that insulation generally composed of? I 
don’t mean in detail, but the general composition ? 

A. Well, that is a pretty difficult thing to tell, you know. 
Everybody who makes insulation claims that it is a secret and 
each company claims that they have got the best method. 

@. Well, it is a preparation of rubber? 

A. Yes, sir; rubber and some kind of vulcanite — that is, it is 
in a sort of vulcanite form. 

~@. And if it is properly insulated it is waterproof? 

A, Yes, sir; it should be waterproof for some time. 

@. I mean when it is put up, of course — in time it will wear 
out like anything else. Now, that wire has no connection in per- 
forming its duties with buildings, has it? 


A. None. 
Q. It feeds into the trolley-wire? 
As Yes) sir: 


@. And doesn’t come in contact with the buildings; and, if 
properly insulated both on the pole and by reason of its covering, 
itis a wire that does not convey to anybody coming in contact 
with it any shock? 

A. No, under these conditions it does not. 
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(). If the wire is neglected and is allowed to rot away, or if 
there is any abrasion caused by reason of contact with anything, 
then of course if you expose the bare wire it may give a shock? 

A. Sure. 

@. Now, you understand that these several groups of men whom 
I have spoken of are constantly going over the city to look out 
and to see that the wires are kept in condition ? 

A. That is so. 

@. Now, as far as you know, have any complaints come to the 
department as to the condition of those wires from lack of care in 
that respect? 

A. No complaints have come directly to the department, to my 
knowledge. 

Q. Now, so far as you know, you have not reported to the 
West End or made complaint that they did not suitably and prop- 
erly care for those wires in that respect? 

A. Not in that respect. 

(). No. Now, there is this possible danger, that if a higher 
voltage wire should drop on to a lower voltage wire, a wire even 
of a lower voltage or potential, it might convey a serious current? 

Al. It would communicate it. 

@. And therefore if the higher tension or higher potential wires 
were removed that danger would disappear? 

A. Just repeat that question. 

@. If the electric-light wires were out of the way any danger of 
their coming in contact with other wires would disappear ? 

A. Well, if all such wires were out of the way that would be 
the case, most assuredly. That danger would be decreased to a 
certain extent. 

@. It would disappear ? 

A. Yes, in that form, but I don’t mean altogether; but it would 
decrease that form of danger from still higher currents. 

(). Now, there has to be in addition to what is called the feed- 
wire a return-wire ? 

A. Yes. 

(). And that return-wire is substantially underground in the 
city of Boston, is it not, so far as the West End Street Railway is 
concerned ? 

A. Substantially. 

(). So there is no further occasion to deal with that, in that re- 
spect, except in a very few instances. 

A. There are some cases, I believe, where the return-wires are 
overhead, if my memory serves me. 

(J). But to a very limited extent? 

A. As I remember it, yes. 

@. (By Mr. Rerp.) About fifty miles, is it not, Mr. Hyde, by 
your last report, — fifty miles of return wire overhead ? 

Mr. Hype. — I cannot say what the report shows. 

Mr. Reep. — I think your report shows forty or fifty miles of 
return-wire overhead. 

Mr. Hyper. —I don’t think you will find that in the city of 
Boston. 
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Mr. Reep. — Yes, I think it is. 

Mr. Hyper. —I think not. 

(). And now, Mr. Murphy, there are difficulties in dealing with 
this question of underground wires and performing the service 
satisfactorily and serviceably, are there not? I don’t come to you 
with these questions on the ground that you are an expert in the 
matter, but I simply ask them in a general way. 

A. Well, in a general way, experts claim that. 

@. But still it can be done? 

A. It can be done with proper expenditure of money. 

(). Nobody claims that it cannot be done, but it is a matter 
that involves a good deal of expenditure. Now, there is another 
question, — I won’t ask you these qnestions if you are not familiar 
with them? 

A. I will answer any question. 

(). I know you will, in regard to anything that comes within 
your knowledge. Now, in regard to this matter — take the case 
of such a severe storm as we had the other day, when we were 
only able to force a small amount of power through the wires, and 
when, by reason of the running of the electric cars and the ploughs 
there was considerable demand upon the system. Now, if ina 
case of that kind we had had the feed-wire underground, what 
would have been the result? Have you any knowledge in regard 
to that? 

A. Well, my opinion, of course, on a question of that kind, is 
only one man’s opinion. On a question of that kind you want to 
vet the opinion of somebody who is an electrical expert, the finest 
in the country, and then he couldn’t answer the question, in my 
judgment. 

Mr. Hype. — He couldn’t answer it fully, Lagree. I think that 
is all. 

@. (By Ald. Lee.) I would like to inquire, Mr. Commissioner, 
if there has been at any time reported to your office any ineflfici- 
ency of the West End Street Railway Company — having charge 
of their wires and having the care of them — in looking out for 
them where there is a fire? 

A. Well, Mr. Alderman, if my memory serves me right, you 
presided over a committee last year when that question was in- 
vestigated. 

@. Task you if that is true? 

A. That was true. 

(). And a case in point was at the Hecht fire? 

A. The Hecht fire. 

@. And the cause of that was? 

A. The cause was inefficiency, or that was the complaint made 
at that hearing. Of course, I am speaking again off-handed, but 
you have the records printed by the government. As I under- 
stand it, the complaint then was that there was a delay in cutting 
off the current of the West End Railroad. It was an error, possi- 
bly, on the part of the men who were sent by the West End Rail- 
road there to the fire. That is, they didn’t cut the current off as 
soon as they should have cut it off, 
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. And the committee in their conclusions upon that investiga- 
ton asked that cut-outs might be placed at certain intervals. 1 
want to ask if the Fire Commissioners or the Fire Department 
have asked the West End Railroad to put in any cut-outs? 

A. We have not. 

(). Have any been put in since that fire ? 

A. Some. 

@. In that locality? 

A. I think so. I have been so informed, but haven’t seen them 
myself personally. 

@. Is there anybody in your department who can tell whether 
there have been or not? 

A. I have the Inspector of Wires, who is the representative of 
the Board in matters of that kind, here to-day, and he has been 
called in for that purpose to answer questions of that kind. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) I understand that these are the cut-outs that 
switch off the current ? 

A. That shut off the current, yes, sir. 

(4. And I understand that there is no danger from an electric wire 
when it is properly shut off ? 

A. When it is properly shut off it is dead. That is, they shut off the 
trolley-wires, but whether that shut-off applies to all your feed-wires or 
not { cannot personally say. 

Q. But to any of the wires to which it is applied the theory is that 
the wires become harmless ? 

A. That is true. 

Q. Now, speaking of that Hecht fire, wasn’t there a misunderstand- 
ing there on the part of the chief in not recognizing our man there, 
thinking that he was another person, so that he didn’t cet within the lines 
as soon as he was really ready to go in? 

A. Twas not aware of that fact. 

Ald. Ler.—I would like to make inquiry as to who he means by the 
chief ? 

Mr. HyYpE. 
charge. 

Ald. LEE. — Whoever was in charge; you don’t mean the chief. 

Mr. Hypr.—I mean the officer who, in some way or other, had 
charge of the lines. 

Com. Murpuy.— If such was the fact, Mr. Hyde, it was never re- 
ported to the Board of Fire Commissioners. 

Mr. Hypr.—It was reported to me that there was delay on that 
account in getting through the lines, the West End man not being recog- 
nized and allowed in upon arrival. 

Com. Murpuy. — Well, the whole matter of the investigation, to- 
gether with the report of the officers on the subject of the Hecht fire, was 
lnid before the city government, and will be found in the report of the 
investigation made by the government of last year. There in detail is 
their statement, and it is not contradicted in any form or by any state- 
ment that I know of. 

(. (By Ald. Leg.) Isn’t it a fact, Mr. Commissioner, that at that 
hearing it was laid down pretty strongly that it was incompetency on 
the p: art of the men who were employed by the West End Road at that 
time, those who had charge of that work ? 

A, Well, now, of course I won't say that the strong word ‘‘ incom- 
petency ” was used, but the inference, the fair inference to be adduced 
from the evidence given by men called before the committee, was that. 
to put it mildly, some of the representatives of the West End Road were 
a little dilatory in getting to that fire and cutting out the current, 


Well, whoever was in charge, —I mean the party in 
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There was also a question raised in regard to the intricacy of the feeding 
system at that particular point, and the claim was made that some 
changes had been made in the feeding down in that section, and that 
some of the men who had come there in response to the alarm of fire 
were not familiar with the feeding system, and made a mistake. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Do you regard it as desirable that at frequent 
intervals this cut-off system should be established ? 

A. It is most desirable from a fire standpoint. 

%. I mean from the fire standpoint; and that there should be proper 
appliances to do it; that it is desirable to have it done, and that the cut- 
outs should not be too far apart. 

A. They should not be too far apart. 

Y. Are you aware of any instances where the West End Road has 
refused to put in those appliances when requested to do so as to any 
locality ? 

A. I am aware of no instance where they have been specially re- 
quested to put it in a special locality. ‘There has been a general under- 
standing between the West End Road and the Board of Fire Commis- 
sioners that they should put in that system all over the city as fast as 
possible. 

Q. Now, are you aware that we have a lot of applications pending 
to put them in and multiply their frequency just at the present time ? 

A. Not that I know of. 

(). Now, one other question. There was no lack of competency in 
that investigation that you are aware of, was there? 

A. In my judgment, no. 

Y. (By Ald. Lee.) Well, youare not posted about that ? 

A. Iam. 

Ald. LEE. — Well, it wasn’t incompetency on your part. ‘The other 
witnesses here who testified did not testify that it was incompetency on 
your part, but that the trouble was with certain officials. 

Com. Murruy. —I think you misunderstood Mr. Hyde’s question, 
Mr. Alderman. He is asking my judgment as to the investigation held 
last year by the city government, as to whether there was any incom- 
petency displayed on the part of the city government, and I say, ‘‘ In 
my judgment, no.” 

Ald. Lee.— Well, as a committee, you mean, or as one branch of 
the corporation, the Fire Department? Is that what he means? 

@. Now, I want to ask you a question, Mr. Murphy. Mr. Hyde 
asked you about cut-outs, and I understood you to say that you would 
recommend cut-outs, but I suppose you would only recommend them 
with the feed-wires overhead — you wouldn’t recommend them if those 
Wires were put underground ? 

A. The question he asked of me was as regards the present system 
of the West End Railroad, whether I would recommend cut-outs, and 
whether I thought a great many of them at proper intervals would be 
the correct plan while the wires were overhead, and my answer was yes. 

@. Would there be any need of them if the wires were underground ? 

A. 1lcannot conceive of their being very essential underground. 

. That is the cut-outs, if the wire was underground ? 

A. Yes, sir; the cut-outs. 

Y. (By Ald. Hauty.) That is, not for the Fire Department, Mr. 
Murphy ? 

A. Not for the Fire Department. : 

Mr. Hype. — But they would if the trolley-wires remained up, as 
well as keeping the feed-wires above ground. Burying the feed-wires 
wouldn’t dispose of that necessity. 

@. (By Mr. WiixiAms.) Mr. Murphy, the cut-out doesn’t cut out 
the trolley, does it ? 

A. It is claimed that the cut-out does cut out the trolley, I believe. 
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@. Do you think so? 

A. lam not prepared to say that it isn’t so. 

. Don’t you know that it cuts out the feed-wires and doesn’t cut out 
the trolley? 

A. Ihave heard that said, but of my own knowledge I cannot say it 
is SO. 

QY. And the only occasion for the cut-out of the wires is by reason of 
their danger, is it not, to property, and their being dangerous in connec- 
tion with the operations of the Fire Department in putting out a fire. 

A. The idea of a cut-out, I think, originated in a conference between 
the West End Road and the Board of Fire Commissioners some two or 
three years ago; and the result of that conference was an agreement — 
not a binding agreement, but a sort of tacit agreement — that these cut- 
outs would be put in in order to do away with the danger to firemen and, 
at the same time, by reason of their own interest, from a business stand- 
point, they thought it was best to put these cut-outs in. 

(). Now, as far as fires are concerned, as Alderman Lee has asked 
you the question, if those wires were underground and properly insulated 
underground there would be no occasion for cutting out the feed-wires ? 

A. There wouldn’t be the same occasion for that that there is over- 
head. 

@. Well, what occasion would there be at all, if the wires were 
properly insulated underground, for a cut-out ? 

A. Possibly I should have modified that answer and have said that 
there would be no occasion from a fire standpoint ? 

Q. That is what I asked you. 

A. Oh, what I understood your question to be was this: What occ 
sion would there be to cut out wires under ground? There would aan s 
be occasion at times, in connection with the operation of such a system, 
to cut out electric power, so cut-outs would be needed for that reason — 
not from a fire standpoint. 

Mr. WiLiiams. — I think that no one so understood it at the time you 
made the answer, and [ simply thought I would like to make it plain. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) What was the question that was asked of you ? 

A. Iwas asked the question whether there would be any occasion for 
cut-outs if the wires were underground, and I said there would be no 
occasion possibly from a fire e standpoint, but in order that they might be 
able to cut off the current when they wished to do so, from a business 
standpoint there would. 

). Now, as a matter of fact, when the current is cut out on the oc- 
‘asion of a fire, when the current is cut out in the street, doesn’t it cut 
off the current of the trolley as well as of the feed-wire ? 

A. Ihave so understood. I have heard it stated so, but of my own 
knowledge I don’t know that it is so. 

(). But the theory of the whole arrangement is to remove the current 
from the street ? 

A. From all wires — that is the theory. 

(). All wires of the railroad system ? 

A. Yes, sir; all wires of the railroad system. 

Q. And if that is the object of cut-outs you would have to have cut- 
outs as long as you have the trolley, so as to have it properly cut out of 
the trolley in case of emergency. 

A. Yes, if the current fed up to the trolley, I suppose you should 
properly have cut-outs. 

Q. Isay, if it fed up to the trolley, the trolley being overhead. Of 
course the feed-wire, whether it would be undergr ound or on the poles, 
feeds the fluid into the tev and it would be the case that the current 
would be fed into the trolley just the same whether the feed-wire was 
on the poles or underground. 

Ald. Hatt. — Of course, when the current is diverted, shut off, that 
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stalls the cars in that district, in that vicinity, and if the trolley and all 
of the wires could be changed, if there could be a system which would 
operate with the motive power, the feed-wires, etc., underground, if 
such a system were in working order, were practicable, a fire wouldn’t 
interfere with the working of the cars — there wouldn’t be any blocks, 
etc. 

Mr. Hyper. — Now, just let me understand that question. 

Ald. Hatit.—As I understand it, Mr. Hyde, the first thing you said 
was this, that at present the cars get stalled in case of a fire ? 

Mr. Hype. — Of course, where the current is cut off in the vicinity the 
cars are cut off. 

Ald. HALL. — Then I ask you this question: If the wires were put 
underground, in case of fire, wouldn’t it do away with the stalling of the 
cars ? 

Mr. HyprE. — You ask the question if, in case of fire, if the wires 
were put underground, it wouldn’t do away with the stalling of the 
cars P 

Ald. HALL. — Yes, sir. Of course, the stalling of the cars is due to 
the fact, in the first place, that they cannot get by where the engines 
are, and that same condition of affairs would exist no matter where the 
wires were. But there is this other point in regard to the question of 
the stalling of the cars, that changes have been made as I have been in- 
formed by hearsay, you understand, of such a nature as to allow them 
to feed their currents in in some peculiar way so as to take the cars 
back, cut out a section at time, and still be able to use rails in the imme- 
diate vicinity without the necessity of avoiding the whole district. They 
can run back and come around in another way, instead of being obliged, 
as they are with the present blocks, to change the route entirely. 

Com. Murpuy. — Yes, sir; I suppose something of that kind might 
be done. Of course, the peculiar system of feeding the West End Rail- 
road wires is known to their engineers. They are the most competent 
men to explain it to the committee. 

Mr. Hype. — But the alderman has stated the principle correctly. 

Q. (By Mr. WiitrAmMs.) Well, you couldn’t do that if the trolley 
were cut out ?— you couldn’t bank on that system if the current on the 
trolley were cut out ? 

A. If the current on the trolley was cut out in the right place you 
could do so. If it were cut out in the place covering the cars I would 
say no, but if the current is cut from the trolley in a place where the 
cars are not and the rest of the cars outside of that place have the ben- 
efit of the trolley, it not being cut out there, those cars could run, as 
they would have the current, and you could operate those cars provided 
the system was constructed properly. 

Q. (By Mr. REED.) Are these cut-outs at each point where the 
power is fed in? 

-A. The cut-outs are supposed to be at a distance apart, on an average, 
say in certain sections of the city, possibly 200 feet and in some cases 
more; and the supposition is, as I have already said, that those cut-outs 
are there to cut out the current from the trolley, feed-wires, and every- 
thing. 

(). At about what distance is the power fed in from the feed-wire ? 

A. Well, that is a question that you would have to ask the engineers 
of the West End Road to answer. It is fed in in a great many different 
ways, and in some cases very close and in some cases far apart. 

(. It depends on the amount of the travel, I suppose ? 

A. I suppose that has more or less to do with it. 

Mr. Hype. — It is ordinarily fed in at places 500 feet apart or 1,000 
feet apart, according to the amount required, as I understand it. 

Q. (By Ald. Haut.) I would like to ask Mr. Murphy a question 
that may be considered germane or pertinent to the record — whether 
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or not it would be possible to bury the trolley and feed wires in the 
congested district — Washington and ‘Tremont streets, Cornhill, 
Temple place, and these narrow streets in the congested district, for 
instance, and still use the trolley, as at present, beyond ? 

A. Now, there are several systems. 

(). Have you made any inquiry in relation to that? 

A. Yes; that is, | have made no inquiry, but in my researches and in 
a casual way I have met with quite a number of men who have discussed 
the question with me, and I have seen a system in Washington in opera- 
tion where they claim that they have the trolley and feed wires buried. 
But they also claim that the expense is so enormous that it isn’t practi- 
eal. ‘There are several systems, also, I believe, before the Legislature. 
I think there was a system presented to the committee there in a sort of 
unoflicial way where they claimed that they could bury the trolley-wire 
and feed-wire and run a railroad on a paying basis, but that hasn’t been 
practically tried. 

@. Do you know anything about the system down in Salem or Lynn ? 

A. I know nothing about it, except to this extent, that I saw the 
plans at the State House in the committee room. 

Q. What is that system? 

A. That is a system that buries the trolley and feed wire and sup- 
plies the electricity in a conduit under the track, and the trolley-wire 
arrangement consists of a series of brass pipes, I believe, with a space 
between. 

Q. Is it in successful operation, do you know? 

A. I have heard that the underwriters and other men saw a practical 
test of it, but that it is in practical operation or on a practical basis | 
don’t know. 

Mr. Carver. — They have it in operation down in Salem, and it is 
working very well. 

Ald. HALL. — Will it work during the storms, do you know ? 

Mr. Carver — Yes, it has worked all right through two storms. We 
have the apparatus and everything in, and are working it there for 
about three-quarters of a mile. 

Mr. Hypr. — It has never been put into operation in any city, but 
they have an exemplification of it there, and various gentlemen have 
been down to see it. 

Ald. HALL. — Well, if such a system as that were adopted — pardon 
me for the informal way in which I am proceeding — that system would 
allow the cars to run along through the congested districts, and the 
trolley system could be used beyond. 

Mr. Carver. —There would be no difficulty in making connection 
with the trolley system. We have an expert here on the subject of the 
trolley and other systems, and will be most happy to show the com- 
mittee the idea of the system. 

By Ald. Hatt. — Do you appear for those people, Mr. Carver? 

Mr. CARVER. — Yes, sir; | appear on behalf of that railroad, and we 
have an expert who will be most happy to show the committee the 
system. 

Mr. Hyper. — You will remember that when the West End Railroad 
started and tried to run the two systems in combination what the result 
was. ‘They ran underground from Chester park down to Provi- 
dence depot, and beyond Chester park, — Alderman Lee will re- 
member it, because we ran out into his district, — we ran_ by 
the overhead system. Then when we came down to Chester park 
we shifted to the underground, just this side of the sluiceway 
where the Back Bay park comes in by the Charles river. We 
ran the cars that way for several months, having them running in 
to that point by the overhead system and then taking them into the 
Providence depot by the conduit system. But on account of the time it 
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took to do the shifting, and the constant difficulties that arose in connec- 
tion with the conduit, and various other reasons, we gave up the conduit 
system after trying it, and after expending $100,000 in putting it in. 
After that expenditure and time we took it out. 

Ald. HALL. — Was that like this system referred to here ? 

Mr. Hypr. — No, it was a different system. 

Mr. CARVER. — Was that the Sprague system, Mr, Hyde? 

Mr. Hyver. — No, it was not the Sprague or Turnbull system. ‘This 
was a system that they hadin Alleghany, called ‘‘ The Conduit System.” 
Now, the system this gentleman represents is an entirely different system, 
and if we were to bury our feed-wires to-day and that system were to 
come in to-morrow, as I understand it, we should have to throw away 
everything that we already have. I have not yet seen the system, but I 
have heard about it. 

Mr. Carver. — I don’t so understand it. 

Mr. Hyper. —I haven’t seen that system yet, but I have seen and 
talked with several gentlemen who have seen it, and it is claimed that, 
to maintain the current and to run the system, is a very much more ex- 
pensive matter than to run the system that we have, and that it is merely 
experimental. ‘hey have three-quarters of a mile down there, purely 
us an experiment, and I don’t understand that the system has gone into 
commercial use at all. 

Y. (By Mr. Carver.) I would like to ask Mr. Murphy if the sys- 
tem he saw in Washington was the McKenny system ? 

A. I don’t exactly recall the name, but | saw it running there and 
talked with the motorman. 

@. Itis run on a small scale? 

A. Onasmall scale, and they claimed that the expense was heavy. 
They said it wouldn’t pay. That is all I know about it. 

@. $85,000 a mile ? 

A. Well, they said it wouldn’t pay; that is all I know. 

Mr. WitiiAmMs. — I would like to ask Mr. Murphy one question, Mr. 
Chairman. It is really a new matter, but in conversation with Mr. 
Murphy he told me of his experience with the underground high-poten- 
tial currents in London, and it was rather interesting, — the method by 
which they bury their high-potential wires in London. 

Mr. Hypr. — They have no street railway wires there. 

Mr. WiLi1AmMs. — No; not street railway wires, but they have high- 
potential wires. They are electric-light wires. 

(. How is that done, Mr. Murphy ? 

A. Well, my experience, so far as wires in London are concerned, was 
merely in connection with the officials in the fire department there. | 
saw their wires overhead, and in connection with seeing their wires 
overhead I saw that some of the high-potential wires were laid under 
the sidewalk, and they told me that they had no trouble with them laid 
as they were. They laid them in a sort of liquid, a great deal like the 
submarine cables they put in the water, and laid them six or eight 
inches under the sidewalk. ‘They were in little, shallow iron dishes, 
surrounded by some bituminous preparation or other, and they claimed 
that by doing that they had no trouble with those high-potential cur- 
rents. That is what I saw there, and, as I say, they seemed to claim 
that they had no trouble. 

%. Those were not deep, large conduits, were they, Mr. Murphy, 
but were shallow holders ? 

A. Shallow holders. 

(. And the wires were laid alongside of each other and separated by 
some preparation ? 

A. Yes, sir; some preparation — pitch, or something of the kind. I 
want to say here, though, in regard to the wire-laying in London, that 
we have some wires laid underground here, which are better laid. 
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Mr. WituraMs. — There is no doubt of that — not a bit. 

Q. (By Mr. Reep.) Mr. Murphy, do you know the law there is 
such that, by act of parliament and by legal authority, a court of sum- 
mary jurisdiction can put underground any wire that is considered 
dangerous ? 

A. There has been a parliamentary law passed, I think, in 1890, or 
thereabouts, which gives certain jurisdiction to a certain body, in refer- 
ence to putting wires underground, but, just the same, they have got to 
suspend wires overhead. They are running wires there overhead, run- 
ning them over the buildings, but they are running them on very nice 
structures. ‘They do not mass them as we do. Instead of running two 
or three hundred wires over an immense wooden structure as large as 
the building itself, they run all the way from ten to sixteen or seventeen 
wires on one structure. I think the most wires I ever saw on. one 
structure was seventeen, and the structures are very neat. 

(J. ‘That may be the reason why the wires are run in that way over- 
head — that the power has been given to courts of sammary jurisdiction 
to immediately order them underground if deemed dangerous, notwith- 
standing the fact that legal authority has been given to put them over- 
head. 

A. lunderstand that there was an act passed in 1890 or thereabouts, 
by Parliament, called ‘‘ The Overhead Act,” or something of the kind, 
making such provisions as you have just referred to. 

Q. (By Mr. WiILLtAMs.) You don’t understand that any high poten- 
tial wires are laid overhead, do you ? 

A. I didn’t see one. 

(). Only telephone and telegraph wires ? 

A. Of course, all I know is what they told me, that the high-poten- 
tial wires were not overhead. 

@. (By Mr. Hype.) How is it now with your fire alarm wires in 
the city ? 

A. Iam sorry to say that we have about 700 miles overhead and 120 
miles underground. 

(. IL won't cite the old parallel. 

A. No, it isn’t true here. I obey the call of this committee, you 
know, to come here. 

(. Lunderstand. Now take the police signal wires. 

A. ‘The police signal wires— when I last personally looked up 
their standing, they told me, in conversation with the man who repre- 
sents them, that they proposed putting them underground, and I un- 
derstood that they were doing so. Whether they have put in any since 
I cannot say. 

(J). So far as you know ? 

A. So far as [ know they have not. 

(). And those are city wires ? 

A. No, they are the State’s. Boston, you know, as a city, has noth- 
ing to do with them. 

(J. That is, it isn’t a private corporation in that sense ? 

A. No, sir. 

QW. (By Ald. HALL.) A remark has been made that in London, by 
order of a court of summary jurisdiction, they can order dangerous 
wires underground. Now, you don’t question the power of the Board 
of Aldermen of Boston to order wires underground ? 

A. No, I don’t question their power in anything. I know better. 
But, talking about that court of summary jurisdiction, I think it is a 
body called the Chamber of Commerce. 

Y. (By Mr. Reep.) Well, that has the legal authority in the first 
instance. That tribunal first passes upon it and then, after that, a 
court of summary jurisdiction can order them, on petition, put under- 
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ground if they are adjudged dangerous. It is a very complete remedy 
provided by the English law against dangerous wires. 

A. Iunderstand that there is some such procedure as that. 

Ald. Hau. — That is a court of summary jurisdiction. 

Mr. REED. — Yes, sir; the statute calls it that, I understand. 

Com. Murpuy.—If I remember it aright over there, they had 
what they called visitors, and the visitors granted the location, and the 
Board of Trade passed on it afterwards. 

Mr. Reep. — That is it — the Board of Trade. I was thinking of the 
Chamber of Commerce, but it was the Board of Trade. 

Ald. Hatt. — Mr. Reed, we have a general power under the statute 
— statutory power— to order these wires underground, and then we 
have the right to do that when we may deem necessary, having reserved 
the power in the grant of location which we gave to the West “End Rail- 
road. 

Mr. REED. — Well, I don’t recall just the statute which you refer to, 
Mr. Hall. 

Ald. HALL. — Well, I don’t know —I am not clear upon it — but 
some week or so ago | was running over the question and I thought 
there was some such | provision. 

Q. (By Ald. LEE.) I would like to ask the gentleman several ques- 
tions while he is here, Mr. Chairman, and one of the questions, Mr. 
Murphy, is this — the Board of Fire Commissioners are contemplating 
putting all their wires underground very soon ? 

A. Just as fast as we can “eet the money from the city government. 

Q. Well, have they got any money this year to put them under ? 

A. Notacent. 

Q. Have you asked for any ? 

A. We do need some if we are to put them under. 

QY. How much would you put underground this year if you had the 
money provided ? 

A. Oh, if we had $20,000 we could put 

(. Supposing, for instance, the conduits were ready to take them 
now ? 

A. If the conduits were ready to put them in probably we could put 
another 100 miles underground this year. 

Y. Are there now 100 miles of conduit underground ? 

A. Not conduit, but wire. 

(. How many miles of conduit are there ready to take the wires of 
the Fire Department, that you can use now ? 

A. Oh, probably two or three miles. 

Q. And how lar ge an appropriation would it require to get that two 
or three miles underground } P 

A. Well, the conduits are furnished us by the telephone people, and 
that costs us nothing, and the cost of the wire would probably be in the 
neighborhood, somewhere in the neighborhood of $15,000. 

Q. Amile? 

A No: 

@. ‘Three miles? 

A. That would be for three miles, say, of this cabling, sixty-one 
wires to the cable. It probably might cost us in the neighborhood of 
five or six thousand dollars, probably a trifle more, for the work. | 
think that with $20,000 we would be willing to take the contract. 

Y. And the New England Telephone and Telegraph Company have 
notified you that their “conduits are underground, and that they are 
ready for the introduction of the wires ? 

AL They have. 

(. And you have made no proposal and have sent in no reeommen- 
dation to the government this year, asking for the appropriation ? 
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Well, yes, we asked for $10,000 in that direction. 

Through whom ? 

The city government, and His Honor the Mayor. 

Well, to whom did the communication go— directly to the gov- 
er nment, or to His Honor the Mayor, the chief executive ? 

A. To His Honor the Mayor. 

Q. Not to the City Council ? 

A. No, sir. But, Mr. Alderman, there was no special item cut out 
of our appropriation. We asked for a certain specific sum, and there 
was a little cut on that sum. 

That is, in your annual estimates you asked for about three mil- 
lion dollars and got one million and a half? 

A. I beg pardon — we asked for $1,070,000, I believe, and we were 
given—very generously, I think —I think we were very generously 
treated — that amount with a cut of but $35,000. 

Q. And you have not enough for underground wires ? 

A. Well, we feel that we cannot afford to lay underground wires, 
not having received the $35,000, as a part of that amount was for the 
purpose. 

Q. I-suppose that if this $15,000 is not utilized for one day in seven 
for the firemen, it might be utilized for the underground wires, if the 
Mayor so directed ? 

A. I don’t know but if the Mayor specially directed so that it might 
— not that special sum, but the amount. 

@. It could be transferred ? 

A. Yes, sir; transferred by the government and put to that use, and 
it would be a great benefit to the fire service. 

QreCBy Mr. Hype. .) Idid not quite understand, in answer to one of 
Alderman Lee’s questions, when the conduits are furnished you what it 
costs per mile to put them in there ? 

A. Just the bare price of the cabling and the wages of the men. 

Q. Yes, but amounting to what ? 

A. Well, this is rough, you know, of course, figuring on what prices 
were a year ago. Prices to-day ought to be lower and undoubtedly are 
—that is, the prices for cabling. I figure, off-handed, that probably 
three miles of cable with 61 wires would cost about $5,000 a mile, or 
$15,000. 

Q. Now, suppose you should furnish your own conduits ? 

A. Suppose we should furuish our own conduits, it would cost us 
perhaps for three miles $70,000 — might cost $100,000 or might cost 
more, just according to the conditions. “You have got to take everything 
into consideration — “the digging of the streets, the situation, and all those 
sort of things, that you cannot estimate until you do the actual work. 

Q. And yet with that knowledge which must have been derived by 
the investigating committee of all the advantages that would accrue if 
these wires were furnished to you, you have been given no money by 
the government to do this ? 

A. I beg pardon. 

Q. For this year, they took out that amount ? 

A. No, they didn’t cut out that special item, I want to be distinctly 
understood on’that. They merely and simply included that amount in 
our regular appropriation, and as a cut was made in that entire appro- 
priation our means have been reduced. But there was no special item 
for that purpose. We will not put in any underground wires now until 
we see where we are, towards the end of the year, see whether we have 
the money to do it or not. But simply because we have had a small cut 
made in the amounts going to the Fire Department, small in comparison 
with those made elsewhere, we have no fault to find with the government. 

Q. Imean that it is strange that money was not provided for that 
purpose after this committee ‘investigating the Hecht fire. 
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A. The committee investigating the Hecht fire had nothing to do 
with this year’s committee, only as individual members of that com- 
mittee may be in the government this year, and there can be no claim 
made that the members of the government have not treated us fairly, 
because we did not say ‘‘ We want so much for underground wires.” 
We simply said what amount we wanted in all. You can’t run me 
up against the city government, Mr. Hyde — I won’t let you. 

On I merely made the observation, simply having discovered from 
what has been said here that the department has not been able to get 
all the money it could use up to this time, so as to be able to do work in 
this direction ? 

A. We have not been able for the last six years to get all the money 
we could use. 

Q. (By Ald. LEE.) Or any other department ? 

A. Or any other department. We cannot complain of the treatment 
of the Fire Department. We have been treated the best of any depart- 
ment in the city. 

Q. And if we get payment for a franchise from the West End Rail- 
road we might give you an additional amount for this purpose. 

A. Well, that I know nothing about. 


BRownN S. FLANDERS. — Sworn. 


(By the CHAIRMAN.) What is your full name? 
Brown 8S. Flanders. 

And what is your business ? 

Inspector of Wires in the Fire Department. 

(By Mr. WiLLtAmMs.) What function do you perform with re- 
t to the wires over the city, Mr. Flanders? : 

My duty is to carry out the law, what little law there is. 

Jn the inspection of wires ? 

Yes, sir. 

For the State ? 

The city. 

For the city of Boston only ? 

Yes, sir. 

Now, you have heard the examination that has already been had

BLOGG Angell: 

Q. (By Mr. REED.) It is the law of 1890, isn’t it, Mr. Flanders ? 

Ase AY.68, SIT: 

Q. (By Mr. WiLitAMs.) You have had experience in fire matters, 
haven’t you, Mr. Flanders ? 

A. Yes, sir; somewhat. 

@. What has your business been in respect to fires ? 

A. I have acted with the Boston Fire Department since 1863 con- 
stantly to the present time in various positions. 

@. So that you are an experienced fireman ? 

A. I have seen considerable service in various positions vunine that 
period of time. 

Q@. Yes, everybody here knows that you have? Now, w enh you 
state to the committee here, Mr. Flanders, what part the feed-wires of 
the West End Street Railway Company play in the operations of the 
Fire Department in the city of Boston, in hindering them and obstruct- 
ing the operations of the Fire Dpartment ? 

Iam of the opinion, and always have been, that all wires in any 
condition, whether feed-wires, trolley-wires, or high or low tension 
wires, are an obstruction where they are running in the streets. Where 
they are above the tops of buildings at a suflicient height we never 
have had trouble from them, but where they are running below, along 
in front of the buildings, they are always an obstruction. 
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Q. Well, isn’t it true that in the operations of the Fire Department 
the wires that obstruct are those which are in the street space? The over- 
head wires are not of particular importance — that is, those which are 
above the building —in the handling of the Fire Department ; isn’t that 
true P 

ene Sil, 

Q. Now, you know where the feed-wires and the return-wires of the 
street railway company are located in the city, do you not? 

A. Certainly. 

Q. Now, in your judgment, how much do they obstruct and interfere 
with the operation of the Fire Department in putting out fires ? 

A. Well, I think they hinder and obstruct to a very great extent in 
raising the ladders. I also think that they sort of intimidate the firemen 
connected with the department in regard to working upon ladders 
where these wires are located. They have a fear of them to a certain 
extent. 

Q. Yes— that is the result of your experience in the handling of fires 
where these high-potential wires are? 

Mie GS Sir: 

Q. And that does interfere with the efficiency of the department, 
doesn’t it, in handling fires ? 

A. Yes, sir; it delays the department in working at fires in raising 
ladders and eetting at the fireas quickly as they would if these obstacles 
didn’t exist. 

Q. Now, have you made any observations with respect to the opera- 
tion of these wires as a physical hindrance? 


No, sir. 
In the work of the department ? 
No, sir. 


How about the raising of ladders ? 

They are an obstruction to a more or less extent. 

Under ordinary circumstances, isn’t it true that, in handling a fire, 
you ‘oper ate the ladders from the cutter just outside the curb of the side- 
walk? 

A. Yes, ladders that are handled by hand. There are larger ladders, 
longer ladders, those ladders which are not operated by hand — those: 
that are carried upon wheels— which are raised mech anically, and they 
are generally raised nearer the middle of the street in the congested 
part “of the city. 

Q. But the ordinary hand ladders, that the firemen handle themselves 
by hand, are handled from the gutter, aren’t they ? 

A. The usual custom is to place the lower end, the largest part of 
the ladder in the gutter, so that it will not slip, so that they will get a 
better footing for “the ladder. 

Q. Now, in a great many cases, isn’t it true that these feed-wires 
stand exactly in the way of the natural use of those ladders in raising 
them ? 

A. Ithink they do. I will modify that by saying that for the upper 
story of a building they wouldn’t interfere, but that I think for the first 
or second story of a building, or even above that, they would be an 
obstruction. 

Q. Because they work them from the sidewalk ? 

ae «¥ eS, Bir: 

). But isn’t it very often the case that awnings prevent them working 
the ladders from the sidewalk ? 
Very often. 
And then you go outside and work them over the aw ning ? 
Yes, sir. 
And in that case you would strike these wires, wouldn’t you ? 
Yes, sir. 
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Q. Isn’t it true that often in handling a fire you have to lean the 
ladders against those wires ? 

A. Itis frequently the case. 

Q. Now you have occasion to examine the insulation, don’t you, of 
these wires? 

A. Iam not required to by law. 

Q. That is not a part of your business, but you do it, however, don’t 

you P 
: A. Ido it to some extent. 

Q. Now, isn’t it true that with every year the insulation of those 

wires will become weaker and more brittle ? 

Yes, sir. 

Yes; they decrease very rapidly, don’t they ? 

Yes, sir; very rapidly. 

And age makes them more brittle ? 

Yesiisir: 

Now, isn’t it true that with every year the liability of the current 
to escape from those feed-wires by contact with the fire-ladders becomes 
greater. 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) If they are not renewed. 

A. Ifthey are not renewed, yes, sir. 

Q. (By Mr. WitiiAMs.) Exactly —if they remain unrenewed. 

A. They certainly will become bare, after a time, if they remain. 

Q. But it is true, isn’t it, Mr. Flanders. that if the wires were not 
interfered with by heavy obstr uctions striking them, such as ladders, 
they would be fit for ordinary use for, perhaps, several years after they 
got into that brittle condition ? 

A. Well, Iam not prepared to hardly say that. I will say that the 
wires that, have been put up about the city here, put up a few years ago, 
that were supposed to have about as good insulation as was then known, 
we find that to-day quite long sections of that wire is entirely bare, where 
there has been no possible chance of rubbing from any obstruction, except 
the nature of the elements that come in contact with it at various times. 

Q. Precisely; and you would expect, then, from year to year, that 
the danger to firemen from the rubbing off of ‘that insulation when lad- 
ders come in contact with those wires would become greater and greater. 

A. There is no doubt about that. 

@. And when a ladder does rub off the insulation and is exposed to 
that high-potential current, and the ladder becomes covered with water, 
isn’t it true that the firemen are in danger ? 

A. In danger of getting a shock, certainly. 

Q. That is iti eetting a shock; so that outside of the merely physi- 
cal obstruction to the raising of ladders the danger to the firemen is a 

serious matter of consideration ? 

A. I always consider it as such. 

@. And even if the shock is not severe enough to kill it is very apt, 
when a fireman is on the ladder, to so daze him: that he is apt to fall 
from the ladder, isn’t he ? 

A. I don’t think there is any danger of a man’s being killed by the 
voltage or the pressure carried by the West End Railr oad, provided the 
man is in good health, but there is danger if he was on a ladder and 
received that shock of its throwing him on the ground and killing him, 
possibly. 

Q. (By Ald. HALL.) You mean to say that the voltage of a West 
End wire would not kill a man ? 

A. I don’t think it would if a man was perfectly sound. It might if 
there was any trouble with his system. 

_@. Supposing that he had a little heart trouble, or supposing that his 

system was in a very poor condition ?

A. Well, then, I shouldn’t want him to take it. I shouldn’t advise 
anybody to go and take 500 volts, or take the current that is used by the 
West End Railroad. 

@. It has killed a number of horses ? 

A. Yes, sir; but I think it will kill a horse a great deal quicker than 
it will a man. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) A horse is much easier than a man to kill? 

A. Yes, sir; it takes a horse in a different way, a horse comes in con- 
tact so much with the earth. It is necessary to make contact from the 
trolley-wire or feed-wire to the earth in order to make a current for a 
man, and a horse is much more liable to be killed by the current. 

Q. (By Ald. Hay.) Well, that is a dangerous current for a 
man ? 

AGS. Six". 

@. He is liable to be killed by taking that number of volts ? 

A. Yes, sir; he is, if he has any physical disability, heart trouble or 
anything of the kind. 

@. Or if he is weak or sickly. ? 

A. Yes, sir; if he is a sound man he is not. 

Q. (By Mr. Reep.) Well, that is admitted to be near the danger 
line, is it not — 500 volts for a man? 

A. Ihave heard of some persons who have taken 1,000. I wouldn’t 
want to take it myself. 

Q. Ithought that was the opinion of electricians, that 500 volts was 
very near the danger line for a man? 

A. Ishould think it was very near it. Speaking of a horse, a horse 
is in that condition in the street that when a wire falls upon him he 
would get a very much larger proportion of the pressure of the current 
that is in the wire than a man would, for the very reason that he has got 
iron shoes on in connection with the earth, and he makes a more positive 
contact with the earth, and whatever the pressure might be on the wire 
i would be pretty sure to get it. With aman the conditions are dif- 

erent. 

Q. (By Ald. HALL.) There is one question I would like to ask here, 
Mr. Flanders. Oftentimes a wire is charged at a higher voltage than 
500, isn’t it — going up grades, for instance ? 

A. You mean on the railroad? 

Q. Yes, sir; the electric trolley wire. 

A. Very possibly it may be very slightly over that at times, but lL 
should say it was usually less, a little. 

Q@. It is frequently more, isn’t it? 

A. Well, it may be inthe car. They have a system in the car that 
regulates that. The pressure on the wire, the trolley wire, is supposed 
to be constant. But in some cases you will find that the pressure in the 
trolley wire is not up to its full pressure, for the very reason that there 
are so Many cars between the point of feed — the feeding points — tak- 
ing the electricity away, so that sometimes they have to wait for some of 
the cars to leave the space until the number of cars is lessened and they 
get a sufficieht quantity to carry them along. I don’t think the West 

End Railway ever exceeds 500 volts but very “slightly. Possibly it does 
steed that voltage slightly sometimes, but I never have seen anything 
which made me believe that they exceeded it v ery much. They might 
by a few volts — perhaps 25 sometimes. 

Q. (By Mr. de ie Men working on the line constantly get 
shocks, don’t they ? 

A. Well, sometimes they do, but I am not prepared to say that they 
get the whole 500 volts. 

Q. But they get whatever current the wire may be carrying. 

A. Well; the men working on the trolley, when they are properly 
equipped, can handle the wire with impunity. Of course, if they are 
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careless they may sometimes get a shock, which might be more or less, 
according to the conditions. 

Q. (By Mr. Carver.) It is only in particular cases that they take 
the whole voltage ? 

A. Yessir; that is it. 

Q. (By Mr. WittiAMs.) Mr. Flanders, isn’t it true that if the Bos- 
ton Electric Light Company puts its high potential wires undergound, 
the West End Street Railway Company will be the only company re- 
maining which has high potential wires overhead — that is, with the 
exception possibly of a few feet of private wire ? 

A. There are two or three other companies in the city that are 
doing an arc lighting service besides the Boston — the Suburban Lighting 
Company and the Brookline. 

Q. Well, that is not in the city of Boston proper to any particular 
extent, is it? 

A. The Suburban brings in quite a number of lights pretty well 
down town — to Church Green, I know, and I couldn’t say exactly how 
far this side of Dover street, but considerably, and I don’t know but 
below Boylston. 

Q. Well, that is the only exception, is it— the Suburban ? 

A. A plant on Chauncey street is running lights around for quite a 
territory in that vicinity. 

Q. What kind of lights ? 

AR DANCE 

Q. What is that company ? 

A. I don’t know — there is a plant there. 

Q. Well, isn’t it true that the Suburban Company is practically con- 
trolled by the Boston Electric Light Company ? 

A. That I don’t know, sir. 

(). Isn’t it practically under the same management? Are not all the 
are wires in the city of Boston practically under the same management 
— that of the Boston Electric Light Company ? 

A. As to positive knowledge I don’t know about that. I have heard 
such stated to be the case, although my business with the two companies 
is with different men. 

Q. And isn’t it your judgment that if the feed wires and the return 
wires of the West End Street Railway Company were placed under 
ground it would very materially decrease the risk to property from fires 
— the creating of fires and the handling of fires in the city of Boston ? 

A. I think it would to a very great extent. 

Q. Have you had anything to do with an examination into the causes 
of fires P 

A. I have, as far as relating to electrical causes is concerned. 

@ You do make such examination ? 

A. Other than thatI do not. If there is any reason to think thata 
fire is caused by the electric current — 

@. You look into it? | 

A. I look into it. 

Q. Now, what has your observation been since you began your work 
as to the number of fires caused by electricity ? 

A. Well, the past year I think we have had somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of thirty. I don’t know the exact number without referring to 
the records, which I will be able to furnish Commissioner Murphy. I 
believe he has those figures, that the commissioners have them in their 
office, and they can do that undoubtedly. 

A. Fires that you traced directly to electricity ? 

A. That we attribute directly to electricity. There are many other 
cases we have examined where they have had quite serious fires, but we 
couldn’t say that they came from electricity. We might think so, but 
unless we could satisfy our own minds that a fire did, we would never 
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attribute it to that cause, but would hunt farther. We frequently have 
cases reported to us where by examination we are satisfied that it did not 
come from that cause; and in many other cases we are perfectly satis- 
fied that it did. 

Q. Now, itis common knowledge that the fires and fire losses in the 
city of Boston have been very much on the increase in the last four or 
five years P 

cADTEX eS; Sir. 

Q. Well, now, you have been connected for a long period with the 
Fire Department and with its work — isn’t this true, that it is generally 
thought among men who are acquainted with fires, who have familiar ity 
with fires and their causes, that electricity and the existence of these 
high potential currents over the city is one of the principal causes of the 
great increase in fires. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, Brother Williams, isn’t that rather testifying 
yourself — ‘‘Isn’t it generally thought among such people, among 
themselves, that such and such is the case?” 

Mr. WiLttams. — [ am asking him as an expert. 

Mr. Hype. — Ask him if he thinks it is. 

Mr. WiLi1ams. — I have asked him that. Now I am asking him in 
regard to his experience with firemen and other men, the general opin- 
ion among men who are expert in this business. It is a perfectly com- 
petent question to ask of any expert who has been moving around 
among men who are acquainted with fires and their operation, whether 
it is not generally thought that electricity is at the bottom of a great 
part of the increase. 

A. Ishould hardly say a great part of the increase, but it is gener- 
ally thought that many fires have been caused from electrical appliances 
and electrical currents. I think it is generally conceded among fire- 
men and all those that have the management of fire departments that 
it has been a great factor in connection with the number of fires in 
Boston. 

@. Have you ever encountered, as a fireman, the electrical current in 
the handling of fires ? 

iva 68 si 

@. ‘Taken a shock ? 

A. Took a West End shock the 10th of January, 1893; at the Hecht 
fire, a year ago. 

Q. You got that shock, did you? Well, what were you doing at the 
time ? 

A. Getting some of the wires away from the front of the building 
where this water-tower that has been frequently spoken of, was, so as to 
clear that from the currents, and [had my rubber boots on and unluckily 
IT had got them full of water, and I had on a pair of rubber gloves, and 
unluckily I had got them also full of water, and when I went to reach 
up to cut one of ‘the high-tension wires with the shears, I got a shock 
just like that. 

Was it a feed wire ? 

No; it was an Edison Electric Light wire. 

Hanging down, was it, from above ? 

Yes, sir. 

And what was the effect on you, Mr. Flanders ? 

Threw me into the gutter, that is all. The volume of the current 
throu ugh the Edison Electric wires there was about 220, I think. 

Q. °That was one of the wires that had fallen, was it? 

Age. OSs Sir. 

Q. (By Mr. WirttAMs.) The wires had fallen in considerable num- 
bers then, hadn’t they ? 

tAs Yes, a very large number of them, and they were all mixed up 
there in the street and I was clearing them up. 
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Q. (By the CuatrMAN.) Mr. Flanders, were the West End wires 
much of an obstruction in that Hecht fire ? 

A. I considered them so, very much of an obstruction. They ob- 
structed the department on three sides of the fire. 

Q. (By Mr. ReEep.) Mr. Flanders, you were appointed under the 
Act of 1890, weren’t you, Chapter 404 ? 

A.* Yes, sir. 

Q. And that act gives you no power to remove dangerous wires at 
all, does it? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. You can simply give notice to the owner that you consider dan- 
gerous, that is the extent of your power? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Well, now, you are an electrical expert to some extent, is there 
any part of the city of Boston that you know of where this feed wire 
is underground? 

A, I think the feed wire is underground through Waltham street. 

Q. Do you think it a feasible plan to put them underground ? 

A. Yes, sir; I think it can be done. It is a question of expense. 

@. Will you explain to the committee how it is done — that is, how 
it would be done? The current would come up through the poles, 
would it not? 

A. That is the way I should suppose they would do it. I would 
take the supposition that they would come up through the poles and 
lead off from this source — have branches from the poles to their trol- 
leys. 

@) Well, now, it is necessary, is it not, in order to have an effective 
electric current, that a circuit of some kind should be made; that the 
electricity after passing through one wire must go back either through 
another wire or through the earth or by some conductor, back to the 
original point? ‘That is a fact, is it not? 

A. For acurrent of electricity there has got to be a complete circuit, 
or there will be no current unless you complete that circuit. You get 
the whole power to drive the dynamo or the machine furnishing the 
power, whatever it is capable of giving, when you complete the circuit, 
when the circuit is grounded; but the instant you cut it off, when you 
interrupt the circuit, the power has gone, and until you again open up 
the circuit itis dead. If a wire of that kind was hanging dead, on ac- 
count of the circuit not being completed or being cut off, if a person 
came along and picked up one end of that and the other end was already — 
grounded, he would get the full effect of it just the same. 

Q. Now, a part of this electricity of this West End system goes out 
over the trolley system and a part comes back through a wire that is 
buried underneath the tracks, does it not? 

Min Yesssive 

(). And that is a naked wire ? 

AS GY OS, 818s 

(. And these feed wires are not used, are they ? — these wires along 
the side — where there is no very high pressure required, but in places 
where they are running a very large number of cars on this road, they 
have this feed wire to bear a part of the strain P 

A. ‘The idea of the feed wire, as you would say, is to supply the cur- 
rent along the line. Where there is a large number of cars run, for 
instance, take Tremont street, where there may be twenty-five or thirty 
cars running between Boylston street and the Tremont House at one 
time, it takes a large amount of current there to move the cars in a 
short time, there must be a large amount of current for a short space 
there. Consequently, as the trolley wire is not large enough to carry 
the current without greater assistance from the feed wire in that space, 
to feed the current for the cars, they run the feed wire along the side of 
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the street and feed into the trolley wire at certain intervals not very far 
apart, in order to get sufficient current to carry them along. 

@. And the return wire? 

A. The return wire is through the earth, 

(). ‘Then an overhead return wire isn’t there ? 

A. Well, in some instances, I think the West End road have their 
overhead return wire, but it is very little used in the city of Boston. I 
think they have experimented a little with what they cal] the reverse 
action for the purpose of testing electrolysis or something of the sort. 

Q, Now, isn’t it perfectly possible that that return wire which is 
underneath the ground should be insulated ? 

A. Well, it might be, I suppose, but after they have used all they 
can of that electricity they desire to get it back as easily as possible. 
They cannot return it back through their rails so well as they can by 
the wire. When they get through with it they want it got back in the 
easiest possible way. 

Q. In other words, they are indifferent to it when they get through 
with it? 

A. I should suppose that would be the result. 

Q. And the result is frequently to injure the water-pipes, is it not? 

A. Well, that I am not prepared to say. I have heard that such 
things took place, but I don’t think the West End Railroad Company or 
anybody else using electric current had any any idea that such an effect 
would take place until, as I say, it has been discovered and attributed to 
that cause — to electrical causes. 

Q. Now, you say you should consider the process of putting the feed 
wires underground a perfectly feasible one? 

Aimy es; sir: 

Q. Iwish you would explain, just so the committee can thoroughly 
understand it, how that could be done, in your opinion ? 

A. Well, I think that is hardly a proper question for me to answer, 
that it would be more a question for a mechanical engineer. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Well, there is no contention made that it cannot 
be done. It is simply in line with what was said by the Fire Commis- 
sioner, that work of this kind could be done if you took money enough 
to do it. 

A, That is what I consider it -— a question simply of expense. 

Q. (By Mr. REED.) Well, will it be very expensive to have it put 
underground 

A. Well, I hardly think that is a fair question. 

Q. Well, if you are not able to answer it, sir, very well. I thought 
you were an electrical expert. 

A. Well, I hardly think I should place myself on record in regard 
to that. 

Q. (By the CHAirMAN.) I would like to ask you, Mr. Flanders, 
what the method is of getting this additional current from the feed wires 
into the trolley at the present time ? 

A. Well, where the feed wire runs along the street they tap the feed 
wire. ‘The feed wire is made up of a large number of small copper 
wires, like a rope, insulated all over, and they put all these small 
copper wires together into a cable which is called the feed wire, and 
they run another large wire from that wire to the trolley, connecting it 
with the trolley so as to supply the current. That is done every once in 
in so often, in accordance with the amount of work that the trolley is 
required to furnish for the sections where they make these connecting 
points. I think in some sections they might run a mile or a mile and a 
half without connecting, and in other places you will find where they 
have to make these contacts every 500 or 609 feet. 

Q. (By Ald. Hair.) Is the contact wire insulated also, or is that a 
naked wire ? 
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A. Yes, sir; that is supposed to be covered, insulated, where it 
makes the contact with the feed wire. 

Q. It is covered there? 

Ay ese ait. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Then the frequency with which these wires 
are put up connecting with the feed wire depends on the amount of 
power required ? 

A. Depends on the service, the amount of power required for 
different sections. 

Q. For instance, in a section where you are running a good many 
cars, you need considerable more power? 

A. Yes, sir; need considerable more power. ‘The trolley wire will 
carry about a certain amount of current, and if they get beyond that 
amount, it is apt to fuse it. The consequence is that they carry these 
cables along and tap from them into this trolley, so that they can take 
the quantity they need without taking sufficient at any one point to fuse 
the trolley wire. 

Q. (By Mr. ReEep.) And in a case where the feed wire is under 
ground, for instance, such a case as you have mentioned at Waltham 
street, the current is run up through hollow posts and then fed into 
the trolley, is it not? 

A. Well, Iam not prepared to say about that. I have not watched 
the operation there in connection with letting the current in sufficiently 
to know, but my impression is that that wire is used there, is put 
through Waltham street from the Albany-street station, with the pur- 
pose of making a short cut to Tremont street, for the purpose of 
supplying the feed wires there for the cars running up and down 
Tremont and Washington streets at that point. It is underground in 
Waltham street. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Is not that wire for the return current, which 
is accumulated there and taken down to the power-house ? 

A. Possibly. 

Mr. ReEp. —Is it run up through the poles, Mr. Hyde? May I ask 
Mr. Hyde that question ? 

Mr. Hype. — My impression is that that is simply a wire for the re- 
turn current; that it does not distribute on the way. We do very little 
business on Waltham street, run no cars through that street; but, as Mr. 
Flanders says, the object of a feed wire is so that the road can get ready 
distribution by taking the current out of the wire where it can be used. 

Q. (By Ald. Hatt.) Now, Mr. Flanders, if the feed wire was un- 
derground, the current could be brought up through the poles? 

A. As I understand it, it could be brought up through the poles in 
any form that was desired, ready to be used. If they had a hollow pole 
it could be brought right up through the pole. If they had a wooden 
pole they could get it up in that way — there would be no difficulty 
about getting it up, and the same if they had an iron pole. They would 
undoubtedly use iron poles. 

Q. Now, Mr. Flanders, take Tremont and Washington streets, Corn- 
hill and Temple place, if it were possible to put the feed wires under- 
ground in those very narrow streets, leaving a number of the wires up, 
if it were necessary, and taking away some of the most dangerous 
wires, don’t you think that would be a good thing, and that it would 
practically keep down the danger and inconvenience that is now ex- 
perienced in this small congested district to a large extent? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And contact could be made through the poles ? 

A. Yes, sir; contact could be made through the poles ? 

Q. That is, it could be tried in that way in this small congested dis- 
trict, and could then be extended if deemed necessary ? 

A. Yes, sir. 
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Mr. Hype. — Oh, there is no dispute any longer that the thing can be 
done, and that it can be made to work. It may be that the er eater con- 
tact with the earth might prevent the electricity from workin g@ as suc- 
cessfully as at present, but it can be done. There is one question in 
regard to Washington street, however, if it would not be most un- 
desirable to the public to dig up that street. The question is, whether 
it would be worse to dig” up that street and have it in the almost 
unbearable condition that it was for a portion of last year, or to let the 
wires remain where they are. But it could be done. 

Q. (By Ald. HALL.) Well, it could be done under a small portion 
of the sidewalk, couldn’t it, Mr. Flanders ? 

A. Well, I doubt if you could do it along under the sidewalk on 
Washington street for this reason — 

Q. You would not have to make more than two feet of excavation ? 

A. I think you will find that most of the sidewalks along Washington 
street are occupied underneath by the tenants of the buildings, and if 
you should bring anything of this kind into the enclosures there, it would 
be objectionable to the tenants and everything else. Besides that, it 
would be a considerable expense to cut out a large portion of the side- 
walks and to bury these under the sidewalks. 

Q. (By Mr. WittiAms.) Mr. Flanders, where the West End road 
has two tracks it controls about fourteen feet of paving, doesn’t it ? 

A. Well, that is what I am unable to say. 

Q. Well, do you know the width of the tracks apart? They are four 
feet apart, aren’t they ? 

A, I don’t know what the width apart is. 

ae ree the width of the rails from each other is 4 feet 83 inches: so 
they have 14 feet of space that they control. Now, there is considera- 
ble depth between their ties and the bottom of the paving-stones, isn’t 
there, between the rails ? Isn’t it entirely possible to put a conduit be- 
tween the rails of the West End tracks ?

Q. A conduit can go there? 

A eos 2 SIT: 

Q. (By Mr. Hypz.) Now, Mr. Flanders, as I understand it, in all 
cases of burying wires, where it is done, the wires go down quite a little 
depth? It is not desirable, for instance, to put them too near the side- 
walk ? 

A. It has been the practice to put them down, and I think they ought 
to go down, below the frost or any heavy thaw, or anything of the kind. 

0. And if there is to be any digging up of the street or under: the 
sidewalk, as it can only be done by permit of the city, and as it is for 
the interest of the citizens to have it done in the safest and best way, 
it is desirable that it should be well done, in the manner in which the 
citizens will be best protected? ‘That is, if it is done it should be done 
properly.

(). Now, you spoke about thirty fires occurring last year that might 
be caused by electricity. Were any of those fires caused by a feed wire? 

A. Well, sir, I couldn’t tell as to the current that caused them, but I 
think not. I think that could be found, however, by referring to the 
records. 
But as you recollect it ? 

As I recollect it I cannot call to mind that there was. 

Now, you have charge of all the city wires ? 

Not the police. 

Of all the fire wires, and so on? 

Xs, sir. 

Your duty, when you started in originally, was to get out of the 
dead wires, largely ? 
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A. Well, to get out of the way of the dead wires and to supervise 
the placing of wires inside of buildings. 


Q. Now, the dead wires have practically been eliminated ? 

A. We find them every day in large quantities. 

Q. Well, a great many of them have been taken down ? 

A. A great many of them have been taken down. 

Q). And as to those wir es, there are none of those railway wires, are 
they ? 


A. I don’t know as they are. The dead wires we take down we 
have no means of knowing whose they are. 

@. No, but taking into consideration the places where we run our 
wires, it naturally doesn’t leave us much chance to get dead wires for 
any length of time ? 

A. No, I don’t see how wires that were very badly worn could be 
used for that purpose. 

(. And where the road is in constant use, if you really get a dead 
wire it is in the interest of the service, for fear the service may be sus- 
pended, that you put in another wire to take its place ? 

Ate ess sir: 

Q. The dead wires, or the principal dead wires, are those which run 
over buildings, and which, when they cease to be used are not worth 
taking down ? 

A. Yes, sir. The principal number of dead wires are those put up 
by persons and corporations, who, after they get through using them, 
abandon them and leave them to somebody else to either take them up 
and use them, or take them down. 

@. <As they say out West, they turn them out to grass? 

A. Yes; turn them out to grass. 

Now, in the matter of putting wires underground, it would be 
desirable if the city of Boston had its wires under eround § P 

A. I think it would be; yes, sir. 

Q. And practically the reason why it has not been done is because of 
the expense involved P 

A. And the want of an appropriation of work of that character. 

@. AsIsay, itis the expense that it would take to do it — the fact 
that the appropriation has not been made ?

Q. Now, another thing — Mr. Williams spoke about the wires get- 
ting abrased, etc. I suppose the same thing occurs in regard to a thing 
of that kind ata fire as in everything else — that it would hardly ever 
occur twice at the same place. That is, if ata fire a part of the wire 
upon which the ladder rested got abrased, it would hardly be likely that 
that wire would get abrased in the’same place again ? 

A. It might if the fire was in the same building. 

Q. It might in that case, I suppose, but it would be har dly likely, 
even there. Now, do you know what is the length of the insulated life 
of these best insulated wires ? 

A. Well, I think it depends altogether on where it is — the location 
makes a vast difference. I think a wire down on Atlantic avenue would 
wear a far shorter time than if you were to put it out in Brighton, Cam- 
bridge, or such sections as that, outside of the city proper. I think the 
elements and ever ything there on Atlantic avenue are nore severe on it ; 
that it comes in contact, in the nature of things, with the salt atmospher a 
and so on; and it is not the salt atmosphere “alone that effects the insu- 
lation, but various other things. 

@. And all rubber prepar ed for mechanical uses tends to deteriorate ? 

A. Yes, sir; it has more or less sulphur in it; there is constant vul- 
canizing going on, and it becomes hard and brittle. 

ap Now, speaking about the current moving the cars. You start a 
current from the dynamo, we will say, to run a) ear in Dorchester, and 
it is carried out upon the feed wire, and then, as you have described, it 
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is fed into the trolley wire, and then it has performed its duty. Now, the 
trolley wire communicates it to the trolley, from there the electricity is 
carried down through the car to the motor, then it is carried down to the 
wheels, and it passes out through the wheels to the ground. Now, in 
order to accomplish the purpose for keeping the circuit moving, it goes 
back to the power-house, finds its way back in some way or other ? 

A. Yes, sir; through the earth, or somehow. 

Q. Now, good construction provides that a wire shall be provided to 
take that current back under ground to the power-house, and for that 
purpose they have what they call a ‘+ return wire ”? 

A. Yes, sir; the better the return service the less current is used. 

Q. Yes, sir; and it is for the interest of the railroad to secure a good 
return ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. A good return all round ? 

A. Yes, sir; if there was any resistance there they would have to 
expend power to send it back. 

@. Now, take the case of a heavy snow-storm, such as we had a 
short time since, when we had, in order to run the cars conveniently, to 
put on snow-ploughs. Of course, when we had to run snow-ploughs 
in the snow, and also had to run the cars, it put avery large load on the 
system, and the current required for the cars to be used was necessarily 
somewhat reduced. Now, take that power at such a time as that, 
when you undertake to force through a given street an unusual amount 
of force, power, the unusual amount of electricity tends to heat the feed 
wire, but having it in the air the radiation takes off the heat. That is 
the tendency. Now, if you put that underground, and you should inad- 
vertently or in any way force too much current through, you might 
burn out your wire ? 

A. Ihardly think you would do so in a cable sufficiently large. 

Q. No, if it was large enough you wouldn’t, of course; but what I 
mean to say is that that might be the case with a cable plenty large 
enough for ordinary use? 

A. If the cable wasn’t large enough to supply the demand, of course 
if it was overheated it would have to go. If you are undertaking to get 
more current through a given sized wire than it is capable of carrying, 
the effect would be heat. 

Q. Now, applying this to the wires used by your department, for in- 
stance — you have two or three lines of cable of sufficient size to do the 
business. If you have to do more work than usual with those cables it 
increases the tension, and if they were high potential currents, there 
would be danger of overheating those cables. Now, supposing a fire 
comes and we have, we will say, two lines of cars which we are forced 
to put upon one line. The trouble comes from having to force more 
current through that one line, with the result that we increase the strain, 
and to the extent that we increase that to the same extent we approach 
that danger line ? 

A. Yes, sir; I see the force of that. 

Q. Now, then, if your wire is heated it might be heated and the mis- 
chief be done before you discovered it — there is no way of discovering 
it if it is under ground, until the damage is done. In that way you 
would not be apt to discover it until it is too late, would you, ordinarily ? 

A. I shouidn’t look for a great deal of that heating. 

Q. No, but if it did occur? — 

A. Well, if it did occur, if there was liable to be over pressure to 
such an extent that it would heat it, it would be likely to stop the cars to 
a certain extent, because the resistance would be thrown on there prob- 
ably very suddenly and maintained until this heat developed. If the re- 
sistance was thrown on there, if there was an excessive resistance, more 
than the cable was capable of conducting, that cable might be heated up 
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to a certain extent, but the resistance which would be put on there, if the 
number of cars was increased to that extent, would be such that you 
would notice it in the running of the cars. 

Q. Well, what I mean to say is, that as you are trying to force 
through more than it is capable of carrying the very tendency is to force 
it through this resistance ? 

Sey OS.4 Sie 

Q. And the consequence is heat. As you might say, it rolls back on 
itself? 

The CHatRMAN. — Do I understand you, Mr. Hyde, to be taking the 
feed wires, or the return fires ? 

Mr. Hypr. — The feed wires, what would be the result if the feed 
wires were under ground. ‘To-day, a feed wire is overhead, and in 
case of fire, if you have to double the street cars on any particular 
street, if you heat the feed wire you don’t heat it seriously, because 
the air takes it off. But if you put it in a small space so as to confine 
the escape of the electricity, such as putting it into a duct underground, 
you are running that risk of burning out your feed wire. W hen the 
pressure is being forced through that wire, and it is so confined, the 
heat cannot eet out and the result is that the wire gets heated 
up to a certain point, the heat coming from its own resistance to the 
current being forced through it, and when it gets heated up to a certain 
point it is like a hot-box, and when it gets to that point it is apt to burn 
the wire out, and it acts so quick in such cases that when it does act, 
your mischief may be very great and sudden. Now, we have found 
instances of that kind on the road, sometimes at a point where men were 
at work doing something, and the current would come along unex- 
pectedly and your wire would get hot. It would not happen to do any 
particular mischief, because it is exposed to the air, but I am simply in- 
dicating the tendency in case it was confined. Of course, all those sort 
of thing's are sought to be guarded against by practical men by having 
a wire lar ge enough so that it will not get heated. But when you mul- 
tiply the size of your wire for that purpose, so as to meet all contingen- 
cies that may arise from doubling or trebling the service, the expense 
becomes enormous. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Would the heating of that wire effect the insula- 
tion ? 

Mr. Hypr.—Oh, the point is this, that the whole wire might burn 
right off and stop every car on the line. 

"The CHAIRMAN. — If it were not sufficient to burn it up, but simply 
sufficient to heat a portion of it, would there be any trouble? 

Mr. Hyper. — Well, there would always be danger from heating the 
wire, and that danger would increase according to the resistance by 
reason of the number of cars that it might be desirable to put on any 
one line when the cars were prevented by a fire or otherwise from run- 
ning on some other line. 

The Witness. — Of course, the question of resistance would depend 
largely on the size of the wire. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) You ought to leave a large margin for safety 
— that would have to be done. 

ALY eves; Sir: 

Q. Now, take the general construction of the West End Road, as you 
have come in contact with it constantly — you think, generally speak- 
ing, that it is a proper construction ? 

‘A. I don’t know why not. IJ never heard any fault found with it. 

Q. Well, you have supervision over our wires to the extent of calling 
our attention to anything that is not in proper condition ? 

A. Any defects I see I call your company’s attention to. 

@. And have you found occasion to complain that the matter has not 
been properly attended to? When you have called attention to a thing 


ee 
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of that kind, does not the road attend toit, and has it not been responded 
to immediately ? 

A. I probably on quite a large number of occasions have called the 
attention of the officers of the company to certain things, and they have 
always been very promptly attended to, and I don’t think there has ever 
been one instance where I have had to call their attention to a matter 
twice. I think they have always sent me a very courteous letter saying 
that they were glad that I had called attention to it, that it would be 
attended to immediately, and I know that usually within an hour from 
that time the matter has been cleaned up. 

Mr. Hype. — I know that we have been very glad that you were 
looking after our wires as well as we ourselves, because it has been the 
means of affording us more protection all the time. I think there is 
nothing else that I care to ask, Mr. Flanders. 

Q. (By Ald. Hay.) As these wires are getting old, they break 
more or less frequently, Mr. Flanders? 

A. They are weakening more or less as time goes on, of course. 

Q. And as years go by they are continually getting weaker and are 
bound to fall ? 

A. Yes, unless they are watched. 

@. (By Mr. Hype.) Well, take the trolley wires, don’t we have a 
larger number of men watching them all the time and replacing them 
where it is needed ? 

A. Yes, sir. I understand that that is the case. Then there are 
cases where there may not only be that trouble from weakening, but a 
wire burns away, burns up on account of arcing. When yousee that 
flashing on the wires, it takes something away every time it arcs. 

Q. Well, do you know of any instance of our feed wire breaking 
down? 

A. No, sir; I don’t know of any case of that kind. 

Q. (By Ald. HALL.) This little exhibition of fireworks that occurred 
on Tremont street the other night was due to that cause ? 

A. To the falling of the trolley wire. 

@. A number of hundreds of feet fell ? 

A. Well, when the wire comes down in that way it gets in contact 
with the guard wires or with the rails, and the result is that it is going 
to melt it for some little distance. 

Y. (By Mr. Hype.) As far as any danger that there may be to the 
trolley wire or from the trolley wire, that is the same whether the feed 
wire is underground or aboveground. 

A. Yes, exactly the same. 

Q@. (By Mr. REEp.) In this case that Mr. Hyde speaks of in regard 
to overheating the feed wire, what becomes. of that extra return cur- 
rent? Doesn’t it come back by the return wire? 

A. It has to go into the ground. 

C=) 10a brought back by the return wire, isn’t there a chance of 
overheating the return wire ? 

ae OW ell, the return wire is not insulated ; in consequence of its lying 
in the earth bare, if there is more current comes down than will go 
through the wire it takes to the earth to go back. 

Q. Do you know that the feed wires of this trolley system are under- 
ground in Philadelphia ? 

A. I don’t know whether they are now or not, sir. I don’t think they 
were at the last time I was there. 

Mr. Reed. — They are. 

Q. (By Mr. Wittiams.) Just one question — who was investigating 
this matter of electrolysis ? 

A. City Engineer Jackson, I think. 

Q.- You have no particular knowledge of that? 

Al ONO, sir: 
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. But you understand what it is ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Isn't ita fact that at various points on the West End line it was 
found that by allowing the current to escape through the rail and return 
on the rail the earth was so largely charged with electricity that it 
operated to injure water-pipes, gas-pipes, and all other pipes that were 
in that vicinity ? 

A. I think that was the assertion. . 

Q. Well, don’t you understand that to be the fact? Hasn’t the West 
End Street Railway Company, for the purpose of avoiding that, brought 
its return wire up on to the poles in some cases ? 

A. Well, I couldn’t answer that. I know that the West End Street 
Railway Company have put in a cable that is run through certain streets 
of Boston for the purpose of overeoming electrolysis on the various 
wires, the cabled wires of the telephone, and so on, and they are run- 
ning quite a lot of that cable around in connection with that. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) If anything of that kind does occur it is just 
the same whether the cabled wires are underground or not? 

A. Ithink the West End Road have been fair in trying to overcome 
that and have done everything they could. It is something that we 
were very much surprised to find was taking place. 

Q. (By Mr. Witttams.) Well, but have you considered this 
question, Mr. Flanders— whether the West End Road ought not en- 
tirely to abandon their plan of returning through the rail the excess of 
current? Should it not be returned by return wires? It ought to be 
guarded at all points. 

A. I don’t know as I exactly understand. 

Q. They are doing that now, as I understand it. 

A. What do you mean they should do— have their return wire 
insulated ? 

Mr. Hypr.— We don’t use the rails to return the current. We use a 
naked underground wire. 

Q. (By Mr. WittiAMs.) Well, while the rail may be used as a con- 
ductor to take the current back, it isn’t as good as to bury a copper 
wire in the ground which will take the current and conduct it back, 
is it? 

A. Well, every rail now is connected with a copper wire which is 
fastened to it —a copper return wire. 

Mr. Hype. — As | understand it, that is the approved construction, to 
provide a proper return for the current, and that is what everybody 
wants us to do, and it is what we want to do, as it is valuable to us. 
They do not want us to put the current in the rail and return it in that 
way, and we do not do so. We pay the expense of sending it back, 
which accomplishes what we desire to have done, and we do it by this 
copper wire. 

Mr. Reep. — Well, do you want to have that wire insulated ? 

Mr. Hype. — No, we don’t. 

Mr. Reep. — Don’t you want it done to prevent that leakage and 
damage to the water-pipes ? 

Mr. Hype. — No, we don’t understand that there is any question about 
that. It has not been brought to our attention. 

Mr. WiLiiams. — Well, we will give the consideration of that ques- 
tion to Mr. Jackson, or some one who understands it. That is a question 
for him. 

Com Murreuy. — Now, [ would like to just find out what informa- 
tion is desired from the Fire Commissioners in connection with this mat- 
ter. Isuppose any request for such information would come through 
the committee, but I would like to ask Mr. Williams and the other 
counsel in regard to the questions upon which they desire information, 
or in regard to the statistics they want. If I remember aright the first 
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thing you wanted was the record of the Fire Department in reference to 
the number of fires caused by electricity ? 

Mr. WitiiAms. — Either the records of the Fire Department, or any 
records that you have kept. 

‘om. Murpeuy. — Then, in addition to that, you wanted a record of 
the injuries to firemen from electrical causes, and the way in which they 
have been caused. 

Mr. WittrAms. — Also the cases of obstruction or interference with 
the operation of the Fire Department. 

Ald. HALL. — Why cannot you gentlemen confer together to-morrow, 
or at some convenient time before the next hearing, and settle all these 
questions ?

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THIRD HEARING. 


City HALL, March 7, 1894. 


The committee was called to order at 3 P.M., by Chairman Fouisom. 
Present, all the members of the committee. 

Appearances — same as at second hearing, with the exception that 
PRENTISS CUMMINGS, Esq., appeared for the West End Street Railway 
Company in place of Mr. HYypbr. 

The CHAIRMAN, in calling to order, said: Gentlemen, the committee 
are now ready to proceed with the hearing in regard to the expediency 
of requiring the West End Street Railway Company to place under- 
ground all of said company’s wires, with the exception of the trolley 
wire and the wires used for the support of the same. We are now ready 
to hear any witnesses whom it may be desired to have testify in this 
matter. 

Mr. Witi1AmMs — Mr. Chairman, I have received from the Fire Com- 
missioners certain data that we asked for at the last hearing with the 
permission of the committee, and I should like to submit them now so 
as to have them go on to the files at least. In the first place, there is 
a record of obstructions for last year, which shows seventy-four or 
seventy-five recorded obstructions in the handling of fires by overhead 
wires. In many of these cases the wires are unknown, but the West 
Ind wires and trolley are charged with just about one-half —TI think 
thirty-eight out of seventy-five obstructions to fires that were recorded 
last year. Iam told by the Commissioners that this record has only 
been kept in the last year, so that it has not been done in accordance with 
a perfected system in the past, by any means. But it was done last 
year, and that is the record as it appears. 

The CHAIRMAN. — You desire to submit that as testimony ? 

Mr. WiLirAMs.— I do. I desire to submit that as the record, in that 
respect. (See end of to-day’s hearing.) Thenthere is the record which 
they have handed in of the accidents to firemen, which I would like to 
putin. (See end of to-day’s hearing) ; and also the length of wires of 
the West End Street Railway Company in the city of Boston, and the 
length of trolley as distinguished from feeders and overhead return 
wires. ‘This gives Charlestown, Allston, and Brighton separately from 
the city of Boston proper. (See end of to-day’s hearing.) I would just 
like to call the attention of the committee at the present time to the fact 
that in Boston proper there are 75.2 miles of trolley, 105.3 miles of 
feeders, and 46.7 miles of overhead return wires. ‘That is in Boston 
proper, giving the committee an idea of the amount of wire we have to 
deal with. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Do I understand, Mr. Williams, that these accidents 
to firemen are from electric wires ? Does the record specify which wires 
caused the trouble? 

Mr. WiLuiAms. — Well, I understand that those are all the accidents, 
and the Fire Commissioner testified at the last hearing about certain of 
the accidents from electric wires. Each case is not specified, but this is 
their full record of accidents. Now, Mr. Chairman, I also have the 
records of the fire which occurred last Saturday on Atlantic avenue, 
and I should like to put in the records of the department as to the inter- 
ference of wires at that time. One of the reports is made by E. M. 
Byington, general utility man; another is made by W. J. Burke, Inspec- 
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tor of Wires; and another is made by a captain — Capt. E. B. Smith. 
Perhaps it would be as well for meto read them. Capt. E. B. Smith 
reports to the Board of Fire Commissioners as follows, under date of 
March 4: 

‘*] would most respectfully report that Hosemen C. F. Curran and 
G. B. Atwood, while assisting in raising water-tower No. 2 at fire, box 
51, second alarm, at 9.03 P.M., March 3, received a severe shock from 
trolley wire of the West End Street Railway. 4 

[ have also here a report from Inspector W. J. Burke, under date of 
March 6. His report is to the Inspector of Wires, and reads as follows: 

‘*On Saturday, March 3, I arrived at the fire on Atlantic avenue 
immediately after the second alarm was given. I went to the Atlantic 
avenue side of the fire, knowing that there were a great many wires in 
front of the building. I noticed a wire that came down from’ the oppo- 
site side of the street on to the West End wires, and into the street. I 
saw one of the West End men standing near it, and went to him and 
asked him if he would not cut it, seeing that he had a pair of cutters in 
his hand. He told me that it was not his wire, and he would not touch 
it. Isaid, ‘ [t is across your wires, and I should think you would cut it 
rather than have anybody get hurt by coming in contact with it.’ | 
stayed around this wire for some time, keeping the firemen from run- 
ning into it, it being very dark and could not be seen until you were 
within a few feet of it. ‘After repeated refusals of this man to cut the 
wire away, I then proceeded to box 51 to get some appliances to get 
this wire away, and on my return I found the wire gone.

The letter from E. M. Byington, general utility man, is as follows 


‘¢Boston FIRE DEPARTMENT, March 5, 1894. 
‘« To the Board of ire Commissioners 


‘*GENTLEMEN: Answered alarm from Box 51. Reported to Chief 
Webber No. 2 tower was ready. Waited a few minutes. Was ordered 
to Atlantic avenue to look after No. 1 tower. Found Sheerin was trying 
to raise it, and had fouled the West End ecross-wires. Advised him to 
give the full pressure — 160 pounds — which he did. It would not 
raise any higher. Then we tried to lower it, it being foul of the wire 
and char eed with electricity. Finally we got it clear and down. 

“Then I saw what looked like a West End lineman, with a ladder 
such as they carry. Asked him to cut the wires; received no answer. 
Asked him again for an answer — yes or no. He turned his back and 
went away. 

‘Then I called on Captain Wall, of Engine 43, for help. We moved 
the tower ahead a few feet to clear the wires. The pressure in the 
tank being exhausted, I then requested Captain Wall to give from 120 
to 140 pounds water pressure to raise the tower. We got to work in 
good shape. and water going out of the nozzle, when the jacks (that 
fake the w eight off from the springs) which were badly sprung from 
the manoeuvring to clear the wires, flew out of position, causing the 
tower to careen to one side. Called on members of department “next 
the fire to seize hold of guy-rope, which they quickly did, and prevented 
it from being capsized. 

‘“Then we received orders from District Chief Abbott to shut down, 
which was done. Called Superintendent Demary, who gave orders to get 
it into working order. Afterwards some of the West End people 
offered to cut any wire for us; no use then. 

‘«The electric current was not heavy enough to knock us down, but 
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happening to touch the main part of the ironwork and the tire of a 
wheel, which made a ground, the shock was quite severe, and after we 
got all clear there seemed to be a great deal of flashing and fusing of 
wires at the pole next the fire. 
‘¢This makes the second time I have asked some of the West End 
linemen to cut the wire. ‘The first time was at Tremont Temple fire.

Those are the reports that have been handed to me by the Board of 
Fire Commissioners, through Mr. Murphy, according to the understand- 
ing at the last hearing that ¢ any reports of the department might be given 
tous. I tender those as following out the line of testimony which we 
presented before. 


BENJAMIN B. WHITTEMORE — Sworn. 


. 


(By Mr. Witiiams.) What is your full name, Mr. Whittemore ? 
Benjamin B. 

And you are engaged in the insurance business ? 

I am, yes. 

And represent what companies ? 

The Etna Insurance Co., of Hartford. 

Now, Mr. Whittemore, you know the subject-matter of investiga- 
tion here — that i is, the question of the interference with firemen in the 
operation at fires of electric wires, and exposed electric wires, as an 
element of fire risk | Now, I wish you would state to the committee 
what you can with reference to those two points. 

A. I can only state in a general way my own knowledge in regard 
to the interference of wires as a whole—all wires strung on poles, 
whatever they may be, whether electric wires or not. Itis a matter of 
notoriety with us insurance people that wires of some kind have inter- 
fered with the operations of the fire department. To that extent we 
are, 2S insurance companies and representatives, interested — not to 
specify any particular wires, but wires as a whole. With regard to the 
dangers of electricity, we have reason to believe that many fires have 
been caused by the electricity passing into buildings from wires — say 
telephone wires and some wires for electric lights that have come in 
contact with highly charged wires on other lines. I do not know that I 
can specify any "particular cases where it is known just how this com- 
munication was made. I can only say fires have occurred, and so near 
to electric wires that the inference was direct that electricity had come 
from these innocent wires, as I should call them, and come in contact 
with others highly charged. 

@. Well, in your opinion, Mr. Whittemore, would it not make a 
serious reduction in the fire risk of this city and in the burden of pre- 
mium payments by the citizens if all of the high potential wires were so 
placed that they couldn’t be crossed or couldn’t be exposed above 
ground ? 

A. It would make some difference, undoubtedly. There is a charge 

—a general charge —now for the presence of electric wires in the 
tariff rates. ‘That is so fundamental that it is spread over all insurance 
to-day. 

().. That is, for interference of wires ? 

A. Interference of wires. 

Q. That is, where you find that wires are so placed in connection 
with buildings that, in your judgment, it would interfere with the oper- 
ations of the Fire Depart tment you make a distinct charge to the property- 
owner for that risk ? 


J OhOLOKS 
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A. Well, there is no place that I know of where it is distinctly 
charged, but there is a general charge in the tariff for the presence. 

@. Oh, there is a general charge in the tariff? 

A. Yes, a fundamental charge. 

(. Does that go into all policies? 

A. That goes into all policies where rates are made, are fixed. 
There is a fixed charge for the presence of wires of all kinds. 

(). In the city of Boston, you refer to ? 

A. Irefer now to the city of Boston. We recognize it as being an 
obstacle that is worth something. 

Y. Yes, an element of danger? 

A. An element of danger. 

(. Then do I understand you that the charge is made whether or not 
there happened to be at that particular building wires running so as to 
obstruct ? 

a Oh; yes: 

Y. So that the people of Boston at large pay for this risk whether 
or not the wires in that particular piace happen to be an obstruction or 
not P 

A. Yes, sir. 

Y. You recognize that as a general danger in the city of Boston, for 
which you raise the general rate so much ? 

e648: sir. 

. Well, now, isn’t it true, Mr. Whittemore, that in certain cases — 
say, for example, where these wires are very thick at corners, where 
the West End Railroad crosses, if you please, and there is a perfect net- 
work ofthe trolley system — aren’t separate charges made in such cases 
as that of extreme risk ? 

A. I don’t recall anything made now beyond this general charge. 
There was at one time a movement made, I think, in the Board of 
Underwriters, to make a specific charge, but it never really culminated, 
because subsequently a fundamental rate was made in which this 
element was recognized. 

Q. (By Mr. Cummines.) Mr. Whittemore, do you know anything 
in regard to this matter of your own personal knowledge ? 

A. I beg your pardon. 

(. Isay, do you know anything abott this matter of the obstruction 
from wires from personal knowledge, from observation of your own? 

A. Well, I should say that I remember one instance in connection 
with the water-tower being raised. I rarely go to a fire myself, but I 
remember to have seen something of the sort on Federal street. 

@. You know which the feed wires of the West End are, do you not; 
that is, you know the feed wire as distinguished from the trolley wire ? 

A. Qh, yes. 

. Well, have you ever known any fire to be occasioned, either 
directly or indirectly, from that feed wire ? 

A. I know of none. 

(. And do you know of any obstruction that has ever come from a 
feed wire ? 

A. Especially ? 

Q. Yes, sir. 

A. I don’t know of any. 

Q. (By Mr. REED.) Mr. Whittemore, there is a rate, is there not, a 
base rate, also for the electric trolley system, of the same amount as for 
interference wires ? 

A. Well, there is nothing separate now in our system ; for the presence 
of wires, the general presence of electric wires, you will find a charge 
there. I think you have there a copy of what is known as the universal 
schedule. 

@. Yes. Well, I find on page 11 that for the electric trolley, or other 
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dangerous system of street railway, there is a charge of two cents a 
hundred, and then there is a charge in another place for interference 
of two cents a hundred. 

oy Oh Bir: 

(). I understand that those are cumulative ? 

A. Well, as a matter of fact, I understand that two cents now em- 
bodies the whole. That is rather a scientific form of making rates that 
you have there; as a matter of fact a two-cents charge would cover all 
wires. 

@. Well, would it? Hasn't the change been rather in the direction 
of access than diminution ? 

A. What do you mean? 

@. Well, hasn’t the tendency of change been in the direction of an 
increase rather than of a decrease ? 

A. No, this form of schedule rating has only been adopted about a 
year, or nearly that, and there is no change from anything else. 

Q. I know, but I am told that there are changes pending i in that rate, 
and that those pending changes may very likely be in the direction of 
increasing rather than of diminishing it ? 

A. Well, possibly. I am not aware of what discussion may be going 
on in the rating committees that have this matter in charge. I don’t 
know of anything touching this particular subject. 

Q. Well, but ‘do you say that there is not a charge of two cents for 
the trolley system, and also an additional two cents for the interference 
of wires P 

A. Well, that would be four cents. 

). But that schedule would seem to indicate it ? . 

A. Yes, that would indicate it, but there is a change in our rates now 
by which that charge is only about one-half of what appears there, in 
the way it is applied in Boston. 

(). ‘Then you say two cents would cover it ? 

A. Two cents seems to cover it. 

Ald. HALL. — Two cents on what ? 

Mr. Rrep. — Well, I understand two cents on interference, and noth- 
ing on the trolley. 

The Witness. — Well, it embraces all, everything. 

Q. (By Mr. CARVER.) Do you consider the trolley to be danger- 
ous in regard to fires as well as the feed wire ? 

A. Well, trolley itself might not be so dangerous, but these wires 
that are bearing electricity into buildings might come in contact with it. 

Q. And it is dangerous in regard to the raising of the water-tower, is 
it not? 

A. Oh, so far as it comes in contact. 

Q. (By Ald. HALL.) Mr. Whittemore, in a broad avenue, where 
the street is broad, if the trolley wire is left in the middle of the street 
and all other wires of any nature, owned not only by this company but 
by all other companies, are removed, whether the trolley might not be 
tolerated, whether there would be any trouble from it? 

va Well, the only trouble there could be from the trolley then would 
be so far as interference was concerned. 

@. And that would not cause much interference in a broad street ? 

a ANG airy 

(. Of course in streets like Washington and Tremont or the narrower 
streets it might; but you think it would be a good thing to have as many 
of these other wires as possible put underground for protection ? 

A. Yes—you are speaking now in relation to interference with the 
operations of the Fire Department? 

Q. Yes. So in the broader streets, in the suburban or ontlying parts 
outside of the business centre, the trolley might run in the centre of the 
streets and the feed wires go underer ound with all the other wires ? 
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A. I should say it might, certainly. 

@. (By Mr. Reep.) Mr. Whittemore, how do the feed wires com- 
pare, on the score of interference, with the telephone wires ? 

A. Well, occupying the same location on poles they would interfere 
in the same manner, except that the feed wires would be larger and 
stronger, and would interfere more on that account, of course. 

. (By Mr. CARVER.) I should like to ask the witness if, in the 
winter, when there is ice, if the wires do not interfere much more than 
in the summer with the operation of the Fire Department ? 

The CHARMAN. — The Chair simply desires that you address the Chair 
for recognition and then question the witness, after we get your name. 

Mr. Carver. — Eugene P. Carver. 

The Witness. —I hardly know in what way the question comes. The 
interference would be no stronger, as I see, in winter than in any other 
tine, except that the streets, being slippery and more difficult to work 
upon, would add to the trouble. 

. (By Mr. Cummines.) Mr. Whittemore, which class of wires, in 
your judgment, would interfere most with the Fire Department — the’ 
wires that were high up on a building or the wires that were low down? 
That is, in the raising of ladders, ete. ? 

me Well, they naturally would first encounter those low down. 

Q@. It strikes you that the low-down wires, then, would interfere the 
most ? 

A. They would interfere first, and it would depend on their size 
whether they interfered most. 

@. Well, supposing a ladder was put up from the street against a 
high building, wouldn’t the ladder in the main entirely be out of the way 
of the feed wires? ‘That is, wouldn't the ladder go outside the feed 
wire in going up to the top of a high building, the feed wire being so 
low down? 

A. Well, that would depend altogether on the angle at which the 
ladder was pitched. 

Q. Of course, but as you usually put a ladder up ? 

A. It would depend on which story you wanted to reach. 

Q. If the ladder is put inside the wire it certainly wouldn’t inter- 
fere, would it? 

A. Well, the ladder can be raised to the second story without the 
wire interfering with it on the inside. 

(. The feed wires run along the sidewalk within some eight or ten 
feet of a building, do they not? 

A. ¥e@S: 

(J. Have you ever known or heard of ey case where the feed wire 
itself interfered with the raising of a ladder ? 

A. Don’t know of any case. 

(). You understand that the feed wire is a thoroughly insulated wire 
wnd safe to handle ? 

A. Yes; supposed to be. 

(. And that any small wire falling across the feed wire would do no 
harm ? 

i, Providing the insulation is perfect. 

Q. (By Ald. “TLALL. ) But supposing the insulation is worn off? 

A. If the insulation is worn off and a small wire should go across it, 
why then the power of that wire might be communicated. 

Q. Fr equently ladders rest against a feed wire, don’t they ?. 

A. Yes sir, I suppose so. 

(). It is an ordinary thing for them to rest upon the feed wire ? 

A. lam not accustomed to see it, but I should presume they might. 

Q. ‘They are in the way and they take whatever angles with the Tad- 
ders that they can, putting them inside on the sidewalk or out on the 
street and taking their chances ? 
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A. Yes, according to which story they desire to reach. 

(). And the feed wires are very strong wires, which, of course, can- 
not be very easily cut or torn aside ? ; 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Mr. Whittemore, would not the obstruction 
of wires to the raising of ladders depend upon what story of the building 
they wanted to reach ? 

Vio ay GS: 

Q. <A high wire, if they wanted to reach the top of a building, would, 
perhaps, obstruct more than a low wire; but if they wanted to get aut 
the second story, would the lower wires then, in your opinion, be more 
of an obstruction ? 

A. Certainly, the lower the story the more difficult would be the 
dealing with the lower wires, the more the trouble would be trom the 
lower wires. 

Q. (By Mr. REED.) By two cents, Mr. Whittemore, you mean two 
cents a hundred every year ? 

A. Yes, sir, on the base rate, whatever it is, as you find it there. 

Q. (By Mr. WILLIAMS.) ‘Two cents a hundred? 

oi; EN 

YQ. That is, two per cent. of the premium ? 

A. Well, 2/100, for instance, if the rate were forty cents, if the bot- 
tom rate, the base rate, on buildings were forty cents, that is, 40/100, 
than two cents of that would be for the presence of wires. 

Q. Then it would be 2/40, wouldn’t it, not 2/100 of your base rate ? 

A. Oh, of your rate itself ? 

(). Yes, sir—of your rate itself? 


O/T LORY 
(). Well, the rate is represented in premium ? 
Pes. 


@. Well, is that only a part of the premium? 

A, Itis only a part of the premium; it would be cumulative from 
that up. If that, for instance, were the base rate for buildings, the rate 
on contents would be much more than on buildings — built up on that. 


GEORGE P. FIELD. — Sworn. 


Q. (By Mr. WiLLiAMs.) What is your full name? 

id.) (George P. Field. 

(Y. And what companies do you represent, Mr. Field? 

A. I represent the Royal Insurance Company, of England; the 
American Fire Insurance Company, of Philadelphia; and the Penn- 
sylvania Fire Insurance Company and Insurance Company, of North 
America. 

@. Those companies represent a considerable portion of the insur- 
anee business of Boston, don’t they ? 

A. ‘They represent almost exactly one-tenth of it. 

Q. One-tenth of the whole business. Now, Mr. Field, will you 
state to the committee what the history of insurance losses and rates has 
been in the last five or six years in the city of Boston ? 

A. You mean the amount? 

@. Yes, the amount? 

A. Well, I had occasion recently to collate figures for an insurance 
organization and started with 1888 to cover the time I have been con- 
nected with them; and, in round numbers, the loss in 1888 was about a 
million and a quar ter; in 1889, when the Thanksgiving-day fire occurred, 
it ran up to five million dollars ; in 1890 it was about a million and a 
quarter, and the same in 1891 — they were nearly identical ; in 1892 
about a million and a half; in 1893 over five million dollars ; "and the 
premiums for the same time ran along with very little variation, not 
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varying much more than $100,000, I think, from two million and a half 
up to 1892, when the advance in rates began; and the 1892 premiums 
were three million dollars, in round numbers, and the 1893 premiums 
were three and a half million dollars. 

%. Three and a half millions? That is, premiums actually paid ? 

A. Actually paid insurance companies on property located in the 
business section of the city of Boston. 

@. Can you say how much of the added million of premiums was 
due to the increase in property ? 

A. I didn’t go into that, but I should give it as my opinion that none 
of it was, because I don’t think the insurance on property in Boston in 
1893 was appreciably greater than in 1892, although I do not state posi- 
tively, because | haven't looked at the figures to see. 

(. But your opinion is that the increase of a million dollars in 
premium was due to increased fire risks ? 

A, Yes, sir; certainly. It was certainly so in my own business, be- 
‘rause I know that my amount of risk in Boston was no larger at the end 
of 1893 than at the end of 1892, although my premiums were very 
materially increased. 

Q@. Now, Mr. Field, you have a knowledge of the specific charges 
that are made in insurance circles for wire risks — trolley and inter- 
fering wires, and all other wire risks and electrical risks. What are the 
specific charges that are made for those risks ? 

a2 eal | only know about that as it appears in the schedule — I have 
nothing to do with the application of it — and as I recollect it there is a 
eveneral charge of two cents for the obstruction as a whole and a specific 
char ge of one cent of any building which is of itself seriously obstructed 
— specifically a charge of not less than one per cent. Whether that is 
applied in making rates I don’t know. 

@. Then that would make three cents. Now, what does that three 
cents represent, we will say in a premium of $100, an ordinary 
ao ? Can that be figured out ? 

A. Idon’t know; I confess that those things always confuse me when 
you get down into the small decimals. The forty-cent rate has been 
spoken of. That would call for the payment of four dollars a thousand 
premium, and three cents — well, it would be thirty cents on a 
thousand, wouldn’t it ? 

Q. Well, that is added upon every policy, isn’t it? 

A. Iso understand it. 

@. ‘That is the general rate? 

I so understand it. That is the rating of all property. 

Now, if that is true on all policies, that amount of three cents on 
three millions premiums, which I understand you to say there were last 
year, would amount to somewhere in the vicinity of $90,000 for that 
basal risk, would it not ? 

A. Well, that is pure mathematical calculation. 

Q. Now, in connection with any of the fires that you have investi- 
gated in recent years, have any considerable fires been attributed to ex- 
posed high potential currents ? 

Mow Y es,)sir: 

@. Well, what ? 

A. Well, notably the Thanksgiving-day fire of 1889. 

. ‘That was the five million-dollar fire, was it not ? 

A. Well, that was the year when five million dollars was lost. It 
didn’t all happen at that one fire. 

(). Well, what was the loss at that fire — what part of the five million 
dollars, I mean ? 

A. Idon’t know. I don’t keep the run of the individual fires so 
much as I do the aggregate. I have a recollection that it cost me some- 
where in the neighborhood of one hundred thousand dollars. 
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@. Well, now, that fire was attributed in insurance circles to elec- 
tricity, wasn’t it ? 

A. It was. 

@. suppose that at bottom the calculations of insurance premiums 
by the companies are based upon the history of fire losses, aren’t they ? 

A. They are supposed to be. I don’t think we always do. 

(. So your increase in rates is based as nearly as possible on a cal- 
culation of your coming risk, and your premiums are gauged according 
to that, so that with the increase of actual fire losses you expect a rise 
in the premium ? 

Ae PIGS wees 

(. Now, what is your judgment as to the part that electricity has 
play ed — that i is, these high potential currents and their present meth- 
ods of communication through the city by overhead wires — what is 
your judgment as to the part ‘that the electricity plays in the fire losses 
of late years ? 

A. Well, I can only give my opinion, because it is very difficult to 
show. 

(. What is your opinion? 

A. Oh, in my opinion it is responsible for a very considerable por- 
tion of the increase. 

Y. In your judgment, if the high-potential wires — that is, those 

capable of kindling fire — were all put underground, it would materially 
fiminish the fire risks in the city of Boston ? 

A. I think it would; yes, sir. 

. As to the part th at these wires play in interference with the Fire 
Department, have you had occasion to consider that question ? 

A. Yes, I have considered it. 

(. What should you say as to the interference from the feed wires of 
the West End Street Railway Company ? 

A. Icannot say that I have ever noticed any interference from any 
particular wires, but from the wires as a whole my attention has been 
called to it. 

@. These feed wires are always in conjunction, or nearly always, 
with the trolley system, and it is true that the interference problem in- 
volves all the wires together; that is true, isn’t it ? 

A Wer ele. 

Y. So that when you get out of the way of one wire another wire 
may be an appr eciable factor of obstruction or danger ? 

A And also the low-voltage wires, which are of ‘themselves all right, 
when they come in connection with high voltage are all equally bad. 

(). Have you had any personal exper ience in that connection in 
seeing the interference with the operation of the department ? 

A. Yes, that is to say, I have attended a good many fires, and while 
I cannot recall now any specific case, I have “been ina position where I 
have seen these ladders interfered with by wires. 

(. Well, now, in placing a risk, a given risk, — suppose you were 
insuring a building on the corner of Kneeland and Washington streets, 
for example, where you are probably familiar with the fact that there is 
a perfect network of wires, appar ently, to the observer, with no oppor- 
tunity to get up a ladder, — would you add, in insuring that building, 
to the premium paid by the owner of that building on that account ? 

A. should suppose that in the schedule rating an additional charge 
would have been made. You understand that we don’t individually 
compute these rates. They are examined and passed upon and the 
result is sent out to us. We don’t go over them to seeif they are 
correct. 

@. Youask for a rating on this particular building ? 

A. Precisely; and they make it out according to their schedule and 
give me the result. 
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Q. (By Mr. Cummines.) Mr. Field, you heard Mr. Whittemore 
testify that the charge was two cents, as he understood it, for wires 
generally ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Y. Is that the way you understand it ? 

A. Tfunderstand that there is a general charge of two cents and a 
specified charge of one cent in the sc schedule. 

(. That is, you understand it a little differently from the way he 
understands it ? 

A. Yes, sir; but, as T have explained to you, I have nothing to do 
with the applic ation of it, and am willing to stand corrected. 

Q. Mr. Whittemore is a man who understands his business ? 

A. Hehas been president of the Board several years, and is undoubt- 
edly more familiar with this than [ am. 

Q. The Board of Underwriters ?

(). And this forty-cent rate represents four dollars on a thousand ? 

A. Yes, Si 

Q. And, according to his rating, the charge for interference, at two 
cents, would be twenty cents on a thousand ? 

Meow y. Os, SIT. 

Q. Or if there was a charge of three dollars it would be thirty cents ? 

A. “Yes, ‘sir: 

(Q. You have not observed any difficulty that has arisen particularly 
from the feed wires, I understand ? 

A. No, only from there being one more in the number. 

Q. Simply an additional wire ? 

A. Simply an additional wire and a heavier wire, and, in my opinion, 
from its position, more of an obstruction than the higher wires. 

Q. Still, you don’t recoilect having noticed any obstruction from that 
particular wire ? 

Ao No: 

Q. Well, I understand that you are stating matters of opinion, but I 
would like to ask your opinion on this point: Where an insurance rate 
ona particular building is made wouldn't the’ mass of small wires that 
you might see upon the poles about a building in your mind constitute a 
much gr yreater risk than the feed wires of the railway company, which are 
down at the base of the building ? 

A. Well, what do you mean "by risk — hazard of fire ? 

(). Yes, the whole? 

A. Well, if all the high potential wires were out of the way the small 
wires wouldn’t be any element of hazard at all — would be an obstruc- 
tion, but not an element of fire hazard. 

(4. You understand, however, that while the feed wire is a high 
potential wire it is an insulated wire ? 

A. Yes, and I understand, also, that insulation disappears very rap- 
idly in front of a burning building, because I have seen that. 

Q. Do you know of any instance where the small wire of a tele- 
phone company, for example, has ever been charged from a feed wire 
—not speaking of a trolley wire, but of the feed wire? 

A. Yes, sir. I don’t want to swear to that, because I understand 
that I am testifying on oath, but my recollection is very strong that at 
the Hecht Brothers’ fire your feed wire lost its insulation ‘and was 
sparking all along there, partly from your current, and partly, un- 
doubtedly, from the electric lights. Butthere was a very lively display 
down thére in front of the New York & New En gland depot, I should 
think for an hour, and my recollection is, as I recall it now, that some 
of those wires were dropped across your feed wire which went in front 
of the building from which the insulation had been burned by the 
flames from the windows of the building. 
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@. Your idea is that all wires should go underground. as far as 
possible P 

A. Yes, sir; as far as possible. 

Q. (By Mr. REED.) Would you be able to tell, by refreshing your 
recollection with that schedule, just what the rates are P 

al. JT endeavored a year ago to understand that schedule method 
rating, and it resulted in nervous prostration and a trip to Florida. 

Q. (By the CrarrmMan.) Mr. Field, did I understand you to say 
that you considered the low wires more obstruction in case of fire than 
the high wires ? 

A. It seems to me so, yes, sir, because in all fires it isn’t necessary 
to raise a ladder to the top of the building, and I think the feed wire 
interferes with the raising of a ladder on any story where a ladder is 
needed, while the high wires might not interfere as the fire might be 
below. 

Q. (By Mr. Reep.) I understood you to say, I think, to Mr. Will- 
iams — perhaps I misunderstood you— that with a rate of four dollars 
on a thousand thirty cents, on your supposition, would represent this 
wire risk? 

Ay si es, it. 

(). Now, thirty cents is eight per cent. of four dollars, is it not? 
One per cent. would be four cents, and eight per cent. would be thir ty- 
two cents — a little in excess of thirty cents ? 

Hires Psiir 

(. Now, on this three-miilion dollar premium that you speak of, 
eight per cent. of $3,000,000, would be $240,000 ? 

A. Well, you need not expect me to make a reply to questions of 
that kind. Jam anything but an expert on mathematical calculations. 
I always have to count up by ones, tens, and hundreds. 

4). Theamount would be somewhere between $200,000 and $250,000 ? 

A. Well, the amount can be easily calculated on the premium. 

Oe. (By Ald. HALL.) This feed wire is covered with rubber and tar, 

smth Pihiise 

A. Ipresume so. All those insulations are by a secret process. 

(. And the heat, I suppose, causes the insulation to disappear ? 

A. It does; a sufficient amount of it. 

(Y. And if the rubber or the insulation is worn off or removod by 
reason of ladder pressing against it, by rubbing and friction, if a stream 
of water then comes down and the wire is in the condition you described 
there at the Hecht fire, the current is communicated to the ladder and to 
the firemen on the ladder ? 

A. Ishould suppose it would be. 

(. So you consider the low wires, the feed wires, for instance, as a 
serious obstruction ? 

mAs ido: yes, sit. 

@. In the matter of fighting fires ? 

Aves i earese 

Q. And smaller wires and the overhead wires are very easily cut and 
pulled aside, aren’t they P 

Ags YOsesir: 

(). But this strong feed wire it is almost impossible to break or to 
tear. You cannot cut it, isn’t that so ? 

A. I don’t think J have ever seen it cut or have known it cut. I 
mean cut right off. Of course, the current is cut out of the wire, but I 
don’t recall ever seeing the wire itself cut. 

QY. The wire itself stays there ? 

A. The wire stays there. 

Q. <A large cable an inch and a half through ? 

A. That is a matter of opinion, but I should think it would average 
fully an inch. 
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STATEMENT by EUGENE P. CARVER, Esq. 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the Committee, I would like to ask 
permission of the committee at this time to make a few suggestions, 
with the consent of counsel. I would like to ask to go on to-day, as [am 

obliged to try a case in the Circuit Court of Providence to-morrow. I[ 
would like to present to the committee an explanation of the workings 
of the Salem system, and also to invite all the members of the Board of 
Aldermen to go down to Salem and inspect the system, if they will name 
the day when they can come, and also the other counsel for the respective 
parties. 

I wish to do that for several reasons. The first motive, of course, may 
be said to be selfish on the part of the corporation | represent as counsel ; 
and secondly, we can present to you to-day by an electrician an explana- 
tion of the system of trolley, feed, and underground wires of the West 
End Road, the manner in which we should place the wires if we were to 
use them in connection with our system, and to show that the system 
could be adopted by the West End Railroad at the minimum of expense, 
and would not be as expensive as the counsel would have us believe at a 
former hearing; also that if the feed wires and return circuit wires were 
put underground in that connection it would enable Mr. Hyde’s company 
to adopt our system, if they wished so to do. 

You, Mr. Chairman, will remember that Mr. Hyde said that at most 
the trolley was but a makeshift, and that if they were to adopt the system 
down at Salem, which was the only one they had heard of at the present 
time as working at all, it would be necessary for them to go to work and 
do all their work over again. 

The CHamMan. — As I understand you, Mr. Carver, the system which 
you represent does away with the trolley wire ? 

Mr. CARVER. — Does away with the trolley wire wholly. 

The CHAIRMAN. — And all the wires ? 

Mr. Carter. — Does away with all the overhead wires, puts every- 
thing underground ; and we shall hereafter, after the system has been 

explained, have a proposition to make to the city of Boston in regard to 
placing such a system in the streets of Boston in connection with the 
West End Road or independently. We desire to demonstrate in some 
portion of the city that it‘is perfectly feasible to put these wires under- 
ground, and that it can be done at a great deal less expense than has 
been intimated by any of the persons who have spoken up to the present 
time. 

And in this connection I desire to say that the gentleman who will 
present this matter to you, our consulting engineer, is a man who has 
built lines of the trolley system in this country and in foreign countries 
for the ‘Thomson-Houston Co., and therefore any questions that the 
committee might ask him, or that the respective counsel might ask him, 
in that connection, might be a benefit to the committee in the full con- 
sideration of this matter, because up to the present time, as I under- 
stand it, there has not appeared before the committee any person who 
has been able to fully explain the system. He will tell you all about 
the different currents, and the system which is adopted by the West End 
Railroad to-day to prevent electrolysis. Of course, our system would 
prevent all this trouble from electrolysis, but he can explain to you 
the system now used on the West End Road to prevent it, and the system 
that was used by Mr. Pearson, or introduced rather, by Mr. Pearson, 
who placed, as I understand it, the trolley system here in Boston as the 
head engineer of the West End Road, to procure the return circuit 
which has been spoken of in this connection. I would like to call 
upon Mr. Ballou. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Mr. Carver, do I understand that you wish to put 
the witness on now ? 
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Mr. CARVER. — Yes, sir. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Do you give way, Mr. Williams ? 

Mr. Wiiiiams. — Well, I am very glad to meet Mr. Carver's con- 
venience in the matter, but I am v ery nearly through. I have no 
objection to Mr. Carver’s going on if he desires, as I understand he has 
a case to try out of town fo-morr ow, and will say what little I have to 

say later. 

Mr. CARVER. an important engagement before Judge Car- 
penter, in Brainienon: ni morrow, the Berkshire case, Mr. Hall. 

Mr. WiLirams. —I don’t know whether I understood the suggestion 
of the Chair the other day as to what we are considering at this hearing. 
That is. there is a general petition, and then the order limits the inquiry 
to the feed and return wires. Now, I don’t know whether or not this 
committee is considering the whole subject at this time. The chairman 
of the committee did make a suggestion in regard to that at the last 
hearing, but I didn’t understand w hat it was. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The Chair would say that under the order he does 
not think the committee could report — if they should decide to report 
an order -—an order affecting the trolley wires, but that the committee 
have two petitions here before them, and desire to get all the information 
that is possible. The order authorizes the Committee on Underground 
Wires to give a public hearing ‘‘on the expediency of requiring the 
West End Street Railway Company to place underground all of said 
company’s wires, with the exc eption of the trolley wire and the wires 
used for the support of the same.” And it authorizes said committee to 
employ a stenographer and to report in print, if they deem desirable. 
That is the scope of the order. 

Ald. Hay. — I would suggest that we have full power and authority 
to consider any matter relevant to the undergrounding of wires, and we 

can recommend the passage of any order which will effect the remedy 
hich ought to be applied. Of course, the order which came down, as 
T understand it, from the Common Council, came before the petition 
which you hold in your hand, and if the order is not broad enough to 
cover all wires, with the petitions which we have before us, there could 
be a recommendation of this committee even beyond the order. 

‘The CHAIRMAN. —Well, that was practically the ruling of the Chair 
— that the committee could make recommendations on the whole 
subject. 

Mr. WILLIAMS. — Yes, that is what I understood at the time. Now, 
that being the case, I am free to say, when we get down to the issue that 
Mr. Carver presents, that I have been devoting myself to the feed wires 
for the reason — which I am_ pertectly free to state — that it did not 
seem to me in the present state of the art it would be a reasonable 
proposition to demand of the West End Street Railway Company that 
they should abolish their overhead trolleys; that that would seem 
certainly a very serious matter, and was one that I did not intend 


to present here — that is,. any immediate action relating to the 
overhead trolley — because I failed to see that we could fairly 


state to the committee that there was any way in which the West End 
Road could put their present trolley system underground. But I do say 
now that the same objections which apply to the feed wires, and which 
may induce this committee to recommend or to order that the feed 
wires go underground, apply with much greater force to the trolley, 
which is an exposed wire; and I, for my part, should be very glad if 
any system to obviate the present difficulty in that respect could be 
adopted. I know nothing about the system of Mr. Carver except what 
I have from hearsay that it is a possible scheme, and it may be that the 
city at the present time will consider it feasible to have that system 
tried. It may be that the West End Street Railw: ay Company would 
like to try it. I don’t know whether they have investigated it at all or 
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not, but certainly the reasons we are trying to get at in this hearing 
apply to the trolley as much as: to the feed wires, if not more. There- 
fore, under the ruling of the committee, I should be very glad to 
participate in any investigation. I should like to see this system 
myself. 

The CHarrMAN.— The Chair would say he thinks the committee 
have the power to hear parties upon any subject relating to the placing 
of wires underground. When we started in with this hearing the com- 
mittee understood, as you probably did, that there was no system by 
which the trolley could be placed underground. 

Mr. WILLIAMS. — Yes, sir. 

The CHaiRMAN.— And for that reason we were devoting ourselves 
more to the question of the feed wires and return wires 

Mr. WriLiiAMs. — That was my position. 

Mr. Carver. — We have three-quarters of a mile running to-day, in 
Salem, and when you consider that our system did not receive the pa- 
tents until the tenth day of February, you can see that we have done 
something. Now, we are backed up by a number of capitalists and 
prominent men in this city, and we do not ask anybody to make any ex- 
periments with our system at their expense. We are willing to make 
the experiments at our own expense, and if it afterwards should become 
desirable for the West End Road, the city of Boston, or anybody else, to 
consider the question of this system being used, we will pay the bills. 
And we want it to be where it can be tested thoroughly, because if our 
people have got something that is not good for any thing, we want to know 
it just as much as anybody else. But my idea in the matter was lar gely 
that possibly we could help the committee in arriving at some conclusion, 
from examination into this question, not in relation to putting the trolley 
underground now, Mr. Williams, because I shouldn’t want to say that the 
trolley : should be put underground until it was actually demonstrated 
right here in this city that it was advisable to put it underground. ‘Thatis, 
of course, a question for future consideration, and when the time 
comes, we shall, of course, speak on that subject. We shall come to 
this Board of Aldermen, to the West End Road, or anybody else, 
with an offer which will involve an outlay of a large amount 
of money on our part in order to carry our experiment through 
in a feasible way in paved streets where teams are continually passing 
and where all these things are encountered. Of course, as I stated be- 
fore, that is an after thought. We can present to you here now an idea 
of this system: This represents a section of a street, with regular width 
tracks, the whole thing being proportionally reduced. After we have 
illustrated it to you in that way, gentlemen, I should then like to take 
the whole Board down to Salém at as early a day as is desirable for 
them to go there. If you should like to go to-morrow, Mr. Hubbard 
here, of the American Bell Telephone Company, who is the treasurer of 
our company, would be most happy to take you, and Mr. Burnham, the 
large coal man, who is our president now, will be most happy to go 
with you. I, of course, would have to be absent, as I have already 
stated to you that I will have to be out of the State to-morrow. 

Ald. Hatt. —I would like to ask if Mr. Williams gives way for the 
purpose of allowing Mr. Carver to proceed ? 

Mr. WILLIAMS. — Well, 1 wish to meet the convenience of the com- 
mittee entirely. I have very little more to offer before I will sub- 
stantially close. 

Ald. Hati. — You will be willing to wait while we listen to Mr. 
Carver ? 

Mr. WILLIAMS. — Entirely. 

The CHarRMAN. — The Chair will state, in answer to the suggestions 
which have been made, that the committee are ready to hear all testi- 
mony in regard to burying any and all wires — whether telephone, 
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telegraph, feed, trolley, or anything else. We are ready to hear any 
testimony in regard to this whole matter during the hearing. 

Mr. Reep. — There is one piece of evidence from the records of the 
Fire Commissioners that I should like to ask to have produced. It slipped 
my memory at the last hearing. ‘There are in those records a dozen 
large photographs of different parts of the city showing the views from 
above of this network of wires at different points. I think it would be 
very interesting to the committee to see them, and I should like to have 
them produced. I-see that Mr. Murphy is here now, and I have simply 
spoken of it now because I thought he might leave the room at any 
time. 

Commissioner Murphy said he would produce the photographs re- 
ferred to later, they being those already produced at a State House 
hearing. 

STATEMENT BY MARTIN H. BALLOU. 


Q. (By Mr. Carver.) What is your name ? 

A. Martin H. Ballou. 

(@. And what is your business ? 

A_ Railway expert and engineer. 

(. And in what line of business have you been connected and how 
long of late years ? 

A. Ihave been building these trolley roads here in this country and 
abroad for the last five or six years, acting as engineer in charge of the 
work. 

(. And you have built them in other countries besides this ? 

ev O8.-8ir, 

(. Have built one in Sydney, Australia ? 

TY ON BIT: 

Q. And you are to-day the consulting engineer of the Magnetic 
Electric Company in Salem ? 

Ach ues sSIT: 

Q. Now, will you explain to the committee in the first place what 
this represents, and also in your own words the system that is down 
there in Salem, in a general way, from this — where the different wires 
20, etc. 

A. Mr. Chairman, it is a hard thing for an expert to put the thing to 
laymen and make them understand. With your kind permission, how- 
ever, craving your kind indulgence at the start, I will try to do so. We 
have in Salem put the trolley into a closed conduit. The trouble has 
been heretofore with all conduit systems that they are open, and that 
water and frost and the weather generally and the elements have made 
it impossible and impracticable to handle the electric cars by means of 
them as a means of propulsion of street cars. This being offered to us 
by a young inventor in Salem, we have takenitup. Itis asystem whereby 
the power can be put into a water-tight conduit, and can be drawn from 
that conduit to the cars in order to move them. It is proposed, as we 
have it in Salem, to lay in the street between the rails a series — 

@. One minute, Mr. Ballou, what seale is this? 

A. QOne-fourth the size of the actual track of the West End Road 
to-day. The scale is accurate. 

. (By Mr. Cummines.) Is the scale accurate as to that conduit, 
too ? 

A. Yes, sir; entirely. It is all worked out soas to be accurate. 

(). How wide, then, would that be in the street ? 

A. Between nine and ten inches across here, sir, and about eight 
inches deep, the whole thing above the ties being chaired in the same 
way that the West End chairs the rails on its ties to-day. We have a 
series of brass pipes, sections, and between these pipes there is a space 
of six feet ordinary paving, where nothing is seen in the street but the 
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paving. Then here where the pipes run we pave up to the conduit on 
either side and fill in here between the paving-blocks and the pipe with 
concrete cement, the pipe resting on cast-iron chairs over each tie. This 
portion here would be cement, and then there would be a chair bolted 
right down through each tie to the bottom of the road. In this pipe I 
have running lengthwise through there a little wooden trough on the 
same principle as this (referring to a section of pipe), this being the ac- 
tual size of a section of the pipe we propose to use, 3 or 34 inches in 
diameter, and lying in this pipe Jengthwise is a little wooden trough — 
I have just referred to it— and lying i in this wooden trough in this | pipe 
is a little steel rod loosely connected with the feeder wire which runs 
continuously from the power-station to the end of the line, this feeder 
wire acting the same as the present feeder wire of the West Knd road 
to-day. Infact, it would be practical to use their present feeder wires in 
this conduit. ‘This feeder wire carries the current from the power- 
station. At each end of the brass pipe we have a little cast-iron box 
that is placed there for the purpose of letting us make our contact 
from the end of the pipe to the feeder wire, and in the pipe 
is this wooden trough, of which I have a section here, with a 
rod lying loosely in “the pipe. We can take an ordinary car of 
the West End Road and put on the car two large electro-magnets about 
ten feet back of each end of the car, to pick up the little rod that lies in 
the bottom of the trough, and next to each magnet is a brush. There 
are these two brushes. This now shows the pipe asdead. The magnet 
on the car will pick up the little rod there, and that instantly charges 
the pipe with the current. There are brushes on the car which go right 
along on top of the pipe, the same as the trolley passing along the wir e, 
which collect the power from the pipe and carry it to the motors to do 
their work. Here are the two magnets, and here are the two brushes, 
one magnet and one brush at different ends of the car, a little way back 
from either end. It is impossible to start that car unless one of the 
magnets or brushes is in contact with one section of the pipe. When 
the rod falls, when the magnet leaves it, the pipe is dead, and no part 
of that section is alive. So there is nothing alive beyond the end of the 
car. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) In other words, there is no chance for any- 
body to get a shock unless they get under the car ? 

A. Even then, if the car has been stopped, if the motorman turns off 
here, the pipe is dead. The mere action of the motorman in turning off 
or on here gives the current to move the car, or stops it. It cuts in or 
out automatically the circuit from the magnet. In other words, he 
cuts out the power, lets this little rod fall, and the power is dead. 
Therefore the car would be standing still, dead, and there would 
be no harm from the current. ‘The power is only alive directly under 
the car when the car is moving. It is so placed that there can be no 
trouble beyond the ends of the cars. For instance, these pipes are in nine- 
feet lengths, and these magnets are so placed that they are ten feet back 
from the end of the car, which leaves a foot to spare before the magnet 
can make alive the next section. That is, this section will simply be 
alive under the car, and before the car has completed its passage over 
this one here, it will be dead, the car acting as a moving shield. That 
is the way it works from both ends. 

Q). (By Ald. Barry.) Well, when it is just leaving one section, 
what proviso have you got against danger from the next section? That 
is, you say this section will be covered ‘by the length of the car, and that 
before it leaves this section the next section will be made alive ? 

A. I don’t understand your question ? 

Q. As I understand the action of your system, your magnet merely 
brings up this rod, and thereby makes a connection with your feeder 
wire. Now, this is the first time I have ever seen this, you know, and 
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I want to understand it right. In other words, that rod makes a con- 
nection with a wire that leads down to the feeder wire in the conduit 
pipe? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, when this rod comes up it is brought right up inside this 
pipe here, and the car takes the power from here ? 

A. Yes; the magnet brings the conductor up to the top of the pipe, 
and so charges it* 

Q. Now, at the next section, what arrangement have you got to pre- 
vent its making the next section alive in front of the car? As I under- 
stand it, your pipes are quite long, and you have this gap between them 

A. Well, it will not reach the next section untilafter it has got through 
with this section, and the car will then cover that next section. That is, 
we will say that the car is twenty-eight feet long. ‘The pipes in the 
street are only nine feet long, there is six feet between each pipe, and 
these magnets and brushes are ten feet back from the end of each car, 
— from eachend. The result is that you have got a foot to spare in- 
side the car from either end before the pipe can be alive, there being 
this space of six feet between each section of pipe and these pipes 
being in sections, now continuous. ‘The pipes are nine feet long, and 
there is this six feet of paving between. 

@. What runs through that ? 

A. Nothing except this feeder wire, which is continuous underneath 
and which gives the same service as the feeder of the West End. This 
is in no way different from the system the West End is using to-day, 
except we make the contact in this way by a magnet in place of having 
the overhead trolley. We are simply placing underground the same 
system that the West End Road is using to-day. 

Q. (By Mr. Carver.) And each system can be run independently 
of the other system or they can be run in conjunction ? 

A. Certainly. 

Q. (By Ald. Barry.) Now, these pipes are laid in blocks or sec- 
tions nine feet long? 

A. Exactly, with six feet between each block. 

4. And you make the contact by means of this magnet through the 
pipe to the rod and feeder wire ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Well, when this car passes off this length, 
when this front wheel passes over this nine feet of pipe here, you are 
then getting power from the other part of the car? That is why you 
have two of these magnets? 

A. Yes, take the picture, for instance. We will say that that is the 
end of one pipe, marked here, and there is the end of the next pipe. 
The car is shown in the act of leaving the rear pipe, the rear wheels are 
just leaving that pipe and going on to this six-foot section of paving, 
and you see the magnet in front just over this next pipe, coming on to 
that one. When contact is broken with one pipe it is taken up with the 
next, making the service continuous. 

Q. And the moment it gets off this pipe it is dead? 

A. Yes, sir; exactly. 

A. (By Ald. Lez.) How about dampness getting in, and freezing? 

A. Well, these pipes are hermetically sealed with a large plug at 
the end. There is a brass plug at the end, screwed in there, and we 
have an iron box here at either end about a foot square. The flexible 
wire that comes into the pipe here goes down through the iron box to 
the feeder cable. This box is full of coal-tar. If there is anythin 
wrong it can be detected from the power-station, or it ean be detected 
from the car itself, if there is anything the matter with a certain section 
so that it will not work, and a man can be sent to this box, say No. 711, 
and the difficulty can be easily remedied. There is no tearing up of the 
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streets or any trouble of that kind. The whole thing does not go below 
the ties, and all that would have to be done would be simply to take out 
two layers of paving-blocks above the ties to do anything in connection 
with this system. 

Q, How strong is this pipe? 

A. This pipe we have here has been tested for a moving strain of 
ten tons along this exposed surface, about one inch, and I doubt if you 
could bring more than ten tons pressure to bear on that one inch. It 
has stood that test. . 

Q. Is it any obstruction to anybody driving along, to wheels or to 
horses ? 

A. No more than you see now, this being a rounded surface. There 
is only a knife edge, you might say, that shows above the level of the 
street, just as you see it here. We have this system in operation in 
Salem with three-fourths of a mile of track, and I should be delighted 
to take you gentlemen down and give you a square test of it. 

Q. You bed this on the ties ? 

A. Yes, and we have a cast-iron chair. It is bolted right down here 
through the lower box into this tie, at every tie, holding the thing 
firmly and solidly in place, and the spaces here between are filled in 
with concrete and cement. Concrete is a good insulator, and also very 
strong. 

Q. tas Mr. CarvER.) What is the width of obstruction in the street 
by the cable systems ? 

A. Well, the surface of obstruction offered by the cable system is 
very small, simply six inches wide, and of course this is considerably 
less than that. 

Q. How would it be in comparison with this brass tube as far as 
coming above the surface is concerned ? 

A, About the same. 

Q. (By Mr. WittraMs.) AsTI understand it, Mr. Ballou, the brush 
moving mechanically off and on makes the contact that you now get 
with the wheel on the trolley road ? 

A. Exactly; only the brush is not moved, it is permanently there all 
the time. 

Q. Exactly, but you lift it off and stop all the current ? 

A. Notatall. That brush is not moved from the pipe. We simply 
break the power that lifts the little rod in the pipe, breaking the connec- 
tion of the magnet. The brush merely acts as the agent to take the 
electricity with which the pipe is charged when that rod is picked up by 
the magnet. ‘These magnets are charged, one at each end. 

Q. (By Ald. Leg.) How much would your system increase the 
weight of the ordinary cars now run ? 

A. It would increase the weight about six hundred pounds for each 
car — equipment, magnets, etc. 

Q. The motors would be the same ? 

A: Yes, sir. 

Q. (By Mr. Carver.) And you could equip the West End Road so 
that it could run this system in connection with its trolley system ? 

A. Yes, sir; and the same cars and everything could be used. We 
got from the general manager of the electric road down there, one of 
his ordinary eight-bench open-seat cars. We simply took that as he 
gave it to us and put onto it our magnet and brushes. That is all. In 
other words, you can use this system for a number of miles and then 
run onto the other system. A car can be run in by the overhead trolley 
system and then the motor man can tie the trolley down and throw his 
brushes and use this system. It has the same equipment in all respects, 
except the brushes and magnets, as the present system now used here. 

Q. Now, in regard to the points of contact — there are more points 
of contact here than there are in the trolley system ? 
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A. Yes, sir; because there is no danger of the trolley flying off the 
wire here. ‘There is constant contact. It is impossible for the brushes 
to fly off the pipe. 

@. Have you ever worked it in snow ? 

A. Yes, sir; in eight inches of snow. We worked it in this snow- 
storm three weeks ago, at some times when the other road down there 
was unable to work. 

Q. Well, how would it be as regards the current if there was a lot of 
water on the track, if, for instance, a section was buried ? 

A. Well, I have had 300 feet of that track buried in water, the idea 
being to see the resistance there would be between the pipe and the rails, 
we using the rails for a return system down there. There was no trouble 
with the proper passage of the current through the motor to the rail, the 
resistance of the current in passing from the pipe to the rail being so 
much greater than the path through the motor to the rail. 

Q. (By Mr. Ketiy.) Water might decrease the current here — 
wouldn’t that be the effect ? 

A. It would, but we cannot measure that. We have had electrical 
estimates of the amount that would get in through the water between the 
pipe and the rail. We cannot measure the leakage through the water. 

Q. (By Mr. Carver.) You can put an insulated surface in there, if 
you want to? 

A. Certainly, if it is desired. 3 

Q. (By Mr. KeLtty.) Now, could you have glass here? 

A. Well, concrete answers our purpose there. That is as good a 
material as we want. It is very good indeed — excellent. 

Q. (By Mr. CUMMINGS.) Supposing there should be water in the 
spring of the year on the street, so that there happened to be a continu- 
ous line of water from that point to this rail ? 

A. Well, as I say, I have had 300 feet of this track buried in water, 
the whole track, pipe, rails and all, down in Salem. That wouldn’t 
make any difference, not the slightest. 

. That is, it doesn’t short-circuit it ? 

A. Not at all, sir. 

Q. That is, even when this is charged? 

A. No, sir. It acts as a rheostat. In other words, the distance is 
too great from the pipe to the rail. 

Q. (By Mr. WittiAMs.) In your system your feed wire goes under 
the ground? 

A. It is carried under these pipes. 

Q. Now, would you carry your return wire the same way ? 

A. We would use the rails for our return circuit, connecting them 
with short pieces, where we were withouta return feed wire. 

Q@. If you should have a return feed wire, you would have it in the 
same way. in this conduit? 

SAS IAY' GS, Sil, 

Q@. So all your wires would go under your pipe ? 

A. Yes, sir; out of sight. 

Q. (By Mr. Carver.) Now I will ask this for the information of 
the committee. Mr. Hyde spoke the other day, when this system was 
referred to, as if, if his road adopted it, they would have to bury all the 
wires underground, and would have to take up and take out everything 
they now have. How is it about that ? 

A. I don’t understand you. 

@. Well, I will put it in this way — he said that if they adopted this 
system and buried their feed wires, and their return circuit wires, all 
that they have got up now, they would have to take out all the wires 
they now have. How is that ? 

A. They would have to take the wires off the poles, certainly. 

. Well, supposing they should take them off the poles and should 
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put them underground, could they so put them underground that they 
could use this pr resent system that they have in connection with it ? 

A. Why, certainly. 

@. Now, tell us how that is? 

A. ‘There might be certain portions of the city in the crowded dis- 
trict, say, such portions as Kneeland and Washington streets and Tre- 
mont street, at some of its sections, for instance, where it would be 
necessary for us to occupy the space directly under the ties between the 
two tracks, that is, between the outgoing and the return tracks. There 
is about four feet of space there where it might be necessary to build a 
conduit to carry the feed wires, in cases where we would have to carry 
a large number of wires, and the conduit space between the brass pipe 
and the top of the ties was not sufficient. But that would be only so 
where the West End feed wires were in great numbers. Take, for in- 
stance, any ordinary street, and you could car ry, three, four, or five 
feed wires, probably without any difficulty; but if you had to have 
eight, ten, or twelve, you would have to have an auxiliary conduit there 
between the tracks. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Now, I don’t know as I understand about 
these return wires that the West End Road uses. They take the cur- 
rent, as I understand it, from these feed wires on the poles at the side, 
and then they have a return wire to take the waste, I suppose, back to 
the power-station ? 

. (By Mr. Carver.) Mr. Ballou, will you explain the system of 
the West End Road in regard to that ? 

A. The current must always have a path back to where it comes 
from in order to complete a circuit. The West End cars get their cur- 
rent from the feed wire, which is supplying the trolley wire, the current 
being drawn from the trolley wire by means of the trolley down to the 
motors. Then, after they have used it, they must get rid of it, get it 
back. They g oround it onthe rails for the sake of making a continuous 
circuit. The rails are bonded, as it is called, at each joint == ‘thate is, 
outside of the fish-plates. Besides that, the West End Road uses what is 
called the auxiliary return wire, which is bare and which runs along con- 
tinuously under the rail, for the purpose of carrying a return current. 
Of course, we have all heard of the trouble that there has been from 
electrolysis, from electrolytic action on water-pipes, ete. In order to 
overcome that the West End Road has put a large number of wires 
overhead in certain places in order to carry the return current to a cer- 
tain extent, taking a certain amount of it out of the ground and off the 
rails. In other Words, aside from the rails and this supplementary 
wire they have put up a supplementary wire on the poles in some 
places, to carry current back to the power-station. Of course, it is no 
use to have a bare wire in the earth. The return wire should be insu- 
lated and should be of the same size as the feed wire, if you want to 
avoid electrolysis ; and we can readily do that with our system. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) That is, having the return wires insulated 
and of the same size as the feed wires? 

A. Yes, sir; they should be precisely the same in diameter. Take, 
for instance, a steam-engine. Every one knows that it is customary to 
have the exhaust even larger than the feed supply. 

@. (By Mr. REED.) Would it be the same identical wire? 

A. No, a separate wire, but the same size as the feed wire exactly. 

QQ. (By the CHAIRMAN. ) Now, where you work this system on 
curves, Mr. Ballou, does it work well ? 

A. We have on the piece of road we are operating in Salem sharp 
curves, worse than anything the West End has got, and we have grades 
of seven feet in a hundred, seven per cent-— sharp curves and switches 
and connections made with other tracks. 

Q. (By Mr. CaRvER.) You have got quite a hill there? 
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A. Yes, sir. 

@. With a curve around the hill? 

As Les, Sir: 

Q. (By Mr. KEtLy.) The amount of electricity that is supposed to 
go through here is what might be called the reasonable amount for driv- 
ing a car. 

‘A. The amount requir ed to move each car. 

Q. Now, supposing there was a block here, wouldn't the extra 
amount of electricity needed fuse the wires ? 

A, Why should it any more than it would fuse the trolleys P 

Q. Well, it might fuse it from the simple reason that it would burn 
the wires out. 

A. I don’t see what wires are to be fused, sir. There is nothing 
there but this large pipe, and you couldn't fuse that very easily. 

Q. (By Mr. WILLIAMS.) How about this connecting wire ? 

A. That is buried in coal-tar in these iron boxes entir ely out of sight 
and goes down to the feed wire. Youcan only have power enough 
in one of the pipes to move one car, each pipe being practically a sepa- 
rate circuit of itself and furnishing power to the car directly over it. 
The next pipe ahead may be also feeding a car, and the next pipe behind 
may be feeding a car, but no more current will pass through a pipe than 
enough to move one car. 

Y. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Because you can only get one car ona 
pipe, anyway ? 

PROS Gel ee ee 

@. And when it leaves it it becomes dead ? 

A. Yes, sir; when the circuit is broken it becomes dead. 

Q. (By Mr. KeLtiy.) And so you are feeding right along to all the 
cars on the system in that way, through each pipe? 

A. Yes, sir; continuously. 

Oss Isn’t the current continuous ? 

A. The feed wire is, certainly, but that is buried out of sight ten 
inches below the ground. 

On elhen, when there is a block there you must exert more power 
than ordinarily ? 

A. Notin each pipe. 

(. But there is a car here and a car there, we will say. 

A. Well, there is only one car over that pipe, sir. That pipe is nine 
feet long and the car is twenty-eight feet long. 

Q. Oh, as I understand it, only one car ‘can get the current from a. 
pipe at a time? 

One car from each tube at a time — that is, I mean by that that 
one tube can only supply one car at a time. 

(). When there is a block there are successive currents ? 

Al Oh ano. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) I think his point is, that if there are nine 
cars right along here, one taking from each tube, we will say, you are 
taking 1 more ‘power from here than if there were not so many ? 

A. No, sir. You are taking more power from there to run the nine 
than the one, but all the power “for each ear is coming from one tube. 

Ald. HALL. — You cannot get but one car on one tube at a time. 

Mr. KELLY. — I see. 

Ald. HaLy. — But his point is that you have got to take the power for 
all these cars from this feed-wire inside. 

The Witness. — Well, that is exactly what they are doing when they 
are taking from the trolleys. 

The CHAIRMAN. — It is immaterial whether it comes from here or 
from the poles, as far as I can see. 

Q. (By Mr. KELLy.) But you have got to put on more pressure 
here if there is a block? 
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A. No more current is required in any one of those pipes than will 
take one car. 

Q. (By Ald. Hatt.) That is, with a series of nine cars you cannot 
get one of those cars on a tube that is already being occupied until the 
one already there is out of the way. When that is got out of the way 
then comes No. 2, there being this break between each pipe ? 

A. Yes, the pipes are not continuous sections, but are nine feet lone 
with six feet between. 

Q. (By Mr. WittiAMs.) May Lask a question which refers simply 
to the present opportunities for burying the feed wires? Have you the 
figures, Mr. Ballou, as to the distance between the surface of the street 
and the ties of the West End system ? 

A. Ihave, sir. 

. What is the distance ? 

A. It varies in different places, because of the road using in some 
places the girder rai], aud in other places the T rail. They may be 
chairing their rails, or may not be. If they are chairing the rails the 
distance between the bottom of the bed and the chair itself may be four, 
five, or six inches. 

@. Now, taking the bottom of the paving-stones and the top of the 
ties, what is the maximum and minimum distance ? 

A. Ishould say that the maximum distance from a West End Railroad 
tie to the surface of a paving-stone would never be over a foot, and I 
doubt if the minimum distance is ever under six inches. 

Q. Now, how about the bottom of the paving-stones ? Iam inquiring, 
Mr. Ballou, with a view to ascertaining what the minimum space is 
between the bottom of the paving-stones and the top of the ties, in order 
to ascertain how much room there may be for the placing of a conduit ? 

A. Why, in many places the paving-stones go right bang down on 
to the ties. 

Q. They do? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, how far does that prevail ? 

A. Well, it depends entirely, sir, on whether the rail is chaired or 
not. If they are not chairing their rail, with the usual dimensions of 
the paving-block, there is something between the paving and the 
stringers. I couldn’t tell without examining the West End maps where 
they are chairing or where they are not. 

QY. That would be immaterial to you, because you depend on that 
space for your wiring and conduit? 

Aw 8, Sil. 

(Q. Well, how can you get a conduit there ? 

A. Well, there is this space here where I put this in. I occupy the 
space occupied by the paving. 

Q. Well, how do you put your feed wire —doesn’t that go below 
this pipe ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. WILiiAMs. — That is what I wanted to inquire about. You put 
that conduit for your wires right in this space under here. I was sim- 
ply trying to put the practical question of the possibility of the West 
End Street Railway Company putting its present feed and return wires 
between these tracks. 

A. I believe I explained to you, sir, that where we had only, say, 
two, three, or four feed wires, we could do that; but if we had a large 
number of wires we would have to have an auxiliary conduit to carry 
the feed wires in, and that could be carried between the double tracks. 

Q. Exactly, but do I understand you that you occupy a space for 
your feed wires below the bottom of the paving-stones — that is, your 
paving-stones run down to a certain distance and you would occupy that 
distance P 
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A. Mr. Williams, wherever you can get stone-pavings I can put my 
conduit and feed wires. 

Q. (By Ald. Lez.) You can vary the conduit? 

A. Ican vary the conduit to suit the paving. Wherever you can get 
room to pave the streets I can put in a conduit. 

Q. How is it where there are no paving-stones— take it out in the 
farming district? 

A. Well, you don’t care how many poles they put out there, do you ? 

Q. Don’t we? What is the average depth of a conduit ? 

A. Eight inches, sir, and I can work it down as low as six or seven 
“inches between the surface of the street and the top of the ties. Give 
me seven or eight inches and I am all right. 

@. And what is the height of the paving-stone ? 

A. Apaving-stone averages about eight inches in height. Imade this 
to fit the paving they are using to-day. The cost to construct, compara- 
tively speaking, is small, because we don’t have to make a big excava- 
tion in the street; don’t have to tear the street up and the rails Lip seal 
am working entir ‘ely above the ties where the rail is chaired. 

@. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Could that system be put in and still have 
them using the overhead system while it was being done ? 

A. With the trolley; yes, sir. 

Q. That is quite an important thing. 

A. They could use the cars they are using to-day, the motors, power, 
and current being precisely the same in both cases. ‘This system is no 
different from theirs. It is simply a mechanical method of putting the 
trolley and feeder wires underground; and everything else is precisely 
the same. 

Q. And, for instance, they could put this system in for two or three 
miles and then change on to the other system without any trouble ? 

Ay OS eine an Washington street, for instance, using this system 
out to a cert ain point and then running on to their over head system. 

Q. You could put it in with very little trouble or hindrance ? 

A. Yes, sir; and when we had got it in they could simply equip 
their cars, which could be easily done, and run right over it. 

Mr. CarvER. — Of course, we would be glad to show what we could 
do with it in the crowded part of the city. 

Y. (By Ald. LEE.) Supposing there was three inches of ice over 
that pipe ? 

A Well, there would be no more trouble in keeping the pipe clean 
than there is at the present time in keeping the top of the rails clean — 
no more trouble. 

Y. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Wouldn’t it be easier? I see you have 
crowned it. 

A. Yes, sir; yousee it is crowned and it would not be a very difficult 
matter to keep it clear. We would do it the same as the West End do 
to-day with their snow-ploughs. 

Y. (By Mr. KELiy.) Supposing a plough passed by, and that three 
inches accumulated onit afterwards, or there was an inch of ice, we will 
say, got on it afterwards? 

A. I cannot conceive an inch of ice getting on that any more than on 
the top of the rails. 

@. Well, supposing it is snow, we will say? 

A. Well, it is the same with the tr olley system to-day. A car cannot 
move where there is no contact with the rails. They must have contact 
with the rails to get theirreturn circuit. Instead of having the rails, we 
will have our contact through this pipe, and we will keep the pipe clean 
instead of the rails. 

@. (By Mr. Sears.) Supposing a team should be going along and 
the horse should strike this pipe while the pipe is alive — or that a person 
should strike it ? 


aie 
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A. Well, the pipe cannot be alive except when a car is over it. 

Q. (By Mr. Ketiy.) Supposing that there was a current in this 
pipe and that a team ora cart should pass over this end—how about 
the connection of electricity between the pipe and this team ? 

A. Well, I have just explained that you cannot have these pipes 
alive beyond the end of the car. 

Q. Does the end of the car cover the current? 

A, It does, with a foot to spare; and even when the car is standing 
still this pipe is dead. If the car was stopped and you were to reach 
under here and put your hand on that pipe and the other hand on the 
rail you couldn't get a current. The mere action of the motorman in 
throwing the guard off cuts the circuit. 

Q. Well, supposing any one should run along and put a wire or 
something in there when this current is on? 

A. Well, he might get a shock if he should do that. Most people 
would be a little afraid to do that. 

Q. Well, supposing the boy should do that what would happen ? 

A. Well, I think the boy should be pretty well spanked. 

Q. (By Mr. Wriitams.) Well, he could reach up to the trolley with 
a wire in the same way, couldn’t he ? 

A. Yes, he might take a wire and reach up to the trolley wire in the 
same way. That has been done. 

A, The circuit would be the same, the effect would be the same in 
either case?

Q. (By Mr. WittiAMs.) ‘To the boy and the wire? 

A. Yes. I will guarantee that the boy won't do it the second time. 
. Q. (By Mr. Ketiy.) No, I guess the boy would be dead, wouldn’t

A. Oh, no; but he would get a good shock. 


TROLLEY SYSTEM GRANT. — Original Proceedings. 


Mr. WiLi1Ams. —I wish to offer now the record of the proceedings 
of the Board of Aldermen on May 13, 1889, which contains the opinions 
of the departments, the order of the Board and the bond of the West 
End Street Railway Company, relating to the adoption and erection of 
the trolley system. I will not take the time of the Board to read it 
through, but if I may call attention to one or two points in it, I shall 
have accomplished my purpose. The order which was passed on the 
first day of May, 1889, and finally approved on the 10th of May, 1889, 
was: 

‘‘That consent and permission is hereby granted to the West End 
Street Railway Company, in addition to the rights now possessed by it, 
to establish, construct, maintain, and use the overhead single trolley 
electric system of motor power, so called,” etc. 

The erection of poles is permitted and it is provided that the poles 
‘* shall be removed when so directed by the Board of Aldermen, after 
60 days’ notice.” 

That is the order of May 10, 1889. It appears that between the time 
of the introduction of the order and the final approval the opinion of 
the Law Department was asked upon certain points, and that the opinion 
of the Board of Fire Commissioners was asked, and on the 4th day of 
May Robert G. Fitch, the Chairman of the Board of Fire Commissioners, 
sent a communication to the Mayor, in which he wrote as follows: 

‘« The system must prove’ a serious obstacle to the effective working 
of the Fire Department. Leaving out the element of danger in the elec- 
tric currents, the wires themselves would, in almost every case, cause 
greater or less delay in the raising of ladders; and ladders, especially 
at large fires, are the first apparatus to be called into service, either for 
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purposes of ventilation or the saving of life. The Commissioners have 
already appeared before the Board of Aldermen, by invitation, and 
made their protest. 
‘« Very respectfully, 
‘¢ For the Board of Fire Commissioners,

Then there is an agreement signed by Henry M. Whitney, President 
of the West End Street Railway Company, as to the right to cut the 
wires of the company, which is important in connection with the exper- 
ience the Fire Department has had with the cutting of wires: 


‘« Whereas, In the event of a fire, it may be deemed necessary by the 
officers of the fire department of said city that, in order to better extin- 
guish or prevent the spread of such fire, that it may be necessary to cut 
the wire or wires of said West End Street Railway Company authorized 
by said order ; 

‘« Now, Therefore, it is hereby understood and agreed that in such case 
the officers or men of said fire department may cut said wire or wires, 
without any liability therefor on their part, or on the part of said city to 
said West End Street Railway Company, and that the wire or wires so 
cut shall be repaired and restored by the said West End Street Railway 
Company at its own expense and without expense to said city.”

Then there is a bond of indemnity spread upon the record, to certain 
terms of which I desire to call the attention of this committee. This is 
an obligation on the part of the West End Street Railway Company in 
the sum of $50,000, payable to the city of Boston or its assigns; and the 
conditions of the bond, among other things, are, that ‘* the said West 
End Street Railway Company has agreed so to construct, maintain, and 
use its said overhead single-trolley electric system of motive power as not 
to impair the efficiency of said wires, systems, or service of said Fire De- 
partment and Board of Police. And itis suggested, among other things, 
that the putting underground by the said West End Street Railway Com- 
pany of its power (or feed) wire in its said overhead single-trolley elec- 
tric system will prevent or avoid many of the liabilities to injury and 
impairment of the efficiency of said wires of the said city which might 
otherwise be caused by putting up overhead single-trolley electric sys- 
tem of wires of the obligor, and that putting guard wires over the 
trolley wire in certain places will also diminish or remove liability to 
injury of the said wires of the city. Now, therefore, the condition of 
this obligation is such that if the said West End Street Railway Company 
shall,” etc. — without reading it fully,—‘‘ so construct, maintain, and use 
its poles, wires, and other apparatus in its said overhead single-trolley 
electric system of motive-power as not to impair the efficiency of the 
said wires owned and used by the said city, to wit, said ‘fire depart- 
ment, telephone, and telegraph system,’ and the ‘ police signal-service,’ 
putting its said power (or feed) wire underground, or insulate it where 
it is above ground and exposed to the air,” etc. then this obligation is 
to remain in full force.” 

I merely read that in order to call the attention of the committee to 
the fact that at the time these feed-wires were put up the objection was 
made by the Fire Department that they would impede the operation of 
the Fire Department, and that the West End Street Railway Company 
entered into an obligation, in consideration of the dangers of the over- 
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ground wire, to put their said power or feed wire underground. And 
it is for that purpose that I offer the record for what it is worth. And 
that is evidence upon which I suggested in my opening that this matter 
was considered, and that it was with a view to these very dangers that 
were then suggested by the Fire Department that the Aldermen prob- 
ably acted so as to maintain their control over the overhead wire 
system and direct its removal upon sixty days’ notice. 

And that is the claim that I make here now — that the record itself 
substantially shows that the aldermen intended simply to grant, and 
did grant, simply a temporary location of these poles, and that now, in 
the light of the experience of the Fire Department and proof of great 
expense to the people through increased insurance rates and dangers to 
the property of the citizens, the time has come when the board should 
act and compel these wires to be placed underground. 

I think that is all the suggestion I have to make now and that ends my 
evidence, unless later, as | can undoubtedly do with the consent of Mr. 
Cummings, if the question of electrolysis arises during the hearing, I 
may want to call City Engineer Jackson with reference to that — if that 
question arises. 

Mr. CumminGs. — | desire to say, Mr. Chairman, that it may go upon 
record — what I stated a moment ago to you and to counsel —that Mr. 
Hyde is supposed to have charge of this hearing, and he was called away 
to-day and could not come. I did not wish to make any motion or any- 
thing which would interfere with the convenience of Mr. Williams or 
any of his witnesses, and therefore I have been willing that the hearing 
should go on as it has up to this time. As he now has closed his case, I 
respectiully ask the committee to grant a postponement for a reasonable 
length of time, in order that Mr. Hyde may be here and put in evidence, 
if he sees fit, or, perhaps, be ready to argue thecase. There seems to be 
some little misunderstanding. I know he expressly stated to me that it 
there was to be a continuance he did not want it to be to-morrow. He 
appears to have written to you, sir, that he could be here to-morrow, if 
you could postpone the hearing to-day. In order that there may be no 
mistake as to how his engagements really are, I make that statement. 

If the committee can see their way clear to postpone to some day 
beyond to-morrow I hope they will do so. 


The hearing was adjourned at 4.25 P.M. to Friday, March 9, at 10 A.M. 


The following are the papers submitted earlier in the hearing by Fire 
Commissioner Murphy, in addition to those already embodied in report : 

The West End Street Railway Company has in Boston 752, miles of 
trolley, 1054; miles of feeders, and 46,7, miles of overhead return 
wires. 

In Charlestown it has 5,1, miles of trolley, 11,5, of feeders, and 5,5; of 
overhead returns. 

In Allston and Brighton it has 6,4, miles of trolley, 11,', of feeders, 
and 3,5, of overhead returns. 

Central power station — capacity in amperes, 18,500; 12,400 horse- 
power. 

Allston power station— capacity in amperes, 1,800; 1,200 horse- 
power. 

Charlestown is fed in part from the Cambridge station, which will 
rate 3,750 electrical horse-power.

City HALL, March 9, 1894. 


The committee was called to order at 10 A.M., by Chairman Foisom. 
Present, all the members of the committee. 
Appearances, — same as at second hearing. 


STATEMENT BY HENRY D. Hype, Esq. 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, —I have done the best I could this 
morning as to progress. When I sent word to you that I could be here 
Thursday, I supposed that Mr. Williams would go on, and that I could 
be here present. It was not that I could be ready myself, because it is 
a pretty difficult matter to present in tangible form here with the various 
people whom you have to utilize for that purpose. I did not know 
whether I could get Mr. Mansfield or not, as he is out of the city a great 
deal. But as soon as Mr. Cummings gave me word that you had 
assigned the meeting for this morning I sent for him, not knowing 
whether I should find him or not. When we had him appear at a 
hearing at the State House it took us a week to find him and get him, as 
he is out of the State a great deal attending to his work, and continually 
moving about. But he has appeared this morning and is here; and the 
only thing I wish to say in addition to that is, that Ihave an engage- 
ment at 12, which I had made before I knew of this hearing, and, while 
I can go on until then, at that time I have some parties to meet. 

Mr. Reep. — Before Mr. Hyde opens, I have two or three witnesses 
for certain petitioners whom I represent, whom I should like to put on. 
It is, of course, within the discretion of the committee to say whether or 
not I will put them on now or after Mr. Hyde finishes.. I believe it is 
customary, however, for all petitioners to put in their case first. 

Mr. Hype. —I think if you have some witnesses you desire to present 
that this is the proper time to do it, and I make no objection. I had 
understood that the affirmative had gone forward. I have no objection 
to the gentleman introducing his witnesses. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Perhaps it would be well for the committee to 
hear them at the present time. 

Mr. Hype. — It makes it more orderly, and I think it is the better 
way. 


STATEMENT BY CHESTER A. REED, Esq. 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, — the pictures which I asked for are, I 
understand, on the.way. I was going to go on with those first, my 
witnesses not having yet arrived, but the pictures have not yet come, 
owing to a misunderstanding. I can, however, openand just say a word 
or two. I wish to put on two, perhaps three, witnesses on one or two 
special points. There has been evidence as to the obstruction to the Fire 
Department by these feed-wires. Mr. Hyde’s questions in cross-exami- 
nation have been intended to show that they were not as great an 
obstruction as other wires higher up, and did not offer very much of an 
obstruction at all; and as it was not clear to my mind in just what way 
_ they were an obstruction, I am going to put on a captain of a ladder 
company from Division 3, who will testify just how these feed-wires are 
particularly obstructive. 
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There are two ways, which I think the committee will readily under- 
stand. One way is that, owing to the presence of these feed-wires, it is 
impossible to raise the ladder, the hand ladder, out in the street, and it 
is necessary to raise it on the sidewalk; and along many sidewalks, 
as the committee knows, there are awnings and various obstructions 
over the sidewalk, legally there and properly there, but which are stiil 
obstructions to raising a ladder, and constituting a very tangible ob- 
struction to raising a ladder on the sidewalk. 

Then, furthermore, when they are raised on the sidewalk they are 
nearly straight up and down. ‘They are raised on the sidewalk inside 
of the feed-wire, but they are too straight for a man to go up comfort- 
ably or usefully, and it is necessary to pull out the bottom just as far as 
it will go near the edge of the curbstone. 

It is necessary to pull it out so far that a man is obstructed in going 
up the ladder by that feed-wire. He has to climb over it or rub by it 
with his hose, and that involves delay. 

I thought it would be useful for the committee to understand those 
facts, and Captain Johnson will testify to them when he comes. 
Then there is a point that I should like to bring out by an 
electrical expert, and that is the actual possibility of putting 
these feed-wires underground, and a_ further statement in re- 
gard to this matter of electrolysis. I understand that electrolysis 
is the dissolving action on iron and other substances, other met- 
als, of free electricity. There is a great deal of leakage from 
the rails and from the uninsulated return-wire under the tracks at the 
present time, so that to-day Lam informed that it actually costs the West 
End Road, by this dissolving process on their rails, something like six 
or seven thousand dollars a year, and the effect on pipes — on water- 
pipes, gas-pipes and all other metal pipes underground — is very consid- 
erable and disastrous. Now, I am told, and I expect to show, that by 
putting these feed-wires underground that action may be very much 
diminished. 

Mr. Hype. — Do you claim that it would if there should happen to be 
a leakage there ? 

Mr. Reep. — Well, sir, there would not be anything like the present 
leakage through the rails and otherwise, in any event. The leakage 
would be greatly diminished by having the insulated feed-wire put in a 
conduit. Of course, in case of accident, anything may happen, but 
you can prevent accidents by a proper construction. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, J have not understood that anybody claims that 
you intended to remove that by burying the feed-wires. 

Mr. REED. — Yes, sir; I do expect to show that. Now, Mr. Chair- 
man, I called for some pictures — some photographs — that show in a 
very striking way the condition of affairs in certain parts of the city. 
They are to be here shortly, I understand. 

Com. Murruy. —They are on their way down here.

Mr. REED — I appear for certain real estate owners, sir, on Washing- 
ton and Tremont streets. 


Capt. ALBERT R. JOHNSON. — Sworn. 


Q. (By Mr. ReEep.) What is your name? 

A. Albert R. Johnson. 

Q. And what is your occupation ? 

A. Fireman. 

Q. How long have you been in the service of the Fire Department? 
A. Nineteen years. 

@. And have you any special department of work there ? 

A. lama ladderman at present. 
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Are you an officer ? 

Yes, sir; captain. 

Captain ? 

Yes, of Ladder Company 1. 

You know these feed-wires of the West End? 

Yes, sir. 

(By Mr. Hype.) Where are you stationed, captain? 

At present on Bulfinch street. 

(By Mr. REED.) Now what is the feed-wire? 

The wire that runs along on posts that feeds the trolley-wire. 
Along the sidewalk ? 

Along the edge of the sidewalk. 

About what distance from the ground, do you think ? 

From nineteen to twenty feet. 

Whether or not, Captain Johnson, in the course of your duties 
you have found that wire an obstruction ? 

A. Well, in a number of cases it is an obstruction. 

Q. In what way? Tell us what you do at fires — what is your duty? 

A. Our duty is to put ladders up and ventilate the building, and of 
course save life if there is anybody in the windows. 

Q. Now, in exactly what ways do you find these wires an obstruc- 
tion? 

A. Five or six years ago we used to put ladders in the street and 
stand them up in the street, but now at almost every fire we go to we 
have to place them on the sidewalk lengthwise of the sidewalk, and 
raise them that way. 

Q. Well, what is the difficulty in raising them on the sidewalk ? 

A. Well, one difficulty is thatit interferes with the lines of hose, and 
we sometimes have to turn them in order to place the lower end of the 
ladder right to raise it. Sometimes it will bother us in placing a ladder 
in position. 

. Well, are there any other difficulties in raising the ladder from 
the sidewalk ? 

A. Well, there is, outside of wires. If there are these stationary 
ay ODER we cannot do it on the sidewalk — these stationary awning 
rames. 

Q. Well, are there frequently obstructions on the sidewalk of that 
kind — stationary awning frames? 

A. Oh, yes; on Hanover street, Court street — and there are a num- 
ber of places where we couldn’t raise a ladder on the sidewalk. 

Q. Most of the places in the city are in the business section, are they 
not? 

Ax Yes, sir: 

Q. Well, when you have raised them you raise them inside the 
wires ? 

A. Yes, the shortest ladders, from forty feet down. 

QY. And then are they in a proper position for a man to go up them ? 

A. Well, our longest ladders — that is, a forty-foot ladder — some- 
times we raise it on the sidewalk and haul the end off the sidewalk and 
stand it there and place it at an angle so that a man can work off it, and 
then it would be liable to come against the feed-wires. 

Q. ‘Then what is the situation ‘of a man going up that ladder with 
his line of hose, with reference to that feed-wire ? 

A. He has either got to climb over it or squeeze under it. 

@. Which takes time ? 

A. Takes a little time. 

@. Do you recall any specific case of special obstruction by this 
feed-wire ? 

A. No, sir; our obstruction has been more with the higher wires, 
the obstruction that we have noticed especially, because our long lad- 
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ders go over these wires — that is, our long sixty-fives, and anything 
over that, reach over this feed-wire and of course it doesn’t bother us. 

Q. Now, Captain, you know the effect of heat on insulation — what 
is it on the insulation of the feed-wire ? 

A. Well, I don’t know what that insulation is composed of. 

Mr. Hyper. — You mean heat caused by fires? 

Q. (By Mr. ReEp.) Heat caused by fires in a building where 
these wires run in front of the building? 

A. Ihave been to a number of fires where the insulation would burn 
off, —if it was inflammable. 

Q. You have actually seen it burn off? 

A. I haven’t seen it burn off, no, sir, but where heat enough was 
generated from the building to burn it off it could be burned off. I 
have been at a fire where it has burned the horses clear across the street 
where the building flashed out, and of course if insulation was com- 
bustible it would burn it then. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) In all the down-town portions of the town 
there are cut-outs as to these wires, are there not? 

eed OS SII, 

@. And the instructions are that as soon as a fire starts a man shall 
go there and shut off the current by those cut-outs ? 

cAawae.Y CS; Sit. 

Q. So that if that is shut off the wire is simply the same as so much 
dead string ? 

A. Yes, sir; dead string in that sense. 

Q. Now, take the awnings which are upon buildings, —I suppose 
you could always get at a fire better if you had nothing in the way in 
the street ? 

A. Oh, yes, indeed. 

Q. But there is the mutual interest all round both of awnings and of 
facility in getting at fires, as well as everything else, and you cannot 
have everything in connection with the whole occupation of the streets 
merely with reference to the Fire Department ? 

a) JNO, Sir. 

Q. That is, the business of the city has to go on and you have to do 
the best you can with the conditions you have? 

A. Yes, sir. Ladder duty, I will say, has totally changed in the last 
five years — the manner of raising ladders. 

Mr. HypE. — Yes, sir; just as you have stated, and I understood 
from the Fire Commissioners at the State House that the higher wires 
are a more serious inconvenience than the lower wires. 

@. Do you sometimes lean your ladders for support against these 
feed-wires ? 

A. Notif we can help it. 

Q. But they are strong enough to sustain a ladder leaning against 
them ? 

A. Yes, sir; but it is not policy. 

Q. Cannot men repairing them sit upon them, ete. ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. (By Mr. REED.) Perhaps I did not understand the captain. Do 
I understand you to say that these feed-wires are less obstruction than 
the same number of higher wires ? 

Less to the longer ladders. 

How about the shorter ladders ? 

They are an obstruction to shorter ladders. 

And are a great obstruction ? 

Yes, sir; you cannot put a short ladder outside of them. 

. Now, speaking as a whole of fires as they go, should you say that 
those feed-wires were or were not a greater obstruction than an equal 
number of higher wires ? 
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A. No, sir; I claim that the higher wires are a greater obstruction. 
That is, I have found it so. 

Mr. Hypr.— Just the same as the fire commissioners testified at the 
State House in regard to the different wires. 


Harry C. CusHIne, JR. — Sworn. 


Q. (By Mr. REED.) What is your full name ? 

A. Harry C. Cushing, Jr. 

(). And what is your business? 

A. I am electrical inspector for the Boston Board of Fire Under- 
writers. 

How long have you had that position ? 

Since the first of October. 

Where have you been employed before that ? 

At the General Electric Company. 

Thomson-Houston ? 

The consolidation of the Thomson-Houston and Edison companies. 
And anywhere else —in any other electrical business ? 

I was employed by the Mather Electric Company for a year. 
Where is that ? 

Manchester, Conn. 

And have you had any special electrical training, Mr. Cushing ? 
I have taken the electrical course at Cornell University. 

Now, Mr. Cushing, you know the feed-wire that has been spoken 
of, of the West End Company ? 

AY GS; 

Q. What do you say as to the feasibility of undergrounding that feed- 
wire P 

A. It is theoretically possible. 

Q. Well, practically ? 

A. Well, it can be done. 

Q. What do you mean by that? 

A. I mean if sucha thing was demanded it could be done, but I 
don’t know whether the expense of doing it would interfere with it. 

Q. How would that undergrounding naturally be done? How could 
it be done? 

A. It could be done by conduits with man-holes allowing a man to go: 
the full length of the conduit, or it could be done by smaller conduits, 
with junction boxes where it could be fed. 

@. It could be done with a small conduit ? 

A. Yes, relatively a small conduit. 

Q. Well, what do you mean by relatively small ? 

A. Relatively small to a man— which would admit a man, allowing 
him to work within it. 

Q. Something has been said here about the effect of an extra strain 
in fusing a feed-wire —in case of a number of extra cars being turned 
on to a particular point that the effect might be to fuse the feed-wire. 
What do you say as to that? 

A. I should call that faulty construction, for in regard to every wire 
in the city of Boston carrying electric current it is demanded that that 
wire shall be protected by a metal fuse which will blow before the fus- 
ing point of that wire is reached. 

Q. Well, it is simply the size of the copper wire, isn’t it ? 

A. It is simply a matter of the amount of current carried by the 
copper wire. | 

Q. Well, is it or is it not perfectly possible to have a copper wire of 
such a size as to practically nullify the danger from fusing ? 

A. Not unless there is a limitation to the current. 

Q. Well, I don’t think you understand me, Mr. Cushing. The 
question is as to the possibility or probability of a break in these feed- 
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wires from an increase of traffic and an increase of current. Now, you 
say that that would be a matter of faulty construction? You mean that 
that is not a practical ditticulty, do you not? 

A. I mean that such a difficulty has never met my notice. 

QY. Well, do you think it is a practical difficulty ? 

A. No, I don’t, under the present methods of construction. 

Q. Now, have you made a special study of electrolysis, Mr. 
Cushing ? 

A. I have looked into the matter to a certain extent for the Board of 
Underwriters. 

Q. Yes, and what is electrolysis, using as non-technical terms as you 
can ? 

A. Itis an electro-plating effect, or a deposit made upon one wire 
from another wire through an intervening electrolyte or conductor. 

Q. Well, practically it is a destruction or a corroding of one metal 
by an electric current, isn’t it ? 

A. It could hardly be called a corroding. It is an eating , away 
which forms a new surface, and every new surface, as we know, is sub- 
ject to corrosion under certain conditions. 

Q. Yes, it amounts to practically the same thing. Is that process 
going on at present from the present system of the West End? 

A. This electrolytic effect can go on wherever there is a grounded 
wire. 

Well, is it going on to-day in the streets of Boston because of the 
West End Railroad ? 

A. Itis going on to-day in the city of Boston. 

Q. Well, is it the effect, to your mind, of the construction, the present 
method of carrying back the return current of the West End? 

A. Ithink wherever a current is carried back — in fact, [ know wher- 
ever a current is carried back by a bare auxiliary return wire there is. 
bound to be a leakage. 

Q. Which will produce this? 

A. Electricity. in leaking from this, will take its shortest course back 
to the source. If any pipe or metal construction is in the direction of 
that shortest course, the current will follow the course of the least resist- 
ance. 

Q. Well, now, that is the system, toa great extent, of the West End 
is it not? 

vs a Set 

Q. And that system, so applied, is largely contributing to this elec- 
trolytic effect in the city of Boston, is it not ? 

A. It is contributing to it. 

Mr. Hyper. — How does that effect the feed-wire question, my friend ? 

Mr. REED. —I am coming to that, Mr. Hyde. 

Q. And to what extent, in a general way, is that injurious ? 

A. Well, it is getting to be a very serious question with the Board of 
Fire Underwriters and with the insurance people in general — the fact 
that this action is going on, is eating away pipes carrying water and 
gas, and will, in time, create leaks, and any spark or ignition is likely 
to create an explosion, where the gas has leaked to any extent. 

(. And what effect may it have on the water-pipes ? 

A. It will produce leaks in the water-pipes. 

Q. You say that that is the state of things in the streets of Boston 
to-day ? 

A. ‘That is the state of things. 

Y. Now, Mr. Cushing, if these feed-wires and return-wires were 
buried, put underground in a conduit, what would be the effect or what 
might be the effect, if properly constructed, on this electrolytic action ? 
Would it be diminished or not ? 

A. With the feed-wires and the ground returns — 
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Mr. Hypr. — His question related to the feed-wires. 

Q. (By Mr. ReEep.) I beg pardon — I said feed and return wires 
particularly. 

A. If the feed-wires and return-wires are placed within a conduit and 
insulated from the ground the electrolytic action will be so localized — 
that is, localized with regard to the bonding and tie wires — that the 
effect upon the pipes will be greatly diminished. 

Q. Can you estimate the percentage roughly to which it might be 
diminished ? 

A. That would be very hard to estimate. 

Q. But you say it would be very much diminished — I think that was 
your phrase ? 

A, Very much diminished. 

Q. Now, how would that be done — that is, the return-wire, and the 
feed-wire would be buried, and what connection, if any, would be made 
with the present uninsulated return-wire? How would this leakage be 
prevented from the rails and from the uninsulated return-wire? That 
is the effect that must be produced, isn’t it? Some strain must be taken 
from this uninsulated return-wire ? 

A. The bonding and the tie wires could be connected to the insulated 
return-wire, much as it is now — you will notice the return-wire travel- 
ling on the cross-arms running parallel with the feed-wires. 

sy Ge 

A. The object in putting that return-wire overhead was, from what I 
have heard. to greatly reduce the electrolytic action caused by using 
solely the bare auxiliary-return between the tracks. 

Q. Well, do you, as an expert, regard this electrolytic action to-day 
on gas and water pipes as dangerous ? 

A. Most decidedly. 

Q. What is the effect of fire, or what naturally would be the effect of 
fire, in the buildings which these feed and return wires run in front of? 
What would be the natural effect of a fire in those buildings ? 

A. A fire can be produced between two pipes, as can be shown in a 
house that I can go to in Cambridge to-day. There isa difference of 
potential between those pipes entering the house from different points, 
which is great enough to force a current through a number eighteen 
wire connected between those pipes, and to heat that wire so that you 
ean hardly bear your hand on it. 

Q. Idon’t think you understand my question ? 

A. In that way a shovel or a piece of scrap-iron around a box piled 
up against two pipes of that kind can create sparking, and the sparking 
can set fire to excelsior, bagging, or any combustible material, and a 
fire may result from that. And we inspectors of the Boston Board of 
Underwriters have a right to suppose that a great many of the fires 
which have been attributed to spontaneous combustion and unknown 
causes, so called, are due to this fact. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Mr. Cushing, allow me just one question. I want 
to get at this to see if I understand it correctly. As I understand this 
question now it is a question of the heat in the streets ? 

Mr. ReEep. —I had dropped the matter of electrolysis and gone on to 
another matter and Mr. Cushing did not understand my question, and 
his answer wasn’t responsive to my question. My question did not 
relate to electrolysis, and I understand that his answer did. 

The Witness. —I understood that you wanted to know what danger 
there was of fire in connection with this leakage. This leakage is 
bound to produce a difference of potential along such pipes, and as long 
as there is a difference of potential there is bound to be an opportunity 
for the passage of current if the circuit is closed. 

Mr. REED. — That is to say, it applies to leakage from the rails or 
from the uninsulated return-wire. 
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Mr. Hype. — Any electric wire— it does not apply to street-car wires 
alone, but every wire. 

Mr. REED. — That is what I want to find out. 

(. Do you say that is likely to be an independent cause of fire ? 

eres: 

The CHatrMAN.—I thought I understood you correctly —I wasn’t 
sure whether I did or not. 

Q. (By Mr. REED.) Now, my other question related to this, Mr. 
Cushing: There has been evidence here that at fires the firemen were 
injured, and were likely to be injured by electric wires, and the question 
was raised and evidence was introduced whether or not this insulation 
was likely to be rubbed off or burned off. Now, that is what I want to 
know from you. 

A. Of course, the conditions would answer that question. It can be 
rubbed off and it can be burned off. . 

Q. Well, that we know, of course; but what is the practical and 
probable effect in case of a fire, where feed-wire or return-wires run 
along in front of a building, on that insulation ? 

A. I should think it could be rubbed off more readily than burned 
off, for the simple reason that the flames don’t come low enough, as a 
rule, to burn it off, while the hose and ladders are likely to rub it off. 

@. And what would be the effect if this insulation were wet, as it 
naturally would be by the water from the hose, and then exposed to 
extreme heat, as it must be from the building? 

A. That would depend entirely on the intensity of the heat and the 
saturation. 

Q. Well, take the average heat of a building on fire, not in actual 
degrees of temperature, but the average heat of a building on fire? 

A. Well, the average heat of a building on fire would burn through 
any insulation ever made. 

Y. (By the CuairMAN.) Mr. Cushing, I would like to get at this 
statement that you made in regard to how a fire might be caused, tak- 
ing this case in Cambridge that you speak of. As I understand it, the 
electricity that is in the ground from these return-wires might be con- 
ducted by two pipes — perhaps a water-pipe and a gas-pipe into a 
building, and if an iron hoop, as you say, came in contact with those 
two pipes, it might make a current and thus cause a fire. Is that 
correct ? 

A. It would make a spark, what we call an electric are, which is the 
hottest known flame, and which will, as we have seen in a number of 
cases, set fire to anything in the immediate neighborhood or in contact 
with it. 

Q. Well, in this case you speak of in Cambridge, what are those 
pipes that go into the building? 

A. Jam not sure whether they are gas or water pipes, but they are 
two pipes coming from the same main and entering the building, but 
from different portions of that main, and we know that current passing 
along any conductor, — the conductor in this case being the pipes, — 
that there isa fall, a natural fall or drop of electrical pressure. If we 
have the upper end and the lower end, there is bound to be a difference, 
and wherever there is difference of pressure, a current can flow, pro- 
viding there is given a metallic or conducting medium between those 
two points. 

Q. Well, do you know in this case in Cambridge where the elec- 
tricity that is in the ground at that point comes from ? 

A. ‘That was never noticed before the West End tracks were put 
down. Whether it existed or not is something that I don’t know. 
It was only noticed subsequent to the putting down of the ground 
returns. 

Q. (By Mr. Reep.) Mr. Cushing, I would like to ask you one more 
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question. From what other source might it have come — do you know 
— out there? 

A. I know of no other source. 

Q. Well, this electricity that saturates, if I may use the expression, 
the earth of this city to-day, from what other sources may that come ? 

A. We know that there is a possibility of that effect coming from 
the accidental grounding of any wires of the Edison system. 

Q. Well, that would be merely local, would it not ? 

A. The chances are that it would. 

Q. Well, you say that that is possible. Is it more probable that it 
comes from that or that it comes from the West End ? 

A. Itis more possible, more probable, that it would come from any 
source supplying a large current. 

@. But that isn’t an answer to my question. Is it more probable, I 
say, that it would come from the source you speak of — the accidental 
grounding of a wire — or from the West End electric system as it is 
now constructed P 

A. From the West End electric system, for the simple reason that if 
there is any grounding on the Edison it is located by what they call a 
ground detector, which they have, and it is at once looked up and re- 
paired. 

Q. Yes — and that is a mere possibility ? 

A. That is a mere possibility. : 

Q. Now, do you know anything about this electrolytic effect on the 
actual rails of the West End itself ? 

A. No, I don't. 

Q. You don’t know of your own knowledge ? 

ARUN OG; sit} 

@. (By Mr. Hype.) Mr. Cushing, the more powerful the current, 
measured in voltage, the more dangerous, isn’t it ? 

WA ess sire 

Q@. And that is a general truth ? 

A. A general truth. 

Q. Now, in Cambridge they have a 2,000-volt alternating dynamo, 
haven't they, for the electric lighting company ? 

Mie Vest sir: 

Q. Now, what is the voltage of the West End Street Railway ? 

A. Five hundred and fifty volts at the station. 

Now, which is the more dangerous current out in Cambridge — 
that 2,000-volt alternating current or the steady pressure of the West 
End current, if it gets away? 

A. ‘To human life? 

@. For any purpose — the vigor of it depends upon the voltage ? 

A. The alternating, to the human life. 

@. The alternating current is a much more vigorous current than the 
steady current ? 

A. Nota bit. 

QY. Isn’t that 2,000 voltage more vigorous than the voltage of the 
West End Street Railway ? 

A. Both voltages being alike? 

Q. No; the alternating current of the electric light company, with 
2,000 voltage as in Cambridge, is a much more vigorous current, if it 
comes in contact with the earth or anything else, than the voltage of the 
West End? 

A. Oh, yes. 

Q. Now, you speak of two pipes coming together in a cellar over 
there, or in some place over there, that you know about —might not 
one of them be connected with the alternating wire, for aught you 
know ? 

A. No, sir. 
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Q. Why not? 

A. For the simple reason that the alternating wire there is fitted 
exactly the same as the Edison low-potential wires are here, with a 
ground detector. 

Q. Well, I say if it gets away. That is only a detector when it 
happens, but it may happen on that pipe from that cause. 

A. The only proof of that is to see whether there is a ground at 
the station, and at the same time see whether there is a leak in that 
building. 

Q. You haven’t followed it up in either case, have you— those 
pipes you speak of? 

oA INO} SIT: 

Q. So you don’t know really whether that electricity comes from 
one source or the other if you haven’t followed it up ? 

A. Icouldn’t swear to it. 

Q. No, that is what I say. If you have electricity in this room, and 
there are five electric companies in this city, if you don’t follow up to 
see where the current comes from, you cannot see which company lights 
the building. Just because it is lighted by electricity you cannot say 
which company lights it, unless you look into the matter. 

A. Certainly not. 

Q. And, as I say, unless you followed that matter up you could not 
say what wires the current came from. Now, have you given personal 
attention to the attempts to place the feed-wires of street railways un- 
derground ? 

Not much attention. 

No. You have heard of Minneapolis and St. Paul ? 

I cannot say that I have. 

Have you ever met Mr. Lowrie, the president out there ? 
No. 

Have you known of the effect of their attempting to put them un- 
on round there ? 

No. 

You don’t know anything about the effect of it? 

No, not there. 

Or in Milwaukee? 

No. 

Cleveland ? 
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Now, what was the result of their attempts in Buffalo for the first 
two years P 
I don’t know anything about what their attempts in Buffalo were 
for the first two years. I simply have good authority for the statement 
that the wires in Buffalo are now buried and the road is in operation. 
And that is as far as you know ? 
As far as I know. 
In Philadelphia they are attempting it? 
In Philadelphia it is in operation. 
Is it in operation quite yet, — they are laying it? 
I think it is already in operation. 
Are you certain ? 
I am not certain; haven’t been there. 
Now, personally you never have followed up these details as to 
street railway s. You are speaking rather from general knowledge? 

A. From my general knowledge. 

Q. Your general knowledge upon electrical matters. Now, take the 
electrolysis that you speak of, and that you say comes from wires that 
are underground ? 
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A. In this case, yes. 

Q. I say in the ‘case here it is the wires under ground that it comes 
from. Now, if you should put more wires unde -rground and there 
should be leakage from them you would increase the danger, wouldn’t 
you ? 

} A. Certainly. 

Q. Now, take the matter of its effect; have you ever followed up 
the water-pipes and gas-pipes of the city with reference to that, per- 
sonally P 

A. No, not personally. 

Q. No, thatis what I supposed, that your duties didn’t call you in that 
direction. Now, you speak about the insulation on the feed-wires burn- 
ing off from the heat of an average fire. What do you call the heat of 
an average fire — how hot? 

A. JIcan take a match and in course of time burn it off. 

Q. Now, that isn’t my question. My question is, what you call the 
heat of an average fire? I shouldn’t know, but you seem to. That is 
all. I simply want to know what you call the heat of an average fire, 
measured by a thermometer ? 

A. Well, the heat produced is certainly not less than that produced 
by the burning of a bundle of sticks. 

Q. Well, that isn’t an answer to the question. 

A. Itis the only answer I[ will give. 

Q. Well, you are here to answer questions, and, of course, if you 
haven’t the knowledge it is better to say so. Of course, the only heat 
that affects this question is such a heat as will reach outside of a building 
far enough to reach the wires — not the heat that there might be in the 
building “where there are not these wires. You have answered that the 
heat of an average fire, in your judgment, would burn the insulation off, 
and now | ask you what degree of ‘heat an average fire would produce ? 

A. Five hundred degrees Fahrenheit. 

Q. Now, do you think an aver age fire at that distance from the build- 
ing gets up to five hundred degrees s Fahrenheit? 

It may. 

Well, as an average ? 

Why, 

Did Lane ever take the heat ? 

No, not exactly. 

Did you ever know anybody to? 

No. 

Did you ever, before the question was asked you, think upon the 
uestion of what the aver age heat of a fire was, one way or the other? 

0. 

an Now, where have you seen any insulation of a feed-wire burned 
off at any fire ? 

a I have seen it at the Globe Theatre. 

@. On which street? 

A. On Washington street. 

Q. And that was all cut out, wasn’t it, as far as electricity was con- 
cerned ? 

That might have been. 

Well, probably was ? 

I don’t know whether it was or not. 
And when did you see it ? 

The morning after the fire. 

Any others? 

Yes. 

Where? 


Insulations that I have tested over gas flames for the Board of 
Underwriters. 
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Q. Well, how could that be seeing it in the street ? 

A. ‘That is the average fire. 

Q. No, you don’t answer my question. I am asking you where in 
the street you have ever seen the insulation burned off a feed-wire, 
caused by a fire-—not what you have seen in your office ? 

A. I cannot recall any now. 

Q. ‘Take that Globe Theatre case — did you see that in the street ? 

A. Isaw that within the building. : 

Q. Within the building? 

A. Why, yes; I was in the building. I couldn’t see through the 


Q. How could the feed-wire get into the building ? 

A. Every wire is a feed-wire, more or less—every wire that sup- 
plies electricity from a motor. I supposed you were talking about feed- 
wires generally. 

o: ‘Well, we misunderstand each other — let us go back. Do you 
mean to say, in answer to my question, that the heat of an average fire 
will burn the insulation off a feed-wire of the street railway ? 

A. It will. 

Q. Now, did you ever see a feed-wire of the street railway where 
the insulation had been burned off by a fire ? 

LAENO, 

Q. You are speaking rather of such insulated wires as go into build- 
ing’sP 

Ep Yes, sir; exactly — carrying exactly the insulation of the over- 
head wires that are used by the West End Road, made by a well-known 
manufacturer. 

@. Well, we simply misunderstood each other.. I was referring to 
the feed-wires of the West End Road. As the order here refers to 
the feed-wires of the West End Road, I was speaking of them. Of 
course, you have a perfect right to speak of these other wires. I sup- 
pose there is no doubt that what you say in regard to feed-wires going 
into buildings where a fire takes place is undoubtedly true, but I am 
speaking of the feed-wires of the street railway outside the building. 

Mr. REED. — He says as to those that the average fire will burn the 
insulation off. That is what he said. 

Mr. Hype. —I am going to ask him as to that. 

@. Now, what would be, according to your estimate, the heat from 
a fire at the distance which these feed-wires of the street railway usually 
are from the building? You heard what the fire captain said here, that 
he never saw the insulation burned off of one of our feed-wires, didn’t 

ou? 
: A. J heard the captain say that he had known of horses being burned 
across the street from the fire. 

@. And that he never saw the insulation burned off from one of our 
feed-wires ? 

A. I didn’t hear him say that. 

Q. Yes, he said that. Now, I ask you what you think the heat would 
be that distance from a building ? 

Mr. REeEep. — He has answered that, that the heat would be 500°. 

Mr. Hyper. — Well, we misunderstood each other in connection with 
the former question. 

Mr. Reep. — Well, that doesn’t make the heat any less. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) I want to ask you that question. 

A. I cannot swear to that. 

Q. And do you know, either, the degree of heat which will burn the 
insulation off the wire ? 

A It depends on the insulation. 

Q. Well, have you ever looked at the insulation of the feed-wires of 
the street railway here in Boston? 
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A. oLohaye: 

@. Well, now, as to the heat that will burn that? 

A. It depends upon the length of time during which the wire is sub- 
jected to the heat, a short time at a terrific heat will, or a long time at 
a moderate heat will. 

Q. Well, of course there is a melting point, I suppose, of all these 
thing's, and what is the melting point, the burning point, of insulation ?P 

. Rubber insulation will melt at 200°. 

@. Well, take the insulation that is here in the city? 

A. It is a rubber insulation. 

Y. Now, you say you think 200° will melt that? 

A. That is right. 

Q. And you feel pretty confident of it ? 

Aes: 

. Now, will it do it where it is not brought in contact with flame? 
Supposing we had that in this room and the temperature of this room 
was raised to 200°, do you think that would melt it? 

A. Ina sufficient time. 

Q. Well, what do you call a sufficient time ? 

A. Depending upon the thickness of the insulation. 

Q. Well, take the feed-wires of the West End— you are familiar 
with them, you say; supposing you had lying on a piece of marble or 
the top of a table here a piece of that wire, and we should heat the room 
up to 200° P 

A. It might melt it to that consistency at which it could be wiped off 
with the finger, and if you should run the temperature up to 300° it 
would certainly run it off. 

That is, if you put it in a room where the temperature was at 
300°, although it was not subjected to flame, but merely to that temper- 
ature, it would dissolve it and melt it in your judgment ? 

A. It would. 

Q. And how long would it take to do it, do you think? 

A. I haven't any idea, never having made the test. Such a thing is 
easily determined, however. 

@. Yes, very easily. Now, your work to-day is connected with the 
underwriters, if I understood you? 

A. A portion of the day, except the time that I have been excused to 
come up here, yes. 

I am not speaking of this day — that is your present employment ? 
That is my present employment. 

And are you employed by anybody else? 

Also by the Fire Underwriters’ Union. 

Your work is all in that line ? 

. All in that line — supported by the insurance people of the city 
of Boston. 

Q. Now, if leakage comes, the more the wires are underground the 
more danger there is of electrolysis ? 

A. Not unless those wires are carrying more current. 

@. Well, if wires are above ground your danger is less from electrol- 
ysis in case of leakage than if they are below ground? 

A. There is no danger at all if all the wires are above ground. 

@. No; and as I say, leakage is a danger eydarer ond if the wires 
are not properly insulated ? 

A. Certainly. 

Q%. (By Mr. Reep.) But in a conduit, what is the state of things, 
Mr. Cushing ? 

A. Ina conduit, with the wires insulated, the effect is just exactly 
the same as if all the wires were overhead, as regards electrolytic action. 

@. That is, there is none? 

A. There is none. 
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Now, in regard to Buffalo, what system are they using there ? 

I don’t know. They use the single-trolley system there. 

Do you know anything about the underground wiring there ? 
Nothing, except what I have heard. 

. (By Ald. Hatt.) Well, from information can you state, Mr. 
Cushing ? 

A. What, sir? 

Q. In reference to the undergrounding of the wires, all excepting 
the trolley. 

Mr. Hypr. — We:have written communications from there, from the 
electrician in charge, which we will put in in course of time, if desired. 

Q. (By Ald. Hari.) Well, I would like to ask Mr. Cushing about 
that P 

A. Information of that kind I wouldn’t volunteer, unless I went there. 

Q. Well, I only ask you for what you have heard — this is informal. 

A. Ihave been led ina great many cases to believe nothing that I 
see in letters from superintendents in regard to the action of wires. It 
is our business to look into these things personally and not take any- 
one’s word for it. 

Q. Are the feed-wires there underground or overhead ? 

A. Iwas told they were underground. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) A single thing about a conduit, Mr. Cushing, 
What would you say about putting into the same conduit wires of differ- 
ent tensions, — that is, high and low potential wires ? 

A. Such a thing is not preferable, but is practicable. 

Q. Iam not speaking now of the physical construction, but from an 
electrical standpoint. Is it advisable? That is, would you advise put- 
ting into the same conduit electric-light — arc-light wires of 2,000 volt- 
age and telephone, telegraph, and street railway wires ? 

A. Yes, provided the conduit was wide enough to let a man pass 
through, without coming in contact. 

Q. You think it would be an advisable thing to do? 

A. Ishould think so, for the simple reason that in Berlin, Germany, 
you have a city perfectly lighted, and not a wire to be seen anywhere. 

Q. But it doesn’t follow from that that you can put wires of different 
potentials in the same conduit, by any manner of means. That is what 
I was asking about. 

A, That thing has been proven to be possible at the World’s Fair, 
between Machinery Hall and the Electrical building. 

Have you followed the great mass of testimony which has been 
submitted by experts at the State House within a few days upon this 
question ? 

A. No, I haven't. 

Q. Should you regard Professor Thomson as a good authority on the 
question of putting them in the same conduit ? 

A. There is no better authority. 

Q. Now, if I understand you, if you were to put the wires of the 
West End underground, would you advise that the feed and trolley 
Wires go into the same conduit, if you were building a conduit ? 

A. Certainly. 

Mr. Reep. — He said nothing about the trolley going underground. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, of course it is understood that we meant the feed- 
wire and the return-wire. Of course, it is understood that the trolley 
cannot go underground. 

Mr. ReEep. —'That is a question. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, if I said trolley, I meant the return-wire. 

Q. Now, how large a conduit would it take to hold the feed and re- 
turn wires of the West End on a given street ? 

A. It would depend on the street and the number of feeders and re- 
turns on that street. 
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Q. Exactly. Now, you may describe what sort of a conduit you 
would make to put them into; what your idea is ? 

A. Well, there could be a conduit constructed, say six feet high, and 
four feet wide, with cross-arms suspended on either side or each side. 

Q. Well, now, let us see about this as you go along. You would 
excavate the street and put in there a conduit six feet by four in diam- 
eter on the inside ? 

A. Such a thing could be done. 

Q. Iam asking you what would be your judgment as to how it should 
be done. 

Mr. Rrep. —I don’t think that is a fair question. 

Mr. Hypr. —I think it is exactly a fair question, because that is the 
very question we have had to deal with the last three or four years and 
that we have been trying to deal with. 

Mr. Reep. — You will find that he intends that other wires shall go 
into the same conduit. 

Mr. Hype. — No, not that at all 

Mr. ReEpD.—- Well, make that clear to him. — . 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Iam only speaking of the West End wires. 

A. Well, the West End wires could be drawn through a conduit 18 
inches in diameter, connected, say, every two blocks or whereever there 
is a tapping of the trolley wire, into junction boxes, which would allow 
an operator to make his connections, put in fuses, or take out or put in 
any length of wire. 

Q. (By Ald. HALL.) Eighteen inches in diameter. 

AE Yes: 

@. Just a small box ? 

A. It isn’t necessary that it should be a box -—it might be a pipe. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Let us follow this up a little, because you 
may differ from some men who have had some little experience with it. 
Now, what would you say — speaking now -simply of the conduit 
question ? What would you have the conduit made of? 

A. Well, that is a question, I think, for consuiting engineers. Con- 
sulting engineers should work this thing out. J don’t see why I am 
called on to give the construction of the conduit. J am here to state in 
regard to the effect of these wires, and whether it is possible to put 
them underground. 

Y. Now, that is just one of the questions in connection with the ques- 
tion of possibility, Mr. Cushing? 

A. Ihave told you what is possible. 

@. I mean practically possible. Nobody claims that a great many 
things are not in one sense possible, but, as you first answered yourself, 
it is a question of the practical possibility, not a question of the absolute 
possibility. 

A. Ican produce a conduit. 

Q. Iam now asking you as to the form of the conduit — what form 
of-conduit would you take — or first, the material ? 

A. The first thing I should do would be to make a study of the West 
End Road and make my conduit according to the traffic on the different 
branches. 

Q. Well, take it on any supposed case that you want, if you please. 

A. Well, I don’t care to suppose any case. 

Q Well, take a case where you were putting them underground and 
you had 13,000-horse power, both feed and return. Now, how would 
you comply with that? 

A. I would first go to work and figure out the sized wires I would 
have to have for the current that would be used, figuring all the differ- 
ent elements that would enter into the problem, and make my conduit 
accordingly. 

Q. And just what the size would be you don’t know ? 
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A. Well, I would have to figure that out. No man can answer a 
question of that kind in a day. You have got to get at it ina proper 
way, and it takes time. I cannot make the whole calculation in con- 
nection with the West End feed and return system in my head without 
figuring it. 

Q. ‘That is what I supposed. It was my theory that that question 
would take some figuring, that there would have to be some care given 
to the study of it. Now, when you have got your conduit made, what 
would be your idea of the material for the conduit? I suppose you can 
consider that question now ? 

A. Oh, that can be anything — can be iron, can be stone, can be 
wood, can be crockery. 

Now, you would insulate the conduit ? 

Most certainly. 

And how would you insulate it? 

It could be insulated in a number of ways. 

Well, what, in your judgment, would be the best way ? 

Well, I should look into the question of insulation first. 

. Now, supposing that you had got your conduit built, then as to 
placing the wires within ? 

A.- They could be drawn in the same as the cables are drawn in in 
the subways in New York. 

Q. ‘That is, you would have what are called ducts, different ones for 
different cables ? 

A. Well, the underground conduit would be provided, if I had any- 
thing to do with it, with two parts — one for the feed and one for the 
return. 

Q. So after your conduit is made it would have two parts, one por- 
tion for the return and one for the feed, but all the same conduit? 

Ang OL CS.53in: 

Q. And the conduit would be in such shape, whether circular or 
square, aS was convenient? 

A. Of convenient shape. 

Q. Now, having your conduit built, and having it fitted with your 
power service, having the insulation properly arranged, how would 
you arrange your wires inside — by putting them in what they call ducts ? 

A. ‘They could be pulled over insulating bars separated by cleats. 

Q@. Yes, but that is the equivalent of ducts, is it not? It is simply a 
separation ? 

A. That is simply a technicality in construction. 

Q@. Now, if you were doing it in the main portion of the city, would 
you need to deal with those conduits by means of man-holes ? 

A. No, not necessarily. 

Q. Wouldn’t ? 

CAIN G: 

Q. That is, you could get all the wires in and out, and attend to 
them, and watch them, and carefully look after them without man-holes ? 

A. Most decidedly. 

Q. What depth would you put it down ? 

A. It would depend on what pipes it would interfere with. I should 
put itas near the surface as possible. In case any trouble should occur, 
it would then take less time to get at it, there would be less obstruction 
to teaming, and it could be put back again cheaper, and with less time. 

Q. That is, you wouldn’t regard it as of any importance that it 
should be placed three or four feet underground ? 

A. None whatever. I should not consider the question of depth, 
particularly in that connection, except as expense increases with depth, 
of course. 

; Q. But I mean, for practical purposes that wouldn’t be an important 
actor ? 
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A. Notatall. 

Q. Now, how large a feed-wire would you advise putting in, as a 
single wire. I don’t mean how many multiples you could get in, but 
how large would the single feed wire be? 

A. It wouldn’t be necessary to use any different sizes, the wires 
already up could be used in these conduits. 

Q@. And you would have to use as many racks, tubes, ducts, or what- 
ever you call them, as you would have wires ? 

A. Not necessarily. the wires could be bunched. 

Q. Well, do you think it would be advisable to bunch the feed- 
Wires ? 

A. ‘That depends on the insulation. 

Q. Well, in a practical form, do you think that would be an advis- 
able way to do it? 

A. I would have to consider that, I think. 

Q. Have you ever been the electrician of a street railway ?P 

A. No, I have not. I have had considerable railway experience, 
though. 

. But have never had to deal with it as a practical question ? 

Yes, I have. 

Well, what, when, and where ? 

At the Thomson-Houston Electric Company. 

Well, on what roads ? 

Well, no roads, but in the factory, on railway apparatus. 

But you haven’t gone out and had direct charge upon the lines ? 

Well, that isn’t necessary for you to know about these things. 

I only asked if you had? 

No, I haven’t. 

There have been other men who have done that ? 

Those things have been done. 

How long were you in their employ ? 

About two years. 

When did you leave them — about when ? 

I left them in September. 

September last ? 

Yes. 

And during all that time in what department were you ? 

I was in all departments. 

_ Well, you mean all electrical departments, I suppose ? 

All departments of the factory, which included railway service, 
lighting, everything. In fact, I went through the whole course. 

Oh, you were there getting instruction while employed in the 
different departments of electrical, work as they were engaged in it ? 

A. Iwas there working and getting what instruction I could. I got 
whatever instruction I could myself. I was not there to get instruction, 
but was there to work. 

~@. Well, you were there working in the different departments ? 

Ay SY OBt 

Q. (By Mr. WititAmMs.) There is only one question that I wish to 
suggest, and possibly I may have misunderstood your answer in regard 
to it. Mr. Hyde said that the more wires of high potential that were 
placed underground the greater the difficulties from electrolysis would 
be, and you said yes. 

Mr. Hype. — If there was leakage. 

Q. (By Mr. WILLIAMS.) You said yes. Now, isn’t it true that if 
you put every high potential wire in the city of Boston underground 
properly insulated, and ran the return current of the West End through 
insulated wires, that there would be less electrolysis in the city of Bos- 
ton than there is at the present day ? 

A. There would be no electrolysis. 
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Q. Exactly so. The putting underground of the West End return 
wires, properly insulated, would in your judgment cure the evil of elec- 
trolysis that exists to-day ? 

A. Cure it absolutely. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Did you ever know any construction in con- 
nection with electricity that was absolute, so that there could be no 
leakage, no loss, for any length of time ? 

A. Practically, yes. 

Q. Ifso, where have you known that to be kept up absolutely ? 

A. Well, if you come down to the absolute units — 

Y. Well, you say absolutely —I am taking your words. When a 
man says absolutely I suppose he cannot mean anything else. 

A. Practically absolutely, yes, sir. 

Q. Exactly. Now, I would like to know of a practically absolute 
insulation. 

Mr. REED. — I suppose you think your feed-wires are practically 
absolutely insulated. 

Mr. Hype. — I think they are insulated, as far as the state of the art 
to-day admits, but absolute insulation is a thing like perpetual motion 
— | haven’t seen it yet. 

The Witness. — I think you are wrong in saying that the insulation 
is perfect as far as the state of the art goes. It is nothing of the sort. 
That shows that you don’t know about it, sir. 

(By Mr. Hypr.) Well, I am not an electrician. 

A. Well, I found that out long ago. 

Mr. Reed at this point introduced certain photographs from the Fire 
Commissioners’ office, and offered them in evidence. The photographs 
show structures and wires in various sections of the city. 

Mr. REEp. — Mr. Chairman, I offer these for what they are worth. 
Of course, it would be unfair to charge the West End with all these 
structures. 

Mr. Hypr.—I have seen all those photographs. I would simply 
like to ask one question, because I think they have been taken at dif- 
ferent periods — I would like to know the date when they were taken? 
Does the date appear upon them ? 

Mr. REED. — No; the date doesn’t appear. 

Mr. Hype. —I think it would be well if you can get the dates in some 
way, because I think in some instances they have been taken in the past. 
I have no doubt they were correct at the time when they were taken. 

Ald. HaLyi. — There has been an improvement? 

Mr. Hype. — Yes, a great many of the wires have disappeared. 
They have been taken down, and are now out of the way, as I under- 
stand it. 

The clerk was requested to communicate with the Fire Commissioners 
and obtain the dates as nearly as possible. 

Mr. ReEep. — These photographs are striking in many cases. 

Mr. Hyp. — Are the places where they are taken designated ? 

Mr. REED. — Yes, sir; on the back. Of course, in many cases 
they haven’t anything to do with the West End at all, and we don’t 
claim that they do; but it just shows the immense number of wires in 
the city in a very striking way, and calls attention to the fact that there 
ought not to be any more wires, or as many as there are. There, for 
instance, Mr. Chairman, are Causeway and Friend streets. There are 
five or six feed-wires right there. 

Ald. HALL. — These heavy wires ? 

Mr. ReED.— Those heavy wires. I take it that they are feed-wires 
beyond a doubt. 

Ald. HALL. — That is, near the new Union Railway Station? 

Mr. Rreep. — Yes, and right here at the corner of Washington and 
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Hanover streets there is a complication of feed, trolley, and support 
wires that forms a perfect network. 

Ald. HALL. — (Referring to a photograph.) Whereabouts do you say 
this is P 

Mr. Rrep. — On the back it shows, Mr. Hall. 

Ald. HALL. — What are these ? 

Mr. Reep.— Trolley and support wires; and if the committee will 
look these over I think they will find them interesting. That is all the 
evidence I have to offer, Mr. Chairman. ; 

Ald. HaLi. — Have you photographs taken from the corner of Wash- 
ington and Boylston streets or Essex street? 

Mr. Reep.—I have not seen them here, so. Here is the corner right 
near the Providence depot — Pleasant and Eliot streets. 

Ald. HALL. — Well, these here are telegraph wires. 


Mr. REeEep. — Yes, they seem to be, mostly. ‘That is all the evidence 
that I have to offer, Mr. Chairman. 
Mr. Hypr. — Now, I have not quite understood and don’t quite 


understand now just where we are in this hearing. The insurance men, 
so far as they have appeared here, have testified as to all electrical 
wires, and Mr. Partridge said that he understood that he was not up 
here as to West End feed-wires specially, but as to electric wires 
generally. Now, I don’t know whether this order is based on petitions 
that were presented to the board, or whether petitions were introduced 
afterwards supporting the order. I should like to know just where we 
stand on the question, in just what way this investigation started. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The other day, in your absence, when Mr. cum- 
mings was here, that matter was brought up, and the committee 
decided that, on the petitions and the order, they would hear any 
evidence in regard to burying any and all wires, whether West End or 
any other. 

Mr. Hype. — I understood you to rule the other day in that way, but 
what I want to find out is the status of the hearing, because there may 
be a legal question that may come in here later, and I should like to 
see the papers, all the papers that relate to this hearing. 

The clerk was requested to produce all the papers. 

Ald. HALL. — The original order, as I understand it, was offered by 
Mr. Sears in the Common Council, and his order contemplated or 
assumed that the Board of Aldermen did not have full powers in the 
matter, that it was a question for joint consideration. When it came to 
the Board of Aldermen it appeared to the board that it was a questioning 
of the powers of the board. We considered in the Board of Aldermen 
that it was either a matter entirely under our jurisdiction, or that it re- 
quired legislation and further action by the general court. It was re- 
ferred in the board to a committee, and | remember that I looked up the 
statutes bearing upon the matter and came to the conclusion, from the 
statutes, that we had full power to deal with the question. The order 
was redrafted, I believe, and passed in a new form accordingly. 

Mr. Hype. — Wasn’t the first order an order looking to action by the 
Legislature. | 

Ald, Hati. — It embodied, I believe, a proposition to go to the Legis- 
lature for further action. I believe there was some provision in that di- 
rection in the order as it was originally introduced. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, I would like to get that original order. I would 
like to see that and also the other papers which the committee has in its 
hands in connection with this investigation. 


The hearing was adjourned at 12.05 P.M., to meet, Wednesday, March 
14, at 9.30 A.M.

STATEMENT BY HENRY D. Hype, Esq. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: Perhaps if I shall make a brief state- 
ment of the situation it may make more intelligent what we shall desire 
to offer directly in evidence, although I shall not seek to make a long or 
extended statement. 

Up to the present time, so far as the practical operation of street rail- 
roads by electricity is concerned, there is in use but one general system, 
which is known as the overhead trolley system, and that has grown in 
favor more rapidly than any new invention which has come to the front 
— of much importance at least — within our lifetime. 

It is but a very few years since the West End Street Railway Com- 
pany came before the Board of Aldermen with a proposition to intro- 
duce electricity as a power for the moving of street cars. At that time 
no large system had introduced it. Itwas in use at Scranton, Penn. ; it 
was in use at Allegheny City; it was in use at Richmond, Va. _ Practi- 
cally, those covered the three practical uses of electricity that had then 
been established in connection with street cars, with the exception of 
one or two other forms, or rather different forms, of using it, known as 
the Daft system, and so on, which had been started in Baltimore, but 
which, I think, have all since been abandoned. 

The method of doing it was by what is known as the Vanderpool sys- 
' tem, which is substantially the system which you now find and with 
which we are all familiar in Boston and vicinity. Probably the intro- 
duction of that by the West End Street Railway Company, its efficiency, 
the service which it was able to render the public, and all the advan- 
tages in connection with that great service, very rapidly facilitated its 
introduction in other cities. 

Now, what does the electric current do that no other form of power 
yet applied has been able to accomplish? First, it furnishes unlimited 
power for any emergency, practically, that may arise. At Lynn they 
made a special test with reference to what it could do and what might 
be required. A street railway in Lynn has a very steep grade, with a 
sharp curve. They took a car and loaded it with all the people they 
could get upon it and started up that grade and reached the most diffi- 
cult point of the curve and stopped the car, and then started it and with 
a tell-tale register noted the power. It took 99 horse-power to move 
that car, and yet the car moved and went on without difficulty. 

There is no other form by which such an application of power at one 
point can be efficient, like that of electricity. Its movement from point 
to point on the road is instantaneous. For example, there is feeding 
out of the central power-station at this moment, for the heart of Bos- 
ton, so may horse-power, and that, through the trolly-wire and the feeds 
wire, is being distributed over that portion of the city where street cars 
are run. 

Now, the average amount of power required per car at this hour of 
the day is some fixed horse-power of not a large amount. It is not an 
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hour of the day when the cars are not running very full. It is an hour 
of the day when the tracks are free and clear, and the average distribu- 
tion of that power as required for each car is of quite alimited amount. But 
if any car at any instant requires the doubling, the quadrupling, or even 
more than that of power, it is instantly there. There is no gate that has. 
to wait to be opened for the coming of water; there is no long waiting 
for a valve to supply steam; but it is instantaneously at the service of 
the car through the appliance by which the power is turned on to enable 
the car to perform its work. 

Again, of the two large forms of power which are now used for the 
propelling of street cars, the electricity and the cable, there is no ques- 
tion of the ease and comfort of movement of stopping and of starting 
of the electric car. Perhaps there is no better example of a cable car 
than now exists on Broadway, New York. It is the newest constructed, 
I believe, has the best form of apphances that are yet known for adjust- 
ing and for stopping and starting the car; and yet all who ride in those 
cars find a jerking, find a sudden stop, find that lack of elasticity which 
belongs to the movement of an electric car. 

And then, again, as you proceed outside of the thickly settled portions 
of the city proper you at once find that a rate of speed is possible as 
fast as it is consistent with safety that the cars shouldrun. But there is 
no limit to speed by reason of the lack of power or by reason of the 
form of the equipment of the cars. You can run at almost any speed 
that prudence and safety, which are important factors, may require. 

Again, when we were limited to horses for power the size of the car 
was a limited size. Two horses in good weather or four horses on four- 
horse time put a limit to the capacity of your car and the capacity of the 
road for carring passengers, and if to-day we were undertaking to util- 
ize horses for the movement Of the cars of the West End and carrying 
the number of people who ride, we should find ourselves occupying the 
street to an extent and to a degree that would simply make travel 
almost impossible. 

Therefore, with the larger car, with the form of power and with no 
limit of power, the facilities and advantages have very largely improved. 
But that is not all. The West End to-day, if we were operating the 
road by horses alone, would be obliged to have ten thousand horses. 
Ten thousand horses passing through the ‘streets of a city! We all 
know what that means in the befouling of the streets, the lack of clean- 
liness the constant cleaning, the constant expense which the city is put 
to in the cleaning of the streets. They are all relieved of that where the 
electric cars run, and that much of expense, that much of undesirable 
occupation, is removed, and the electric car proceeds without defiling the 
streets and at a speed as fast as safety makes prudent. 

But it is not that only. In the earlier days of the use of the electric 
car it was necessarily, with the imperfection of the machinery, noisy. 
The motors had not then been brought to perfection, the trucks were 
made with reference to strength rather then to adaptability, and the 
early electric cars had objectionable features in the way of noise. To- 
day the new electric cars, I mean those that have been produced the 
past year, are as noisless as it is safe to have them. You don’t want a 
car that runs on rubber tired with that power behind it which electric- 
ity furnishes and must furnish for the movement of the car, and there- 
fore that car is as noisless as it is desirable to have it, and that feature 
of noise is removed which was at first an objection. ‘The singing of 
wires, which was so noticeable at first, has very much diminished, and 
that no longer exists to the extent that it did at first. 

Now, of course, it goes without saying that no very great progress is 
made in any modern improvement that is so revolutionary as the intro- 
duction of electricity, that is all on one side. Steam, the use of which 
has beén the cause of the great progress of modern times and of this 
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century, carries with it certain elements that are fearful and frightful 
and are the cause of numerous accidents. But I take it that no one 
would think of doing away with the use of steam unless some more 


advanced substitute should take its place. Certainly we should not 


think of doing away with it and going back to the slower and perhaps 
safer forms, if you use the term safety in that way, of power that form- 
erly existed. We are not going back to the stage-coach, the schooner- 
wagon, or farm-wagon that brings all the produce into a large city, and 
there is no purpose of doing it on the part of anybody. And yet steam 


_has had to make its way and find its way. It has at times met with 


great resistance, but hand in hand with the objections that have ap- 
peared from the introduction and use of steam there have come great 
inventions which have controlled the appliance of it and made it more 
and more safe, so that the thousand accidents that occurred in the first 
few years of the introduction of steam no longer exist. They have dis- 
appeared, or substantially disappeared, and the degree of injury that 
comes from steam in certain lines is practically a thing of the past. 

Now, when we came to introduce electricity the first question that was 
raised was the question ©f the wires, and it was raised in two senses. 
First, a current that was able to move the cars was a current that was 
liable to come in contact with other uses of the street. The arcing of 
wires had certain objections to the people as they first saw them, and it 
has been hoped from that time to the present that some day there would 
come some practical method of dealing with it that might enable the 
wires to be removed, and that, with the removal of the wires, that much 
of objection might disappear. 

Now, there is a very false notion about electric cars, in one sense, 
and the whole public mind is permeated with it as an idea, as I come in 
contact with the public in that respect, and that is this: There has been 
much talk about a storage battery or some form of applying electricity 
which might do away with all overhead wires; and it has been again 
and again stated, and has been again and again received by the public, 
that if that was accomplished and some form of it with sufficient power 
to move the cars should be invented, it would very much reduce the 
accidents which inevitably occur in the movement of street cars whether 
by horse-power, by cable, by electricity, or any other form. But, when 
you stop to think of it, as far as the car is concerned, probably a storage 
battery car is more dangerous than a car which obtains its electricity 
from overhead wires. Why? You must have power enough to move 
the car. Your momentum is greater, because you not only have the 
load on the car and have to have power enough to move it, move it at 
the required speed, move it under all circumstances of obstruction and 
difficulty, so that the car shall not become stalled on the street, but you 
have to handle the additional weight with it that comes from the storage- 
battery arrangement, and, there being no warning and no notice given, 
so far as that comes in contact with anything, is, if possible, more dan- 
gerous than the present form. 

Therefore, any form that proposes to substitute some other applica- 
tion of electricity than that derived from the overhead wire is a form 
that does not remove any danger that may exist from the movement of 
the cars in the street by a power sufficient to enable the cars to be 
moved. 

Now, take the experiments that were made by the West End upon 
this very subject. It was a new subject, it was new to us, it was new 
to the city, it was new to the citizens, it was new to this Board; and 
when the question first came up it was believed that an underground 
conduit system would work efliciently and equally well with the over- 
head trolley system, and if it would, the Board desired that that should 


be put in instead of the overhead trolley system in the central portions 
of the city. 
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At Allegheny City there were two systems at work, the underground 
and the overhead, and it was claimed that the underground worked 
equally well with the overhead. 

The result of it was that the first grant that was made by the city of Bos- 
ton to allow the use of electric cars allowed the overhead wires to com- 
mence at some place in Brighton, wherever the location was — Allston 
or Brighton — and to come down on Beacon street to just this side of the 
Stony brook discharge into the Charles river, and there the conduit was 
established and the change was made at that spot from the overhead to 
the conduit. At that time it was not built up so that the whole of that 
was in view from the windows of my house. 

Ald. Hati. — What year was that, Mr. Hyde. Do you remember ? 

Mr. Hyper. —I think in 1887. 

Mr. REep. — The act was passed in 1887 — it must have been 1888 or 
1889. 

Mr. Hyper. — I think it must have been in 1889. 

Ald. HALL — You think it was in 1889? 

Mr. Hype. — Yes, sir. The system has been in operation about five 
years. Now, we tried that plan. We brought it in from there as far 
as Park square with the underground system, and we ran it through 
the winter. The result was that we found that the overhead system 
worked well— not nearly as well as it works now, because it was a 
subject of new invention, but it worked substantially well. But the 
underground system was a source of constant delay, was continually 
failing to work, and the transfer from one to the other was making a 
constant and steady interruption and delay. 

Ald. HALL.— That is where you have the brush at the side ? 

Mr. Hypr.— It went underneath. We had a slot, bad a conduit. 
As you walked along on the street, as far as you could see it looked 
very much like a cable conduit, being constructed in very much the 
same way. ‘The brush was drawn along and made contact with copper 
through this slot. ‘Then there was the length of time consumed in stop- 
ping and changing the cars from one system to the other, which was a 
a very severe interruption to the travel. Then, again, there were con- 
stant pauses that prevented the cars from moving after they had once 
started, in connection with the use of this conduit. There was a copper 
bar with which the contact was made, and snow would come.and fall 
in, would reach up to the copper bar, and that would make a short cir- 
cuit. Rain-water would drip in over the edge or flow in, and that 
would cause such leakage or waste and produce a short circuit, and 
then, again, from no cause we could ascertain, from no reason we have 
been able to ascertain, it would simply refuse to work at all, and the 
cars would be stalled; and while we were waiting and wondering what 
the matter was away the cars would start. That stalling nobody could 
account for, and with the best efforts we could make we were unable to 
account for it and guard against it. Of course, it undoubtedly had 
something to do with ground contact. That undoubtedly had something 
to do with the interruption of the current. That being the case, it was 
a matter for all hands to consider. The trolley had worked so well 
that the public wanted it extended, as well as the road and the under- 
ground system had worked so poorly that the public did not want any 
more of it, and after a good deal of consideration as to what was the 
best thing to do it was decided to take up the conduit and extend the 
trolly system. 

The experiment of that conduit cost us in round numbers about 
$100,000, and that was entirely thrown away. So far as I know, since 
that time there have been no conduits constructed for the purpose of 
operating street cars in the sense that that was constructed — that is, 
that was the reversal of the overhead system, practically, with a cham- 
ber very much the same as the chamber in which is carried the wire of 
a cable road. 
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Now, following that there was great claim that an invention had been 
discovered known as the storage battery, which was claimed to be in 
operation on the Fourth Avenue Road in New York. We went there 
and looked at it, and, while there was a difference of opinion in our 
minds as to how far it would or would not work, it was decided to give 
the matter a fair and full test. Arrangements were made, and a car 
was built for that purpose by Stevenson, of New York, and was fitted up 
in New York and sent over here, and sent to the Cambridgeport car-house. 
As far as I believe and have ever known, that car at that time repre- 
sented the best condition of the state of the art for a storage-battery car. 
That car we sought to run, experimented with it, brought it over into 
Boston, and fairly tried it in every way that we were able to for some 
weeks ; and then we found that there were constantly arising difficulties 
that it would never do to have arise in connection with street-car ser- 
vice. ‘The car was constantly stopping, was failing to respond in emer- 
gencies, had not sufficient power, and could not carry sufficient power 
to overcome the difficulties that were constantly arising. When you 
tried it upon a straightaway track it did very well. Whenever you got 
a wet day, or had snow, or struck grades, you felt at once the lack of 
vigorous power, and the attempt to move up grades with a loaded car 
was always attended with the feeling that perhaps the next instant the 
car would stop, as it moved slowly and laboriously up the grade, but it 
would finally gain the summit of the grade. 

That was the condition of that experiment, and that cost about 
~ $17,000. We had then tried the three known systems that exist for the 
propelling of street cars by electricity. Meanwhile the belief, which 
has been fully justified, was growing that that was a form of propelling 
cars that was desirable, and the result of it was that leave was given to 
introduce over the whole of our system substantially the single trolley 
overhead electric system which has since been in operation, being ex- 
tended from year to year. We commenced to do that in a compara- 
tively crude way. ‘There were no shops, there were no skilful me- 
chanics, there were no electrical experts to any considerable extent to 
deal with this question. We were feeling our way and they were feel- 
ing their way. 

The first motors that we bought were seven and one half horse 
power, and it was thought that they would be ample for all our wants. 
Then we went up to fifteen horse-power. Now, we have reached 
twenty-five horse-power as the measure of power which most economi- 
cally and efficiently gives the service to the road and to the public in 
the movement of the electric cars. 

Ald. Hatyi. — Is the power of the motor the same in all cars, Mr. 
Hyde, without reference to length? 

Mr. Hype. — Well, we have a very few short cars, but we find that 
you cannot shove a car when a snow-storm comes, unless you have a 
powerful motor. You have to have power enough to meet all emer- 
gencies, and whether we use the longest cars or the medium-sized cars, 
we use a large motor. 

Now, in addition and in connection with that. there have come forms 
of regulating the feeding of the power. Formerly in the introduction 
of power we introduced it with a great deal of waste. For example, 
the flow of current through was a steady and substantial given flow. 
Now, as I understand it, through controllers, as they are called, it is 
possible to regulate the required flow. Therefore, when moving a car 
with ten passengers in it, you can supply sufficient power to move that 
car and not be obliged to waste the difference between that power and 
the power required for the movement of a car containing fifty pas- 
sengers. ‘That is, the amount of current required for the given move- 
ment of the car can be re egulated to the requirement of the car at a 
given time, a given moment, and that has enabled the handling of the 
cars to be very much improved. 
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As I say, when we first took the matter up we took the best motors 
that were known. We have gone on until we are now using a third 
motor. That is, there have been continual improvements in motors 
going on. From the first motor we went to the second, increasing in 
size, “and we are now going to a third motor, simply beeause it is a 
better motor for the public and for us. It is a motor that is the result 
of a study of the electric companies and the amount of money that the 
large electric concerns are constantly expending in improving the various 
electrical inventions, etc. That expense has not been wholly borne by 
the street railways. The large manufacturing companies have been 
willing to exchange the previous motors for new motors, when the im- 
provement has keen marked, and so we have only borne a portion of the 
expense which has been occasioned by the giving up of the other 
motors; and then the other motors are often used upon smaller cars, 
where a smaller horse-power is required. Therefore the change has 
come about in that way 

Another thing. We found when we first came to have a practical 
knowledge of this question what the effect was of lightning upon the 
wires and upon the cars when thunder-storms came; and, following 
that, electricians have invented what are called ‘lightning arresters,” 
which are so placed that practically, as I understand it, safety has been 
secured, and that, either for passenger or motorman, is no longer re- 
garded as a dangerous factor in the operation of cars. The number of 
the lightning arresters, the size of them and everything connected with 
that question, has been regulated by the scientific attainments and obser- 
vations which now enable that question to be understood. 

Following that question the next serious question that we had arise 
was the trouble caused to the telephone companies. Thev claimed 
that the movement of the cars along the electric wires as they were 
earried through the streets produced a sound which was so com- 
municated to the telephone wires that it obscured the distinctness of the 
sound as carried by them, and interfered with their business. A lon 
discussion followed as to the effect of it, whether it was caused by the 
ears or by their imperfect insulation, and also, even if it was caused by 
the cars, what were the relative rights of the two parties. In some 
places we drifted into ligitation. In Albany and in Cincinnati, I be- 
lieve, also in some other places, there were similar questions and very 
serious ligitation, in different instances with different decision by dif- 
ferent Courts. It was later settled, I think, in all cases by the Courts — 
also by the Court in Rhode Island — that the two were necessary uses 
of electricity of which the public were entitled to have the benefit; that 
neither the telephone companies nor the street railroad companies had 
any preémptive rights in the use of electricity for the carrying of sound 
and speech or for the application of power, and that the telephone and 
telegraph companies, as well as the electric car companies, should enjoy 
this new found power. 

- But the telephone companies then raised the question — or the elec- 
tricians did— that this could be overcome by the introduction of a 
metallic circuit, that a metallic would do away with the disturbance, and 
they claimed that we should put the metallic circuit in or meet the ex- 
pense of it. We claimed that we should not. The result of it was that 
they introduced a limited amount of metallic circuit themselves. 

While this discussion was going on the idea of the long-distance tele- 
phone was brewing in the minds of the men who were connected with 
the science as applied to the telephone business, and the introduction 
of the long-distance telephone and these experiments seemed to go 
hand in hand. Finally, having got in a certain amount of this metallic 
circuit, it was found that a new telephone waked into being, and that 
the telephone service which had previously existed had become so much 
inferior to the service which could be given by the metallic circuit that 
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the telephone companies went at once to the expense of millions of 
dollars to introduce the long-distance telephones and to introduce the 
metallic circuit. We had a contract with the telephone company for 
connections by telephone with all our stations, and we were the largest 
customer that the New England Company had. By agreement of coun- 
sel we made a new contract, for the metallic circuit, and we are to-day 
the largest user of the telephone that exists in the city of Boston, our 
whole system being tied together by it. 

Now, the introduction of the metallic circuit has made great progress 
in that respect. But while we were discussing this question of metallic 
circuit, and while we were discussing this effect upon the telephones, 
there came the discussion as to what effect the introduction of electricity 
in an increased volume throughout the city and community was having. 
We found that, in order to give the best results, it was desirable that all 
the insulation should be as perfect as possible. There was at once, 
therefore, a movement to perfect the insulation, with a view to protect- 
ing or further providing for the protection of the public and the wires 
by a better insulation. 

Now, how does a street car operate? The doing of what enables a 
street car to operate by electricity? Very briefly stated, and stated 
without the use of technical terms, it operates in this way: a steam- 
engine is set at work with boilers, in the ordinary form, and produces 
steam power. That turns a dynamo or generator, as it is called, which 
generates the electricity. That electricity is conveyed upon wires to the 
points where the work needs to be done or where it is wanted for that 
purpose. In the case of street cars it is conveyed along the line of the 
trolley wire. After it has been taken from the trolley wire by a wheel 
it goes down through the arm of the trolley to the car. The car is wired 
and it passes down through the car, through the motor, moving the car 
at the time, and then upon the rails, which are insulated, and then upon 
the underground wire is carried back to the power-station. And only as 
that is carried back to the power-station and only as that current and 
that circuit is kept up can there be any work done by electricity in moyv- 
ing acar. That is, the power of electricity to do its work is the power 
-of electricity when in motion, and if you get a short circuit, or if this 
flow or movement of activity ceases the power is silent and it performs 
no work. 

Now, as following this out, there was placed in all cases where street 
cars were run a copper wire under the car or between the rails, which 
should carry back to the power-station the electricity which had been 
used, and that is called the return wire. That return wire is supposed 
to be of a size to carry back upon a given line whatever power remains 
after the waste or the loss or the leakage, or whatever you may call it. 
It carries back the volume, if you may use that term,— which to my 
mind is a term that conveys the idea better than some of the technical 
terms used in electricity, — that carries the volume back to the power- 
house ; and it needs to be in proportionate size to the volume to be car- 
ried back. 

Now, in carrying out this current from the power-station, if you are 
running but a few cars you can carry it out entirely upon the trolley 
wire. You needn’t have any feed wire. If you are running but a 
limited number of cars for a limited distance the trolley wire will carry 
all the electricity that is required to move the cars; but the moment 
you come into a large city the moment you come into any centre where 
there is a large number of cars or where it is important that the cars be 
not stalled — where there may be snow to obstruct, where there may be 
grades, where there may be curves, where anything that may tend to in- 
crease the load may exist, then it is necessary and important that you 
should have more power than the trolley wire will carry, and that 
power has to be conveyed in some form from the power-house to the 
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trolley wire. So far as the single trolley overhead system, the system 
that is in use, is concerned, there is no way of burying the electric 
wires underground. The only way that a car can be operated is from 
the trolley wire current, and the trolley wire carries the full voltage. 
The voltage which the ‘feed wire carries is the same that the trolley 
wire carries. The established voltage under the present system for 
street-railway cars is practically 500. 

Now, there have been claims made again and again, in regard to the 
danger point of an electric current. ‘As I understand it, the electric 
current which is dangerous is a current that is higher than five hundred 
voltage. Of the currents that flow thr ough the city and which are used 
from ‘day to day in our midst, the lowest is practically that of the tele- 
phone and the telegraph. They are the most sensitive, they take a 
lighter current. Then you come to the street car; then you come to 
the electric ight. Ithink the Edison incandescent is a lower current 
than ours, but as far as what are known as the arc-light wires are con- 
cerned, they are more dangerous. ‘They carry a current of about 2,000 
voltage. The fatal current, as I understand it, is a current commenc- 
ing practically at 1,000 or 1,200, and proceeding upwards, and no one, 
as far as I am aware, has ever been killed by a voltage of 500. It is 
possible that a person who was in very feeble health, in very delicate 
health, might be injured, and seriously injured by that voltage; but as 
we are here in the community, average men in average health, we are 
not in any danger of being injured by that voltage. 

Ald. Hatt. — Does the voltage vary on the trolley wire, Mr. Hyde, 
at different points ? 

Mr. Hype. — It varies a little, but substantially we intend to hold it 
at about that point. It is at the power-house about 500. 

Ald. Hatyi. — But can you tell what it is at a certain point — for 
instance, at the corner of Boylston and Tremont streets, or Tremont 
street and Temple place? 

Mr. Hype. —I don’t understand that it varies, whether it is at a dis- 
tance from the power-house or not. Electricians can answer in regard 
to that better than I, but I understand that there is one average current, 
which does not change. 

Ald. HaLti. — I mean, is it affected any by various conditions ? 

Mr. Hype. — It may require an increased volume, but not voltage. 

Ald, Hatyi. — The voltage would not be increased going. up g orade ? 

Mr. Hyper. — No, the voltage i is fixed. 

Ald. Hazx.——Just the same ? 

Mr. HypE. — Yes, sir; for the entire length of wire. If we have a 
voltage at the power-house of 485, as I understand it, it is practically 
485 all over the road. To convey the idea to your minds I will say that 
the volume might be less at different places, that there would be less 
volume in Cambridge, for instance, than there might be in Boston, but 
the voltage would be the same. And I think there is nothing about 
which people are so mislead, and there is nothing to me so mysterious 
about the whole use of electricity as this one fact, that your voltage 
remains the same, whatever your load. We ordinarily would say, ‘as 
applying to all our known phrases in connection with the use of power, 
that if you are going to pull a load with five or ten horses your tugs, or 
whatever you may use, have got to be stronger than if you hada load 
requiring a less number of horses and there were fewer horses pulling 
it. Ifyou are going to pull along train of cattle cars your draw-bars 
have got to be stronger than with a short train. But as I understand 
electricity your voltage remains the same whatever your load may be. 
You only increase the volume, but your voltage is always the same 
whatever the work that is done. If 1am mistaken in connection with 
that matter any of the men here who understand the subject will correct 
me, because they are competent electricians and are informed upon that. 
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matter. Now, therefore, the wires we have in the streets, the wires 
which we have to have to perform our work, are the trolley wires, the 
feed wires, and the return wires. The return wire is under ground, the 
trolley wire must be above ground, and the feed wires is above er ound. 
The trolley wire is not an insulated wire. That is a bare wire, and has 
to be bare, in order that the current may pass from it to the wheel, 
directly through the arm to the car. The feed wire is an insulated wire, 
and I have brought here a specimen of the feed wire as it is commonly 
used in the city, our large size. That is the feed wire with the insula- 
tion upon it. You see that it contains a great number of small wires 
that are brought together in that insulation. 

Ald. HALL. — How many wires does that contain, Mr. Hyde? 

Mr. Hype. — Well, there are, as you see, a large number of wires in 
it. That is the form in which it was insulated so that the electricity may 
be carried through it. 

As I was saying, the three forms of wire we have are the trolley wire, 
which is a bare wire — which must be bare —the return wire, which is 
underground now and has always been kept underground substantially ; 
and we have a little return wire upon some of the poles, but not to any 
considerable extent; we have our return wire, which is underground, 
and our feed-wire, which is above ground. 

Ald. Haut. — You mean at occasional points ? 

Mr. Hype. — At occasional points; yes, sir. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Mr. Hyde, your return wire above ground is in- 
sulated in the same form as this? 

Mr. Hype. — Yes, sir; above ground it is insulated. 

The CHAIRMAN. — But is rather smaller? 

Mr. HypE — Rather smaller. Now, when we started to put in this 
system the electricians told us it was probably not prudent to attempt 
to move cars more than three miles from the power-houses where we 
generated the electricity ; that is, that the conveying of the electricity 
more than three miles would probably be accompanied by such a waste 
and the cost of the copper wire necessary to carry it for use would be so 
great that it became commercially very objectionable. But as we have 
gone on, the methods of insulating and transmitting it have improved to 
so great an extent that we now carry the current to any distance that we 
have occasion to move the cars, and do it successfully. In the course of 
four or five years that has been very much improved. 

And so all over the system. We have three power-stations, one at 
Allston, one at Harrison avenue, and one at East Cambridge, covering 
the whole system where the movement of cars is called for. 

As far as the trolley wire is concerned, as I understand it, we don’t 
have to have any increase of size for the trolley wire practically. We 
use substantially one size for that, because we don’t attempt to carry 
more than a given volume of electricity upon that trolley wire. The 
feed-wires, on the other hand, do increase in size in proportion to the 
volume of electricity we carry, and the feed wire and the cable is larger, 
as we carry larger burdens, on lines where we have to feed the move- 
ment of a larger number of cars. For example, from Harrison avenue 
we feed out for Roxbury and Dorchester a main line, which divides and 
goes to Egleston square. to Upham’s Corner, Field’s Corner, out to Cod- 
man Church, down to Neponset, and also a line to Jamaica Plain. We 
have a feed wire sufficiently large, until we get to a distributing point, 
to carry a sufficient current to move the cars in those various directions. 

Ald. Hatt. — You mean by that a larger wire ? 

Mr. Hype. — Larger than the trolley - wire is, but none of our wires 
have become excessive as yet. 

Now, this current we carry and generate is called the direct current, 
as I understand it, and is a current that is not of itself comparatively a 
dangerous current, even aside from the voltage. The new current 
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that has come in since we have introduced electricity is what is called 
the alternating current. The alternating current is a current that takes 
much less space, and you can carry an alternating current in feed wires 
very much smaller than those in which you can carry the direct current. 

Now, there is a process of scientific application and invention going 
on with reference to the alternating current, and that current is the cur- 
rent which is expected to be used in transmitting power from Niagara 
Falls, as by that current they can carry power to Buffalo, Rochester, 
Utica, and so on, and they are probably going to be able to carry out 
their plan in that direction. 

At the great electrical exhibition at Frankfort two years ago they 
were able to carry that current from some falls ata distance and to 
light the exhibition, the falls being six miles away. It is by the alter- 
nating current that that is practicable. 

Now, as I understand it, the alternating current at the present time, 
in its present forms of application, has not reached a point where prac- 
tical electricians would recommend its introduction in the heart of a 
city, and for the uses that we have to put an electric current to; that it 
is a current of more vigor, if J may use the phrase, and a current that 
would not be recommended. How soon the form of handling that cur- 
rent will reach a condition or a position by which it can be used, is a 
practical question involving a good deal of consideration. J am not an 
electrician, I cannot speak upon it, but I understand from the best elec- 
tricians in the country, and those who rank the highest, that it is ex- 
pected, at a comparatively early day, that the direct current will in a 
measure give way to the undulating or alternating current, as it is called. 
If that should occur, and we were to-day to bury our feed wires under- 
ground, and that should come within two years, the form of transmission 
of the current would be so changed that the work would all have to 
be done over again. 

Now, the form and the object of that alternating current, and the 
advantage of it as it is now applied, if I am correctly informed, is this : 
that it is a current in which you can take the current that is carried in 
that feed wire, can make a wire of the size of your finger, and can carry 
an equal amount of power on that small wireas against the power thatis 
now carried by the large wire; and then when you get to the point 
where you use it you have a transformer by means of which it can be 
applied in any amount that may be desired. That is, you may carry 
the current at such a voltage as you find economical. You may carry 
10,000 voltage, you may carry any degree of voltage that you may find 
economical and expedient, and you can then transform it down to any 
voltage you are using —-100, 200, 300, 400, or 500, as the case may be, 
or you can apply it in any strength, as we would say in ordinary lan- 
guage, which term perhaps conveys to our mind the idea better than the 
word ‘‘ voltage” does. 

Now, that at some day the feed wires are going underground, I don’t 
think there is any dispute. 1 don’t think the West End Street Railway 
Company feels that it is going to be desirable to continue the feed wires 
above ground. We expected when we put them up that before this the 
state of the art would warrant the putting of those feed wires under- 
ground. The state of the art does not yet seem to have reached the 
point, as it has seemed to us, which makes it desirable and advisable to 
put them underground. <As soon as we feel that that question is settled 
so that it can be done prudently, properly, judiciously, with reference 
to the public, with reference to the road, and with reference to all the 
interests that are concerned, we propose to do it. There are advantages 
which would come to the railroad by having the feed wires underground. 
They are positive advantages, and they are advantages of such a char- 
acter that the road will not need to be urged to do it when the time 
comes that it can practically be done and the way of doing it has become 
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settled. It is nota thing that is held back from because the road is not 
willing or does not wish to do it whenever the proper time comes, when 
the men who are competent to pass upon it judge that it is time to do it. 

Now, something has been said here about electrolysis — what it is 
and what its effect is. Now, electrolysis, using a common term, is, if I 
understand it, that when electricity comes in contact with the earth, if 
your current is not properly insulated, so that it escapes, when it es- 

capes it moves in a direct line to reach the e point where it starts from. 
It takes a direct line, and anything that comes in its way in the shape 
of pipes it follows, instead of following the earth farther. Whatever 
is a better conductor than the earth, takes the current; and a water-pipe 
or gas-pipe, if it comes in contact with it, being a better conductor than 
the earth, the current follows the pipe. 

Now, when we put in our return wires underground, I don’t think 
that anybody contemplated that that was a thing that was likely to 
occur. At least, I never heard of electrolysis until within two years. 
It is within two years that I have heard reference to electrolysis, and I 
think it is within about that time that the electricians say that this came 
up as a practically new subject, from the escape of electricity in the 
earth and their meeting with the pipes. 

That is one of the very reasons why you should proceed slowly in 
getting your wires underground. It is the discovery of that that has 
been one of the things which is causing us to make sure that when we 
do it, we will do it in such a way— that the state of the art and the 
science will permit it to be done in such a form — that it will surely 
prevent electrolysis occurring or increasing. 

If we should put our wires underground, and the insulation should 
be imperfect, and current should escape — we will use the term ‘‘ leak- 
age,” because that is the term that conveys the idea to our minds — and 
that leakage should go abroad in the earth, that would bring about the 
danger of electrolysis. 

Now, our return wires are of copper, and are laid with great care, 
being now laid in lead tubes, and whatever progress is made in the art 
of insulation— and it has made great progress during the four or five 
years since our system has been introduced — we endeavor to keep pace 
with. We keep two electricians, whom we believe to be thoroughly 
competent, on the road all the time. Professor Thomson, whom I sup- 
pose everybody will regard as second to no authority in the world upon 
the use of electricity, is with the General Electric Company, and has 
always placed himself at our disposal, without expense, for any consul- 
tations we might desire to have with him as to how to do this in the 
safest and best method; and whenever any new or difficult question 
comes up, as our apparatus is all bought of the General Electric Com- 
pany, we advise with him and he gives due consideration as to any fur- 
ther care or any further protection ‘that ought to be introduced. If you 
and I were to sit down upon some of these questions, and talk with a 
man like Professor Thomson for a whole day, it would be simply one of 
the most delightful days we ever spent; and yet we should be amazed 
when the day was over to find out how many questions arise here, 
and how much of growth and interest and improvement is steadily and 

almost daily going on. 

I do not know of a halt day that gives me more pleasure than when 
I have the opportunity to meet Professor ‘Thomson and take up with 
him the discussion of what has been accomplished since my last conyer- 
sation, perhaps six months or a year before, and we found out what we 
have been able to do in the course of that six months or a year in the 
way of better serving the public with our street way then previously, 
because of the state of the art and because of the new things that are 
constantly being learned. 

The West End has been an educator to the whole electric world

in the use of electricity as power, as being the largest corporation in the 
world using it, as having been established in the midst of a community 
where this great corporation has brought together the most prac- 
tical scientists of the world, and where, in addition to that, its large 
ramifications have called to it the attention of the various people who 
are affected by it. Itis the home of the Bell Telephone; it is one of 
the large cities as to the telegraph; it is where the Edison Company 
has one of its leading branches. Moreover, in addition to that, at 
the very outside of this question the insurance people here took it up. 
They said that it tended to affect them, and they wanted to understand 
it. The result was that they established among themselves the Under- 
writers’ Union, organized in the interests of protecting property and for 
the interests of insured and insurance. ‘They keep electricians about 
at all times inspecting the wires. We pay to them $1,000 a year for 
the inspection of our wires, for the watch upon our wires which they 
keep, and for any suggestions that they desire to make or that can be 
made in any way in the line of greater safety or protection for prop- 
erty. They have their own electrician. We have nothing to say as 
to who he shall be. They pick him out and intend to have a competent 
man. He is watching all our wires all the time, studying the question 
from the standpoint of one who represents moneyed men, and I suppose 
there is no man more acute than one who represents a large mone- 
tary interest. The fact that he represents such an interest makes him 
acute. 

Now, who else goes over the wires and examines as to their condition 
and use? When we first started in this matter, we had no electricians. 
There was conparatively no one whom we could employ to do the work 
we wanted done. The companies were new in the field of the applica- 
tion for electricity for power, its application in that direction was new, 
and there were no educated men as practical electricians. The Institute 
of ‘Technology had a few men who had studied the subject theoretically ; 
there were a few such men in the Lawrence School, the Sheffield Scien- 
tific School, the Polytechnic at Troy, but as a practical field it was com- 
paratively unworked. Within the last four or five years more young 
men have been turning their attention to this branch of practical science 
and application, with a view to the advancement of the art and to get- 
ting a livelihood out of it, than to any other field known. Civil engi- 
neering and all such branches have become secondary in the field, as 
electrical science, electrical engineering, and the various forms of it, 
have developed. 

Now, when we first took this matter up we made a contract with the 
Thomson-Houston Company, which was before the General Electric 
Company, by which they took the supervision of our wires and construction 
at a certain rate of compensation. As time went on men gradually be- 
came educated and became competent to do this work and do it properly. 
We then cancelled our contract with them and took charge of our own 
wires. We now, therefore, as I believe, have as competent a corps of 
practical men as are to be had. They have.charge of the construction 
and care of our wires. We have fire emergency corps now. Those 
emergency corps are of great value to the city of Boston and of great 
value to the Underwriters, and I think they will tell you so. Each of 
those emergency corps is composed of a group of men provided with 
appliances so that they are ready at a moment’s notice to go anywhere 
within their district or circuit, whichever you may call it —to go any- 
where within their district for the purpose of doing anything required 
to be done, any wire strengthening, any removal of wires, anything 
that is of electrical concern, and those men are kept on the alert. 
As the business of the day dies down they patrol the city at night. We 
have a patrol that inspects our wires at night as well as in the day, 
and the foreman of each of those patrols has the key to all the boxes 
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of the fire alarm, and has authority, the moment he sees a fire or any- 
thing that requires the alarm, to at once give the alarm. 

Therefore we have these fire corps of men — four in this city and one 
in Cambridge — who patrol the city at night, acting without expense as 
a fire-alarm patrol, and being expected to give the alarm, when neces- 
sary, and doing it without expense to the city. That is, there is that 
positive benefit to the city. 

Now, when you come to take the feed wire, it is a wire, as I say, that 
carries the current that feeds into the trolley. You have got your 
trolley wire from point to point along the whole distance of your line. 
It carries a certain amount of electricity to operate a certain number of 
cars, but does not carry enough to operate more than a certain number. 
You, therefore, have on the poles or near by the feedwire, to supply 
the current that may be needed in emergencies, and that feedwire is 
strong —so strong that the men who work upon it making repairs do 
not hesitate to sit upon it, it is so well insulated, and you never hear of 
accidents occurring to the men from contact with that teedwire — it is 
put up so strong that ladders can be leaned against it, that men can sit 
upon it to do their wor k, and it is a support equal to anything that has 
oceasion to come in contact with it. I never knew of but one of the 
feed wires falling. There was one fell once, but nobody was hurt by 
it. Asarule, they are put up so strong that they do not fall or get in 
the way. 

Now, in case of fire, the provision we made with the city was that 
those wires should be cut at any time without expense to the city — that 
is, that they should cut them and we would repair them, or our own 
emergency men, provided with shears, could cut them, and they can be 
cut easily by a pair of those shears. And the men are perfectly fear- 
less in coming in contact with or handling that wire. They know its 
strength, and they know they cannot get injured by it. In fact, if they 
should get a shock, as one of the witnesses has said here, it would be 
disagreeable, much as the pulling of a tooth is disagreeable, but it is 
not dangerous, and is not a menace to life. I suppose there is not a 
day goes by when a man repairing upon the road does not receive a 
shock. But we do not hear of it at the office. It is a thing so unim- 
portant that in the employment of men, we have no difficulty in getting 
the number of men we need, and would have no trouble in getting 
twice the number, as the men know the shock is not dangerous - in the 
least, and they do their work without fear and apprehension as to any 
personal danger that they may come to them. 

Therefore it is not, as I have said, a dangerous current. 

Now, supposing we should put this feed wire underground, which is 
the proposition before this committee. Supposing it was put under- 
ground and there was a leak. You may do the best you can and try to 
provide against it by the best workmanship known and by employing 
the best workmen, but sometimes things will give way. We all know 
that the best steamers that run have accidents — the shaft breaks, a cog 
gives way or a steam-pipe bursts, and do the best you can, there will 
more or less of those accidents occur. Now, when they occur with the 
wires above ground, they are harmless. ‘They are at once discovered ; 
the Underwriters’ patrol are watching it all the time; the city patrol 
under Mr. Flanders is watching it all the time ; our emergency men are 
watching it all the time; and the result is that if there comes « any flaw 
it is almost immediately discovered. Then we have a tell-tale at the cen- 

tral power-station that shows if there is any interference with the flow 
of current. That tell-tale is always there and will reveal it, and the re- 
sult is that the time which intervenes between the time of the discovery 
of a leak and its repair or remedy is very brief and grows less and less 
each year. 

Put that underground, bury it away out of sight, put it into an inac- 
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cessible conduit, and what is the result? Supposing leakage is flowing 
into the earth, doing damage or likely to do damage to pipes, how long 
will it be before you can find it or arrest it? 

Then, what sort of conduits would you put in? ‘Take up the question 
of the practical construction of the conduits in which you would dispose 
of these wires if you were to put them underground. We have had 
long hearings at the Legislature this winter upon this question. The 
city of Cambridge has been desirous of building conduits itself and getting 
authority to put the various wires into them and then assessing a certain 
amount upon the different companies using them for the use. The 
testimony of Mr. Morse, the city supervisor of wires, in that case, cor- 
responds with the testimony of Mr. Flanders here. He seems to have 
given a great deal of attention to the matter, and says that to do it prop- 
erly they ought to dig into the street four or five feet and put in these 
conduits. Now, if you are going to do anything of that sort in Boston 
you have got to have a conduit of very substantial size. He thought in 
Cambridge they ought to have a conduit eighteen inches in diameter, 
perhaps more, and once in every 100 or 200 feet, manholes large enough 
for men to get into, that two or three men could attend to whatever 
might be required at that point, and that through these manholes the 
electric wires should be fed, or passed, in connection with electric 
lighting, street railway service, or any other use that electricity might 
be wanted for. 

The universal conclusion there was, that it was not safe to put the 
high potential electric-light wires and other wires into the same conduit, 
and therefore two conduits, to be separate and independent of each 
other, ought to be constructed, if it were to be done. 

Ald. HAtit.— Where is that, Mr. Hyde? 

Mr. Hypre.— The city of Cambridge has applied for it. 

Ald. Hau. — It has been tried in other cities, hasn’t it ? 

Mr. Hype. — I will come to that in a moment. 

Mr. WILLIAMS. — You say ‘‘ the universal conclusion” — is that Mr. 
Morse’s opinion P 

Mr. Hyper. — I understand that it has been the opinion in the matter 
altogether, as to the question of combining them in one conduit, on the 
testimony which has been presented. The New York electricians came 
on and told their experience. ‘They were public officers, and Professor 
Thomson was there, also, and they all testified and said that under no 
circumstances whatever, if the wires are to be put underground, should 
high and low potential wires be placed in the same conduit. I under- 
stand that that has been abandoned in Cambridge — the idea of putting 
them all in one conduit. 

Ald. HALL. — Do I understand that it was the opinion that your wires 
could not go into an eighteen-inch conduit with other wires ? 

Mr. Hype. — As I understand it, as far as the current goes, thev 
were of the opinion that all wires could be put in one conduit except 
the arc-light wires. I understand that arc-light wires cannot yet go 
safely in a conduit with other wires, because of the high voltage. 

Ald. HALL. — But yours could ? 

Mr. Hype. — Yes, sir; with the telephone and telegraph wires and 
also, as I understand it, with the incandescent wires; but that it would 
not be advisable to put the arc-light wires in the same conduit. 

Ald. HaLti. — That they ought to have a separate conduit? 

Mr. Hype. — Yes, sir; that was the substance of the testimony there, 
and I understand that that was practically the conclusion arrived at by 
everybody there. 

The CHatRMAN. — What are the arc-light wires — those of the Edison ? 

Mr. Hyper. — No, sir; the Boston. Now, as I understand the question 
in the city of Boston to-day, it is this. The telephone company have 
put about three-quarters or seven-eighths of their wires underground, 
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all in their own conduits, at their own expense, [ understand. The tele- 
graph people have done about the same, or what they are required to do. 
Of course, the telegraph companies have certain rights on railroad lo- 
cations that the city have nothing to do with; but I understand that 
both the telephone and telegraph companies have been willing to put 
their wires underground without legislation, where it is desirable to 
do so. 

Now, then, the wires remaining above ground practically, which no 
movement has been made towards putting underground, are the feed 
wires and the Boston Electric-Light wires. Those are the two wires 
that remain above ground to-day, and which, up to the present time, 
substantially, an effort has not been made to put underground. 

The CHAIRMAN.— Well, you understand that the Bostou Electric 
Light Company are willing and ready to put their wires under ground ? 

Mr. Hype.—I don’t represent them in any way whatever, and have 
no desire to say anything upon that matter. If those wires were put 
underground I think all the electricians who might appear here would 
tell you that all danger had practically disappeared. 

Ald. HALu. — Well, they are about to put their wires underground ? 

Mr. Hypr.—I don’t know anything about that, one way or the 
other. 

Ald. Hatyi. —I understand that they have taken steps with that end 
in view. 

Mr. Hypr.—I could not say as to that. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Wasn’t there testimony here the other day that 
they had asked permission to do it from the City Government ? 

Mr. Hype.—I understood that the telephone and telegraph com- 
panies had; I did not understand that the Boston Electric Company had. 
But I was not observing, one way or the other. 

The CHARMAN. — The Boston Electric Light Company asked for 
permission last year, and stated that they were ready to do it. 

Mr. Hyper. — Very well. Now, as I understand it, if the electric 
are-light wires are put underground, the danger practically has disap- 
peared. Now, those wires are the high wires. Our wires are at the 
top of our poles, as a rule, about eighteen or nineteen inches from the 
ground. That is where we carry the feed wires. Of course, the 
trolley wire cannot go underground with the present use of electricity 
or the present state of the art, and that is not proposed here. Our 
wires are eighteen to twenty feet high. Now, the electric-light wires 
are the high wires. ‘Those are the wires that to-day the Fire Depart- 
ment and the Underwriters principally object to. First, they interfere 
with the ladders more than other wires; second, they carry that high 
current, which, if it does come in contact with a man, is a menace to 
life. 

Now, the danger from a high-tension are wire is double. It may be 
so high up that ordinarily you do not come in contact with it with any 
apparatus, but if it drops, even on a telephone wire, it charges that 
telephone wire with its current. And these wires are above all other 
wires. They are charged with a very high current, and if one of them 
drops, breaks in a storm, or anything of the sort, it communicates its 
current to a wire that is otherwise perfectly harmless, and renders it 
extremely dangerous. A telephone wire is perfectly harmless, as I 
understand. The current is something the same as we have experi- 
enced when we have experimented as boys, by taking hold of hands 
and getting a little shock from a glass wheel that was turning. It is 
pertectly harmless. 

Now, those arc-light wires done away with, all danger is done away 
with. 

Now, as to any danger there is to the feed wires. As insulated they 
are harmless, and I know of no danger that has come from any electric 
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current they carry. I know none that has been reported; I know of no 
claim that-anybody has been injured by them. Second, they are so 
thoroughly insulated, that the current they carry is protected from any 
contact. It has been said here that the insulation might wear off. Of 
course it might, but from no ordinary use. No ladder against it ata 
a single fire wears off the insulation, and you can readily see that a fire 
doesn’t occur in the same place repeatedly, so that a ladder could re- 
peatedly, a number of times, come against the same wire at the same 
place. Many fires may occur within a district a mile in diameter, but 
you do not get a repetition of fires in exactly the same place. Itis very 
true that in the course of time the insulation may become worn, that it 
may became disintegrated. There is some limit to the life of all fibres 
and of all rubber. That can be readily seen with a pair of rubbers. 
But the inspection and the supervision that the agents of the Under- 
writers keep on these wires, the inspection which we keep upon them, 
the inspection which the city keeps upon them, altogether makes such 
«a combined and general inspection that the danger is minimized, and 
there is no use in talking about it or insuring against it. It is of no con- 
sequence to anybody, because the momenta portion of the feed wire 
shows disintegration, wearing off of the insulation, it is at once restored, 
our attention being called to it. 

We shall show you by people who are brought in contact contin- 
ually with the matter, that there cannot be greater care kept, 
that there cannot be better watch and inspection of the construction 
that we have. I don’t think better supervision or care is possible in 
the state of the art. I do not believe there is better or safer con- 
struction than the West End has, owing to our manner of construc- 
tion — the maintenance of it. At any rate, you will have an op- 
portunity to ask men who are competent upon that question in regard 
to it. 

Mr. Reep. — Is there any tar in that, Mr. Hyde ? 

Mr. Hype. — We simply buy it, and of course I don’t know what it 
is. I should say it was gutta-percha fibre, and possibly rubber, and 
possibly some tar. I don’t know. 

Mr. Reep.— That is the testimony, I think, that there is some tar in it. 

Mr. Hypr.—I presume that some of the men here, possibly Mr. 
Brown, may know what that covering is, and at the proper time, you 
can ask him. I do not know. We buy it of responsible companies 
who make it. We do not manufacture it at all. Now, when this sys- 
tem was first introduced, provision was made for cutting the wires in 
case of fire, and the contract with the city provides that all wires may 
be cut by the city without any expense to them, and, that all restora- 
tion shall be done at the expense of the road. The moment a fire is 
announced, we have a wire that comes into the general office, a wire 
that goes to our emergency station, a wire that goes to our general 
power-station, just the same as one goes to each hook and ladder com- 
pany or to each engine-house. We get the fire alarm just the same as 
they do. The moment the alarm reaches us the men in charge of the 
district where the fire is, go there just as the Fire Department of Bos- 
ton goes there —as quick as they can get there. It is their duty to do 
that. Now, the only difference we have had with the city has been in 
connection with the marking of our men. Our men are now marked, 
so as to distinguish them, so that they may be known, because at the 
time of the Hecht fire one of our men was there ready to cut the wires, 
and one of the men in the Boston Fire Department did not recognize 
him, and kept him outside the lines. As a consequence the wires were 
not cut as soon as they might have been,.or as soon as they should have 
been. Our men now have a mark to designate them, so that the fire- 
men always know whothey are and admit them promptly within the lines 
to deal with the wires in any manner that may be necessary. 
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Now, on the other hand, take the down-town circuit district, and sup- 
pose you have a fire within a given radius. You cannot afford, if you 
have a fire, say, back of R. H. White’s store, where we havesome wires, 
to have the cars stopped running on Tremont street, for instance. The 
public there want to ride. They want to be accommodated. And _ it 
would very seriously limit the possibilities and the use of the whole 
system if it should so turn out that we could not run cars down town 
because of a local fire somewhere. So one of the things devised, and 
which I understand, is now being perfected, and has reached a point of 
practical perfection, is a system of district or section cut-offs, and an 
insulated joint has been arranged by which you can cut out any district 
and the cars can run all right outside of that immediate district, in case 
of fire. If there is a fire at Jordan & Marsh’s, that immediate part can 
be cut out, and by going a few steps beyond in either direction, you can 
get car accommodations. Everybody can thus be accommodated, and 
there will not be a general delay and obstruction. You can goto one of 
those boxes and cut out that district, that circuit, and that district is dead. 

Mr. WiLiiAMs. — What do you mean by ‘ district” ? 

Mr. Hype.— That particular section. “The down town part is all 
divided into sections, you may say, where our wires go. ‘To use an 
illustration, supposing that piece of paper is a section — 

Mr. WiLu1aMs. — Do you cut out the whole circuit for that particular 
section ? 

Mr. Hype. -—Oh, no, it is a limited section. We will call that the 
section (illustrating by a piece of paper). Now, if the wires run 
through that section and there is a street here, and a fire occurs here, 
that section can be cut out, our trolley and feed wire, by an insulated 
joint. We can cut that whole section right out and the firemen can go 
about there as safely as if there were no wire at all. 

Ald. HALL. — School street to Temple place, for instance ? 

Mr. Hype. -—- Yes, sir; or whatever it may be. Now, there are a 
certain number of those sections — it will appear how many there are — 
around the city here. It is all done with the cooperation of the Under- 
writers, the Fire Commissioners, Mr. Flanders, of all the people having 
to do with the wires. It is to facilitate the work of all these different 
people. It is practically required and it is a proper thing is be required. 
Now, we have gone on perfecting that, and it is believed that it should 
be put into smaller sections — that is, that thereby we could more thor- 
oughly be able to insulate, cut out, etc., and leave the cars to run else- 
where with freedom, and there is also a means of joining different sec- 
tions together. A good deal of improvement has been made in the 
manner of doing this, the art of doing it, so that the firemen shall know 
there is no electricity there and can go into the district without any ap- 
prehension. ‘To-day the fireman, the police, and our men know how to 
turn off and cut out a circuit, without any fear. You simply have to go 
to this place where the instruments are and turn this off, just as you 
would turn off a faucet, and it can be turned off with perfect freedom 
and perfect safety. 

Ald. HALL. — Does that cut off the trolley? 

Mr. Hype. — Everything — the whole current in that section ; and we 
have redistricted it and are redoing it, better than before — that is, with 
better apparatus and with the result that there is greater safety, as I un- 
derstand it, and as I shall show by the men who will appear here. The 
work in that direction has been perhaps one-third or one-half done and 
the city has refused any more permits. Therefore, if a fire comes now 
where we have not that improved device in operation, it is because we 
were refused permission. 

Ald. HALL. —I understand that it does not cut off the trolley? 

Mr. Hype. —- I understand that it does, but the men will be here to ex- 
plain it. I understand that the entire section is cut off. But Mr. Cabot 
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and Mr. Brown will be here to testify on these points. I do not profess 
to be an electrician in any sense. ‘To-day we are prevented from going 
forward with that work, which I understand is regarded by everybody 
as a most needed thing, something that we should complete, so that the 
cut-outs may be ready and may be of use in connection with fires. We 
have been stopped by the city, and of course cannot go further until we 
have permission to do so. 

Now, gentlemen, I have taken more time than I had intended to. 
The application of electricity in this way, even to a perfectly unscientific 
person like myself, is perfectly fascinating. When you get talking 
about it you get running on to a greater extent than you have any idea 
of. I shall now proceed to present the evidence in a more systematic 
way, and shall ask permission to call your attention to it in its applica- 
tion. If there is anything that you would like to be informed about, 
the gentlemen here can undoubtedly give you the information. I 
shall now call them, because I know their time is valuable, as well as 

yours. 

; Mr. ARCHIBALD M. Hower. — Mr. Chairman, I would like to make a 
statement, and I desire to say that it will take but five minutes for me 
to state my case. 

The CHAIRMAN. — What is your position in this matter P 

Mr. Howe. —I object to wires and poles in the streets, and wish to 
make my statement in regard to the matter. 

Mr. Hypr. —This is the situation of the matter. The plaintiffs, if 
you may use that term, have had their hearing and have put their case 
in. We are now here in behalf of the remonstrant, and are now about 
to putin our case. I have no objection to Mr. Howe coming in at any 
time and making any statement he may desire to make, but as these 
gentlemen are all waiting here I think it is hardly fair, perhaps, to keep 
them coming in at one time and another, and waiting for an opportunity 
to be heard. Of course, the hearing will not close to-day, and I suppose 
Mr. Howe or anybody else may come in at any time and make any 
statement. . 

Mr. Howe. —I wish merely to make a very short statement. I am 
a property-owner and, while I may not ask to be heard at this time if it 
is not desired, I merely wish to preserve my rights in the matter. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The committee feel as though they would be in 
favor of hearing Mr. Howe’s statement at this time, if Mr. Hyde is will- 
ing. 
Mr. Hypr. —It is of no consequence to me. My only point is that 
there are several gentlemen waiting here, busy men, and it is for their 
sake that I made the suggestion. I have not the slightest objection to 
your making a statement, Mr. Howe, if the committee desire to hear 
you. 


Statement by ARCHIBALD M. Howe, Esq. 


Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) What is your full name? 

A. Archibald M. Howe. 

Q. Do you appear as counsel ? 

A. [appear as counsel and for myself, too, as trustee. 

Ald. HALL.— I suppose, as you are a member of the bar, it is not 
necessary to put you under oath? 

Mr. Howe. — You can put me under oath or not, as you please. I 
am willing to stand by what I say. I am trustee of the estate nearly 
opposite the ‘‘ Boston Transcript” building on Washington street, — 
339-341 Washington street — which is one of the oldest estates in this 
city. It is a property that has not been changed materially for many 
years, except at intervals there have been additions made ins ide. 

On a certain day, within one year and a half from this time that I 
make the statement, the relation of a certain iron post with feed wires 
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or cables was such to the outer walls of the building, the legal title to 
which I hold, that a fire taking place in the second story, over the stores 
that are immediately on the street, smoked a man nearly out of his 
place, and he was in fear of his life for a moment, that fire taking place 
in mid-day, and there being a detention to the firemen of more than six 
and a half minutes by the clock, because they could not get ladders to 
the second story, the relation of the posts and the heavy cables on the 
sidewalk or at the edge of the sidewalk, being such to the outer wall 
that when the ladder was finally placed there, the firemen had to go up 
on the under side of the ladder to this man and crawl into the window. 
My tenant, who was present, stated that he thought the loss of time 
was about eight minutes, but upon taking the testimony of somebody 
that was not interested, he said it was between six minutes and six and 
a half minutes. In the meantime, the young tenant was in considerable 
danger of his life. 

I simply speak of this to show the relation of walls to heavy iron 
posts and cables, or whatever they may be, in front of them. 

In front of the Bowdoin House, next to the Revere House, is a similar 
relation of poles and wires and walls, the windows in many cases being 
at such intervals that the tarred cables, or whatever they may be, are 
so arranged that the firemen must go above or below them with great 
difficulty. This case I have referred to, on Washington street, as I say, 
the firemen crawled up the under side of the ladder. 

That is my statement in regard to the effect of having this relation 
between windows in the front walls of buildings and these poles and 
cables on the streets, and I have tried to show what the condition is on 
this principal thoroughfare, Washington street, and also another 
thoroughfare, Bowdoin square. I think no further comment is neces- 
sary in regard to these structures and their relation to the buildings. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Youmentioned the time that was consumed; by 
whom was the count kept ? 

A, It was kept by the tenant, James Donaldson. I was not present at 
_ the time. 

Q. Did you refer this to the authorities at the time ? 

Pee TOias sir". 

Q. Did you refer it to the West End people? 

A. No, sir, I did not. It was published in the ‘: Boston Daily Tran- 
script ” of that evening. 

Q. (By Ald. Hany.) You claim that that man was in danger? 

A. I claim that that man was in danger of losing his health or his 
life, that the difference between having that fireman get to him or hay- 
ing some mode of relief getting to him from the sidewalk — six and a 
half minutes — was so great that I thought I ought to make the state- 
ment here. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Are you interested in electricity ? 

A. I have nothing to do with electricity, feed wire, or poles. I have 
my own notions in the matter, but 1 do not desire to detain the Board 
now. 

Mr. Hyde called several witnesses. 


JOHN C. PAIGE. — Sworn. 


Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Mr. Paige, you are in what business, and 
where is your place of business ? 

A. Iam in the insurance business, at No. 20 Kilby street, Boston. 

Q@. And how long have you been in the insurance business in Boston ? 

A, Twenty-two years. 

Q. If I may ask you the question, how many clerks and the like do 
you employ in connection with your business at Kilby street ? 

A. About 100. 
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Q. Now, have you been familiar with the electric wires in Boston, 
of various forms, since they have been erected ? 

So igy Ao ees 

Q. Now, will you state about the associations that you have among 
the insurance men or underwriters, with reference to the protecting of 
property in case of fire ? 

A. We have three general associations. The first is called the Pro- 
tective Department, which manages the corps of men and horses which 
go to fires and undertake to save property at fires. Those men have 
tarpaulins, axes, and fire-extinguishers, and they go into buildings with 
the intention of saving property from further damage at the time of a 
fire. Those men are also provided with simple devices for cutting 
electrle wires of all kinds. Then we have another organization called 
the Fire Underwriters’ Union, which, although made up of the same 
people precisely, has a different board of officers and a different mis- 
sion. ‘Their organization is for the purpose of minimizing the danger 
of fires occurring. ‘The first one, the Protective Department, deals with 
the fire after it has occurred, and the other one tries to prevent fires — 
the Fire Underwriters’ Union. The Fire Underwriters’ Union, at the 
time of the first application of electricity for any practical purposes 
other than the telegraph — that is, for any lighting or power purposes 
— undertook to regulate its introduction into the buildings and streets 
of the city of Boston. To that end, they brought themselves in contact 
with the then existing companies, the Merchants, the Weston, and 
some other companies that existed in the early days of electric lighting 
and power systems in Boston. ‘Those companies have all subsequently 
been consolidated, I believe, into the Boston Electric Lighting Com- 
pany, and later on, when the Edison Company put in an appearance 
with its incandescent system, they took that in hand, and when the 
West End turned up with its power system, they took that in hand. 
Their supervision also extends to all these private concerns engaged in 
the distribution of power— like the Claflin-Kimball Company on 
Summer street, and Barry at 105 Summer street, and various other con- 
cerns which are engaged in a small way in the distribution of power. 
The Fire Underwriters’ Union undertakes to inspect all outside and 
inside wiring of all these concerns, and to state when it is in accordance 
with their rules, and to provide discipline for the company doing it, if 
it is not in accordance with their rules. It also takes general cogni- 
zance of other dangers, such as the accumulation of rubbish or undue 
storage of inflammables of any kind in any part of the city. That is 
the duty of the Fire Underwriters’ Union. There is an additional or- 
ganization of the underwriters, called the ‘‘ Boston Board of Fire 
Underwriters.” That organization deals mainly with the question of 
rates of insurance. 

Q. Now, take the union that you have spoken of, which deals with 
electrical wires as related to the insurance department — what do you 
maintain as a force or organization to make that efficient ? 

A. Well, we have besides the general officers of the association a 
chief electrician and four or five assistants — generally five. 

Q. And who is your chief electrician ? 

A. Mr. Cabot — F. E. Cabot. 

@. And he is here ? 

A, Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, in the management of that union and in its work and its 
supervision, the underwriters have the sole charge ? 

A. Entire charge; yes, sir. 

Q. Do the companies pay an annual sum to that union — the elec- 
tric companies, for maintaining it and carrying out its work ? 

A. Well, they all pay, all the incorporated companies engaged in 
the sale of light or distribution of power, different sums to the union 
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for this supervision ; and then, in addition, the union has charges that 
it makes for isolated plants. | 

@. And do you remember what is charged the West End by the 
union ? 

A. The fixed, stipulated sum of $1,000 a year. In addition to that I 
think there have been fees some years for special purposes. I am not 
quite sure of that, the treasurer can answer that question better than I 
can. 

Q. A regular sum of $1,000 yearly ? 

MAP eres. sir. 

Q. Now, you can state generally what is the character and general 
nature of the work which Mr. Cabot and his assistants are employed 
to do. 

‘A. Well, they are trying all the time to keep pace with the develop- 

ment in electrical matters, for the purpose of reducing the danger of 
fire. It is believed by the underwriters that this force is a very danger- 
ous thing to introduce into any building — that is, more particularly 
into buildings, which is the question we directed ourselves to at the out- 
set. We believed it to be a very dangerous force to introduce into 
buildings and that it must be controlled in every possible way, and it 
is the function of this Underwriters’ Union, through their electrical de- 
partment, to control it as far as possible, to keep pace with the devel- 
opment of danger and to provide safeguards and remedies. 

Q. Now, take the rate of insurance that is charged — if I understand 
it, in Boston you have an underwriters association of some form that 
fixes the rate ? 

A. There is an underwriters association that has to do with rates. 

Q. Yes, and in some general way it attends to the fixing of rates ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(). Now, have you known of any buildings where the rate has been 
increased by reason of the fact that there were feed wires passing along 
that street ? 

A.~ Never. 

@. Have you ever known of any rates being paid because of that 
extra rates P 

A. NO, sir. 

Q. Now, do those wires go into buildings at all, except the buildings 
of the West End Road ? 

A. No, sir. 

@ And they are carried upon the poles which we see about streets ? 

APY ean sir: 

Q. Now,I should like to have you state in your own way, Mr. Paige, 
about those wires —as to whether, so far as you know, they have caused 
fires or have injured any one, and your general estimate of the inter- 
ruption or danger there may be from them —the interference. You 
can state in your own way better than in answer to a series of ques- 
tions, I presume? 

A. I never knew of a single case where it was believed that the feed 
wires of the West End were the direct cause of fire, but I have known 
one case where it is supposed that the trolley may have come in contact 
with a dead wire or a low-tension wire that had fallen down on to it, 
and communicated a fire by means of a current being carried across 
into a building, and a fire originated. That is believed to have been 
the case. That has to do with the origin of fires. As to the impedi- 
ment of the Fire Department, I have known of some cases where it did 
seem as if the feed wires, or the guard wires which were placed over 
the feed wires, at the instance and by the compulsion almost of the 
underwriters — not that the West End resisted in any way, but it was 
an enormous additional expense, at the time, to the West End Road, to 
carry out the construction, and it was imposed upon the West End by 
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the underwriters to prevent trouble from these feed wires. I have 
known of cases whese the guard wires, which are the two wires which 
stand over the trolley and feed wires and make this network, being 
bare wires and not carrying current of any kind, but simply being put 
there as safeguards— where those wires, together with the feed wire 
and the trolley, have sometimes impeded the working of the water- 
tower, impeded it not only as to getting it up, but impeded it also by 
frightening the men in charge of it, who would see some wire cut 
which would fall over on to the trolley and sizzle, and would suppose 
that they would get a shock simply because they saw blue lights going 
through the air. But I have never known of any case where there was 
any appearance or any complaint of impeding the ladders or the ordi- 
nary operations of the Fire Department. 

Q. Now, take what is called the guard wire — that carries no elec- 
tricity, does it? 

A. None whatever; no, sir. 

Q. And it is put over the other wires to prevent wires from falling 
upon them P 

‘Aa eS; Sir. 

Q. Andif the upper wires were out of the way there would be no 
occasion for the guard wires ? 

A. None whatever. 

Q. And those guard wires were put up at whose instance and sug- 
gestion ? 

A. The Boston Fire Underwriters’ Union. 

Q. They suggested that they should be put up and the road adopted 
the suggestion over its whole system ? 

Asey. eS; Sir, 

Y. Andin the manner of doing it, the extent of doing it, and the 
whole way of doing it, has it been satisfactory to the union ? 

A. The West End Company have always carried out with a very 
commendable degree of promptness every suggestion that has ever 
been made to them, or else has shown the union that it was absolutely 
ill-founded, that it was not a proper request. But that latter has been 
the case, I think, only once in the whole time since the West End com- 
menced the development of electric power. There has been only one 
case where the union went to the West End witha request which was 
afterwards withdrawn, and that was a trivial matter, a very trivial 
matter, in regard to the wiring of some insides of some car stations. 
But, as a rule, everything that has been asked has been done immedi- 
ately, because the union does not ask anything until they are satisfied 
that the public interest and preservation of the safety of the public 
require it. 

Q@. Well, now, what are the high wires spoken of which the guard 
wires are a protection from ? 

A. Well, they are mainly at the present time the wires of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company, the Boston Electric Light Company, a 
few telephone wires, some district messenger and electric clock wires 
and some fire alarm, both private and public fire-alarm wires. But 
they are mainly wires of the Boston Electric Light Company and the 
Western Union Telegraph Company. 

Q. Now, were you aware, Mr. Paige, that the city of Boston, having 
these high wires that you speak of, has put but a very small proportion 
of them underground ? . 

A. Iwas aware that practically three-fourths of the telephone wires 
had gone underground, but I didn’t know that any others to any great 
extent had gone underground. ) 

. Boston itself has its own fire-alarm wires ? 

A. Yes, sir. They have not yet put any large portion of them 
underground. 
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@. Now, as to the obstruction of wires in case of fire — which do 
you understand to be the principal obstruction, the high wires, or the 
low wires which the railroad has ? 

A. The high wires on the high poles, the high wires that are even 
with the third, fourth, or fifth stories of buildings. 

@. And the city itself still maintains most of its own fire-alarm wires ? 

A. On high poles; yes. 

(). Are all those on high poles ? 

A. Well, on those and on buildings, on the house-tops. I think the 
fire-alarm wires are largely on house-tops, building-tops, where they 
are less objectionable than they are in the public streets. 

@. Have you understood that there were practical difficulties, with 
the state of the art, in putting the feed wires underground ? 

A. Ihave been so informed. 

(By Mr. Witttams.) Mr. Paige, you do the insurance business 
of the West End Street Railway Company? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. To what extent each year, — what is the amount of premiums ? 

A. Oh, I suppose the average premium may be $50,000 or $60,000 
a year. 

6. For how many years have you had that income from the com- 


pany ? 
A. Well, it hasn’t averaged that from the outset. 
@. You have done their business from the outset, have you ?

@. You have also insured them against accidents, haven’t you ?

@. (By Mr. REED.) Are you a stockholder in the West End, Mr. 
Paige? 
Ay Se en Sit: 


Q. Now, as to this wire charge, there is, is there not, a charge of 
from two to twenty cents for wires in different parts of the city ? 

A. There is in the congested district, so called, between Milk and 
Kneeland streets and Tremont street and Atlantic avenue. 

(. Of course, no distinction is made in that charge for different kinds 
of wires P 

A. Oh, yes there is, in the application of the charge. 

(). But you say, although you have known of some instances of these 
feed wires causing obstruction, that that never enters into the 
charge ? 

A. I never have known the rate to be advanced on account of it, sir. 

(. Why not, if it is in some cases an obstruction ?P 

A. Because that isn’t considered the only element to cause an advance 
in rate. There are many things that enter into a risk that are covered 
by the general charge put upon the risk, going to make up the whole, 
but each one of them, when separated into minute parts, would be too 
small to charge for. 

(. But still, what wires do you charge on ? 

A We have made some very high charges at times for wires on high 
poles running through the streets, upon the sidewalks. 

(. In your experience you have known of a number of cases of 
obstruction ? 

A. Oh, yes—a number of cases is a relative term; a few, perhaps 
five or six. 

Y. But don’t you think from your experience as an insurance 
man, Mr. Paige, that those wires must be an obstruction to the short 
ladders ? 

A. Well, the only answer that I can make is that from practical 
observation, being also in constant receipt of the reports of all the fires 
that occur in the city, and in the analysis of them which is necessary for 
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me in order to intelligently conduct my business, I find nothing of any 
importance. 

Q. In the last year the reports of the Fire Commissioners showed some 
fifteen or twenty cases of obstruction by reason of interference from the 
West End feed or return wires ? 

RO NYIGS, Sil: 

Q. What do you say to that ? 

A. I think that is correct. I shouldn’t know how that was from 
memory, exactly. These reports of fires come in to me every day, and 
if there is anything particular in them I study them and have them in- 
vestigated and do the best I can to see what lessons can be learned from 
them, and to advise my people. 

Q. But still you state, as an expert, that that is never included in 
that two to twenty cent increases for wires ? 

A. J never have known it to be, sir. 

Ald. Hatt. — Weren’t there seventy-five cases of obstruction last 
year, including the trolley ? 

Mr. RErEpD. — I think possibly that is so. 

The WitNEss. — My recollection is that there were seventy-five cases, 
from the Fire Conimmissioners’ report of obstruction by wires, of which 
something like fifteen were from West End wires. 

Mr. WirurAms. — About half, if my memory serves me —I think 
thirty-eight. 

The Witness. — Well, I am talking from memory, and my memory 
was that there were fifteen, something like that. But, whatever the 
number was, I presume every one of them came to my attention at the 
time it occurred. I don’t mean to say that my knowledge of the busi- 
ness is so minute that I could remember about these things for more 
than two or three weeks afterwards. But at the time I would know 
about it, and if there was anything of a large character, or anything 
that required study, I would take it up and study it then. 


CHARLES E. GUILD. — Sworn. 


@. (By Mr. Hype.) What is your full name ? 

A. Charles E. Guild. 

@. And your business ? 

A. Lam agent of the Liverpool, London, & Globe Insurance Company 
here. 

(. Now, how long have you been engaged in that business here? 

A. About thirty years. 

Q. And are you engaged at any time officially with any of these 
several associations which Mr. Paige has spoken of? 

A, Yes, sir. Jam one of the committee on electric lights and wires 
and examination of electrical business generally — appointed by the 
Fire Underwriters’ Union. 

(. Now, perhaps it would be as good a way as any for you to state 
what steps the union takes as to these wires, to protect, and the general 
efficiency and the general character and condition of the wires of the 
West End Road? 3 

A. Well, itis only in a very general way that any such statement 
can be made. We are always on the alert to do what we think is nec- 
essary or desirable, and, as Mr. Paige was stating, these guard wires 
were put up at the instance of the underwriters. I think that is the 
largest contract, the largest job we put upon the West End, but it was 
altogether uncertain how much good that was to do. We hoped it 
might relieve us from some of these unknown dangers that electricity 
brings. They may not be necessary by and by, if the high wires 
are all taken down, but at present we hope they may have been of 
service.

@. At any rate, when the Fire Underwriters Union requested it the 
West End adopted it and put them up ? 

A, Yes, sir; the West End has done extremely well in that respect. 
We seldom have occasion to notify them of anything we wish done that 
they do not immediately respond. Of course, it takes time to go 
through a business like putting up these guard wires and it was difficult 
to cet the large spaces covered. There was a certain interval there 
when we felt like pushing the road a little, but it was a great expense 
and no calamity seemed to be impending immediately, and in time the 
business was done. And it is so about other matters. 

Q. Now, take this district— I presume Mr. Cabot may know more 
about the details of it, but in general [ suppose you know about the cut- 
ting off, as it is called, of sections ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Now, is that regarded as desirable by the underwriters ? 

A. JI should think it would be, sir, I really know nothing about that 
except the statements that have been made here to-day — don’t know 
how large the district is that is cut off. 

Q. Well, Mr. Cabot, I presume knows about that. Now, as to the 
high wires, comparatively speaking, as being an obstruction ?P 

A. Well, once or twice the wires on poles have seemed to be such a 
menace that we have ordered them down, and sometime we have put up 
the rates suddenly, to accomplish that. We did so once on Friend 
street, and wires which were threatened to go up were not erected and 
others were taken down at our suggestion and instance — at our pressure 
With that exception I don’t know that there has been any move made by 
the underwriters upon the high wires. 

Q. So far as the methods which adopt are concerned, in the quality 
of the wires, the class of work done, and all that pertains to that, 
so far as you know, is it done and maintained by the West End prop- 
erly ? 

A. Yes, sir; I should say that they were very careful, and that they 
were continually trying to get the best that they could obtain. Of 
course, electricity is changing at every moment. 

Q. The details of what difficulties there may be or may not be in 
putting wires underground, I don’t suppose you are familiar with ? 

A. No, not at all. 

Q. (By Mr. Wirtiams). Mr. Guild, there is no question in your 
mind, is there, but that it would be desirable from an insurance stand- 
point, for all of the wires to go underground ? 

A. No, that is undoubtedly so. 

Q. There is no question but what it would be a distinct gain from 
the insurance standpoint — that is, for the public which insures — if the 
feed wires and return wires of the West End Company should be put 
underground ? 

A. I should think it would be, very much. 

@. You are familiar with those wires, I presume, in the city — the 
large wires appearing, sometimes more and sometimes less at different 
points, running at an elevation of eighteen or nineteen feet above the 
sidewalk ? 

Mr. Hypr. — Supposing you separate the return wires from the feed- 
wires. I doubt if Mr. Guild ever saw a return wire in the city. 

Mr. WILLIAMS. — I think he has. 

Mr. Hypr. —I would like to have him identify one, if he ever saw 
one. 

Mr. WILLriAMs. — They have the same appearance as the feed wires, 
as I understand it. 

Ald. Hau. — A little smaller. 

Q. (By Mr. WiLtiAMs.) Now, is there any question, Mr. Guild, in 
your mind, that those wires running along the sidewalk, over the curb- 
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stone, are an actual interference in almost every case of fire, with the 
operation of the Fire Department ? 

A. I should think they almost necessarily must be so. I very 
seldom am present at any fires. 

Q. Well, you know it to be true, Mr. Guild, do you not, that through 
the crowded parts of the city, where the danger is greatest from fire, the 
sidewalk is often obstructed by awnings ? 

lanl OS: 

Q. And they run about to the curb, generally, do they not? 

eee. 

@. And these feed wires are lifted up over the outside of the awn- 
ings, so that in many cases it is impossible to put up a ladder within 
the sidewalk space P 

As “Inside; yes,,sir. 

Q. Then when you get out into the street, you encounter the trolley 
wire and when the ladder is put up it encounters these feed wires, does 
it not? 

A. Yes, sir; that is a matter of simple observation. 

Q. Now, are you not clearly of the opinion that it would be very 
desirable for the interests of the city of Boston, for the protection of 
property, that those feed wires should go underground ? 

A. I should think it would be very important, very desirable to have 
them underground. 

Q. (By Mr. Hypr.) I would like to ask you if the city of Boston 
maintains its high wires, which are more objectionable than these be- 
cause of the expense, of the small expense that would. be necessary to 
put them underground, if you should think it was a question, in the 
present state of the art, about the propriety, without reference to how 
much would be accomplished of ordering these wires underground at 
any expense ? 

A. Well, I don’t know that we are called upon to pass upon that, 
sir. 

Mr. WILLIAMS. — Isn’t that a question for the Board, Mr. Hyde? 

Mr. Hyper. — Well, I think it is a fair question. 

The Wirness. — Of course, the number of wires that are up are a 
disadvantage, undoubtedly. Whether these high wires are very much 
more than the wires of the West End Iam not at liberty to say. The 
trolley, of course, we know about. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) But as long as we have the present system we 
cannot bury the trolley ? 

A. No, I see that 

Q. That is impossible to bury? 

A, Then we must dispose of whatever wires we can bury. 

Q. And the question of disposing of them is a question of expense, 
isn’t it P 

A. Yes, sir; and some reasonable system. 

_@. Supposing it should be thought desirable to bury the feed wires in 
Washington street, for instance, should you favor taking up the whole 
of Washington street from Boylston street to Adams square and putting 
in a conduit there two feet in diameter for the sake of getting rid of 
these few feed wires ? 

A. No, I should think the wires of all, perhaps, should go down 
at the same time. 


Statement by FRANCIS E. CaBor. 


Q. (By Mr. Hype.) What is your full name? 

A. Francis Elliot Cabot. 

Q. Now, Mr. Cabot, what is your occupation ? 

A. Iam the superintendent of the inspection department and the 
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rating department respectively of the Boston Fire Underwriters’ Union 
and the Boston Board of Fire Underwriters. 

@. How long have you been so employed? 

A. I first entered the service of the union in February, 1884, sir. 
That would be ten years ago last February. Since that time T have been 
away either travelling for “other companies, for insurance companies, or 
working for the city of Buffalo, where I was in charge of a similar or- 
eanization about three years in all. So I have been in their service in 
all about seven years, sir. 

@. And in order to enable you to perform the duties of your office are 
you obliged to be a practical electrician ? 

A. Well, I don’t call myself an electrical engineer, Mr. Hyde, as the 
thing is understood to-day. I don’t profess to know anything more 
than the fire hazard of elec tricity. 

Q. But I mean general methods of applying it and construction, 
and so on, that you come in contact with, you are obliged to know 
about ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And, presumably, your knowledge of those matters, as pertaining 
to the union, is better than that of the different members of insurance 
offices ? 

CA, A G8. SIT: 

Q. That is, theirs is more the business question ? 

A. Yes, sir; and I am there to inform them on that subject. 

Q. Now, take the matter of the wires in the city, the overhead wires, 
will you state what wires there are overhead? I don’t mean, now, the 
number of wires, but the class of wires. 

A. Well, the wires that are overhead, so far as I know, to-day, are, 
first, the circuits of the Boston Electric Light Company, of three classes, 
the arc, the alternating, and the power wires; the West End feeders and 
trolleys; the Western Union Telegraph and the messenger wires con- 
nected with them; the other telegraph companies ; the fire-alarm wires, 
the -burglar-alarm wires, and the so-called electric-clock wires. I be- 
lieve that includes, practically, the wires that are overhead to-day. 

(. And the remaining telephone wires ? 

A. Yes; the wires of the telephone, to a certain extent, sir. 

Q@. But those are mostly underground ? 

A. Those are mostly underground. They will come from under- 
ground in a block, and then be ‘distr ibuted overhead. 

Q. Now, using the term high and low wires with reference to locality 
and not tension, ‘which are the high wires and which the low wires ? 

AcahVY Olt, usually the highest wires ‘are those of the fire-alarm service 
system. Then, for they are on the same pole, usually, would come the 
Boston Electric Lighting circuits, and then the electric-light service. If 
there was no electric-light service, then would come the telegraph 
service. 

Q@. And the ie wires ? 

A. The only wires that can be called distinctively low wires are the 
West End wires. 

Q. Now, in the interference with fires which do you regard as more 
serious, high or low wires ? 

The high wires, sir. 

Now, take the voltage of the electric-light wires ? 

Yes, sir. 

You may state that, about ? 

The voltage of the overhead electric- light wires would be from 
3, 000 to 2,000 on the Boston circuits, on their are circuits, about 1,200 
to 1,000 on the alternating current, and about 500 on their power cir- 
cuit. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) On what? 
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A. They maintain a 500-volt circuit for the purpose of supplying 
electricity to motors which are placed through buildings. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) That is, selling power to run elevators and 
things of that kind to those who wish to use power in that way? 

A. Yes, sir; to persons who want power anywhere. 

. Now, what is the voltage of the city wires ? 

A. You mean the — 

(). I mean the fire-alarm wires. 

A. I don’t know, sir. I should estimate that roughly at from 250 to 
350 volts. 

@. Now, the police signal ? 

A. Well, somewhere near that, but somewhat less. 

(). Now, the police signal you include in the city wires ? 

A. Yes, sir; I should have included those, of course, with the fire- 
alarm wires, although they are of different departments, I understand. 

@. I understand that they are of different departments, using inde- 
pendent wires— they don’t use the same wires — but they are practi- 
cally city wires?

QY. Now take the guard wires of the West End ? 

sd \.OSs.S1r. 

@. You may describe those, their uses and purposes, why they are 
put up? 

A. The guard wires are three in case of two trolleys, or two in case 
of one trolley. They are wires put roughly speaking, two feet above 
the trolley wire, extended from the same poles by separate suspension 
wires, usually, I should say, about No. 12 iron, galvanized iron. They 
are put there for the purpose of catching any other wire which may 
fall, and which other wire would otherwise fall on to the trolley wire. 
They are as well insulated as the reasonable state of the art allows. 
They are not carrying any current, as far as we know. 

@. And the idea is that if a wire falls upon them, being insulated, 
the current will go no farther ? 

A. It would be simply a dead carrier, which would keep them out of 
harm’s way as much as possible. 

(). Yes, now you may describe the feed-wires. . 

A. The feed wires are what we know in the electrical business as 
cables, usually — that is to say, for the purpose of having them flexible 
they are made up of a number of strands of smaller wire. They are 
covered with heavy insulating braid and an insulating mixture. Just 
what that mixture is I don’t know. They are supported on iron poles 
and brackets with composition or’glass insulators. 

. Now, there are companies that make it their business to manu- 
facture those cables ? 

ALU RY Gs) Sir: 

Q. And they are bought by the companies having occasion to use 
them. 

AwieY ea, sir, 

Q@. So faras you know, are there any better cables in the market 
than those used by the West End — insulated cables, I mean ? 

A. Well, you will allow me to ask, sir, whether you mean more 
highly insulated ? 

@ Imean any better practical cable for doing the work? I suppose 
there are different kinds of insulation for different purposes. 

A. So far as I know, sir, there is no better cable for that work. 

Q. Now, as to the manner of hanging them ? 

A. They are supported, as I said, on iron poles and bracketed. On 
that iron bracket is placed an insulator, sometimes of glass, sometimes 
of other insulating material, mica, or compounds of mica, and the wire 
is tied to that support — the copper wires, I believe. 
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@. Now, you may explain what we have spoken about here as to 
the cut-offs, in case of fire what their service is ? 

A. The cut-offs, as I understand them, are for the purpose of sep- 
arating a certain section of the trolley wire from the feed circuit, 
and are what we know as ‘ jacket-knife switches.” They are large 
copper bars hinged at one end and so arranged that by a handle they 
can be moved and the circuit broken. As far as I know, they are all 
placed in wooden boxes about ten feet from the sidewalk, attached to 
the poles which carry the wires. 

(). Now, their purpose is, in case of fire or in case of accident, to do 
what ? 

A. Their purpose is to cut off a section of wires exactly as gates are 
used to cut off a section of pipes, and I think they correspond exactly. 

Q. To a water gate ? 

A. Toa water eate. 

Q. That is, if for any occasion you want the current out of a section 
that is controlled by that gate or by that cut-off, the operation of that 
cuts the circuit out ? 

ae EY es six: 

And if properly constructed it does it fully ? 

Yes, sir. 

That is the theory of it? 

That is the theory of it. 

Now, in case of fire, if these are arranged properly, they cut the 
circuits out from the currents and enable the cars to run in other sec- 
tions where the fire is not progressing ? 

A. Yes, sir; that is to say, a section may be cut out by the action of 
the switch. It doesn’t do it automatically. 

Q@. Yes, sir; [ understand that they have to be turned ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q). Now, who are those accessible to for the purpose of cutting the 
current out ? 

A. As I understand it, to the Fire Department, Police Department, 
and Emergency Corps of the West End. 

@. Yes; that is, the Fire Department, the Police Department, and the 
Emergency Corps of the West End, are all informed so that they can 
cut that out if it is desirable in time of fire ? 

A. That is as I understand it, sir. 

Q. And if thatis properly cut out the section cut out carries no 
electricity ? 

4s, NO. Sit. 

Q. Now, are those regarded, have they been regarded, as desirable 
appliances to distribute about the city P 

A; Yes; sir. 

Q@. And, so far as you know, the class of appliances and the frequency 
of them has been satisfactory to the union which you represent ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And wherever they are not in do you regard it as desirable that 
they should be put in? 

A. Yes, sir; decidedly. | 

Q. Now, you may state in your own way whether there is practically 
any danger from these feed-wires, as they are constructed and hung, 
from the current coming in contact with people ? 

A. Well, Iam afraid, personally, of a 500-volt circuit. I have seen 
the end of a man’s finger pretty well burned. 

Q. Iam speaking of the insulation of the feed-wire now. 

A. Oh, the insulation is all right, as far as we have any means of 
knowing. 

Q. As to the danger of that wire with the present insulation my 
question was. I will ‘ask you later about the current itself, 
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A. The danger is as small as it can be with an overhead wire, in my 
opinion. 

Q. Now, the trolley-wire carries the same voltage as the insulated 
feed-wire ? 

A. Yes, sir; might be one or two per cent. less. 

Q. Yes, but I mean for practical purposes it carries the same 
voltage ? 

ArwmYies,"sin 

Q. And if there is danger of contact the danger is from the trolley 
or support wires, the wires which feed in, rather than from the feed- 
wires 

A. Yes, ina general way. They are the particular wires to be 
afraid of. 

Q. Yes; and if any do go down they are the wires that go down 
practically ? 

A. Yes, as farasI know. I know of a single case only of the feed- 
wire coming down. 

Q. Now, you may state when you find any defect in the construction 
or any reported accident occurring by reason of any defect in the con- 
struction or maintenance of the.West End wires what you do? 

A. Incase of any defect observed by any of our inspectors we notify 
the proper officer of the West End. In case of any report to us of 
trouble I detail a man whose business it is to look it up and report any 
of the facts bearing upon it, make me a report, and upon that report 
we send a communication to the proper officer of the West End if we 
think it is necessary. 

Q. Now, when you do have occasion to call the attention of the West 
End in any way to the condition of its wires in any form, what has been 
their response to it? 

A. Their response has been uniformly willingness to correct any 
defect. 

Q. Do youconsider that we have a competent corps of men in charge 
of the wires, so far as you know? 

WMVG.Yee sir: 

Q. Now, you may explain to the committee the patrols that we have 
and their relation to the force of the Fire Department. 

A, There are maintained, as I understand it, five wagons in the city, 
and one in Cambridge, consisting of four-wheeled wagons, with boxes 
on each side, which also form seats, carrying supplies and materials 
for repairs, and fitted out with a pair of horses, and to each wagon are 
attached from four to six men as I understand. Those men are sup- 
posed to be constantly in call if not absolutely on duty, and there are 
located at various points call-boxes, by which those men can be sum- 
moned, and there is an arrangement by which at the stations all alarms 
within a certain district are given to them at the same time that they are 
to the Fire Department, and it is their duty to respond to those alarms in 
exactly the same way that the Fire Department do as quickly as they can 
get there. 

Q. Now, when they reach a fire, what is their special duty in rela- 
tion to a fire, if the Fire Department desire them to do anything? 

A. ‘To remove any wires belonging to the West End Street Railway. 

@. And what appliances do they have for that purpose, speaking 
generally ? 

A. Insulated cutting pliers and gloves. 

Q. Now, is there any difficulty with those pliers in cutting any of the 
wires that the West End has? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. That is to say, it is as possible a thing as it is to saw a piece of 
wood off ? | 

A. It takes a short time ? 
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(. Yes, but I mean the appliance is sufficient for the work ? 

A. The appliance is sufficient for the work to be done. 

Q. Then their duty is to protect the department, under the direction 
of the proper officer of the Fire Department in charge of the fire, from 
the wires and the currents that they carry ? 

A. Yes, sir; as I understand it, sir. 

Q. Now, as to the patrol that they make as they go about the city, 
looking after our own wires as well as keeping an eye out for other 
things — do you know about that ? 

A. Only from their reports, sir. I never have come in contact with 
it. 

Q. Now, in regard to the matters that from time to time you do 
come in contact with. As to the wires you have occasion from time to 
time to communicate with the electrical department of the West End ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And who do you more directly come in contact with there, for 
the purposes that you have to deal with? 

A. At the present time? 

@. Well, and in the past? 

A. Mr. Pearson in the past, and Mr. Brown at the present time. 

Q. And those are the men who more directly come in contact with 
your department ? 

Hie Y.OS URIT: 

@. Upon the question of the running of cars and all that sort of 
thing, do you go to the general manager, or doesn’t that come under 
your charge P 

A. No, sir, that doesn’t come under my charge. 

@. You deal with the electrical questions ?

Q. And Mr. Brown is the man you find in charge of that department?

Q, Now, as to the putting of the feed-wires underground, as a prac- 
tical question ? 

A. Yes, sir— what? 

Q. What would you say about it as to the city wires and the West 
End feed-wires? The city has its wires still above ground and the West 
End has its feed-wires above ground ? 

ey eg. 

Q. Now, as to the practicability of doing it, taking the state of the 
art and the expense connected with it ? 

A. Well, asI said at the beginning of my testimony, I don’t call 
myself an electrical engineer. ‘Therefore, any of the testimony that I 
might give as to expense would be entirely beside the mark. I don’t 
know anything about the expense. I do know that in Buffalo and in 
Philadelphia, up to within a very short time, all the feed-wires were 
underground. Of course, I cannot say what they are to-day, because 
I haven’t been in either city for a few months. But the thing is 
practical. 

). That is, it will work and can be done? 

A. It can be done. The expense is something I have no knowledge 
about. 

Q. But practically, the city doesn’t see fit to put its wires under- 
ground ? 

A. Notas yet, sir. We have no knowledge that they have put any- 
thing but a small portion of them underground. 

Q. No, that has appeared here already. Now, do you know anything 
of the practical difficulties that have been experienced in trying to put 
wires underground in Milwaukee, St. Paul, Minneapolis, and, for a long 
time, in Buftalo ? 

A. No, sir. 
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Q. That they have been two or three years experimenting upon it — 
you don’t know anything about that one way or the other ? 

A. No, sir; I hadn’t heard of it one way or the other. 

Q. (By Mr. WituiaMs.) Mr. Cabot, you have testified with refer- 
ence to the cut-out in a given district in case of fire. Does that cut 
out the trolley wire from that district, its current ? 

A. AsJIunderstand it, it removed all current from the trolley-wire 
in that district. 

Mr. Hyper. — And the feed-wire, too. 

Mr. WiILiiAMs. — Now, one moment. 

Q. Does it cut out the feed-wire in that district ? 

A. Unless I am wrongly informed, it does not. It doesn’t appear to 
from the way the wire is run on the pole. 

Q. So that, as you are informed, the cut-out system of the West End 
does not take the current off the feed-wires that run along the sidewalk. 
That is the way you are informed ? 

ASU eB sir: 

Q. And during a fire, if the insulation of those feed-wires is disturbed 
and the wire becomes bare the current is liable to escape in its full 
intensity ? 

A. If there is any path by which it can escape. 

Q. Now, isn’t it true that in case you get the current from the feed- 
wire it is more dangerous than from the trolley-wire ? 

A. Now, sir; I don’t understand that that is the case. 

@. You understand that the amount is the same? 

A. Well, there may be a larger amount on the feed than on the 
trolley. That would depend on the number of cars, the number of cars 
on the section, or the number of cars being supplied, respectively, by 
the trolley and the feed wire. 

@. Then isn’t it possible that in some instances there should be 
greater intensity on the feed-wire than on the trolley? 

A. No, sir. Well, there is a greater intensity in the sense that there 
is a greater pressure on a water-pipe, with water flowing through it, at 
the point where the water enters than there is at the other end. ‘There 
is a very slight loss by friction in that case. There is a very slight loss 
by what we call ‘‘ drop” in this case. 

Q. But the feed-wire is always as strong in its current as the trolley ? 

AT GS, sir, 

Q. And the only way to get rid of the current through the feed-wire 
in case of fire is to cut the feed-wire off? 

A. Yes, as I understand it, sir. 

Q. Have you ever known a feed-wire to be cut off in case of fire ? 

A. It is my impression that one section, or perhaps two sections, 
were removed at the time of the Hecht fire. That is as far as I know, 
sir. 

Q. ‘That is the only case you know of ? 

A, Yes, sir. 

Q. But it is a fact, isn’t it, Mr. Cabot, that usually in case of fire the 
feed-wires are allowed to remain ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. As you understand it, the current is running through them? 

Aa C8, Sit. 

(. And this is true, is it not, that if a ladder touches those feed-wires 
and rubs off the insulation, in case that Jadder is covered with water it 
will charge the ladder with electricity ? . 

Avy Yes, Sir i). 

@. And that current may be a dangerous current to the firemen ? 

A. It may be sufficient to make them very uncomfortable, perhaps 
knock them off the ladder. I shouldn’t say it was dangerous in the 
sense of being liable to kill them. 
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Q. Now, Mr. Hyde did not, as he proposed to do, follow up your 
suggestions as to the power of this current. Will you go on and state 
what you were about to state when shy were inter rupted by Mr. Hyde. 

A. Well, simply that personally I should be very loath to pick up 
the end of a trolley-wire if I believed my feet were in any kind of con- 
nection with the ground? Imight escape with my life, but I should 
expect to be pretty well crippled. 

. You consider, then, that the 500-volt current of the West End 
Company is a danger ous current to life and to body ? 

A. Certainly to body. I don’t know that we have any authentic 
cases of actual killing. 

' Q. Isn't it true that hands have been burned from touching it? 


A. Yes, sir. 

Q. That is, the point of contact is in danger? 

At TY OS Sir, 

Q. And people have been crippled by 500 volts? 
Sve ee OS. SIT. 

Q. 


And wouldn't you expect, in case of handling a West End trolley- 
wire or a feed-wire, with the current there is in it, wouldn’t you expect 
the hand of any person touching it to be seriously burned ? 

A. Not necessarily. It would depend upon whether he was in 
electrical connection with any other conductor. A man with a good 
pair of dry rubber boots might pick up a trolley-wire and be perfectly 
unharmed. On the other hand, he might be seriously injured. 

Q. In other words, you have got to insulate the man ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. If he isn’t insulated he will get it ? 

A. Ishould expect that he would; yes, sir. 

Q. Now, you have no question, have you, Mr. Cabot, that it would 
be the removal of a very serious factor in insurance risks if the feed 
wires and return wires of the West End Company were put under- 

round ? 
: A. No, I don’t think I should call it a serious factor, Mr. Williams. 
In comparison with the other factors that make up a ‘fire risk I don’t 
think the loss of time or danger from the feed-wires is a serious factor. 

Q. It is mainly, is it not, in the interference of those wires with the 
operations of firemen at fires ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Andif they do interfere with the handling of ladders is it not 
true that they interfere at the most critical time for the handling of a 
fire ? 

A. Yes, sir; unquestionably. 

And if it does appear that the firemen are hindered in putting up 
their ladders, there is no question but what that is a factor in the insur- 
ance risk P 

A. Qh, a factor, certainly; yes. 

(. Mr. Hyde, in his opening, suggested the possibility of the adop- 
tion of an alternating current for the West End system. I wish to ask 
you this question: If a proper conduit were constructed for the burying 
of the present wires, the feed-wires of the West End Company, would 
there be any mechanical difficulty in case of the adoption of an alternat- 
ing system of inserting wires in those conduits in place of the present 
feed-wires, which wires for the alternating system would carry the 
alternating current? 

A. Notso far as I know, sir. 

@. So that, in your judgment, if the company contemplates the 
adoption of an alternating system, —that is, a higher current, —it 
would easily use conduits which may be constructed now to carry the 
feed-wires of the company ? 

A. Ishould say so, as far as I know about the subject. 
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Q. Now, the alternating current is carried to the same intensity by 
smaller wires, isn’t it? 

A. No, sir; it doesn’t make any difference, so far as the size of the 
wire goes, whether the current is a direct current or an alternating cur- 
rent. 

Q. Well, now, I am in the same condition that Mr. Hyde is in, Mr. 
Cabot, that I understand very little about electricity. I say it because 
he has confessed it himself, and I want to ask you a question, — I think 
it is very important, — as to the use of the alternating current in connec- 
tion with this company’s system. Is this true that the use of an ailter- 
nating current in connection with their system would be that they could 
carry a current of greater intensity, and then feed off the current from 
that wire in smaller intensity, than the main wire carries ? 

A. Yes, sir; that is the fact. 

Q. That is the fact? 

42 Yes, sir. 

Q. So that the idea would be that, instead of carrying a uniform 500- 
volt current, you would carry, possibly, a 10,000-volt current, and then 
feed off through the transformers into the trolley such a voltage as they 
wanted to use at that point ? 

ADAY 68; SIT; 

Q. That would very materially diminish the number of circuits, 
wouldn’t it? 

A. Not necessarily. It would depend on how they were arranged. 
It would diminish the necessity for as large a wire. That is to say, the 
carrying capacity of the present wires would be increased by just so 
much as the voltage or pressure was increased. 

Q. Now, it would be, would it not, a matter of economy if that sys- 
tem could be adopted, from an electrical stand-point ? 

A. It would be a matter of economy from a wiring stand-point. 

Q. ‘They could use a smaller wire ? 

A. They could use a smaller wire to deliver the same amount of 
power. 

Q. Now, if that alternating current were used, it would be a very 
dangerous.current, would it not? 

A. That would depend on the voltage, again, sir. 

Q. Well, there is no doubt that practically in its youth they would 
use a high voltage, is there? 

A. Ishould suppose none. 

Q. ‘Then there would be no question but that, from an insurance 
stand-point, and every other stand-point,—the stand-point of public 
safety, — it would be desirable that that alternating current should go 
underground ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, I understand you that if a proper conduit were constructed 
at the present time to take the feed-wires as they now exist it would not 
be-a question of great expense to substitute the alternating system, with 
its transformers, for the present feed-wires ? 

A. I must decline to answer that question, sir. As I said before I 
am not an electrical engineer, and the question of changing over a sys- 
tem of the size of the West End from a direct circuit to an alternating 
circuit is a question that a man would be paid, probably, a good many 
hundred thousand dollars for. I don’t know. As far as the mere feed- 
wires were concerned, I should say there would be no difficulty in 
changing over from one to the other. 

@. And there is no difficulty, as you understand it, isn’t it perfectly 
well established now that there is no difficulty, in putting a high 
potential wire, properly insulated, underground in any conduit through 
a thickly settled space ? 

A. Yes, Sir. 
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Q. That problem has finally been solved, hasn’t it ? 

A. Yes, sir; I should say it had. 

@. And this question whether it is safe to put them in the same con- 
duit with a wire of low potential is another question, and that you are 
not quite satisfied of, are you? 

A. I haven’t any experience on the point one way or the other. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) He speaks about a ladder placed against an in- 
sulated wire at a fire and wearing through the insulation. Did you ever 
know such a thing to occur at a single fire ? 

A. No, I don’t think I have known it to occur, Mr. Hyde. 

Q. With the heavy insulation its occurrence is not probable, is it ? 

A. Well, I shouldn't want to take my chances of a ladder resting 
against it in case of a fire lasting an hour. 


"0. Because of the wear on the insulation ? 

A. Yes, sir; because of the wear on the insulation. 

Q. Now, you have to do with rates, I understand? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, have any rates been advanced because of the feed-wires ? 

4... No. Bit. 

Q. (By Mr. WittrAMs.) Do you know about the rates on individual 
buildings ? 

A. Ihave records in the office that would show. 


Q. Now, let me ask you this— whether, to your knowledge, rates 
have been raised at the corner of Kneeland and Washington streets, 
where you will recall there is a network of wires crossing ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Whether or not there has been any change of rate at that point 
on account of wires ? 

A, Yes, sir. 

@. ‘There has? 

as 9 Yessir. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) As to feed-wires I was asking, not as to other 
wires ? 

A. Yes, I understood your question. 

Q. (By Mr. WiLiiAMs.) The feed-wires are a part of that network 
there, aren’t they ? 

A. No, sir; as I understand it I don’t think the feed-wires are taken 
into account there. 

@. Along that line the feed-wires are very thick, aren’t they ? 

A. No, sir; I should say not. 

Q. Aren’t there several at the corner of the street ? 

A. Yes, there may be four. 

(). Now, isn’t this true, that if the feed-wires were not there at that 
point there would be some space between the building and the first 
guard-wire for the erection of ladders which does not now exist ? 

Pee St 

Q. So that the feed-wires are a very important factor at that point 
in preventing the elevation of ladders ? 

A. Well, I shouldn’t want to say they are important or unimportant, 
sir. They are a factor. 

@. They are a factor? And the truth is, is it not, Mr. Cabot, that at 
that point it is physically almost impossible to get a ladder up ? 

A. It is on the Kneeland-street side, sir. I don’t remember the 
Washington-street side clearly enough to say offhand. 

In case of fire at that point it “would be necessary practically to 
cut out the whole system before the Fire Department could operate on 
those buildings at that corner with safety and efficiency ? 

A. Well, T shouldn’t want to say that, sir. I don’t think all the cir- 
cuits that supply down town, for instance, come by that point. I should 
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say that if all the wires were cut at that point it wouldn’t be more than 
five minutes before care would be operating except on that section. 

Q. That doesn’t answer my question as I meant it. You intended to 
answer it, no doubt. I want to ask you one more question, which I 
should have asked originally. Do you know whether the Fire Depart- 
ment of Boston undertakes to handle these wires at fires and cut them 
out, to deal with the wires ? 

A. No, sir; [have no knowledge on the subject at all. I should say 
I didn’t think they did, that they depended on the West End to do it. 

Q. So that if those wires are to be cut out, your understanding is 
that it is the force that is kept up by the West End Company upon 
which the Boston Fire Department relies ? 

A. As far as the trolley-wires and the feed-wires are concerned, yes, 
sir. 

Q. And if the West End fire department or wire department doesn’t 
happen to arrive, that the Fire Department awaits them ? 

A. It has, so far. 

Q. It has, so far; and it is true, is it not, that the government of the 
city and the people of the city have no contro] over the operations of 
the West End fire and wire department system ? 

A. Well, I don’t know about ‘‘ no control,” sir—I suppose they 
have the same control they have over any other citizens, but no more 
than that. 

Q. (By Mr. Reep.) Mr. Cabot, I suppose that that feed-wire insu- 
lation is, to some extent, perhaps, a secret process, but do you know in 
a general way about its composition? Is there any tar in it ? 

A. Yes, sir; there is a certain amount of what we know as tar — 
that is, compounds coming from pitch or from oils. 

Q. Those are very inflammable substances, are they not ? 

A. Well, comparatively speaking, no— not as compared with oil or 
benzine; yes, as compared with iron. 

Q. Well, they are, as compared with wood, inflammable, are they not? 

A. Well, the last sample of insulation that I had in my hands was 
about equal to pine wood. 

Q. Well, wouldn’t a moderate heat at a fire, say 200 or 300 degrees, 
wouldn’t that heat be liable to melt it? 

MALES SIT: 

@. Now, Mr. Cabot, you speak of these cut-offs and say that the 
feed-wire is not cut off. That is because if the whole thing were cut off, 
the feed-wire and trolley, the whole system beyond that point would be 
disabled, wouldn’t it ? 

A. As far as those wires were concerned, it would depend on whether 
there was another chance to feed into the same circuit later on. 

Q. Well, it is practically impossible, isn’t it, without an enormous 
expense in the number of wires, to have this thing distributed so that 
the feed-wire as well as the trolley can be cut off ? 

A. No, sir; I don’t think so. I think it can be done. 

Q. Well, how can it be done? That is to say, if there is a wire that 
runs from here to Dorchester, and if at some intermediate point the 
power is cut off from the feed-wires, how is it to be operated beyond 
that point? 

A. You would have to have three or four of those feed-wires coming 
in at different points and not passing by the same point. 

Q. That is, they would have to be fed in beyond that district some- 
where ? 

A. Yes, sir; beyond. 

@. And not included in that district ? 

A. Not included in the district. 


Q. Well, that would be a very much more complicated system than 
now, would it not? 
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A. No, sir; I don’t think I should call it very much more compli- 
cated. It would be simply more complicated. 

Q. Now, isn’t it a fact, Mr. Cabot, that the insurance rate runs from 
two cents to twenty and twenty-five cents on a hundred for wire risk on 
different buildings ? 

A. ‘There is a charge on different buildings in the city, varying from 
two cents to twenty-five cents for wires in front of those buildings. 

Q. Well, now, can it be said that a part of that risk does not come 
from the feed-wire ?: 

AY OS. slr: 

Q. How ean that be? 

A. Because compared, as Mr. Paige has said, with other factors in 
making up a rate, the delay consequent upon those wires is very small. 

Q. Well, the report of the fire commissioners shows that there have 
been a large number of obstructions from those wires in the past year, 
—fifteen or twenty obstructions, Mr. Paige has said himself, I believe, 
that he has known of. Now, do I understand you to say that that risk 
is not included ? 

A. Not included, sir. 

Q. Well, isn’t there an expectation that it will be included? Isn’t 
there a purpose on foot to increase the wire rate, Mr. Cabot ? 

A. It has not reached me, sir. 

QY. Now, I want to ask you a question or two about electrolysis, — is 
that a danger in our streets to-day? It exists, does it not?

Q. Free electricity running along the water and gas pipes ? 

ey Os, Sir. 

Q. And it has a destructive effect which is called electrolysis ? 

Aad OS xsi, 

Q. Now, could these wires be buried in such a way, these feed-wires, 


as to practically nullify that effect ? 

A. There have been a large number of experiments made, and the 
electricians whom the city engineer has employed believe that a form 
of construction can be used which will reduce that effect to practically 
nothing. 

Q. And that is a serious danger, is it not, Mr. Cabot ? 

As Yas, sir. 

Q. Itis an injury to the water-pipes and the gas-pipes, and may it 
not be an independent cause of fire itself ? 

A. Yes, sir; it has been. 

Q. By different currents of different potentiality running into 
houses P 

A. Yes, sir; it has been. 

@. You say it has caused fire ? 

A. Yes, sir; but not in this city, so far as we know. 

Q. Now, have you knowledge of your own, Mr. Cabot, as to what was 
done in Buffalo with these conduits? Have you seen them or do you 
know about it ? 

A. Yes,sir; I have seen them. 

Q. Well, will you explain to the committee what they do there? 
what kind of conduits they are and how they work ? 

A. Well, I didn’t go into detail any more than to see that there isa 
series of tubes laid in the streets through which the feed-wires pass and 
from which they come up at the poles. 

Q. (By Ald. HALL.) Within the poles, inside the poles ? 

A. I think so, Mr. Hall; Iam not sure. I would not want to testify 
to that, but as I remember, inside. 

Q. (By Mr. Reep.) How large is the conduit — do you remember P 

A. Well, the Niagara street conduit, as [remember it, is about two 
feet square. Thatis the main feed of the system. 
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@. Does it contain anything except the electric-car wires ? 
A. Not that I know of. 

Q. And that is running yet, as far as you know ? 

As Les oiks 

Q. Did you ever hear of any difficulties connected with it ? 
A. No, sir. 

Q 


. (By Mr. Witrrams.) Where does that run, Mr. Cabot, in what 
part of the street ? 
A. Right next to the curb, as I understand it, just outside the curb.

RosBeERT C. BRowN, Sworn. 


(By Mr. Hype.) Your full name ? 

Robert C. Brown. 

And your occupation ? 

I am electrical engineer for the West End road. 

And how long have you been in the employ of the West End? 
Since the fall of 1889; except for five months. 

Now, you may state in general your line of duties there. 
Superintendent of all electrical work connected with the power 
stations and largely in connection with construction. 

Q. And you have how many men under your general direction or 
employed at work in connection with the electrical department ? 

A. Well, directly a very few. 

Q. Yes, but in the different departments where you are, in general, 
supervisor in charge of electrical questions ? 

A. Well, in the neighborhood of two hundred. 

Q. That is, since Mr. Pearson has left there is no one in the regular 
employ of the company who has charge of the electrical matters over 
you, is there ? 

Ash AN OA8It; 

Q. Now, I would like to have you state to the committee the prin- 
ciple on which an electric car is propelled by electricity, briefly. I don’t 
care to go into any extended detail. : 

A. Well. you mean just how the motors act in the car? 

@. No; I meanjust how electricity is applied, starting at the power- 
house, and explaining how the electricity is generated, without going 
into minute details. A general proposition of what has to done in order 
to get to work? 

A, Well, the electricity being generated, developed in the generator, 
passes through the switch-board and its automatic devices, and then 
through the feeder switch-board and its devices, and out through the 
feeders to different sections of the city, and in these different sections, 
passing along to the different points by the feeders, it again passes on 
to the trolley-wire. 

@. From the feeders? 

A. From the feeders, and is taken off from the trolley-wires to the 
motors by means of the trolley wheel, the trolley pole, and other devices 
in the car; and after going through the motor, returns by way of the 
ground rails and ground wires to the power station 

@. Now, is it necessary that the return current should be kept up as 
well as the outflowing current ? 

A. Yes; however much goes out, the same has to return. 


@. And if you don’t keep it in motion, there is no power for use. 
That is the idea ? 


hOhOLORS 
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A’. Yost 

(). Now, when it comes to the return, in what form is the return car- 
ried back ? 

A. Well, in the same volume as it goes out. 

Q. Well, in what form? You carry it out and how do you carry it 
back ? 

A. Well, it comes back by means of the ground wires, the rails, and 
partially by means of the earth. 

Q. Take the ground wires: what are they? 

A. Well, those that are laid between the rails are copper wires in 
the neighborhood of three-eighths of an inch in diameter. ‘There are 
also ground feeders, which are larger. 

Q. Now, how are those ground copper wires laid, insulated or coy- 
ered, whatever it may be, if at all? 

A. Well, the wires that pass overhead have the same insulation and 
covering as the feed-wires. 

Q. Yes, but Iam speaking now of the underground wires ? 

A. The underground wires in a majority of cases are bare wires. 

Q. Now, have you been putting these into lead pipes of late ? 

A. No, not lead pipe. 

Q. Any form of pipe? 

A. Yes, wooden pipe, in the neighborhood of the power-station. 

@. But generally on the road there is bare wire that takes up the 
current and carries it back ? 

Ay “Yes, ‘sir. 

@, And it carries it back to the station, the power-house where it 
started from ? 

A; +0Yes. 

Q. Now, take the feeder wires that are above ground, are they all 
insulated ? 

A. All insulated, yes, sir. 

Q. And is this a fair specimen of the insulation, the specimen which 
we had here this morning ? 


‘Ace ies) sir: 

Q. In different sizes ? 

Sees sir: 

Q. But the insulation is carefully done ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Of whom is that purchased as a rule—I mean who makes it? I 


-don’t care from whom it is purchased, but who makes the wires ? 

A. Some by the Circular Loom people, some by Holmes, Booth, & 
Hayden, I think —I believe we buy a great deal of wire from them — 
and some from the Edison. 

@. Yes, and take wire manufacturers like Washburn, Moen, and those 
people ? 

A. Webuy a large quantity from them. 

Q. Do they make insulated wire ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Take New York —there is a large concern there that makes 
wire P 

A. I don’t think we deal with them. 

Q. Well, there is a large house there that makes wire, and this wire 
is bought of them and used for this purpose? 

‘Adee OSs SIT. 

Q. Now, you may explain the down-town cut-off system fully, if you 
please, which is used in case of fire ? 

A. Well, to illustrate, take Washington street, — Washington street 
is fed by a feeder from a power station, and the trolley of W ashington 
street itself is sub-divided by the cut-outs you referred to this morning, 
these sections being connected to the main feeder by means of switches. 
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These switches will cut out and disconnect the trolley-wire entirely frony 
the feeder. The feeder also at certain points has switches in it whereby 
it can be cut out if necessary. There are also switches laid out — this 
work is not completed yet — so that any section can be connected to its 
neighbor, and in that way if the feeder is temporarily cut out it will not 
effect the service. 

Q. That is, you can cut out and connect, both? 

Ay oy 68; Six. 

Q. And if you cut out one section, if you want to run cars elsewhere 
you can connect another section, and in that way, away from the fire, 
you can keep the road running ? 

(A> 4¥ es, sire 

Q@. How many of those sections have you in the down-town portion 
of Boston, say below Dover street ? 

A. Inever counted them. I should say between one and two hun- 
dred. / 

Q@. And each one of them is capable of a separate cut-out ? 

A. Yes, sir. it 7 

Q@. Are those regarded as desirable except for fire purposes prac- 
tically P 

A. 3 Well, in case of a broken wire it is often easier to work upon it 
with a dead wire than with a live wire. 

Q. But the principal protection that comes from it is in case of fire? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. That is, you cut out the wire and thereby the current, and sepa- 
rate the portion you cut out, and leave the road to run its other portions P 

Hoey OS ASit, 

Q. Now, what have you been doing recently, or seeking to do, as to 
those sections ? 

A, Well, endeavoring to make them as small as possible? 

(@. Small in area? 

A. As small in area as possible. 

@. That increases the number ? 

A. Yes; and at the same time makes them more practical for 
service. 

Q. Now, has that insulating joint and the manner of doing that been 
improved in the last two or three years ? 

A. Yes, sir, greatly. There are better appliances for both switches 
and insulators, the same as in all the line material. 

(Q. And what we are seeking to do now is to put in the newest and 
the best ? 

A. Yes, sir; that is the idea. 

. The idea being to supplant the old appliances with the newer and 
better ? 

A. Yes, sir; we have done that a great deal. 

Y. Now, how many are there of the newest and best appliances in 
this district that you say is being provided with one or two hundred? 

A. Well, a great number of the insulators, but there are a large 
number of the switches that haven’t yet been put up on account of the 
restriction put upon the work. 

Q. Now, what is the restriction put upon the work, and by whom ? 

A. Well, as I understand the matter, the work was interfered with 
by some person stating that we should receive a permit. 

Q. Some city official ? 

A. Some city official, and since that time there has been no permit 
granted, and so the work is at a standstill. 

Q. That is, the work we were willing and are willing to do, and 
were proceeding as fast as we could, for the sake of protection has been 
stopped by somebody in the interest of. the city on the ground that we 
hayen’t the permits? You understand that to be the situation ? 
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A. Yes, sir; that is, permits that we can practically use. 

Q. And if a fire should occur and firemen should be injured by 
reason or failure to cut out where these permits are refused, we are 
powerless to prevent it ? 

Mr. REED. — How can he answer that? 

Mr. Hype. — Well, it follows, of course, doesn’t it ? 

* Mr. Reep. —I don’t think so. 

Mr. Hype. — Why not? 

Mr. REED. — Put the question again. I don’t think the committee 
will allow the question. It is something that he doesn’t know anything 
about, that is all. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) If a fire should occur and the circuit should 
fail to be cut out — I am speaking now of failure to cut the wires 
because of lack of these appliances that we are willing to put in, and 
the city refuses to authorize us to put in — and a fireman should be in- 
jured, how would we be at fault in any way ? 

Ald. Bryant. — Do I understand that the city have declined to give 
a permit ? 

Mr. Hypr.— As I understand it we have gone on to put in these 
what are regarded as safety factors. They are of little value to us, but 
as regards fire safety they are important factors— these joints. We 
have proceeded to go to work and put them in in connection with our 
general installation, and up comes an official and says that that requires 
a special permit to put them up. Then cold weather comes and we 
cannot put them in. These are put in boxes on the poles six or eight 
feet above the curbstone. 

The CHairMAN. — Whom have you applied to ? 

Mr. Hype. — I understand that the Superintendent of Streets has been 
the one applied to, that he supplies the permits. We are trying to get 
a permit to do the work. As I understand it, this is simply a most im- 
portant safety factor which we are simply ready to apply in connection 
with this road to bring about additional safety in case of fire. We are 
seeking to do it, are ready to do it and are trying to do it, and are only 
waiting for a permit from the city. 

Ald. Bryant. — The only thing I am trying to find out is whether 
you are trying to get those permits. 

Mr. Hype. — I understand so. 

The Witness. — There has been considerable discussion in the matter. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, we are waiting for that. 

Y. Now, Mr. Brown, you can goon. If I understand you, these 
sections or these cut-outs comprise both the feed-wires and the trolley- 
wires, with more trolley-wires than feed-wires ? 

A. Yes, sir; more trolley than feeders. A feed-wire section doesn’t 
need to be so large, because you can easily connect from the sections 
about by cutting off a large portion of the feed-wire and changing the 
sections locally. 

Q. (By the CuairMAN.) Mr. Brown, will you tell us in regard to 
these cutting-off points? For example, take the points between Adams 
square and Summer street, on Washington street, if there was a fire in 
that section how much of that would you cut off? Is there more than 
one circuit or more than one section in that district? 

A. Oh, yes; there is a section in Adams square, and the next cut-out 
is between Adams square and Court street. 

Q. That is, if you were to cut off you would cut off the points be- 
tween Court street and Adams square? 

A. Yes, sir. We could cut that out or simply a part of that distance, 
— you mean just the section between Court street and Adams square ? 

@. I mean just the points that would be cut off, the sections that 
would be cut off. Where are the points where you would cut off between 
Adams square and Summer street ?. That is, if you wanted to cut off 
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the whole of it how many sections would it take, or how far apart are 
the points if you should only cut off one at a time ? 

A. Well, one section begins at Hanover street and goes up about 
midway between Cornhill and Court street; the next cut-out is near the 
corner of Milk street, on the lower side, the down-town side. 

Q. Then, to cut out between Adams square and Court street that 
would be one section, and from there to Milk street would be one 
section ? 

if Se OVER Bir. 

Y. AsI understand you, between Court street and Adams square, 
down nearly to Hanover street, is one section ? 

SV ester: 

Q. And then, coming this way, it would be from between the corner 
of Cornhill and Court street to Milk street ? 

A, Yes, sir. Then there is another short section there right at the 
very corner, which cuts off a little ways down Milk street and a little 
ways up Washington, towards Franklin. Then there is another cut-out 
between Franklin street and Summer street, also extending a short way 
down Franklin street. The next is between Summer street and Temple 
place. 

Q. In other words, one cut-out would cover perhaps 300 or 400 feet, 
something of that kind ? 

A. Not more than that. 

@. Now, we don’t have as many feed-wires running down as we do 
trolley-wires, do we, — that is, both ways, —for parallel streets ? 

A, Oh, certainly not. 

Q. That is, if we are running on two parallel streets a small current, 
we might feed from one street on to the other, and we would put the 
feed-wire only on one street? 

A. ‘That is the way we do in a great many cases down town. 

@. And where you can utilize the current in that way without multi- 
plying the feed-wires you do so? 

A. Certainly. 

Q. As to the trolley-wire, you have to have a trolley-wire on each 
track on which you run cars ? 

A. Yes, sit. 

(. There is no way to avoid that? 

A. No way at all under the present system. 

@. And the voltage used on the road is what? 

A, Five hundred. 

Q. Now, have you ever taken that current ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Many times ? 

A. Well, quite a number. I never kept count of it. 

Q. Did it ever injure you? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Do you take it for amusement ? 
A. No, I never take it unless itis by mistake. It is very disagree- 


ne 


(By Mr. Hypr.) Now, how many men have we in our emer- . 
gency corps working on our wires ? 

A. Well, we have crews of men. Each crew is composed of four 
men, except one crew, I believe, which has three, and these men are, of 
course, on duty all the time. In our power stations working on the 
generators, operating them, there are always on duty directly con- 
nected with the generators at least 15 men; and then, of course, in Mr. 
Dyer’s construction crew — that varies greatly according to the work in 
hand, but normally, I suppose, there are between 15 and 25 men. Of 
course, when we have extra men the number sometimes goes up into 
the hundreds. 
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Q. Mr. Dyer is the man who goes out and supervises work on the 
streets ? 

A. Yes, sir; he is superintendent of the street work. 

Q. Now, are the men who are doing this work constantly getting 
shocks ? 

_ A. Oh, yes, sir: they often get them. 

@. And does it interfere with the employment of men ? 

A. J never knew of a man stopping his work on account of a 
shock. 

Q. And yet they come in contact with the wires so as to get a shock 
from accident rather than desire, [ suppose, in all cases ? 

A. Yes, sir; in all cases, I think. I never knew a man to take the 
full voltage for pleasure. 

Q. Iremember once at the State House in the early part of the his- 
tory of this question, the question was raised whether a man would take 
it, and there was a man who had charge then of a certain portion of our 
work who said he was perfectly willing to take it, said he would take 
the shock. There was a discussion then as to the danger, and the com- 
mittee went out to the power-house and they set the measure of the 
voltage at 500, and he sat down in a chair and took — 

Mr. WILuLiAMs. — Now, Mr. Hyde, if you are testifying I would like 
to have you put under oath. If you are going to testify L object. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, if the committee don’t want the information I will 
not force it on them. 

Mr. WILLIAMS. — No, I would simply like to have you sworn. 

Mr. Hypr.—I will not force information on the committee. 

Mr. Wittrams. — Then you had better suspend. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, I will ask the committee to rule on that rather 
than Mr. Williams. 

Mr. WILLIAMs. — You have not been put under oath. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, I am not speaking for your benefit, but for the 
committee. I am, however, examining, rather, and not seeking to 
testify. 

The CHAIRMAN. — It would seem to the Chair that if you desire to 
introduce that testimony you can call witnesses. 

Mr. Hypr. —I don’t know whether Mr. Brown knew about it at the 
time or not. I forget the man’s name, but I believe he took the current 
at Allston. 

The WitTNeEss.—I was not connected with the road at that time, and 
I don’t know the man’s name. But I have heard of the case a number 
of times. 

Mr. Hypr. —I know the man’s name perfectly well, if it were men- 
tioned. It commences with ‘*S” I believe. He was quite a prominent 
man and afterwards went into the employ of — well, I don’t know his 
name. 

Ald. HALL. — After you get through with this witness perhaps we 
will have you as a witness. 

Mr. Hype. — Oh, this was merely an incident in connection with the 
taking of the current, showing that it was no more than a man could 
take. ; 

Ald. HALL. — A healthy man, of course, can take this current. I sup- 
pose there is no doubt about that. 

Mr. Hype. — He is the only man I ever knew of who voluntarily sat 
down and took it. . 

Mr. WILLIAMS. — One moment— I object. I would like to get you 
under oath, Mr. Hyde, and when you have testimony to offer I would 
like to have you under oath. I am anxious to have you under oath. 
Will you go? 

Mr. Hypr. —I am examining the witness. 

Mr. WiLiiAmMs. — Well, I ask you now. 
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Mr. Hyper. — Well, Iam examining the witness. We will see how 
you get along when you get on the stand. 

Mr. WitirAMs. — Well, I shall have something to say about that. 

Mr. Hyper. — Well, that is all right — when we get to it. 

Mr. WiLtiAMs. — You will testify if I do— I tell you that. 

Mr. Hype. —I may or may not. That doesn’t follow, by any manner 
of means. 

Mr. WILLIAMS. — Well, we will see about it. 

Mr. Hypr. — Well, that may be. 

Q. Now, Mr. Brown, coming back to the question of the feed-wires, 
as to the form of their being suspended, as to the strength with which 
they are upheld — that is, they are attached to what? 

A. The pole has upon it a cross arm, and on this cross arm is 
fastened the insulator, and the feed-wire is tied, as we call it, by a 
very strong wire on to the insulator. 

QY. And that is all supported by this arm? 

A. All supported by the arm. 

@. What is the insulator made of ? 

A. Well, made of various things. We use glass to a large extent 
and also what is called the /ZEtna compound — mica, shellac, and other 
things, put under great pressure and making a very good non-conduc- 
tor. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Now, therefore, the feed-wire has the insula- 
tion that is indicated on the wire itself, on the outside, and has the 
insulation that is used in the stringing of it? 

ARS a GS OSI. 

@. So that there are both of those insulations as to the feed-wire ? 

A. Both of those —that is, to keep the current from escaping from 
the wire to the ground. 

Q. Now, what are the objections, beyond the financial waste of power, 
of having the electricity escape to the ground? Whatever you lose is 
thrown away ? 

A. Whatever we lose is thrown away; but I don’t see that other than 
that we lose anything. Perhaps it might develop a greater loss after 
once beginning. 

Q. Well, I am not speaking so much of the loss merely ; but suppose 
there is a general leakage in the ground from imperfect insulation — 
when it reaches the ground what becomes of the electricity ? 

A. Well, it returns through the earth to the generator, the same as 
the electricity which passes through the motor. It doesn’t do any work 
— it is simply a waste of power. 

Q. But when it passes through the motor it is collected and carried 
back on the wive? 

A. Yes, but part of it may pass through the earth. It all goes along 
together. 

Q. Now, suppose it escapes from the pole where you have no wire 
connection, have you anything but the earth to carry it back ? 

A. Well, it probably will shift over on to some conductor, the near- 
est conductor to it. 

Q. If there is nothing, it will go through the earth ? 

ie oes. cain: 

@. And if there was anything that made a better conductor it would 
seek that and find it and go back by that? 

A. Certainly. 

Q. Now, you may state some of the difficulties of putting feed-wires 
underground ? 

A. Well, at present the nature of the art is rather in an uncivilized 
state, so to speak. That is, it has only been tried in a few cities and 
there it has not been established sufficiently long to become a fix- 
ture. That is, it cannot always be depended upon, and this is shown, I 
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think, by the fact that most of the large electric railways have not as yet 
put their wires underground, although, of course, such an arrangement 
would be desirable, could we be sure that it would be perfectly satisfac- 
tory. On the Brooklyn city road, which I think is one of the largest 
roads in the country, they have done nothing in that direction as yet. 

Mr. WiL.ir1AMs. — Well, now, Mr. Chairman, this witness is arguing 
the case. If he answered the practical questions, I think that would be 
enough; but whether it is evidence of the state of the art that large com- 
panies have not done it, it seems to me is argument and not testimony. 

Mr. Hype. — I think the witness is pursuing a perfectly proper line. 

Mr. Wixii1AMs. — He is not pursuing a proper line, when he argues 
the case. 

Mr. Hypre.— I don’t think he is doing so. 

Mr. WILLIAMS. — Of course, there is ne objection to his stating facts, 
but —— 

Mr. Hype. — That is a fact, — that the Brooklyn company and other 
large companies have not put their feed-wires underground. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Well, it seems to me the witness should confine 
himself to testimony that he can give. I don’t know as hardly the 
statement as to what they have not done shows any reason that it cannot 
be done. 

Mr. Hyper. — Well, he has not stated that it couldn’t be done. He said 
the difficulties were such that it hadn’t been generally adopted’? 

@. Now, do you know of the experiments which have been made 
in the north-west ? 

Mr. Witurams. — He did not state what you have said he stated. He 
stated it as an argument that it was not a valuable thing to do because 
large companies had not adopted the system. That is what I object to. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, I think that is, as far as it goes, evidence. It is 
for the committee to say. 

Mr. WILLIAMS. — It is argument, not testimony. Well, go ahead. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Do you know about the experiments made in 
the north-west, —in Minneapolis and St. Paul? 

A. I knew they made some tests there, on the underground system ; 
made some trials of it. 

Q. And was it followed up by use? 

A. Well, they used it to a certain extent, and I know portions of it 
have been abandoned. I have never visited the road, so my knowledge 
in the matter is nothing extensive. 

Q. Take Milwaukee. 

A. Well, I know very little about Milwaukee, or any of those roads, 
except in a general way. 

Q. Now, where are the two places, as far as you know, where it is 
in use to any extent now ? 

A. Buffalo and Philadelphia. 

Q. How long has it been in use in Philadelphia ? 

A. Well, less than a year, I believe, to any extent. 

Q. And do you know anything about the success or non-success of 
it there ? 

Mr. Witiiams. — Of your own knowledge, Mr. Witness ? 

The Witness. — Well, I have heard of nothing in regard to it as yet 
definitely, one way or the other. 


Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Have you visited Buffalo ? 

AY No! sir: 

Q. And could not say as to that one way or the other? 

Ae NO} Bit. 

Q. Do you know of their earlier experiments there ? 

Ao No, sir: 

Q. You know neither one way nor the other in regard to that? 
ae. NO, sir. 


> 
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Q. Now, have you known any accidents to have come to men from 
the electricity on the feed-wires ? 

A. No, sir; I never have. 

Q. Now, you didn’t state the difficulties of putting the feed-wires 
underground fully. You may go on and finish that. 

Mr. Reep. — [ think he did state them very fully. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Well, if he has anything more to state he may 
state it then. 

A. Well, practically, in the street we would meet with a great many 
obstructions in the way of water-pipes and gas-mains and things of that 
nature. Then by having them in conduits there would be a great diffi- 
culty to overcome for us, because our wires at the present time would 
have to be very large, and to pull them, as you would have to do, 
through an underground conduit, in anything but a direct line, requires 
not only a great strain, but at the same time larger conduits, in order 
to get around these turns. Of course if you should pull it through a 
small pipe the bind would be more on a sharp turn than in a large 
one. 

Y. Take the modus operandi of doing it, taking our feed-wires in the 
city here, down town? 

A. Well, the street would have to be dug up, in the first place, of 
course, removing the paving and dirt; and after that was done, if you 
couldn’t find it out from maps where the pipes were, perhaps you would 
have to change the water-pipes, or perhaps you would find that you had 
got into such a network of them that you couldn’t get through, and would 
have to fill up the street again and go to another point and make another 
attempt. After a location is found the duct for the feed-wire may be 
built in different ways. One way, to illustrate, would be to lay iron 
pipes, perhaps, covered with cement, and then pack around them a 
grouting of cement and stone. 

Q. Now, these iron pipes that you speak of, commonly used in this 
connection, are termed ducts, aren’t they ? 

ASV OS, ire 

QY. And the whole put together is commonly called a conduit ? 

14 ON OS eile 

Q. Now, as to each duct, how many wires —I don’t mean how many 
wires you would have in your cables — but how many cables would you 
put in each duct ? E 

A. Well, I doubt with cables the size of ours if it would be practical 
to put in more than one. 

@. That is, put one cable in one duct? 

A. Yes, sir, probably, unless we used very small cables, which we 
rarely do. 

Q. And you could have as many ducts in that conduit, you would 
have as many ducts in that conduit as there were cables? 

Ai iy Pe, EIT 

Q. Now, having constructed your conduit and got your ducts, how 
would you introduce your wires? JI mean, what would be the physical 
manner of doing it in construction ? 

A. Well, we would have to have at different points man-holes, and 
working from these man-holes, we would first run through the duct, as 
is common in all underground work, a pole and pull in after it. This 
pole is capable of being lengthened by adding lengths of perhaps five 
or six feet. Push that through the duct until it reached the other man- 
hole. Then it is pulled out and you pull with it a rope, and to that 
rope is made fast a cable, and that is pulled through by winches, ete., 
until the cable is in position in the duct. 

Q. That is, the feed-wire is let down into a man-hole and then pulled 
through to the next man-hole, through a given duct? 

Ala sy asain, 
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Q. And the man-holes have got to be large enough for men to do that 
work in, and they go from man-hole to man-hole ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

ae Then, after it is put in in that way —you take it froma coil, as 
you buy it? 

A. ‘Take it off a large reel. You have undoubtedly seen them in the 
streets here — just about the same size. 

@. Now do you have to cut those from man-hole to man-hole or keep 
on unwinding from the reel, and extending it such distance as it may 
last ? 

A. Well, the practice is, at present, to go from man-hole to man-hole 
and cut it at each man-hole. 

Q. Now, how do you fasten it together after you have cut it ? 

A. Well, in some cases, use what is called a junction box — at other 
points, take ordinary joints. It depends a little on the service required. 

Q. Now, is the cable without joints better than the cable with 
joints P 

A. Much better, yes, sir. 

Q. Now, to enable the work to be done which is required in the man- 
holes, the insertion of a cable, the taking of it out when necessary, the 
getting into it for any repairs that may be necessary, how large is it 
necessary that that man-hole should be ? 

A. Well, in the neighborhood of six feet in diameter, I should say. 

(oe  Six feet in diameter, and how deep down ? 

A. Well, that would depend somewhat on the level at which your 
cables wererun. Anyway, you would have to have the bottom of the 
man-hole a foot, at least, below the entering cables. 

Cea Wel.pr actically it has to be low enough so that a man can get 
down into it and get his whole body in there } > 

A. -.Vie8,, sir. 

Q. And that necessarily takes four or five feet? 

A. Well, cables would probably be run at that depth, anyway. 

Q. Now, supposing that you get moisture into these ducts, or con- 
duits, and your insulation should ‘be i imperfect in any way P 

A. Well, very likely a leak would ensue quite soon and possibly a 
a short circuit would develop serious enough to necessitate the removal 
of the cable. 

Mr. ReepD. — These things do not happen with perfect insulation. 

Mr. Hyper. — Oh, yes; the state of the art doesn’t produce perfect in- 
sulation. We have as good as we possibly can get, but don’t claim that 
it is perfect. 

@. Now, is it possible, in the present state of the art, to get all joints 
to be made and to continue perfect in connection with the practical use 
of electricity ? 

A. No, sir; it is not. 

Q. Now, what do you mean by a short circuit? You say if the elec- 
tricity should leak from imperfect work or from any cause there might 
be a short circuit. What do you mean by a short circuit ? 

A. Well, of course a leak and a short circuit are very much alike, 
but in speaking of a short circuit we generally mean an abnormal flow 
of current, enough to do considerable damage. 

Q. Now, supposing you get a short circuit after you have got your 
cables, your feed-wires, under ground, what effect does it have upon the 
running of the cars first? 

A. Well, if it was of sufficient magnitude it would stop the cars that 
were fed by that section of feeder. 

Q. That is, if it was enough to take the whole current the cars would 
stop ? 

A. Well, it might operate the cut-out for that section at the power- 
house or possibly cut out all the generators. 
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(. Now, what do you mean by the cutting out of the generators, ex- 
plain that ? 

A. Well, at the switchboard, at the power-station, is an automatic 
device which, on a short circuit, opens and cuts the power entirely off. 
the line. 

(@. And when the power is cut off on that line, to that extent the 
cars stop P 

aes. Sil. 

Q. Now, what means does the state of the art furnish to-day to locate 
that leakage or short circuit from the power-station P 

A. Well, with our present arrangements we do considerable of that 
by testing the switches; but as our work progresses we shall have indi- 
cators which will show for themselves and automatically cut out any 
section that has an abnormal load. 

Q. What I mean is, to enable you to detect the locality ? 

A. Well, that would do it. Of course we know where each con- 
ductor goes, and the operation of that particular device will show us in 
what locality the trouble is. 

Q. We will suppose that you had a man-hole at the foot of School 
street on Washington street, to illustrate, and there was a leakage there 
that caused a short circuit. Now, at the power-house you would dis- 
cover at once that you had a short circuit by some tell-tale ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, you want to find it and stop it as soon as youcan. With 
the present system of overhead feed-wires what do you do with refer- 
ence to locating that and knowing where to go to stop it? Give us the 
modus operandt of such a case, assuming there is one. Say we have a 
feed-wire at the corner of School and Washington or Tremont streets, 
what would occur ? 

A. Well, we couldn’t tell closer than that it was on that feeder. We 
should have to locate it exactly by means of the reports from the emer- 
gency crew. We could tell in a general way where it was. 

Q. By following it up? Supposing a man at the power-house finds 
there is a short circuit, and that it is on a feeder that goes down Wash- 
ington street, and he knows that at the power-house. 

AP ey ese sir. 

Q. Now, what is the next thing to do to find where on that feeder it 
occurs? 

A. As faras that is concerned you could do nothing — you could 
merely notify the emergency crew that it was in a certain location. 

. Now, supposing this man at the power-house knew that it was 
on that feeder line, supposing that he knew that it was in about this 
locality, what emergency crew would he naturally notify ? 


A, The one on Portland street. 

@. Do it by telephone? 

A. By telephone — there is direct connection. 

(. Saying that the feeder-wire, designating it, had a short circuit on 
it P 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, what would the emergency crew do? 

A. They would hasten there as soon as they could, and, of course, 


would remove the short circuit. 

Q. Where? 

A. At the point or the portion of the trolley that is fed by these 
feeders, at the point where the short circuit occurs. 

Q. Now, see that you follow me. What I am asking is this — there 
is an indication at the power-station that there is a short circuit on a 
certain line. Now, they don’t know where on the line, as I understand 
you, itis. They notify the emergency crew, and their first duty is to 
find it? 
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A. Yes, sir; to follow up the course of that feeder until they find it. 

Q. Now, from Portland street they would start for where ? 

A. Start in on Washington street and proceed right up Crahineon 
street. 

Q. Until they found it? 

A. Until they found it, yes, sir. 

Q. Now, what is there on the surface to indicate to those men where 
it is when they get to it? 

A. Well, a man familiar at all with line construction would see at 
once, at a glance, whether there was anything out of the ordinary or not? 

Q. And would simply follow it up until he found it? 

A. Yes, sir. I will also say that another way he would be informed 
would be through our inspectors, who are on the street all the time. 

Q. That is, they might discover it ? 

A. They might discover it, yes. 

Q. Now, we have inspectors passing up and down the street all the 
time ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And it is a part of their duty to watch the wires and see that they 
are all right ? 

Yes, sir. 

Q. And with their training and experience can they readily detect if 
they are not in working condition ? 

ey OG. S17". 

Q. Now, we will suppose this thing was reversed, and those feed- 
wires were underground, and you have got the tell-tale at the central 
power-station, that there is a short circuit on that feeder. Now, they 
would telephone to the same emergency crew, I assume, that they do 
now P 

A. Probably, yes, sir. 

Now, what would it be necessary for them to do to discover the 
locality of that ? 

A. Well, it probably would be necessary to have a different class of 
men to discover that, and it would probably necessitate delicate instru- 
ments at the power-station, connected at various points, with tell-tales 
upon them. It couldn’t be discovered as quickly as now with the over- 
head wires, where everything is visible. 

Q. Now, supposing we had acorps of inspectors passing up and 
down the street, as we have now, would they be able to detect a fault 
in the under round feed-wire system, if it was put into a conduit ? 

A. I don’t see how they could. No, sir. 

Q. ‘That is, they wouldn’t discover it until it was discovered in the 
operation of the road, and reported to the power-station. Is that it? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And then they would commence to locate it, experimentally, as 
nearly as they could, bya series of electrical indicators and tell-tales ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And when they gotit located, as nearly as they could, they would 
notify the emergency crew, and they would come and further locate it ? 

ALY 6s ait 

Q. Now, therefore, supposing it required attention, assuming that 
the insulation has become faulty, or worn, or that the electricity has 
broken through, what would they do to repair it? What would it be 
necessary for them to do? 

A. Well, it would probably be necessary for them to put in a new 
cable. It wouldn't be safe to leave the old one in place. 

Q. They would just have to go down into this man-hole — 

A. And pull out the old wire and insert a new one. 

@. Now, suppose they have first reached the right man-hole, have 
gone down into it, and have discovered and reached the cable where the 
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trouble is. Now, suppose the trouble was half-way between that and 
the next man-hole? 

A. Well, it would necessitate the removal of that whole section 
between those two man-holes. 

Q. Now, how would they discover it, if it was half-way between ? 

A. ‘They would have to make a local test on that section. 

(. And what does that consist of? 

A. Well, an electrical instrument could be connected with the parts 
of the cable, and by that we could locate about the exact position. 

Q. Now, about how far apart are these man-holes generally, or how 
far apart would they be in the construction ? 

A. Well, on straight runs, probably four or five hundred feet. 

@. And on curves ? 

A. Well, it would depend on the diameter of the curve, at whatever 
distance they could make the curve. 

Q. Well, from four to five hundred feet apart. Now, what distance 
apart would he necessary where they have sharp curves, such as would 
be met with down town? 

A. Well, a hundred feet probably. 

(). Then, somewhere from one hundred to five hundred feet would 
be the distance of the man-holes apart. 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, we will suppose that you have found a fault; you have dis- 
covered it, and it is between two certain man-holes, — somewhere 
between those two,—and you decide to withdraw the cable. Now, 
before you can withdraw it through one man-hole, what do you have to: 
do with the other man-hole? 

A, Have to disconnect it from the length beyond. 

Q. And how, ordinarily, would that be done? Is it a soldering, or 
simply a joint question? 

Well, you would have to destroy the joint previously made there, 
and to do that would reverse the process you went through with the 
first time. ‘That is, you would remove the lead covering on the outside, 
provided you used a lead-covered wire, and then the insulation, and 
you would cut the wire at that point. 

Q. Well, now, taking the question of the pulling out of one of those 
large cables, — as to the amount of strength or power required to do it 
if your man-holes were four or five hundred feet apart ? 

A. Well I think they would come out about as easily as they were in- 
serted. 

@. Well, I mean, would it take one, two, or three men ? 

A. Oh, probably half a dozen men. 

@. And part of the work would be in the man-hole and part upon the 
street. 

AT eS SIL: 

Q. Now, they have got to take this out and get it up on the street, and 
they have got to get it out of the way ? 

A. Yes, sir; probably coil it on a reel similar to the one they re- 
moved from when they first put it underground. 

Q. Now, supposing you have four or five hundred feet of that, about 
what would it probably weigh ? 

A. Well, I should think it would weigh in the neighborhood of a 
thousand pounds. 

Q. Well, now the men have got it out of the hole, they have coiled it 
up on the reel, and it is on the street, and all this time the men on the 
street are working on it the whole time it is in the way ? 

Ay Wes sirt 

Q. Now when they get it coiled up and have done this work, how do. 
they remove it, how do they get it out of the way ? 

A. Probably put it on a dray of some kind and remove it. 
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Q. Now, they have taken that out and they have got to move another 
one in to take its place ? 

Ao Yes, Sire 

Q. Now, how long, in such a case, would you say it would take, 
being expeditious, and working day and night, and obstructing the 
street as little as you could — how long would it take to locate one of 
those faults, to disconnect the cable, to take it out and put another back 
and have it in working order again ? 

A. Well, it could probably be done in 12 hours and possibly less. 

Y. And then the thing, if properly connected, would be in good con- 
dition again ? 

ALT Pee: Sir 

Q. Now, supposing water gets into these man-holes, and your ducts 
and pipes are submerged, and your electricity should, perchance, happen 
to leak? 

A. Well, if it should leak it might develop serious damage, probably 
would if it leaked at all under those conditions. 

Q. Now, state in what direction that damage would be, and what 
would be the nature of the damage ? 

A. Well, if it was such that the moisture passed through the joints, 
through the proper conductor, the electricity would follow that moisture 
back again and make a contact between the lead covering, if we used 
that kind of covering, and the conductor, and that would make an abso- 
lute short circuit, which would, of course, burn the cable severely at 
that point. 

Q. Well, now, that is supposing that your cable is ordinarily in there, 
and by reason of surface water or any cause water should get above 
there and bring about that contact. Now, what other effect might it 
have besides the effect it might have upon our feed-wires and our own 
conduits ? 

A. You mean locally there ? 

Q. There or anywhere that it might communicate from there. 

A. Well, it would, of course, react upon the power-station, if there 
was an abnormal amount of power there. 

Q@. Explain the reason of that. 

A. The automatic cut-out, of course, would operate the same as I 
have indicated before, in that section, and locally I doubt ordinarily if 
thefe would be anything out of the usual occur. Of course, that is 
something I never observed personally. It would depend a little upon 
its location, how much the first flash amounted to, but I doubt if it 
would injure any of the other cables, although it might possibly punct- 
ure one very near to it, and perhaps establish a short circuit in that. Of 
course, the heat of the arc developed through a leakage of that kind is 
considerable, and it might puncture the insulation of a near cable and 
possibly destroy that. 

Q. Now, you stated that it would act back upon the power-house, if 
I understand you? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(. Explain that. 

A. Well, it would operate the automatic cut-out upon that feeder so 
as to cut out that section, and, as soon as it was discovered that there 
was a considerable short circuit upon that feeder, that feeder would 
remain cut out, and of course the cars in that district are stalled until a 
Bae of feed is made so as to feed that section from some other 

eeder. 

Q. Well, does it throw a sudden load back on the engine ? 

A. Yes, sir; but, of course, merely instantaneous — until the cut-out 
works. 

@. When the cut-out works it relieves that ? 

ae yes, sir. 
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(. And suppose your cut-out should fail to work, for any cause ? 

A. Well, itwould put a very severe strain upon the engines and, of 
course, upon the conductor connecting at that point where the short cir- 
cuit is. 

Q. Now, in regard to doing this in the form you indicate — of 
course, building these conduits and interfering with the other pipes in 
the streets is a subject of considerable expense ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, we will come to the question of loading the wires in the 
case of an emergency. A while ago we had a snowstorm which came 
up in the afternoon, and we had to ‘put on electric plows and run them, 
in addition to the cars, in order to keep the tracks open. Now, doesn’t 
that put an additional load upon the feed-wires ? 

A. Yes, sir; I should say it does. 

Q. That is, you would have to pass an additional volume of electricity 
through them, if volume is the proper term ? 

A. Certainly. 

Q. And what is the tendency of crowding electricity through feed- 
wires ? 

A. It heats them a great deal more than a small current would. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) I would like to ask Mr. Brown a question. 
I don’t know as I understand quite what we are getting at here. I 
understand how these questions you are answering would apply in case 
these wires were put underground according to a system which you 
would advocate in case they were put underground. 

A, According to the best engineering we know of to-day. 

Q. (By Mr. REED.) A six-foot conduit ? 

A, I didn’t say a six-foot conduit. 

(@. Iunderstood you to say a six-foot conduit. 

A. That was the man-hole. 

(By the CuarrMAN.) Now, Mr. Brown, wouldn’t this question 
which has been asked of you in regard to moisture apply as well to the 
Edison electric wires now underground as to the West End feed-wires 
if they were underground? 

A. To a certain extent; but in their system they use a much lower 

voltage, and the result would be a great deal less leak. 
_  Q. How, then, would it apply to the Boston Electric Light Company ? 

A. Well, in their service they don’t use a grounded circuit. All 
their conductors are separate. In our railway circuit, you see, the out- 
side covering is the opposite pole, —that being negative and the inside 
being positive. You see, if we have a grounded circuit, in that case the 
outer current passes through the inside, the return circuit passes through 
the ground, and anything connected with the ground, and it would be 
almost impossible to have a lead-covered cable in a conduit and not have 
it at some point connected with the earth. You see that outside is the 
same as the earth. It acts as a field rather than anything else. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Perhaps you had better explain to the com- 
mittee so that they may understand it, the difference in the form of the 
current that is necessary in a street railw ay from that whichis necessary 
in electric lighting. Many of these terms perhaps the committee cannot 
catch. We use a “grounded return ? 

A. A grounded return. 

Q. Now, if you will explain that to the committee —why we do it, 
and why they need not do it. 

Q. (By the CHarrMAN.) Mr. Brown, before you do that, please ex- 
plain to the committee what you mean by a grounded return. 

A. A ground return is a return that makes use partly of the earth 
itself, and partly of the conductors placed in the earth. Of course, if 
the conductors are in the earth the earth itself carries part of the flow of 
electricity as it is a fairly good conductor.

Q. That would be the case, provided the wires were not insulated ? 

A. Provided the wires were not insulated. But we have a rail that 
carries the electricity at a certain point. We cannot insulate the rail — 
of course, that is impossible ; and that carrying the electricity, as it does, 
of course it would be useless to insulate the wires that are passing along 
parallel with that rail, which is already a conductor in itself. 

Q. Well, that rail only carries it the length of that rail, does it ? 

A. Well, we make use of the rail as a conductor quite largely. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Is the rail wired ? 

A. Yes, sir; the rail isall wired up. There are metallic connections 
between the rails and the ground conductors, and just as good connec- 
tion as we know how to make, too. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Perhaps, Mr. Brown, so that the committee 
may understand it, if you should state how we construct a piece of rail- 
road for electrical purposes, taking a section, if you please, a quarter of 
a mile long, and stating the whole thing and why we do it, so that the 
committee may fully understand, it might be well; for this is a very im- 
portant matter, and I am very glad the chairman has asked these 
questions. 

The CHAIRMAN. — [| simply ask that question for information. I sup- 
posed where you connected the return-wire with the rail, that the cur- 
rent went from the rail and was taken from that to the return-wire, the 
bare wire which was underneath, and I didn’t suppose it followed along 
from rail to rail. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, the car is running all the while and the current, 
having performed its duty, is being discharged all the time. Of course, 
this current is like the drip of water, all the time, and, as it goes out 
from the car, it is caught by all these devices. The rail is a conductor, 
the wire is a conductor, and the whole thing is going on at once. We 
get it on to the wire as much as we can. But Mr. Brown can explain 
the details better than I can. 

The WitnEss. — Well, speaking of the ground construction, of course 
we lay the rails in the ordinary way, bolting them together with fish 
plates, to make as substantial an arrangement as we can. ‘This con- 
struction itself forms a conductor, you see, because it is a continuous 
rail, probably in the direction that would lead to the power-station. 
The rails themselves, in addition to this, are fastened together with cop- 
per wires and rivets, the rivets being on the end of the copper wires, and 
driven into holes in which they fit very closely, these holes being 
right near the fish-plate, so called, connecting the rails together. This 
conductor serves to carry the electricity around the joints. In addition 
to this, in some construction there is what we call the supplementary 
wire, a conductor laid in the earth between the two rails. All pieces of 
rail are connected to this conductor, generally at two points, one at 
each end. This whole construction forms the return for a section of 
track. 

Q. (By Mr. Reep.) Mr. Brown, why do you speak of a grounded 
current if your underground wire and your return insulated wire takes 
the current back? In what sense do you mean to use the term ? 

A. Inthe wide sense of including everything. 

Q. Thatis to say, a large part of the current does go back through the 
ground ? 

A. Oh, yes; considerable of it. It depends, to a large extent, on the 
nature of the ground, the location, and other things. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Ifthe ground is moist, doesn’t it affect the lia- 
bility of the return current going back through the ground ? 

A. Considerably-- more will probably pass back through the 
ground. 

(. Supposing the rails are covered with snow, or we will suppose 
that there is a settled place and that the water stands up onto the rails — 
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I don’t mean necessarily covering the rails, but where the base of the 
rail may be more or Jess under water ? 

A. Well, it would probably distribute itself more into the earth than 
if there were no water there. 

Q. ‘That is, the ground then becomes more of a conductor ? 

A. More of a conductor locally there, and in that way would probably 
distribute it to a greater area. 

Q. Now, is it possible, when you use a return-wire and use the rails 
connected as you have described, to prevent some of the electricity 
going into the earth and going back in that way ? 

A. No; some of it will 20 that way —some of it. 

As it passes through the car it passes through the wheels? 
Through the wheels and then into the rail. 

And the wheel is in contact only with the rail ? 

That is all. 

And the rail, therefore, in the first instance takes all the electricity 
which has been used in the mov ing of the car P 

ihe Yes. eir, 

Mr. Reep. — I would like to make a suggestion, and it is this: This 
is a West End witness, a man in their own employ, and I[ should like to 
suggest that Brother Hyde be instructed not to lead him more than four 
paces ata time. He has lead him steadily from the beginning of this 
examination up to this point. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The committee is allowing a liberal hearing on all 
sides. 

Mr. Hype. — Have I lead as much as Mr. Williams? I am certainly 
willing to come down to his method of leading in this hearing. I think 
you will find that he is the professor of it. 

Mr. Wittiams. — I have not done it at all, Brother Hyde. 

Mr. Hype. —You certainly have. 

The CHAIRMAN. — I think it would be well for all sides to endeavor 
to conduct this hearing as nearly as possible in the same line as a case 
in court. 

Mr. Hypr. — I am onlyasking such questions as will call the attention 
of the committee to what is not in dispute at all as to the modus operandi. 
It is simply a question of the details. It is not a question of whether I 
have this man or forty other men in regard to the modus operandi that 
Jam referring to. That is not a question of dispute at all. There is a 
given fixed modus operandi recognized by any one who can see into it. 

The CHAIRMAN. — You may pr roceed and not lead too much. 

Mr. Hyper. —I have simply been referring to the fact that when the 
electricity has been used it goes out through the rail. There is no dis- 
pute about that. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Why not ask where it goes? You can do so just 
as well. 

Mr. Hype. — Yes, just as well; but there is no dispute about it. 

@. Describe the transmission of electr icity in detail from the trolley- 
wire back to the power-station. 

A. Itis taken from the trolley by the trolley-wheel in contact with 
it, passing down through the various conductors, the trolley pole— 

@. Describe the conductors. 

A. The trolley-pole, the trolley-stand, the wiring of the car, includ- 
ing the switches, the lightning arrester, the rheostat, the motors, and 
finally comes to the contact with the motors, and then to the axle itself, 
is communicated then to the wheels, and finally to the rail. The rail, in 
a majority of cases, is connected to a supplementary wire, this being in 
return connected at the power-station. ‘That completes the circuit of the 
electric current from the trolley-wire to the power-station. 

(. Now, we will suppose that the electricity we are speaking about 
for the moment reaches the rail half-way between joints. Now, state 
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the modus operandi by which that is gathered before it goes to the powér- 
station, if you please. 

A. Well, it will leave the wheel at the point of contact with the rail, 
and from these to the power-station it will go in the easiest manner for 
that amount of current to flow. It may be through the earth, a given 
part, a part through the supplemental wire, a part through the rail, a 
part through the overhead return if there be one; but the exact course 
or quantity it is difficult to say, because there is no way to follow, it all 
being out of sight and there being nothing to measure it by. 

au Well, how does the return-wire eather it is what I had in mind. 

A. Well, the return-wire is connected metallically to the rail by 
means of supplementary wires, bond wires. 

Q. And about its following the supplementary wire, just how it gets 
on to the supplementary wire ? 

A. Well the supplementary wire is connected metallically to the 
rail by means of bonds, by means of a copper conductor. 

Q. Now, what kind of metal is used to tie the rails together, and 
also the return-wires to the rails and connect? You say it is done with 
metallic wire ? 

A. Yes, sir; copper, as far as the wire is concerned; but the con- 
nection between the wire and the rails is made by iron rivets, usually, 
driven into a hole, making a tight fit in the rail. 

Q. Now, as to the electricity that comes from a car as the road is 
ordinarily constructed, using the best methods that are now known. 
Does some electricity always go back by the rail if the joints are con- 
nected ? 

Yes, sir; some of it always does. 

And some always by the earth ? 

Yes, sir. 

And the balance by the return-wire? 

Yes, sir. 

Now, that which is conducted back by the rail, as a rule, doesn’t 
leave the rail after it gets started, if that is the way of expressing it? 

A. Well, I don’t think you can say. 

Mr. REEp. — Well, that is a leading question on a very important 
matter. What becomes of it ?— that is the proper way to put it. 

The stenographer repeated the question. 

Mr. Reep. — That question isn’t proper. 

Mr. Hype. —I submit that it is perfectly proper. 

The CHAIRMAN. — I think the witness may answer that. 

The Witness. — Well, whether it would leave the rail or not would 
depend on the relative resistance between the passage by means of the 
rail and passage in some other way. If the resistance that way was 
very small relatively to the other resistance, the greater portion would 
return by means of the rail. It is merely a question of comparative 
resistances. 

@. (By Mr. Hype.) Now, whatever of electrolysis exists, does it 
come from the various methods of conducting electricity underground, or 
does it come partly from them and par tly from above ? 

A. Well, part of the electrical action in the earth would go on if we 
had no flow of current, as itis locally dependent upon the nature of the 
substances which are brought in contact with each other through mois- 
ture in the earth. ‘The other action would depend largely on the quan- 
tity of current flowing and also upon the fact whether it would leave its 
conductor for another conductor at any point, passing through at these 
points moisture, or a salt, or something of that nature, which would 
bring about a decomposition. 

a Take a feed-wire above ground, properly insulated, and suppos- 
ing you overloaded it, carried to an extreme point, what would be the 
effect ? 
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A, Well, it would get very warm. It would be very difficult to over- 
load it under almost any conditions that I could think of in our service. 

Q. Well, why would it, as long as itis above ground ? 

A. Well, the radiation of heat from a wire suspended in the air is 
very rapid, and of course it tends to keep it below the critical point 
where damage might result from it. 

Q. Supposing it did overheat, supposing the radiation was not suffi- 
cient, what would the overheating cause, What would be the result or 
effect ? 

A. Well, if it became hot enough it would set fire to the insulation 
of the wire, and losing that and “becoming still hotter it might be 
brought to a point where the tensile stren gth would be below that which 
would be required to hold it suspended, and then the wire would fall in 
the street. 

Q. (By the CHArRMAN.) How hot would it have to get to destroy 
that insulation, do you think ? 

A. Well, I should say about three hundred degrees. 

Q. Well, would it under some circumstances fuse or not the wires of 
the cable ? 

A. Yes, it might. They would have to get red-hot first. 

Q. Now, supposing you had a cable like this here — about how many 
wires are there in such’a cable, separate copper wires ? 

A. I think about sixty wires. 

(. Now, supposing in one of those sixty wires there was a fault so 
that there was a break in the wire, would that tend to form an arc ? 

A. No, sir; it would not. 

Q. That wouldn't be likely to occur one way or the other ? 

A: AINO NSIT: 

. Now, you may take the same supposition that I put to you with 
the cable underground, and that you overload it ? 

A. Well, a cable underground is made in a different manner. It has 
a different style of insulation upon it, probably heavier, and if it becomes 
overheated it destroys a large amount of the cable, and for that reason 
it is not safe to overload the under ground cables. If you do overload 
them probably it would not set fire to the insulation until you had 
obtained a short circuit through the utter failure of the outside covering. 
Of course, in that case you would get the electric are upon them, but up 
to that point the heating would probably be such as to destroy the whole 
amount of cable that wasin service and receiving this overload, so called. 

Q. (By the CHArRMAN.) Do I understand you that a cable put under- 
ground would probably have more insulation on it, a heavier covering, 
than one overhead ? 

A. Yes, sir; a heavier covering. 

D. -aWiliy? 

A. Because the result of any failure underground is going to be a 
great deal more serious than overhead. The insulation overhead-is a 
great deal more secure than it can be underground. You see, overhead 
we have a cable suspended at intervals, say of 125 feet, and there we 
have an insulator that is almost a perfect insulator — it is either porce- 
lain, glass, or something of that nature — while underground, where 
you have a cable lying right along in the earth, for practical purposes 
it is only insulated by that < covering that you see there, except that it is 
put on in greater’ thickness. 

(). Yes, but it wouldn’t be exposed to the heat or the wet there, as it 
would be overhead ? 

A. No, it would not, but any increase in heat would be felt more 
quickly there, because there is less radiation in a confined space, less 
radiation and conduction of heat in a confined conduit, than overhead 
where the winds are constantly ea and carrying off any heat that 
may develop in the conductor. 
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Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Now, you speak of developing an arc in there. 
Now, I wish you would explain that a little more fully — what you 
mean by that? 

A. Well, an are, roughly, is a flame produced by an electric current 
— that is, by the electricity passing through any space not connected 
metallic ally — that is, you have an are between the two points of a car- 
bon lamp, as you see the lights burning on the street. ‘The carbons are 
notin touch. The electricity passing “through the air and volatilizing 
the metal as it goes, produces this arc, and as you draw the points apart 
you get a gr eater arc. It is the same with this conductor. If you bring 
a portion “ot that conductor in connection with the ground, you w ill 
develop an arc, and that are will cause a great heat and great damage, 
in proportion to the amount of current flowing at that time. 

Q. Well, do you mean, Mr. Brown, that if one of these small wires 
in this cable were broken that would cause an arc ? 

A. No. You also haveto have sufficient pressure to maintain the are, 
or you would merely have the difference of pressure or the loss in pres- 
sure through that small gap between these two wires, and practically it 
would be so small in a wire of that kind that there would be no instru- 
ment that would measure it. But if you have a large gap, so to speak, 
or a large difference in pressure, just as soon as that contact is made 
you have that full difference of pressure to maintain the arc, it once 
being started. 

Q. (By Mr. WiturAMs.) That is supposing the whole cable breaks, 
is it P 

A. Yes, if they all separate you have a large gap there, so to speak, 
a large difference of pressure. 

@. You would have to break the whole thing off? if that was done 
you would get an arc? 

A. Yes, sir, if the whole thing was broken off at just the instant of 
the break you would probably get an arc. 

Q. (By the CHariRMAN.) It would just separate like that and make 
an arc ? 

a> VY és, Sir. 

is if the two ends were lying right apart you would have an are ? 

A. No, unless there was connection before the break. If there was 
any connection around the break nothing would happen at that point, 
but if it breaks off, if it is ruptured, you will have a large arc. If the 
conductor is ruptured the flow of current passing through the air here 
produces the arc. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Is an are formed, supposing electricity escapes 
and there is an escape from another metallic substance ? 

A. If there is a difference of pressure, yes, sir, unless there is abso- 
lute contact. If the parts touch like that you get no are. But if the 
contact is once made and then you pull apart you get an are 

@. In regard to the duct you spoke of, the sin ole duct through which 
you would draw a cable, you didn’t speak of what that would be made 
of probably — whether metal or wood, or something else ? 

A. Well, it probably would be made of iron, and possibly coated 
with cement, depending on the construction desired. 

Q. Supposing a break should come in the cable, could it form an are 
with the metallic duct ? 

A. Possibly it might; yes, sir. 

@. Now, supposing an are was formed with the metallic duct ? 

A. Well, it might ‘merely burn the metallic duct to a certain extent, 
and possibly it micht make a metallic weld between the conductor and 
the inside of the pipe, the iron pipe. 

Q. Now, we will suppose a conduit was constructed and had several 
ducts in it, would those ducts in being sustained, be held together in 
some metallic connection one with the other ? 
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A. Possibly, but probably not. 

Q. Well, how would they be —they would be laid parallel ? 

A. They would be laid parallel in cement. 

Q. So that it wouldn’t necessarily follow that there would be any 
metallic connection between the different ducts ? 

Ae ENO SIT. 

Q. Andsupposing you generated an arc light or an arc, as you speak 
of, would it naturally extend beyond the one duct itself in which it 
arose, supposing the are was formed with the duct itself, with the metal 
of the duct? 

A. It would be carried off on the lead covering of the cable, and it is 
doubtful whether it would affect any other duct. 

Q. Now, supposing this are should form at the joining points at the 
man-hole P 

A. Well, it is very probable that it would destroy some other con- 
ductors. 

(). Now, when you say ‘‘some other conductors,” won’t you explain ?P 

A. Well, if any other conductors were in the man-hole and sufficiently 
near, the flash from the arc might melt off the lead covering and pos- 
sibly puncture the insulation, reaching finally the conductor within, and 
as soon as that was reached that conductor in return would flash back 
again on to the outer covering of its conductor. 

). How intense a heat is this which the are you speak of creates ? 

A. Well, in actual degrees I couldn’t tell you, but it is so hot that 
nothing has yet been found which can withstand it. 

@. And does the intensity of it depend upon the size of it or not? 

A. Well, not altogether. It depends somewhat on how it is applied. 
That is, if you have a large flow of current, of course, probably in the 
inside of that flow of current you would get a greater heat than inside 
of a smaller one, on account of the rapid radiation of the heat. 

Q. Now, we will take this feed-wire. That will carry a current for 
operating how many cars in open weather, probably, supposing you had 
only one line, were constructing asingle straightaway line, and had only 
one line of cars on it? 

A. Well, about thirty-five cars in the near neighborhood of the 
power-station. 

Q. Well, now, supposing you were desiring to operate ten cars— 
how much could you reduce that ? 

A. One-third of its cross-section in size. 

Q. ‘That would be about the proportion, perhaps, if you depended on 
only one line—the size of the wire would depend on the number of 
cars P 

A. Yes, sir; it being in the same point in the street. 

Q. And if you depended on. that wire alone for the current ? 

Ay VY 8, Sir. 

Q. Now, coming back to the man-hole that we were speaking of, 
supposing these wires were put underground, the ducts were laid, the 
man-holes were constructed, anda member of the committee should step 
into a man-hole— what would he see there — that is, what would the 
man-hole contain ? 

A. Well, there would be these cables that you have spoken of in the 
conduit ; they would be probably laid around the outside of the man-hole 
in order to leave room in the centre for working. As the conduit en- 
tered the man-hole they would be brought in and carried on the outside 
and on again to the next. ‘hat is the ordinary practice. 

Q. Now, what facilities would there be in that man-hole for reaching 
the cables and repairing them? Would you have insulating joints in 
there or connections, and would you unite the tubes running from one 
man-hole to another in that man-hole? 

-A. Probably we would have in some of the man-holes junction boxes, 
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that is, places for distributing the current from one cable on to many 
smaller ones, and possibly switches at that point; and also we would 
have the joints for each length of cable and possibly a few test-wires 
and instruments necessary for testing our cables. 

(@. Now, you said, Mr. Brown, I understand, that these man-holes 
would be at a certain distance apart, that the cables would extend from 
one to the other, and that the distance apart of the man-holes would be 
the length of cable to be inserted at that place. . Now, we will suppose 
that you have got three man-holes. One, we will suppose, is a centre 
man-hole and two off in different directions from that. This is a centre 
man-hole. Now, would you join the wires that came from each of the 
other man-holes in there, in that centre man-hole? 

A. Well, the wire would be pulled in to begin with, roughly, the 
end being brought in, and after they are put in place in the conduits on 
each side, in the middle man-hole you would pat the wires altogether, 
carrying them around at the outside, provided there was no other con- 
nection necessary at that point, the two ends puttied together and a joint 
made there. That would be the simplest arrangement you could have ; 
but in case you wished to put a junction box at that point it would be 
possible to carry each end of those conductors into the junction box 
itself, directly. 

(). Now, supposing water should flow into one of these man-holes, 
and electricity should escape, would the water be charged? 

A. Yes, sir; it would. 

@. And what would the voltage of that water be as compared with 
the voltage of that current? 

A. Well, practically it would be the same if you had direct connec- 
tion between the water and the conductor. 

QY. Now, supposing the underground system was constructed and 
there came occasion for the men to go in there because of some trouble 
on the line, is it one of the things that the men would atall times readily 
go in, or would it require an examination before they would want to go 
in there to see the condition of it? I am speaking electrically now, 
simply. 

A. Well, I think it would be necessary to make a test to see under 
just what conditions a man would have to work. Ordinarily, a man 
wouldn’t want to get into a bath of water which he knew was charged, 
if he was liable at the same time to come in contact with something 
which would establish at that point a large difference of potential, be- 
cause, of course, the voltage that a man receives from our system is such 
that he cannot comfortably work while under that full voltage. He 
would either have to insulate himself entirely by means of a rubber 
garment or remove the difference of pressure. 

(. Now, supposing you had the electric-light wires carried in the 
same conduit, and that electricity should escape and the water should be- 
come charged — then what ? 

A. Well, you would have the same condition of affairs, only it would 
be under a great deal higher tension or pressure, and you would also 
have the disadvantage that in that same conduit you would have, would 
probably have, the oppositely charged conductor right directly in that 
conduit, which is insulated for a long section, and in that way you would 
probably get the full difference of potential there. 

Now, an electric are wire carries what voltage ordinarily ? 

A. Well, the circuits vary according to the number of lights upon 
them. They go as high as 3,500 volts. I think I have seen them oper- 
ated higher than that. 

(. And about how long do they run ? 

A. Well, they could run down to 50 volts — one lamp would be 50 volts. 

Q. Well, do you know about the average that they carry in the city P 

A. Well, about 2,000 to 2,500 volts. 
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@. Now, supposing the water was charged with electricity in the way 
you have described it, what would be the voltage of that electricity. 

fae WV ell seit might be anywhere from 50 volts to the highest number 
that I gave. 

Mr. WiLLrAMs. — What water is this you allude to, Mr. Hyde P 

Mr. Hype. —I am supposing that any surface or other water got into 
the conduit. 

Mr. WituraMms. — Filled it up? 

Mr. Hype. — Got in in a measure, so that the electricity came in con- 
tact with it — wouldn't necessarily fill the conduit full. 

Mr. Reep. — Imaginary water. 

Mr. WiLtiAMs. — This is making a well out of your man-hole. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, take a place - where you have surface water. Sup- 
pose you take a place, for instance, like Haymarket square, where 
there is filled land and where you always get water — you can hardly 
keep it out. 

Mr. WiLuiAMs. — You take it as if the whole street were going to 
drain into that man-hole. 

Mr. Hype. -— Not necessarily the whole street, but if you have surface 
water it might get in there. I will explain in regard to that matter 
exactly. For instance, supposing you had a man- -hole at the foot of 
School street here. You have seen'the water come down School street 
— we all have, time and time again. Whenever there is a shower you 
see the surface water coming down School street. Now, they haven’t 
under School street surface sewers enough to carry the water off, and if 
they haven’t the water will flow into a man-hole of that kind. That 
would be a natural tendency, that water would get into it in that way. 
Of course, that is something that wouldn’t occur every day in the year. 

Mr. WILLIAMS. — | simply wanted to know if you framed your ques- 
tion upon a practical basis or whether it simply originated in your imag- 
ination. 

Mr. Hype. — This is a practical case, and something that one of these 
man-holes should be provided against. 

Mr. WILLIAMS. — J] wanted to know whether this -was the witness’s 
idea of a man-hole or yours -— that is all — and it appears to be yours. 

Mr. Hype. — Mr. Brown has spoken in regard to conduits for under- 
ground wires and man-holes in connection with the same and this is 
simply in that line. 

Q. Now, Mr. Brown, what do you call or what is ordinarily called as 
to life, the dangerous voltage | 5 

A. W ell, or dinarily I believe it is spoken of as 1,000 volts. 

(). And as it increases ? 

A. Itis more dangerous. 

@. (By Ald. Hay.) There is a point above that where it is harmless 
again, 1sn’t that so ? 

TA. Well, it depends a good deal on the nature of the current. 

Q. That is, 20,000 volts, if such a thing were possible, is harmless ? 

A. Well, it would depend on the nature of the current. 

@. That is, the current varies a great deal in its innermost nature, 
some currents being more vibratory ‘and others less vibrator y, and what- 
ever occurs it depends on the rate of vibration as to whether it is deadly 
or not. You cannot tell from the voltage just what will ‘be the result, 
but as far as all our practical currents that we are using to-day are con- 
cerned, I think that any and all of them of a thousand Volts are deadly. 
These are the currents that I understand you to refer to. 

Mr. Hype. — These famous currents that Tessler passes through his 
body, going up to 200,000 volts, we have heard of, but there is a very 
careful insulation provided when a man takes that. You wouldn't take 
it or I wouldn’t, but a man scientific enough to do it can arrange it so 
that he can take it. But he provides special insulation for it and has the 
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alternating current, too. .That, I understand, however, is not a practical 
current that comes within the range of the matters you are dealing 
with. 

Q. Now, Mr. Brown, one question I think I did not ask. You were 
speaking about the length of time that it would take to repair an acci- 
dent that might occur to a feed-wire that was in a conduit, and you went 
through the whole operation, describing it, and said it would take in the 
vicinity of twelve hours or something like that. Now, supposing that 
occurred with the wires overhead, as they are now, what would you say 
as to the length of time it would take to make a similar repair ? 

A. Well, I should think that within an hour after the notice was 
given to the emergency crew, it would repair the same kind of a break, 
if it occurred overhead. 

@. Now, we will come to the question of whether there is more or 
less danger of electricity escaping into the earth when your wires are 
underground, in conduits carefully constructed, than there is in the over- 
head system ? 

A. Well, there is more danger in the conduit, underground. Of 
course, if there is a conduit, underground, there is a chance for leakage 
over the whole length of the wire. The overhead construction admits 
of a leakage only at the point of suspension on the pole, which occurs 
about once in every 125 feet. 

Q. (By Mr. WittiaMs.) Will you please explain the last answer 
you have made, in regard to the points involved in the case of the over- 
head wires, being only between pole and pole? 

A. Only at the pole itself where it is suspended, in case of the pole 
construction ; but in the underground construction, it is through its 
whole course, because you have merely the insulation of the wire in both 
cases, — the common insulation of the wire, the insulation that covers 
the wire. Now, in pole construction that insulation has no contact ex- 
cept at the poles, where it is suspended. There it comes in contact with 
an insulator, but at all intermediate points it is merely in contact with 
the air, and that being a practical non-conductor, there is no leakage 
that way ; but in the underground conduit, the wire is suspended through 
its whole length, so to speak, and instead of having an insulator to sus- 
pend it in every 125 feet, it is suspended along its whole length. 

Q. (By Mr. Hype.) In reference to the percentage of leakage, — 
using that term as we ordinarily understand it,—in your judgment 
would the leakage be the greater with the wire above ground or below 
ground ? 

A. 'The leakage would be greater with the wire below ground. 

Q. Now, taking the operation of the road practically as it is to-day 
in connection with the things that occur to the feed-wires, do or do not 
accidents come from them ? 

A. We almost never have any difficulty whatever with feed-wires. 
I don’t remember a case now that I can definitely locate, because it is 
so long ago that it happened. 

Q. Now, with the volume —if that is a proper term to use —of 
electricity that you carry, does or does not the volume carried increase 
the size of the wire ? 

A. It increases the size of wire directly as the volume, provided you 
have the wires separated, so that the radiation is the same. 

Q. Now, take the distance at which you can carry the direct current 
for the operation of cars, — from the power-station, I mean? 

A. Well, that is governed by the amount of wire which it is deemed 
practical to use in operating cars by electricity under our system. Of 
course, it depends upon the cost of copper. Copper is a good conductor. 
We can carry the current through this copper to any point, provided we 
put up enough copper. We can carry it to any point with the limited 
loss which it is necessary to have in any case. You can carry it to any 
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point, provided you put up copper enough to limit the loss to the required 
amount. 

Q. Is there a point, however, of distance when the cost of providing 
this copper becomes such that it is more economical to put up another 
power-station rather than to continue to extend the distance of car- 
rying it? 

A. Yes, there is a point where it is cheaper to put up another power, 
station than to erect more wires. That is governed by the cost 
of copper, the operation of your plant, and other factors of that 
nature. 

Q. Well, dealing with it from a business stand-point, an economical 
or commercial stand-point, what would you say was to-day the practical 
length of carrying electricity from one power-house in the operation of 
street cars ? 

A. Well, it would vary with different conditions, according to what 
price they could buy their copper wire at, and according to how cheaply 
they could operate their plant. Of course, in carrying the current to a 
certain point there is a certain waste of current of pressure. Now, how 
much you can waste depends on how cheaply you can produce the waste. 
If you can produce your current cheaply enough, of course you can 
waste considerably more current than if. it cost you quite highly. 

Q. That is, you can afford to ? 

Ara fy 6S? Sir. 

Q. Well, take it here in Boston, what do you call a practical limit ? 

A. Well, we run on our maximum routes, where we are operating 
to our highest capacity, four to five miles. : 

Q. And do you regard that in a general sense as about the limit that 
it is prudent to undertake ? 

A. Well, on our road I should say it was, but on some roads it would 
not be so. Of course, there is a certain mechanical limit. You have 
got to put up your wire large and strong enough so that it will stand. 
Now, if you were going to run only one car, perhaps, seven or eight 
miles, that construction would perhaps be sufficient, —if you were run- 
ning about a hundred cars at that point it would not be sufficient. So it 
depends largely on the particular cases. 

Q. And, as I understand, with. wires underground the difficulty 
increases? 

A. It increases because you would have to have larger conductors to 
bring about the same results. 

Q. Now, supposing you were putting the feed-wires underground 
and adopted what you believed to be substantial methods of connection 
and insulation, and they were surrounded in the street by gas, water, 
and other metallic pipes, as to whether there would or would not be 
danger of electricity getting from the feed-wires and coming in contact 
with those pipes? Of course that means after it has escaped. 

A. Well, if the electricity got beyond the conduit itself it naturally 
would take to the best conductor in order to return to the power-station. 
This probably would be the pipes of whatever nature they were in the 
immediate neighborhood. 

Q. Supposing with a man-hole near a water-pipe, and your feed-wires 
underground, an are should be formed, and, if you may say so, the 
electricity should break away. Now, whether any danger would come 
to any use of such pipe before you could get there to check it or deal 
with it properly ? 

A. Well, if you had an are between the conductor and the pipe, if it 
was of any considerable size, probably it would puncture the pipe. It 
would depend on how long the are held on —that is, was in connec- 
tion — and the size of the pipe and the size of the are. 

Q. You speak of these ares—over what gap may they establish 
themselves? I am speaking of distance, now. 
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A. It depends largely on the voltage and upon the flow of current. 
That is, the quantity of current helps to maintain the are. 

Q. Well, what would you say, with such a current as we carry, as to 
the length of the gap over which an are might be formed ? 

The CHAIRMAN. — You are speaking now of it being formed through 
one of these wires? (Referring to the feed-wire sample already intro- 
duced. 

Mr. Hype. —Yes, if that were underground. He has testified that 
the are is formed where there is a gap, but he did not refer to the length 
of the gap atall. I was simply asking him over what length of gap an 
are might be formed. 

The WItNEss. — You mean with a wire of this kind, a feed-wire in 
the ground ? 

Ge (By Mro Hype.) aves ssir: 

A. Well, if you had two wires here like this it would not jump from 
one to the other, but if you have‘a contact like that and pull it apart it 
will follow. 

Q. (By Mr. WititAMs.) That is, supposing you should break that 
wire off? 

A. Yes, sir; if you should break it off that is what would happen — 
you would get an are at the point of breaking. To speak roughly in re- 
gard to that I would say that I have seen ares hold for eight or ten inches 
under our pressure, at 500 or 600 amperes. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Now, Mr. Brown, has one of these wires 
ever been known to break, one of these feed-wires ? 

A. Ilcannot say, exactly. I think [remember one case where it did 
break. 

@. In case of fire ? 

A. Through chafing, I believe it was. 

Q. Well, would that be as likely to break underground as it would 
strung along on these poles ? 

A. No, it wouldn’t be likely to break — that is, mechanically; but 
I think what has been referred to is a break in the circuit there on ac- 
count of a leakage; in other words, making a circuit between the con- 
ductor in there and the outside coating, which is practically the same as 
the earth. That lead on the outside is of one polarity and the inside 
conductor is the other, and this 500 volts potential would be across 
that. If you start a leak, on account of moisture, as soon as the current 
begins to flow you get quite a large flame from the electricity passing 
from the inside of the conductor to that outside part. 

Q. In other words, if it was encased within an iron pipe so that it 
came within half an inch of that pipe, if the insulation got rubbed off it 
might make an are there? 

A. Might make an arc, provided there was something to first estab- 
lish it — moisture, for instance. You have to have it started first by 
some conductor. It won’t jump of itselfin free air. You have got to 
have moisture or metal or something of the kind. 

Q. Then that would be rather an improbable condition, wouldn’t it, 
with a pipe like that? . 

A. No, sir; because about all conduits have plenty of moisture in 
them. 

Q. Yes, but the probability of the insulation coming off? 

A. Well, it might be like this, perhaps: If there was a charge of 
lightning, or something of the kind, and there was a needle or pin hole 
made through the insulation and the lead covering. the water would 
follow in through that and establish a current. In return the electricity 
would follow back through into the outside coating. That is one of the 
weaknesses of underground cables, that discharges of lightning may 
come in through the trolley-wire down into the feed-wire underground, 
and when it comes to that point jump right through the insulation to get 
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to the ground in the easiest way, having gone so far. Then the water 
can form a contact through that hole and establish a temporary short 
circuit. 

Mr. Hypr. —It was not my idea that the wire might break, as Mr. 
Williams put it, but simply if there came any such interruption or such 
a connection as you have spoken of, a charge of lightning making a 
hole or contact being formed through the insulation in some such way, 
whether an are might be formed with surrounding metal, such as a pipe, 
for instance, by reason of connecting moisture, and the distance that that 
are might be formed between this conductor and other metals. 

Q. Now, I would like to have you state a little more fully the effect 
of a short circuit upon a main line when the road is in full operation — 
that is, what it may affect. 

A. Well, it will immediately affect the power-station. It will react 
on the power-station just as soon as it occurs, and it may stop the supply 
of current to our whole system. If it is severe enough it will. That is, 
it will disconnect ali the generators from the trolley-wire, and, this 
being done, of course all the cars are stopped. After it is located on a 
particular section it will stop all the cars on that section. 

Q. Now, state a little more fully how it does it. That is, you say a 
short circuit does that at the power-station— by doing what? What is 
the operation ? 

A. Well, it automatically opens the circuit between the generators 
and the trolley-wire. This is done by devices upon the switchboard. 

Q. Well, now, is that powerful enough to affect the engines at all? 

A. It may be powerful enough to slow up the engines for an instant, 
because these automatic devices let go very quickly; and at the same 
time it may injure some of the generators by, for the instant, calling 
upon them for too great a load or more than normal load is; and it may 
cause some weak point to give out. 

Q. Now, take the general contingency of defects which are liable to 
exist in construction, whether they have been overcome and whether, to 
any considerable degree, since the installation of the West End the con- 
ditions have been improved in that respect? 

A. All our line material is of a great deal better order now than ever 
before. We now rarely find a leak on any of our insulators which hold 
the trolley-wires, and the same is true of the insulators which hold the 
span wire, these insulators being on the poles. The glass insulators 
and the Etna compound insulators, which I spoke of before, are made 
much larger and stronger and seldom break. In fact, the work, the 
whole construction, outside the power-station, is much improved over 
two or three years ago. All the methods of suspension are much better 
and the insulation of the trolley-wire into sections is now so perfect that 
we get almost never a leak from one section to another, where six 
months ago it was all we could do to keep them perfect. We now 
rarely find upon our nightly test — we test these sections every night — 
a leak of any kind. 

(). And the dangers from short circuit and matters of that kind — 
whether they have been increasing or diminishing, as we have had more 
experience in the operating of the road ? 

A. We rarely have that now, except perhaps a little local one in a 
motor ; but when that occurs it is merely in the motor and doesn’t affect 
the feeder, because there is a small fuse there which blows instantly, 
and it doesn’t affect anything but that one car. As far as short circuits 
on the trolley-wires go, and on the feeders, especially on the feeders, 
they are a very rare thing. Occasionally we have something of the 
kind in connection with the trolley-wire, not always traceable directly 
to the nature of the trolley-wire itself, but perhaps something external 
to it, like the trolley-pole or something of that kind, which may break 
some of the construction. 
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Y. Now, take the various contrivances which are used on the road 
for one purpose and another, which we purchase and are liable to pur- 
chase —as to the operation of them as compared with what we had 
three or four years ago? I don’t refer to any one thing in particular, 
but am speaking generally. 

A. Well; they are far ahead of three or four years ago. Practically 
three or four years ago there were not any what you would call appli- 
ances— merely experimental things which were being tried to find 
something that really was adapted to our requirements. "Now, we think 
on most of our line construction we have a serviceable article. 

Q. (By Mr. REED.) Mr. Brown, what is the amount of return-wire 
here in the city? Mr. Hyde spoke in his opening of its being a very 
small amount. The return of the Fire Commissioners said about 46 
miles. ; 

Mr. Hype. — You mean above ground. 

Mr. REED. — Yes, sir. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, put that in. 

@. (By Mr. REED.) I mean above ground — excuse me. 

A. You mean overhead return-wires ? 

Q. Yes, sir. 

A. I cannot say for myself what it is, because I haven’t the figures 
in my head, but I suppose the report of the Fire Commissioners is cor- 
~ rect, as it probably came from our office. But you understand that that 
is for all of Boston, and 46 miles distributed over our amount of track 
doesn’t mean many conductors per street. 

Q. Well, the report says 46.7 miles of overhead return-wire ? 

A. Yes, that is probably correct. 

@. Now, when you reckon mileage in that way does that include the 
case of several wires at the same point? That is, if there are four or 
five feeders or return-wires running together, and supposing the feed- 
ers are 105 miles and the return overhead wires are 46 miles —that is,. 
does that 46 miles include the case of several parallel feeders or return 
wires? ‘That is, if there are those total lengths, we will say, of feeders. 
and return-wires overhead, does it mean that each individual wire is a 
part of that amount? 

A. Each individual overhead return-wire is a part of that 46 miles. 

Q. That is, if all the overhead return-wires were stretched out end 
to end they would ageregate that amount ? 

A. Yes, they wo ould. That i is, if there were four parallel in 100 feet 
that would be 400 feet 

Q. Now, have you examined the Buffalo system at all, Mr. Brown? 

A. No, sir; never have seen it. 

Q. You have no knowledge about it yourself ? 

A. Nothing absolute, no. 

Q. That system is running ? 

A. I believe so. 

You haven’t heard about these difficulties, these apparently in- 
superable difficulties that you speak of, in connection with that system ? 

A. I know they have had some trouble, and I know also that they 
don’t have the conditions to meet that we do. You understand that that 
relatively is a small road. 

Ald. HALt.) Well, isn’t Buffalo rather low and right on 
the lake there ? 

A. Yes, but it doesn’t come in contact with salt water. 

Q. But the principal street where this system is in operation — you 
have been there, by the way ? 

A. Merely passed through. Have not stopped there. 

Q. You have not been on the cars ? 

4. No. sir; have passed through there. 

Ga Wy.0u know that they run through narrow and broad streets there 
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and that the land is very low, that there are opportunities for accumula- 
tion of water; snow, and ice, and that sort of thing? 

A. I haven’t examined it personally. 

Q. (By Mr. Reep.) And in Philadelphia they come in contact with 
salt water, do they not? 

A. I doubt if they would be much troubled by salt water there. 

@. You mean in the soil or in the atmosphere ? 

A. J mean the salt water as we get it; say, in all the Back Bay dis- 
trict — filtering in from the river, and the salt water that we get down 
on Atlantic avenue. On all this ground that is made land of course 
this salt water filters in. Take our power-station and dig down to the 
tide-water level, and when the tide is in you will find the water there, 
and as the water goes down it will settle. Take Harrison avenue and 
you will find that those conditions have to be met with, that the ground 
is permeated by water from the bay. 

Q. Isn’t that the case in Philadelphia ? 

A. I don’t know —I am not familiar with Philadelphia. 

@. As I understand you you have never built one of these conduits 
yourself ? 

A. Thave not, have merely looked into the question. 

Q. Then your knowledge of the matter is wholly theoretical, I 
understand ? 

A. No, sir; because I have had direct information. 

Q. Well, as far as you know yourself—I don’t refer now to what 
you have learned from others. 

A. Well, I suppose a man who is in charge of men if he receives a 
report from them can say he knows it. 

Q. Well, he cannot, sir, in law. 

A. Well, then that excludes that. I have received some reports 
from men connected with me on the road as to what they had seen at 
some point, and we of course have talked over this construction and the 
possibilities of the case; and what I have learned from them and what 
I have read I have told you this afternoon. Of course, the construction 
is similar to that construction that you see in the telephone conduits in 
everything except the cable. Now. if you have asection of cable you 
can see practically as much cable as though you saw fifty miles of it. I 
have seen the joints made up. 

Q. Now, you have spoken of the men receiving this shock, and I 
think you said you had received it, and there was a witness testified 
before you, I think, this morning, who said it could only be safely done 
where a man was practically insulated, was wearing rubber boots, and 
that is the case, is it not ? 

A, Well, it is a good deal as he said. It is a good deal like pulling 
teeth — you don’t want it done unless it is absolutely necessary, and you 
don’t want it done then. 

Q. Well, Mr. Brown, would you say it was safe for a man, to his 
health if not his life, to receive a charge of 500 volts through his body ? 

A. Well, it isn’t without risk. I suppose that is what you mean, 
isn’t it? 

That is what I mean. 

There is more or less risk in it. 

Well. did you ever know of anybody being killed by it? 

Not directly from the shock ; no, sir. 

Well, what do you mean by that? 

. Well, if a person is confined in a chair, the same as in a state’s 
prison where they electrocute, of course there a man has no power to 
get away, and the shock is applied continuously perhaps for several 
minutes. If a man is in that condition, cannot get away, and the 
electric current is applied, in the course of time, if it is just enough to 
feel, it will probably kill him, because I think the shock is a nervous 
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shock largely, and any irritation to your nerves, you know, you cannot 
stand for any length of time. 

Q. Did you ever hear of anybody being killed by the electric trolley- 
‘wire P 

A. Iknow of a case where it is claimed that that was the fact, of the 
child who was killed in South Boston. 

What do you mean by *‘ the child” — how old was it ? 

I don’t know what you would call a child. 

A fourteen-year-old boy ? 

It was a boy, as I remember. 

What was the name ? 

Sweeney. 

Will you state the circumstances to the committee? 
AsIrememberthem. Idon’t remember about the fourteen years, 
however. I remember the circumstance. 

Q. According to the newspaper report he was thirteen or fourteen 
years old, I have forgotten which. I have the newspaper right here. 

ie Well, I don’t. consider myself posted very much on “the matter, 
put as I remember the case a boy took hold of one end of a wire, thr ew 
the other end of the wire over the trolley — the wire was placed in that 
position either by himself or his companions — and he grabbed hold of 
the wire tightly. He placed the wire up over the trolley-wire, or some- 
body else did, and he took hold of it, grabbed it tightly like that, with 
contracted muscles, and possibly it had a hook or something on it so 
that he could hold it firmly by. But, at any rate, he seized hold of it 
with a firm grasp and jumped down on to the ground hard, with these 
rigid, contr acted muscles, and of course completed the circuit from the 
trolley-wire to the earth. The current, of course, passed through him 
at a time when the muscles were contracted, and the effect of the cur- 
rent would have been to contract them more. 

. He died in the neighborhood of half an hour in a neighboring 
drug store, didn’t he ? 

A. I don’t know. 

@. Do you know what became of him? 

A. He died. 

Q. Very shortly, and as far as you know it was because of getting 
that charge through him, wasn’t it ? 

A. It was because of the length of time the charge was continued. 

Q. That is to say, having former ly said that 500 Volts were not fatal, 
you now say that it depends altogether on the circumstances whether the 
current is fatal or not? 

A. Certainly. 

Q. Well, that is a pretty important duattiention: 

A. Let me explain that 4 moment—I don’t want to mislead you in 
the matter. I think a man could die from drinking too much water, if 
he started drinking water and kept it up, continuously. It is practically 
the same as far as this current is concerned. It is a nervous shock. 

Q. Well, this boy didn’t want to die, did he P 

A. Allow me to explain that. If I had been there myself I should 
have felt no hesitation in lifting the boy from the ground as soon as it 
occurred, and if I had done that it would have left his muscles so that 
he could have relaxed them and freed himself from the wire. It was 
simply on account of the length of time the current was applied, not on 
account of the shock. 

Q. Well, we cannot expect a West End expert to be travelling 
around thr ough the streets all the time ? 

A. No. Ontheother hand you don’t expect wires to be hanging from 
the trolley-wire for people to take hold of. 

Q. But it happened in this case ? 

A. Oh, yes, sir. 
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Mr. Hyper. — This wouldn’t affect the feed-wire question one way or 
the other. 

Mr. REED. — I don’t know about that. 

Q. Now, Mr. Brown, Mr. Hyde has spoken of the effect that might 
occur from leakage from those return-wires or these feed-wires if they 
were placed in a conduit underground. Now, isn’t it a fact that there 
are electrical instruments of such delicacy that if they are applied to 
the underground conduit or tube, the locality of the trouble can be as- 
certained within a foot or two feet? 

A. Well, you may locate it very closely, but in a practical arrange- 
ment I think you would have todo more than just apply your instru- 
ment. 

Q. Well, what do you mean ? 

A. Because feeders are oftentimes so coupled together that the read- 
ing or‘deflection, or whatever you happened to get from your instrument, 
might indicate several things, and you would have to so separate things, 
as in any course of reasoning, as to locate exactly where the trouble was 
before making an absolute measurement. 

Q. Well, the telephone and telegraph concerns have occasion to test 
their wires for leaks constantly ? 

_ A. Yes, sir; but they have a different system from anything we 
could practically put in ourselves. 

Q. Well, is that soP Aren’t there instruments that can be used by 
you, and that are used in Buffalo, for detecting these leaks with great 
accuracy ? 

A. Yes; but, as I say, the conditions in Buffalo and here are 
different. 

@. Well, you base the difficulty of detecting these leaks, then, on the 
difference in the situation of Boston and Buffalo, and, as to the situation 
of Buffalo, you have testified that really you know very little ? 

A. No; I didn’t say ‘* situation,” — I said ‘‘ conditions,” if I remem- 
ber. Now, I mean by that the electrical conditions. The fact is, that 
we are handling enormous amounts of current, and that our system is 
necessarily very complicated, whereas theirs is practically simple. 

Q. Well, the same thing is done in Philadelphia. Now, | under- 
stand you to say, that the difficulty of testing for leaks in an under- 
ground conduit, in your opinion, is based on the different conditions 
between Boston and Buffalo or Philadelphia? 

A. Please repeat that ? 

Q. Well, you have said there were instruments which were used in 
Buffalo and Philadelphia by which a leak could be ascertained with a 
great deal of accuracy in an underground conduit, but, you say, that 
circumstances in Boston are different, because of salt water, ete. Now, 
then, that constitutes the only difficulty in testing for leaks in Boston, as 
distinguished from Philadelphia;—that is, there is no theorectical 
difference aside from that? Is there? 

‘A. I don’t remember making a statement in regard to the instru- 
ments in Philadelphia and Buffalo. 

Q. Well, I stated it and you said it was so. 

A. I don’t see how I could, because I have no knowledge of the in- 
struments used in Buffalo and Philadelphia. 

Q. Well, aren’t there instruments used in your art by which leaks of 
this kind can be ascertained within a foot or two? 

A. Provided the conductor is in such a connection that it can be 
separately tested. . 

. Referring to the conditions of the environing ground? 
No, sir. 
What do you mean P 
The connection with other conductors. 
Do you mean the location of other wires about there ? 
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A. My point is this, —that along the streets you have connections to 
the trolley-wire. You may have, at another point, a connection with 
another feeder, — a parallel feeder, — and all such things would modify 
your results. 

@. Well, there may be special circumstances where this test cannot 
be satisfactorily applied, but, speaking generally and without regard to 
any of those special circumstances, isn’t it a fact that there are instru- 
ments in your art of such a delicacy that a leak in a conduit, such as is 
proposed, can be ascertained within a foot or two? 

A. Yes. I testified to that fact quite a while ago. 

Q. Now, you speak of this strain on the wire and the dangers of 
fusing, arcing, and some things of that kind. Isn’t that simply and 
solely a matter of copper, Mr. Brown? ‘That is to say, if this wire is 
strong enough, large enough, the increase of pressure isn’t going to 
make any trouble of that kind, is it? I will refer now to the overhead 
feed-wire. I understand that Mr. Hyde contends that there is danger 
when increased pressure or volume of electricity is turned on to a wire 
of fusing, — if that is the correct term. Now, I say, isn’t that a matter 
of the size and strength of the copper wire ? 

A. It would be a question of the size, not of strength. He means 
by that the heating capacity of the current. 

Q. Now, isn’t it a perfectly practical thing to place an underground 
feeder-wire of such a size as to practically nullify the danger of fusion 
from increased volume or increased pressure? ~ 

A. [understand you to include cost in that question ? 

Q. Well, very well, I understand it practically depends on the cost, 
and I understand you to answer yes to that. 

A. No;I1 don’t. I say the likelihood of overheating your cables 
would depend somewhat on the amount of current you were carrying. 

Q. But cannot you put in a wire of sufficient size — don’t you now 
put in a wire of sufficient size — to practically nullify that danger ? 

A. We have no underground conduits at present. 

@. Well, take the overhead feeders ? 

A. Well, there the point was brought out, if I remember, that the 
radiation in the open air, if the wire is suspended, is a great deal more 
rapid than in the earth, where there is no circulation of air to amount to 
anything. 

Q. Allright. Now, isn’t it perfectly possible, allowing for that dif- 
ference, to which I will come a little later —isn’t it perfectly possible, 
by putting in an underground feeder of a greater proportionate size so 
as to counteract that difference in the radiation, to get the difficulty from 
fusion down to the point that it is now ? 

A., If you make it large enough and can afford to do it. 

@. Well, how large would it have to be ? 

A. I cannot tell you. 

@. Have you any idea? Can you say in a general way ? 

A. Well, I shouldn’t care to as testimony, because it wouldn’t be 
accurate, and might be so far from it that it would influence you either 
way in the wrong direction. I don’t think I can tell you. 

Q@. Well, give us a general idea. Would it have to be half again as 
large as it is now, or would it have to be as large as a man’s leg? 

A. It would have to be larger than it is now, considerably larger. 

Q. How large? 

A. I can’t tell you. 

@. That is, you say, solely caused by this difference in radiation 
underground and above ground ? 

a Y eS! 

@. Now, there is one thing Mr. Hyde didn’t ask about that I am inter- 
ested in, and that is the matter of electrolysis. What do you think would 
be the effect as regards electrolysis of putting the wires in a conduit ? 
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A. What wires — the feed-wires? 

@. Will you answer that, please ? 

A, What wires do you refer to ? 

Q. Isay if the feed-wires were put undergrouud ? 

A. I don’t think it would influence it either way appreciably. 

Q. Wehave had two or three experts that thought it would practically 
nullify it? 

A. I don’t agree with them. 

Examination of the witness was suspended until the next hearing. 


Hon. GEORGE FRED WILLIAMS. — Sworn. 


Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Iwillask you, Mr. Williams, if you are em- 
ployed here in any measure by Charles A. Sinclair ? 

A. Mr. CHAIRMAN, I suppose lam here now as my own counsel. This 
is the first time in my professional experience, without a solitary exception, 
that I, when appearing as counsel in court, before a legislative committee 
or anywhere else, have ever met the effrontry and impudence, on the part 
of opposing counsel, to call me to the stand as a witness. I wish to say 
to the committee simply this: I have no objection to testifying in re- 
gard to any matter relevant to this hearing; but it has been one of the 
desires of my later life to examine the gentleman who is counsel for the 
West End Railroad as a witness. [I yearn for that opportunity — and 
particularly with reference to some things connected with this investi- 
gation. JIask, before I take the stand oram called upon to answer a 
single question, to have Mr. Hyde sworn as a witness, in order that I 
may have him later on in the investigation. As I understand it, no man 
can be compelled to testify here, and I have no opportunity to compel 
Mr. Hyde to be sworn or to testify as a witness. I ask that he be sworn 
and I am then ready and willing to go on, putting him in the same 
position I am in here, as sworn counsel — two sworn counsel, either of 
whom may ask of the other questions relevant to the hearing. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Your point is that as counsel you are not 
ready to appear here and give evidence unless the counsel for the other 
side does the same ? 

A. Thatis my point. If he calls meas a witness and I am to be 
subject to examination or cross-examination, I desire to call him. 

Mr. Hype. — The position is simply this: Mr. Williams has been 
sworn and I have asked him a question. That question is either to be 
answered or not answered. Will you answer? 

Mr. WILLIAMs. — Will you answer? 

Mr. Hype. — That has nothing to do with the question. Ihave asked’ 
you a question and you can answer or not as you see fit. I can then 
proceed to the next thing. I have asked you a direct question. 

Mr. WILLIAMS. —I am ready to answer any question he may put to 
me and will be glad to answer him; but I want him sworn, also, that I 
may put him under investigation as to matters relevant to this hearing. 
And I shall not submit to the insult that he offers me here, unless he is 
willing to put himself under examination, and I am then perfectly ready 
to put myself in the same position with him and glad to do it. Now, 
sir, you are afraid to have me cross-examine you. You don’t dare to 
take the stand here before this committee and I defy you to stand up 
here and take the stand and raise your right hand before God, as I am 
willing to do, as to any points connected with this investigation. Now, 
let us hear from you. 

Mr. Hyper. —I have asked the question of the witness and I desire it 
answered. That is all we have before us, now. When he has answered 
that we will come to the next question, if there is any further question 
that I may be obliged to put to him. But he has taken the stand and L 
have asked him a question.

Mr. WittiAms. — I have not taken the stand. 

Mr. Hype. — You certainly have. 

Mr. WILLIAMS. — I have not. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, I will leave that to the committee to judge. 

Mr. Wi.tt1amMs. — Well, that is all I ask. I do not decline to 
answer, but if one counsel is to be put under oath why should not an- 
other be put under oath ? 

The CHArRMAN.—Mr. Williams, were you summoned here as a 
witness P 

Mr. WiLL1AMs. —I was not; no, sir. 

Mr. Hypg. — There is no claim as to this committee, as I understand 
it, at all on the part of any one that the committee has any power to 
make any one appear or to make them testify. I don’t understand that 
that is in the power of the committee. I have called him, the com- 
mittee have had him sworn, and I have asked him a question. I don’t 
understand that I have or that you have the power to make people come 
here. That was my understanding of it. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The Chair will say, as he understands it, that we 
cannot compel any of these witnesses to testify unless they choose, and 
are willing to do so. If Mr. Williams is ready to testify, why the com- 
mittee will hear him, and the committee would perhaps call upon any 
party present here to testify later on, and if they declined, then the 
committee has gone as far as it can go, as I understand. 

Mr. WituiaMs. — Mr. Chairman, the suggestion is a good one. Iam 
willing to do this if Mr. Hyde will agree here and now that if I take 
the stand and testify he will be sworn and will testify. If he will agree 
to that I will go on now, and I will ask for a categorical answer as to 
that. I want to know whether he will do that or not. I have never 
heard of counsel being put under oath, Mr. Chairman. It is a novelty 
to me in this kind of practice or any other kind of practice. But if one 
counsel is to be put under oath and examined, Mr. Chairman, it is 
justice that the other should be put in the same position. I ask no 
odds. I tender myself here to the committee to answer any relevant 
question under oath, and I demand that before I answer one this man 
shall stand up and be sworn to do the same thing. ‘That is all I ask, 
and I don’t refuse to answer any question. I merely want him to put 
himself in the same position that he wishes to put me in; but he comes 
here, coward as he is, and says that this committee cannot compel him 
to testify or anybody else. Now, let him stand up and be sworn. 

Ald, Hatt. — Mr. Chairman, I should take the position that if taere 
is any person in the room here whom counsel or the committee desires 
to hear testify, that we, of course, could request and would request the 
witness or person present to testify, and then, of course, if he saw fit to 
decline or refuse that would be within his power. That would be, I 
understand, within our powers. I should be pleased to hear testimony 
from all the counsel from both sides. 

Mr. WiILLiAmMs. — Why not swear them all ? 

Ald. Hati. —I should like to see them all sworn. I would like a full 
ray of light thrown on this matter. I don’t know what it means, but if 
it means anything turn the light on and turn it on both sides. I only 
wish Mr. Hyde would indicate — 

Mr. Hypr. — There is nothing for me to indicate. Mr. Williams stated 
in the opening that he would not tell for whom he appeared. 

Mr. WILLIAMS. —I did not, sir. 

Mr. Hypr. — Well, the record will show that. 

Mr. WILLtIAMs. —I did not. I said that I was ready to tell the com- 
mittee at any time for whom I appeared, and the chairman said that 
when the committee desired they would ask me. Is not that right, Mr. 
Chairman ? 

The CHAIRMAN. — Yes, sir. 
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Mr. WiLL1amMs. — I deny that statement in foto. If he will talk that 
way without oath, I don’t know what he would do under oath. 

Mr. Hypr.—I would simply like to find out if it is customary to 
swear witnesses at these hearings. I believe this is the first hearing of 
the kind I have attended here where anybody has been sworn. ‘These 
hearings have been quite frequent, as you know, in the past, and I have 
not known of the witnesses who have come up here on various occasions 
being sworn. 

The CHAIRMAN. — It is quite common to have witnesses who appear 
before the committee sworn. 

Mr. Hype. —I simply had not known of its being done. 

Mr. Hai. — Witnesses are frequently sworn before the Committee 
on Claims. 

Mr. Hypr&. —I have come here for the first time, I believe, to hear 
witnesses sworn. I simply desire to state that as my experience. Of 
course I have no objection to it one way or the other. Now, I simply 
desire to say that I am putting in my case and have called Mr. Williams 
and have asked him a question in regard to a matter which has come up 
during the inquiry. His case is in, and I now ask him that question, and 
nothing else is relevant until that is disposed of. 

Mr. WiLt1aAMs.— I ask youif you will be willing to be sworn as I 
have been — if you will be sworn and will testify ? 

Mr. Hyper. —1I have asked you a question and I am waiting for an 
answer. I want you to answer the question. 

Mr. Witiiams. — That is it — you refuse. 

Mr. Hyper. —I haven’t refused or anything of the kind. 

Mr. WILLIAMS. — I ask the committee to make the ruling that just as 
soon as Mr. Hyde will put himself in the same position and will answer 
me under oath, I shall be called upon to answer questions, and no 
sooner. That is what I ask, Mr. Chairman, or that Mr. Hyde will give 
to this committee his word that when my turn comes in rebuttal he will 
appear here and hold up his right hand and be sworn and will let me 
examine him. ‘That is all I ask. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The Chair will say that this is a new experience 
for him, to have counsel appear as a witness. As I understand it, Mr. 
Reed, you were also sworn? 

Mr. REED. — Yes, sir. 

The CuarRMAN. — As I understand it the two counsel representing 
the petitioners or somebody in this matter have both been called as wit- 
nesses, and that unless they choose to testify the committee should not 
feel that they could call upon them to testify. In regard to the question 
which Mr. Williams has asked, as I understood it he wanted the Chair to 
ask Mr. Hyde if he would permit — 

Mr. Wiiiiams. — If he would permit me to examine him under oath 
if he is permitted by the committee to examine me. 

Mr. Hypr.—I don’t understand that that question is before anybody. 
T have called him and have asked him a question and until that question 
is disposed of nothing else is before us, as 1 understand it. 

The CuarrMANn. — The Chair will, then, rule that Mr. Williams may 
testify or not as he chooses. 

Mr. Witirams. — And I understand that Mr. Hyde declines to answer 
the question the Chair has put — that he will not agree to put himself 
under oath ? 

Mr. Hyper. —I haven’t declined — haven’t said one way or the other. 

Mr. WiLLIAMs. — Now, amI not entitled to know whether the counsel 
on the other side is willing that he should be putin the same position 
that Iam put in? Inever have heard before of counsel being put un- 
der oath. Ordinarily in court of law it is objected to when counsel goes 
on the stand. The court rebukes counsel who takes the stand for any 
purpose. 
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Ald. Hai. — He must withdraw from the case if he is to testify. 

Mr. Witirams. — He must withdraw from the case if he is to testify. 
That is the rule pertaining to this matter in courts. Now, here is the 
whole business, Mr. Chairman: Iam an old friend of this West End Street 
Railway Company. I have had its detectives dogging my steps through 
the city of Boston before now when I was trying to expose its corrup- 
tion. I know it, and one of its favorite methods is, when it is attacked 
and attacked justly, attacked in a fair and honorable hearing or in an 
investigation, to turn around to every party interested on the other side 
and try in some way to start a back fire to take public attention from its 
misdeeds. ‘That is the business of this corporation, and I understand 
fully the intended effect of this thing. It is to create a sentiment some- 
where that, in some way or other, this corporation is being unjustly 
attacked. Now, I am willing, Mr. Chairman, and anxious to give to the 
committee full light as to anything I know about this case; but I want 
this man under oath and under my cross-examination as to matters per- 
taining to this business. I want you, sir, and you don’t care to be sworn, 
and you never will see the living day when you will dare to be sworn, 
pertaining to the business of this company. 

Mr. Hype. —I submit, gentlemen of the committee, whether this is in 
response to a question? I have simply asked him a question. 

Mr. WiLit1AmMs. —I do respond, but the gentleman doesn’t respond. 

Mr. Hype. — No, but I have asked you a question, and the only thing 
before us is for you to either answer the question or not. ‘This isn’t a 
stump speech occasion. 

Mr. WILLIAMS. — Yes, it is a stump speech occasion. It is a good 
time to show your purpose, sir, in this whole line of inquiry. 

Mr. Hype. — I submit to the committee, and call for a ruling. 

The CHAtRMAN. — The committee do not feel that they have a right to 
call on the counsel for either side to testify, and if Mr. Williams doesn’t 
choose to answer the question of Mr. Hyde, or if Mr. Hyde doesn’t 
agree to the proposition of the counsel, the committee would have to 
consider the refusal of either — 

Mr. WiLtiAms. — I do not decline, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Hype. — Will you answer the question, now ? 

Mr. Witiiams. — I do not decline. 

Mr. Hypr. — Well, will you answer the question now ? 

Mr. WiitiAMs. —I do not decline, but I understand thatMr. Hyde 
shall have the — 

Mr. Hype. — Will you answer the question now ? 

Mr. WiiirAMs. —I will, sir. I am prepared to answer any proper 
question. 

Mr. Hypr.— The question I asked was whether you were paid for 
being here, in whole or in part, by Mr. Charles A. Sinclair ? 

A. I have received a retainer from Mr. Charles A. Sinclair; yes. 

Mr. Hyper. —I have nothing more to ask. 

The CHAIRMAN. — How about Mr. Reed ? 

Mr. Hyper. —I have no questions to ask of Mr. Reed at this time. 

Ald. HALL. — Do you withdraw from the case, on account of pro- 
fessional ethics ? 

Mr. Hype. —I don’t understand that he is called upon to do that. 
Where he is called upon that rule would not apply. It is only when 
counsel volunteers that that rule applies. 

Mr. WILLIAMS. — Now, that question has been asked of me and I have 
the right, and I claim it now, at any time to stand here in rebuttal of any 
testimony that may be put in from now to the end of the hearing, under 
oath, as a witness. I want that privilege, and that is all I ask; and, not 
only that, but I am going to insist at every possible opportunity that 
this brother of mine get on the stand just as | have been. 
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The CHAIRMAN. — You mean, Mr. Williams, that you insist that you 
shall be put on as a witness at any time ? 

Mr. WILLIAMS. — That I have a right now, as a sworn witness, at any 
time to make a statement under oath in answer to or in rebuttal of any 
further testimony on this point that may be put in. He does not dare 
now to ask me anything further, but later on I may have some further 
statements to make. 

Mr. Hypr. —I have no objections to that.

The committee was called to order at 9.30 A.M. by Chairman 
Foxtsom. Present, all the members of the committee. 
Appearances — Same as before. 


Ropert C. Brown. — Resumed. 


@. (By Mr. Reep.) Mr. Brown, you testified, if I remember 
your testimony, that the radiation of the heat from an underground 
wire was not as great as it was in the air, and that tberefore there 
might be a practical danger or difficulty from sudden access of 
voltage or volume which might fuse that wire. Was that the sub- 
stance of your testimony? 

A. Well, the substance of it was that a wire would get warmer 
with the same amount of current —the same sized wire —in an 
underground passage than it would in the open air. 

@. Well, and didn’t you regard that as a rather serious objec- 
tion to undergrounding a wire — the possibility of arcing or fusion 
there? 

A. Well, it would tend, of course, to overheat the wire. 

Q. Toa ‘dangerous degree ? 

A. Toa dangerous degree. That is, a wire that might be per- 
fectly safe in the open air would be overheated underground. 

Q. Now, wouldn’t it be perfectly practical, Mr. Brown, to guard 
against that by leaden safety plugs in the junction boxes, these 
plugs that would melt when a certain degree of pressure was. 
reached ? 

A. They might do that, but you wouldn’t want your cars stop- 
ping every time a wire got a little too warm. 

Q. Well, I will come to that in a moment. It would be per- 
fectly practical to guard against any danger, would it not? 

A. I don’t consider that a practical arrangement. 

@. You don’t consider a fusible lead plug in a junction box 
practical ? 

A. No, sir, not for railroad service not in a railroad circuit? 

@. Why not? 

A. Weil, from the fact that practice shows it isn’t a practical 
arrangement. 

@. Have you seen those put in use for underground wires to 
any extent? 

A. I have known of fer being tried with overhead wires and 
‘they have been given up. 

@. What was the objection to them? 
A. They were always blowing when you didn’t want them to. 
@. Always what? 
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A. Always melting out when you didn’t wish them to. 

Q. I didn’t understand. 

A. They were melting when they weren’t required to, at a time 
when the emergency didn’t really call for it. 

@. Well, why should it burn out if it is adjusted to a sufficient 
amount of current? If it is adjusted, say, so that it is not to melt 
at an average of 500 volts or amperes, or whatever the safe 
amount is, why shouldn’t it be satisfactory ? 

A. Well, because practically it isn’t satisfactory. 

@. Well, I don’t understand why not, Mr. Brown? 

A. Because the variation in current is very large, and if you 
set your fuse — 

@. You say the variation of current on the West End is very 
large? 

A. The quantity of current; yes sir. 

@. Well, let me see if I understand. Do you mean that there 
is an increase of volume or amperage at different times over the 
same wire? 

A. Why, certainly, if you are carrying ten cars on a wire you 
have more quantity of current than for one. 

@. Well, that, of course, has to be provided for by the size of 
the wire, has it not? 

veel GS, “sir. 

@. So if that is accounted for and allowed for in the lead plug, 
how is that a difficulty ? 

A. Well, you see you have to have a lead plug so large that it 
is practically the same thing as the wire. 

@. Very well— what if you do? It doesn’t cost any more? 

A. Well, you might as well leave it out, then. 

@. Well, it melts at a lower point of temperature than copper, 
does it not? 

A. Well, one practical difficulty with those fuses is that they 
deteriorate quite fast, change under different conditions, and a less 
current at times may cause a local heat that will cause them to 
melt. We have a great deal of trouble that way with fuses. 

@. It is a somewhat expensive device —is that vour idea? 

A. Well, not in itself it isn’t so very expensive, but it is ex- 
pensive practically to maintain. It is a thing that gets out of 
order considerably. 

@. Now, it is for the interest of any electrical power concern, 
of course, not to waste their power, is it not? 

A. Certainly. 

@. And the heating of a wire implies a waste, does it not? 

A. Yes. , 

@. So it would be for the interest of the West End Road or 
any other power concerned to have their copper of such a size as 
to prevent heating, would it not? 

A. Not necessarily. 

@. Well, please explain — why not? 

A. Well, I think I testified in regard to that the other day — 
the fact that there is a limit to which you can heat a wire, and yet 
keep below the cost of the wire; that is, if you can carry your 
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power economically, at a low cost, by using a wire of a certain 
size, you can afford to run the risk of occasionally heating a wire 
of that kind rather than to put in a larger wire. 

@. You just said, in answer to my question, that the heating of 
a wire implies a loss. 

A. It does. 

Q. Now, I don’t understand you when you say that sometimes 
it doesn’t imply a loss? 

A. You must distinguish in your loss just what you mean — [ 
mean a heat loss, a loss of energy. 

Q@. Well, I take it that the transfer of heat into electricity, 
into that other form of energy, not being the form in which you 
want it in the wire, implies a loss. Well, now, would it not be 
more economical — just as it is more economical not to have a 
waste by leakage of steam from a steam-engine -—is it not more 
economical to guard against that loss? 

A. Well, to a certain extent it is, but if the cost of repairing 
the steam-pipe is more than the cost of the leakage, you had bet- 
ter let it leak, hadn’t you, as long as it doesn’t get any worse? 

@. Well, how does that apply? Isn’t the loss from overheating 
very soon going to overtake any increased cost of copper wire 
such as you might have put in? 

A. It depends on what the cost is, interest on the cost, etc. 

@. Now, Mr. Brown, do you know anything about wires being 
underground on Waltham street — do you know anything about 
those wires? 

Which wires do you refer to? 

The wires of the West End Road. 

There are some underground there. 

What are those wires ? 

Those are called return wires — return feeders. 
How are they placed? 

A. They are placed in a wooden trough, fairly well insulated 
from the earth. 

@. For how long a distance do those run underground ? 

A. They run from Tremont street over to Harrison avenue. 

@. A distance of about how much? 

A. Well, it is nearly three-eights of a mile, I should say — I 
wouldn’t be sure. 

@. Why were those put in in that way, Mr. Brown? 

A. It is a convenient way to do it. 

@. You say they are put in a wooden trough — will you de- 
scribe it more accurately ? 

A. It is a wooden box which is lined with pitch and insulating 
material, and the wires are laid in the trough. 

Well, how are they put there’ 

All bundled together. 

That is the return wire? 

That is the return wire. 

Why was that put there? 

Because it was deemed wise to have a larger return con- 
ductor to the power-station. 
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@. Why wasn’t it put overhead and used? 

A. Well, there were several reasons. One was that we wished 
to try this method as an experiment, and another was that the lo- 
cation we had through Dover street was pretty well choked up 
with other wires and we could not go that way, as we wished to, 
and to go up to our other location, Northampton street, would be 
too far. Of course we couldn’t get an overhead right through 
Waltham street, so we had to do this. 

@. Could feeder wires be put in in that way? 

Mee NO, sit. 

@. Why not? 

A. Because there would be too great a pressure upon them. 
This is just the same as the earth itself, mind you. This is the 
return wire. There is almost no pressure upon it at all. 

Q. Well, isn’t that the same? Of course, I don’t know much 
about electricity, but I understand that the same amount of cur- 
rent has to get back ? 

a Ne 6S 

@. That goes out? 

A. Yes, but you see it is under very low pressure. 

@. Well, why isn’t it under 500 voltage? Is the voltage dimin- 
ished by use? 

A. Yes, the pressure has been used up in bringing it to that 
point. 

Q@. Just like water that has got to its level? 

A. Yes, sir; it is very near its level, just returning to the power- 
station. There is no high pressure to carry it or force it through, 
and there is not the resistance. 

@. Now, was that an expensive piece of work? 

A. I don’t know how much it cost. It must have been 
expensive. 

@. Were you in the employ of the West End at that time? 

Ay Y 8, Sif. 

@. You have been there since 1889 ? 

A. Since 1889. 

. Well, what experience had you before that? 

In electric lighting and at a technical school. 

Which school? 

The school at Tufts College I graduated from. 

When did you graduate from there, may I ask? 

In 1888. 

And where else have you been? 

In the employ of the Somerville Electric Light Company. 
I was there a short time before I came upon the West End. 

@. What were your duties there? 

A. At the Somerville Electric Light Company? 

Ceres, ait. 

A. I was lineman there. 

Q. Well, I understood you to say you had had no special 
experience in the undergrounding of wires, no practical ex- 
perience ? 

A. Very little. 
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Q. Now, in regard to this danger from lightning, Mr. Brown — 
just what is that danger? I may have to repeat a little, because I 
haven’t had a chance to run the testimony over? 

A. Well, the result of a charge of lightning often is that it will 
puncture a lead cable to get to the earth. Perhaps it will enter a 
cable through some overhead opening, such as, perhaps, a feeding 
point in a telephone system to a subscriber, or in a trolley system 
to a trolley wire, and the lightning will pass through that con- 
ductor possibly to the cable. Having once entered it it may 
puncture the cable at some weak point, and it has done so in 
numerous cases. I know that is one of the difficulties they have 
to meet with in underground work. 

@. Well, lightning sometimes strikes a wire now, doesn’t it — 
an overhead wire? 

Oh, yes. 

Does it do any harm? 

Very little. 

Simply follows the wire to the lightning arrester? 

Yes. 

And is there turned into the ground? 

Very often; yes, sir. 

It would be perfectly possible to have lightning arresters in 
these conduits, would it not? 

A. Well, it probably would be — probably it would be a neces- 
sity. 

Q. Well, just as it is now with the overhead wires, where they 
have a lightning arrester ?g 

A. Well, that practically is an opportunity for the lightning to 
discharge itself into the earth. 

@. When a great discharge comes it operates to open a circuit 
in some way, and it goes into the earth. 

A. Well, to complete a circuit, really. 

@. Yes, to complete it with the earth, but breaks the circuit on 
the wire ? 

A. It might do so; yes. 

@. Well, now, I understand you to say with regard to that 
heating of wire, that heating a wire is, on general principles, a 
waste of energy, but that it may be better to lose power that way 
than to put the money into an extra amount of copper — that is, 
that power is cheaper than copper? That is substantially your 
answer? 

A. It is possible to do that; such an arrangement is entirely 
possible. 

@. Yes, it is possible, and those are the tircumstances in which 
it would be cheaper to do that — where power was cheaper than 
copper? 

A. Well, roughly, that would be it. 

@. That is, roughly, if you lose an amount —we will just say 
for the sake of round numbers — if you lose an amount of $5,000 
in the way of power from the overheating of wires in a year, that 
may pay if it would cost you $6,000 to put on big enough wires to 
stop the heating? That is, it would save you $1,000? 
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A. Well, I don’t think that is just it. 

Q@. Well, that is a very rough case, I know, but isn’t that the 
principle ? 

A. Well, you want to consider, perhaps, the interest on your 
investment and depreciation, and all things of that kind. Roughly, 
that is the idea, of course. 

@. But still, speaking generally, it is hardly business-like, is it, 
to have a steady leakage of that kind? Wouldn’t it be likely 
pretty soon to overtake what you gained? Because, of course, if 
you once put your copper on, if you once have a large enough 
copper wire, you have done with it, and if you had the leak all the 
time I should think it would hardly be a business principle to al- 
low it to continue or to allow the possibility of its continuance? 

A. Well, I suppose that is the method pursued in all kinds of 
business. I don’t know that we have any machinery that is per- 
fect, you know. ‘There is a loss somewhere. 

@. Well, don’t they get it as nearly perfect as Stneye o can? 

A. Yes, sir; certainly. 

@. I have an impression that just as soon as an engineer on a 
marine engine, or any other engine, saw a waste of steam he would 
raise a kick about it and have it fixed, as it would mean a loss of 
power? 

A. Well, it might cost more to repair that leakage than would 
be lost, perhaps, in ten years. 

@. Well, that seems hardly possible. It may be so, but it seems 
hardly possible. Now, do you know about the electric power con- 
duit in Springfield ? 

A. No, Ido not. 

@. Do you know that the United Electric Company runs there 
a conduit underground, a 1,500-volt current? 

A. Well, I know they had a conduit there. I have heard it 
spoken of, but lately I haven’t heard anything definite about it. 


@. Well, have you heard that they haven’t it? 

A. No, I have not. 

Q. You haven’t heard anything more than they had it? 

A. That is all. 

Q. And how about Pittsburgh? 

A. I believe they have an underground conduit there. 

Q. Of the Alleghany Electric Company, with 1,500 volts. Now, 


do you see any reason why that is less practicable here than it 
would be there? 

A. Well, those are on lightning circuits, mind you. 

@. Yes — how does that make a difference? 

A. There they have a double metallic circuit. The insulation 
there is entirely between conductors, not between the conductor 
and the earth. 

Q. Well, how would that effect these various difficulties that 
you speak of in the way of overheating wires, etc. ? 

A. Well, those 1,500 or 15,000 volt currents which you speak 
about, those high-tension currents — 

Q. Fifteen hundred. 

A. Fifteen hundred are currents of small capacity. 
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@. Run on a small wire, you mean? 

A. The quantity of current does not vary much. It is an alter- 
nating current. 

@. You mean that they are alternating currents? 

A. Probably. 

@. Well, won’t they heat the wire just as much? 

A. Certainly, but they are currents that don’t vary much in 
quantity. They are small currents, anyway — that is, probably 
they are. 

@. I know that at Springfield is an alternating current, but [ 
don’t think the one at Pittsburgh is. 

A. I think that is, because that is the home of the alternating 
current, because that is where it is more used, probably, than any- 
where else. 

@. Now, Mr. Hyde says the company —the West End — 
contemplate putting in the alternating current? 

ast) LOS: 

Q. So that, of course, would make the plan more feasible, if 
that were done? 

A. If they ever put it in? Well, Iam not prepared to state 
under what conditions they would put it in. 

Q. Well, these difficulties that you say exist in Springfield and 
Pittsburgh, because they use the alternating current, could be 
done away with here, if they did use the alternating current, could 
they not? 

A. I think you misunderstand me. I merely stated incidentally 
that it was the alternating current. 

@. Well, you said that that made a difference in the overheav- 
ing. 

wn No, simply that it is a small amount of current, and of 
course, that makes a difference in the heating. 

Q. I know, but you said that this was an alternating current, 
that it went on a small wire and that the volume varied very 
little ? 

A. Yes. That there is a small volume, as it is used for electric 
lighting. It is not used for railway purposes at all. 

@. Now, couldn’t they on the West End, if they adopted the 
alternating current, on a small wire get a great voltage and pres- 
sure, where the volume would vary very little? 

A. No, the conditions would not apply to our system at all. 

Q. Now, about the testing machines I spoke of, it is a fact, is 
it not, that leaks on the trans-Atlantic cable can be detected 
within a few hundred feet? 

A. I believe so. 

(). Over that vast distance of 3,000 miles? 

A. I believe so. 

@. Then it is beyond question that leaks could be very easily 
detected within a short distance on a system of this kind? 

A. I think likely; yes. 
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GEORGE W. MANSFIELD. — Sworn. 


@. (By Mr. Hype.) Your full name, Mr. Mansfield ? 

A. George W. Mansfield. 

@. Your occupation ? 

A. I am at present agent of the General Electric Company. 

. What have you been engaged in for a number of years, 
briefly ? 

A. I graduated in 1882 from the Institute of Technology and 
at once went to New York; went in with the Daft Electric Light 
Company, who at that time were experimenting with electric 
motors for street railway purposes, and I have continued in that 
line of work eyer since. IJ have had an experience of some four- 
teen years. I have been continuously engaged upon all sorts of 
engineering questions in connection with electric railways, but of 
recent years have devoted more time to the financial side of the 
question than heretofore. 

@. With what company have you been in recent years? 

A. With the Cleveland Electro-Motor Company, of Cleveland, 
and then with the Thomson-Houston Electric Company, and now 
with the General Electric Company. 

@. And how many roads have you been connected with — I am 
speaking now of electric street railways — during that time, ad- 
vising and consulting and actually in charge? 

A. Well, when I first went with the Thomson-Houston Company, 
Thad charge of all of their electric railway engineering, and while 
in that position had charge of the construction and equipping of all 
the electric roads that that company was building and all of the 
men building them. I should say that in that way I had connec- 
tion with fully a 100 electric roads around the country. Since 
then I have had more intimate connection with roads outside of 
the company on my own personal basis — I should think fifteen or 
twenty of them, or thirty —I don’t know —I never counted them. 

@. In the matter of applying electricity as it has been applied 
to these roads do you know any one who has had more experience 
than you have had? 

A. Modesty steps inthere. Oh, Ihave had connection, I think, 
with as many as any one else in the country. 

@. Now, Mr. Mansfield, I should like to have you, ina brief 
way, because we have covered a good dealof ground here, explain 
just how a street car is operated by electricty, starting at the 
power-station after the power has been generated. I don’t care to 
have you elaborate too much in detail, but that will then enable 
me to ask the following questions. 

al. Well, in the simplest language it might be explained in this 
way, that there is a positive and negative pole of a piece of 
machinery called a dynamo, which generates electricity,.just the 
same as a positive and negative pole of an electric battery, 
which every one is familiar with. Now, one wire is laid out from 
the positive pole and is called the overhead wire — whether the 
trolley wire or the feeder wire it makes no difference ; that is one 
pole, the positive pole. Every wire overhead is connected to it. 
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The negative pole is laid out usually underground and is connected 
to the track wherever the tracks are, or if there are any feeders 
necessary for the track then they are all connected with the track, 
and all that is called the negative pole. Now, we know that we 
get no results unless we connect those poles outside, positive and 
negative, or the overhead system and the underground system. 
Now, we connect them and get our beneficent results by placing an 
electric car in between the positive pole and the negative pole. 
The current then comes down, flows down from the positive pole 
through the trolley arm into the controlling mechanism of the car 
and through the motor to the negative pole, to the ground, and 
thence back to the dynamo. In that way the circuit is established 
and there is a continual flow from the positive pole, through the 
overhead system, through the car, down to the track, back to the 
negative pole, at the dynamo. And so you can keep that up just 
as long as you wish to operate it. 

@. Now, the positive current is spoken of as the feeding cur- 
rent and the wires that carry it as the trolley or feed wires? 

A. The trolley feed wires. 

(). And the other, the negative, are called the return? 

A. Yes, sir; the return feed wires. 

@. And one represents the positive pole and the other the 
negative? 

A. Yes. 

@. Now, taking the positive pole, the feeding in of the elec- 
tricity, with the insulation that is now adopted, is there much of 
any leakage? 

A. Very little. 

@. Now, with the return current or the negative, which is in the 
earth, do you get more leakage there ? 

Mr. Reep. — Now, Mr. Chairman, that is very leading. 

@. (By Mr. Hype.) Do you or do you not. 

Mr. Rerep. — Well, that is just as leading, Mr. Hyde. 

Mr. Hype. —I don’t know what his answer will be, one way or 
the other. 

Mr. Rerep. —I have been apprised to examine my witnesses in 
accordance with the general rules of evidence. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, state the question as you would like to have 
it put and I will put it just as you want it. 

Mr. Reep. —I have forgotten the question now, but I know the 
evidence at the last hearing — that the questions you put at the 
last hearing, were exceedingly leading. 

@. (By Mr. Hype.) Whether or not in the return current of 
the negative pole there is more or less leakage than there is in 
connection with the feeder or positive pole? 

A. We don’t care for the leakage in the negative pole. The 
whole current must go back by the wires or the rails or the earth. 
There is no leakage to the earth. We only speak of leakage when 
electricity escapes from some wire to the earth when we don’t want 
it to escape to the earth. 

@. Well, you have a return wire leading back to the power- 
station. 
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Yes, sir. 

Now, does all the current go back by that wire? 

Not all of it. 

The balance goes how? 

By the rails. 

Or — 

Or by the earth. 

Now, will you state how feeder wires are practically used 
and the service they render ? 

A. The amount of electricity which is used to propel the cars is. 
so large that the wire which we specifically call the trolley wire 
isn’t of sufficient capacity to carry all of this electricity. There- 
fore, to supplement the trolley wire we run out from the power- 
house what we call the trolley feeder wires. ‘Those feeder wires. 
are usually strung along upon the iron poles at the side of the 
street, and from those supplemental wires or feeder wires we take 
what we call ** tap ’’ — that is, smaller wires from the feeder wire to 
the trolley wire. It is exactly like a system of water-works, 
almost. You have one big wire, one big pipe, in one place, and 
you feed from that big pipe by means of smaller pipes to the other 
smaller pipes or main pipes in the side streets, etc. 

@. About how far apart are those taps? 

A. Well, they vary according to the number of cars and the 
amount of electricity that we want to get from our feeder wires 
into our trolley wire. ‘They are usually in the crowded sections of 
the city perhaps 300 to 500 feet apart. 

@. Now, is the feeder wire insulated or not insulated ? 

A. The feeder wire is always insulated. 

Q. Now, in making the tap that you speak of how is it done? 
Describe it to the committee, please — whether it is an insulated 
tap or not. 

A. The tap wire is almost always an insulated wire. It is 
twisted upon the main feed wire and soldered and then ordinarily 
leads down through the switch upon the pole, thence out to the 
trolley wire. ‘The use of the switch — the purpose of the switch is 
to enable any person who understands it to cut off the electricity 
from any section of trolley wire which he desires to. That is, in 
case of a fire or in case of any trouble or disaster on a certain 
given section of the street, if it was deemed advisable to cut off 
the current of electricity from that section of trolley wire, then 
any ope who was authorized to do so could go to this pole and by 
simply pulling the switeh cut off the current that is flowing through 
the tap to the trolley wire and feeding it. 

Q. (By Ald. Hatx.) Doesthecurrent continue in the feeder wire ? 

A. That continues in the feeder wire. 

Q. The cut-out is only for the trolley? 

A. Only for the trolley, but there are similar switches placed 
at other intervals, wherever convenient and advisable in that 
feeder wire also. 

(By Mr. Hype.) That is, dot understand you that there 
are two switches, one on the feeder wire and the other on the 
trolley wire? 
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A. One on the feeder wire and one on the tap leading to the 
trolley wire. 

@. Now, you speak of the feeder wire as being an insulated 
wire. Now, as to this insulation: when men are_ working 
around it whether they do or do not get a shock from the feed 
wire? 

A. Oh, they couldn’t get a shock from the feed wire. It is a 
thoroughly well insulated wire, usually called three-ply insulation. 
There are three layers of braids put upon the feeder wire and then 
that is soaked with some bituminous compound, rendering it 
water-proof and thus rendering it insulated, as the most common 
means of leakage of electricity from any wire is by means of 
moisture, and as long as you keep and can keep the moisture from 
the wire itself, from the metal itself, you have then got the wire 
well insulated. Now, men who are working about this insulated 
wire never have a thought as far as getting any shock is con- 
cerned. In fact, they never worry themselves about it, even 
handling the trolley wire. 

@. Now, take the voltage, which is commonly used in propel- 
ling cars by the present system — what is the voltage? 

(). Five hundred volts. 

@. Have you ever taken it yourself? 

A. Repeatedly; yes, sir. 

@. A number of times? 

A. Oh, a great many times. Several years ago, when this 
question of the safety of 500 volts to human life came up, I made 
an experiment in the interest of science down at our works at 
Lynn. I commenced at 100 volts and took the positive and nega- 
tive poles in my hands at 100 volts. Well, I stood that. Then I 
had it increased fifty volts. I stood that, and kept on increasing it 
fifty volts, until it got up to 375 volts. Then it became unpleas- 
ant. I think I could have taken it up to 500 volts without any 
serious inconvenience, but my love for science departed then and 
I stopped. You can take 500 volts and possibly 750 volts and 
maybe more, instantaneously, but you will see that I had con- 
tinued to take it and the continued application is what will make 
you sick more than anything else. I became very sick to my 
stomach after a while, because I had taken so much. 

@. Do you remember the name of the New York man who, for 
the Legislative Committee, went out to the Allston station and 
took the voltage there ? 

A. I don’t remember that man, unless it was McQuesten. 

@. Mr. McQuesten — that was the man. 

A. Yes, he did it. And there was another case out in Ohio. 
There was a Mr. Elmer Morris — 

@. (By Mr. Reep.) I don’t suppose you know of Mr. Mor- 
ris of your own knowledge, do you? 

A. Yes, sir, Ido. He was in my employ at the time. 

@. Did you see this experiment? 

A. I did not, but I knew he was going to do it and he said he 
would do it, and he went and did it. 

Mr. Reep. — Well, I have no objection. 
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Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Go on. 

A. He went out in the presence of most of the council, the 
mayor, the sheriff, and a good many others who were there at the 
time, and boldly took a current right off from the poles. His 
hands, I presume, were tougher and harder than my hands are 
now, and some men, where their skin is dry, can stand the 500 
volts. Others, with moist hands, cannot stand it so easily. 

@. Now, take the men who are constantly at work repairing 
these wires — whether they are constantly receiving these shocks 
or not? 

A. They are, all the time. In fact, they are playing pranks on 
each other, and concealing wires so that often a fellow will sit on. 
one, or something of that kind. They don’t consider the current 
any more dangerous than an engineer considers the heat from his 
boiler or his engine dangerous. 

@. Now, you may state, with the constant inspection kept 
upon these wires as they are hung through the city, whether, 
if the insulation becomes imperfect by wearing off or giving way, 
it is readily detected ? 

A. Well, it can be seen at once. Of course, the inspectors 
— and I presume they are inspectors, in fact I know they are — 
can readily see the wires, and can see if the insulation is rotting 
and falling away trom the wire. I have seen it on the wires all 
through the city here and in other cities, on old telephone and 
telegraph wires, and on electric-light wires, where the braiding 
had become unwoven after decaying, and was hanging down from 
the wires. It is very easily seen and can be repaired. 

@. Now, which of the common wires in use carry the highest 
voltage? 

A. Electric-light wires. 

And what kind of electric-light wires ? 

The are-light wires. 

And what is the ordinary voltage of the are-light wires? 
Three thousand volts. 

And how is that as to danger? 

Well, that would be probably fatal, although there are 
cases known where men have taken even that voltage and lived. 

@. Now, we will take the feed wire which is constructed for a 
line of cars — take any street in Boston, if you please, take one 
of the larger, one of the main lines, that is, as to size, with refer- 
ence to the amount of business done—is there a proportion 
between them? 

A. Yes, sir; there is, always has to be. You would not want 
to put in a wire an inch in diameter where one a quarter of an 
inch would do, because the larger one would cost you a good deal 
more than four times as much. 

@. Supposing, on the other hand, that a quarter of an inch 
would not answer? 

A. Well, then you would have to put on a half inch, or else 
two of them. 

@. Well, is that matter thoroughly understood among the prac- 
tical electricians who are in charge of construction ? 
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A. Oh, thoroughly understood. They can proportion the wire 
by calculation to the amount of load they will have to carry by it. 

(@. And therefore the feed wire is adjusted to the volume that 
is expected ? 

A. Yes, sir; adjusted to the amount of electricity they wish to 
carry on their wire to accomplish certain given work in the streets 
— moving, say, five cars, ten cars, or anything of that kind. 

@. Now, what is the greatest strain you put a feed wire to, 
under what circumstances? 

A. Well, in electric railway work. 

@. I mean on an electric railway ? 

A. There are a great many circumstances calling for an excess 
of current. ‘The load —and when I say ‘* load” I mean the num- 
ber of cars requiring electricity — is constantly fluctuating and be- 
comes a much more uncertain factor than in any other line of elec- 
tric wire work that I know of. A man who originally plans a 
feed wire system and finally determines to put up a certain amount 
of copper to do a certain amount of work takes, of course, what 
is given him — the average number of cars he will use — and then 
he puts up enough copper to handle that average load, because 
the average load is the amount that he can plan for most econom- 
ically with the greatest length of time. Now, undoubtedly there 
will be, and there always are, cases where the load is twice or 
even three times the average. That may arise from a number of 
causes. First, a fire breaks out in a given section and perhaps 
all of the cars have to go around on another street, unexpectedly ; 
and secondly, the snow-storms may come a great many times during 
the winter, and a car takes almost always twice, if not three times, 
the amount of power during a snow-storm that it does during 
ordinary conditions ; and thirdly, a parade or a picnic or a holiday, 
or some occasion which calls for an excessive number of people 
on a given street, comes. ‘Those conditions are not the ordinary 
conditions, but they impose loads upon the carrying capacity and 
call for a greater amount of current than the average. Now, that 
extra amount of current heats the wires and cannot help it. But, 
still, it would not be a wise thing to provide continuously for those 
excessive conditions, because if you did you would be putting up 
three or four times the amount of wire, costing you three or four 
times as much money and remaining as a permanent, fixed charge 
upon the system continuously, when perhaps it would not be used 
more than a tenth or twentieth of the time. ‘Therefore the 
original plan has to plan for the average or sometimes even below 
the average conditions. 

Q. Now, when you are heating your wires by excessive loads, 
with the wires overhead, what happens? What becomes of the 
surplus heat? 

A. Well, the heat is dissipated in the air. That is, if the wire 
is overheated, the heat radiates rapidly and you can heat your 
wire, perhaps, to a temperature of 50 or 100 degrees, 150 or 200 
degrees, perhaps, above the temperature of the “surrounding air, 
and it doesn’t do much harm to the insulation, because the radia- 
tion is so rapid, keeps going right on. 
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The wire is always surrounded by the atmosphere ? 
Of course. 

And a process of radiation is constantly going on? 
A. Exactly, the same as with a hot piece of iron. 

@. Now, supposing you put those feed wires underground with 
the best form of encasing them that you know of, take the Best 
form, what will be the effect when they heat up? 

A. Well, the effect would be precisely as if vou took a piece of 
wrought iron and heated it to a red heat and held it up here in the 
air so that the wind could blow by it. It would keep cool, com- 
paratively — that is, you could apply a good deal more heat to it 
than otherwise; but if you should wrap that all up in some sort of 
asbestos, or some incombustible material, or a combustible mate- 
rial that would be around it and would close it up inside, that heat 
would be retained, would not be dissipated, and would lead to the 
melting of the conductor or the burning up of the insulation and 
everything. That is, I simply use the iron to illustrate, but that 
is what the effect would be on the wire. 

@. Now, if that were carried to snch an extent as to cause 
damage, how would the damage arise, and what would it consist of ? 

A. Well, if you put the same amount of copper underground 
in a lead-encased cable, and in an iron duct that you put over- 
head, or that you have got overhead to-day, I have no doubt but 
that at the time of a snow-storm or of excessive load you would 
melt out a great many of those cables, those copper conductors, 
and because of the fact that you have that conductor underground 
and in contact with the earth, which is the negative pole, if that 
melting was carried to such an extent as to impair the use of the 
insulation you would have in addition what we would call a short 
circuit — that is, where the overhead system and the underground 
system have come together, causing a short circuit, by means of 
the melting of the insulation —and that might bring about very 
serious results, very serious results. Of course, while this wire is 
hanging overhead that short circuit can never occur, because this 
conductor, if it is heated so hot that it melts, simply melts apart 
and the ends drop down — may not drop on to the earth, but are 
readily found, — but if both the wires are underground, the posi- 
tive and negative, and this insulation is melting, then the positive 
wire comes ‘directly in contact with the groune, “which is the nega- 
tive pole, and you have this short circuit which may melt a hole in 
the ground as big as a bushel basket, a barrel, or more. You have 
no conception of the amount of heat or the amount of power that 
is generated at the time of that short circuit. I have seen a flame 
six or eight feet long shoot up from a short circuit of that nature. 
You must remember that you are not dealing with the small power 
in these incandescent lamps, but, perhaps, one hundred times as 
much in every case. In some of these cases there may be 500 or 
1,000-horse power, and when it comes to that intense heat of the 
’ electric are it melts everything, and if it should be in a conduit 
with other miscellaneous wires I should be inclined to think that it 
would melt every wire in the whole conduit up. There is no rea- 
son why it shouldn’t. 
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Q. Now, what would be the effect as to the stopping of busi- 
ness on the road, supposing they should overheat and melt and 
you should get a short circuit, or if you didn’t go to that full ex- 
tent, perhaps? 

A. Well, if the short circuit came, of course that would stop 
that section of the road, and it would have to be cut out. If you 
had other feed wires that escaped the trouble you might throw the 
load on to them for the time being. 

@. Might feed around? 

A. Might feed around. 

@. Now, you have spoken of what might occur by the short 
circuit or the forming of the arc by overheating. Would that ex- 
tend beyond the points of the are or the contact — that is, I mean 
farther down either way? 

A. Oh, yes, of course the moment the short circuit is established 
that are might run right along for 100 feet. I have seen an are 
established that way, and I don’t know but what a great many of 
the committee here have seen it, at the time of the old Bently- 
Knight conduit system they tried out on the Back Bay. I remem- 
ber seeing an arc established between the conductor and the sides 
of the conduit, perhaps three or four inches apart, and this flame 
went right along the street and a man chased it with a stick and 
tried to put it out. And that would occur a great deal more 
readily in an underground conduit system than it would in an open 
conduit of that kind. 

@. Take the cut-offs that you have spoken of where you cut off 
the electricity at the taps or where you cut off the feed wires — in 
case of fire are those desirable things to have? 

A. Oh, yes, sir; it is quite essential to have them. 

@. Have they been improved ? 

mane y 65,810. 

@. Now, take the insulating joints used in those cases, to 
what degree of perfection as to protection or safety have they 
reached — for the purpose of cut-offs, I mean? 

A. You mean the ones on the poles? 

@. Yes, on the street, I mean. 

A. Well, they have got to that state where any man who has a 
key to the box can go and opeu the box. 

@. And after it is opened how successful would the man oper- 
ating it be in cutting off the current? 

A. Oh, absolutely so. 

@. And therefore there would be no danger from them at a 
fire ? 

A. The trolley wire and that section of the feed wire becomes 
absolutely dead. It is just the same as any piece of dead wire 
that is hung up there temporarily, anything of the kind. There is 
absolutely no electricity init. It is perfectly safe to handle and 
throw about as you please. 

(). And in cities they are generally put in? 

A. Yes, sir; always put in. 

@. Now, will you state what experiments have been made in 
attempting to put these feeder wires underground ? 
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A. Well, feeder wires of electric railways? 

Q. That is what I mean. 

A. There have been a number of experiments. They were 
tried in Minneapolis, St. Paul, and Buffalo, and are now being 
tried somewhat in Philadelphia; but none of them have as yet, in 
my opinion, proven their success. It is a question that it takes 
time to demonstrate, and when I say ‘‘ time” I don’t mean one 

ear — I mean four or five years. 

@. (By Mr. Rrep.) What places did you say? 

A. Minneapolis, St. Paul, Buffalo, and Philadelphia. 

@. (By Mr. Hype.) Has there been decided progress made in 
this matter in the last four or five years? 

A. Well, generally speaking, for all other wires outside of 
feeder wires for electric railways, there have been good steps in 
advance made. But the electric railway is the latest great electri- 
cal introduction, and that step has not been demonstrated success- 
fully to my mind. But it may be in the future. As I say, it 
takes a long time to get at the right and the proper system. But, 
even then, I think, there isthe question of permanency after it is 
once located, and there is also the question of new methods com- 
ing in, all of which would militate against any successful system 
on the present basis. é 

Mr. Hypr. — Mr. Chairman, I would say that there is no one I 
know of more thoroughly up in this question, practically, than Mr. 
Mansefield, and if there are any questions the committee would 
like to ask, as we shall call no other witnesses upon this question, 
this would, perhaps, be a good time for them to do so. 

@.-(By Mr. Rerep.) Now, Mr. Mansfield, Mr. Hyde has 
stated at three different times in this hearing that there was no 
question that this thing could be done, that it was merely a ques- 
tion of expense. What would'you say to that? 

Mr. Hype. — I have not stated it in quite that way, Mr. Reed. 

Mr. Reep. — Yes, sir; you stated it in just that way — that no 
one claims that it cannot be done, but that it is a matter that 
involves a good deal of expense. That is one statement. 

The Wirness. — Well, I should judge that Mr. Hyde meant 
that, irrespective of all financial consideration and inasmuch as a 
man doesn’t think anything is impossible, it can be done. But I 
should hardly agree with him in that broad statement. It might 
be done at a very great expense. 

@. (By Mr. Reep.) Now, do you know that the West End 
Road within a year had submitted, through their engineer, Mr. 
Pearson, to the Board of Directors, plans which showed how this 
might be done? 

A. No, sir, I do not. 

@. You have no knowledge of that? 

A. No, sir. 


Rospert C. Brown — Resumed. 


Mr. Reep. —I will ask you if you know that, Mr. Brown? 
Mr. Hype. —I will ask how Mr. Brown would know about 
that? 
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Mr. Reep. —I desire to ask Mr. Brown that question. It 
occurred to me to ask him if he knew of that. 

The stenographer repeated the question. 

Mr. Reep. — Plans and estimates for the whole city north of 
Eliot street? 

Mr. Brown. — I know thal the company has looked into the 
question of underground feeders. 

Mr. Reepv. — Please answer that question, Mr. Brown, if you 
can. 

Mr. Brown. — Please repeat the question. 

Mr. Hype. — Which ‘‘ tended to show,” I think, might be a 
better question. 

Mr. Reep. — I have put the question in that way and I would 
like it answered. 

Mr. Hypr. — Mr. Brown, I think, would have no knowledge on 
that subject in connection with this business. He does not know 
what may be said or done in the Board. 

Mr. Reep. — Well, if you are saying this for the purpose of 
coaching him — 

Mr. Hype. — Not at all. 

Mr. Reep. —I think you are. 

The Cuarrman. —I think there had better be an answer given 
by the witness, and without comment. 

Mr. Reep. — Will you answer that, Mr. Brown, please? 

Mr. Brown. — Well, I don’t think that that has been done 
within a year; no, sir. 

Mr. Reep. — Don’t think what has been done? 

Mr. Brown. — I don’t think Mr. Pearson proposed that plan 
within a year; no, sir. 

Mr. Reep. — Well, within fourteen months — say, a year ago 
last February, for instance. 

Mr. Brown. — I couldn’t be sure. 

Mr. Reep. — Well, do you think, do you know, they have done 
it fairly recently, within two years, or anything of that kind? 

Mr. Brown. —I know a plan has been talked of. 

Mr. Reep. — Do you know that Mr. Pearson submitted plans 
and estimates within two years, showing how that could easily be 
done? 

Mr. Brown. — I do not know it; no, sir. 

Mr. Reep. — And do you know that Mr. Whitney, the then 
president, favored it? 

Mr. Hyper. — That is not evidence. 

Mr. Reep. — J ask him if he knows so? 

Mr. Hype. — It isn’t any evidence if he does know. 

Mr. Reep. — Well, answer the question, Mr. Brown. 

Mr. Hype. —I1 submit that whatever views men of the road 
may have upon a question at one time and another has nothing to 
do with this hearing. ) 

Mr. Reep. — It casts a very interesting light on this question, 
however, Mr. Hyde. - 

Mr. Hype. — Well, I don’t think it is material one way or the 
other. 
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Mr. Reep. — It is simply a matter of Mr. Brown’s knowledge. 

The Cuarrman. —If he were present and heard any discussion 
between the electrical engineer, Mr. Pearson, and the West End 
Road, or any officer in charge, I don’t see any objection to his 
stating what was said with reference to the undergrounding of the 
wires or a change of the system. 

Mr. Brown. —I am not informed in regard to that. 

Mr. Rrep. — You don’t know whether Mr. Whitney favored it? 

Mr. Hyper — He says he is not informed on the question. 

Mr. Reep.— Perhaps he didn’t understand. You say you are 
not informed whether Mr. Whitney favored it? 

Mr. Brown- — No, sir, I am not. 

Mr. Reep. — Do you know that Mr. Pearson did? 

Mr. Hype — Well, call Mr. Pearson. I submit, Mr Chairman, 
that if he wants to know Mr. Pearson’s views, he should call him. 
He cannot get Mr. Person’s opinion in any such method as this. 
If he wants Mr. Pearson’s views, he must call Mr. Pearson. 
Mr. Brown can only testify as to his own knowledge, and not in 
regard to pure hearsay, what he has heard from somebody else. 

The CHarrMANn. —I think if the witness declines to answer, if 
he hasn’t the knowledge upon which to base his answer, it may be 
reserved to Mr. Reed to meet that part of the case later on in 
rebuttal, if he desires to do so. 

Mr. ReEep. —I don’t care to press it 

The CHarrmMan. —If you care to reserve that right, it can be 
reserved to you. Of course, you are calling upon this witness to 
state another man’s opinion and to base his opinion, if it is to be 
taken as an opinion, upon somebody’s else’s views, with which 
perhaps he is not in accord. That seems to bea little irrelevant to 
me. I don’t wish to limit your inquiry, Mr. Reed; I only desire 
to have it in proper form, that is all. I think any conversations 
which took place between this expert, Mr. Brown, and his employ- 
ers, with reference to this system which has been gone into so 
thoroughly here, would be competent. 

Mr. Hypr. — How can conversations be anything but hearsay? 
This witness has testified himself as an expert, upon this question. 
Now, how can he go into conversations he has had with men? If 
you purpose going into conversations which may have been had or 
heard, in one way or another, there are a good many conversations 
that perhaps I would like to put into this hearing. 

The Cuarrman. — Not on that ground. 

Mr. Hype. —TIf the hearing is open for conversations I have 
some pretty peculiar conversations that I would like to bring in. 

The CuarrMan. — Not in that way —not in that form. We 
will leave the matter open for the present. 


Mr. MAnsrie_p. — Resumed. 


Q. (By Mr. Reep.) Now, it is a frequent thing, is it not, Mr. 
Mansfield, to have your feed wires melt out? 

A. Not to my knowledge; no, sir; it is not a frequent thing. 

Q. It isn’t a frequent thing? 
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A. Not to my knowledge ; no sir. 

@. Then the only increased danger would be from lack of radi- 
ation if the feed wires were put in this conduit? 

A. That is sufficient. 

@. Well that is all, isn’t it? That is, you say that, practically, 
this doesn’t often happen to-day on the West End. Now, it 
would be only more likely to happen if put in a conduit — the con- 
ditions would be changed, bearing on- this particular point — only 
by an increased amount of radiation? 

A. In relation to the heating question, certainly. 

@. Now, couldn’t that be guarded against by a small additional 
amount of wire? 

A. Well, not asmall amount. I think it would take twice as 
much, perhaps three times as much, wire. 

@. Are you familiar with those roads you have spoken of in 
Buffalo and Philadelphia — with their workings? 

A. Well, familiar from corresponding and talking with men in 
charge, and that sort of thing. 

But you never have seen them yourself ? 

I have seen some of them; yes, sir. 

What ones? 

The Buffalo road. 

Have you seen that road? 

Yes, sir. 

Can you tell how that works? 

Well, it doesn’t work very well. 

Well, how do they guard against things of that kind, — 
inst a danger of that kind? 

By a large amount of copper. 

Do they use any fusible plugs? 

I believe they did; yes, sir. 

Aren’t those practical things to use? 

No, sir. 

Why not? 

Well, if the plug burns out, the system stops and the pub- 
lic are so infernally sensitive against corporations and against the 
stoppage of cars and would set up such an infernal cry against 
the efficiency of the system, that if [owned a road I should pre- 
fer to melt every wire I had sooner than have a plug in it and the 
plug blow out. 

@. They guard against this thing by an increased amount of 
copper in the wire? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And that is a pretty good guard, is it not? 

‘A. Yes. 

@. Ip the absence of accidents there is no chance for an in- 
creased volume to melt or fuse the copper if you have got enough 
copper there? 

AN o, sir 

@. And you say that it would take a good deal more than they 
have with wires overhead? 

A. Yes, sir. 
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(@. Then you think this overhead system as constructed now, 
with that radiation of the heat from the overhead feeders, saves 
you two or three times as much copper? 

ASAT CS, aslts 

@. It is a radiation to that extent, is it? 

AREY eS Tisit, 

@. Well, J should think there would be a good deal of mechani- 
cal waste if you are having as much heat as that radiating off into 
the air. 

A. If you remember my testimony you will recall the fact that 
I stated that there were about three conditions in which that 
excessive heat might be generated. 

@. I remember, sir. 

A. And it would be a small amount of time in comparison with 
the total amount of time that the wire was used for current carry- 
ing capacity. 

@. Iremember that. Now, about the effect of this voltage. 
By the way, I think it would make this thing clearer if the com- 
mittee understood the difference between voltage and amperage. 
Perhaps they do and perhaps they don’t. By the voltage you 
mean the pressure, do you not? 

A. I mean the pressure, just the same as a man says he has got 
a steam pressure of eighty pounds in his boiler. We say we have 
got an electrical pressure of 500 volts, and the word ‘‘ volt” is 
simply a contraction of the name of an eminent French scientist, 
who was one of the earlier exploiters in the electrical field, by 
the name of Volta, and the different scientific societies have, in 
honor of bim, contracted the name to ‘‘ volt,” and applied that 
word ‘* volt” as the unit of electrical pressure, just the same as 
you might say ‘‘ pounds,” that you have got eighty pounds of 
pressure ina boiler. For instance, instead of the word ‘* pounds,” 
supposing in honor of Galileo, for instance, you should call the 
unit ‘‘galil,” and say that you had eighty ‘‘ galils” pressure in 
your boiler, or something of that kind. The word ‘* amperes” 
is more in the nature of a unit of quantity of electricity, com- 
paring, you might say, roughly, to ‘‘ gallons,’’ or something of 
that kind. 

@. Now, taking a very rough instance, the laws of electricity 
compare toa considerable extent to those of fluids in a rough way, 
do they not? | 

A; Yes, ‘sir. 

@. For instance, if there was a pipe ten feet high and an inch 
in diameter, filled with water, the pressure on the bottom surface 
would be the voltage ; would it not? 

A. Would be the voltage ; yes, sir. 

@. And if that pipe were increaaed from an inch in diameter to 
a foot in diameter and still remained at the same height and were 
filled with water, the pressure would be just the same, but the 
volume, the amperage, would be ten or twelve times as great, or 
whatever the amount might be? 

A. Yes, sir. If water was flowing from the pipe the amount 
flowing we would call the amperage, and the pressure the voltage. 
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The word ‘*‘ ampere” is simply taken from the name of another 
eminent scientist. 

@. And that illustrates what you mean when you say ‘* amper- 
age’’? 

A. Yes, sir; that is it. 

(). Have you given consideration to this question of the possi- 
ble melting of the insulation on the feed wires? There has been 
evidence that at a fire this insulation might readily be melted 
within four or five feet of a burning building, and in that case a 
stream of water striking it would, of course, carry down the 
current to a person holding the hose, or might be communicated to 
a ladder. Now, what would you state in regard to that as a 
danger? 

a. Well, the ordinary insulation on the overhead wires is 
cotton and something else, and undoubtedly if it came within its 
feed limit it would burn off. 

@. What do you think its feed limit is? 

A. That depends on the distance from the fire and the heat of 
the fire — within, perhaps, five, ten, or perhaps twenty feet. I 
have no doubt in the least but what a cotton-covered wire on the 
opposite side of a building that is blazing furiously would perhaps 
eatch fire or burn. We all know how far wood will take fire from 
a neighboring fire. 

(). Another electrical expert here stated the combustible point 
as being about at the combustible point of wood ? 

A. Well, it is nothing but cotton. 

Q. Well, isn’t that tar or gutta-percha on the feed wire that 
was brought in here? 

A. Well, the cotton insulation is sometimes soaked with some 
asphalt or bituminous compound. 

@. Well, most of the West End feed wires have rubber insula- 
tion, have they not? 

A. I think not, I don’t know. 

@. The piece that Mr. Hyde showed to the committee, I think, 
had rubber and gutta-percha. 

Mr. Hype. — You might show it to the witness. 

The Witness. — Well, rubber, of course, would melt before the 
fire. 

@. (By Mr. Reep.) Do I understand you to say that this 
500 voltage is never dangerous, practically ? 

A. Practically never dangerous. 

@. There was a boy killed in South Boston about a year ago 
by the trolley wire. He threw a rope over the trolley wire and 
caught hold of it, received the current, and was brought into a 
drug store and died within five minutes. 

A. I understood that it was another wire which was thrown 
over the trolley wire — not a rope. 

(). The paper said it was a wet rope, but even then that would 
not alter the case, would it? 

A. Yes, decidedly. 

@. It wouldn't make the voltage any more than 500? 

A. Oh, no, wouldn’t make the voltage any more. 
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Q. Wouldn’t increase the voltage? 

4 Oh, no: 

Q. The voltage which was communicated by the wire or by the 
rope, would be still the West End current? 

A. Oh, yes, certainly. 

@. Well, how do you account for such a case as that, Mr. 
Mansfield ? 

A. Well, I hardly think it possible with a wet rope. I think 
there must be some mistake with regard to that. If it was a wire 
and if the boy caught hold of it with both hands, and was stand- 
ing on the wet earth and stood there long enough, why, as a child 
is more sensitive than an adult, he might get killed. 

A. And wouldn’t such a shock be sufficient to knock a man 
down if the wire fell and struck him? 

A. It might and might not. 

@. Andif he had any functional weakness — heart disease or 
something of the sort, it might be fatal, might it not? 

A. It might. But in all my experience of the last ten or 
twelve years, I don’t know of a single adult that has ever been 
killed by 500 volts — either an employee of an electrical railway or 
others. 

Q@. Well, the employees use rubber boots and wear rubber 
gloves? 

A. No, not always. They can’t afford it. 

Q. The road cannot? 

A. No, the employees cannot, either. They take the chances 
as in everything else. You know how it is. 

@. Well, is there a difference in individuals as to the amount 
of electricity they can stand? 

A. Oh, yes, a very great difference. 

Q. A great difference? 

Apa eS, 6ire 

@. So, if I understand you, you might take a very much higher 
voltage than another individual, or you or this Morris might take 
a great number of volts, for instance, and I might not? 

A. Yes, sir; certainly. 

Q. (By Ald. Haty.) How long has this road in Buffalo been 
running, Mr. Mansfield ? 

A. I think about two years. 

Q. And at St. Paul? 

A. At St. Paul and Minneapolis they put in about 15,000 or 
20,000 feet, -— put in three miles underground. 

@. How long has that been running? 

A. Well, that was put in the fall of 90, and I think most of it, 
half of it, [ am quite sure, has been abandoned and taken out. 

@. And what other cities did you name? 

A. I referred to some construction work at present going on in 
Philadelphia. 

@. The system in Buffalo works successfully, does it not? 

A. No, they have had a good deal of trouble with it. 

Q. Last fall those troubles were remedied — that is, last Sep- 
tember, the report there was extremely satisfactory, wasn’t it? 
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A. Well, I have got some correspondence from there during the 
month of February, from their manager, an electrician, and that 


doesn’t indicate to me that it is very successful. 


Q. Well, during the two years they have only had about four- 
teen interruptions of a very serions nature, isn’t that so? 

A. Yes, I think that is true. 

@. That is all within the two years? 

A. I think eleven or fourteen. 

@. And those were only of short duration and were corrected 
right off ? 

A. Yes, but still you don’t know what the leakage is going to be. 

@. Well, you mean from the financial standpoint? 

A. Well, yes; and then, again, all insulation in time deterio- 
rates. It is simply a question of time, and if you were financially 
interested in a railroad property or in any other property you know 
that in time your building or your plant is going to decay. 

@. Well, the insulation on the wire which you have overhead 
would deteriorate, wouldn’t it? 

A. Qh, yes, sir. 

@. So the same trouble exists there? 

A. Yes, but that is easily discernible and easily replaced and 
ouarded against, whereas with your heavier wires and more expen- 
sive wires, costing perhaps three times as much and being placed 
underground, you can only get at the deterioration by means of 
measuring your electrical resistance. 

@. In Chicago they have something between 800 or 900 miles 
of wire, underground, in conduits? 

A. Well, electrical-light wires. 

(). And high and low-tension wires? 

A. Yes, but those are different from electric-railway wires. 

@. And they run high-tension wires, [ think, 186 miles there in 
the same conduits with low-tension wires, don’t they? 

A. Well, I don’t know exactly as to that. 

@). And with very little difficulty ? 

A. Well, that may be if they are light wires, but you must re- 
member that the electric-railway wires are absolutely different, that 
the whole thing is different. Here we use the ground. A part of 
the ground is our negative pole, half of our circuit, you see. There 
is no comparison with an electric-light wire where they don’t use 
the ground. The ground is not a part of their circuit and they 
could have, perhaps, no ground — that is, they could have a part 
of their circuit at one point connected with the ground and wouldn’t 
have any trouble, but they would have to have two points to get a 
short circuit. Now, in our case, if one ground comes anywhere, in 
anyway, if leakage comes from this wire anywhere in its entire 
length and connection is made with the ground, as the groundis a 
part of our circuit, we get a short circuit, we are doubly liable to 
have trouble with the ground over any electric-light circuit there is. 

(@). Safety depends upon perfect insulation ? 

A. Perfect insulation on one conductor. In their case it 
depends on insulation, and they have two conductors, two poles, 
to provide for. 
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@. Now, who is Mr. Pearson? 

A. Well, he is an engineer of considerable note and used to be 
the chief engineer of the West End system and the Brooklyn 
system. 

(). How many systems has he been connected with? 

A. Oh, I think three or four — half a dozen of them. 

Q. Street railways? 

A. Oh, yes, sir. He has been connected with electrical rail- 
way companies fora number of years — a very capable electrician, 
indeed. 

@). One of the leading electricians in the country? 

A. Yes, sir. I should consider him so, without doubt. 

(). Has he had as much experience as you— pardon the ques- 
tion — Mr. Mansfield? 

A. Well, he hasn’t really been in it quite as long as I have, 
because I started in as a boy and have stuck to it ever since. 

(@. Has he had as extensive an experience as you? 

A. Yes, in many ways more, because he went in one direction 
and I in another. 

Mr. Hypr.— His experience is this, that he was with the 
Somerville Electric Company, and came to us, and when he was 
with us he did work for the Brooklyn Company, and now has left 
us altogether and is the superintendent of the Dominion Coal 
Company. 

Q. (By Ald. Hatt.) What other experts or electrical engi-. 
neers has the West End Road employed besides yourself? 

Mr. Hype. — Oh, he never has been in our employ. 

The Wirness. — I have never been in the West End’s employ 
at all. 

@. Only as an expert? 

A. That is all. 

@. You come here to-day as an expert for the West End Road ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

. (By Mr. Reep.) I would like to ask Mr. Mansfield one 
question? What is an alternating current? It is a vibrating cur- 
rent, is it not, as opposed to a steady volume? 

A. Yes, sir; the alternating current — well, its name describes. 
it as wellasI can. ‘The current goes one way and then goes back 
the other way, and then goes this way, and then back, like that — 
that is, an alternating instead of a continuous current that always 
flows in one way all the time. 

@. Well, is it possible to carry that on a smaller wire? I 
understood Mr. Brown to state that that alternating current at a 
high voltage could be carried on a much smaller wire. 

A. It can, because of the higher potential that they use, and 
then comes its facility in permitting you to reduce that high poten- 
tial to a safe potential by means of transformers, just before the 
current enters the house. 

@. Well, now, Mr. Hyde stated that this corporation thought 
of adopting the alternating current very soon. Wouldn’t that. 
bear on this question of copper ? 

Mr. Hypr. — No, I didn’t say that —I beg your pardon. 
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Mr. Reep. — I understood you to say just that. 

A, No, sir; I did not say that. 

Mr. Reep. — Your opening has not been written up yet, so I 
can’t refer to it, but 1 am very sure you did say so. 

Mr. Hypr. — Well, sir, I am very sure I didn’t. 

Q@. (By Mr. Reep.) Well, sir, if the alternating current were 
adopted, wouldn’t it bear on this question of copper? 

Aw Yes;: sir. 

(). It could be done with a much smaller wire? 

A. Yes, sir; but I don’t think the alternating current motor is 
developed yet so far as to give that matter much thought or con- 
sideration. There are other systems — for instance, a three-wire 
system — which seems to me to promise more in the direction of 
saving copper for electric railways than the alternating, and copper 
is an exceedingly expensive item for an electric railway. 

@. You say it isn’t satisfactorily developed yet — the alternat- 
ing current? 

A. I should call it in the experimental stages. 

Q. But if it were developed and could bes ued, I understand 
you to say that a much smaller copper wire could be used ? 

A. Yes, sir; certainly. 

@. And it is just as economical a current, isn’t it? 

A. Oh, yes. 

@. Well, isn’t this current that is to work from Niagara Falls 
and that which was used to light the electrical exhibition at Ber- 
lin, or somewhere in Germany — in regard to which Mr. Hyde 
volunteered information, an alternating current? 

Mr. Hype. — At Frankfort. 

The Witness. — Well, not exactly what they call an alternating 
current — more of a pulsating current than it is an alternating 
current. 

@. Well, is there a technical difference between a pulsating and 
an alternating current? 

A, Yes, sir; there is. 

(@. And this is a pulsating current? 

fied OB, Bil 

@. Now, could a pulsating current be used with a smaller 
wire? 

A. Yes, sir; that is a possibility. 

@. And is the motor developed for that? 

A. More than for the alternating. 

@. Well, it is sufficiently feasible so that they expect a great 
deal from it in New York? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And they did light the electrical exhibition which has been 
referred to? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Well, wouldn’t it be perfectly feasible to put it on the West 
End, in your opinion? 

A. I don’t know but what in years the advance in the art would 
require it. 

@. Wouldn’t it now? 
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No, sir. 
Not as much as at Frankfort? 
Well, I don’t understand that it is used at Frankfort. 
I understood you to say that it was, that it lit the electrical 
exhibit there? 
A. I didn’t say so. I didn’t mean to, if I did. I thought you 
said Mr. Hyde said so. 
(By request the stenographer read, commencing with the 
seventh line through the fourteenth line on page preceding this. ) 
A. I did not think I stated that it was used there. 
@. Well, according to those notes you did, and that was the 
way I understood you? 
A. I didn’t intend to, anyway, and I wish to correct my answer 
now, because I don’t know. 
@. Well, what was used at Frankfort? 
A. I don’t know. 
@. And what do they intend to use from Niagara Falls for 
lighting and other purposes — do you know that? 
I presume they will use this pulsating current. 
And that is an immense enterprise, is it not? 
Yes, sir. 
And the best, or very eminent, electricians are employed by 
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it? 

Yes, sir. 

They would hardly be likely, would they, to start in on a 
thing that was not in a pretty fair state of progress ? 

wey should think not. 

@. (By Mr. Hype.) Now, take for example, Mr. Man&field, 
a current that might work successfully for lighting, would it 
necessarily work successfully in running street cars? 

A. It wouldn’t necessarily be the best current for street cars. 

@. (By Mr. Reep.) Have you anything to say about Spring- 
field and Pittsburgh, about the effect of their running the wires 
underground there? Do you know that the electric light com- 
panies there have a conduit in which they carry 1,500 volts with 
perfect success ? 

A. J understand that they have for electric light purposes ; yes, 
sir. 

Q. And it is a success, is it not? 

A. I believe so. 

Q@. Well, you say there are reasons why that couldn’t be ap- 
plied to the electric car system ? 

A. Well, I wasn’t aware that I had said that 

@. Well, are there? If they can use it there, why cannot the 
West End use it here? 

A. Well, for a good many reasons that we have been talking 
over here all the morning. 

@. That is it — you say there are static ek reasons why it cannot 
be used for a street railway, although it can be for ordinary power 
purposes ? . 

A. Yes, sir. One of them is the extreme fluctuating character 
of the railway load in comparison to the lighting load; and, sec- 
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ondly, I should say the great liability on account of those fluc- 
tuations, to heating; and thirdly, the insulation question would be 
a much more serious one, because our negative circuit is the 
eround — the half of the circuit— and in that case, they have 
absolutely no ground. I say those are the three principal reasons 
that I can offer at this moment. 

(The committee took a recess at 11.30 A.M. to 11.58 A.M., in 
order to reach Mr. Williams, Mr. Hyde having finished his case. ) 

At 11.58 A.M. the hearing was resumed. 

Mr. Witiiams. — Mr. Chairman, I would like to ask Mr. Hyde 
whether Mr. Little, the president of the company, has been here? 

Mr. Hype. — I haven’t seen him. 

Mr. Wicitams. — I notified Mr. Little — notice was delivered to 
him in person last night, to be present here to-day, and notice was 
also delivered to him in hand at the office of the West End Street 
Railway Company. I should like to know whether Mr. Little is 
present and willing to testify? 

Mr. Hype. —I do not see him here and have not seen him here 
this morning; and I have not seen him since the middle of yester- 
day afternoon. 

Mr. Wittiams. — Well, Mr. Hyde, if you will be sworn, I will 
be glad to have you as a witness. 

Mr. Hypr. — You told me so the other day. 

Mr. Witiiams. — Well, my turn has come now and I ask 
whether you are willing to be sworn as a witness? 

Mr. Hype. — I decline. 

Mr. Witirams. — I wish to examine you. 

Mr. Hyper. — And I say I decline. 

Mr. Wittiams. — That is more than you did the other day. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, it wasn’t in order the other day. It is now 
in order, and, as you ask me, I decline. 

Mr. WituiamMs. —I thought there might be some technical ob- 
jection on your part the other day, as my turn hadn’t come. But 
now my turn has come and I am just as anxious as then. 

Mr. Hype. — Oh, undoubtedly. 

Mr. Witirams.— Well, my witnesses seem to fail me, Mr. 
Chairman. I did want the president of the company and wanted 
Mr. Hyde. But it doesn’t seem to work practically. Perhaps I 
can ask Mr. Hyde a question as counsel merely — just one or two 
questions, with reference, possibly, to questions that may arise 
between professional men. You, Mr. Hyde, asked me a single 
question the other day — whether I hadn’t received a retainer 
from Mr. Sinclair — and I would like to have him set the matter 
right in this way, by stating to the committee that that morning 
he had seen Mr. Sinclair; that Mr. Sinclair had practically told 
him that he had retained me; that he had retained me in behalf of 
insurance companies, and that he was interested in this matter 
because, as the owner of the Quincy House, the wires of the 
West End Company had set fire to the Quincey House; that he had 
a pretty large interest as a property-holder, and that he had a 
employed me in behalf of insurance interests and instructed me 
simply to tell the names of the companies to the committee, if they 
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were required, which I offered to do. Now, I will ask Mr. Hyde 
if that isn’t so? 

Mr. Hypr. —If you want to call Mr. Sinclair to testify to any- 
thing, I presume your own client is available. 

Mr. WitiiAms. — But this is a professional matter. You tried 
to leave the impression the other day that I was simply retained 
by Mr. Sinclair, and that you knew all the time that he had ex- 
pressly retained me in behalf of insurance companies, to represent 
insurance interests, and he was here ready for you as a witness 
and tried to testify when you were present here. Now, this is a 
matter between lawyers, and you deliberately left me in the posi- 
tion — 

Mr. Hypr. — That I intended to. 

Mr. Wiiuiams. — Yes, that you intended to. 

Mr. Hypr. — Yes, exactly. 

Mr. Wirurams. — But, having been informed who my clients 
were, what they were, and what I represent here, at that time you 
did not dare to ask me any more questions, but simply wished to 
leave it in that way. Well, as a commentary on Henry D. Hyde, 
I think that possibly that matter may be left where it is. Now, I 
shall be rerdy here, Mr. Chairman, at one o’clock, or at any time 
to which the committee adjourns, with one or two witnessess. I 
think the hearing will be very short this afternoon, now that my 
principal witnesses have failed me. I notified the West End 
Company and Mr. Hyde to produce the books and the persons 
keeping the books, giving the account of the accidents of the com- 
pany, and I would like to know whether Mr. Hyde has them 
here? 

Mr. Hype. —I turned the request over to the executive com- 
mittee. They have taken no action on it, so far as I know. 

Mr. Witxiams. — Well, that, I suppose, is practically a refusal, 
Mr. Hyde. I take it so—that you don’t intend to produce 
them ? 

Mr. Hype. — Well, I intend to do whatever they instruct me to 
do. 

Mr. WitiiAms. — Well, I ask this, Mr. Chairman, because, of 
course, you are aware that this corporation makes sworn returns 
to the Railroad Commissioners, to which Mr. Hyde is a party gen- 
erally, I believe, of the accidents that occur on the road during the 
year. Last year they returned some three hundred odd accidents, 
and I wanted to have their books here in order to correct, possibly, 
a statement of fact that has been made to me, that, instead of 
their being a few hundred accidents, they really amounted toa few 
thousands, and that the public information furnished by the Rail- 
road Commissioners as to the number of accidents, is some thousand 
per cent. less, or possibly two or three thousand per cent. less, 
than the actual number of accidents that occurred. Now, I simply 
call for those papers in order to test the fact and ascertain the 
fact whether, when this committee is considering the question of 
how many accidents happen from the wires, we have a garbled 
list of accidents furnished to the Railroad Commissioners. I think 
that is quite fair. I want to be fair, and I understand that every 
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accident that is reported to this corporation is handed in by the 
conductors, line-men, etc., and that there is a ledger account kept 
of all these accidents. I understand that they amount to some 
thousand during the year, and all that the public is informed 
about in the sworn returns that Mr. Hyde and his associates 
make, is three hundred odd. Now, of course. that may not be a 
matter of any importance, but I thought it was a perfectly fair 
thing to ask you to bring your books in and to let us look at 
them. 

Mr. Hype. —I don’t know that the community is particularly 
interested in anything that the Granite State Insurance Company 
of New Hampshire desires furnished, or that Mr. Sinclair, or his 
counsel, Mr. Williams, wish information about. In regard to the 
letter which he wrote to me, I handed it to the executive committee, 
and whatever action they take and whatever instructions they give 
to me, I shall follow. 

The Cuatrman. — I will ask Mr. Hyde, if after the adjourn- 
ment, he will be able and willing to tell what decision the execu- 
tive committee arrived at? 

Mr. Hype. — They meet next week. 

The CHarrman. — Haven’t they had a meeting since the request 
was handed in? 

Mr. Hyper. — Yes, sir; I handed it to the committee yesterday. 
They had a special meeting, which took the whole afternoon, and 
-after I received it yesterday, I handed it to them. They have 
taken no action upon it. 

Mr. Witx1Ams. — Now, I would like to know what we are going 
to do about that. If we are going to finish up these hearings at 
once, we cannot wait for that. Of course, Mr. Hyde appears here 
-as counsel for this company. I may assume that he has the right, 
if he chooses, to get together his executive committee. Who con- 
stitute the executive committee, Mr. Hyde? 

Mr. Hypr. — There are Mr. Little, Mr. Frank L. Higginson, Mr. 
Walter Hunnewell, Mr. Parsons, and myself. 

Mr. WiruiAms. — Well, I can assure you of a majority of these 
inside of three hours. It is easy enough to get a majority of that 
committee together. 

Mr. Hypr.— Well, they have the matter before them, and I 
suppose they will take such action as they see fit in the matter. 

Mr. Witiiams. — No, the matter is behind them — that is the 
difficulty. 

The CHarrman. —I would like to ask Mr. Williams what he 
proposes to show by this report — the accidents from wires ? 

Mr. Wixir1AmMs. —I shall show you, Mr. Chairman, this after- 
ternoon, that these feed wires are dangerous wires as they are 
now, and I want to have the evidence of these accidents in order 
to show that the accidents and injuries, the shocks from the wires 
of this company, are very largely in excess of anything that the 
public knows anything about, and that the returns of accidents 
which are made by this corporation are false. 

Mr. Hype. — If anybody, even with all the ingenuity of Brother 
Williams, can see what connection there is between a man getting 
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kicked in one of our stables by a horse and feed wires, he can see 
farther than I can. 

Ald. Harty. — Are these accidents all tabulated, Mr. Hyde? 

Mr. Hype. —TI don’t know whether they are or not. I never 
saw them. 

Ald. Harti. — Well, do I undeistand counsel that that is the 
fact? 

Mr. Wiiiiams. — Yes, I understand that to be the fact in the 
books. 

Mr. Hypr. — The law requires us to make a return at the State 
House and the return is made. That is the sum and substance of 
it. 

The CHairMAn. — The Chair will rule that, as far as the acci- 
dents result from wires or electricity from the wires themselves, 
that would be perfectly proper. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, at our last hearing he put his case in and I 
put mine in, and I wouid like to know under what practice he is 
going to go back again and open his case? 

Ald. Hatt. — When did you notify Mr. Hyde, Mr. Williams? 

Mr. WitiiamMs. — I notified Mr. Hyde yesterday or the day be- 
fore yesterday. 

Mr. Hypr. —I have the letter. 

Mr. 
yesterday. 

Mr. Hypr. — No, you sent the letter Saturday, I guess, and I 
was away, and I received it yesterday morning. To-day is 
Tuesday. 

Mr. Wituiams. — I guess I notified you to have the books here 
Monday morning. 

Mr. Hype. — Yes, sir; the letter was written Saturday and I 
got it Monday morning. 

Mr. WitxiiAMs. — This is rebuttal, Mr. Chairman, because wit- 
nesses that have been brought by the company have testified to 
injuries that have actually occurred, although their own experts 
have said that they have never known of any accidents happening 
from the feed wires. Now, I propose to show to the committee 
that these feed wires are dangerous as they are now, and with a 
view to that I want to see, out of the books of the corporation, 
just how many accidents have happened from the wires. ‘There is 
no way of getting at that except by inspection. In view of the in- 
formation I have I should hardly be willing that the West End 
should tabulate its list of accidents and furnish them to me as 
fact. 

Mr. Hyper. — I don’t think you will be troubled in that way at 
all. 

Mr. Wixtutams.— No, I don’t think I shall. I don’t think I will 
ever see them. 

Mr. Hypr. — No, I don’t think you will. 

Ald. Harti. —It seems to me the evidence is competent. It 
remains, of course, in the power of the company to produce the 
books or not. 

The Cuarrman. — The Chair thinks his ruling is correct. The 
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committee want all the information they can get, and it seems to 
me it is unquestionably perfectly proper for Mr. Williams to pro- 
duce this evidence. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, if you think so, and if he can produce it, I 
suppose there is nothing to prevent it. 

The CyarrmMan. — Well, there seems to be nothing further now, 
and I would like to know if half-past one will be satisfactory to 
the counsel on both sides, as the hour to which we will take a 
recess? 

(After a brief discussion between the committee and counsel as 
to the time of the afternoon session, the committee voted, at 12.30 
P.M., to adjourn to 2 P.M.)

GroRGE W. MANSFIELD. — Continued. 


@. (By Mr. Wiiirams.): Mr. Mansfield, I didn’t have the 
pleasure of listening to your testimony this morning, and you will 
pardon me if I may ask you to repeat, perhaps, one or two points. 
Have you had any practical experience with the West End system 
as engineer or otherwise? 

A. Yes, sir; in the early days. 

In its early days? 

Yes, sir. 

The days of its construction ? 

Yes, sir. 

In what capacity did you act at that time? 

Well, I had the charge of the equipping of the West 
End and getting the cars in operation for the Thomson-Houston 
Company. 

@. Oh, you were then not with the West End Road? 

A. I was with the Thomson-Houston Company, and not with the 
West End. 

@. And you equipped the cars, cables, etc., at the factory, did 
your 

A. Oh, no; simply manufactured the motors at the factory. 

@. But with the practical operation here, the putting up, you 
had nothing to do? 

A. That is what I had charge of. 

@. Ah —in the city? 

A. At the car shops of the West End Road. 

@. Yes, but I mean in the city of Boston you had nothing to do 
with putting up the wires of the trolley? 

A. Oh, yes. 

@. Now, what did you have to do in connection with that? 

A. Oh, I had charge of the men that put it up. 

@. And you were present in the city when it was erected, were 

u? 


A. Certainly.

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@. Did you put up the feed wires? 

A. What was necessary at that time. 

(. And how much was constructed at that time? 

A. Well, as near as I remember we started first on the Cam- 
bridge line. Weran from Harvard square into Bowdoin square 
and out again; and subsequent to that we commenced on Tremont 
street, and I think it was after we got the cars in operation on 
Tremont street that my immediate supervision and connection 
ceased. 

(). And you put up or superintended the putting up of as much 
feed wire as was then put on to the poles? 

A. I believe so; yes, sir. 

@. Now, Mr. Mansfield, I want to ask you whether that feed 
wire was an insulated wire? 

A. Yes, sir; it was. 

Q@. It was? 

A, Yes,-sir; 

@. Is it now? 

A. I should say so. I haven’t seen it, but it ought to be. 

@. Now, do you mean to say that if one were to take hold of 
that wire and were connected with the earth that a current of elec- 
tricity from that wire wouldn’t pass through the person of any one 
who was in contact with it? 

A. It wouldn’t if it was insulated as it was originally. 

Q. Well, that is what is known as a weather covering, isn’t it? 

A. Yes, sir. It is called the insulator. 

@. Well, is it an actual insulation or a protection from the 
weather ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. A protection from the weather, isn’t it? It isn’t what you 
call an insulated covering, is it? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Do you mean to say thatif that is saturated with water it 
will protect the wire? 

A. From what, may I ask? 

@. From contact, supposing that the connections were made 
with the earth. 

A. Well, now, your question is, if that insulation were soaked 
with water — 

Q. Yes — 

A. And a man took hold of it, and was standing on the earth — 

Oa en: 

A. — in other words, if the man was twenty feet tall — 

@. No, one moment — supposing he isn’t twenty feet tall, that 
is not for you to discuss. I am assuming that he were in contact 
with the earth and that that insulation were wet — that is, that 
covering were wet — wouldn’t he get the charge from the feed 
wire? 

A. It would depend on the condition of that insulation. 

@). Supposing a contact with the earth —I am assuming that. 
Now, you are not to discuss the practicability of it, you know — 
I am assuming that you are in contact with the earth— 
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A. All right. 

Q. and that that covering, that weather covering, is soaked 
with water — wouldn’t you get the charge from the wires? 

A. If it was soaked all the way through, why then I should get 
a shock, no doubt. 

@. Yes —in other words, if that is soaked with water, then you 
would get the shock of the wires and the full shock, wouldn’t you?

@. Now, supposing that a fireman were on one of those iron 
posts ? 

A. -Yes. 

@. That is just as good as the earth contact, isn’t it? 

A. Yes. 

@. And if he were on one of those iron posts and that insula- 
tion were drenched with water from the long pumping of water 
from the hose at a fire of long duration, wouldn’t the fireman take 
that current of electricity? 

A. I don’t think he would, because I don’t think that the insu- 
lation would be soaked with water simply by the water that would 
be played on it from the hose. You suppose that it was soaked ? 

Q. Yes. 

A. Now, then it takes perhaps months for it to become soaked. 
Supposing your case, that during a fire, water was simply played 
on it, I don’t think that during that time it would become soaked. 
That is what I mean. 

@. You do not? 

A. No, sir. 

(@. Supposing your covering were old — five years old — don’t 
you think it would? 

A. In that case it would become soaked. 

Q. It would become soaked ? 

A. I should judge so. 

@. But you say simply that when you had to deal with it the 
wires were perfect and new. Now, if those wires were four or 
five years old you would expect then that the drenching they 
might get from the hose at a fire might be such that they would 
become soaked, and that a fireman might, from connection with 
the posts or connection with the earth, get the full 500 volts? 

A. I should judge he might. 

@. Now, are not the feed wires in the principal parts of the 
city, on the old line, now old enough to make every one of those 
feed wires dangerous in case the covering was drenched with 
water ? 

A. i should hardly think so; no, sir. 

@. Why not, then? 

A. In the first place, I don’t think any of it has been up for 
more than two to three years. 

@. Let us see—when did you begin? When did you build 
your Cambridge line? 

A. The Allston line was the first line started in the city of 
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Boston, and, as I now recall the dates, that was started in the 
early spring of 1890. 

@. And that would make it four years old, wouldn’t it? 

A. That would make the Allston line four years old, but it was 
the lines in the central part of Boston you spoke of. 

@. The Allston line is four years old? 

A. Yes, sir; I think so. 

@. And some of the lines running in the centre of the city were 
built that year, weren’t they? 

A. Some of them were; yes. 

Q. Now, then, during this year they will be four years old — at 
the of this year a great part of the lines in the central part of the 
city will be four years old? 

A. I should think three years would be nearer right. 

@. Well, three or four. But at least in one year or two years, 
in your judgment as an electrician, that weather covering will be 
in such a condition that with contact with the earth and those 
wires a current would pass through the person? 

A. Well, there is a difference in coverings, you know. Some 
are of rubber, some are of cotton and silk mixed, and jute, and 
some are compounded with various bituminous compounds. Some 
will last ten years and some only two or three years. Iam not 
familiar with what they have subsequently put on the lines. 

You are not familiar with the different ones? 

But I should think rubber would be all right. 

There are different kinds — there is not simply one kind? 
Ohno. 

How many different kinds of covering are there? 

. Oh, I don’t know. I suppose something like ten, a dozen 
or twenty of them. 

@. Now, wouldn’t a long rain have the same effect in drenching 
the cable? | 

A. Oh, no, not unless the wires, as I say, are years old. 

@. Well, some of them you wouldn’t trust after five years,. 
would you? 

A. I would, I think; yes, sir. 

@. You would trust some of it? 

Bie es? isin: 

@. Would you trust it all? 

A. No. JI think I should trust the aconite and some rubber 
insulation, but some of the cotton insulations I don’t know that 
I should. You know that sometimes some manufacturers will 
make cheaper than others, that will not last so long. 

@. You cannot depend on manufacturers? 

A. Well, you can depend on them to the extent of whether you 
buy good wire from them or the cheaper grades of wire. 

@. Exactly, but the time is coming with every wire, is it not, 
in the course of years, when it will get in that condition so that it 
will be easily soaked, unless renewed? 

A. Oh, it is largely a question of time about that with almost 
any wire. I suppose the West End is continually renewing putting 
up new wires in place of old ones, you know. 
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@. Now, let me ask you this question and you can see if it is a 
fair one. I don’t know whether you will care to answer it. Would 
you be willing to have a hose played for half a dozen hours on one 
of the Allston feed-wires and then climb the iron post and, in 
contact with the iron post, take hold of that wire at the present 
time ? 

A. Well, if you mean one of the old wires — 

Q. That is what I mean. 

A. Well, I don’t know as I should care to do it. I hate to do 
unpleasant things, Mr. Williams. 

That is, you wouldn’t care to take that chance, would you? 
I don’t know as it would injure me very much. 

But you wouldn’t care to take the chance? 

Might for a consideration. 

Wouldn’t advise anybody to do it? 

Might for a consideration. 

Enough to pay you for taking 500 volts? 

Precisely. 

(By Mr. Reep.) One question, Mr. Mansfield, about this 
matter of the additional amount of copper which is necessary 
because of the placing of the wire underground in the duct or in 
the conduit. Now, did I understand you to say, Mr. Mansfield, 
that it would take two or three times as much copper, in your 
opinion ? 

A. Yes, sir; that is what I said. 

Q. That is, that. radiation in the air amounts to two or three 
hundred per cent. in copper? 

A. I don’t quite understand your question. What I meant to 
say was that to have the same system in the ducts and to have it 
protected all right from excessive heating, I should want to put in 
the ducts two or three times as much copper as I would have 
hanging out on my poles. 

@. Well, you mean the wire would be two or three times as 
thick ? 

A. Oh, not necessarily that. I would take it on the weight — 
two or three times the weight. 

@. That is, this interior radiation underground makes a differ- 
ence of two or three hundred per cent. in the amount of copper that 
is necessary. 

tA. Well, in my opinion I wonld want two or three times as 
much wire underground ; yes. 

@. Now, are you Pamiling with the electric lighting handbook, 
the General Electric handbook ¢ 

A. Well, I don’t know. I must have seen it, I suppose. I 
don’t just recall it at this minute. 

@. Well, do you know of it? 

A. Is it issued by the railway department? 

@. No, itis issued by the General Electric Company and con- 
tains a statement of facts on electric lighting. 

A. I probably, then, am not familiar with it. I don’t believe I 
know it or have seen it, because I give very little heed to electric 
lighting questions in the company. 
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@. Now, I find this statement there; ‘‘ The safe carrrying 
capacity of a wire is the current in amperes which it will convey 
without raising its temperature above a certain specific amount. 
_ This limit changes under certain circumstances and is about forty 
per cent. less when the wire is enclosed in a tube or mould than 
where it is exposed to the air so that the heat is radiated readily.” 
What do you say to that statement? 

A. Well, I presume, with the same amount of current — that 
is, with a wire in moulding — of course, assuming that the same 
current is flowing through it, that might be true. 

@. Well, there isn’t going to be any dissimilarity in the current 
in the underground system as compared with the system at present 
in use. That is to say, you had to allow for your additional 
amount of current in the overhead, for these variations of current? 

A. No. We don’t take them so much into consideration. We 
take a chance on those problems. 

- Q. And you couldn’t take that chance if it was underground? 
ye ab asst. 

@. But there isn’t going to be any greater variation in current 
where it is underground than where it is above ground — the 
system is going to run the same way in other respects? 

A. Oh, yes, no greater fluctuations in the wire as underground. 

@. So the only difference is in this absence of radiation? 

A. ie) C8, SIT: 

@. Now, what do you make of that statement, that the dif- 
ference is only forty per cent.? 

A. Well, asI got your question, as you read it, I understood it 
to mean that it was the same current flowing in both instances 
through the wire? 

@ ‘ Thesafe carrying capacity of a wire is the current in amperes 
which it will convey without raising its. temperature above a 
certain specific amount. This limit changes under certain circum- 
stances and is about forty per cent. less when the wire is enclosed 
in a tube or mould than where it is exposed to the air so that the 
heat is radiated readily.”” What do you say to that? 

A. I should assume that that was with the same amount of 
current in the wire, and is undoubtedly correct. 

Q. It is correct, except where there are these sudden varia- 
tions, you would say, then? 

Asi Yes: 

-@. And these sudden variations make this necessity for two or 
three times as much copper? 

A. That is it. 

@. But I cannot understand, Mr. Mansfield — it may be be- 
cause I don’t understand the system — why, when you have that 
system overhead at present, when you have this variation over- 
head and allow for it — 

We don’t allow for it. 

@. You don’t allow for it? 

A. We don’t allow for those excessive fluctuations. 

@. But you never have the wire fuse, practically, you said? 

A. It may be red-hot. I have seen overhead feeder wires so that. 
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they would burn the insulation, and undoubtedly very nearly 
red-hot. 

@. Doesn’t the earth radiate this heat rapidly ? 

A. Not like the air, no, sir. 

@. Not like the air. but doesn’t it radiate it a good deal? 

A. Well, the earth alone would, perhaps, but the conductor 
isn’t buried in the cold earth, you know, but buried inside of the 
lead tube. 

@. Yes, but the lead tube is buried in the cold earth. 

A. I know; but there are non-conductors of heat interposed be- 
tween the copper wire and the lead conductor. 

@. Well, it isn’t necessary to have them? 

Ae LCS, SIP. 

Q@. Why? 

A. Because those non-conductors of heat at the same time are 
non-conductors of electricity, and you must have the insulation. 

@. All rnon-conductors of heat are not non-conductors of elec- 
tricity, are they? 

A. Well, in general practice that principle holds pretty good. 

@. And in about the same proportion ? 

A. Well, about so; yes.

A. Yes, sir; especially the last four or tive years'more so) 
@. More so for four or five years? 
A. More so than before. 
@. You were a practical electrician in London, were you not? 
A. Yes, sir. 
@. And where else abroad? 
A

. J was in London, Birmingham; Bristol, and did a deal of 
work in Paris. 

Before you came to this country ? 

A. Before I came to this country, sir. 
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@. And what kind of work was that? 

A. General electrical engineer. I first began, of course, like 
everybody else, with telegraphy, got into submarine cable work 
and then into heavy current work — electric lighting, arc-lighting 
work, things of that sort. 

@). In the cable-work you were in the employ of the British 
Government? 

A. I was in the employ of the Government then, sir. 

@. And you gave study then to the question of the construction 
of cables? 

A. Construction of cables and submarine work. 

M. Hypr. — I would simply suggest now that Mr. Williams is 
asking the witnsss some leading questions. 

Ald. Hatt. — Well, Mr. Hyde, you know the qualifying of a 
witness as an expert, as to the extent of his experience, admits of 
considerable leading. I understand that he is qualifying the wit- 
‘ness as an expert. 

Mr. Wituiams. — I can spend all the time that you want spent, 
Mr. Hyde, in asking these preliminary questions ; but, as Alderman 
Hall has suggested, I am simply qualifying the witness, and 
thought it would be well to ask such questions as would tend to get 
through with it as soon as possible, in order to save time. 


Mr. Hype. I think the witness will be able to state the ex- 
perience he has had. 
Mr. Witiiams. — I have no doubt of it, and I will ask him to 


do it now. You shall have it in your own way. 

Q. Now, what has your experience been since that time? 

A. I came to this country in 1879. I entered the employment 
of the Daft Company, who were the pioneers — almost the 
pioneers — of the electrical transmission of power; was with them 
several years; from there transferred my services to the Richter 
Company; and after that was superintendent for four years, 
nearly five years, of the Electro-Dynamic Company, of Philadel- 
phia, who were pioneers in the storage battery business. After I 
left the Electro-Dynamic Company, I was with the Acumulator 
Company for a time, and left their employment to go in on my 
own account as electrical engineer. I had been pursunig my own 
work about one year when the West End, after making prelimi- 
nary experiments, decided to adopt electricity as a motive power. 
They appointed Mr. Pearson superintendent. He knew me and 
my career — I had done considerable business with him — and when 
he was appointed he sent to me to take charge of the electrical 
department of the West End, which I did up to a year ago. 

@. And you were in the employ or the company, in charge of 
the electrical department, four years? 

A. Four and a half years, sir. 

@. Up to, Lunderstand you, a year ago last month — up to 
February, 1893? 

A. Up to February, 1893. 

@. Now, what part did you take in the construction of the 
West End trolley system in the streets ? 

A. Well, I had the charge of looking after all of it, sir, seeing

that it was done properly, for a year or two. The Thomas- 
Houston Company were doing it for the West End at that time, 
under contract, and we merely wanted to see that the work was 
being done properly. After that we took charge ourselves, and as 
superintendent of the department I had to keep close track of it, 
inspecting it, and everything was reported, and it was kept right 
up in good condition, with the best material we could get to use 
for the purpose, and so on — reporting to Mr. Pearson. 

@. So that, either as inspector or superintendent, you knew of 
the construction of all of the electric lines that were put up while 
you were in the employ of the company? 

A. Yes, sir; absolutely. 

@. When did you first give special attention to the question of 
underground conduits ? 

A. In 1883 or 1884 I laid quite a long system of underground 
conduit near Philadelphia and had considerable experience in 
doing that, which gave me a good deal of knowledge, and then I 
didn’t pay very much attention to it until after I joined the West 
End, and, as I understood at the time, the overhead feeders were 
only a temporary makeshift and would eventually have to go 
underground, so I began to pay special attention to the under- 
ground systems and got all the knowledge I could acquire on the 
subject, so as to be ready for them when the time came for put- 
ting them underground? 

@. When you state that the overhead system was temporary 
you refer to the whole system ? 

A. The whole system of overhead feeders for railway work in: 
Boston. 

@. With reference to the feeders? 

A. Only the feeders, sir. 

@. So that at the very beginning you studied and considered 
the question of placing the feed wires underground ? 

Anryegs sir. 

@. And was that by instruction from the company ? 

A. Not for the first year, but after that there was a good deal 
of discussion going on about it, and it was understood that they 
had to go underground eventually, and then I had considerable 
talk with Mr. Pearson and also Mr. Whitney on the subject. 

And did you receive directions to experiment in the matter? 
Vies-esir: 

And did you experiment? 

Yes, sir. 

When was that? 

I experimented three years ago. Two years before I left 
the employment of the company I put down five or six different 
systems of conduit in the yards of the West End and ran the 
feeders that operate the cars through this subway and back again 
to the switch-board, to try the lasting propertias of different 
materials, different wires. 

@. (By Mr. Hype.) State which yards, as we have so many? 

A. The central power-station yards at Harrison avenue —Albany 
street. 
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@. (By Mr. Witirams.) Youconstructed four or five different 
systems? 

A. Four or five different systems of conduits. 

@. And did you experiment with them? 

AP oN CRs BIT: 

Q@. To get their relative qualities ? 

A. Yes, sir; and at the end of two years took it all up to ex- 
amine the condition. 

@. Now, did you ever undertake, by instruction from Mr. 
Whitney, to devise an underground conduit system for the feed 
wires of the West End Company? 

A. Not to devise the system, sir, but to make out plans for 
running the wires underground ; not to devise a system. 

@). And did you do so? 

Amen) Cove Slr. 

@. When was your earliest plan made? 

A. The earliest plan I made, sir, in the spring of 1892. 

@. Whether or not your work included estimates of cost? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Ninety-two was the first? 

Yes, sir; ’92 were the first plans. 

And for what part of the system — any limited part, or the 
whole? 

A. I took the whole of it at that time, sir, the whole system. 

@. And you made figures for it? 

A. I made figures, sir. 

@. And did you submit them to the company? 

A. No, sir; I didn’t submit them to the company because I got 
instructions that the company didn’t intend, didn’t think it policy 
to intend to put in wires underground that year. 

Q@. Ninety-two? 

A. That was ’92. I abandoned the idea of it then, although I 
still kept up the investigation. 

@. Did you keep on investigating. 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Went to a number of cities where such work was done and 
examined what they were doing? 

A. Yes, sir; and made inquiries as well, and had a little corre- 
spondence in the matter. 

@. When did you make another estimate? 

A. The following November I received instructions from Mr. 
Whitney to make out plans comprising the city proper, so as to 
take in what they call the fire district and the principal streets of 
Boston proper, leaving out the suburbs, Charlestown and all those 
places, just taking in Boston. 

@. From what point, along what streets? 

A. From Dover street, from the line of Dover street north, 
taking the whole city of Boston. 

@. Did that run down Berkeley? Where did it cut off, I mean, 
down the Back Bay district ? 

A. That first plan I made cut off the Bick Bay at Boylston 
street.

A. Well, it would be scarcely honorable, as I was in the employ 
of the company, to say what I heard in the Board room of the 
West End. I merely say they dropped it. 

@. Well, that is all right for you, but let us get at it. You did 
submit to Mr. Whitney your plans, with estimates ?

@. Now, what was the amount of your estimate for making 
conduits to receive all of the feed-wires from Northampton street 
and Chester park to the river and the bay? 

A. It was, for the conduits only, a little under $300,000.

A. I don’t see how I con answer that, sir. I do know he did, 
sir. 

Mr. Hypr. — What was the question? 

Mr. Wiruiams. — Whether or not Mr. Whitney, the president 
of the company, submitted those plans and estimates to the board 
of directors of the company and recommended that they be 
adopted. 

Mr. Hyper. — I don’t know how he can know. 

Mr. Witxiams. — He says he does know. 

Q. Now, how do you know? 

A. Well, in regard to what was said, I don’t like to answer, 
because it would be rather violating confidence to say what I 
heard when present in the board of directors, as an employee of 
the company.

(By Ald. Harx.) What was said and done? 

Mr. Hype. — Wait a moment — don’t be in such a hurry, my 
friend. I submit that whatever was said was a matter of hear- 
say. It isn’t pertinent to any issue here one way or the other. 
Supposing Mr. Whitney said one thing or said another; suppos- 
ing Mr. Whitney had risen up in the board of directors there and 
expressed his opinion of Mr. Williams and that was sough to be 
put into the papers through a hearing like this. “Would that be a 
proper thing? Would it be evidence in this matter in any way? 
I submit, would that be evidence? Now, as to any conversations, 
supposing Mr. Williams and his particular friend, Mr. Sinclair, 
met in Mr. Williams’ office and had a conversation and his clerk 
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overheard it, and in that overheard conversation the inquiry was 
raised how they could knock the price of the West End stock 
down — can I bring that in, call the clerk here and show it here? 
Is that a matter that is material ? 

Mr. Wituiams. — According to your say so it must be material 
to bring it in — must be material. 

Mr. Hype. — Oh, no, it wouldn’t be material to this issue; and 
I submit that any conversation of this kind is not. 

Mr. Witirams. — Now, Mr. Chairman, this is a very material 
matter. Mr. Hyde objects to hearsay. I asked to have Mr. 
Hyde sworn. He was present as that meeting. I wanted to ask 
him about that very meeting. ‘That wouldn’t be hearsay, would 
it? But Mr. Hyde refused to be sworn. Now, I have brought in 
a witness who was present at the meeting and I want the ruling 
of the Chair. I don’t know what went on at that meeting and the 
witness has not told me; but I do know what did occur there and 
I propose to put it in. I propose to show that Mr. Whitney 
urged it, that Mr. Whitney recommended it, that Mr. Whitney 
insisted that his honor and the honor of the corporation was bound 
up in that contract with the city of Boston and that, you, sir, and 
the present president of the company defeated it. ‘That is what I 
propose to show by this witness. I don’t know whether he will 
answer or not. If he will not I can get somebody else. 

Mr. Hype. — It will be pretty difficult to show it as a fact. 

Mr. Witii1AMs. — I can show it as a fact and am going to do so 
now. 

Mr. Hype. — It will be pretty difficult to show it as a fact. 

Mr. Witiiams. —It can be done. I called Mr. Little as a 
witness — he didn’t come. Now, I have a witness who heard it. 

Mr. Hyper. — It is entirely inadmissible upon a question of this 
kind according to every rule for the admission of evidence. 

The CuatrmMan. — While it might be hardly a proper question 
to ask him what he heard, for the witness to answer in regard to 
anything that he advocated or said there himself the Chair would 
think was proper. 

Mr. WicurAms. — But, Mr. Chairman, do I understand that the 
Board or that this committee refuses to hear what was urged at a 
directors’ meeting of this company upon the company by its presi- 
dent, who was the managing spirit of this corporation at that time, 
and when the gentleman who appears here as counsel now, whom 
J have asked to testify, was the man who stood in the way, as he 
stands in the way now? Is that improper testimony? Why, Mr. 
Chairman, it seems to me to be the very best testimony in the 
world that this thing was accepted by the president of the com- 
pany and urged upon the board of directors by the president of 
the company. You must bear in mind, Mr. Chairman, that we 
have to consider in this connection the bond of the West End 
Street Railway Company, and that that bond provides and it is a 
part of this license, and it is one of the terms and conditions upon 
which they accepted their location of their posts, that these wires 
shall be placed underground or insulated properly where they are 
overhead. Now, that is a part of our inquiry. What I want to 
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show is that the president of the company made an effort in the 
board of directors to have the bond of the corporation honored, 
that he protested that it should be honored, and that the present 
administration, Mr. Little and Mr. Hyde, were the persons who in 
the debate defeated that proposition. Now, it seems to me that 
there can be no better suggestion to this Board of Aldermen or 
this committee than that this whole thing has been urged upon the 
board of directors before this by their leading man, the man who 
made the system and the father of it from the beginning to the 
end, that he himself, more than a year ago, was insisting that this 
corporation should carry out its bond to the city of Boston. Now, 
what can be more material than that, Mr. Chairman? 

The Cuarrman. — It would seem to the Chair that any testimony 
regarding the reason why these wires should be put underground 
is competent, but, as regards the testimony that the West End 
Railroad had considered putting them underground, they might 
have considered it and decided not to do it, and that that would 
be hardly testimony that this committee should hear.: 

Mr. Witriams. — It would seem to me to be pretty practical 
testimony that a plan was submitted by their own expert under 
the direction of the president. 

Ald. Hatt. — It seems to me clearly competent iu the way of 
rebuttal. The West End has undertaken to show here the imprac- 
ticability, the impossibility of undergrounding the wires. Now, if 
it can be shown by this expert that different statements have been 
made and that a different position has been taken by the parties. 
in interest — by the West End —it seems to me that whatever 
was said or done in connection with issues pertinent to this inquiry 
is clearly competent. This morning, Mr. Chairman, when you 
were absent, this was reserved for a matter of rebuttal and Mr. 
Reed was given to understand that that was the position. He 
was pressing questions on this very matter, and the counsel for 
the road, Mr. Hyde, intimated that that would be more properly 
matter for rebuttal, and this Board saved it as matter for rebuttal. 
This was the very subject-matter which was reserved. This is in 
reply, it seems to me clearly in reply, to evidence that has been 
put in by the West End Road, and this very subject-matter was 
called up at that time this morning, inquired into, and was con- 
sidered subject-matter which would more properly come in re- 
buttal. . 

Mr. Reep. — I dropped the questions on that understanding, 
that it was proper matter for rebutal. 

The CHarrman. — Well, if it was stated that this should be 
put in in rebuttal — 

Mr. Hyper. — Never an intimation that this point was to appear 
in evidence or was in contemplation. But let us see where it 
leads. I want to thank Mr. Williams for recognizing some 
merit in Mr. Whitney. Heretofore he has made the town warm in 
denouncing Mr. Whitney. 

Mr. Wirriams. —- I don’t think Mr. Whitney would thank you 
for defending him, though. 

Mr. Hyper. — I am glad to see that he is now willing to rec- 
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ognize some merit in Mr. Whitney. Now, let us come to this 
question. A meeting of the board of directors is held and a dis- 
cussion is had upon it one way or the other, and a gentleman who 
is an employee of the company happens to be present. A hearing 
comes up here as to whether it is or is not desirable or advisable 
to put feed wires underground. Now, whatever may have been 
said at that time can in no manner be admitted as evidence 
here. It is hearsay to the last degree. The ruling of the Chair 
is unquestionably right — there is no more doubt about it then 
that we are here. If you can admit anything of that kind, 
where is the limit? Suppose at that meeting the moral character 
of Mr. Williams had been discussed. Could that come in here as 
part of the electrical question which you are considering? Sup- 
posing they had discussed the question of politics and the Board 
was divided upon the question of politics —is that a question 
that can come in here? You cannot put in a conversation in 
that way, because the practice in law always is, when you start 
on a conversation, that you have a right to the whole of it, 
let it hit or fall where it may. ‘Therefore, you can readily see 
that this is not admissible. ‘Thé question here is not a question 
of hearsay, is not a question of hearsay testimony of that kind, 
and nobody knows it better than Mr. Williams. Where would 
the limit be? Supposing, Mr. Chairman, that when you get 
through with this hearing you three gentlemen who constitute 
this committee have a session and you call in the stenographer, 
and in that session you are for one, two, or three hours, discuss- 
ing what report you will make upon this matter. Now, the 
following week another committee has a hearing upon something 
which they think is somewhat germane to this subject, and the 
stenographer is called in — not as a stenographer, I mean, but as 
a party present, to testify as to what you said among yourselves 
upon that question, as a committee of this Board. Now, do 
you claim, does anybody claim, that that is a subject that can 
be gone into in that way or that can be opened up in this 
hearsay way? Anything that Mr. Dumoulin knows about putting 
wires underground, its feasibility, testimony in regard to any 
plans he may have submitted, I have no objection to going in, 
I raise no question upon it in that line; but what was said in 
his presence or to him by different members of the Board or by 
people interested in the road I submit cannot go in here. If 
so, where is the end going to come? Where is the hearing go- 
ing to end? A large stockholder comes in and he has a con- 
versation. Is that to be gone into? Now, what this man 
knows about, any judgment or experience he has as to the 
feasibility from an electrical standpoint of doing this I have 
made no objection|to, not the slightest ; but as to conversations he 
may have had or may have heard with A, B, and C, they certainly 
have nothing to do with this case. Mr. Dumoulin I have not seen 
for months, as he knows, as he has not been in our employ for 
some time. But he was then in the employ of the road. And 
the very instinct of the gentleman himself, when the question 
was put to him by Brother Williams, led him to say that he did 
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not think it was proper for him, as a gentleman, to repeat what 
was said. And yet Mr. Williams would come here — and you 
can see the impropriety of his position, and, although the feeling 
of this witness is that, as a gentleman, he does not think this 
is a matter in regard to which he should testify, Mr. Williams 
would urge that the committee rule that that be all retailed here, 
to settle the point whether these wires should or should not be 
put underground. How does it settle anything? Suppose he 
states it—it is simply that the whole Board, after hearing the 
whole matter, didn’t deem it advisable to go into it. But how 
is that material, whether the Board did or did not decide to 
adopt it? Mr. Dumoulin can come here as an expert and testify 
as to his experience in these matters and as to plans he has made. 
I have no objection to that, but when it comes to going into con- 
versations upon matters of that kind it seems to me — while I 
don’t know of anything that was said there that was objec- 
tionable — that, as a matter of principle it goes on to a limit 
that has no end. I submit that the ruling of the Chair is cor- 
rect. : 

The Cuarrman. — The Chair thinks the witness has shown by 
his testimony that the West End did consider the advisability of 
putting these wires underground — that that has already been 
shown and that any conversation, either by the directors or by the 
committee, is not proper at this time. Unless the decision of the 
Chair is overruled by the other members of the committee, he 
would so rule. 

The Wirness.—I shall be obliged if I am relieved of the 
necessity of further answering that question. 

Mr. WiriiAms. —I appreciate your feelings and agree with 
Mr. Hyde that it is entirely proper for you to decline until you are 
ordered to answer by the committee. Mr. Chairman, this is an 
exceedingly difficult matter for me, to suggest that there is a 
division in the Board, but I think I should like to have the ruling 
of the whole Board upon this question. 

Mr. Hypr.— You mean the whole Board or the whole com- 
mittee ? 

Mr. Witiiams. —'The whole committee. I should have said 
the whole committee, properly speaking. I think that is a fair 
proposition, without disrespect to the Chair. 

The Caarrman. — Alderman Bryant is absent, we will send for 
him and the whole committee will then pass upon the question. 

Mr. WiriiAms. — Very well. In the meantime I will continue | 
with the examination of Mr. Dumoulin. 

@. Mr. Dumoulin, have you the plans and estimates with you 
that you submitted at that time to the Board? 

A, NO, Sit. 

@. Did you at that time submit to the whole Board your plans 
and specifications ? 

A. I gave them into the hands of the president, sir, and he 
submitted them to the executive committee, I believe it was. 

@. And have you the plans and specifications that you made? 
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@. The estimates? 

A. No, sir. I have got the general cost in regard to which I 
made a memorandum myself, for future reference, and as a guide 
when I was going to work in the future. Of course, that is my 
private work, all that sort of thing, but of course, as far as the 
West End Road is concerned, I wouldn’t think of producing the 
West End estimates. 

@. The plans and specifications were with the company? 

A. With the company. They are not, of course, my property. 

@. Now, if you have your estimates will you produce them? 
Have you them with you? 

A. No, sir. I have some memorandums of the cost of the 
conduit, personal memorandums on the general cost of concrete 
work, not in reference to the West End especially, but different 
sized conduits. I can tell you in regard to them. 

_ Q. Well, now, you say this is what you made at the time? 

A. This is my own data, personal data that I had, of the cost 
of excavating and laying conduits, upon the general subject — 
finding out the cost of all sorts of different conduits and wires. 

@. Now, can you tell us the size of your conduits and the 
number of ducts in them? 

A. In the estimate I recommended? 

@. Yes, sir. 

A. Well, you don’t want me to read off the list? 

@. No, but tell me the different sizes? 

A. Well, they run from two-duct conduits to sixty-three-duct 
conduits. | 

@. The sixty-three-duct conduits were near the station ? 

A. They were in the station itself, left the station, and then 
from that there were twenty-five, twenty, nineteen, eighteen, fif- 
teen, twelve, ten, eight, seven, six, five, two duct conduits, what- 
ever they might be, in different lengths of each, according to the 
requirements of the system. 

@. As you got away from the power-house you reduced the size 
of the conduits and the number of the ducts? 

: A. Yes, sir; exactly. 

@. Now, how many miles of these various sizes of conduits 
were there in all? 

A. Eighty-six and a quarter miles of duct, seven and a half 
miles of conduit. 

@. And ranging — 

A. Ranging from two to sixty-three ducts. 

(). Two to sixty-three in a conduit? 

a Less Bite 

@. And with that, I understand, you covered the whole centre 
of Boston from Northampton street to West Chester park? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Hype. — You didn’t state that quite as you meant it — you 
said Northampton street to West Chester park ? 

The Wirness. —I thought you meant Massachusetts avenue, 
sir. 

Mr. Witiiams. —If I stated to West Chester park I was 
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wrong. I meant from Northampton street and West Chester park 
north. 

@. Those are the lines that bounded to the south and the west? 

A. Yes, sir; that is what you might call. the south and west 
line. 

Q. Whether or not that work can be done to-day for the price 
which you then estimated ? 

A. Yes, sir; I don’t think there is any material difference in 
the price of labor from what it was then. It is raw material. 

@. Did that plan utilize the present feed wires of the company? 

A. Well, you could do it or not, sir, whichever you pleased. 

@. But your plan? 

A. -One of the plans. I didn’t pin myself to any particular 
system, but with one system which I submitted you could utilize 
the present feed wires. 

Q. You could? 

. A. Yes, sir; but I didn’t confine myself to that one particular 
plan. There were other plans. 

@. But it is practicable now, isn’t it, to use other feed wires 
that are overhead, in the ducts? 

A. Yes, sir; by one system. 

(). And it could be done to-day in that section for something 
less than $300,000 ? 

A. Yes. sir; for the conduits. 

@. And the ducts —- that is, with the ducts? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Did you ever make an estimate for putting the feed wires 
underground on Tremont street alone? 

A. Yes, sir; just a sort of a sample line from Eliot street to 
Scollay square, just a long line up Tremont street. 

@. Building a conduit? 

21 \eel.OS-k Sir. 

Q. That included all the feed wires? 

A. The feed wires that go and come on Tremont street proper, 
according to the plan which was laid out for the distribution of 
feeders. 

@. Was that made for the company? 

A. No, sir; it wasn’t made at their request. I made it and 
submitted it to the general manager of the company. 

@. It wasn’t at their request ? 

A. It wasn’t made at their request, sir. 

Q. IJ will call your attention, in the first place to the phrase 
‘¢ insulating the feed-wire where it is above ground and exposed 
to the air.” Insulating the feed wire —I would like to ask you 
whether any of the feed wire that you put up in the city of Boston 
or that was put up under your superintendence and inspection, is 
insulated wire? 

A. It is insulated wire as a trade term, but not as an electrical 
term, sir. As an electrical term it is not insulated, but insulated 
wire is a trade name. It is really weather-proof wire — that is 
the proper name for it. 

@. Weather-proof wire, is it? 
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Yes, sir; all of it. 

Not insulated ? 

No, sir, not electrically insulated. 

Now, I want to ask you about the present condition of that 
wire — whether you know what the covering is, practically, of this 
wire behind you? 

A.> Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, the wires put up were of a great many different 
makes, weren’t they? 

A. Oh, a great many different makes. 

@. Now, was there any rubber insulation among the wires? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. What was it? 

A. Some cotton and some hemp, some jute, some sort of fi- 
brous substance woven, and then it is saturated or painted over 
with a bituminous compound, the base of which, as a rule, is 
asphaltum and tar, mixed. 

@. Now, take one of those feed wires that is three or four years. 
old-—I want you to assume a case. Assuming that that wire 
were exposed to heavy rains, would it not, if it were an old wire, 
become easily saturated with water? 

A. Well, some of it would, perhaps. I don’t say all of it 
would, but there would be a very great liability for it to be. The 
insulating material, pitch, would dry up in the course of years and 
crack. 

@. And would you not expect that after three or four years 
that wire would become very liable to absorb water and become 
saturated as to its covering ¢ 

A. Well, in the natural course of things I should think it 
would, sir. 

@. Now, when it is saturated does it furnish any insulation to 
the wire? 

A. No, sir; it would not. 

Q. Now, would that wire, three or four years old, withstand that 
saturation from the play of a hose, a fire hose? 

A. Well, if it dried up it wouldn’t, but I can conceive some 
wire where the compound would not dry up as rapidly as _ that, 
might last a long time. I wouldn’t say that all wires, three, four, 
or five years old would dry up. 

@. Iam only asking you about the West End? 

A. Well, it has a great many different makes. 

@. A great many? 

A. Yes, sir; a dozen different kinds, some better than others. 
You cannot tell how long that compound is going to last. 

@ Do you think at the present time that any of that wire, with 
a fire-hose playing on it several hours, could withstand the satu- 
ration? : 

A. Yes, I think some of the newest. 

@. How about the oldest? 

A. I don’t think some of the oldest could — I very much doubt 
it. 

@. Now, when saturated, when you have contact with one of 
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the iron poles, or in any other way that there is contact with the 
earth, would a man who had that contact receive 500 volts? 

AY YY 687 8 : 

@. Through that covering ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Would you say, in any sense of the term, that one of the 
wires that is four years old is an insulated wire? 

A. I don’t think the railway has any electrically insulated wire 
at all— I call it weather-proof wire. I think that is the proper 
name. 

@. You would be willing to say that in any sense of the word 
it is an insulated wire? Would you depend on the insulation of 
that wire, exposed to the atmosphere and the rain ? 

A. Yes, I would sir, because I don’t think there is a great deal 
of danger from it even supposing it is bare wire. 

@. Now, let me ask you this— would you consider it safe to 
make a contact of your person with one of those high posts — in 
other words, a direct contact with the earth through the posts — 
and take hold of one of those old covered wires saturated with 
water? 

A. I think it would be safe, but infernally disagreeable. 

@. You mean it wouldn’t kill you? 

A. No, I don’t think it would. 

@. Wouldn't it knock you off the post? 

A, It probably would, sir, although I don’t know as it would, 
because I am rather tough and can take a pretty good shock. 
But I think most people it would knock off the posts. I don’t 
think it would be safe for a man to work around it. 

@. Well, do you think it would be safe anywhere in the city of 
Boston, at the point of a fire, where water has been pouring from 
hose and down ladders on to those wires, for any one to take hold 
of those wires when he is in contact with the iron post? 

A. No, sir; I shouldn’t say it was absolutely safe anywhere, 
to be free trom a shock. 

@. Is there any mechanical difficulty whatever, in the present 
state of the. art, in undergrounding the feed-wires of this com- 
pany? 

A. There is no difficulty but what there is plenty of fair engi- 
neering talent to overcome, sir. 

@. Well, is there any difficulty now, sir? 

A. Well, there are difficulties to overcome, but none that can- 
not be overcome by the talent we have. About the principal 
difficulty, the mechanical difficulty, is digging the trench for the 
conduit. Now, if you saw the conduit they have at Broadway, 
New York, where they overcome those difficulties, you could see 
yourself that the difficulties in Boston must be small in com- 
parison. 

@. Is there any more difficulty in dealing with this wire, than 
there is in dealing with the wires of the Edison Company? 

A. No, sir; only you have to enlarge the capacity, because 
there is more current. That is all. 

@. It is merely a mechanical question? 
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Ar A mechanical question. 

. They have underground conduits for miles, haven’t they? 

A. The Edison; yes. Very much of the system has been under- 
ground for years. 

@. The same is true of arc lighting companies — there are many 
of these high potential are wires that are underground, aren’t 
there? 

A. Yes, sir; in New York almost entirely. 

@. And it is true of London and true of Paris, isn’t it? 

A. Yes, sir; all underground. On the other side, sir; they 
wouldn’t have any over-head wires. 

@. Will you tell me where you proposed, when you made your 
plan for the West End Company, to put the conduit? 

A. Right between the two tracks, sir. 

@. Under the paving-stones? 

A. Under the paving-stones, between the two tracks. 

Alderman Bryant having come in, Mr. Williams at this point 
said: Mr. Chairman, I don’t think I care to ask any more upon this 
point, but I should like to try and see whether or not we can get 
at the facts referred to in a previous question, from this witness, 
who was present at the meeting of this committee of the West End 
Road — find out what the trouble was there and what the result of 
it was. 

The CHarrman. — Well, the Chair will declare a brief recess, 
and the committee will go into executive session. 


The committee retired from the room at 3.25 P.M., and returned 
and resumed the hearing at 3.43 P.M. 


The Cuarrman. — The committee have decided to admit the 
testimony de bene. 

Q. (By Mr. Wiriiams.) Mr. Dumoulin, the ruling of the com- 
mittee is that the testimony ought to be taked, and I “shall now be 
obliged, although you protest, “to ask you some questions about 
what went on at that meeting. 

Mr. Hype. —I[ understand that the committee merely says that, 
if the witness is willing to make a statement, they will receive it 
de bene, but it doesn’t follow that the witness is required to state 
it. 

The Cuarrman. — The Chair understands that no witness here 
is obliged to testify, that the committee cannot compel him to 
testify. 

Mr. Wicrir1ams.— That is, cannot compel him to; but I will say, 
Mr. Chairman, it isn’t the correct thing for a witness to refuse 
when the committee decides that he should testify, that he should, 
being under oath, tell what he knows. 

Now, Mr. Dumoulin, as I understand you, your plans and speci- 
fications were taken by President Whitney into a meeting of the 
executive committee — and who was the other gentlemen you spoke 
of that went in with you? 

A. No one went in with me, sir. 

@. Well, there was one of the electricians— Mr. Pearson? 
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A. He was in the room at the time that I went there. 

@. And your plans, specifications, and estimates were under con- 
sideration at that time, were they ? 

A. No, I took them in with me, sir. 

(@. Who were present of the directors, do you recall? 

A. I think you are getting too close, Mr. Williams, too close. 
I would rather not answer. 

Mr. Wititams. — You ought to answer the question. 

Mr. Hype. — I] object. He is not under any ‘*‘ ought” if he de- 
clines. 

Mr. WituiAms. — Allow me to say that the committee has de- 
cided that this is proper testimony for you to give, Mr. Dumoulin, 
and I ask you the question now with the understanding that: you 
object to giving it. But I ask vou to state the truth — that is all. 
You are not responsible for the fact that it is asked of you. The 
committee has admitted the testimony, and you are simply required 
to answer the question. 

Mr. Hype. — You are not required to answer it. 

Mr. Wiuiams. — Well, I don’t suppose the witness wants to 
show any contempt. 

Mr. Hypr. — There is no requirement at all, and unless there is 
a requirement, and a penalty for refusal to answer, a witness can- 
not be compelled to answer. ‘The witness has stated that he de- 
clines to answer, and that is the end of it. 

Mr. Wituiams. — He does not say that he declines; he doesn’t 
decline. He says we are getting pretty near the line, and I ask 
the witness to answer me the question, who of the executive com- 
mittee were there at the time? 

The Witness. — Well, allow me to answer in my own way, sir, 
and not a direct answer. 

Ald. Hatt. — Answer as you please, Mr. Witness. 

Mr. Dumovutin. — I am in this position. ‘At that time J was in 
the employ of the West End, occupying a confidential position. 
Anything in connection with my work there was private, not for 
the public, anything that occurred at that meeting, and I had no 
idea it would ever be asked for again. If they thought for one 
moment, when I was admitted to that executive committee chamber, 
that what transpired there I would repeat outside at any time 
afterwards, I don’t think they would have treated me with suffi- 
cient confidence to allow me to go in and discuss a matter in my 
presence. So, under those circumstances, I don’t think it is right 
for me to discuss what took place except in this general way. I am 
willing to say that Mr. Whitney told me — that is direct evidence 
enough, I think ——that Mr. Whitney told me he had decided, if 
possible, to get those plans passed and provision made that year. 
He took the plans from me, but they were not passed. 

@. (By Mr. Wititams.) But they were discussed at that time 
were they not, when vou were present? 

A. They were discussed, sir, and at some meetings afterwards, 
IT understand. There was nothing decided at that meeting in my 
presence — nothing decided; I believe they adjourned and ad- 
journed and adjourned, from time to time, but at that meeting 
nothing was decided. 
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(). But when you were present. I will ask you this direct ques- 
tion, as I think I have a right to do if you refuse or decline to 
answer the question I have already asked you, were not Mr. Hyde 
and Mr. Little members of that committee at the time and 
present ? 

As Y G5, 6ile 

@. Now, I want to ask you whether they didn’t both oppose 
Mr. Whitney’s plan to adopt your scheme and raise money to put 
it into execution that year? 

Mr. Hyver. — I object to that question. It is the very thing the 
witness has declined to answer about. 

Mr. Wivurams. — He hasn’t declined yet. 

Mr. Hype. — He has stated all that can be of material interest 
to this hearing, that he presented plans, that they were discussed 
and that they were not adopted. That is all that can be material 
in any possible form. 

Mr. Witiiams. — Mr. Chairman, the purpose of that question 
is merely this. Of course, it is difficult always to get at the acts 
of a corporation, even where a committee or a tribunal has a right 
to enforce its orders to a witness to answer. It is difficult enough 
to get at the acts of a corporation then, but here Iam now dealing 
with a man who is now president of that corporation and another 
man who is still on the executive committee and who is here 
opposing this proposition, and I have asked this question to show 
that the president of that corporation in 1893, that is, in Febru- 
ary of 1893, a year ago, was insisting upon the appropriation of 
money and the adoption of plans for the putting of these wires 
underground, and that the present president and Mr. Hyde were 
the active opponents of that plan. Now, perbaps Mr. Hyde will 
admit that. 

Mr. Hype. — My claim is simply this, that upon a matter of 
that kind you cannot cite a precedent. These three gentlemen 
constituting this committee retired a few moments ago and had a 
private consultation. Now, I submit that if to-morrow the city 
of Boston has a law-suit with reference to any question that may 
occur in relation to feed wires, and there is a question of liability, 
that this committee-room cannot be opened and what was said by 
you three gentlemen put into evidence. ‘There isn’t any rule or 
any principle of law by which that can be done. Now, he has 
stated here all that by any possibility can be of any service. The 
question of what one man said or what one man’s reasons or 
another man’s reasons were, has nothing to do with it and cannot 
have. ‘l'here are some principles that are recognized everywhere, 
except by Brother Williams. 

Mr. Witurams. — Well, I don’t know. I think there is another 
quarter where they have a pretty poor show. 

Mr. Hype. — We have heard what the witness himself has 
said, and I submit that every one of you holding relations with a 
corporation or doing an individual business would respect a man 
who takes the position that Mr. Dumoulin does here, and to at- 
tempt or seek to cross that line by a constant reiteration of ques- 
tions in that form is altogether out of the line of any inquiry that 
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possibly ought to be instituted ; and any discussion that goes into 
that or seeks to open that door, seeks to open the door of an in- 
quiry to which there is no limit. As I said before, the question 
here is whether it is desirable to bury feed wires. Now, whether 
it is desirable or not, or what may be my individual opinion or 
anybody else individual opinion upon it as expressed as officers of 
corporations, are not matters that come in here or are open here. 
I submit that it is the duty, of the committee to so inform the 
witness, if there is any question about it, that he is not called 
upon to make any statements upon these matters unless he desires 
todo so. That he has the power of doing it I don’t raise any 
question, but it is not his duty, and he is not called upon to do it. 
He has stated, as he himself says, all he thinks he ought to in 
regard to the matter, and I think the committee here will respect, 
and all the gentlemen here present will respect, the gentleman for 
taking that position. 

~ Mr. Witrrams. — [had not finished my argument, although, of 
course, you did not know it. Now, the situation is this, that here 
is a corporation coming in here through Mr. Hyde, its attorney, 
to oppose this proposition. I don’t know and I never shall know 
whether the stockholders or the board of directors of this corpor- 
ation have instructed Mr. Hyde to come here and oppose this or. 
not, and I don’t propose to ask him; but when he does come here 
as one of the board of directors of that corporation, one of the ex- 
ecutive committee, the active counsel, taking great responsibilities, 
and I have asked him to take the stand to get these facts out of 
him and get his individual attitude in this matter, he declines to 
take the stand. ‘That he has a right to do, and I think it is per- 
fectly judicious on his part that he should so decline. But now, 
Mr. Chairman, I am trying to get out of this witness facts con- 
cerning the committee meeting, when an effort was made, when 
the corporation itself had gone so far as to get its expert in its 
regular employ, its superintendent of electrical work, to make a 
plan and to make estimates. That is evidence of itself, Mr. 
Chairman, that in the corporation it was regarded as the time 
when this thing should be done. Now, all I want to show is 
through this witness how far an effort was made to carry out the 
legal obligation of this corporation, and I want to show an admis- 
sion, and on that ground this witness ought to answer — I want to 
show the admission that at that time the legal and the moral obli- 
_gation of this corporation to put these feed wires underground 
was admitted, was recognized, and that Mr. Whitney at that time 
protested vigorously that this corporation owed it to the city of 
Boston to bury these wires, that the time for it had come, and that 
he proposed that it should bedone. That is what I want to prove 
and if the witness declines I want my offer to goin. The witness 
ean decline if he chooses, but I propose to offer this committee 
testimony that Mr. Hyde and Mr. Little did oppose it, and that 
Mr. Whitney protested that his own honor and the honor of the 
corporation was bound up in the fulfilment of that obligation at 
that time, and that he proposed to have it done, that the executive 
committee refused it, and that Mr. Whitney went angrily from the 
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room and took this man Pearson along with him. ‘That is what 
I propose to show, and if Mr. Hyde wants to protect the witness 
to that extent that he shall not state it, very well, let it go, but 
that is my offer of proof. 

Mr. Hype. — One single thing — there is no evidence before 
this committee and no evidence in existence, as I understand it, 
showing any obligation on the part of the West End to bury its 
feed wires. 

Mr. Wiuiams. — Yes, there is a bond there. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, the bond is there, and anybody who reads 
the bond will recognize the truth of my statement. ‘There is 
nothing in that bond that calls for any such thing, and there is 
nothing to show that any condition of that bond has been violated ; 
and therefore when he talks about an obligation of that kind, I 
merely say it does not exist. 

Mr. Witiiams. — Then J will go farther than the bond. It is 
not upon the bond that I depend, but I mean to say that when the 
Board of Aldermen granted this permit to erect posts in the city 
of Boston and it was settled in secret session, in which Mr. Whit- 
ney, as president of the road, and Mr. Hyde were present, that it. 
was then agreed that these wires would go underground as soon 
as they could be put underground, and that that is the moral obli- 
gation that Mr. Whitney referred to and tried to have carried 
out. 

Mr. Hype. — I will consent that he may call every member of’ 
the Board of Aldermen of that vear and prove that there was ever: 
any secret session that I ever was at, or any agreement upon 
it one way or the other. The Board of Aldermen, I suppose, 
acted in its official capacity and acted at a public meeting, and 
whatever action it took and whatever arrangement it made with 
the West End Road is in writing. ‘Those writings are on file in 
the City Hall. They speak for themselves, and I have not sought 
to deny the existence of any writings that are here or any votes 
that have been passed. But when Brother Williams undertakes to. 
say that all sorts of arrangements and understandings were made, 
of which he is cognizant but which nobody else ever heard of, why, if 
we are going on in that way, all we have got todo is to give 
Brother Williams an opportunity for refreshing sleep and I will 
guarantee that his imagination will be sufficient from day to day 
to continue this hearing, so that the Board will be deprived of its 
April trip, that the public institutions investigation will languish 
also, until another Board comes in. Now, I think the question 
before us is the question that I raised the objection to. 

The Cuairman. — The Chair would rule that any testimony of 
this witness which has a bearing on any testimony that we have 
previously heard here would be competent. For instance, we 
have heard testimony here that it was not practical to put these 
wires underground, and that it was not practical owing to the 
large expense ; and any testimony that would have any bearing on 
any of these matters, the Chair would rule was competent testi- 
mony. 


Mr. Hype. — I agree to that without any question. 
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Q. (By Mr. Writuiams.) Mr. Witness, do you still insist that 
you do not care to state what went on at that meeting ? 

A. Yes, sir. I don’t think it would be honorable on my part. 
I will state this, however, that every objection that was made was 
not on the ground of it not being feasible to put it down, or that 
there was an obligation to put it down, but every objection was 
financial. 

Q. (By Ald. Haru.) I don’t understand the answer. 

A. That all objections made to the putting of the system under- 
ground, putting these wires underground, was financial, and for 
two years previous, all idea of the unfeasibility of the project had 
been abandoned. It was acknowledged right through by every 
competent man who understood the subject, in connection with the 
West End Road, that they were perfectly competent to do it, that 
it could be done, and that the only point that could be raised was 
a financial one. 

@. That the expense was too great? 

A. Not that the expense was too great, but whether it was the 
time to put it down, whether they could afford it at the time — it 
was all financial. Of course, I know nothing about the finances 
of the company, but I know that is what it hinged upon. When 
they were ready to spend the money, we were ready to do the 
work, the same as in other places, and take the makeshift wires 
hung up over the streets down, and put them underground, the 
same as other cities are doing. 

Q. (By Mr. Wittrams.) Then Iunderstand you, Mr. Dumoulin, | 
that, whoever was present at that meeting, and whatever discus- 
sion was had about carrying out this plan, nobody objected to it 
on the ground that it couldn’t be done? 

A. No, sir; not that the wires couldn’t be put underground. 

Q. Well, was it admitted by them, or do you remember? 

A. Well, I couldn’t say. They didn’t understand it at all, 
because they didn’t really understand the subject. I understand 
that they were commercial gentlemen, not electricians. 

@. Yes, exactly —I understand you that there was no objec- 
tion made at that time? 

A. Not to the practicability of it. 

Q@. Well, you say ‘‘ the financial apeshionss — you mean 
whether it should be done then or done later? 

A. No, whether they could spend the money then. I can say 
this, and I guess it will give you as much as you want to know, 
that Mr. Whitney told me he intended having a provision made 
that year if he could get it. 

@. For this purpose? 

AS AYES alr 

@. To carry out your plan? 

A. Yes, sir; and he would have a provision made each year 
until it was finished, and I was very much pleased to hear it when 
he told me. 

Mr. Witttams. — Well, I will not pursue the inquiry any far- 
ther, if it will embarrass the witness.” 

Q. (By Mr. Hypr.) Mr. Dumoulin, after this meeting that 


’. 
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you speak of did you and Mr. Windsor, or either of you, go West 


and look at what was the condition of burying wires in different 
places? 

A. Mr. Windsor went, I believe, sir. 

Q@. That is, following this meeting, Mr. Windsor went — did 
you understand where he went to? 
Minneapolis, I believe. 
Milwaukee? 
I believe Milwaukee, too, sir. 
And Buffalo ? 
Yes—I am not sure about Buffalo. I know he went to 
Minneapolis. 

@. And that was after this meeting and this discussion that 
you speak of? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(By Ald. Haru.) Mr. Dumoulin, did Mr. Whitney ever 
say anything to you about any moral obligation to the city to un- 
derground these wires? 

A. No, sir; not to me. 
@. (By Mr. Reep.) Mr. Dumoulin, is that the general style 
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of feed wire that you put up? 


A. Yes, sir; that is covered wire. 
Q. (By Mr. Hype.) Well, different sizes? 
A. Yes, sir; what I have called weather-proof covering. 
(By Mr. Reep.) Something was said by Mr. Hyde in 


opening about a Beacon-street conduit, which was tried as an ex- 


periment for a short while. Do you know anything about that? 

A. That wasn’t a conduit for carrying wires, sir, but for run- 
ning cars. 

@. Oh, an underground trolley, so to speak ? 

A. Yes, sir; an “underground trolley we will call it. It was 
not a feed-wire experiment for burying feeders. 

@. And do you know about places where these underground 


conduits for electric wires are in operation — Buffalo, Philadelphia, 


and those places ? 

A. Yes, sir; and Washington —a great many places more or 
less. 
Well, are they successful ? 
Yes, sir. 
Do you know of any failures? 
Yes, sir. 
Do you know why they failed? 
Lesh pire 
Why was it? 
There was one conduit in Minneapolis which was a gigantic 
failure because they went about it in an ignorant sort of way. 
The men didn’t know what they were doing when they were put- 
ting it down, put it in in an ignorant sort of \ way, in a way that no 
electrical engineer with any knowledge would attempt to do. 

@. Bad construction? 

A. Bad construction. I condemned the thing the moment heard 
of it, the way I heard of its going on. 
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Now, as I understand it, you consider that the systems in 
Buffalo, Philadelphia, and Washington are a success? 

A. They are, sir. 

@. No trouble with them? 

A. I don’t see any trouble. ‘There is some trouble with all 
mechanical work, especially if connected with electricity, but no 
more trouble than with overhead feeders, I should think. Of 
course, it wants watching and wants taking care of. 

@. Now, what do you say to this proposition, that as the wire 
overhead heats, in case of an especial amount or volume going 
through the wire, owing to a snow-storm or something of that sort, 
the wire may become hot, but the heat will radiate off through the 
air, but when it is put underground it will not be radiated off or 
radiated to any extent, and the consequence will be a great heat- 
ing and a burning of the thing up? Now, what do you say to 
that? 

A. Well, you would want a little more capacity of copper in a 
closed conductor than in an open one. 

@. It would take some more? 

A. Take some more. 

@. Well, can you say about how much more, in a general way? 

A. Yes, the same thing applies to a dynamo machine. When 
you wrap a wire on a spool for a magnet, an armature, you require 
a larger wire for the same quantity of current than you do when 
the wire is open, and the rule is to put in about twenty-five to thirty 
per cent. more copper for the current. 

Q. Twenty-five to thirty per cent. more? 

A. Yes, sir; and, as regards these sudden fluctuations of cur- 
rent—the heavy currents that will pass through during a snow- 
storm or a short circuit, it would be momentarily. They wouldn’t 
last long enough to cause damage so that you would have to put 
in a very large proportion more. The ordinary twenty-five per 
cent. would be sufficient to carry it.

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SEVENTH HEARING. 


Crty Hari, March 24, 1894. 


The committee was called to order at 2 P.M., by Chairman 
Folsom. Present: all the members of the committee. 
Appearances: Same as before. 


ARGUMENT BY Henry D. Hype, Esq. 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the committee, I shall en- 
deavor not to weary you with the details of this case, which has 
already taken more time than anybody contemplated, I presume, 
at the outset; and, in the first place, I shall address myself to 
what has brought us together upon this subject. 

Five years ago this spring the city of Boston gave permission 
to the West Knd Street Railway Company to introduce electricity. 
The form of its use as a power in moving cars was then adopted, 
and it has continued in use until the present time. So far as 
anything appears ip this case up to the time of the filing of the 
order which was offered by Alderman Hall, no complaints had come 
against the system, no citizen claimed to have been injured, no 
party sought to have this hearing because of anything that had 
occurred. During the whole five years the system has not been 


changed except to be improved, and during that period a steady 


improvement has gone on both as to the facilities of applying it, 
as to the successful use, as to the guards against danger occurring 
from it. 

The petition or order upon which your committee are sitting is 
with reference to the feed-wires. We have gone through with the 
hearing. It has been advertised — it has been doubly advertised, 
so that there isn’t any citizen of Boston now who does not know 
that this hearing has been going on. ‘They have all had the op- 
portunity to come here. Nota man has appeared here to testify 
to an accident from a feed-wire. Some question has been asked 
about a certain South Boston case. Other than that no accident 
appears to have occurred. 

What, therefore. started this inquiry on the part of Mr. Will- 
iams and Mr. Sinclair? Upon that question to-day I do not pro- 
pose to address myself. At another time, upon another occasion, 
in another forum, I propose to deal with that question. To-day 
I propose to pass it by. 

Now, therefore, we come to the specific question which is 
before you, and that is: What action will you take, or shall you 


take, or ought you to take with reference to the feed-wires ? 


Permit me to say, without discussion, that, as I understand 
the Jaw, you have no authority upon the question at all; and 
from that I will pass without further discussion. 
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Now, what is the purpose of seeking to have the feed-wires. 
removed? As to you, representing the city of Boston, and sitting 
in the capacity in which you sit, there can be but one purpose 
which would justify it—that it is against the interests of the 
public that they should be allowed to continue; that is, that over 
and above the advantage that they are to the city, to the citizens, 
and to the community, there are objections, obstructions or 
dangers, which more than counterbalance their usefulness, and 
therefore call for action upon your part for their removal. 

Go up and down the streets of the city of Boston and put it to 
vote; ask every man, woman, and child of sufficient age to ride in 
the street cars whether they would have the present system 
abolished or not and you will get but one answer practically, — 
that the present system has been beneficent to Boston, has 
brought with it a convenience, a comfort, and a quality of service 
that it never enjoyed before and which to-day no other city in the 
Union does enjoy. 

Now, I know of nothing that we enjoy in life that is of advan- 
tage that has not objections. ‘There is no business, no pleasure, 
no anything, you may say, that is of material good, but has an out 
somewhere. ‘The rose has its thorn, the steam-engine has its gi- 
gantic power, the steam railroad has its power, and so on through 
life; and that is also true of electricity, as a new form of power. 

But when you are learning to use a thing of such energy as. 
steam or electricity, at once the men who are skilled and compe- 
tent address themselves to the factor of safety, with a view to 
making that as large as possible, if the public demand is constant 
and is increasing for its use. No committee, no board of alder- 
men, no city government can prevent the onward pressure which 
is continually brought and which is steadily increasing for 
the uses of electricity. It finds its own way because it pleads 
its own cause with the service that it renders, and as it pushes 
to the front more and more, its use is more and more aflirmed 
and approved. 

Take, then, the objections that may be fairly stated and counter- 
balance them or weigh them over against the advantages that 
exist. The feed-wire is an insulated wire, as we ordinarily use 
the term — whether insulated alone for electricity, or insulated 
partly as to the weather and partly as to electricity, is not ma- 
terial. It is so insulated that of itself no one can, with the insu- 
lation upon it, be injured by it. It is hung in safe and strong 
ways. No man has been here, either on behalf of the city, on 
behalf of any insurance company, or of any citizen, to suggest’a more 
firm or a better way of hanging the feed wire than is now adopted. 
No one has made any suggestion that that is not properly hung. 
You have called the Fire Commissioner, you have called the Superin- 
tendent of Wires, you have had various men who have been here 
as experts, and no man makes the suggestion that there should be 
better hanging of the wires than now exists. 

Nobody is injured by the wires. More people have been injured 
by the express wagons, by the butchers’ wagons, by the hacks, by 
herdics, ten times, — yes, one hundred fold —in these five years. 
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than have been injured by feed-wires. One boy is said to have 
been fooling with it and have got hurt, and that is the extent of 
the injury of the feed-wire in the five years — which carried last 
year 133,000,000 people. It isin the city for the purpose of supply- 
ing the power to the trolley-wire, and in five years one boy, 
meddling with what didn’t concern him, is said to have been hutt. 
That is the extent of the injury of the feed wire. 

But itis said to be unsightly. Admitted. But how much of 
the convenience of modern life is of necessity more or less un- 
sightly! The wagons that the city sends through the city to 
gather up the garbage are unsightly to eye, objectionable to 
ear and nose. Take a thousand things that become necessary in 
life, and they are unsightly. Supposing you were to say that all 
unsightly things in the city were to be reformed, were to be 
changed, that every building should conform to certain lines of 
beauty that should make it more sightly, that every chimney 
should be topped in some form which would make it more sightly, 
that every man who goes up and down the streets should dress in 
some particular form to make him more sightly, or that every 
man should be required in the mould of nature to be made hand- 
some, so that as we go up and down the streets of the city of 
Boston nothing that was unsightly should be presented to the eye. 

The unsightliness is too diminutive for argument, it is too small 
compared with the corresponding beneficence to talk about; it is 
too trivial to take the time we are even here using in mentioning 
it. 

But it is said in addition to that, and that covers the whole, that 
it is somewhat in the way in the case of fires. That is as patent 
— that argument — that statement, without witnesses to the or- 
dinary comprehension of every man as it can be made in any way. 

It was as patent to the board of aldermen who granted the per- 
mit; it was as patent to Mayor Hart when he signed the order ; 
it has been as patent to everybody during the last five years that 
those wires have been erected, as it is to-day. It is not a new 
thing, it is not a new discovery, it is not a new outbreak, it is not 
a new form. It is a thing that has occurred all the while, has 
been known to every board, has been known to the whole city, 
and, as I say, has been patent from the first to the last. 

Now, what is it and what does it amount to? Every man will 
agree that every obstacle that stands in the possible way of raising 
a ladder or reaching a fire is something of an obstacle. It would 
be better if we never had snowstorms, as to fire; and yet I take it 
that, upon the coming of a snowstorm, the city of Boston is not 
going to run hot pipes up and down the street to enable the ap- 
paratus to get to a fire a little more quickly. There is a practical 
commonsense in the matter. 

Take your ordinary awning, which is the most objectionable thing 
in the way of reaching a building. Which furnishes the greatest 
difficulty in the way of reaching a building: the awning upon it 
or the feed-wire that may go by it? The awning upon it and ex- 
tending from it. And yet awnings exist and are permitted to 
exist ; they are allowed and are permitted to continue. And yet 
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as to any increased danger of fire, they are more in the way than 
the feed-wires. Every practical expert you have had here, the 
city officials themselves, say this, that while the feed-wires are in 
the way, they are not as much in the way as the high wires, that 
in raising the extension ladders which the firemen need in putting 
out fires and which the city depends upon, the high wires are more 
in the way. And whose wires are those? First of all, they are 
the wires of the city itself more than anybody’s else. Shall the 
city, shall this board, refuse to make an appropriation to bury those, 
which are the crying evil, the crying difficulty, the great cause of 
danger, as your own Officials say; or shall they seek for some 
reason to commence upon the comparatively harmless wires and 
make the attack there? He who lives not in a glass house may 
throw stones, but he that lives in a glass house is generally a 
little careful how he throws stones, unless that which he is stoning 
he is not guilty of himself. And to-day the party who more than 
anyone else is permitting its wires to remain and to exist in quan- 
tity where they stand in the way of the firemen is the city of Bos- 
ton; and yet the injury, the damage, is so small, the interference 
is so limited, that you do not and you are not proposing — it is 
not in any appropriation bill that you are considering — to bury your 
own wires. Why? Because the advantage does not warrant the 
expense, and the public feel, and the public justify you in your 
action, that it would be unwise to incur so large an expense for so 
small a result. And yet you can sit here and say that it is possi- 
ble that one fire kindled from some source may do millions of dis- 
aster. But, taking the average, taking the whole generally, the 
result is, that that disaster does not come and therefore you do 
not bury the wires. 

Again, take the dangerous wires, take the wires that really 
stand out as harmful to the community, and they are the electric- 
light are wires. Weall know about them. They are not strung 
as thoroughly as the feed-wires are, because they cannot be. 
Every feed-wire, or nearly every one, is fastened to an iron pole 
with an arm upon it, and tied or fastened in such a way that you 
never saw one down I believe. I never did. You never had a 
complaint come to you that a feed-wire was down — or I never 
did. ‘They are strong; you can lean ladders against them; the 
workmen sit upon them in doing their work. And that is the 
class of wire that this hearing has been about and that this dis- 
-cussion has prevailed upon. 

Brother Williams started by saying that there were paid in the 
city of Boston hundreds of thousands of dollars every year 
because of the extra insurance resulting from the feed-wire. We 
have asked everyone who has been on the stand, I think,— at least 
I have, —as to whether he ever knew of a rate being increased 
because of a feed-wire, and there is not an insurance man that 
ever heard of it; and the insurance men who have been here 
cover the ground sufficiently so that in the business they do it 
must have been known if such were the case. When the insur- 
ance men came here they said distinctly they did not come here 
because of the feed-wires, that they came here because of all 
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wires, and somebody’s cunning hand drew this petition as being 
in connection with this order. I don’t know! whether it was 
Brother Williams, or Brother Sinclair, and I don’t know as I 
care. The order, as drawn and offered by Alderman Hall, was in 
relation to feed-wires only, and whoever went out and got the 
insurance Companies to back it and sustain it gave the impression 
that it related to all wires; and when the insurance men came 
here to a hearing advertised and before a committee appointed 
solely on the subject of feed-wires, they said they did not come up 
in regard to feed-wires, but came in regard to all electric wires, 
and practically admitted, all of them, that the feed-wire was the 
minimum wire of all as far as danger was concerned. As I say, 
there was not a petition before the board, there was not a party 
asking for it, and, as it appears, it was only by somebody’s con- 
trivance to get this question up, and there appeared to be just two 
persons interested — Mr. Sinclair and Brother Williams. There 
is not an insurance company which has appeared here in connec- 
tion with which the slightest belief is authorized by anybody that 
it ever contributed a cent to this hearing. Mr. Sinclair has never 
come to say that he represented any insurance company, although 
he was in town and was in the hall once since the hearing com- 
menced. He never has pretended that there was «any insurance 
company that paid these bills; but the evidence is that Brother 
Williams and Mr. Sinclair, of New Hampshire, are the people who 
are anxious upon this subject -——lying awake nights, fearful lest 
something may happen to them, unduly oppressed, greatly dis- 
turbed because of these wires. And you, gentlemen, because of, 
the apprehension of those two persons, have been required here 
and are required here this afternoon to sit in solemn conclave 
upon this question. 

Mr. Reep. —I do not like to interrupt, Brother Hyde, but I 
believe | have appeared here for certain parties. 

Mr. Hyper. — Well, I admit that Brother Reed has been here, 
but simply as representing that indefinite, hazy, real estate man 
who walks up and down the streets and doesn’t locate, — 

Mr. Reep. — You did not ask me whom I represented. 

Mr. Hype. — Who is without name, whom nobody knows about. 

Mr. Reep. — You didn’t try to find out, sir. 

Mr. Hype. — You can tell now. I will give you an opportu- 
nity, if you want to. I havenot kept you back from the oppor- 
tunity of stating who you appear for, but you have not stated in 
regard to a-single client who you represent. 

Mr. REED. — You did not hesitate to ask Mr. Williams. 

Mr. Hypr. —I know it, because I knew whom Mr. Williams 
appears for, and I think I know whom you appear for, but you 
did not seem to wish to put it in. I do not wish to disparage 
Brother Reed at all in the matter; but he has not stated who he 
has appeared for. If he desires to do so now I will certainly 
allow him the opportunity. 

Mr. Reep. — Well, it isn’t of any consequence. I only desired 
to state that I appeared here representing certain parties. 

Mr. Hype. — And I have given you the opportunity to state | 
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their names. Now, I have said, as to the danger from wires, as 
to any public cry in regard to the matter, that the electric arc- 
light wires are the dangerous wires. If you remove the electric 
are-light wires practically the serious danger disappears from the 
city. They may fall, and may drop on other wires. But so long 
as they remain up the danger from other electric wires, certainly 
from our wires, is a minimum danger. Now, take the question of 
fire, — what have these men said, gentlemen? ‘They have said 
that fire comes from what? That it comes from wires that enter 
buildings. Now, what wires are those? They certainly are not 
the West End wires, because they certainly do not enter any 
buildings except our own buildings. ‘They are the telephone 
wires, the telegraph wires, the electric-light wires, and the private 
wires. 

It appears that there are the wires of several electric- light com- 
panies here,— the Boston, the Suburban, the Highland —if that 
was the name —and some other. I think there were four com- 
panies, I think one of the gentlemen, Mr. Flanders, mentioned 
four companies running electric arc-light wires in this city ; and yet. 
it is proposed to take the feed-wires down and leave all the electric- 
light wires of high voltage, from two to three thousand, up, be- 
cause under this order you have no power toreport an order in re- 
lation to arc-light wires, —not at all. The most dangerous wires: 
that are abroad, those that are dangerous to life, limb, and prop- 
erty, under this order you are powerless to touch, completely so. 

I never have been able to see, as this hearing went on, where 
they came in under this order. Days after this order was referred 
to the committee a petition came in, which was started as backing 
this petition, but which, when the men supporting it came here, 
they said did not relate to the feed-wires, but to all wires. Now, 
take the evidence you have heard here right through. Take the 
testimony of allin the insurance men, of Mr. Flanders, of Commis- 
sioner Murphy of the Fire Department — take the evidence of 
everybody, and what has been the sum and substance of their 
statements and evidence ? 

Ald. Harti. —I understand, Mr. Hyde, that the committee is 
to consider the subject of the undergrounding of all wires. 

Mr. Hyper. — It is not before you to-day. 

Ald. Hari. — That is the ruling of the Chair. The petitions 
are just as much before us as the order, 

Mr. Hypr.— Well, I take it, Brother Hall, that you and I would 
agree that if a man was indicted — 

Ald. Hari. — Well, it isn’t that. It is simply a matter of con- 
sideration. We haven’t any power to act. All we can do is to 
recommend or report. 

Mr. Hyper. — I understand, but I take it that while you are 
considering the feed wires of the West End, you are not author- 
ized to consider telephone wires. 

Ald. Hari. — Well, we are not empowered to do anything ex- 
cept recommend, and I suppose to recommend. 

Mr. Hyper. — And I suppose to recommend within the lines of 
the order. 
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Ald. Haiti. —We listen to the evidence and report upon what 
we hear — that is all. 

Mr. Hype. — In the line of what is referred to you under the 
order. : 

Ald. Hari. — Report on the whole subject matter, and anybody 
else may come in in regard to telephone and electric-light wires. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, there is another significant fact here — that 
nobody has so understood it, that nobody has appeared here in 
behalf of any other wires. 

The CuarrmMan. — The Chair stated that last year a petition 
was presented covering all wires which, if I remember correctly, 
was referred to this year’s government, and I think it has already 
been shown in this hearing that the electric light companies, 
that the Edison, have already got their wires buried, and that tie 
Boston Electric Light Company are willing and are going ahead 
now to bury their wires. 

Ald. Haty.— And that petition comes to us as unfinished 
business. All those matters are before this committee and we can- 
not do anything but simply sit here and report upon what we hear. 

Mr. Hype. —If such petitions are before you in connection with 
this hearing it has not before appeared. If such is the case, I 
accept the amendment, but it has not appeared. 

Ald. Hai. — It is certainly before us. Last year there was a 
petition in regard to these matters, which has been referred to us, 
and, further, such matters as the committee may individually 
learn about we may report upon. This is a pretty. broad inquiry 
and the scope of it will not be limited. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, I had supposed, from the fact that there 
has been no evidence of it before, that there was no petition in 
the city government relating to it at all. 

Ald. Haut. — You are only one of several parties, I understand. 

Mr. Hype. — Nobody else has appeared here, and the specific 
order which was referred to this committee, upon which it was 
appointed and under which it has advertised and held these 
hearings, relates solely to feed-wires. ‘That is the way it stands 
in the record. Now, if I am mistaken in the record, in some- 
thing which my attention has not before been called to, I stand 
corrected. 

Mr. Wiriiiams. — Hasn’t the chairman several times before, in 
the course of the hearing, stated that all wires were under con- 
sideration here? I have asked the question and I think the chair- 
man has asked several times publicly stated that all wires were 
under consideration here. Isn’t that so, Mr. Chairman? 

The CnHairman. —The Chair has stated that he thought the 
committee were at liberty and were likely to report upon the ques- 
tion of the burying of any and all wires, in the shape of making 
a recommendation to the Board of Aldermen to that effect. 

Mr. Hype. —I have understood the chairman to say that he 
should admit evidence upon that question, but I have not heard 
the chairman express any opinion beyond that. Of course, as 
the committee were to judge in regard to what subjects they 
would admit evidence, that was not open for me to discuss. 
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Ald. Hari. — Of course, the matter was started upon an order 
that came down from the Common Council. Then the powers of 
the Board of Aldermen were involved, and that being the case a 
new order was drafted. ‘That is the reason of this hearing. 

Mr. Hype. — Now, I want to say to the committee that I have 
no contest with them, because I feel that they have been very 
courteous, have given a great deal of time and have been very 
considerate to the counsel appearing here in this matter, and I am 
not saying this in any sense as seeking in the slightest to criticise 
the committee. Iam only speaking of it as I understood it as it 
really was before the committee. Now, one of the things that it 
is popular to say is that a great many fires have been caused by 
electricity. I suppose it is possible that some may have been ; 
but when you take the question as stated by Mr. Murphy it was 
this, that there had been a large increase of fires in the last five or 
six years, that there had been a large increase of losses in Boston, 
that it was fairto presume that some of them had been caused by 
electricity, but that very few had ever been traced to that source. 
Further than that he added that in the cities where electricity has 
not been introduced as it has here the same fact holds true, and 
that therefore it does not appear that the increase of losses comes 
from electricity in that sense, although it may have caused some 
fires. 

In looking over the list of accidents and so ou, which is on file 
and in the report, there is not a single instance repcrted as caused 
by a feed-wire. Whatever may have been the cause of any ob- 
structions at a fire, in the fighting of a fire, by a feed-wire has not 
certainly been reported. ‘There are some reports that they were 
obstructed by the trolley-wire and the trolley-wire is reported, but 
there is not a sing!e mention of a feed wire in any report that is 
before this committee. 

Mr. Reep. — That is not exactly so. 

Mr. Hype. —I take it as reported in the evidence. There is not 
one word about a feed-wire, as I read it this morning. 

Mr. Reep. —There are a number of cases of obstruction by 
power-wire. 

Mr. Hyper. — Well, feed-wire, I think, is not mentioned. 

Mr. Rreep. — The power-wire. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, that is not the feed-wire, necessarily. 

Mr. Reep. — What is it? 

Mr. Hype. — It may or may not be. I say that the feed-wire 
is not mentioned in connection with a single one. 

Mr. Reep. — It speaks of ‘‘ trolley and power,” and of course 
the ‘* power’”’ wires must havc been the feed-wires, the wires that 
furnish power to the trolley. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, I take it just as it appears here, using the 
term as we have taken it up in the committee. 

Now, gentlemen, we come to another question. IJ assume that 
you will ask the West End to do what you would do yourselves, 
and no more; and that any way in which you would report as to the 
feed-wires of the West End you will also report as to the wires of 
the city, which your own men say are more in the way in case of 
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fire and are more dangerous than the feed-wires of the West End ; 
that therefore, if you are dealing with the whole question, as Alder- 
man Hall says, you will deal with that which is to the public a 
more serious menace in every sense than the West End feed-wires. 

Now, what is the objection to putting the feed-wires under- 
ground? Fairly stated, not exaggerated, not raised as a bugbear, 
not sought to be increased in any form, the practical objections 
are two: First, will it cost more than the warrant is for doing it or 
the requirement is for doing it? Second, has the state of the art 
reached such a point that it is wise and best to do it? 

Now, I don’t come here to say that it cannot be done. Perhaps 
three years ago I might have made that statement, but there has 
been a great deal of progress made in the handling of electricity 
within three years, and even to-day it can be done, and measur- 
ably well. But, on the other hand, while it may be done, and 
measurably well, it cannot be done at the present time without 
constant interruption. There will be interruptions that are a great 
dissatisfaction to the public, that cannot be overcome. ‘The ex- 
periments which have been made along this line in various places 
we have kept posted on and are keeping posted on, and we know, 
I think, substantially the state of the art, know what is practicable 
and what is not, and I don’t believe you can go to any city in the 
Union to-day where the wires are buried and find that it will be 
recommended by the men in practical charge or that they would 
recommend any other company to try it until the state of the art 
has made greater progress. ‘That it will come I have no doubt. 
How soon we shall reach that point I cannot say. 

But now, let us take some of the practical difficulties that are 
in the way. In the first place, you don’t want the streets dug up. 
any more than they are obliged to be for any purpose. ‘To prop- 
erly bury these wires as they should be buried, if they are to be 
buried, you would dig a trench, and it ought to go below frost, as 
has been said here, I think, by one of the city officials. In that 
you would put a conduit and in that conduit you would lay a series 
of ducts and each duct would take a wire, and the number of ducts 
would represent at present and in the near future the number of 
wires to be carried. Now, you have to bring that down through 
the heart of the city. You have got to dig up the streets, you 
have got to deal with other pipes and other wires and all that sort 
of thing, and you have got to interrupt travel. You cannot hurry 
it; it is a slow, careful, and expensive thing todo. Its expense 
does not make it prohibitory. I don’t claim that, but what I do 
claim is that by the time it is done, if it should be done, there is a 
grave probability that something else would take the place of it or 
that there would be some new form of adapting it, so that it would 
be an interruption to the system to take it up again as it was in 
connection with our experiment at West Chester park and Boyls- 
ton street, and the money would be thrown away to nobody’s good. 

At a comparatively early day—HI cannot say how soon, but 
probably quite soon with the progress that electricity is making — 
that is going to become a practical thing to do. a thing that takes 
care of itself. But if you care to know the difficulties at present 
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in the way, ask the legislative committee on mercantile affairs, 
which has just arrived home, what they found and what they think 
of the question of burying the wires, since their return, and the 
difficulties that seem to exist in the way. ) 

Now, there are before the community at the present time three 
systems of operating cars. I don’t know whether they have 
reached such a point as to warrant their adoption or not, but there 
are three systems, and, as we all know, the Metropolitan Traction 
Company of New York have offered a prize of $50,000 to anybody 
who will solve the problem of electric cars without overhead wires. 

Mr. Carver. — That prize is withdrawn until they get legislative 
consent. 

Mr. Hype. —I understand that they are ready to do it. 

Mr. Carver. — Well, the Legislature have not given their con- 
sent yet. 

Mr. Hype. — Well, I don’t know what form it is taking. I 
only know it has been advertised in the papers. 

Mr. Carver. — That is the statement I got from the Railroad 
Commissioners of New York, so that I would like to state it as it 
is. 

Mr. Hypr. — I know nothing about it, beyond the fact, that the 
offer has been published in the newspapers. 

Mr. Carver. — That is the fact. 

Mr. Hype. — A thousand men are looking in that direction, — I 
say a thousand, I mean a large number of men are at work upon 
the problem of whether you can operate electric street cars, and 
do away with overhead wires. I don’t know what progress is 
being made in that direction, but I know this: that wherever there 
has been any system introduced or wherever there has been any- 
thing of that kind set on foot, and we have ‘had the opportunity, 
we have sent our men to examine it, and to make a report upon it. 
We have our electrical expert away now making an examination 
of one system. We had an invitation day before yesterday to 
examine another system which I had not heard of before and 
which will be taken up and examined as soon as it can be. So 
that to-day there is the system represented by Mr. Carver, there 
is the system in Washington, — yes,{there are two other systems 
which have been reported to us which we are examining to see 
how far they are or are not practical. 

Upon that question I have no opinion one way or the other; 
but-what I meant to say is that until you find somebody, much 
cannot be said, and you find that all of your officials say, ‘¢ The 
West End has the best construction we know of, it is kept up all 
the time, we never make a complaint that is not responded to, and 
we have nothing to say against the conduct of the West End in 
connection with its system.” | 

Now, that is a great deal to say. Take all our men and all the 
city men, and you find that no complaints come here in regard to 
the conduct of our system. 

Take another thing: is or is not the patrol we maintain worth 
anything to the city? We maintain five patrols nightly over this 
city and Cambridge free of expense to the city, of skilled men, 
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going about looking after our wires, but acting also as fire patrol, 
the foreman of each patrol having a key which enables him to ring 
in the alarm from any part of the city if the occasion arises. 

Again, the matter of the feed-wire is not a matter of expense to 
the city. We maintain it at our own expense. The city in no 
manner contributes to it, and whenever a fire occurs, we send men 
there who, under the direction of the Fire Department, are to do 
whatever is necessary in the removing of the wires. Again, the 
importance of keeping the shut-offs for the purpose of cutting out 
the electricity wherever a fire may exist has been stated here. 
Those have been put in, and there has not been an instance where 
it has been asked for by the city or where it has been considered de- 
sirable as a means of safety, that it has not been put; and you 
will find those cut-offs throughout the whole system as you go over 
the city. Our care and our respects for the rights of the city and 
the citizens is, I think, as little a subject of complaint as it is pos- 
sible to be, except in so far as that eminent citizen of New Hamp- 
shire, Mr. Sinclair, is not satisfied. In that respect I don’t know 
that we shall be able to satisfy the public. 

Now, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I might go on here much 
longer, but it seems to me that I have covered the main points in 
this case, and that to detail to you the evidence which is already 
written out and undertake to quote from it in more detail, would 
simply weary you. When I came to read it through, in the light 
of the stenographer’s cold words, I confess that I was more than 
surprised to find how exactly every man who came here, as I sup- 
posed to testify specifically as to these wires, said he came to 
testify as to all electric wires, and the specific complaint as to our 
wires did not appear. And, moreover, in not a single case has 
the insurance rate been raised. In fact, it was affirmatively said 
that no increase existed because of feed-wires passing by any 
building located in this city, but that there was a trifling charge 
for all wires — no specific charge as to any particular wire. 

This, gentlemen, covers what I bave to say. I said I would not 
take over an hour and a quarter; I have spoken about thirty-five 
or forty minutes. 

I am desirous of thanking the committee for the Bibation they 
have given to this matter, for the patience with which they have 
listened to it, with their many other duties and the committees 
they are obliged to sit upon; and to say, as we have always said 
to the city and as we shall continue to say, if there is anything 
practical or reasonable that the city desires to have done, that, 
fairly considered, we ought to do further to make our system as 
little of an obstruction as is possible or to improve and facilitate 
its carrying capacity and the accommodation it furnishes, we shall 
always be most happy to receive the suggestions from this com- 
mittee, from the Board of Aldermen, from his Honor the Mayor, 


~ or from any other parties who, in this hall, represent the public. 


We can have but one interest and that is in common with the pub- 
lic. A thing that touches every home, as our road does, a thing 
that contributes to the happiness and the prosperity of the wage 
earner, as our road does do day by day, a corporation that carries 
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over 133,000,000 passengers paying fare in a year —if there is 
anything that brings a corporation in touch with the public it is 
that. The public never fail to make known to us any dissatisfac- 
tion they may have, and when out of it all, with all the ramifica- 
tion which this corporation has to this community — a corporation 
which is an absolute necessity, or a substitute for it — there are the 
few complaints upon the matter which are before you, it seems 
marvelous that we have been able to overcome the difficulties to 
the extent we have. 

Modern life is blessed by three great factors — they have ceased 
to be counted in the account book and only in the petty cash of 
every man’s pocket. ‘They are the two-cent postage stamp, that 
goes from ocean to ocean, the newspaper that you buy in the 
morning and evening, the ride upon the street car which you can 
have for miles for five cents. 

If you, gentlemen, can make any suggestions by which you can 
get more for your money, dealing fairly with all concerned, we 
shall be most happy to listen to those suggestions and give them 
careful consideration. 


ARGUMENT BY EUGENE P. Carver, Esq. 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the committee, I come here 
not as representing the public or any insurance companies, which 
in some respects I have been connected with. I come here just 
as selfishly as Mr. Hyde does, but I come here and have tried, if 
possible, to present to the committee a system, the examination 
of which will be the means of furnishing to the committee more or 
less information in relation to this matter. JI am not here for a 
sparring match — which has apparently gone on here at times — 
because all that I wanted in that respect I had in another forum 
the first part of this week. 

I was very glad to hear my Brother Hyde state that the West 
End Street Railway Company intended to carry out, that it always 
had tried to carry out, what promised the best results. I was 
glad to hear from him that the West End intended to be progres- 
sive, as it had been under the leadership of the man who founded 
the company —I refer to Mr. Whitney; and I think there is 
reason in this, and I think that the public, the Legislature, the 
Railroad Commissioners, and the Board of Aldermen have con- 
sidered that with reference to this company from the first. 

Let us see what the West End Street Railway Company is; 
let us see what it owns, let us see what its rights are, because we 
start off with the proposition that the West End Street Railway 
Company has no franchise, and has no rights in the city of Boston 
except what is given to it by the people in authority in behalf of 
the city. Not but what they have a charter, but I mean that they 
have no franchise by which a person whose property may be in- 
jured in one way or another receives compensation for that injury ; 
and, on the principle generally of government that laws should be 
passed for the greatest good to the greatest number, they have 
deprived certain people in the city of Boston of the rights they 
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possess, have put. additional burdens upon them, and have done 
that for the very reason that they thought the good that they 
would derive from this system was greater. 

Why, the property of the West End Street Railway Company 
could be replaced, gentlemen, to-day, for probably fifteen or six- 
teen million dollars, and you could have as effective a railway 
system, built exactly as this system is, with just as good car-houses, 
and just as good cars operating in this city, at an expense of 
from fifteen to seventeen million dollars; and if you take their 
last report and see how their stocks, securities, and debts stand 
to-day, you will find that they stand at a figure of about thirty- 
one million dollars. That is what the West End Street Railway 
Company is earning on; and why is it that the city of Boston, and 
why is it that the Legislature and the Railroad Commissioneis 
have given them the right to earn on a sum which is equal to 
double that of the amount their property is worth? Why, it is 
because they have been progressive ; it is because when they came 
before the Board of Aldermen and asked for rights to introduce 
this trolley system Mr. Whitney said to the Board, as published 
in the papers, ‘‘ This trolley system is an experiment, it is the 
best there is, when we find something better, then we will be dis- 
posed to adopt it,” and that refers also to the feed wires. That 
is why the West End have not a franchise. It is because the 
representatives of the people of Boston are wise, and thought it 
not desirable to give them a franchise in relation to this matter. 

Now, it might be said that the city of Boston could derive a 
large revenue from the West End Railroad if it adopted the prin- 
ciple which is adopted in a city which is often classed with this 
city, the city of Baltimore; if they demanded one-half a cent per 
annum for every passenger who rides through the streets of Bos- 
ton. In that event, the revenue of the city of Boston would 
have been increased last year in the sum of $700,000 to $750,000. 
But they did not do it, and I think wisely, because they thought 
and knew that the West End would be progressive, and would 
give the best thing that could be given; and they knew, further- 
more, if the West End was not progressive, where the sword was 
which remained under the cloth which would cut them. 

Now, this progressive Railroad Company bave come here with 
a system which they have tried. They have not tried it one year 
or two years, but they have tried it five years. A fair trial, 
perhaps, could not have been made in one or two years, but a 
fair trial can be made in five years; and in this case and 
under these circumstances this city of Boston, through its legal 
representatives, has said, ‘‘We will give you a trial of this 
system, but we will reserve the right, and we want a bond when 
we give it to you, that when we say ‘Take those wires down’ 
you must do it within sixty days.” 

Now, I don’t agree with Brother Williams in this matter wholly, 
I think myself that the dangerous wire here is the trolley-wire. I 
listened to the examination of the Fire Commissioners here, and I 
learned that there. were seventy-five interferences with fires the 
past year. and, as near as I can find out, most of those interfer- 
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ences were from the trolley-wire, and not from the feed-wires. I 
think, Mr. Chairman, that all wires should go underground; and 
I think, furthermore, that if this board does not order them 
underground, after taking reasonable precaution and reasonable 
experiments to see that they can go underground, the next board 
will, or if the next board will not, the public will demand very 
soon that they will. 

Now, there is no question about one fact. I am not going to 
take the opinions of experts. Their opinions are always biased. 
An expert, as defined by Judge Colburn, late of our Supreme 
Court, is a man who always testifies the way he wants to; and 
when the judge made a classification of the three kinds of liars, 
he put the man who was the expert in the superlative degree. 
Now, all wires have got to go underground—I make that as a 
prediction ; I don’t care whether they are feed-wires, trolley-wires, 
or electric-light wires, they have all got to go underground. 

Now, let us see what the other cities are doing. What is 
Chicago doing, through its board of aldermen only three days 
ago? Didn’t they say the trolley system must come down? 
Their streets are wider than ours. Their city, as you all know, is 
a city which is not congested like ours. They say the trolley- 
wires must go underground. 

What does the Congress of the United States, as the Legislative 
body of the city of Washington say? They say that no trolley 
system shall go into the city of Washington. 

Now, it may be that there is no electric system which can be 
used in its place. Is that so? There is in operation an under- 
ground system in three cities in Europe. It is called the Buda- 
pesth system. and it has been tried. There is a gentleman to-day 
in the city of New York who would go to the West End Railroad 
and guarantee them that he would put their wires underground, 
that he would run his system and run it for a year without cost to 
them all over the city. But that system is expensive. Why, Mr. 
Chairman, it costs, I think, about $92,000 a mile, or something in 
that neighborhood. That is very expensive. 

There is another system which is adopted in many of our cities, 
which is not an electric system, which has been fully tried, and 
that is the system you have all seen on Broadway in New York 
and on the principal streets in Tacoma, Seattle, and San Fran- 
cisco. That is not the trolley system, but is the cable system. 
That, however, is expensive. Why, that cost in the city of New 
York on Broadway, as you go from Wall street up, $140,000 a 
mile ; and, of course, the West End do not want to put it in, and 
I should not want it doneif I were their counsel; and, as I happen 
to have friends interested in the stock, I do not want it to go in, 
because the expense is enormous. Why, if you should put the 
cable system in the city of Boston, using the cable system alone, 
it would increase the securities of the West End Road from the 
price they are now, $31,000,000, to a price nearly double that. 
But that system has been demonstrated under all circumstances 
and conditions and there cannot be any doubt about it. 

Now, we say here that we do not want the West End to go to such 
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an expense as that. We don’t think it is right, because we think 
we have a system down at Salem that will operate and be just as 
good as any one of these systems; and it is much cheaper, and 
that is what the West End want. We don’t want it to cost them 
anything, because I think it has cost them about $280,000 or 
$290,000 for experiments in connection with the different systems 
which they have used, all under the progressive management of Mr. 
Whitney. But we do not ask them to spend a dollar. We want 
to try our system. The gentlemen connected with our company 
think we have got a good system. If we haven't, the more 
quickly we know it the better. We want to try it and we have 
made a proposition to the West End Railroad. They have not 
answered it as yet. It is true the time has expired in which we 
asked to have the answer made, but probably they are seriously 
considering it, as I noted that Mr. Hyde in his address here to-day 
said that any recommendation of this committee, or any recom- 
mendation of the Board of Aldermen, or any recommendation of 
the Railroad Commissioners, as I understood him, would be the 
same to him as a demand given under the cover of the law. 

Mr. Hyper. — No, I didn’t say that. 

Mr. Carver. — I beg pardon. 

Mr. Hyper. —I said it would be very carefully considered. 

Mr. Carver. — ‘‘ Very carefully considered.” Well, I don’t 
believe that ‘* careful consideration ” is everything that wants to 
be considered. I think the city of Boston, the Board of Alder- 
men, and the other people, want something done. Consideration 
is a good thing, but it may take a long while. Now, I will give 
you the proposition that we gave to the West End Railroad, to 
see whether it is not fair — 

Mr. Hype. — Well, I don’t want to raise any objection here, 
but I don’t see how, the evidence being in, he can read letters that 
he may have written to various people at different times. There 
is no evidence of this; a great deal of this has never been before 
the committee on any evidence. I suppose the committee are now 
hearing arguments on the evidence. 

Mr. Carver. — I understood that the committee were here for 
information. 

Mr. Hyper. — It has been stated that the evidence is closed, and 
*ve are arguing the case on the evidence put in, as I understand 
it. 

The Cuarrman. —The Chair will have to rule that that is 


hardly proper at this time. 


Mr. Carver. — Well, I will say, then, that we have made a 
proposition to them and that tbat proposition which was made was 
to be without expense to them; and I will furthermore ask Mr. 
Hyde’s permission, if I can have the consent, to read that propo- 
sition. 

Mr. Hyde. — Not at this time. It is not material to this ques- 
tion at all. 

Mr. Carver. — Very well. That proposition has not been 
replied to. Now, there isn’t any doubt but what the wires can go 
underground. That was conceded by my brother Hyde when he 
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opened the case in this respect. Now, the public have been in- 
jured by the West End Road —I will not say the public, because: 
that is not fair; I will say that individuals have been injured by 
the West End Road. I will say that it is a fact, and that is in 
evidence before this committee, that the fires in the city of Boston 
are greater now than they were five years ago, and that was 
before the trolley system was introduced in this city—that the 
actual fires have been greater, and when I say that the actual 
fires have been greater I say something which is better than any 
expert testimony that you can receive. That there have been 
more fires in the city of Boston since the trolley system was intro- 
duced is a fact. As to how the fires occurred and as to what the 
injury was is a matter of opinion. 

Mr. Hyde’s proposition is that this matter is expensive to the 
West End Railroad. That is the whole note here—that the 
West End Railroad does not want to do it because it will cost 
them too much money. But if they had to pay, as they do in 
Baltimore —a city where 96,000,000 passengers a year are car- 
ried —— one-half a cent for each passenger carried, the passengers 
here, also being carried on the average a shorter distance than 
there, and there being carried both’ by an overhead system and a 
surface system, an idea can be formed of the expense that that. 
would be to the West End. 

Now, the only equivalent expected from the West End for the 
rights given to them by the public is that they shall, in return, 
give to the public that which it demands; and if they are not will- 
ing to do it there are plenty of associations of people in different 
cities that would give for the same right in the city of Boston a 
sum that is equal to six million dollars. That is an argument to: 
consider, and those are circumstances which enter into this ques- 
tion, and, as the West End Road have come into this city and 
have received for nothing these great and valuable privileges, 
then the West End Road must go forward and say, ‘'We 
shall make all experiments that are possible; we shall accede 
to the public demands, and we will show you that, although we 
are getting these great rights, we are returning them to the city in 
the shape of an increased accommodation which no other city in 
the Union has.” And the fact, Mr. Chairman, as to whether or 
not the city of Boston to-day is having any greater rights with re- 
gard to the transportation of its people from the congested dis- 
tricts of this city, to the outlying districts or to any places be- 
tween the congested districts, is a matter that you know just as 
much about as any person who would come here and give testi- 
mony in the case. 

What we ask and what we want the committee to recommend to 
the West End Railroad is, that we shall have the privilege, and 
that they will grant us the privilege, of putting one mile of our 
system in the city of Boston without expense to them, — we will 
place them exactly in the same position when we get through that 
they are now —to see whether or not our system, which works all 
rightin a place which is not given to heavy teaming, will stand the 
test in this city. 
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ARGUMENT BY CHESTER A. REED, Esq. 


Mr. Chairman, Mr. Hyde has spoken here at some length, he 
has commented at some length upon the fact, that there has been 
no complaint here as to the dangerous current of the feed-wire 
or the trolley-wire, that no one has come‘here and made complaint 
of anybody being killed, so to speak, and that the thing is there- 
fore all right. But it is perfectly well known that the newspapers 
and the public of Boston have been for years opposed to this sys- 
tem of overhead wires of every kind. ‘The trolley-wire, the feed- 
wire, the wires of the electric companies — all the wires have come 
in for public disapproval continually. The newspapers have 
teemed with editorials upon the subject, the Fire Commissioners 
have reported upon it, and there has been a steady increase of hos- 
tile feeling to all sorts of electric wires rightalong. Finally it has 
culminated in this order and in the order that was made last year 
and referred to this committee. 

Now, I do not myself ask the road to do anything that is un- 
reasonable. I don’t know about Mr. Carver’s system. Person- 
ally I have no criticism to make of it, but I am not in the least an 
expert upon such subjects. I think it is only fair that, until a 
system has been tried, the company should not be required at 
creat loss to alter their present system and to adopt a new one. 
It may be that the Legislature was foolish when they authorized 
this great corporation to use this overhead system. Perhaps it 
would have been better to wait until the science of electricity was 
farther advanced before they enfranchised a corporation to use 
such a dangerous, deadly, and inconvenient system. But they did 
authorize the trolley system, and I don’t think it would be just — 
I have doubts, possibly, as to whether it would be law, but 
any way I don’t think it would be fair and just — to require 
this road to give up the trolley system. 

But, as far as these overhead wires are concerned, Mr. Chairman 
and gentlemen, the question is altogether different. There you 
have authority, and it doesn’t follow — it surely cannot follow — 
that because some other particular system is more dangerous, or 
because some other company have not taken the precautions which 
we are now asking for, or even because the city of Boston has not, 
that part of the danger should not be removed and things put into 
better condition than they are. 

Mr. Hyde must surely know that there are very many occasions 
when a municipality is not required to take the same precautions 
that a private corporation is. Even if the city wires were as dan- 
gerous as his wires it would not follow at all that the city is bound 
to take the same precautions. We perfectly well know that a 
private corporation is liable for negligence in the approaches and 
entrances, we will say, to its buildings; but in the absence of a 
special statute a city or town is not liable for defective sidewalks 
or defective appliances — for instance, defective stairs — in a 
school-house. Any negligence of that kind in the absence of 
special statute a municipality is not liable for, on the well-recog- 
nized principle that, as they are required to perform these duties 
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by law and without compensation, for the general benefit of the 
people, they are not to be held to any strict rule of liability. So 
that it may be well that the city should put its wires underground, 
and they may be as dangerous or more dangerous than Mr. Hyde’s 
wires, and yet that constitutes no argument at all for a corporation 
doing business for purposes of gain keeping its wires overhead to 
the nuisance and danger of the public. 

Now, I take it that there are several — perhaps three or four — 
reasons why these wires should go underground. They run into 
each other somewhat, but, in the first place, there is the increase 
to insurance rates, the general loss of the mercantile public who 
pay out money in insurance rates because of the increase of the 
rates. And then there is the matter of general danger to the pub- 
lic, to the city, because of these wires as obstructions in cases of 
fire. ‘Then there is the danger from the current — the danger to 
the firemen and to passersby on the street from the current; and, 
finally, there is the danger that results from electrolysis, which 
was carefully gone into here by experts. 

Those are grounds for putting these wires under, and if they are 
put under all those dangers and difficulties will be obviated or en- 
tirely removed. 

Now, I think that if I recall some of the striking passages of 
the testimony upon those questions to the committee, refreshing 
their recollection, that they will see how very strong the evidence 
was. It may be true, as Mr. Hyde says, that there is no specific 
increase of rate for these wires, but we know that there is a gen- 
eral increase of the wire rate, and it is obviously impossible to say 
that any part of that is caused by these feed-wires. Now, Mr. 
Partridge says, on page 25 of the notes: ‘*I question whether 
the companies have made an adequate charge for this hazard,” and 
he intimated that there was going to be an increase. Mr. Field 
said he considered the low wires in case of fire more of an obstruc- 
tion than the high wires. Mr. Hyde did not mention that. He 
made the general statement that all of the experts had said that 
the high wires were more dangerous than the low wires. But Mr. 
Field did not say that. Mr. Field said, on page 150 of the notes: 

*¢@. Mr. Field, did I understand you to say that you consid- 
ered the low wires more obstruction in case of fire than the high 
wires? 

_** A, It seems to me so, yes, sir.” 

And Captain Johnson said, on page 196, in relation to the feed 
wire *‘ In a number of cases it is an obstruction.” 

Mr. Field finally said that the premiums in 1893 were three and 
a half million dollars, and that, on a forty-cent basis, the wire 
risk was two cents of that forty — that is, five per cent. <A 
previous witness had testified that it was three cents, and that 
would make it larger, but taking it at two cents the total of that 
increase from wires is $150,000, being five per cent. of the 
$3,500,000. : 

Now, I do not pretend to say, Mr. Chairman, that that increase 
comes wholly from these wires at all. It would be idle to say 
so, but I say it is just as idle to contend that no part of it 
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comes from those wires, that it is unreasonable and improbable. 
They are recognized as an obstruction more or less by every 
witness who has testified here, and it is impossible that they 
should not be to some extent reckoned in that $150,000 that the 
rate-payers of Boston are taxed. 

Now, about the danger from the wire. The danger from the 
current in the wire comes from its constituting an obstruction 
which may lead to the spread of flames and disastrous results in 
the city. Mr. Hyde made another one of those sweeping state- 
ments for which he has been characterized all through this hear- 
ing, and said that no one of the obstructions was caused by the 
West End feed-wire. It is true that the word ‘‘feed” is not 
used, but here we have in the list of obstructions, ‘‘Box 729, 
Tremont Temple, March 19, West End trolley and power.” That 
can only mean the feed-wire, of course. Then on June 28, Box 
35, 37 Tremont street, there is a West End trolley and power ; 
and August 17, Box 19, 25 Charlestown street, West End trolley 
and power; October 10, Box 5, 116 Merrimac street, West End 
trolley and power; and November 18, Box 4, 47-49 Beverly 
street, trolley, power, and Boston Electric Light; December 3, 
Box 12, 36 Beverly street, the same as above. There are six or 
seven cases of obstruction, and the committee will remember that 
this has only been kept for a year, and that it is obviously im- 
possible in very many cases to know what caused the obstruction. 
Commissioner Murphy testified to that in his evidence. Then 
there are a number of these cases of obstruction that are marked 
‘Cunknown.” There are six of them right together here and in 
all there are some dozen that are marked ‘‘unknown.” Now, it 
is just as likely that a part of those were caused by the West End 
power-wire as by anything else. 

Mr. Murphy testified, on page 51, that the feed-wire ‘* is consid- 
ered an obstruction by firemen.” And he further said that the 
inconvenience to firemen was considerably increased, that the in- 
convenience and danger to them was considerably increased, when 
working around dangerous wires. That must be clear, as a 
matter of commonsense, gentlemen, that when you have these 
high power wires around under your feet, not knowing when you 
are going to strike them or, it may be, when they are going to 
drop on you, or when the insulation will be sufficiently melted 
off a feed-wire, we will say, for the current to escape, — that all 
these circumstances must tend very greatly to demoralize firemen 
at a particularly dangerous time, when their nerves are on a 
stretch and they have everything to contend with that mortal 
man can. 

Captain Johnson spoke specifically, you will remember, of this 
obstruction of the feed-wires, — that the awnings were in the way 
of raising the ladders, the awnings, signs, and obstructions of 
one kind and another over the sidewalk, making it almost im- 
possible to raise the ladders, except with delay, and that even the 
delay caused by getting over the wire was very perceptible in 
many cases. You will find that by reference to his testimony, on 
page 197: 
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‘¢@. Well, what is the difficulty in raising them on the side- 
walk? 

‘- A. Well, one difficulty is that it interferes with the lines of 
hose, and we sometimes have to turn them in order to place the 
lower end of the ladder right to raise it. Sometimes it will bother 
us in placing a ladder in position.” 

Then there is the danger from the current, and there was a 
great deal of testimony about that, gentlemen. Mr. Mansfield 
and the other expert, Mr. Brown, testified that they had often 
taken the current, and that it didn’t amount to anything, was im- 
material ; but Mr. Cabot said that he should be very loath to take 
it, that he had seen a man’s finger severely burned by it, and the 
case of the boy who was killed was cited. We had also the testi- 
mony of Mr. Cushing to the same effect, that this current was near 
the danger line, this voltage, and there was the further testimony 
of Mr. Fianders that it was near the danger line, and the evidence 
that the West End employees always wore rubber boots and 
rubber mittens, and used insulated shears. 

All of those things go to show, what is almost a matter of 
commonsense, that to receive that shock may be a dangerous 
or at least a very disagreeble thing. It does not matter, Mr. 
Chairman, whether a man is going to be killed by the shock. 
That is not the point. The question is whether he is going to 
be severely injured, — whether this is a danger in our streets that 
can be remedied — that is the important point. A danger that can 
be remedied, no matter whether it is a deadly danger or not. 

Well, Mr. Hyde says, and his witnesses testify that all this can 
be obviated by cut-outs. As a matter of fact, at present the cut- 
out does not cut the feed-wire out, but it was testified that it can 
be made to, and he explained that in a given district this might be 
done. For instance, this question was put by me; I said, ‘* Suppos- 
ing that there is a fire in Dorchester and supposing that you are 
running your current to Dorchester; that there is a fire at some 
point one-tenth of the way out, we will say, and that you desire 
to cut out the feed-wire. How could that be done, except by cut- 
ting out the whole system? And he said it could not be done un- 
less by feeding in at points beyond that point. That is to say, if 
we <livide that district, for the sake of argument, into ten parts, 
there have got to be, for the satisfactory working of the feed-wire, 
with those cut-outs, ten feed-wires running out there where one 
would do if there were no cut-out. Well, now, it is perfectly obvious 
in the first place, that the West End corporation never will adopt 
any such system as that. It will be expensive and, more than 
that, it will disable their line and introduce difficulties that are not 
there now; and if they do adopt it, gentlemen, if they do adopt 
this cut-out for the feed-wire that their expert has spoken of, bear 
this in mind, that it will result in just so many more wires. That 
is to say, in order to obviate the difficulty, the danger from the 
feed-wire in case of fire, Mr. Hyde proposes to put in four, five, 
or six feed-wires where there is now one. So I take it that the 
feed-wire cannot be cut out and never will be cut out, and it 
stands a menace in case of fire. 
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Now, Mr. Chairman, there was considerable evidence as to the 
effect of fire on this insulation, but the evidence was that it was 
of about the inflammability of pine wood, that it would melt at 200 
degrees ; and if that is so it may be said, just as truly as effect fol- 
lows cause in any natural physical process, — just as sure as there 
is a fire in a building where that feed-wire runs opposite to it that 
insulation will be melted. I don’t care whether the reports show 
it or not; I don’t care whether it appears from the list of accidents 
or not. A fireman, as was explained to me by Captain Johnson, 
finds it often impossible to know exactly what wire it is that oc- 
casions trouble. He said, ‘‘ We don’t stop to examine into that; 
our mouths and eyes are full of smoke and every second is 
precious. We are rushing here and there and we cannot stop to 
see which wire is doing this destruction. If there is a wire in our 
way we get around it the best way we can;” and I believe that 
there are numbers of accidents caused at fires, numbers of cases 
of firemen receiving shocks, that are caused by that feed-wire, 
from the insulation melting off or from its cracking, so that, as one 
witness testified, the water will soak through, in which case it is 
no insulation at all. 

And bear this in mind, gentlemen, right on that point, that, 
with regard to the accidents to firemen — and Mr. Hyde made quite 
a point of that — there was not one case of an accident happen- 
ing to a fireman or ladderman because of the West End feed-wire. 
Well, the only report we have upon that is - Commissioner 
Murphy’s. Here it is, and there are cases of a dozen accidents from 
wires, but the wire that caused the accident is not mentioned in 
any case. So they may all have been caused by the West End 
wires for ought I know. I don’t pretend to claim that, but I be- 
lieve a part of them were; and at any rate itis a thing that we 
have no evidence upon whatever, except the fact that that insula- 
tion melts at 200 degrees, and that when it is melted there is a 
500 voltage ready to go through anyone who touches it. 

Then there is this further question of the electrolytic action. That 
is a thing that has not been until recently very well understood by 
electricians ; it was not understood at the time when this system 
was adopted, and I have no disposition to blame the West End for 
this, because of course they did not know about it and could not 
help it at that time. But now we have evidence, which rests 
practically unrefuted, that there is an electrolyic action, a leakage 
from the wire. Mr. Brown himself, their own expert, admits that 
a part of the current will go through the ground, and that it goes, 
taking the nearest way from the wire to the pipes and corrodes 
them, practically. 

Well, now, it does more than that, Mr. Chairman. It has this 
further effect, that it may be in certain cases an independent cause 
of fire itself. I recall, and probably you do, the question that 
you put to Mr. Cushing upon that matter, — and Mr. Cabot cor- 
roborated it, —whether this current coming along on different 
pipes into a house might, under certain circumstances, create a 
current between the two, that might be an independent cause of 
fire. Mr. Cabot thought that very probably that might result and. 
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Mr. Cushing spoke more positively, saying that it was a result 
although he did not know, he said, of any cases in Boston. 
Mr. Cabot and Mr. Cushing testified that that can be remedied by 
the underground system, and they are both experts on this matter. 
I don’t think it is worth while for this committee to try always to 
understand the explanations of experts. If one is not an electri- 
cian it is almost impossible to do so; and the limitations that were 
put and the difficulties that were suggested by the other electri- 
cians in connection with undergrounding seemed to be purely of a 
mechanical nature and were such as only a mechanic or an elec- 
trician could meet. But the naked statement of those two gentle- 
men was that electrolysis was dangerous and that it would be 
remedied by undergrounding this feed-wire, at least to a very 
large extent. 

Pass on to the question of the feasibility of this conduit system. 
It is significant that Mr. Hyde, although he admits now and says 
that this thing can be done, felt it necessary to introduce all these 
complicated objections, these very serious difficulties, about water 
in the man-holes, and the arcing and fusion of the wire, and one 
thing and another. He seemed to make quite a point of that, but 
still, as he very truly says, it can be done. He says, on page 73, 
‘* Nobody claims that it cannot be done, but is a matter that 
involves a good deal of expenditure.” He says. on page 110, 
‘¢ Well, there is no contention made that it cannot be done;” and 
on page 114, ‘‘ Oh, there is no dispute any longer that the thing 
can be done and that it can be made to work. It may be that the 
greater contact with the earth might prevent the electricity from 
working as successfully as at present, but it can be done.” 

So I think there is no doubt at all that it can be done, after Mr. 
Ilyde admitting as much as that; and, as far as I could find out, 
the objection that he urged the most strenuously, the one that. 
seemed to stand out in his mind the most clearly, was this 
difficulty from the increase of heat, resulting from a probable or 
possible increase of traffic on a certain line, which, by increasing 
the volume of current from the wire, might have a tendency to 
fuse it, and, as the radiation was so much greater above ground 
than underground, there might be a danger. But the experts 
testified, Mr. Chairman, that that was simply a matter of copper, 
that all that was necessary was to put in a sufficient amount of ‘cop- 
per, to have your wire large enough, and this danger of fusion 
was practically nullified. 

On the question of ascertaining where a leak might be at a cer- 
tain point, with the system underground, Mr. Brown dwelt at 
great length upon the difficulty of finding such a leak and the 
difficulty of repairing it; but he admitted that there were instru- 
ments known in the art by which a leak could be ascertained with 
the greatest closeness; and Mr. Flanders further said, as to the 
matter of overheating that was referred to, that ‘‘if there was 
liable to be over-pressure to such an extent that it would heat it it. 
would be likely to stop the cars to a certain extent, because the 
resistance would be thrown on there, probably, very suddenly and 
maintained until this heat developed. If the resistance was thrown 
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on there, if there was an excessive resistance, more than the cable 
was capable of conducting, that cable might be heated up to a 
certain extent, but the resistance which would be put on there, if 
the number of cars was increased to that extent, would be such 
that you would notice it in the running of the cars.” 

So that I understand his statement to be that before there was 
any serious danger there would be a difference, a peculiarity in 
the motion of the cars, a difficulty in working the current, that 
would lead the skilful expert to know at once that there was some 
trouble, and then he could put on his instruments to ascertain 
where it was. 

Mr. Cabot says, ‘‘ There is no difficulty in putting a high-poten- 
tial wire in a conduit,” and Mr. Cabot had heard of no difficulty 
in running conduits in Buffalo. 

Mr. Hyde made the point, also, that this system was untried, 
that very little experience had been had upon it, that nobody 
knew how it would work, and that all the knowledge of it was 
experimental and unsatisfactory. But Mr. Dumoulin, who is per- 
haps as well informed and skilful a man as has appeared here and 
who has had a great deal of experience with the West End work, 
testified that the system in other cities was entirely satisfactory, 
that he knew of no difficulty with it, that there was no difficulty 
in the theory and he knew of no difficulty in the practice, in 
putting these wires underground. 

All this talk about difficulty originates in a desire to save 
money. Now, that is the point, Mr. Chairman, that is just the 
point in this whole thing. Mr. Hyde says that very soon this will 
come in the natural course of affairs, but the natural course of 
affairs always is, sir, for a corporation to save money where it can ; 
and I take it that for many a day this overhead system, this over- 
head feed-wire system, will be the cheaper — at least when you 
consider the outlay in putting it in; and we must rest assured 
that, whatever Mr. Hyde may say, the West End will do, consider- 
ing its history in the past, considering what it has already promised 
to do and has not done, it is very unlikely that it will adopt this 
course unless it is forced to. 

We must remember, too, in connection with Mr. Flanders’ testi- 
mony, how very little protection there is from the law under which 
Mr. Flanders is appointed. If the committee will examine the 
law of 1890 under which he acts you will find that he has no 
authority to remove dangerous wires at all. He simply can notify 
the persons to whom they belong, and that is the end of his 
authority. If he thinks that any particular wire is dangerous he 
has no authority to remove it or to compel anyone to remove it, 
as I understand the law. Mr. Flanders stated : 

‘* We find that to-day quite long sections of that wire is entirely 
bare, where there has been no possible chance of rubbing from 
any obstruction, except the nature of the elements that come in 
contact with it at various times. 

‘¢@. Precisely ; and you would expect, then, from year to year, 
that the danger to firemen from the rubbing off of that insulation 
when ladders come in contact with those wires would become 
greater and greater. 
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‘* A. There is no doubt about that.” 

Now, Mr. Chairman, there is a question, perhaps, upon the law,— 
although I don’t think there is any, — I only say there is, perhaps, 
a question, because Mr. Hyde said he thought you had no au- 
thority, that the municipai authorities had no authority to under- 
ground this feed-wire. But I don’t think that that contains a 
shadow of probability and he abstains from arguing it, although 
he made that statement. As I understand the law in these mat- 
ters, the authority over streets belongs to the State, to the public. 
Simply because a street is located within a municipality it does not 
follow that the municipality has authority over the street. That 
is a fundamental principle of law which is laid down in Dillon on 
Corporations, Section 65, which is and has been acted upon in 
numberless cases. Nevertheless, the Legislature may delegate its 
powers and it has frequently done so. Of course, the statutes of 
all the States contain liberal provisions to towns for the control of 
roads and highways within their limits, but it must be borne in 
mind that those are powers that come from the State, are dele- 
gated by the State to the municipality, and do not inherently 
reside in the municipality. 

All your authority, all the authority of any city or town to deal 
with streets, comes from the Legislature; and that use, that 
power, is delegated in the case of some streets to the county com- 
missioners, in regard to the highways, and upon the town ways 
the selectmen or street surveyors have the authority. 

It is said by Dillon further that possibly the usual broad powers 
that are given to towns may be sufficient to authorize them, with- 
out any special legislation, to establish street railways. ‘There 
have been cases where that has been so held, but it has been dis- 
tinctly held the other way with us. At least, there is a very 
strong intimation to that effect in the case of Boston v. Richard- 
son, in the 13th of Allen, 146, that legislative action is probably 
necessary to justify the use of a highway for a street railway. 
But it certainly is necessary where poles or wires are used. 

Now, this the committee should bear in mind: that a pole, 
poles, or wires, in the absence of some authority by which they 
exist, are a nuisance, a common nuisance at law, and subject the 
municipality to indictment if they are maintained without legal 
authority. 

Well, there was such action in this case. There was legislative 
action giving the West End Road the right to erect certain poles 
— the Acts of 1887, chapter 413, which practically amounts to the 
charter of this company: ‘‘ An Act to authorize the West End 
Street Railway Company and certain other street railway com- 
panies to lease and to purchase and hold the property, rights, 
and franchises of each other, and to unite and consolidate with 
each other and certain other street railway companies, and to lo- 
cate and construct tunnels, and to establish and maintain the cable 
and electric systems of motive power, and for other purposes.” 

Section 4 of the Act reads as follows: 

‘¢ Said West End Street Railway Company, and any corporation 
formed by consolidation under this act, or authorized. to run cars 
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in or unto the city of Boston, may, with the consent of the Board 
of Aldermen of the city, or the selectmen of the town in which 
such action is contemplated, establish and maintain the cable and 
electric systems of motive power, or either of them; and having 
first obtained permission from the Board of Aldermen of such 
city or the selectmen of such town, and the railroad commis- 
sioners may make such underground and surface alterations of 
the streets in which its tracks shall be located, as may be neces- 
sary to establish and maintain such cable and electric systems of 
motive power or either of them.” 

Now, you will notice, Mr. Chairman, that the trolley system — 
even the trolley system —is not mentioned, it simply says ‘* the 
cable and electric systems of motive power.” I am willing to 
admit, however, that, as the trolley system was the only system 
known at that time, that probably by intent of law, the Legisla- 
ture intended to authorize the trolley system; but did they mean 
to authorize, and can they be held to have authorized the feed- 
wire and the pole by which the feed-wire is supported? Remem- 
ber, Mr. Chairman, that any pole in a public highway, unless 
by authority of law, is a nuisance. 

Now, what does the authority given by the Board of Aldermen 
say? 

‘sCrry oF Boston, 
‘‘ In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, May 1, 1889. 


‘¢ Ordered, 'That consent and permission is hereby granted to the 
West End Street Railway Company, in addition to the rights now 
possessed by it, to establish, construct, maintain, and use the over- 
head single trolley electric system of motive power, so called, in 
the operation of its cars in and on each and all of the streets, 
ways, and squares of the city of Boston wherein and on which the 
tracks of said company are now located; and to construct, lay, 
maintain, and use the poles, wires, and appliances, and such elec- 
trical appliances and apparatus, and to make the underground and 
surface alterations in and on said streets, ways, and squares, 
necessary for that purpose.” 

Necessary for that purpose! There never was a time when the 
feed-wires were necessary for the trolley system, overhead. No 
expert has said so here. They have said that they were not nec- 
essary for it, that they could be maintained just as well, under- 
ground, and I believe as a matter of law, Mr. Chairman, that 
those poles and those wires are to-day up there without authority 
of law, and that the city of Boston is liable to indictment for 
maintaining a public nuisance. 

Now, you may come across, if you consider the legal aspects of 
the question, a certain principle that Mr. Hyde perhaps would 
rely upon — that vested rights could not be interfered with by the 
municipality, that when the Legislature has once given this author- 
ity to the company to make certain constructions, that then the 
municipality, whatever the result, however unpleasant to it. can 
take no action, for the simple reason that the higher power has 
taken their power from them. That is the law in some States, but 
it is not the law with us. 
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The law with us is peculiar in that respect. There is a re- 
markable provision in the Public Statutes, chapter 113, section 
23, passed in 1871, and which was a reénactment substantially 
of an act of 1864. I don’t know that any such provision as this 
exists in other States. It very possibly does, but I have not 
come across it. At any rate, it is out of the usual line of the 
authorities. It gives the board of aldermen or the selectmen, at 
any time after the expiration of one year from the opening for 
use of a street railway in their city or town, and after notice 
published as provided in section 21 and a hearing — it gives them, 
in their discretion, if in their judgment the interests of the public 
may require it, the right to order that the location of any tracks 
may be revoked, and that the company shall thereupon remove 
the same in conformity with such order, and shall put the street 
in as good condition as it was in immediately before being occu- 
pied by said track. 

Under that law, Mr. Chairman, there is no vested right that 
this company or any other street car company in this State has which 
cannot be taken away from them by the Board of Aldermen in 
their discretion. It is perfectly in your power, even if these poles 
were up there by authority of law, which I believe they are not — 
it is perfectly within your power, by your right to revoke the 
location on any street where the necessity is particularly great, to 
bring this company to terms, and the court has always recognized 
that this power should reside in the city or town. 

That distinguishes this State from the condition of things you 
see in Connecticut and New Jersey, where in travelling through 
towns you will often notice that the railroad runs right through 
the centre of the highway. It was so authorized to do this by the 
Legislature, and there is no power in the town to object whatever. 

But the court has said in this State, in a comparatively early 
case — not very early, but in the 111th of Massachusetts : 

‘¢The Legislature have adhered from the first to the policy of 
making these corporations, in the use of the streets subject to the 
control of the municipal officers of the cities and towns in which 
the franchise is to be used.” 

And on page 236 they say: 

‘¢'lhere is no invasion in this of the plaintiffs’ constitutional 
rights of property, because it is one of the conditions annexed to 
the grant of its franchise.” 

They haven’t lost anything, because by reason of that provision 
of law they never had the right. 

Then, Mr. Chairman, there is a further legal power. You have 
the general police power which resides in municipalities to take 
charge of the lives and property, take care of the lives and 
property of the citizens in the municipality. 

That is one of the general exceptions to the rule that property 
cannot be taken without compensation. In the exercise of the 
police power it can. Buildings that are infected with disease can 
be destroyed and various sanitary precautions taken. Buildings 
can be destroyed when a fire is coming that way and when it is 
desirable, for the safety of the whole city, that it should be 
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checked. In all those cases property may be destroyed and no 


compensation made. That is in the exercise of the police power. 


There is a recent case in the Federal Reporter, 41 of the 
Federal Reporter, 593, decided in 1891, in the case of the Elec- 
tric Improvement Company v. the city of San Francisco. This 
is the head-note : 

‘¢ Where the evidence shows that the stretching of electric 
wires over and upon the roofs of buildings is extremely dangerous, 
both as being liable to originate fires and as obstructions to the 
extinguishment of fires otherwise originated, a city ordinance 
absolutely prohibiting the practice is a valid exercise of the 
police power.” 

And, in regard to the danger of those wires, the court says, on 
page 595: 

‘¢ Indeed, the danger is a matter of common knowledge. We 
might almost as well require strict proof of the danger of storing 
gunpowder and dynamite,” etc. ‘* Should a raging fire occur, 
originated by the electric current or otherwise, these dangerous 
wires might so obstruct the efforts of the firemen to extinguish it 
as to result in the destruction of the entire city.” 

Therefore, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I think the law is 
very clear on the point. Either those poles are there without any 
authority of law whatever and are a common nuisance — and I 
think that ground may be successfully maintained —or, if they 
are not, you have the power, through the right to revoke the loca- 
tion, of bringing this corporation to terms. Further than that and 
apart from that, there is the general police power which says that 
a dangerous method of running any system of traffic, if the method 
is dangerous, can be put an end to by the municipal authorities. 


Argument by Hon. GrorGe FRED WitLLIAMs. 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the committee, as I have the 
last word upon the case which you now have before you, I am 
sorry to say that I am unable to understand the defence. I have 
listened with interest and eagerness to the argument of the counsel 
for the West End Street Railway Company, in order to ascertain 
why this petition should not be granted, and I have not been able 
to get light upon that subject. I do not understand the counsel to 
claim now that the wires which are in question are harmless to 
person, to life, to property. ‘Therefore I take it that he substan- 
tially admits the case made out by the petitioners upon those 
points. 

It is, therefore, difficult for me to address myself to this com- 
mittee without an issue. I had supposed, Mr. Chairman, that at 
one time it was the adopted policy of the counsel upon the other 
side to turn this hearing from its legitimate channel into an 
inquiry as to why I am here representing the petitioners, how I came 
here, who brought me here, and why anyone brought me here? 
I have never considered, Mr. Chairman, that that was a legitimate 
issue before this committee. I should have been glad to discuss 
that question with the counsel upon the other side, but, unfortu- 
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nately, at the very last moment the gentleman has run away from 
his own argument. He has run away from that line of discussion 
and now states to the comittee that the motive which actuated the 
opposing counsel, Mr. Williams, in coming here he will inquire 
into hereafter. 

Mr. Chairman. I fear it may sound a little like self-praise 
when I say one thing, that with all the mistakes I have made in 
professional, public, and private life, I have not yet presented my 
back to any opponent. 

I am perfectly willing and was perfectly willing to meet this 
gentleman upon the question of why I was here and who brought 
me here. But, at tbe very last moment, after he has thrown out 
insinuation after insinuation, after he has had me upon the stand 
as a witness, and my client present here at his request to ask him 
any questions he chose, he sneaks out of his insinuations by 
promising that elsewhere and in the future this question will be 
ventilated. 

Mr. Chairman, that is not a fair method of treating a brother 
attorney. It is not a fair method of treating this committee. 
Either that gentlemen should have exhausted his resources, or he 
should have apologized to me and to this committee for raising a 
question which was not a legitimate question, but a false one from 
beginning to end. 

The hereafter which the gentleman promises, I am prepared to 
meet. I shall be glad to encounter him at any time upon this or 
any other question, and possibly the contest may not be entirely 
of his seeking. I may, however, if he desires to pursue his inves- 
tigations, give him just one or two points at the present time as 
to my attitude in this case, as I am entitled to do under the cir- 
cumstances. 

Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, this is the first time since I left 
the Massachusetts Legislature, that I have accepted a retainer to 
present myself either before a legislative or a city committee, and 
my very last public act in the Legislature was to encounter this 
very corporation. And I wish to say to Mr. Hyde, that he may 
follow me hereafter, if he chooses, and he will find this to be the 
fact —- that I shall never appear before any legislative committee 
where I do not appear for public interests in which I myself be- 
lieve ; that there is not money enough to employ me as an at- 
torney to give my political influence, any influence which the 
people have given me as a public man, to any cause connected 
with a political body, with which I am not willing to identify 
myself personally and politically. I think I owe that to every 
committee that I address. I owe it to this committee, that I shall 
not come here to advocate a cause unless I believe in it. That is 
my position, and I am prepared to have myself tested by that 
standard hereafter. 

Mr. Chairman, it was about five years ago that the West End 
Street Railway Company asked permission of the Board of Alder- 
men of the city of Boston to try a business experiment. That ex- 
periment — to wit, the trolley system of operating a street rail- 
way — has been tried for five years. I cannot myself, I must say, 
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comprehend how any number of moneyed men, or even the repre- 
sentatives of the city of Boston, should ever have dreamed of in- 
vesting money in a child’s toy enterprise like the trolley system. 
Kvery sensible man who invested money in this system must have 
known, when it was begun, that it was but temporary, that the 
public would not long bear the occupation of its highways by a 
network of wires. ‘This system was in its nature experimental 
and temporary, and that was the basis upon which the Board of 
Aldermen gave this company its original rights in the streets of 
Boston, by the provisions of the grant. They were empowered 
to put up their posts, and string their wires along the posts and 
across the streets, provided that the Board of Aldermen might 
order the poles down, upon giving sixty days’ notice to the com- 


pany. 


Ald. Hari. — The location was granted in what year, Mr. 
Williams ? ; 
Mr. Wittiams. — That was the location granted by an order 


in the Board of Aldermen on the first of May, 1889, in which this 
language is used: . 

‘- The poles shall be cylindrical in shape, and painted before 
erected, and shall be removed when so directed by the Board of 
Aldermen, after sixty days’ notice.” 

Now, gentlemen, the aldermen of the city of Boston ought not 
to forget the responsibility which rests upon them in this matter. 
You are sitting now, as far as you represent the Board of Alder- 
men, not as a political body elected by the people to do political 
duties, but the Legislature has made you a judicial body. Just as 
if you were a court you sit in this case, and it is well established 
in the decisions in this Commonwealth that all of the rights of the 
people of the city of Boston and Massachusetts, the travelling 
public, depend upon the action of your board, that you must act 
originally, that if it proves that you have not acted wisely you 
must reverse or qualify your action, antl you are the sole tribunal, 
gentlemen. ‘The courts cannot control you, as was found in the 
case of Commonwealth against the city of Boston, when the city 
was indicted by the Commonwealth for maintaining a nuisance on 
Broad street. They were simply poles erected in the highway. 
The case was tried and the city was found guilty. The case went 
to the full bench, and the full bench said: 

** No, if this corporation that erected these poles had a right 
from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts to do it, then no jury 
can set aside the finding.of the Board of Aldermen of the city of 
Boston.” 

That is the tribunal which the Legislature has directed to decide 
what shall be in the highway. They are directed to allow no un- 
reasonable obstruction of the highway, but no jury of the Common- 
wealth can set aside the verdict of the Board of Aldermen. 

Therefore, gentlemen, when you consider this question, you 
must remember that to you and to you alone, without interference 
from any other quarter, and without control, the people of the city 
of Boston look for their rights in the premises. 

Now, the city of Boston recognized perfectly well through its 
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officials, the Board of Aldermen, the dangers of this system when 
it was first put into the streets. Why, gentlemen, before the 
West End Street Railway Company filed its bond in this govern- 
ment to garantee the city of Boston against certain liabilities and 
to insure certain results, the opinion of the chairman of the Board 
of Fire Commissioners was taken as to the danger of this system, 
and let me read to you a few words of Robert G. Fitch, the chair- 
man of that board, which constituted full notice and was full 
notice to this company that it erected its system against the pro- 
test of the Fire Department of the city of Boston. Mr. Fitch said 
—and this letter is addressed to the Mayor of Boston, who asked 
the board its opinion : 


The system must prove a serious obstacle to the effective working of the 
Fire Department. Leaving out the element of danger in the electric currents, 
the wires themselves would in almost every case cause greater or less delay 
in the raising of ladders; and ladders, especially at large fires, are the first 
apparatus to be called into service, either for purposes of ventilation or the 
saving of life. The commissioners have already appeared before the Board 
of Aldermen, by invitation, and made their protest. 

Very respectfully, 
For THE BOARD OF FIRE COMMISSIONERS, 
Rogsert G. Fircn, Chairman. 


Therefoie it appears here, gentlemen, that this permit was given 
to the West End Street Railway Company against the protest of 
the Fire Department of the city of Boston, and that was very 
good reason why, when the aldermen came to act, under their 
responsibility to the people, they would not give this company an 
unlimited authority. The Board said rightly to this company: 
**'This is an experiment; our Fire Department says it will inter- 
fere with operations at fires. If you choose go ahead and try it, 
but you try it at your ownrisk. Sixty days will break up your 
system, if we choose to order it.” 

And in the face of that* opposition and that notice and an ex- 
press limitation of their location, this company chose to go ahead. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, there is another proposition of law con- 
nected with your present duty, and itis this: This board acts judi- 
ciously at the outset in deciding whether a certain thing should he 
done ; it is also the duty of this board at any subsequent time to 
inquire whether that was a wise thing to be done; and you ale 
authorized by law to make any alterations in your grant for the 
protection of the public. It is your duty to do so, because if you 
do not furuish the public a remedy there is no remedy whatever. 

Now, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, we come to the present 
time — five years after the grant of that right — and the people of 
Boston, so far as their interests have been represented here, ask 
you to remedy an evil that exists in their highways. They come 
here reasonably. Insurance interests and real estate interests in 
the city of Boston come here with a reasonable proposition. ‘They 
don’t say, ** Take your whole system down and out of the streets 
of Boston.” But they come here with a fair proposition, 
Mr. Chairman, and that is: ‘‘ As far as you can, we beg you 
to remedy these evils. Here are great, unsightly wires strung 
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along the streets of the city of Boston, disfiguring its ancient, 
if somewhat homely lines, running about the Common and the 
public squares, a nuisance to the eye.” And, in addition to that 
complaint, they say to you that it is a threat to property and to 
life. They bring in here the Fire Department, which protested 
five years ago, and they say ‘* Everything we foretold has become 
trae. It is true that when a fire takes place in the city of Boston 
we find ourselves handicapped by the presence of these wires along 
the sides of the streets; it is true that our whole department is 
demoralized by the presence of wires which are capable of maim- 
ing, if not killing. We don’t know how far the potency of our 
department is affected by the element of fire, but this we do know, 
that when these wires have become drenched at a fire and begin to 
receive other wires falling upon them, there is electricity all 
through the water which is on the ladders and in the hose and 
under the feet of the firemen, and they tread with doubt, uncer- 
tainty, and fear.” 

What can you expect, Mr. Chairman, of a fire department 
operating in the vicinity, and in contact with, perhaps, 500 volts of 
electricity? You must expect that the fire will not be handled as 
it should be, even if the ladders are up. 

But, in my judgment, Mr. Chairman, from all I have been able 
to learn, the more serious element in this whole business is these 
very feed-wires. ‘That needs no evidence. You, Mr. Chairman, 
are acquainted with them; strung over the very point where lad- 
ders are naturally operated by the Fire Department, to wit, in the 
gutters, so that the firemen are entirely cut off from operating on 
the sidewalk or immediately outside of the sidewalk. And, with 
the delay in putting up of ladders, who shall attempt to estimate 
the loss to the people of Boston? How many fires might have 
been put out which became conflagrations? Examine into your 
seventy-five reports of obstruction, Mr. Chairman, and who shall 
say how many hundreds of thousands of dollars belonging to the 
people of Boston have been made a sacrifice to this experimental 
and silly system of operation? 

Not only that, but who will dare to estimate the amount which 
has been paid by the people of Boston in insurance premiums on 
account of this system? No one can estimate it, Mr. Chairman ; 
no insurance man would dare to attempt it. Mr. Field agreed 
that it was a very large factor in the increase of fires, which have 
gone up, up, up, steadily as this system has increased — from 
two million dollars of fire losses up to five million dollars of fire 
losses, | believe, since this system went into operation. 

Now, it is true, Mr. Chairman, that you cannot trace directly 
the percentage of premium which is due to the existence of 
this system. I agree to that, but insurance rates are fixed, not 
upon any arbitrary plan, but upon the business estimate of the 
risk ; and when the risk rises, step by step, with the trolley system’s 
development in the city of Boston from two million dollars to five 
inillion dollars a year, and premiums double in amount, then, 
gentlemen, you have to consider a loss to the people of Boston, 
not of a few thousands, but of hundreds of thousands, if not 
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millions of dollars. You eannot trace these fires, many of them ; 
yet every insurance man and every fireman knows that the expos- 
ure of a 500-volt current in the streets of Boston upon from three 
to thirty wires running along the highway is a potent, efficient, and 
sufficient cause for a great part of the increases in the fire loss 
in the city of Boston. The property owners of this city pay that 
tribute to, this system, —I believe by the hundreds of thousands 
of dollars every year, — and yet when an attorney comes here who 
represents not only insurance interests, but a man whose hotel in 
the city of Boston was fired by the contact of a wire with the West 
End trolley system, his motives are impugned. 

An attack upon the West End Street Railway Company? Well, 
someone must represent the publie interests in this matter. This 
corporation occupies about one-half of the highway space in the 
main thoroughfares of the city of Boston and somebody must 
speak for the public interests. It is right that some one or more 
who are interested in this matter should appear before the Board 
of Aldermen to present the public cause in a matter affecting a 
corporation whieh has such great rights in the highways of the 
eity. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, f believe that it would be an inestimable 
gain to this corporation to yield gracefully to so reasonable a re- 
quest as this. The difficulty with the West End Street Railway 
Corporation is not in the attacks which are made upon it, but in 
the indiseretion, the obstinacy, and stupidity of the men that stand 
in the way of righteous public demands upon that corporation. 

Ald. Hani. —I don’t understand that this is an attaek, Mr. 
Williams. 

Mr. Witriams. — What is not an attack ? 

Ald. Hani. — You say * the attacks whieh are made upon the 
West End eorporation” —I don’t understand that this is am 
attack. 

Mr. Wixitams. — Well, it is a mere question of praise. It is 
an attack upon an evil which they are allowing to exist. 

Ald. Harti. — An attack upon the system ? 

Mr. Wirvtams. — An attack upon the system. They must be 
attacked ; you cannot lead them. You know that, Mr. Alderman, 
as well as I know it. It takes a heavy thump upon the head to 
wake this corporation up to the idea that there is any demand being: 
made upon it. It has got to be attacked; it is the only way you 
can start it. 

Now, this: request is made. Jsn’t it a reasonable one? ‘Trial 
has been had of this system, and all that is asked here is the pro- 
tection of property and life — that is all. What is there unreason- 
able about that? And it involves, Mr. Chairman, the expenditure 
of about $300,000 — that is to say, if the action of the board here 
goes no farther than I would be inclined to go at the present time. 

I believe it to be for the publie interest that every foot of this 
feed and return wire should go underground at this present time 
within the limits-of the city of Boston; but, Mr. Chairman, as far 
as J am concerned, without any consultation with anyone, merely 
representing my right to have my way with respeet to any sugges- 
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tions to this committee — and I have that right —I would. say 
that I should recommend to this board that it confine itself in its 
first order to this corporation, to the limits which were set by Mr. 
Dumoulin, in his estimates of last year given to the West End 
Street Railway Company upon this very question. In other 
words, if the Board of Aldermen is to make an order in the prem- 
ises now, I should recommend that it be confined to the city limits 
between the water line and Chester park on the west and North- 
ampton street on the south. I think, in the first place, that that 
covers the most dangerous portion of the city. I think it will give 
a fair opportunity to test any conduit system which it may wish to 
test. As Mr. Dumoulin says, it will involve only about seven or 
eight miles, actual miles of conduit. And then, if the board 
chooses, unless this company itself chooses afterwards to do it 
voluntarily, a further order can be made as to the rest of the city. 

Now, I don’t deal, of course, in my position, with any sectional 
interests in the city; but I think that would be a fair proposition. 

Ald. Hari. — You mean running over to Boylston street, do 
you? 

Mr. Wiiiriams. — Running to the water line from Northampton 
street extended. 

Ald. Hati. — Over through Massachusetts avenue ? 

Mr. Witiiams. — Yes, sir; over to West Chester park on that 
side, to the water line. 

Ald. Harty. — Called now ‘‘ Massachusetts avenue ?”’ 

Mr. Wittiams. — Yes, to the river. I take it that that is the 
line. 

Ald. Hari. — What need of going west of Boylston street, the 
public gardens? 

Mr. Wiriiams. — Well, because there they are running up 
Huntington avenue and Boylston street — oh, west? 

Ald. Haiti. — West of Boylston street. 

Mr. WitriAms. — Oh, yes, that is so— except so far as Chester 
park is concerned. Chester park runs out nearly to the water line, 
and this would include, as I have the suggestion to make, Chester 
park itself, and that would be farther west than Boylston. That 
would be my suggestion to the committee. 

Now, I suggest that not only because I believe it to be fair to 
this corporation, in the first instance, to limit the space within 
which it shall begin its work, but I have the authority of the man 
who has built up this enterprise more than any other man for fix- 
ing that district; and the strongest argument of all, Mr. Chair- 
man, which can be advanced here in behalf of this proposition is 
that a year ago the president of this company accepted the esti- 
mates and plans of its own electrical engineer and presented those 
plans and estimates to the controlling business body of this cor- 
poration, its executive committee, and then and there urged an 
appropriation a year ago last February — for the purpose of 
doing the very thing which I am now assailed for suggesting. 
There were obstacles in the way of Mr. Whitney’s proposition 
then as there are obstacles in the way of my proposition now — 
obstacles, I am happy to say, more efficient and operative in a

committee of five than in a committee of three of the Board of 
Aldermen of the city of Boston or acommittee of twelve consisting 
of the aldermen themselves. We are merely a year late, Mr. 
Chairman —that is all. We are a year behind the enterprise of 
Mr. Whitney in this matter. I will not venture to say how many 
years or decades we are ahead of the gentleman who represents 
the corporation here before this committee. 

Let us execute Mr. Whitney’s plans in this matter; let this 
board request the West End Street Railway Company to bring in 
those plans and specifications and estimates of Mr. Dumoulin, 
their engineer and expert, and let the Superintendent of Streets, or 
whoever may have charge of the interests of the city of Boston, 
take those estimates and plans and formulate the failed scheme of 
last year of the president of the road and put it into execution. 

I don’t think, Mr. Chairman, that any reasonable investor in 
this company will object to an order which Mr. Whitney more 
than a year ago tried to get from his executive committee in the 
interest of the stockholders. I don’t think that when the public 
comes to understand this question and understands, as it does 
now, the attitude of the former president of the company, it will 
avail the counsel for the company to cry out against the man that 
stands here to make so reasonable, so valid a request. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, I don’t suppose that the committee expects 
that I shall pursue this matter any farther than to discuss the 
merits of the question. ‘The committee has not suggested that I 
should frame an order, but I think, perhaps, as a lawyer I should 
not leave the discussion of this matter until I have suggested to 
the committee what seems to be the proper line of action for the 
Board of Aldermen, to me. I don’t know that they ask such 
suggestion of me, I don’t know that it is proper that they should 
make it; and so I will take the opportunity of saving how this 
matter lies in my own mind. Itis true that, as a matter of law, 
the action of the board with reference to the maintenance of pub- 
lie safety in the use of the highways must be reasonable, and I 
should not like to have the question of reasonableness in an order 
of this kind made a serious subject of attention. It does not seein 
to me that counsel for the company has treated this board with 
proper respect if he has any questions of law to raise at all, now 
or hereafter. He has said that he would not discuss the law. It 
seems to me that it was due to this committee, if he thought there 
were any legal obstacles in the way of their action upon this peti- 
tion, that he should have given the committee the benefit of his 
suggestion. But, in the absence of any specification, I will vent- 
ure to say that there is absolutely no legal obstacle in the way of 
this very action. I should prefer myself tosee the argument of 
rersonableness put into the very ordinance by which this action is 
enforced. It is true that this board has a right to order these 
wires down from the poles for the protection of life and property, 
but I can imagine that this corporation would begin to put its 
machinery to work at once to make it appear that the order was 
um unreisonable one because it involved the integrity of their 
whole system. They would undoubtedly, if there were a mere 
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order made by the Board of Aldermen that the wires should be 
taken down, interpose the objection that it was unreasonable to 
make such an order, because they had no power of putting their 
wires underground. 

Now, gentlemen, you have some authority with respect to the 
placing of wires underground. You have authority to permit the 
placing of wires underground. The statute gives you that au- 
thority. You may order impediments in the highways to be re- 
moved, and you may also permit those impediments to be buried, 
if they are in the shape of wires. 

Therefore the legal solution of the question involved here is 
perfectly simple. I might suggest to the committee that the com- 
pany be ordered within the district which I have mentioned to 
take down its feed and return wires from the poles and remove 
them, and connected with that order I should grant a permit to the 
company to place its feed and return wires underground in such 
streets within the named district and with such locations in the 
streets of that district as might be approved by the Superintendent 
of Streets or any other official— the City Enginecr, or any other 
official that this board may designate. In that way you couple 
with your mandatory order to remove the wires from the poles a 
general grant in the streets in that district, subject to the selec- 
tion of the streets and the location in the streets, to the order of a 
proper city official. Then the aldermen have nothing more to do 
with it, having granted the right to this corporation and submitted 
it to the proper officer.to settle where the conduits should be built. 

That would be my suggestion, although I agree entirely that a 
general order to this corporation to take its wires from the poles 
would be a reasonable order, provided that after it was made the 
Board of Aldermen gave the corporation a reasonable opportunity, 
by other ordinances or orders, to place its wires in a conduit. 

There is another reason, Mr. Chairman, why this act or this 
ordinance should be passed at the present time, and it is this: 
that for five years it appears that the conditions upon which 
the original grant was made to this company to use the streets of 
Boston have not been kept. and those conditions appear inthe bond 
which was signed by Mr. Whitney, as president of this corpor- 
ation. That it was contemplated that these feed-wires should be 
placed underground is perfectly apparent from the preamble of 
the bond. and that the fine hand of some of the attorneys of this 
corporation appeared in drawing up the conclusion of the bond I 
think will be quite apparent upon this hearing. In other words, 
the whereas of the bond distinctly indicates that these wires are 
to go underground, and the condition of the bond is that the 
power or feed wires shall be placed underground, or insulated 
where it is above ground and exposed to the air. ‘The preamble, 
however, reads that it is suggested, among other things, that the 
‘- putting underground by the said West End Street Railway 
Company of its power or feed wire in its said overhead single 
trolley electric system, will prevent or avoid many of the Iiabil- 
ities to injury and impairment of the efficiency of said wires of the 
said city, which might otherwise be caused by putting up said 
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overhead single trolley electric system of wires,” etc., and the West 
End Street Railway Company agreed to ‘‘ so construct, maintain, 
and use its poles, wires, and other apparatus in its said overhead 
single trolley electric system of motive power, as not to impair 
the efficiency ” of the Fire Department and police wires. Then it 
goes on and provides that the bond is upon the condition that 
those wires shall either be placed underground or insulated where 
above ground. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, the corporation has done neither of these 
things. It has not buried its wires and it has not insulated its 
wires. Even assuming, if you please, that when these wires were 
absolutely new some one might have called them insulated wires 
they are not insulated now. You will recall, Mr. Chairman, that 
their own expert, Mr. Mansfield, under my cross-examination 
made answer upon this point. I asked if it was not true that if a 
wire were four or five years old — one of these feed-wires, covered 
as it is now —if it would not be dangerous after that insulation 
had been saturated for any man to touch the wire, being then in 
contact with the ground or with one of the iron posts upon which 
these wires are suspended, and you remember that he agreed that 
he would not care to do it and that it would not be safe. And 
Mr. Dumoulin testified here expressly that those were not insu- 
lated wires, that they never were insulated wires. They might be 
called popularly insulated, because they were covered with some- 
thing so that they were not bare, but in no electrical sense were 
those wires insulated. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, if they were even originally safe they are 
now no longer safe. Are you not satisfied from your own experts’ 
testimony that every time a fireman of the city of Boston puts a 
ladder against one of those wires he is in danger of life or limb? 
Isn’t it perfectly clear that that weather covering with the lapse 
of time becomes brittle and weak, admits of water, and thereby 
makes the wire dangerous? Is that not clearly established in this 
case? By their own expert it is and upon his testimony, Mr. 
Chairman, it is now, at the end of five years, the duty of this 
board to enforce the conditions of that bond, even if it was not 
on the day when these wires were all new. You owe it to your 
Fire Department, you owe it to every fireman who risks his life 
to protect the property of the people of Boston. You know now, 
Mr. Chairman, — you ought to be satisfied of it, —that there is 
not a wire known as a feed-wire in the congested district of the 
city of Boston that is not dangerous to the fireman when he comes 
in contact with it after a rain storm or after the water has begun 
to be poured upon a building, and for his protection, if for noth- 
ing more, this ordinance should be passed. 

How small a thing it is after all! Three hundred thousand 
dollars to cover the main part of the city of Boston, —with five 
per cent. bonds, representing $15,000 a year! Why, Mr. Chair- 
man, can there be any hesitation in putting the $15,000 a year 
it costs to underground these wires against hundreds of thousands 
of dollars that it costs the people of Boston to pay insurance rates 
or to suffer total losses when they ought to suffer but partial 
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losses? How small a thing compared with the interests of the 
public that are at stake here! 

It is high time that such a proposition were brought home forci- 
bly to this board, and high time that the people of Boston had 
the protection which they now seek here at a cost to the com- 
pany itself of only $15,000 out of its annual earnings. 

No one knows how much more may be saved, Mr. Chairman, 
to the company itself by this operation. We don’t know how 
much this company pays in damages of one kind and another on 
account of accidents coming from these wires. I tried to find out © 
something about the accident reports of this company. I asked 
their president to come here; I asked Mr. Hyde to give us infor- 
mation; I asked the officers of the company to bring in their 
reports of accidents in order that we might see out of their own 
books whether or not people did suffer injury from these wires. 
But we couldn’t get them here, even under the charge that I 
made and that I have repeated elsewhere, that this corporation is 
deceiving the public as to the number of accidents that occur upon 
its line —even stating, as I now state again, that instead of there 
being hundreds, as reported under oath to our public officials, the 
Raiiroad Commissioners, it is thousands. 

We cannot know how much these wires cost the corporation or 
how much the public suffers from them until we are able to get 
into their books and find out the truth that they cover up in false 
returns to the officials who are designated by the Legislature to 
ascertain these facts. I would venture to say that, in one way 
and another, these very feed-wires cost the company itself the | 
$15,000 every year that it will take to pay interest on the money 
needed to put them underground. We cannot prove it, because 
we cannot get any data; but I should be surprised if this company 
could maintain so many miles of this dangerous wire in the high- 
ways without having to pay large amounts of money for accidents 
which occur from it. 

I believe, too, Mr. Chairman, that the company will save money 
by getting these wires underground, so that they will remain 
there without the abrasion, wear, rubbing, and other dangers — 
that the cost saved in repair will go largely to make up the loss 
to the company in its payment of interest upon the capital invested 
in undergrounding these wires. 

Therefore it seems to me, as a plain business proposition, that 
it is for the interest of this company itself to submit gracefully, to 
yield willingly to the order of this board when it is made. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, I don’t think there is very much more to . 
be presented to this committee. If there is any question of law 
or any other question which I have not covered in my presentation 
to the committee, I should be very glad to answer any questions 
which may be put to me, if I can answer them. 

Mr. Chairman, I will say in closing, that I have an idea that at 
least the public interests are to have and are now having a fair 
hearing. It is the first time, Mr. Chairman, as far as I know, 
since this corporation has started — if this order shall have been 
passed it will have been the first time, that the public has ever got 
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a right out of this corporation. There is not a solitary request 
that this corporation has ever insisted upon at the State House 
in Massachusetts that it has not had granted in some form or 
other, as far as my knowledge goes, and I have had some experi- 
ence with it. Ithink that the Board of Aldermen of the city of 
Boston for a number of years have given to this corporation every 
indulgence and encouragement to which it was entitled, without 
saying more. I, at least, never have heard of a decided public 
request made of ais corporation, either in the Legislature or be- 
fore the Board of Aldermen, that has not been met in just the way 
this has been met, — by throwing insinuations against the other 
side; and then, by their peculiar methods of operation, after hear- 
ings, which I will not mention here, finally contravening any effort 
to get the public rights out of them and coming out victorious. 

I am willing, Mr. Chairman, to keep up this fight as long as 
may be necessary and my services are desired to get the reasonable 
rights of the public out of this or any other corporation of a quasi 
public character; and I do believe firmly that now and here I am 
presenting a cause which is worthy, just, proper, to a committee 
which is just, which has its public interests at heart, and which 
represents a board that will do justice to the public in this matter. 

Mr. Hyper. — Mr. Chairman, only a single suggestion, if I may 
be allowed to make it. J understand that under the order, under 
which it is appointed, the committee are required to report in print. 
In annotating Brother Williams’ speech, I would like to have them 
separate what he said about other electric-light corporations and 
their wires from what he has said about the West End, and not — 
get them mixed. 

Mr. Witirams. — I have said absolutely nothing, Mr. Chair- 
man, about the other corporations, as has been suggested, and I 
don’t wish the gavel to come down yet, Mr. Chairman, because 
this is simply another nasty fling from the counsel on the other 
side. It is in line with his method of fighting; and, Mr. Chair- 
man, let me say this, that it was perfectly well understood and 
discussed at the outset of this hearing that the Boston Electric 
Light Company had already petitioned this board to have its wires 
put underground — that the Edison Company had its wires under- 
ground, and that, with the Boston Electric Light Company, which 
has requested that it may do this, putting its wires underground, 
this corporation will be the only solitary corporation that has any 
high-potential wires above ground. Of course, I am not arguing 
except in regard to the only corporation that stands out against the 
public will, while all the rest of them are coming here as _ petition- 
ers to save the property, lives, and limbs of the people of the city 
of Boston. Does that satisfy you, sir? 

Mr. Hype. —I was not complaining of counsel at all. I only 
made the suggestion in regard to annotating, as I understand the 
committee is to report in print. Iwas not complaining of counsel. 

Mr. WivcuiAms. — No, I know you weren’t, for you don’t dare. 


(The hearing was declared closed at 5 P.M., and the chairman 
said the matter would be taken under advisement.)

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ARGUMENT. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Committee: 


The question of rapid transit is before this committee upon 
a variety of petitions and in avariety of ways. There isa 
petition of the Mayor of Boston for amendments to the sub- 
way act passed last year, and accepted by the City Council. 
There is a bill in support of that petition for certain specified 
amendments to that act. Various applications have been 
made by various parties for elevated railroad charters, and 
various bills have been presented in support of those peti- 
tions. You have finally the Governor’s inaugural address, 
which devotes two pages to the discussion of this subject, 
refers in commendatory language both to the subway and to 
elevated railroads. and closes in the following words: 

“The problem must be eventually passed upon by the 
Legislature, whether elevated roads or tunnels, or both, are 
to be adopted as the most practical and least expensive 
methods to accomplish the greatest good to the greatest 
number. Much time and labor have been given by your 
predecessors to this subject. It deserves careful considera- 
tion by you, and should the Legislature of 1894 succeed in 
solving this great problem by practical legislation, it will 
have earned for itself an enviable record in this good Com- 
monwealth, where so much has been accomplished for the 
comfort and convenience of its citizens.” 

The whole question of rapid transit, elevated roads, sub- 
ways and all, is before this committee to-day in proper shape 
for the committee to report and the Legislature to enact any 
law that it sees fit upon this subject. 

The task is one of much difficulty and of great importance, 
and, as his excellency has pointed out, the opportunity given 
to this committee and to this Legislature is coextensive with 
the difficulty and importance of the problem. You have 
been kind and patient in respect to the number of hearings 
that have been advertised and held. You have given thirteen 
hearings upon the subway, and nine hearings upon other mat- 
ters, or twenty-two in all. You have heard sixty witnesses 
in personupon the subway, and sixteen at other hearings ; 
and you have heard from about twenty other persons by let- 
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ter. You have also heard, directly or indirectly, from thou- 
sands of the citizens of Boston who have sent petitions either 
to this committee or to the City Council of Boston in favor 
of the plan now proposed, and you have had an opportunity 
for familiarizing yourselves with what has been done and 
what is expected to be done in other cities of this and other 
countries relating to subways and to elevated railroads. 

The subway commissioners, in whose behalf the amend- 
ments to the subway act of last year were proposed, were 
appointed and confirmed on the eighth of January of this 
year. It was their duty, before undertaking the actual 
execution of the work specified in the act of last year, to in- 
vestigate and see whether that work could successfully be 
carried out under the provisions of the act. Those gentle- 
men might, Mr. Chairman, have proceeded at once to dig a 
hole in the ground without considering where they were 
coming out, or what would be the ultimate expense, or the 
ultimate good to be derived from the work which was 
authorized by the act. As prudent business men, and as 
faithful public officers, they concluded it was their duty to 
investigate first, and if they found any inaccuracies, or in- 
completeness in the provisions of the act, to report the fact 
to the Legislature with their suggestions and recommenda- 
tions. It was their duty, it seems to me, to pursue that 
course. It was their duty, it seems to me, as public officers, 
to advocate such perfecting legislation as in their opinion 
was necessary in order to make the plan entrusted to their 
care a success. 

Some criticism has been made because the commissioners 
have asked individuals to appear here. The committee will 
recollect, however, that the witnesses who have appeared at 
the suggestion of the commission, either orally or by letter, 
or upon petition, were for the most part either professional 
experts or gentlemen who appeared last year in remonstrance 
against the proposition of the West End Street Railway 
Company to use, or, rather, to abuse the surface of the 
Common. This particular subway act was the direct result 
of the agitation to defend the Common. It was advisable, 
in my judgment it was necessary, for this commission to 
ascertain what those people thought about the amendments 
which they themselves, as commissioners, thought necessary. 
It was also their duty to seek the advice of engineers and 
experts, and to present their evidence as to cost and upon 
the other engineering questions in the case. It seems to me, 
Mr. Chairman, that the commission has discharged the 
duties entrusted to its care with singular fidelity and skill. 

I propose to broaden the scope of my argument beyond 


ble I, 
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the amendments directly proposed by the commission, and 
to close this case as I began it, with the suggestion that the 
subway can not only be used as a means for affording more or 
less complete relief from the congestion upon Tremont and 
connecting streets, but also as the best available means upon 
the whole of getting an elevated railroad through the expen- 
sive part of the city, and thus of affording to the citizens of 
Boston rapid transit such as they have. long desired. It 
should always be borne in mind in considering this problem 
that the two questions are distinct. The question of relief 
from congestion is an entirely different question from that of 
rapid transit. You could solve one, perhaps, without touch- 
ing the other; and conversely. The plan which we submit 
for your approval seems to us to solve both questions at the 
same time in a comparatively inexpensive way. 

Before proceeding to discuss in detail the merits of the 
subway from the double standpoint of relieving congestion 
and of furnishing rapid transit, I would like to call the 
attention of the committee to the amount of congestion in 
our streets to-day. 


THE CONGESTED DISTRICT. 


The congested district is bounded by Causeway street on 
the north, by Eliot street upon the south, upon the west by 
the Common, Park street, Court street, and Green street, 
and on the east by a line somewhere through South and 
Kilby streets. Its length is only 14 miles; its breadth at 
the widest part is only 1,500 feet, and in some places it is 
only 700 feet. Its area is 217 acres, or about one-third of 
a square mile. And in this narrow portion of the city the 
width of streets varies from ten to sixty feet, and the average 
width of the sidewalks is only eight feet. 

I will now call your attention fo some of the obstructions 
which have been placed in this district by the surface car- 
system. Forty-three of the streets in this district are occu- 
pied by railway tracks, from one to three upon each. There 
are sixteen miles of single track, there are fourteen miles of 
trolley wire, twelve miles of feed wire, seven miles of cross 
wire and twenty-two miles of guard wire; there are 714 
posts, and, worse than all, there are 195 crossings, 149 
junctions, and 257 switches in that 217 acres. 

Now let us see what the amount of travel is that passes 
into the congested district every day. The report of the 
railroad commissioners for the current year shows that the 
average daily travel upon the steam railroads to and from 
the city of Boston is 155,000. That is to say, the steam

railroads bring into the congested district, or carry from it, 
155,000 people daily. The ‘West End Street Railway Com- 
pany must, in addition, carry at the least calculation 200,000 
people daily through this district. According to statement 
of counsel for the West End Railway Company in this case, 
150,000 people a day ride upon the Tremont-street line 
alone. That I take to mean the entire Tremont-street line, 
and not simply that part which is within the congested dis- 
trict, for I cannot conceive that as many as that could ride 
upon that portion of Tremont street which is north of Eliot 
street. If you take into account the number that must ride 
upon the Washington-street cars and on the other forty-two 
lines within the district, you cannot avoid the conclusion 
that at least 200,000 people daily use the cars within the 
narrow limits of this district. 

You will find that the amount of freight carried daily 
through: the streets of Boston within this district is enor- 
mous, aggregating 100,000 tons a day, according to the 
calculations of the Master Teamsters’ Association. 

Let us now consider what the population is that feeds this 
district. You have inthe city propera population of 475,000, 
aus now estimated. You have within ten miles of the State 
House an estimated population of about 1,000,000. The 
extent to which these people ride is shown by the fact 
that the steam railroads which come into the city of Bos- 
ton carry one-sixth of all the passengers carried on the 
steam railroads in the United States of America. If 
you will turn to Poor’s Manual, you will find that the total 
passenger traffic of all steam railroads in the United 
States is 575,769,688, while the passenger traflic of 
the five roads connecting with Boston is 100,502,972 a 
year, or more than one- -sixth of the whole. This travel 
does not all come into Boston, of course, but it is an illus- 
tration of the extent to which people ride in this community. 
We have a street-railway system which is not only the most 
extensive in mileage, confided to the care of a single cor- 
poration, that exists to-day, but one which carries more 
people, I believe, per mile, than any other company any- 
where else in existence, except one or two corporations that 
operate a single line only. The total passenger traffic of the 
West [End Street Railway Company for the year ending 
September 30 last was 366,000 a day. In other words, gen- 
tlemen, you have a population ofa million people most of 
whom are daily brought into a business district only 217 
acres in extent, smaller, more contracted, more congested 
than any similar part of any other large city in the world. 
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‘HE STREET Rz AY SYSTEM. 
THE STREET RAILWAY SYSTEM 


Now, let us consider what accommodations are furnished 
by the present surface system for the transportation of the 
millions of people who annually desire to go through the 
heart of the city. The evidence in this case shows that 
the maximum number of cars that the West End Street 
Railway Company runs upon Tremont street per hour, both 
ways, is 3832; that the average speed through the congested 
district, when there are no blocks, is over four miles per 
hour, aaa that it varies from three to four miles. If there are 
blocks, you come down very easily to a speed of a mile per 
hour. A car starting from Eliot street, going to Causeway 
street, or vice versa, stops on the average thirteen times, 
seven times for passengers and six times for other causes. 
The average length of each stop for passengers is 11.7 
seconds. That is the condition of travel upon Tremont 
street, as shown by the evidence in this case. If a similar 
investigation were made in respect to Washington street, 
the conditions would be found to be at least as bad, if not 
worse, and there are many other streets in the congested 
district which are no better. 

I need not refer to the amount of personal danger which 
these conditions create. I need not refer to the popular dis- 
satisfaction which is felt with these conditions. Any mem- 
ber of the committee can satisfy himself as to what the peo- 
ple of Boston think about the present condition of things, 
by simply walking down Tremont or Washington streets 
about 5 o’clock in the afternoon, and listening to what the 
people say upon the sidewalks. I will not go into these 
matters in detail, because they are admitted by everybody, 
even by the corporation that is most interested upon the 
other side, by the West End Street Railway Company 
itself, as I shall presently have occasion to show. 

The facts of the matter simply are that, through no fault of 
the street-railway company, but in spite of the intelligence 
displayed by its directors and officers in the manage- 
ment of their cars, the limit of capacity of that system 
has long since been reached and passed; that the streets of 
Boston are no longer highways for public travel, upon which 
you and I and the rest of the people of the Commonwealth 

‘an walk and drive and go in any way we please in freedom 
and in safety ; that they. have been diverted from their origi- 
nal and only proper use as public ways into something little 
better than railway locations; and that, at certain hours of 
the day, they are simply yards for the storage of cars. 
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REMEDIES PROPOSED. 


Everybody admits that something must be done. How- 
ever much the witnesses who have appeared before the 
committee disagree i in respect to what should be done, they 
are all united in demanding something. But what are the 
various remedies proposed ? 

In the first place, some people think that there should be 
a change in the motive power. Suggestions have been 
made that the overhead trolley system should be replaced by 
an underground trolley or conduit system, or by a system of 
mag netic contact, such as is now in experimental operation 
at Salem, or that the trolley should be superseded by accu- 
mulators or storage batteries. Those suggestions would 
probably, any or all of them, accomplish something in the 
way of freeing the people from the danger of overhead 
wires; but none of them would accomplish anything in the 
way of relief from congestion; for there would be just as 
many cars as to-day, and if one of the devices suggested 
was adopted, namely, the storage battery, the cars would 
be even heavier than they are to-day, and correspondingly 
more difficult to manage, to stop, and to start. In other 
words, there is no relief from congestion in any of these 
suggestions, and nobody contends that any greater speed 
can be acquired. 

Elevated railroads are advocated. I believe they are de- 
sired by the people, and I shall have something to say pres- 
ently upon that subject; but elevated railroads taken by 
themselves will do nothing to relieve congestion. _Unaccom- 
panied by the removal of tracks from the surface of the 
streets, elevated roads will aggravate and intensify the con- 
gestion from which those streets are suffering to-day. 

Street widenings constitute an obvious and very frequent 
suggestion. The city of Boston could undoubtedly spend 
any amount of money in widening streets. We have already 
spent $37,580,162.03 since 1822 in widening streets and 
changing their grades.’ But I do not think, Mr. Chairman, 
that the people and taxpayers of Boston want to spend any 
more millions for widening streets or creating new ones 
in the congested and expensive portion of this city, 
if the only result is to be a large increase in the city debt, 
and the extension of the present evils by placing street rail- 
way tracks in all the new or widened thoroughfares. Such 
a policy would not only be extravagant from the standpoint 
of the pope treasury, but it would be an aggravation, an 
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extension, a perpetuation of the present surface car system, 
which is the root of the entire evil. 

Cutting up the Common is a favorite suggestion. But that 
is not going to help that part of the city which lies to the 
north Of Park street; and there is more trouble im that 
part of the congested district than there is in the other. It 
was the request of the West End Street Railway Company 
to place tracks upon the surface of the Common which 
stirred up the agitation to defend the Common last year. 
The people rose in revolt at the mere suggestion, and I think 
that idea can be excluded from the consideration of any com- 
mittee or any legislature. But the point [ desire to make 
here is that it would not do any good. It would simply 
enable the West End Street Railway Company to put four 
tracks along Tremont and Boylston streets, instead of two, 
and that, instead of offering a cure for existing evils, would 
simply perpetuate and intensify them. There would be 
more cars, more tracks, more delays, and more danger than 
there is to-day, instead of less; in other words, that sugges- 
tion is practically worthless, except to the West End Street 
Railway Company. 

A frequent suggestion, becoming more frequent as the 
years go on, and one which has the merit of really 
doing something, of really curing the existing evils, is 
the complete removal of the tracks from the congested 
district ; or stopping them at Causeway and Eliot streets, 
or, at Scollay square or Adams Square. Now, that 
suggestion, gentlemen, would cure the congestion beyond 
any question, and it would restore our streets to their 
proper use as highways for teams and foot passengers. 
But the gentlemen who have interested themselves in the 
subway have realized that there is a popular demand for 
transportation through the city from north to south, and 
they have felt that any relief obtained by the entire 
removal of the cars would, if granted, be temporary only, 
and that it would not be long before the tracks would 
be replaced under the pressure of those who desire to be 
carried upon them. through the congested district. They 
have felt that it was impolitic, unwise, and practically fruit- 
less, to suggest the removal of the tracks, unless some 
substitute was at the same time provided which would 
accommodate at least as many people and as may cars as the 
present system does. 


THE SUBWAY. 


Now, Mr. Chairman, the merit of the subway plan is that 
it does that very thing. It furnishes relief from congestion,

— nota complete, but a very considerable relief, amounting, 
I should argue, to about two-thirds of the whole ;—and it 
affords that relief, not by depriving the people of Boston 


-and its suburbs of the opportunity to be transported 


through the heart of the city upon cars, but by furnishing 
them better opportunities than they enjoy to-day. The 
subway plan also lends itself SE Flats to the construction 
of an elevated railroad, which, ! think, the great majority of 
our people want. It affords the most practicable route 
from the financial standpoint which has yet been suggested 
for getting an elevated railway through the heart of the city. 
The plan, ‘taken in its entirety, seems to be open to the least 
objections. We cannot claim for it that it is open to none; 
no ideal plan that will please everybody, and hurt nobody, 
and cost nothing, can possibly be suggested; but we do 
claim for this plan that it is open to the least objections, and 
that it has received the largest popular support. 

The subway would be built for four tracks from the cor- 
ner of Shawmut avenue and Tremont street to some point at 
the northern part of the congested district, say at Causeway 
street. Two of the tracks would be for the use of the pres- 
ent surface systems, the Lynn & Boston and the West End ; 
the other two would be reserved for the use of the elevated 
railway, which would be built in its first and main line 
from Sullivan square in Charlestown to Frankl Park in 
Dorchester. 


Its CAPaAciry 


Taking up that portion of the subway which would be 
devoted to the use of the surface cars, first, I propose, with 
your permission, to compare those tracks and their capacity 
with the capacity of the present surface system. 

There would be two tracks as now; but they would be - 
free from all occasional obstructions and interruptions. 
The cars would stop four times for passengers, as against 
thirteen full stops made now on the average by every car 
that traverses that district, either for passengers or because 
of some obstructing team. There would be no blocks unless 
the system broke down, and of that, of course, there is an 
equal chance in either system. ‘There would be no snow or 
ice or rain or water. There would be less expenditure 
and waste of electric power. The number of cars that 
could be run upon two tracks of the subway, as compared 
with the present number, would be in the proportion of about 
550 to 332; and the rate of speed would be double the aver- 
age speed of a West End car to-day when there are no 
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unusual delays, and many times its speed when the road 
is for any reason blocked. 

A calculation based upon the uncontradicted evidence in 
this case shows that the maximum number of cars which the 
West End Street Railway Company now operates upon both 
tracks in Tremont street is 332 per hour. If the cars were 
run singly through the subway, the capacity of both tracks 
would be 380, 340, or 300 cars per hour, according as the 
speed was six, seven, or eight miles, including stops. In 
other words, accurate ‘aleulations bear out the first thought 
of every person upon considering this problem, that if we 
had two unobstructed tracks, free from the numerous junc- 
tions and switches and interfering teams which now block 
Tremont street, you could run more cars than can possibly 
be got through that highway upon the surface under the 
present conditions. The excess is not great, the calculation 
is not overstated, nut you will see that the number is greater 
by from forty to fifty cars per hour, and that the speed is 
materially increased. If you reduce the speed to the pres- 
ent average of four miles or three and one-half you could 
undoubtedly get more cars in; but I have assumed that the 
public w ould desire a speed of at least six miles per hour 
including stops, and I find that the calculation shows that 
the capacity of those two tracks in the subway would be 
about 380 cars per hour, if they were run singly as to-day. 

But that is not the way in which the subway would be 
operated. It would be operated by running cars in pairs. 
You are familiar, of course, with the manner in which the 
street-railway systems of Philadelphia and Chicago are oper- 
ated; in Philadelphia with two cars, and in Chicago with 
three. That system would never do in the crowded streets 
of the congested part of Boston, and has never been at- 
tempted here; there is no objection to it, however, in the 
wide and straight avenues of the suburbs. It cannot now 
be operated at all in this city, because there would be no 
use in bringing two cars or three cars hitched together down 
to Park square, only to have them stop there, and proceed 
through the heart of the city singly; but if you had two 
unobstructed tracks ina subway from Park square, you could 
run your cars in pairs to the end of their respective routes. 
The calculation shows that when run in pairs the two 
tracks in the subway would have a capacity of 560 cars per 
hour, or 548, or 512, according as the speed was six, seven, 
or eight miles per hour. 

In other words, you get a capacity, stated moderately and 
conservatively, of about 50 per cent. in excess of the 
capacity of the present surface system. 
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Other advantages are that the platform accommodations 
would be very much superior to what we have now. We 
should have platforms of ample width and length upon which 
people could wait, and wait in comfort, pending the arrival 
of the cars they sought to take. These platforms would be 
covered ; they would be dry, and light, and cheerful. The 
citizen could buy his papers there, and wait on comfortable 
seats for the arrival of his car. The stations would be in- 
finitely superior to anything that exists to-day. There is 
only one part of Boston where the West End Road _ has 
anything like enough room for a platform, and that is in 
front of the Granary Burying-Ground. Now, every station 
that has been designed for this subway provides as long and 
as wide a platform for every track as now exists in front of 
the Granary Burying-Ground. 

We have shown by evidence in this case that the subway 
would be easily lighted, that it could be ventilated without 
difficulty, and that it could be drained. ‘There has been no 
attempt made to controvert the evidence upon these points. 
The calculations made, — and they are also uncontradicted, 
— show an increased accommodation in respect to the number 
of cars, and to the speed at which they can run. In short, 
the evidence must satisfy any inquiring mind that the two 
tracks in the subway will add 50 per cent. to the transpor- 
tation accommodations of the public through the heart of 
the city, and that those accommodations will be very much 
more convenient and comfortable in all other respects than 
now. 

I said that there had been no evidence in contradiction of 
that submetted in behalf of the city. And I do not want to 
leave that point without calling attention to the fact that if 
there was any evidence that could by human ingenuity have 
been procured and brought to this committee to refute the 
statements of our engineers, that information must be in the 
possession and subject to the control of the West End Street 
Railway Company, and yet none has been produced. 


Not Aa New IpEa 


Now, this subway is not a new idea. It is not a new idea 
in any sense. The learned counsel for the West End Street 
Railway Company, in summing up, yesterday, intimated that 
it hadn’t been heard of until a number of prominent gentle- 
men who advocated its adoption went to City Hall and held 
a meeting of their own on the 18th of last December. 

To hear the counsel anybody would suppose that he had 
never heard of a subway, and that the West End Street Rail- 
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way Company had no official or corporate knowledge of the 
subway plan. And yet this corporation, that professes such 
childlike ignorance upon this subject, that comes here for 
“inquiry and for observation,” that assumes it knows nothing, 
and pretends that this is a new idea, that corporation, gentle- 
men, was ened to build a subway !. 

Mr. Hype. *, Mayor, if you will allow me a single 
correction, Tete you misunderstood me. All I said was 
with reference to this particular bill; I did not say the sub- 
ject, but the particular bill. 

Mayor Marruews. — I have heard Mr. Hyde’s suggestion, 
and I have no desire to qualify my remarks. I think that 
the substance of his argument and the attitude of his corpo- 

ration is assumed ignorance. 

Chapter 413 of the Acts of 1887 will well repay the 
reading by any member of this committee; it has not 
been referred to yet in these hearings. That is the 
act under which the West End Street Railway operates 
to-day. It is not its charter, but it is the act which gives 
validity and life to the present street-railroad system — the 
original consolidation act of the West End Street Railway 
Company. ‘Three sections of that act, Mr. Chairman, are 
devoted to a subway. The men who created the West End 
Street Railway system foresaw in 1887 that they must have 
a subway in order to accommodate the people, and they took 
pains to provide. in their act for power to build one. 

There is nothing new, therefore, in the subway idea, least 
of all to the officers and directors and counsel of the West 
End Street Railway Company. 

So, gentlemen, we have shown in this case the practica- 
bility of such a subway as a means of relief from congestion. 
We have shown that when the subway ts built, you can 
take up all the tracks on Tremont street and connecting 
thoroughfares ; that you can take up the whole Tremont- 
street system of the West End Street Railway Company, 
which, according to the statement of counsel, carries 
nearly one-half of all the passengers carried by the road ; 
and that you can put that system into this subway with in- 
fiinte gain to the citizens in respect to freedom from injury 
and personal risk, in respect to comfortable and convenient 
accommodations, in respect to the speed with which they can 
be transported through the city from north to south, and in 
respect to the number of people that can be thus transported. 

T submit that we have demonstrated the utility and value of 
the subway simply as a measure of relief from congestion. 
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THE ELEVATED RAILROAD. 


Now, what will this plan do foran elevated railroad? You 
remember that the Rapid Transit act of last year provided 
for a road from Sullivan square, I think, in Charlestown, to 
Franklin park in Dorchester. J have the honor to suggest 
that that same route be adopted this year, with this variation 
only: that it shall traverse the expensive part of Boston 
underground upon two tracks in the proposed subway. It 
will be the same route, the same scheme exactly, as received 
the support of 24,012 voters at the last State election, with 
the exception that the cost will be $12,000,000 less by reason 
of going underground between Pleasant street and Causeway 
str bate rather than overhead. 

There are various ways of putting an elevated rail- 
road through the heart of the city. The average thought 
that occurs to the casual inguirer is that of building tracks 
in Tremont or Washington street. Well, it is my judg- 
ment, Mr. Chairman, that no elevated railroad system will 
ever be built in Washington or Tremont street. No elevated 
railroad system’ could be built there without the confiscation 
of private rights, and I do not believe that the Supreme 
Judicial Court or the General Court of Massachusetts will 
ever permit any such thing to be done. 

Various other ways have been suggested, and I propose, 
with your permission, to refer to some of them and compare 


the estimated cost. The West End Street Railway Company, 


procured a charter in the year 1890, for a route along Har- 
rison avenue and Hawley and Devonshire streets. You 
will find by reading the report of the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion, page 70, that the officers of that company came before 
the commission and stated that they had abandoned that 
scheme. They stated why. It was the excessive cost of it. 
The engtneers went to work to verify that statement, and 


they found, as reported by the commission, that the cost of 


that route would be $9,113,400, as nearly as could be ascer- 
tained, between Causeway street and Waltham street. 

The western route proposed by the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission itself, which went partly underground, Tay cost, 
according to the estimates of the engineers, $3,559,87 

The route suggested by the City ‘Engineer and the Binet 
Commissioners “and myself last year “to the special com- 
mittee on rapid transit was estimated to cost $5,637,875. 

The route proposed by the rapid transit act of 1893 was 
estimated, taking the assessed values, and adding 40 per 
cent., to cost $14,183,925. 

And now, gentlemen, this proposed subway can be built, 
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if the estimates of the same engineers are to be believed, 
for a total expense of $5,000, 000; and if ore-half is to be 
devoted to street railway purposes and the other half to 
elevated railroad purposes, it is fair to estimate one-half 
only of the expenditures as the cost of the elevated railroad 
part. i 

All these estimates have been taken from Causeway street 
upon the north to Pleasant street or the Boston & Albany 
Railroad upon the south. They are therefore comparative 
statements, fair and true; and the whole problem of an 
elevated railroad for Boston and vicinity lies right in this 
comparison. 

It is fair to concede that this proposed route is open 
to one objection. There would be grades of from 3 
to 4 per cent. at the entrance of the subway, and those 
grades, Mr. Chairman, would make the road, in my judg- 
ment, impracticable if operated by steam-power. It was 
for that reason that the Rapid Transit Commission did not 
take this particular route, which it recommended for a sub- 
way for street railway purposes, for an elevated railroad also, 
but proposed to go under Beacon Hill and come out in the 

middle of the Common. They got thereby a line of grades 
not exceeding 2 per cent., which they considered practicable 
for the steam-engine. But during the three years that have 
elapsed since the preparation and submission of that report, 
there has been a great advance in electrical engineering, and 
there is no question to-day, Mr. Chairman, but that an ele- 
vated railroad can be operated by electricity, running the 
cars in trains on grades of 4 per cent. The grades that are 
proposed here, present no difficulties whatever to the opera- 
tion of a road by electricity, and only electricity would be 
permitted in the subway. Consequently, the grades are not 
an obstacle. 

This route has not only the comparative advantage of a 
low cost, but it avoids any interference with the Common ; 
it avoids the objection raised to the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion’s route, that it came out in the middle of the Common, 
and thence proceeded as a viaduct across its surface ; it avoids 
the objection which was raised to the route which was sug- 
vested last year along Tremont street, that it would bea 
thing of ugliness to the eye and that it involved widening 
Tremont street at an expense which was rather difficult to 
estimate, and the destruction of a large amount of property. 
This route is entirely free from these ‘objections ; it destroys 
no property ; every dollar that is put into it will go to create 
values and not to destroy or divert them ; it avoids the Com-

mon above the surface; and it is the cheapest that has yet 
been suggested. 

I do not claim that the subway is in all respects the best 
route. Ido not claim anything ideal for anything we have 
suggested. We do not claim that it is better from the sim- 
ple standpoint of an elevated railroad to descend from above 
the surface of the ground to some point below it. If any 
man were to charter an elevated railroad he would rather 
run overhead all the way at a level without grades. But we 
do claim, and claim without fear of contradiction, that this 
particular plan is by all odds the cheapest. It will cost 
$2,500,000 as against $3,500,000 for that proposed by the 
Rapid ‘Transit Commission, $5,500,000 for that proposed by 
the city last year, along Tremont street, and $14,000,000 
for that proposed by the transit act of last year. 


THE CapiraAL REQUIRED 


In considering the possibility of an elevated railroad in 
the city it is necessary, of course, to take into account the 
amount of capital required by a private corporation to con- 
struct it, and the estimated receipts and expenses of the cor- 
peration when the road is once in operation. Every care 
should be taken, it seems to me, not to commit the com- 
munity to the construction of an elevated railway on its own 
account. The public expenditure on account of this particu- 
lar plan ought to stop at the termini of the subway or at the 
end of the main or trunk line, and should leave to private 

capital the task of procuring rights of way beyond, and of 
building and operating the elevated railroad ; the community 
to receive, of course, a rental from such corporation for the 
use of the subway and other public property. 

I have here a few figures showing the amount of capital 
required for such a corporation, the manner in which it 
could be raised, the amount of its earnings, gross and net, 
and the surplus for the use of the subway. I figure that the 
capital needed, including an electric plant, would be less 
than $6,000,000 for an elevated railroad from Sullivan 
square, Charlestown, to Franklin Park, except over that 
part where the subway is. The-exact estimate is $5,773,090, 
or something less than $6,000,000. This seems to me a 
conservative estimate, based upon the experience we have 
had and the figures we have obtained from the New York, 
Chicago, and Brooklyn roads; and that probably in prac- 
tice, in actual fact, the expenditure would not exceed 


$5,000,000. 
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PATRONAGE AND PROFITS. 


Then comes the question of the profits of the railroad cor- 
poration, and the connected question, whether the community 
could get a reasonable rent for the use of the two tracks in 
the subway granted to the elevated railroad corporation. 
An argument. of indefinite length might be made upon the 
patronage that such a road would receive. The figures [ 
have made are based upon the assumption that when it was 
once in successful operation the road would carry 100,000 
passengers by day. New York is a city of four times the 
population of Boston, whether you take the population that 
lives within the municipal limits of the two cities, or whether 
you take into account the suburban ‘population also. And 
[ will stop for a few moments only while I explain the 
grounds for that assumption. I have been at pains to 
point out to this committee the size and shape of the con- 
gested district in this city and the number of people that 
daily go into it and go out of it, partly to show the unneces- 
sary obstructions in that district caused by the present street 
railway system, and partly for the purpose of enabling this 
committee to compare that district and the population tribu- 
tary to it with the conditions that obtain in’ New York city. 
New York supports four elevated double-track railroads, 

which average eight miles in length, and the railway com- 
pany that operates these four roads ¢ carries 600,000 passen- 
gers a day. The congested district, so to speak, of New 
York, is longer than that of Boston, but it is also very much 
wider, and there is no part of New York city where the 
congestion is so great as in the business part of Boston. 

Without entering into this matter in detail, I will refer 
such as desire to consider the problem with more care to the 
reports of the engineers appended to the Rapid Transit Com- 
missioners ’ report, where the whole subject, the entire situa- 
tion, and the consideration of Boston as a field for elevated 
railways in comparison with New York and Brooklyn, and 
other places, is gone into at great length. I will simply 
put the argument broadly thus: If New York, with 
1,850,000 people within its municipal limits, and a_trib- 
utary population, including that of 3,500,000, can sup- 
port four lines of elevated railway, averaging eight miles 
in length, and each carrying 150,000 people a day on 
the average, why should not Boston, a city one-fourth the 
size in population, whichever way you take it, with a con- 
gested district very much narrower than that of New York, 
with a population pouring in and out of the city at least one- 
fourth that which feeds the elevated railways of New York, 
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support an elevated railway one-quarter in extent that of 


the New York system, and why should not that elevated 
railway carry one-quarter as many people? It is not as- 
sumed, of course, that all those passengers would immedi- 
ately leave the surface system and take the elevated railway 
system. Nothing of the sort would happen, Mr. Chairman. 
And in proof that an elevated railroad built this way would 
not materially reduce the receipts of the West End Street 
Railway Company, even if built right over it from end to 
end, we have put in evidence the annual receipts of the 
street and elevated railways of New York from 1872 to date. 
For two years only the surface roads suffered in their gross 
receipts ; since then they have been rapidly increasing, and 
are now nearly double what they were when the L roads 
were first built. 

Another way of testing the accuracy of that assumption 
is this: If, as the counsel stated, the West End Street Rail- 
way Company carried on its Tremont-street line alone 150,- 
000 a day, why should not an elevated railway along the 
same route, carrying people much faster and capable of car- 
rying a great many more cars, transport at least 100,000 
people a day? 

Now, assuming a patronage of 100,000 daily at five-cent 
fares, you get gross receipts of $1,825,000 a year. Assum- 
ing an operating expense account of sixty per cent., which 
is the figure stated by counsel yesterday, and one which I 
think is conservative, we have an expense account of $1,095,- 
000, leaving a net income of $735,000. 

Mr. Hyper. — You must have misunderstood me. What 
I said, or what I intended to say, was 100,000, not 150,000, 
passengers ‘are carried on this backbone line we are speaking 
of from Sullivan square to Franklin Park at the present 
time. 

Mayor Marruews. — You stated at another hearing that 
the total number of passengers carried on the Tremont-street 
line was 55,000,000 a year. 

Mr. Hypr.— They would not all come into the elevated ; 
that includes Cambridge passengers, via Harvard bridge, and 
Brighton and Brookline and Huntington avenue. 

Mayor Marruews. —I don’t claim that they would all 
come on the elevated. 

Mr. Hypr. —I was speaking simply with reference to the 
elevated there, and I said 100,000 a day. 

Mayor Matrnews. — In Vol. 8 of the testimony, page 102, 
the committee will find a statement by Mr. Hyde that the 
road is carrying 133,000,000 passengers a year, and that 
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55,000,000 of those rode upon the Tremont-street cars. Now, 
55,000,000 a year is 150,000 a day. 

No one who has looked into these questions, Mr. Chair- 
man, no one who has been to New York, and Brooklyn, and 
Chicago, and compared the conditions in those cities with 
those that obtain here, has been able to avoid the conclusion 
that Boston presents next to New York the most profitable 
field of any large city in the world for the successful opera- 
tion of an elevated railway. And I have assumed for the 
purposes of this calculation, not the number of passengers 
‘arried daily that the figures would warrant, namely, 
150,000, but only two- thirds, or 100,000 a day. 

Another fact which tends to show that the patronage of 
this elevated railroad would be large, and that it would not 
interfere materially with the patronage that the surface 
system would have if it could run its cars over two unob- 
structed tracks in the subway, is the statement of counsel, 
which I shall quote in detail later, that the West End cor- 
poration to-day is only able to accommodate fifty per cent. 
of the people who want to ride upon Tremont street. That 
is, there are 150,000 more people waiting to ride, if they 
could get the chance. So that, however you look at this 
problem, I do not think you can escape the conclusion that 
100,000 passengers a day is an extremely conservative esti- 
mate of the probable patronage of a seven-mile elevated 

railroad from Dorchester to Charlestown. 

I had got as far as net income, $735,000, when I was in- 
terrupted. Now, deduct the taxes upon the capital stock of 
$3,000,000 at 14 per cent., $45,000, and it leaves $690,000 
net profit. Then take the interest and dividend account, 5 
per cent. on $3,000,000 of bonds and 10 per cent. on 
$3,000,000 of stock, and you have $450,000; and that de- 
ducted from $690,000 leaves a balance of $240,000 per an- 
num which is available for the use of the two tracks in the 
subway and for depreciation and so forth. 

That, Mr. Chairman, seems to me to be a conservative 
calculation, and I have spent a great deal of time in inquir- 
ing into this matter with practical elevated railroad finan- 
ciers, particularly the gentlemen who put their money into 
the Chicago roads, some of whom live in Boston. The esti- 
mate is large for construction, the capital required is placed 
high, and the operating expense account, 60 per cent. of 
the gross, is also high. The returns of the Manhattan Rail- 
way “Company have been put in evidence in this case, and 
you will see from them that they operate at 50 per cent. 
You can get the figures of the Brooklyn roads from the New 
York Railroad Commissioners’ report, and you will find that 
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they operate at about 60 per cent. Such a road as we have 
described here should certainly be operated at 60 per cent., 
probably for less. In other words, the whole calculation is 
conservative. 

And what it means, Mr. Chairman, is this: That this sub- 
way could be built, and two tracks leased for a term of years 
to an elevated railroad coporation, which should itself supply 
the capital required for the elevated extensions, and that the 
corporation could afford to pay a rent sufficient to cover a 
large part of the interest and sinking-fund requirements on 
the whole expenditure, and still earn 10 per cent. on its 
capital stock. 


THE HAYMARKET-SQUARE STATION. 


Another feature of this plan, which I will not pause to 
comment upon now, is the proposed acquisition of the Boston 
& Maine property at Haymarket square. Everybody, of 
course, can see the advantages of that from all the different 
standpoints from which this subway can be viewed. 


THE OBJECTIONS. 


Now, Mr. Chairman, that is the plan in such detail as I 
have been able to present it to you within the limits of the 
time allowed. We have shown you what the conditions are, 
and have suggested the remedy. And now [ want witb your 
permission to consider a few of the objections which have 
been raised. I do not propose, however, to waste any time 
in discussing some of the objections. 

We have heard it stated, for instance, as a most serious 
crime, that witnesses have been requested to come here. I 
have already said that it was the duty of the Commissioners 
to ask the ladies and gentlemen who procured the passage 
of this subway act last year what they thought of the pro- 
posed amendments, in order that there might be no mis- 
understanding. 

It has been suggested here that there were politics in the 
case. I will leave it to the Committee to say whether there 
are or not. 

It has been said that the City Council was coerced into 
accepting the act in 1893, and into approying the pro- 
posed amendments in 1894. I have only to mention that ; 
it is not worth discussing. But the particular allega- 
tion is made that the acceptance of the Act in 1893 was 
“rushed through ” the City Council without public hearings, 
reference to a committee, or any of the usual preliminary 
proceedings. Now, gentlemen, that is not so at all, and the 
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proof of it is inevidence. It is not true,.as stated by counsel 
for the West End, that nobody heard of a subway until the 
18th of December, when gentlemen came to the City Hall and 
wanted it accepted, and ‘got it accepted that day. The fact 
is that a message was sent to the City Council on the 13th 
day of November, the first available opportunity after the 
State election on which occasion the Rapid Transit Act was 
defeated, and in that message the mayor of the city of Bos- 
ton took occasion to recommend a subway. That was on 
November 13. On the 18th of December many prominent 
gentlemen appeared at City Hall, and held a meeting, as 
the counsel ,stated, and urged immediate action. And the 
Board of Aldermen acted that day, possibly under the im- 
petus of this meeting, but having had five weeks in which 
to discuss this matter and consider it; and on December 21 
the act was accepted in the Common Council. In other 
words there was a period of consideration of five weeks 
allowed, besides all the prelimary thought that had been 
given to the matter during the summer, when everybody at 
City Hall was discussing in his own mind the comparative 
merits of the two bills. 

There are some objections, however, which have been 
raised which deserve consideration, and [ propose to discuss 
those-in greater detail. They are substantially two; they 
are both, I desire to frankly admit, of weight, and they 
deserve consideration by this committee. They relate to 
the cost and to the interference with travel during the period 
of construction. 


Tue Cost. 


Now, in respect to the cost of this subway, three estimates 
have been prepared ; one by Professor Swain and Mr. Car- 
son working in conjunction, one by the City Engineer, and 
one by Mr. Rice, who is well known as the engineer of the 
Rapid Transit Commission. These estimates substantially 
agree in putting the actual cost of building the subway at 
$3,500,000. Those estimates, Mr. Chairman, have been 
contradicted by no one. The West End Street Railway 
Company itself, which was here last year to advocate a sub- 
way, and which has engaged engineers by the dozen to 
prepare estimates on subways for the last few years, did not 
bring a witness, professional or otherwise, to dispute the 
accuracy of these estimates. There was no engineer who 
appeared i in opposition except Mr. Wynne, who stated that he 
had made an estimate, and that itagreed with Mr. Jackson’s. 
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He objected on other grounds ; he wanted another system ; 
but he admitted that our estimates were all right. 

A great deal has been said, however, by witnesses of a 
non- professional character, to the effect that the cost of 
public works always exceeds the estimates. Now, that is 
a widespread popular theory. It is partly accurate and 
partly inaccurate. The fallacy and confusion in the minds 
of those witnesses was explained by Mr. Wynne. He 
admitted that the formal deliberate estimates of public engi- 
neers are very seldom exceeded, and he took occasion “to 
say that he did not think these particular estimates would 
be exceeded, but he said that public work grows in 
conception as it goes on in execution, other things being 
added from time to time, and that thus the cost of public 
work is increased beyond the original estimates. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, I accept that explanation; I think 
it is correct. But I desire to point out to this committee 
that the estimates that we present to you are estimates of 
the scientific, final character, and not estimates of the 
rough, preliminary kind. The first estimate of a subway 
was made by the Rapid Transit Commission. It was made 
by the same gentlemen who testified here, Mr. Rice and Mr. 
Jackson. All they had to do this year was to take the 
calculations they then made, and make them over to fit 
the present plan. We present these estimates to you as the 
final estimates, as the matured result of three years of 
investigation, and we express to you our opinion that they 
will not be exceeded by more than the 5 or 10 per cent. 
that might be expected. You have to allow a certain amount 
for contingencies always. 

Neither can it be maintained that the plan and estimates 
are presented immaturely and that there are many things to 
be added which cannot now be foreseen. No remonstrant has 
suggested anything. That is a significant fact. They have 
said that there would be a lot of additions, but they haven't 
mentioned any. And the fact is that there will not be any. 
The bill does not provide for any. The bill provides a plan 
complete in itself, and we present to you complete and final 
estimates ; $5,000,000 will cover the cost of this subway, 
including land. 


THE CONSTRUCTION PERIOD. 


Then the next thing to be considered is the possible ob- 
struction of trade and travel during construction. That must 
be conceded to be a reasonable objection, and one to be taken 
into serious consideration by any board, any commission, or 
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any committee of the Legislature. A number of gentlemen 
have come here, merchants doing business on Tremont street, 
and have expressed a not unreasonable alarm at the thought 
that the street in front of their stores would be ripped up for 
one to two years. I do not wonder they were alarmed at 
that suggestion. 

But nothing of the sort, Mr. Chairman, is intended ; noth- 
ing of the sort will be attempted ; nothing of the sort will be 
done. The whole question is one simply of engineering. 
It is perfectly possible to build this subway with a minimum 
of inconvenience during the construction period. It will be 
the duty of the commission to see that it is constructed in 
that way. An account of a recent construction in the city of 
Glasgow has been put in evidence, to which I wiil call your 
attention, where three miles of subway were built under Ar- 
gyle and other principal streets of Glasgow without any 
serious obstruction of travel. Now, gentlemen, if Scotch 
engineers can do that kind of work, I think Boston engi- 
neers can, too. If they can build three miles of subway 
under Argyle and other streets of the city of Glasgow, 
which is as large as Boston or a little larger, I think our 
American engineers have equal skill, and can be vounted 
on to do as well as they. 

Those who object to this construction on account of the 
assumed interruption to trade have not read the evidence, 
they have not heard it, and they do not understand what is 
proposed. They do not realize, for instance, the number of 
different ways in which this tunnel could be constructed. It 
is not necessary that it should be dug throughout its whole 
extent from the top down, and it probably would not be 
built that way where the street was too narrow to permit 
the use of that method without serious inconvenience. 

I would like to outline to the committee what it seems 
to me could be done in the way of construction. There 
seems to be no objection to the use of the malls along 
the’ Common for the construction of the subway, pro- 
vided they are replaced and beautified, and, in fact, made 
more attractive than they are to-day. That would entirely 
eliminate the necessity for interfering with the surface of 
Boylston or Tremont street, or at least for interfering with 
trade on the other side. Then, if you will stand upon 
the Tremont-street mall opposite Temple place and look 
north, you will see that the grade rises, and if you go to 
Scollay square and look south you will see that it rises 
from that point too. There is a difference of 10 feet. 
By taking advantage of that difference in the street levels 
and by depressing the subway, you could probably construct 
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the subway, through that part —which is the worst part on 
the whole route — by driving a shield straight through the 
ground without intefering “with the surface at all. You 
‘an also resort to the expedient, if necessary, of putting two 
tracks above the others, instead of having all four upon the 
same level. You can also do what it is proposed in New 
York, where sometimes the subway is to go right imme- 
diately under the surface, the top of the subway being the 
pavement of the street, or, where that course would be more 
advantageous, they will proceed at a depth of eight to ten 
feet below. the surface, not using a cireular shield but 
building a tunnel in the ordinary. way. There are three 
ways in which the tunnel can be constructed: from the 
top down, leaving simply the pavement for the top of the 
subway ; or at a depth of about eight or ten feet below the 
surface; or by means of a shield or tunnel at a lower 
depth. 

There is every reason for these merchants upon Tre- 
mont street being alarmed if they do not understand 
what is proposed to be done; but there is no reason for 
alarm at what is really proposed, or at what is likely to be 
undertaken. And that is emphasized by a consideration 
of the fact that ninety-two owners and occupants of prop- 
erty upon Tremont street have petitioned for this subway. 
Sixteen have appeared in remonstrance, mostly by letter, — 
all addressed to Wilson Bros., by the way, — but ninety-two 
gentlemen are on record before this committee as petitioning 
for the construction of this subway, notwithstanding that 
they are property owners or tenants or merchants upon the 
line of Tremont street. There is Mr: Augustus Hemenway, 
Mr. Charles U. Cotting; the great firms ‘that have invested 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in long leases, such as 
Houghton & Dutton, Shepard & Norwell, R. H. Stearns & 
Co.; and many others. That is the character of the men 
who own property upon Tremont street, and who want this 
subway constructed. 

Now, why do these gentlemen on Tremont street want es 
subway constructed? The reason is not far to seek. It 1 
because they realize two facts: First, that their business id 
their rents depend upon the perpetuation of Tremont street 
as a main line of travel through this city ; and, second, that 
the present system of transportation will not be permitted to 
remain. Starting with that double assumption, they conse- 
quently fear that, when the tracks of the street-railway sys- 
tem go, as go they must, in their opinion, their business and 
their rents will follow too; and, therefore, they want some 
substitute to accompany the removal of the tracks; and 
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therefore they approve the subway. They are willing to 
suffer such inconvenience as seems to be necessary during 
the construction period, in order to perpetuate the present 
business of Tremont street. 

Now, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I have covered the 
objections that have been raised, except those suggested by 
the West End Street Railway Company. 


West Enp OBJECTIONS. 


We have, in the first place, the statement of counsel that 
only two tracks from Boylston to Pleasant street were pro- 
vided for. That omission was corrected on the plans and 
in the estimate afterward put in. The estimate was about 
the same as what would be saved by going under the malls 
along the Common. 

It was also objected that there was no station at School 
street. Well, the location of the stations has not been deter- 
mined, could not be determined in advance, and ought to be 
left to the commission, which will undoubtedly seek to put 
stations where they are most desired, and where they will do 
the greatest amount of good. 

It was said that there was no provision for the Lynn & 
Boston Railroad. I cannot understand that from the bill. 
We think that the bill provides for the cars of the Lynn & 
Boston Railway as well as for those of the West End. 

It was said that there is no provision in the subway for 
the East Boston cars. I do not understand why there 
should be any; the cars could go up Washington street ; 
but, as was pointed out by the commission, such provision 
could easily be made on Hanover street if desired. 

It was said that there was no provision for the removal 
and replacement of gas-pipes. Well, the cost of moving all 
the pipes and sewers except the gas-pipes is included in the 
commissioners’ estimate. ‘The cost of removing the gas-pipes 
‘was. not and ought not to be included. Gas companies 
are obliged, whenever we change the grade of a street 
or make : any change in its constr nouion to ice care of their 
pipes themselves ; “and that is what they should do in the case 
of the subway. They are subject to the rightof the public, 
exercised every day in the year by the Street Departments 
of our different towns and cities, to compel gas-pipes to be 
moved from one side of the street to the other, or lowered, 
or otherwise readjusted. 

A further and most singular objection was made that the 
Commissioners had brouel ht in no estimate of the cost of the 
Boston & Maine station. Now, Mr. Chairman, I ask you 
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and your associates on this committee to consider that ob- 


jection closely. What would you think of this Commission, 


a Commission asking for leave to negotiate with the Boston 
& Maine Railroad Company for the purchase of its land, or 
else for the right to take it under the right of eminent 
domain, if they should come up here and tell you what they 
think they would have to pay for it ? Would any business 
man make such a statement as that ? Why, it would be 
evidence against the city in an action by the Boston & 
Maine ; it would commit the Commission in advance ; and to 
my thinking it would have been a totally improper and un- 
business like thing to do. Nothing could better illustrate, 
Mr. Chairman, the capacity of this Commission than their 
omission to put in advance a price upon property which they 
expect to be compelled to take. 

It was then said that no compensation is provided for the 
removal of the West End Street Railway track from Tre- 
mont street. Well, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, I should 
hope not. What right has the West End Street Railway 
Company to compel, the City of Boston and its people to 
pay for taking away from them locations for which the cor- 
poration never paid a dollar? The location of a street rail- 
way company is revocable. at the option of the public, the 
Legislature itself, or the local boards. The Board of Alder- 
men can revoke any location that the West End Street Rail- 
way Company has, subject to the approval of the ea 
Commission. The Railway Company gets nothing but 
revocable license to operate a street railway system upon the 
surface of the streets. 

It might have been the policy of the Commonwealth to 
have given them vested charter rights, in which case, follow- 
ing the example of communities where that practice has ob- 
tained, the corporations would undoubtedly have been com- 
pelled to pay rent, or a large sum in lump, for the franchise. 
That, however, has not been the policy of the Commonwealth, 
which has contented itself with granting to street-railway 
companies simply revokable licenses to operate on the streets, 
exacting from them no revenue or compensation in return, 
but reserving to the public the right to revoke the locations 
at will. 

The West End Street Railway Company has no vested 
rights in the streets of Boston. It may claim and assume 
such rights, and it must be admitted that it practically has an 
exclusive occupation of many of our streets; but it has no 
legal right of property in its locations, and therefore it is 
competent for the public to order the removal of such of 
its tracks as the public interests require to be removed. 
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Finally, the objection is raised that there is no provision 
for the restoration of these tracks upon Tremont. street 
in case of necessity or emergency, or if some people 

wanted them put back. Of course there is not, Mr. Chair- 
man, because such a provision would negative the bill. The 
bill would be worthless with any such clause in it, for the 
essential thing to be gained by the construction of this sub- 
way, so far as the street-railw: iy system is concerned, is the 
removal of all tracks now, once for all, and forever, from 
the surface of Tremont street, and the substitution of the 
subway in their place. 

This bill provides that the Commission shall specify the 
terms upon which the cars, when removed from the surface, 
shall be allowed to be run over two tracks within the sub- 
way ; and under that provision we should expect not only 
that the Street Railway Company would remove its tracks 
without compensation, but that it would pay compensation 
for the use of those two tracks in the subway. So far from 
it being an objection, as counsel suggest, that there is no 
provision for compensation, that omission is a merit of the 
bill; and if there were any such provision it would be con- 
trary to the fixed policy of the Commonwealth, and a de- 
parture from all sound methods of dealing with these semi- 
public companies. 


THE REMONSTRANTS. 


I have thus far considered this matter in respect to its 
merits and to the objections raised against it; and I now 
ask you to give me a moment while I call attention to the 
remonstrants themselves, and to their personal views. 

I do not desire to criticise any person who has appeared 


before this committee in remonstrance. It is the right of 


S 
every citizen to come to committees of the Legislature, 


and most of the gentlemen who have come here in remon- 


_strance have evidently come feeling honestly the force of the 


objections which have been put into their minds. But I 
would like to call your attention to a little digest I have 
prepared of these remonstrants and of what they want. 

There were forty-seven remonstrants in all; thirty-one ap- 
peared in person and sixteen by letters addressed to Wilson 
Bros. 

Now, let us see, Mr. Chairman, what they want. 

Two of them wanted to widen Tremont street and extend 
it as proposed by myself before the Committee on Rapid 
Transit in 1893. 

That plan was suggested by Mr. Jackson and the Street 
Commissioners and myself to the Committee which preceded 
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this in the consideration of this question, as a way of getting 
an elevated railway through the heart of Boston overhead. It 
was objected to by all the ladies and gentlemen who wanted 
to preserve the integrity of the Common, because we proposed 
to go right over the Common malls. It was objected to by Mr. 
Cotting and other real estate owners because it destroyed a 
large amount of valuable property. It was objected to by 
other persons, because they did not want an elevated railway 
through the heart of Boston. And the Committee in its 
wisdom saw fit to reject that proposition, and nobody 
seeking now to revive it. 

One of the forty-seven remonstrants favored the plan of 
the Rapid Transit Commission. I was very glad to find one 
man in the community who appreciated the work which that 
commission did. 

Seven of them wanted to put cars upon the surface of the 
Common. They had evidently been reading the able argu- 
ments delivered by Bro. Hyde_ before the committee of 
last year, in favor of that course. 

Four of the gentlemen I was pleased to find wanted a sub- 
way, but they all differed as to the route both from us 
and among themselves. 

Three of them wanted “rapid transit” without defining 
what they meant. 

Eighteen wanted an elevated railroad, differing as to the 
route for it. 

Four had no suggestions to offer at all, and the rest 
wanted simply changes in car routes. 

But every one of these thirty-one witnesses who have 
appeared before you, and every one of those who wrote let- 
ters, wanted something done, Mr. Chairman. The one 
thing you can draw from the evidence of the remonstrants in 
this case is the desire of this community that something shall 
be done. They do not agree, there are no three of them 
that agree, as to what that thing shall be, but they stand 
united with the petitioners in this case in demanding that 
something be done. 

I said all the remonstrants: I should have made one 
notable exception. There was one gentleman, our genial 
friend General Swift, who thought that this was the 
best possible city in the best possible world for street- 
railway purposes, and wanted nothing but a  “per- 
fected surface road,” and thought it was an outrage that 
anybody should seek for anything different. To quote his 
own language, “It is trifling with the public good to interfere 
with the natural prosecution of this great enterprise ! ie 

Gentlemen, what does this opposition amount to? I ask, 
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what does it amount to? What effect can the arguments of 
those forty-seven remonstrants have upon the minds of this 
committee, when no three of them are agreed as to what 
they want? I do not see that a committee which is anxious 
to grapple with this problem and to solve it, as urged 
by his excellency the Governor, can do anything for the 
remonstrants in this case except to listen respectfully to their 
evidence. 


THe West Enp STREET RatLway COMPANY. 


There is, however, only one real remonstrant in this case, 
Mr. Chairman, only one real interest in opposition here, and 
that is the West End Street Railway Company ; and I will 
now, with your permission, take a few moments to say a few 
words as to the attitude, past and present, of the West End 
on the subject of the rapid transit. 

I have already called your attention to the fact that the 
promoters of that road, who were far-seeing men, felt at the 
beginuing that a surface system would never be adequate to 
the accommodation of the public, and that the ultimate solu- 
tion was a subway; and that they therefore had three sec- 
tions put in their consolidation act of 1887 authorizing them 
to construct a subway. | 

That was in 1887. They spent the next two years in ex- 
perimenting, and finally adopted the trolley system. At 
the same time a powerful syndicate was organized to pro- 
cure a charter for a combined subway and elevated railway, 
and the year 1889 witnessed a great contest between the 
Ames-Shepard people and the West End, respectively for 
and against the granting of such a charter. 

In 1890 the West End, having silenced the opposition of 
the Ames-Shepard people, appeared at the State House, 
abandoned their attitude of the previous year, as well as 
the subway plan with which they had started out, and asked 
for an elevated railway charter, which they got under cir- 
cumstances which will be ever memorable. 

They no sooner procured that charter, Mr. Chairman, than 
they abandoned it, and within a few months after the passage 
of that law they confessed their inability to construct the 
road. The ground was the expense, and they were un- 
doubtedly right about it. 

That brings us down to 1891. Then the community took 
the problem up. The public, through its representatives in 
the General Court, thought that it had had enough of wrang- 
ling and fighting between the promoters and engineers and 
inventors and corporations and speculators and capitalists, 
and that the public itself should take a hand in the matter 
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and see what it could do. They therefore appointed a State 
commission, which reported the following year, too late for 
action, and the matter went over to 1893. 

Then what do we find was the attitude of the West End in 
1893? Having advocated a subway in 1887 and an elevated 
railroad in 1890, having got charters for both purposes, 
though never acting under either, they came up here last 
year and wanted a charter for a combination subway and 
elevated railroad, that is for a scheme substantially similar 
to that which is now proposed on behalf of the public. 
That was the formal proposition of the West End Street 
Railway Company last year, although incidentally and at the 
beginning they suggested, through counsel, the desirability 
of ‘plastering the surface of the Common with West End 
tracks. But what they seriously asked for last year was a 
charter which should permit them to build a combined sub- 
way and elevated railroad system from Charlestown to Dor- 
chester; and yet any member of this committee, who was 
not a member of last year’s, would never know from the 
statement of counsel that he or his associates, or his elient, 
the corporation, had ever heard of a subway ! 

And what is their attitude in 1894? To quote the lan- 
guage of the learned counsel: ‘‘ It is an attitude of inquiry 
and observation.” But they are not really content simply 
with that. They have shown their hand in the sub- 
mission of a bill which should be entitled simply a bill for 
delay. If that bill had proposed, Mr. Chairman, simply the 
addition of two members to this commission, to be appointed 
by his excellency the Governor, it would not lie in the mouths 
of the Subway Commission to object, although there would 
be no special reason for such addition as there is no contri- 
bution asked for from the State, as was the case last year. 
I desire to be distinctly understood as stating that we should 
have felt it impertinent to object. 

But the object of this bill of the West End Street Rail- 
way Company is not to get two more men added to 
this commission. I am unwilling to accuse the West 
Knd_ Street Railway Company, in its prior applications 
made to previous Legislatures, of a deliberate intention 
to deceive the public. Iam willing to assume that when 
they asked for a subway act in 1887 they intended to 
build one; I am willing to assume that when they got an 
elevated railroad charter in 1890 they intended in good faith 
to build an elevated railroad; and Iam willing to assume 
that they meant what they said last year. But their present 
attitude is a confession of bad faith, and of an intention 
to do all that they can simply for delay.

It ill becomes the West End Street Railway Company 
and its counsel to say, as they do now, that nothing should 
be done. Let me quote again from counsel. In his address 
to the Rapid Transit Committee of last year (Vol. Ibs: 
p. 481), he used the following language: 

“The number of cars that fill ‘Tremont street at the busy 
hours of the day is so great that in fact we are rather hinder- 


ing than helping in that vicinity. . . It is growing 
simply from worse to worse. . . . And yet the people 
don’t all ride that wish to. . . . We have done every- 


thing that it is possible to do, within our knowledge, to 
make that transportation thorough for supplying those dis- 
tricts, and we are 50 per cent. behind the demand.” 

The president of the road stated to the committee of last 
year : 

“The streets are so full you can’t put any more cars into 
the streets, except by involving delay. It is practically 
impossible to put any more cars in the streets. It [his sub- 
way plan] would shorten the time for travel to South Boston 
probably one-half.” 

I quote that as the most convincing proof we can have — 
the opinion of the men who created the West End system — 
that this subway would reduce the time of transportation by 
about one-half. 

Now, the learned counsel, in the eighth hearing before 
this committee, used still more significant language and 
made still more significant admissions : 

“We have now reached,” said he, “the year 1894, and have 
practically reached, as we may say, the limit of capacity.” 
And then he goes on to say that there is nothing that can 
solve this problem, in his opinion, that does not combine 
with it an elevated system. We feel that there is nothing 
that can solve this problem, that does not combine with it 
an elevated system. . . . At our office there is a con- 
stant pressure for more accommodations. The demand 
comes from every direction for more cars. . . . We 
believe there must be ‘provision for an elevated railroad, and 
that the elevated railroad, if the subway system is the best 
way of getting through the heart of the city, must go through 
the subway. Iam frank to say that I think the figures that 
have been brought out by the City Engineer tend to show 
what was said this morning, that it can be done cheaper 
though the congested district through a subway than it can 
upon an elevated track running through.” 

In other words, eentlemen, the West End Street Rail- 
way Company comes before you with its admissions, 
unsolicited, but formal and official, that it has reached the 
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limit of the capacity of the present system, that it cannot 
accommodate more than half the people that now desire to 
ride, and that, of course, it can make no accommodations 
for the increase of the future; and yet, in the face of these 
admissions, and of the fact that they have been studying this 
problem since 1887, and have been applicants themselves 
for every conceivable kind of rapid transit, they are here 


to-day with no suggestion, except that “the consideration of 


this question should be postponed.” 

Thus opposed to this subway and the elevated railroad 
connection with it, we have forty-seven remonstrants, who 
are not agreed among themselves as to what shall be done, 


and we have the West End Street Railway Company, that is 
fully agreed with itself that nothing shall be done. 


THe ADVOCATES OF THE SUBWAY. 


Now, who are the advocates on the other side of this plan, 
of the subway, with or without an elevated railway ? 

We have, in the first place, his excellency the Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth, who has geen fit, in his inau- 
gural address, to commend this subway as a partial solution 
of the problem, and to urge to you to consider whether a 
combination of elevated railways with the subway will not 
solve the problem, or help to solve it. 

We have the subway commission, three gentlemen against 
whose character and capacity for business no witness before 
this committee has seen fit to say a word, a commission ap- 
pointed for the very purpose of considering this thing, who 
have done so, and have reported to this committee the 
amendments which they think ought to be adopted. 

We have the Mayor and City Council of 1893, eighty-eight 
representatives of the citizens of Boston, all but three of whom 
voted to accept the act. We have the Mayor and City 
Council of 1894, who have expressed their opinion in formal 
resolutions, without a dissenting vote, in favor of the pro- 
posed amendments. 

We have the Citizens’ Association, the largest and most 
influential organization of the kind that has ever existed in 
our city. 

We have, through Mr. Jonathan Lane, the evidence that 
the Associated Board of Trade, which comprises In its mem- 
bership all the local tredes organizations of Boston and 
vicinity, is in favor of the subway. 

We have the regular engineers of the city. We have 
Mr. Jackson, Mr. Carson, Mr. Rice, and Professor Swain, 
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gentlemen whose reputation for engineering skill, and for 
accuracy in estimating, has never been questioned. 

We have brought here leading citizens, and we have sent 
in the names of others upon petitions, representing every busi- 
ness interest and every trade in this community. We have 
real estate owners, like Mr. Charles U. Cotting, — and, gen- 
tlemen, this is, I believe, the first proposition for rapid transit 
that Mr. Charles U. Cotting ever favored, — the Hemmenway 
estate, and many other large real estate owners in this city. 
We have the great merchants and dry goods people that I 
have mentioned, and large numbers of other persons, repre- 
senting every business in the community. 

There are also ninety-two property owners along Tremont 
street. There were ninety-eight at first, but six of them 
recanted, owing, as it turns out, to misinformation received 
to the effect that they could not get into their stores for a 
year; but ninety-two of them are left, people owning prop- 
erty or occupying tenements upon Tremont street. 

We then have two hundred and twenty-five petitioners 
to the City Council of 1893, leading citizens of Boston. 

We have also another petition, signed by one hundred 
and forty-six of the ladies and gentlemen who protested 
last year against the use of the Common for street railway 
purposes, now asking that these amendments be granted. 

Finally there are 8,000 persons representing over $200,- 
000,000 of taxable property in this city, who petitioned the 
City Council of 1893 for the removal of the tracks in the 
congested part of Boston, and who signed, through their 
counsel, the petition for the acceptance of the subway as a 
substitute for their plan. 

We have in support of this proposition not only the great 
number of 8,768 people, if I have counted them correctly, in 
and about Boston, who come, directly or indirectly, in person, 
by letter, or by petition, to this committee asking for the 
subway ; we have not only that immense number of peti- 
tioners; we have not only the popular demand that must be 
behind any such large number of people as that ; we have not 
only a general consensus, gradually reached, it is true, but 
reached at last, of public opinion in this city that this is the 
thing to do; but we have, sir, and that is equally valuable, 
the experience of other places. 


THe EXPERIENCE OF OTHER CITIES. 


We have, in particular, the city of New York, in which 
the rapid transit agitation has passed through the same 
stages that have been followed here. A State commission 
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was appointed in the year 1891 in the city of New York to 
consider this problem. That commission did exactly what 
our commission did; it reported in favor of a combined 
elevated railway and subway, a railroad which should be 
elevated in the suburban and inexpensive portions of the 
city and which should traverse the expensive parts of Broad- 
way underground. 

People were alarmed at the expense involved; private in- 
terests rose up — and they have in New York, not a great 
and powerful street railway corporation, but an elevated rail- 
road company which occupies a corresponding position — and 
between all those influences the report of the New York 
Rapid Transit Commission was not received with more 
favor than ours was. But, three years have passed since 
that time, and now public opinion in New York has 
come round to the support of that report and its recommen- 
dations, just as public opinion in this community has; 
and the Chamber of Commerce has sent a delegation 
to the Legislature at Albany to advocate the passage of 
a bill which is almost on all fours with that which I urge 
you to report to the Legislature of Massachusetts —a_ bill 
providing for the construction of elevated railroads in the 
suburban parts of New York City and traversing the lower 
part of Broadway underground. 

You have not only the experience of New York, and the 
interesting course of discussion there, to guide you, but you 
have the experience of other cities in this country. You can 
go to Baltimore, and you will there note the great relief that 
is to be furnished by the construction of a very expensive 
tunnel. If you go to Philadelphia, you will find that the 
city is codperating with the Reading Railroad to place its 
tracks underground at an expense of $12,000,000, to be 
divided between them. If you go across the water, you will 
find the underground system of London constantly extending 
from year to year, because, although it is not as good a sys- 
tem as we could get up now with our better and fuller 
knowledge, it still is a great system and a great convenience 
‘to the people of London. If you journey up to Scotland, 
you will find — or if you don’t like to cross the water, you 
can get the account of it from the evidence in this case —a 
subway for railroad purposes right under the streets of 
Glasgow. 


CONCLUSION. 


Now, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, this question of 
Rapid Transit has been agitated in this community for ten 
years. It began away back near 1880. The Legislature has 
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passed five elevated railroad acts, three for the benefit of the 
Meigs system, one for the West End, and the so-called 
Rapid Transit act of 1893. It has passed two subway acts, 
one in 1887 for the West End Street Railway Company, and 
one last year. : 

This Legislature has the benefit of the special commission 
appointed in 1891, and its elaborate report. It has the 
advantage of knowing that a very large number of the 
recommendations of that report have since been carried out. 
When it was first published, it met with the condemnation 
of every steam railroad in Boston, just as it met that of the 
West End Street Railway Company ; but the steam railroads 
themselves have come round to the adoption of almost every 
recommendation contained in that report. It is the street 
railway company that holds out still. 

Rep. McCartuy.— Mr. Mayor, just in that connection, 
how about the Union Station? 

Mayor MatrHews. — I said almost every one. 

Rep. McCartuy. — Well, that was the most important, 
wasn’t it? Involved $15,000,000 or $20,000,000 ? 

Mayor MartrHews. — No, sir, I don’t think it was. No, 
that didn’t involve $15,000,000 or $20,000,000; it involved 
about $3,000,000. ‘They have done that in substance, in one 
sense. They have built a Union Station. The attorneys for 
the Fitchburg and the Boston and Maine said last year that the 
rapid transit report was absurd for two reasons; in the first 
place, because they couldn’t build a union station anyway, 


and secondly, because they didn’t want to build the kind that. 


we recommended. As a matter of fact, under the impetus 
of last year’s committee report, they did go to work and 
build a union station, which will be a great advance upon 
reexisting conditions, although, in my judgment, not so 
good as the plan that was reported by the committee. But 
the Boston and Maine system has taken the property that 
we recommended for freight purposes; it has re-adjusted its 
freight terminals exactly as we recommended. The Prov- 
idence Division is going to elevate its tracks as we recom- 


mended ; and the railroads generally are falling into the lines: 


recommended in that report. 

You have not only that report, but there was a special 
committee on rapid transit in 1893, which listened to 134 
witnesses, and their evidence, in five volumes, has been sub- 
mitted in this case for your information. 

The special committee of this year has heard about sixty 
witnesses, and all the other evidence that I have referred to. 
The report of the New York Rapid Transit commission has 
been put in evidence. 
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And now, is it not a fair claim that this committee has all 
the information that any subsequent committee is likely to 
secure upon this subject? Is it not a fair claim that this 
Legislature, after ten years of discussion, is as competent 
to act upon the question as any succeeding Legislature 
is likely to be? I think so. The people are irritated 
and indignant at existing conditions; they are clamoring 
for action; they are practically agreed as to what that 
action shall be; and they are before this committee 
through their representatives to-day asking you to act. The 
suggestion for delay comes from the West End Street Rail- 
way Company, a corporation that admits its incapacity to 
carry the people of Boston to-day as they should be carried, 
that admits its system has reached its maximum capacity, 
and that has absolutely no suggestion of its own to offer ex- 
cept delay. 

Now, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, you can postpone this 
matter at the instance of a private corporation, but what will 
be the result? You will get no more suggestions. I chal- 
lenge human ingenuity to conceive any other plan for rapid 
transit than those that have been evolved during the past ten 
years; and all of them are before you to-day. You will get 
a few more facts, you will stir up a little more opposition 
from interested parties; but the committee of next year, or 
the conimission, if you appoint one, will have substantially 
no information that is not possessed by you to-day. 

I think, Mr. Chairman, that I voice the public senti- 
ment of this community, of Boston and its suburbs, 
when I say that they do not want any more investigations, 
that they do not want any more commissions, that tbey 
do not want any more special committees, that they do 
not want any more delay. They are satisfied that this 
committee and this Legislature have in their possession all 
the information that can reasonably be asked for, and they 
think that the committee should settle this question now, and 
settle it by reporting the jegislation asked for. 

There are some people, of course, who have their own 
selfish interests to serve, who never will be satisfied with 
any plan that does not bring money into their pockets at the 
expense of the rest of the community. This committee and 
this Legislature, regarding this question solely from the 
standpoint of the public interest, must not hope or expect to 
be able to report a plan which is going to please everybody, 
and interfere not at all with private rights, and cost nothing 
whatsoever. No such plan as that can be reported, either 
by this committee or by any future commission or committee 
of the Legislature. 
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It seems to us that the time has come for action, not on 
behalf of individuals with selfish property ends to serve, not 
on behalf of ingenious schemers, above all things not on 
behalf of private corporations, but action solely on the 
public account and for the public good. 

I do not think that this community wants to advertise 
itself us incompetent to settle this question. I don’t think 
we want to let it go out that, while London and Glasgow 
and New York and Philadelphia and Chicago, and other 
places, are getting elevated railroads and subways and actual 
rapid transit, Boston is incompetent to get anything, and 
that all that the Legislature of Massachusetts can do after ten 
years’ agitation and discussion is to still further postpone the 
matter at the instance of a private corporation. 

And now, Mr. Chairman, I have little to add to what 
I have said already. It seems to me that this is a great 
opportunity. It seems to me that those of us who may have 
entertained or expressed personal views upon this subject of 
rapid transjt — and most of us have done so, to a greater or 
less extent, at different times in the past few years — should 
be willing for the general good to sink all pride of author- 
ship, and to concentrate our support upon that plan which 
seems to accomplish the most at the least expense, with the 
least injury to private interests, and to meet with the largest 
measure of popular approval. That plan is, I submit, the 
so-called rapid transit plan of last year, with the sub- 
stitution of the subway for the central section of it, and the 
addition of two more tracks for the accommodation of the 
surface cars, in place of those now upon Tremont street. 

In behalf of the people who have appeared before this com- 
mittee in person, by letter and by petition, in behalf of over 
8,000 persons in the city of Boston who have signified in 
writing their approval of this plan in one form or another, 
in behalf of the city government of Boston, in behalf I 
think of the general public, I ask you to report a bill which 
will secure the construction of this subway, partly as a relief 
from the present congestion of our streets and partly for an 
elevated railway from Dorchester to Charlestown. 


At the conclusion of his argument the Mayor was asked 
whether he had a bill to submit to the committee, and 
stated that he had not. It was then voted to request the 
Mayor to present a bill, which he consented to do.

AN ACT 


PROVIDE FOR RAPID TRANSIT IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be wt enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
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sentatives in General Court assembled, and by 
the authority of the same as follows: 


Section 1. The commissioners. appointed 
under the provisions of chapter four hundred 
and seventy-eight of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and _ ninety-three shall be 
known as the Boston Transit Commission, and 
shall hold office for the term of five years from 
the date of the passage of this act. Any 
vacancy in said commission shall be filled by the 
mayor of said city, subject to the approval of the 
Board of Aldermen, as in the case of officers in 
charge of the departments in said city. Hach of 
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said commissioners shall receive an annual salary 
of six thousand dollars. Said commission may 
from time to time appoint a secretary and such 
engineers, clerks, agents, officers, and assistants, 


) not of their number, as it may deem necessary 5 


may determine the duties and compensation of 
such employees; and may remove the same at 
pleasure. 


Sect. 2. Said commission shall construct in 
the city of Boston a subway or subways of suffi- 
cient breadth for four railway tracks, with ap- 
proaches, entrances, sidings, and stations through 
and under Tremont street and the adjoining mall 
of Boston Common or other public or private 
lands adjoining or near said street from a point 
or points within one thousand feet of the junction 
of Tremont street and Shawmut avenue to, 
through and under Scollay square; thence 
through, and under Cornhill, Brattle, Hanover, 
or Washington, or other streets, or public or 
private iands, to a point or points on Washington 
street, or between Haymarket square and Cause- 
way street, or between Scollay square and 
Causeway street; and from Tremont street 
through and under Boylston street and the 
adjoining mall of Boston Common or other 
public or private lands adjoining said street to a 
point on Boylston street where a suitable con- 
nection with surface tracks may be made; and 
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from Boylston street through and under Park 
square and Columbus avenue or other lands 
adjoining said square and avenue to a point on 
or near Columbus avenue where a suitable con- 
nection with surface tracks may be made, or 
through and under Providence street or lands 
adjoining said street to a point on or near said 
street or Berkeley street where a suitable connec- 
tion with surface tracks may be made. No part 
of said Common, except so much of the Tremont 
and Boylston street malls as may be necessary 
for stairways to stations, and coverings therefor, 
shall be permanently occupied above the surface 
of the ground for any purpose. Said sub- 


) ways, from Tremont street west along the line of 


Boylston street, may be of sufficient width for 
two tracks only. ‘The entrances to the portion 
of said subways intended for the railroad here- 
inafter provided for may be at points along the 
aforesaid routes distinct and different from the 
entrances to the remaining portion of said 
subway. The locations of said subways, ap- 
proaches, tracks, siding’s, stations, entrances, 
and connections, shall be such as said com- 
mission shall determine. Before beginning the 
work of constructing any part of said subways, 
said commission shall take the strip of land de- 
scribed in section three of this act, and also file in 


50 the office of the City Surveyor of said city a plan 
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signed by said commission showing the line 
route, or location of said part of said subways, 
which it proposes to construct. The plan of any 
part thus filed may be altered at any time by a 
new plan signed and filed in like manner. 


SecT. 3. Said commission shall take in fee, 
by purchase or otherwise, a strip of land from the 
southern entrance of said subway, at or near the 
junction of Tremont street and Shawmut avenue, 
to Franklin park, in said city. Said strip shall 
be taken in and along or across public ways 
or lands, or through private property, and 
shall not be less than twenty-five feet nor more 
than. thirty-five feet in width. Said strip of 
land from Pleasant street to Dudley street shall 
be taken between Tremont and Washington 
streets ; and from Dudley street to Franklin park 
between Warren street and Blue Hill avenue. 
Said strip of land shall be used for an elevated 
railroad, and for such other public purposes as 


said commission shall determine. 


Sect. 4. Said commission shall construct 
a bridge over Charles river, having regard 
to its use for railroad purposes, between the 
present Charles-river bridge and the Fitch- 
burg Railroad bridge; or may, in its dis- 
cretion, reconstruct Warren bridge with a 
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width not exceeding one hundred feet; and 
shall make the draws in said bridge so built 
or reconstructed of such width as the board 
of harbor and land commissioners shall approve. 
Said commission may make approaches to said 
bridges not exceeding one hundred feet in 
width, and may discontinue the present Charles- 
river bridge; and after such discontinuance, 
the approaches thereto shall be kept open for 
landing-places or other public uses. In _ build- 
ing or reconstructing any of said bridges no 
compensation shall be required for occupation 
of lands of the Commonwealth, or displacement 
of tide water, but in all other respects the pro- 
visions of chapter nineteen of the Public Statutes 
and acts in amendment or addition thereto shall 
apply to such building or reconstruction. 


SecT. 5. Said commission may for the pur- 
poses set forth in the three preceding sections use 
public ways and lands as therein specified and sub- 
ject to the limitations therein contained; and may 
take in fee for the city of Boston, by purchase or 
otherwise, any part or the whole of the property 
bounded by Haymarket square, Canal, Causeway, 
and Haverhill streets, and any other lands, in-: 
cluding the buildings thereon, which said com- 
mission deems necessary for said purposes; and 
may also take for said city by purchase or other- 
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wise eascments or estates or rights in lands, in- 
cluding the right to go under the surface thereof 
or through or under buildings or parts of build- 
ings thereon; and any such taking in fee or 
otherwise may be made whether the lands taken 
or otherwise affected are held under or by title 
derived under eminent domain or otherwise. A 
taking or purchase under this section of an ease- 
ment or other estate or right ina given parcel of 
real estate (whether such parcel consists of 
unimproved land, or of land and buildings) may 
be confined to a portion or section of such par- 
cel fixed by horizontal planes of division, 
either below or above, or at the surface of 
the soil, and in such case no taking or pur- 
chase need be made of upper or lower portions 
or sections except of such easements therein as 
said commission may deem necessary. To make 
any taking by right of eminent domain, said com- 
mission shall cause to be recorded in the registry 
of deeds for the county of Suffolk a description 
of said lands, easements, estates, or rights as cer- 
tain as is required in a common conveyance of 
land, with a statement that the same are taken 
under the authority of this act, which description 
and statement shall be signed by said commission, 
and the lands, easements, estates, or rights de- 

scribed in said description shall upon such — 
recording be taken for, and shall vest in 
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said city. Said commission may remove all 
buildings from any or all lands so taken in fee 
The damages sustained by any person whose 
property is so taken shall be paid by said 
city, and if any such person cannot agree 
with said commission as to the damages sus- 
tained by him in such taking, such damages may 
be determined by a jury in the superior court for 
the county of Suffolk on petition of said com- 
mission or of said person therefor, filed in the 
clerk’s office of said court within one year after 
such taking, and judgment shall be entered upon 
said determination, and costs shall be taxed and 
execution issued in favor of the prevailing party 
as in civil cases. Said commission shall have 
full power to sell or to lease for improvement or 
otherwise any part of or estate or interest in 
the lands or rights taken or purchased under 
this section, whenever the same shall in the 
opinion of said commission cease to be required 
for the purposes of this act. 


SreotT. 6. Said commission, may on or before 
the completion of said subways, grant locations 
for tracks to, and for two tracks in, said sub- 
ways, to be used by any street railway com- 
pany or companies; shall order all surface 
tracks to be removed from Tremont street be- 
tween Boylston street and Scollay square, and 
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from Boylston street between Park square and 
Tremont street ; and may order any other tracks 
which in its opinion have been rendered unneces- 


sary by the construction of said subways and 


which are above said subways or within a dis- 
tance of one thousand feet. from any entrance to 
said subways to be removed from the streets. 
Said commission shall, subject to the approval of 
the board of railroad commissioners, fix by con- 
tract the terms and conditions and rates of com- 
pensation for the locations for said two tracks 
in any of said subways and for the use thereof by 
any street railway company or companies during 
a term of years not exceeding fifty. Surface 
tracks shall not be laid or maintained in that 
part of any street from which said commission 
may have ordered such tracks removed, as herein 
provided. Said commission shall designate loca- 
tions in or adjoining said subways for sewers, 
gas-pipes, water-pipes, and electric wires ; and 
may fix the terms and conditions of the use by 
any person or corporation of said subway, or of 
any conduit built therein or adjacent thereto. 


SroT. 7. As soon as said commission has 
determined the location of said subway between 
the junction of Shawmut avenue and Tremont 
street and Causeway street and has filed a plan 
showing said subway as provided in section 
two of this act, and has taken the strip 
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of land described in section three of this act, said 
commission shall give public notice by adver- 
tisement once a week for three weeks suc- 
cessively in at least two daily newspapers, pub- 
lished in said city, and in such other manner, if any, 
that said commission may deem necessary, that 
bids will be received for the right to construct 
and operate a double-track railroad from Cause-

in and through said subway. Said notice shall 
also state that bids will be received by said 
commission until a certain day and_ hour 
therein named, from any person agreeing 
that a corporation shall be organized, and shall 
execute a contract as hereinafter provided, or 
from any corporation operating a street rail- 
way in said city, agreeing that it will execute a 
contract as hereinafter provided ; that said right 
will, except as hereinafter provided, be awarded 
to the bidder making the offer deemed by said com- 
mission to be the most advantageous to the city up- 
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on the basis of the payment of a sum in gross, or 
of an annual rent, or of a percentage of its net or 
gross receipts, during a term of years, not ex- 
ceeding fifty, as may be specified in said 
notice; shall contain such provisions as_ to 


! locations, elevations, posts, inclines, stations, 


platforms, construction, and time of com- 
pletion as said commission shall deem proper ; 
shall state that the fare during said term for one 
coutinuous passage over any part or the whole of 
said railroad between Causeway street and Frank- 
lin park or of the branches and extension 
provided for in section twelve of this act 


shall be five cents; shall contain such pro- 


visions, if any, as said commission may deem 


2 proper for the readjustment at the end of said 


term of the amounts of said annual payments, 
rent, or percentages, or for the purchase of 
said railroad by the said city; and shall con- 
tain such other provisions, if any, as_ said 
commission may deem proper. Said commission 
may award suid right to the bidder making the 
offer deemed by said commission to be the most 
advantageous to the city ; or, whether it reserves 
in said notice the right so to do or not, may 
refuse to make any award, and may again 
advertise for bids, on the same or on such other 
terms as it deems proper; and may continue 
such action until the said right is awarded. 
Said right shall not be awarded unless in the 
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opinion of said commission the total payments, 
rents, or percentages to be paid therefor will be 
such as to average for said term years not less 
than two hundred thousand dollars annually; 
and if said right is not awarded, said commis- 
sion shall report the fact and its recommendations 
to the General Court. 


Sect. 8. Any person or corporation aforesaid 
desiring to bid for the right to construct and 
operate said railroad shall, before the hour set 
for opening the bids, deposit with the treasurer 
of the city of Boston the sum of fifty thousand 
dollars in cash; and no bid shall be considered 
unless accompanied by such deposit. If an 
award is made, the deposit made by any person or 
corporation, to whom the right of constructing 
and operating said railroad is not awarded, shall 
within three days after such award be returned. 
If no award is made within sixty days after the 
day named in said notice, all deposits shall be re- 
turned. If an award is made, the deposit of the 
successful bidder shall be held by said treasurer as 
a pledge for the signing of said contract and the 
making of a second deposit as hereinafter pro- 
vided; and if said contract is not signed, or if 
said second deposit is not made, then said deposit 
of fifty thousand dollars shall be forfeited and be- 
come the property of said city. If said contract 
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is signed and said second deposit made, said de- 
posit of fifty thousand dollars shall be returned. 


Sect. 9. Said commission, if it awards said 
right, shall within thirty days thereafter pre- 
pare a contract with and granting to a corpora- 
tion thereafter to be organized under the name of 
the Boston Transit Company, or, in case the 
successful bidder is a street railway company 
aforesaid, a contract with and granting to said 
company the right to construct and operate said 
railroad in the manncr.and on the terms and con- 
ditions specified in said notice; and shall notify 
the person or corporation to whom said right has 
been awarded that said contract is ready for 
execution. ‘he person to whom said right is 
awarded, if other than a street railway corpor- 
ation aforesaid, shall within ten days after said 
notice file with the secretary of the Com- 
monwealth articles of association, signed by 
at least fifteen persons, for the purpose of 
forming a corporation under the name of the 
Boston Transit Company, with a capital stock 
of not less than one million nor more than four 
millions of dollars. Said articles shall con- 
form to the requirements of law for articles for 
forming a steam railroad corporation, and the sec- 
retary of the Commonwealth shall thereupon 
make a record of the same and issue a certificate 
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of incorporation substantially as provided in the 
case of steam railroad corporations organized 
under general law; and on the issuing of said 
certificate, said persons, their associates and 
successors, shall become a_ corporation under 
said name and shall have the right to increase its 
capital stock from time to time to a total amount 
not exceeding four million dollars. Said cor- 
poration shall for the purposes of taxation be 


) deemed a street railway corporation, and none of 


its property shall be exempt from taxation. When 
said corporation is organized, it shall succeed to all 
the rights, powers, privileges, duties, and liabili- 
ties of the person to whom the right to construct 
and operate said railway was awarded. Said 
Boston Transit Company or the street railway 
company to whom said right has been awarded 
shall within twenty days after said notice that said 
contract has been prepared, execute the same 
and deposit with the treasurer of the city of 
Boston the sum of three hundred thousand 
dollars in cash or in securities approved by said 
treasurer as a pledge for the construction and 
equipment of said railroad according to the terms 
of said contract. Said commission shall there- 
upon execute said contract ; and if the company 
signing said contract fails to construct and 
equip said railroad as therein provided, such 
failure shall cause a forfeiture of the right and 
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contract so awarded, and said deposit of three 
bundred thousand dollars shall become and be the 
property of the city of Boston, and all parts of 
said railroad, if any, already built upon said strip 
or in said subway or along, through, or across any 
public way or place, shall, subject to the right of 
any person or corporation claiming under a 
mortgage executed in accordance with section 
thirteen of this act, become and be the property 
of the city of Boston, and the said corporation, 
if organized as herein provided, shall be dissolved ; 


67 provided, that said commission may grant such 
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extensions of time as it sees fit for commencing 
and for completing the said road, as above 
provided. Ifthe said right is awarded to a street 
railway company said company shall have the 
right to increase its capital stock from time to 
time to a total amount not exceeding four million 
dollars for the purpose of constructing and equip- 
ping said railroad as in said contract pro- 
vided. Upon the forfeiture of any such right 
awarded, said commission shall proceed in 
the manner provided for making the first 
award to make another similar award, and all 
the provisions of this act relating to such 
first award, and the proceedings thereunder, 
shall apply to the making of any second and 
any subsequent award in case of forfeiture, 
and the proceedings thereunder. If said railroad 
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is constructed and equipped in accordance with 
the terms of said contract, said deposit shall 
be returned to the corporation making the 
deposit or its assigns. Said commission shall 
have the right to discontinue, as public ways, 
Travers street, between Canal and Haverhill 
streets, and such streets or portions of streets 
between Pleasant street and Castle street as may 
in its opinion be necessary for stations, ap- 
proaches, or inclines. 


SroT. 10. The corporation signing said con- 
tract shall construct said railroad through said 
subway, and along and upon. said strip of 
land specified in section three of this act, 
and across and above public ways and _ places 
between the southern entrance to said subway 
and Franklin park, and along, through and above, 
and across and above public ways and places be- 
tween the northern entrance to said subway and 
Causeway street; and may take in fee, by pur- 
chase or otherwise, such lands, excepting parks 
and other public property, as it may deem neces- 
sary, and said commission shall approve, for said 
railroad, its sidings, stations, terminals, power 
stations and yards; and all lands thus taken, 
together with the structures erected thereon, 
shall be the property of said corporation. To 
make any taking by right of eminent domain, said 
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corporation shall cause to be recorded in the reg- 
istry of deeds for the county of Suffolk a descrip- 
tion thereof as certain as is required in a common 
conveyance of land, with a statement that the 
same are taken by said corporation under 
the authority of this act, and the lands 
described in said description shall upon such 
recording be taken for and the fee thereof 
shall vest in said corporation. The dam- 
ages sustained by any person whose property 
is so taken shall be paid by said corpora- 
tion, and if any such person cannot agree with 
said corporation as to such damages, the same 
may be determined by a jury in the Superior 
Court for Suffolk county in the manner and 
subject to the rules of law provided for the 
determining of damages for taking land in 
laying out a steam railroad on petition of said 
corporation or of said person therefor filed in 
the clerk’s office of said court within one year 
after such taking, and judgment shall be en- 
tered upon said determination, and costs shall 
be taxed and execution issued in favor of the 
prevailing party as in civil cases. Upon the 
filing of any such petition, any justice of the 
Superior Court shall, if requested by the person 
whose land is taken, require the corporation to 
give security to the satisfaction of said justice 
for the payment of all damages and costs 
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which may be awarded by a jury for the 
property taken; and if upon petition of said 
owner and notice to the adverse party the 
security appears to said justice to have become 
insufficient, he shall require the corporation 
to give further security to his satisfaction, 
and all the right or authority of said cor- 
poration to enter upon or use the land or 
other property, except for making surveys, 
shall upon such request be suspended until it 
gives the security required. If the owner of 
any estate abutting on a public way along 
through and above which said railroad is built 
sustains any damage in his property by reason of 
any structure of said railroad on and above the 
portion of said way on which his estate abuts, 
said damages shall be paid by said corporation. 
Said damages shall be ascertained by agree- 
ment or by petition filed with the Superior Court 
as hereinbefore provided in this section. 


SeoT. 11. Said corporation may make con- 
tracts with any person or corporation author- 
ized to produce or manufacture electricity for 
any purpose, for supplying electricity for the 
motive power of said elevated railroad and 
other uses, and such person or corporation is 
hereby authorized to enter into contracts for said 
purpose. Locomotives operated by steam shall 
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not be used in said subway. ‘The corporation 
organized under this act may lease the property 
and rights of any corporation operating a street 
railway in said city, or any such street railway 
corporation may lease the property and rights of 
said corporation organized under this act; pro- 
vided said lease be approved by the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners. 


Sect. 12. The corporation signing said 
contract may after the construction of said 
railroad from Causeway street to Franklin 
park, and of said bridge to Charlestown, 
construct and operate said railroad from the 
northern entrance to said subway across and 
above Causeway street, and on said bridge and 
on along through and above, or across and above 
such public ways and places or private property 
as said commission shall approve, to Sullivan 
square in said Charlestown ; and may construct 
and operate extensions and branchs of said 
railroad from any point thereon between Pleas- 
ant street and Franklin park along, through, and 
above, or across and above, such public ways aud 
places or private property, as said commission 
shall approve, to any points in South Boston, West 
Roxbury, or Dorchester. All and singular the 
provisions of section ten of this act relating to tak- 


ings, damages, and otherwise sball, so far as appli- 
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cable, apply to all extensions or branches con- 
structed under this section, and to all takings 
made for the same. 


SEoT. 15. Said corporation, for the purpose 
of procuring and constructing its elevated rail- 
road, branches, extensions, terminals, and other 
structures, and for procuring rails, engines, 
cars, and other equipment for its railroad, may 
issue, to an amount not exceeding the amount 
of its capital stock actually paid in, bonds pay- 
able in not more than fifty years from the 


date of issue, and bearing interest at a rate 


not exceeding six per cent. per annum, pay- 


able semi-annually. Said corporation may se- 
cure said bonds by mortgage of its property, con- 
tract and franchises, and may include therein 
property to be thereafter acquired, and may re- 
serve the right to sell or dispose of any personal 
property covered by said mortgage which may 
become worn or otherwise unfit for use, pro- 
vided an equivalent in value is substituted 
therefor; but such mortgage shall give to the 
mortgagee, in case of a default therein, only 
the power to construct, maintain, equip, 
and operate said railroad according to the 
terms of said contract, and to keep and 
use for said purposes all property acquired 
by the mortgagor and specified in the mort- 


gage, and the right to assign said power 
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and property to others, but to be exercised — 
and used only for the purpose of constructing, 
maintaining, equipping, and operating said rail- 
road, its branches and extensions, as aforesaid. 


Secor. 14. Said commission may order the 
temporary removal of any surface’ tracks 
in or on any land or way through or over 
which said subways or said railroad, its branches 
and extensions, are to be built, or the relocation, 
subject to the provisions of section six, of such 
tracks, also the removal or relocation of any 
conduits, pipes, wires, or poles of any person or 
corporation, which it deems to interfere with 
the construction of any of said subways 
or the construction or operation of said rail- 
road, its branches or extensions, and the person 
or corporation owning said tracks, wires, or other 
property shall comply with said orders. Any 


5 person or corporation using or authorized by law 


to use wires along the route of said elevated rail- 
road or subway may affix them to the elevated 
structures and place them in the subway in 
such manner and on such terms as said com- 
mission may approve. 


Sect. 15. Sections one hundred and six to one 


hundred and twelve, inclusive, sections one hun- 
dred and forty-three to one hundred and forty- 
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seven, inclusive, sections one hundred and seventy 
to one hundred and_ seventy-nine, inclusive, 
sections one hundred and ninety-five to one 
hundred and _ ninety-seven, inclusive, and 
sections two hundred and one to two hundred 
and eight, inclusive, of chapter one hundred and 
twelve of the Public Statutes, and sections 
nine to fourteen, inclusive, sections eighteen 
and nineteen, sections thirty-seven, forty- 
three, and sections fifty-six to sixty-three, in- 
clusive, of chapter one hundred and thirteen of 
the Public Statutes, amended to conform to the 
provisions of this act, shall apply to the corpora- 
tion operating said elevated railroad, and the 
shares of any increase of its capital stock made 
for carrying out any of the provisions of this act 
shall be disposed of in the manner provided by 
chapter three hundred and fifteen of the acts 
of eighteen hundred and _ ninety-three, for dis- 


posing of the shares of the increase of capital 


stock of steam railroad companies. 


SEeoT. 16. Said commission and any officer, 
person, or corporation acting under authority of 
this act in carrying out the purposes of this act 
may enter into and upon any lands, and make 
surveys and examinations, and place and maintain 
marks therein, and may do all other acts thereon 
incidental to such surveys, examinations, and 


placing and maintaining marks ; and if any per- 
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son injured in his property thereby fails to agree 
with said commission as to the amount of his 
damages sustained thereby, said damages may be 
determined by a jury of the superior court of the 
county in which such lands are situated, in the 
manner and subject to the rules of law provided 
for determining damages for lands taken for 
highways in such city or town, on _ petition 
therefor by said commission or by said person, 
filed in the clerk’s office of said court within one 


year afier the injury aforesaid has been sustained. 


Sxot. 17. The treasurer of the city of Boston 
shall from time to time, on the request of said 
commission, issue and sell at public or private 
sale, bonds, registered or with interest coupons 
attached, as he may deem best, in the name and 
behalf of said city, to an amount not exceeding 
seven millions of dollars, and such further amount 
for said Charlestown bridge and its approaches in 
addition to the seven hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars heretofore appropriated therefor by the 
city council of said city, as may be necessary for 
the completion of said bridge and approaches. 
Said bonds, including said seven hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, shall be designated on their 
face as the Rapid Transit Loan, shall be for the 
term of forty years, and at, rates of interest. not 
exceeding four per cent. per annum, as said treas- 
urer shall determine, payable semi-annually. The 
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debt incurred under the provisions of this section, 
except the seven hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars aforesaid, shall not be included in de- 
termining the limit of indebtedness of said city. 
The proceeds of said bonds shall be used to meet 
all damages costs and expenses incurred by said 
commission in carrying out the provisions of this 
act, and all expenses -heretofore incurred for the 
purposes specified in chapter four hundred and 
seventy-eight of the acts of eighteen hundred 
and ninety-three. 


SroT. 18. The board of commissioners of 
sinking-funds for the city of Boston shall es- 
tablish a sinking-fund for the payment of the 
bonds issued under this act. All premiums re- 
ceived from the sale of said bonds, all sums in 
gross paid by the corporation to whom the fran- 
chise for the elevated railroad is granted as 


herein provided, all moneys or securities de- 


posited with the treasurer of said city under the 
provisions of this act and forfeited to said city, 
and all proceeds from any sale of lands or rights 
under authority of section five of this act, shall 
be paid into said sinking-fund. All rents, per- 
centages, or other annual compensation received 
from the corporation owning or operating said 
elevated railroad, or from any street railway 
company running cars in said subways, or for 


the use of said subway or adjacent conduits for 
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any purpose or for the use of any lands or 
rights under authority of section five of this act, 
shall be annually used by the said treasurer first 
to meet the sinking-fund requirements for said 
bonds, secondly to meet the interest on said 
bonds, and the surplus, if any, shall be used 
as part of the general revenues of said city 
and applied to the maintenance of its public 
parks. 


Szot. 19. Said commission shall at all times 
keep accurate accounts of all expenditures made 
under this act, and shall make an annual report 
of its doings, containing an abstract of said ac- 
counts to the city council of Boston. 


Sect. 20. The supreme judicial court and any 
justice thereof, and the superior court and any 
justice thereof, shall have jurisdiction in equity 
to compel compliance with the provisions of this 
act, and to enforce the orders of said commission 
or any officer made under the authority of this 
act, and to prevent violations of any of the pro- 
visions hereof. 


Sect. 21. Chapters four hundred and seventy- 
eight and four hundred and eighty-one of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and ninety- 
three are hereby repealed. 


Sect. 22. This act shall take effect upon its 
passage. -

PROJECTIONS FROM BUILDINGS. 


Be it ordered by the Board of Aldermen of Boston, as 
follows : 


Section 1. No person shall place or maintain any pro- 
jection from a building which shall extend over the adjoining 
sidewalk beyond a line two feet and six inches within the 
outside line of such sidewalk, and which shall, at its lowest 
part, be less than seven feet and six inches above the grade 
of the sidewalk, and which, in other particulars, is not 
in accordance with a permit from the Superintendent of 
Streets.

avenue, and Broadway, said tracks and turn-outs being shown 
by red lines on a plan made by A. L. Plimpton, dated Feb- 
ruary 10, 1894, and deposited in the office of the Superin- 
tendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
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used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall 
be approved by him. Also upon condition that said West 
End Street Railway Company shall accept this order of loca- 
tion, and shall agree, in writing, to comply with the condi- 
tions herein contained, and shall file said acceptance and 
agreement with the City Clerk within thirty days from the 
passage of this order; otherwise it shall be null and void. 

The work of locating said curves, connections, and short 
pieces of track to be completed within thirty days from the 
date of the passage of this order.

COMMITTEE ON MEMORIAL DAY 


CONCERNING 


ALLOWANCES TO POSTS. OF THE GRAND ARMY OF 
THE REPUBLIC AND OTHER ORGANIZA- 
TIONS FOR MEMORIAL PURPOSES. 


In Common Covuncit, April 12, 1894. 


The Joint Special Committee, to whom were referred the 
applications from the G.A.R. posts and other organizations 
for an allowance from the city for Memorial day, and who 
were instructed to report an apportionment of the money 
appropriated therefor, respectfully report the accompanying 
list, giving the name of the organization and the allowance 
in each case recommended by the committee. 

With the exception of the Admiral Kimberly Garrison, 
R.A. and N.U., who have informed the committee that they 
do not desire an allowance, the list is the same as that of 
last year. The allowances are increased in the case of three 
G.A.R. posts, where the amount of service they performed 
seemed to warrant it. 

The amount appropriated the present year for public cele- 
brations is $25,000, but no definite sums are specified for 
the different days upon which the celebrations take place. 
The amount required for Memorial day, upon the basis of al- 
lowance recommended by the committee, is $7,650, which is 
$150 less than last year; but by the usual division of the ap- 
propriation for public celebrations there would remain for 
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Memorial day only $7,000, and the committee, have there- 
fore presented an order for a transfer of $650 from the re- 
served fund to supply the deficiency that would thus be 
occasioned. 

With reference to the application of the Admiral Winslow 
Camp 3, Sons of Veterans, the committee would merely say, 
in the kindest spirit of consideration, that they can see no 
necessity of opening this new avenue for expenditure in the 
line of memorial service, and have not recommended an al- 
lowance in this case, particularly as the work which this 
organization proposes to do will be done by the Kearsarge 
Association of Naval Veterans. 

The committee accordingly recommend the passage of the 
accompanying orders and resolve.

ORDER SUBMITTED BY COUNCILMAN SEARS 


CONCERNING 


A PROPOSED LEGISLATIVE ACT TO REGULATE 
THE CONSTRUCTION, MANAGEMENT, AND 
INSPECTION OF ELEVATORS AND 
HOISTWAYS. 


In Common Councit, April 12, 1894. 


Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be requested to 
petition the General Court for such changes in the law regu- 
lating the construction and use of elevators as set forth in 
the accompanying bill. 


AN ACT REGULATING THE CONSTRUCTION, MANAGEMENT, AND 
INSPECTION OF ELEVATORS AND HOISTWAYS. 


Section 1. All elevator cars and hoists hereafter erected, 
except those constructed in one-family dwelling-houses, shall 
run in shafts with brick walls not less than eight inches 
thick, or walls of sufficient strength, constructed of incom- 
bustible material, or in the well-room of a fire-proof stair- 
way, enclosed in the same manner, and carried up through 
the roof not less than one foot and six inches, said shaft to 
be covered with a skylight, and sufficiently and properly 
ventilated. 

All elevators in stairway well-rooms shall be enclosed with 
an iron grille. 

All existing elevator or hoistway shafts not constructed as 
above provided shall be lined on the inside with tin, metal 
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lathing, and plastering, or other non-inflammable, heat- 
resisting material, approved by the Inspector. 

Sect. 2. Every existing elevator not enclosed in a shaft 
(except those extending from basement to first story only) 
shall be enclosed with a wire grille, and have automatic 

eates or doors, approved by the Inspector, the bottom of 
which shall not be at a greater height than six inches from 
the floor, when closed. 

Every elevator car shall be provided with some sufficient 
arrangement to prevent the falling of the car in case of acci- 
dent to the ropes, pulleys, or other hoisting-apparatus. 

Secr. 3. The opening into every freight hoist or elevator 
shaft now existing, or hereafter constructed, shall be fur- 
nished with metal-covered doors hung to rabbeted iron 
frames, with iron thresholds to same, and said opening shall 
also be provided with closing gates constructed as above 
provided. 

Every passenger-elevator car shall be provided with 
automatic closing door. 

SEoT. 4. Every person having control of an elevator or 
hoist shall, in case of accident, report the same immediately 
to the Inspector, and any neglect so to do shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than one hundred dollars for each and 
every offence. 

Secr. 5. Overhead elevator machinery shall have imme- 
diately underneath it an iron grille sufficient to protect the 
car from falling material. 

Sect. 6. Elevators or hoists for freight, which do not 
pass the ceiling of the first story, may be constructed with- 
out fire-proof enclosure. 

Sect. 7. In case any freight or passenger elevator is not 
constructed, furnished, or used in compliance with this bill, 
or has become unsafe, the Inspector shall post a prohibition 
at each entrance to such elevator. It shall thereafter, until 
a new written permit is given by the Inspector, be a penal 
offence to operate said elevator, or remove or deface said 
notice. No elevator shall be operated unless a certificate, 
signed by some elevator builder that the elevator is safe and 
in good order, is furnished every three months at least, after 
the passage of this ordinance, and is posted in the car of 
said elevator. 

Every freight elevator car shall have posted on said car a 
notice of its safe carrying capacity in pounds, certified to by 
some elevator builder, and said car shall not be loaded 
beyond said capacity. 

Stor. 8. No elevator shall exceed a speed of three hun- 
dred feet per minute.

Every elevator shall be provided with a competent 
conductor. 


Sect. 9. Any person violating any of the above provi- 


sions shall be punished by a fine of not less than one hundred 
dollars.

AN ORDER CONCERNING CHANGES NECESSARY 
TO SECURE BETTER SERVICE IN THE 
EAST BOSTON FERRY DEPARTMENT. 


In Common Councit, April 5, 1894. 


The Committee on Ferry Department, to whom was 
referred the order concerning changes necessary to secure 
better service in East Boston Ferry Department, having con- 
sidered the subject, respectfully report that a thorough inves- 
tigation of the condition of the Ferry Department has been 
made, and your committee are of the opinion that certain 
changes and improvements can and ought to be made at once, 
that would greatly improve the service of this department. 
Your committee recognize the fact that any mode of transit to 
and from East Boston other than the ferries, is so remote that 
necessity demands increased facilities at once in the present 
department, for the accommodation of the citizens of Kast 
Boston and other patrons of the ferries. 

The head-house, North Ferry, Boston side, should be 
repaired so that it may be properly heated in cold weather. 
This can be done at a small expense compared with the con- 
venience that will result to the patrons. The accommodations 
for tollmen at this house are very poor, and the quarters 
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should be immediately supplied with sanitary furnishings 
and thoroughly renovated. 

At the head-house, East Boston side, North Ferry, the 
accommodations for the tollmen are very poor, there being no 
water privileges of any kind, either for drinking or washing, 
and in the opinion of the committee this should be remedied 
at once. 

The head-house, East Boston side, South Ferry, is in such 
a dilapidated condition that it should be condemned and 
replaced by a new structure, and if it was the property of a 
private corporation, would not be tolerated for a moment. 
The condition of this house has been brought to the attention 
of the City Council several times, but no action has been 
taken. The building has been condemned by the Board of 
Health, and it is apparent to every one that it is totally unfit 
for the purpose for which it is used, and in the opinion of 
the committee no time should be lost in providing the means 
for the erection of a suitable building at this place. The 
entire property at the South Ferry is in a very bad condition, 
and should be remodelled and renovated as soon as possible. 

The head-house, Boston side, South Ferry, is in fair con- 
dition, with the exception of the entrances, which are very 
narrow and contracted, and the quarters for the tollmen are 
altogether too small; but your committee hardly expect any 
improvement here until the work demanded at other places 
is accomplished. 

The general appearance of the East Boston Ferry fleet is 
fair, but a careful examination of the boats proves that a 
sense of economy has been practised for some time through- 
out the entire fleet that is detrimental to the service. 

The committee believe that they would be remiss in their 
duty were they to close the report without calling attention 
to the condition of the life-boats. While it may be true that 
these boats have never been called into service, no one can 
say that an emergency may not arise requiring their use, 
and common prudence, fortified by experience, dictates that 
these boats should be always kept in condition for immediate 
service, and that they should be properly equipped and kept 
so at all times, and your committee are of the opinion that a 
thorough system of regular inspection in connection with 
these boats should be inaugurated at once. 

The new boat “ East Boston,” which has proved a failure 
for service in the East Boston Ferry Department, was a creat- 
ure of the Board of Directors, and the plans for the said boat 
were accepted by the directors at their final meeting, and 
turned over to the present Superintendent, who advertised 
for proposals and awarded the contract to the lowest bidder. 


__— 
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The boat when built was unfit for service in the Ferry 
Department, because the plans for the same were accepted 
and adopted regardless of the condition of the slips and 
drops ; and in order to place the boat in commission it would 
be necessary to make certain changes which have been rec- 
ommended by the City Engineer, and in the opinion of this 
committee the work should be commenced without delay. 

Your committee also believe that they may, with a sense 
of propriety, criticise the discipline of the department. 
During the past year there have been several cases that 
called in vain for prompt action on the part of the Superin- 
tendent, and trust that they will be pardoned for suggesting 
that a familiarity with details on the part of the Superintend- 
ent, together with a spirit of energetic work, would foster 
among the employees an esprit de corps which would prove 
of great advantage to the department, and also to the trav- 
elling public. 

Another matter was called to the attention of the commit- 
tee which seems to be an imposition on the Ferry Depart- 
ment, and that is the dock occupied by the steamer “J. 
Putnam Bradlee,” which costs the department $4,000 per 
year. ‘he Commissioners of Public Institutions pay for the 
use of this wharf $2,000 a year, but this amount is turned 
into the City Treasury, and the Ferry Department receives 
no benefit from it at all. The committee believe that the 
Commissioners of Public Institutions should assume the 
rental of this dock, as it is the only department that derives 
any. benefit from it. 

In conclusion, your committee are of the opinion that an 
appropriation should be made this year for rebuilding a sec- 
ond drop; that an appropriation should be made to take 
land from the southern part of Lombard wharf for the erec- 
tion of a suitable head-house; that an appropriation should 
be made for the widening of Battery street from the ferry 
gate to Commercial street; that persons in carriages and 
teams wishing to purchase tickets should be supplied with 
the same by the gateman, instead of being obliged to leave 
their teams to purchase said tickets at the office; and that 
the dock occupied by the steamer “J. Putnam Bradlee, ” 
controlled by the Ferry Department, and leased to the Com- 
missioners of Public Institutions, should be leased directly 
to said commissioners, as it seems to be exclusively used by 
them ; and the committee accordingly recommend the passage 
of the accompanying orders.

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Ordered, That the Committee on Finance be requested to 
provide the sum of $10,000, to be expended in rebuilding 
one drop in the Ferry Department. 

Ordered, That the Committee on Finance be requested to 
provide the sum of $5,000, to be used in securing land from 
the southern part of Lombard’s wharf as a part for a site for 
a head-house, South Ferry, East Boston side. 

Ordered, That the Committee on Finance be requested to 
provide a sum sufficient for the widening of Battery street, 
from the ferry gate to Commercial street. 

Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be requested to in- 
struct the Superintendent of Ferries to arrange for drivers of 
teams and carriages to be supplied with tickets without being 
obliged to leave their teams or carriages. 

Order ed, That the Commissioners of Public Institutions be 
requested to make arrangements for the leasing and control 
of the dock occupied by the steamer “J. Putnam Bradlee.” 

Ordered, That the Superintendent of Ferries be requested 
to construct a wooden covering over the sidewalk on the East 
Boston side, North Ferry, from the head-house to the end of 
the sidewalk ; the expense to be charged to the appropriation 
for Ferry Department. 

Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be requested to in- 
struct the Superintendent of Ferries to have an extra night 
man employed on each boat during the winter season. 


In Common Counciz, April 12, 1894. 


We, the undersigned, members of the Committee on Ferry 
Department, differ “from our associates in so much of the re- 
port as relates to the discipline of the department, and also 
the service/ of the boats. The statement that the economy 
practised by the Superintendent is detrimental to the entire 
service, 1S to our minds too sweeping and misleading. While 
it is posgible that a more liberal expenditure of money would 
tend to increase the service, we do not believe that the Super- 
intendent allows a sense of economy to impair the service, 
and we are of the opinion that the expression of our associ- 
ates concerning the discipline 1 in the department is, to put it 
mildly, an unpardonable piece of assurance. To criticise the 
Superintendent for a few exceptional cases of insubordination 
is upfair, and, in this case, is decidedly unfair and unwar- 

ranted, without having any knowledge of the details, or any 
knowled ge of what action was taken by the Superintendent, 
or any knowledge of how far the Superintendent would be 
warranted in neting ; ; and furthermore, we believe that this is 
{ 
{ 
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in a sense an executive matter, and are strongly of the opin- 
ion that if the discipline in the department was lax, as our 
associates would have us believe, His Honor the Mayor 
would have taken prompt action, and if the Superintendent 
were to blame, he would have been called to account at once 
and compelled to correct any errors that might have existed, 
and it is fair to presume that if the parties who take such a 
method to criticise the Superintendent were sincere in their 
profession and sure of the facts, they would have had them 
remedied by reporting the same to His Honor the Mayor. 

In conclusion, we desire to state that we are in favor of 
having the Ferry Department receive all the money it may 
require for the proper running of the ferries, and agree with 
our associates in recommending the passage of the orders 
submitted.

The Committee on Railroads, to whom was recommitted 
the petition of the Norfolk Suburban Street Railway Com- 
pany for a location of tracks on Hyde Park avenue, with the 
right to use the overhead trolley electric system of motive 
power in operating its cars over said location, having further 
considered the subject, respectfully recommend the passage 
of the accompanying orders.

Ordered, That permission be hereby granted to the Norfolk 
Suburban Street Railway Company to lay down tracks in the 
streets of the city of Boston, as follows: Said company shall 
have the right to lay down, maintain, and use a single track 
on Hyde Park avenue, from the Hyde Park line toa point at 
or near the Forest Hills station of the New York, New Haven, 
& Hartford Railroad Company, formerly the Old Colony Rail- 
road Company, at Forest Hills, said tracks and turn-outs 
being shown by red lines on a plan made by KE. Worthing- 
ton, Jr., & Co., dated November 25, 1893, and deposited in 
the office of the Superintendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
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upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall 
be approved by him. Also upon condition that said Norfolk 
Suburban Street Railway Company shall accept this order of 
location, and shall agree, in writing, to comply with the 
conditions herein contained, and shall file said acceptance 
and agreement with the City Clerk within thirty days from 
the passage of this order; otherwise it shall be null and 
void. 

Ordered, That consent and permission are hereby granted 
to the Norfolk Suburban Street Railway Company, in addi- 
tion to the rights now possessed by it, to establish, construct, 
maintain, and use tbe overhead single trolley system of 
motive power, so called, in and through Hyde Park avenue, 
from the Hyde Park line toa point at or near the Forest Hills 
station of the New York, New Haven, & Hartford Railroad 
Company at Forest Hills in the city of Boston, formerly the 
Old Colony Railroad Company, and to construct, lay, main- 
tain, and use the poles, wires, and appliances, and such elec- 
trical appliances and apparatus, and to make the underground 
and surface alterations in and on said streets necessary for that 
purpose. All work of construction under this order, and all 
kind and quality of material used, and the height of all poles 
erected, shall be satisfactory to the Superintendent of Streets 
and Committee on Streets and Sewers. The poles shall be 
cylindrical in shape and painted before erected, and shall be 
removed when so directed by the Board of Aldermen after 
sixty days’ notice. No poles shall be erected under this order 
until a plan showing the location of the same has first been 
filed by said Norfolk Suburban Street Railway Company in 
the office of Superintendent of Streets and been approved 
by him and said Committee on Streets and Sewers. This 
order shall be null and void unless the same be accepted by 
sald Norfolk Suburban Street Railway Company, and notice 
of such acceptance filed with the City Clerk within thirty 
days from the passage thereof. 

The work of constructing said tracks and overhead trolley 
system to be completed within six months from the date of 
the passage of these orders.

While the other public institutions of Boston present from 
year to year somewhat varying numbers, in the number of 
the insane a steady annual increase is noted. 

According to statistics submitted in the last report of the 
Commissioners of Public Institutions there were on Januar Vy 
31, 1894, a total of 1,289 insane in the care of the city of 
Boston; 832 of these were boarded in State institutions at a 
cost of $143,837.81; and the remaining 457 were provided 
for in the Lunatic Hospital at South Boston and its outlying 
ward, called Austin Farm. 

It is gratifying to find that in this institution the con- 
ditions will soon be vastly superior to those described in the 
report of the special committee appointed by His Honor the 
Mayor in 1892. At Austin Farm, a new pavilion accommo- 
dating 100 male patients, in process of construction two 
years ago, was occupied January 2, 1893, thus relieving the 
overcrowded wards in the old building and in the hospital 
at South Boston. Two other new pavilions accommodating 
50 each, a large hall to be used as a congregate dining- 
room as well as for entertainments or religious services, and 
a boiler-house and laundry, will soon be in use. The dining- 
hall is connected by.corridors with the old building (Ward 
A), and the new one already in use (Ward B), and these 
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will serve as a covered walk for patients in stormy weather. 
The laundry is admirably planned, with facilities for doing 
the wash of both asylum and hospital, and will afford occu- 
pation to a considerable number of patients. 

It must be said that the day-rooms in the new dormitories 
are not all that could be desired. In Ward B the room in- 
dicated in the plan of City Architect for that purpose was 
far too small, but an adjoining room opening into it with 
large doors marked in plan “reception-room,” is ordinarily 
used as an addition to the day-room; even so, however, the 
day-room is still too small, and it would be well if another 
adjoining room now occupied as a sleeping-chamber for 
farmers could be thrown into the patients’ day-room. This 
would provide fine day-room accommodations in this build- 
ing. The day-rooms in Wards C and D (the two new pavil- 
ions), as indicated in plans of the City Architect, have been 
changed, apparently for purposes of economy, and are less 
satisfactory than as planned. On the whole, however, the 
new buildings are exceedingly well arr anged. They are 
supplied with the best sanitary conveniences, and are un- 
usually attractive in appearance. 

When the new buildings are occupied, there will be ac- 
commodations at Austin Farm for 880 patients, and only 
100 patients will then remain in the old hospital at South 
Boston. These also will soon be provided for upon the new 
estate called Pierce Farm. This tract of 75 acres, adjacent 
to Austin Farm, was purchased in the summers of 1892-3. 
A central domestic building connected by corridors with 
wings, planned to accommodate 168 patients, is nearing 
completion, and when occupied, the old hospital at South 
Boston will be vacated. <A separate administration building 
was originally planned, but the funds designed therefor were 
applied to other uses. Therefore, unless an administration 
building is provided (necessitating, it is estimated, an ap- 
propri iation of $35, 000), a number of rooms in the hospital 
must be reserved for administration purposes, and the ac- 
commodations for patients reduced to 150. 

In view of the fact that insanity is a progressive evil, in- 
creasing, it is reckoned, in Boston, at the rate of 50 a year 
over deaths and discharges, it is well to recognize the prob- 
abilities of future exigencies, and, so far as possible, to pro- 
vide for them. For some time past it has been the practice 
to receive new cases in the Boston institutions only as 
vacancies occurred, and to place all the surplus at board in 
State institutions. So long as these institutions continue able 
to receive this surplus, the above policy may be pursued ; or 
the city may adopt the policy of providing for a large part 
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or the whole of its insane in its own institutions, the city ac- 
commodations for the insane to be increased accordingly. 
This latter policy is that recommended by the Commission- 
ers of Public Institutions, and accordingly they have asked 
an appropriation of $200,000 for the purchase of Jand and 
the erection of new buildings. 

They argue that the per-capita cost of patients, if cared 
for in city institutions, would be no greater than is now 
paid for their maintenance to the State. But this esti- 
mate takes no account of interest on the plant; it does 
not appear, therefore, that on grounds of economy the 
plan can be justified. The question, however, is not one 
of pure economy. The advantage to patients in being 
near their friends is very great. The recommendation of 
the special committee of 1892 that the practice of boarding 
the insane in State asylums be continued was_ based 
upon the fact that the State provided “far better accommo- 
dations for the insane than the city does, more space for 
sleeping and for day room, more space for exercising out of 
doors, more occupations, and better food.” In these par- 
ticulars, however, the city institutions will soon be on a 
par with those of the State, and there would seem now to be 
no question that, as far as the insane are concerned, they 
would be happier if they were near enough to the city to be 
frequently visited by their friends. Accordingly this Board 
recommends that, as the exigencies of the treasury allow, 
provision be made for all of Boston’s insane in institutions in 
or near the city. 


The minor recommendations of the Board of Visitors are: 


1. That simple industries be introduced to afford occu- 
pation in the winter to those who at other seasons work 
upon the farm. Also that more occupations be provided for 
the women. 

2. That a greater extent of plank-walk be provided, so 
that patients may get out of doors when snow and mud would 
otherwise make walking impracticable. At the School for 
the Feeble-minded at Waltham, planks are plentifully laid 
about the grounds, and patients can take long walks through- 
out the year; also at some Western hospitals for the insane 
thousands of feet of plank-walk are provided. 

3. That the transoms in the dormitories of Ward B be so 
altered that they will open. At present, for purposes of 
safety, the lower sashes of windows can only be opened one 
foot, and far too little fresh air is obtainable in warm weather. 
At the request of this Board the superintendent made 
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requisition for the hinges, chains, and catches needed for this 
alteration, but they bave not been furnished. 

These matters of plank-walks and movable sashes, while 
seemingly trifling, are yet productive of serious discomfort 
to patients. 

With these small exceptions, when the new buildings are 
done, the provisions for the insane will be wholly admirable, 
and should be a source of satisfaction to the city.

The House of Correction is a county prison, receiving for 
the most part offenders against property from all Suffolk 
county, and receiving likewise from Chelsea and Revere 
those who, if citizens of Boston, would be sentenced to mh 
Island. The nature of the offences ranges from “larceny ” 

“peddling without a license,” or " playing cards on ie 
Lord’s day ;” the length of the term from thirty days or less 
for non-payment of fines, to five years. More than 36 per 
cent. of last year’s commitments were for three months or 
less, and 25 per cent. for from one to five years. There was 
a total of 1,233 commitments, — 1,035 men and 198 women. 
Among these were 777 (or 63 per cent. of the whole num- 
ber) serving first sentences at this prison. Many of these 
have served sentences elsewhere, but how many cannot be 
ascertained, as no inquiry or record is made as to the matter ; 
487 of the prisoners were under thirty years of age, and 112 
were under twenty-one. 

What is done to reform these men and women, many of 
them evidently in the first stages of a criminal career? 

The striking feature this winter has been the scarcity of 
employment for them. The women and about 125 of the 
men do the washing and cooking or are otherwise employed 
about the buildings and grounds; but owing to the slack 
times, 370 men, who in the past had steady work making 
shirts, jumpers, etc., on steam-run sewing-machines,, have

during the winter been out of work for days and weeks to- 
gether; and owing to the crowded condition of the prison 
100 others are without opportunities for work even had the 
outside demand been good. Most of these 470 men have 
sat in complete inactivity from morning till night, only a 
few of them caring to read. Twice a day they have marched 
in prison file to the cells, where their meals are eaten, and 
back again to the idle work-rooms. 

Those in authority have, of course, deprecated this unfortu- 
nate situation. But something might have been done to 
relieve this demoralizing inaction by exercising the men in 
physical drills and in marching them about the yard. Such 
exercises, if vigorously enforced for several hours a day, 
would have done much to mitigate the ill effects of com- 
plete idleness. 

While there has been this difficulty in finding employment 
for the men, female labor in the prison has been somewhat 
scarce, and the adjoining Insane Asylum has hired labor to do 
the washing formerly done at the House of Correction. This 
has entailed an expense of about $30 a week at the Insane 
Asylum, and it would seem that either the male prisoners 
might have done this work or that the women might have 
been enabled to do it had the men been substituted for them 
in the kitchen or elsewhere. This matter may not seem 
important in itself, but it is typical of the terrible tendency to 
routine in this as in similar institutions, —a tendency which 
checks initiative and is a serious obstacle in the way of all 
reform. People managing a prison are apt to feel that the 
end of the discipline should be to make things go smoothly 
in the institution instead of to fit the prisoners for life in 
the world outside; and too often the habits so fostered are 
the very ones a house of correction should set itself to 
correct. 

Saturday afternoons, except in cold weather, the men 
meet and talk together in the prison yard, and Sunday morn- 
ing they all go to church and march round the yard once for 
exercise. For the rest, when not in the work-rooms, they 
are shut up in cells and left to their own devices. Those 
who wish to read till the light is turned off at 8 o’clock, are 
provided with books, but most of them have no habit of 
reading ; during the short winter days, almost fifteen hours of 
the twenty-four are passed in cells. These long hours in soli- 
tude, far longer than can be needed for sleep, are greatly to 
be deprecated. Evening schools, and day schools too, when 
work is slack, offering instruction fitted to the level of the 
prisoners, might be organized ; these would do something to 
fill empty minds and teach habits of self-control. 
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The prisoners are heartily fed, and are furnished with a 
weekly ration of tobacco; the latter seems to this Board to 
be an unnecessary luxury which should be given only as a 
reward. Also some of the prisoners are frequently supplied 
with fruit or other dainties by their friends. This should 
not be allowed, even though to forbid it would cause consid- 
erable friction. It is clearly i improper that prisoners should 
live on the fat of the land while the wives and children 
whom they have left destitute may be suffering the extreme 
of privation. 

On the whole, it is tolerably clear that this prison does 
not err on the side of severity. No complaints of harsh 
treatment have reached the ears of members of this Board, — 
a significant fact, considering the encouragement that has of 
late been offered inmates of the public institutions to make 
known real or fancied wrongs. Members of this Board 
have talked with prisoners and ex-prisoners, allowing them 
an opportunity to speak freely, but no whisper of bad 
treatment was heard. The Master of the Prison uniformly 
met the inquiries of the Board with courtesy and candor. 

The methods of punishment in use are to deprive the 
recalcitrant prisoner of his mattress, letting him sleep upon 
the slats, to keep him through the day or days in his cell 
on short rations, or, In more extreme cases, to confine 
him in a solitary cell on bread and water. The record of 
punishments shows that approximately 78 per cent. of the 
prisoners leave the institution without having been punished 
in any way. Of course some of the remaining 22 per. cent. 
had been punished repeatedly, but no cases of undue severity 
were noted. Several of those engaged in an incipient riot 
on February 23 were still locked up on April 14, having 
refused to come to terms; but they were in their own cells, 
not in solitary; they were receiving regular rations, and 
they were allowed to come out every day for | fifteen minutes’ 
exercise. The only criticism that suggests itself in this 
matter, is that comfortable food and a life of sloth is too near 
the ideal of some criminals to be effectively used as a deter- 
rent from crime. 

This criticism gives the clue to the chief defect of the 
House of Correction. From a mental and moral standpoint 
life there seems to be purely negative. The whole disci- 
pline is ove of repression. It wouldseem as if the endeavor 
should be to stimulate a prisoner’s ambition, rewarding good | 
conduct by privileges instead of simply punishing for bad 
conduct. There should be the appeal to a man in a prison 
as in the world outside to better his condition by his own 
exertions. 
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It would seem as if the system of grades successfully 
applied at the Massachusetts Reformatory at Concord ought 
to be applicable to all prisoners sentenced for more than a 
few months. This system divides the prisoners into three 
or more grades with concomitant privileges ; all new comers 
enter the middle grade and work their way into a higher, 
or fall into a lower, according to their conduct in the 
prison, scrupulous personal cleanliness, and diligence at 
school as well as at work, being counted important items 
of good conduct. Self-control is “thus substituted for officer- 
control, and a natural and honorable motive for good conduct 
is supplied. 

A correlative of the grades system is the indeterminate 
sentence. This provides that the maximum sentence allowed 
by law be always given, but that the prisoner may be re- 
leased a longer or a shorter time before the expiration of the 
full term according to his conduct in the prison. Terms of 
five years may thus be reduced to ten months, and of two 
years to eight months. Also it is provided that when re- 
leased the prisoner goes out, not to absolute freedom, but 
upon a ticket of leave, under which he may be recalled to 
work out the rest of his term. This supplies a powerful 
motive to good conduct in the prison, and no less to good 
conduct bdtside. Moreover, it removes the arbitrary i ine- 
quality of the present system under which different judges 
may give widely differing sentences for the same offence. 
This inequality | is a potent and legitimate source of discon- 
tent among prisoners. Probably : a majority of the present 
inmates could be advantageously subjected to a system of 
grades and an indeterminate sentence. These simple changes, 
with the addition of schooling, would practically make the 
House of Correction a reformatory, even if not of the most 
developed type. 

The time for inaugurating such a change seems to be pecul- 
larly auspicious. It has long been urged that the House 
of Correction, whose buildings are cramped and unsanitary, 
should be remodelled; and the grounds of the adjoining 
Insane Asylum, soon to be vacated, if applied to the uses 
of this institution, would provide ample room for rebuilding, 
while the present prison is in use. This would be far less 
costly than to rebuild in some other location, as the super- 
intendent’s house and probably the work-rooms and other 
parts of the buildings could be retained. 

If the House of Correction were rebuilt on a plan allowing 
facilities for schools, etc., and if a law allowing indetermi- 
nate sentences were secured, a system of grades might be 
organized in a section of the prison, while another section 
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might be used as a place of detention for those sentenced 
for short terms. 

It would be well if in granting an appropriation for re- 
building it were stipulated that the plans should be approved 
by the Massachusetts Commissioners of Prisons, who already 
have some jurisdiction in this as in other county prisons. 

The above plan of rebuilding the House of Correction upon 
the present and the adjoining site, and of arranging it witha 
view to classification, is that recommended by the Commis- 
sioners of Public Institutions. Therefore in this matter the 
two Boards are in hearty concurrence. 


The recommendations of this Board are: 


1. That records of previous sentences and full histories 
be kept. 

2. That tobacco, if given at all, be used as a reward. 

3. That presents of food to prisoners be forbidden. 

4, ‘That prisoners be kept at some kind of active em- 
ployment. , 

5. That night schools and physical drill be introduced. 

6. That the prison be remodelled and rebuilt upon the 
present and the adjoining site. 

7. That a system of grades be organized for all to whom 
the Master of the Prison should find said system ap- 
plicable. 

8. That indeterminate sentences be secured for all who 
now receive sentences of six months or more.

The institutions upon Deer Island are the House of Indus- 
try (for adults), with a hospital, the House of Reformation 
(for boys), and the Truant School. All these are under 
the government of one superintendent. 

The House of Industry was formerly the city workhouse, 
to which applicants for relief might be admitted by the Over- 
seers of the Poor. Later, as the courts were allowed to 
sentence to the workhouse for misdemeanors, the custom of 
granting relief in this workhouse fell into disuse, and for 
many years the House of Industry has received only those 
sentenced by the courts, while paupers of whatever character 
were admitted to the almshouse. At one time there was a 
separate almshouse department on Deer Island, but some 
years since it was transferred to Long and Rainsford’s 
Islands. Asa relic of former days a few unsentenced per- 
sons, chiefly under observation for insanity, are received as 
patients in the hospital. Otherwise all the inmates are 
under sentence 

Thus the House of Industry has become a prison to which 
men and women generally of the most degraded class are 
sentenced. ‘The total number of commitments during the 
last year was 6,405 (5,421 being men and 984 women) ; al- 
most 70 per cent. of these were for drunkenness, the rest for 
such offences as assault and battery, larceny, vagrancy, etc. 
Over 80 per cent. of the sentences were for less than six 
months, und more than half of these for three months or less. 
Only 12 were sentenced for as long as one year, and none for 
a longer term; 2,561, or 40 per cent. of all commitments, 
were for non- -payment of fines. These figures show an in- 
crease over the year previous of 29 per cent. in the number 
sentenced, of 36 per cent. in the number sentenced for three 
months or less, of 42 per cent. in the number sentenced for 
drunkenness, and of about 53 per cent. in the number 
sentenced for non-payment of fines. 

The only new factor in the situation to account for these 
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changes is the new “ drunk ” law, which took effect last July. 
In 1891, after strenuous endeavor on the part of the Prison 
Association, the law imposing a fine for drunkenness, or of a 
short term of imprisonment for non-payment of the fine, was 
abolished, and the courts were given discretionary power to 
sentence a person convicted of being drunk, for a term not 
exceeding one year. The announced intention of this law was 
that occasional drunkards should be placed on probation, while 
habitual drunkards should receive the maximum sentence. 
It was argued that the degradation of a term at Deer Island 
was no benefit to a man who was now and then intemperate, 
whereas a short term to be again and again imposed was 
inoperative with habitual offenders. During the first six 
months after this law took effect, the number of convictions 
for drunkenness was reduced by more than one-third, while 
the length of the sentences was increased, though this latter 
to a lesser degree than was expected and desired. Upon this 
point the special committee reported (Document 122, 1892) : 

“ Experience has abundantly proved that these short sen- 
tences have no reformatory effect. They only get prisoners 
into good condition at the public expense, and ready for a new 
debauch. Then follows another arrest at additional ex- 
pense, and the offender is sent back to the island in a state 
of physical collapse — perhaps of delirium tremens — to be 
doctored and nursed at the hospital — another source of ex- 
pense — hefore he can be again put to work in the prison. 

“Tf ‘habitual drunkards’ were given a sentence of nine 
months, or, better, a year, there is some hope that an en- 
forced abstinence from drink and a wise course of discipline 
would reform some of them —though drunkards have 
proved of all offenders the most difficult to reform; at 
least, such a length of term would save degradation to the in- 
dividual and expense and scandal to the community. Your 
committee has no hesitation in saying that any hope of 
making this institution in any degree reformatory depends 
in large part upon a different method on the part of the judges 
in dealing with these chronic offenders.” 

The course of events, however, has been quite the opposite 
of that indicated above. 

A year ago an agitation against the law abolishing fines 
for drunkenness resulted in a new law allowing judges discre- 
tionary power in the matter. Under this discretion, during 
seven months, 1,418 people convicted of drunkenness have 
been imprisoned for non-payment of fines; 790 of these 
were first offences, and the rest (628) were mostly habitual 
offenders, the a siboe of times they had served sentences 
at Deer Island running from two to sixty-nine. Thus, as 
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shown above, the number sentenced for three months 
or less has increased 86 per cent., while the number 
sentenced for drunkenness has almost doubled, and the 
number sentenced for non-payment of fine has more than 
doubled. 

It has been the custom of the Commissioners of Public 
Institutions to release on probation all committed to the 
House of Industry for the first time for drunkenness on the 
expiration of half the sentence. This has apparently worked 
well, as of the 881 persons so released within the year, only 
54, or about six per cent., were rearrested. These were re- 
quired, under the statute, to serve the unexpired part of their 
original sentence in addition to the sentence received for the 
new offence. 

For some years the prison has been badly overcrowded. 
In 1892 an appropriation of $60,000 was granted for new 
cells. These have been in use since January, and, with the 
old ones, afford cell accommodation for 776 ~ prisoners. 
When numbers rise above this, the overflow must sleep in 
dormitories and corridors. Last summer, after the change 
in the “drunk” law, in 52 days there was an increase 
of 565 in the population, and every corner was crowded, 
prisoners sleeping even upon the floor of the chanel. Rep- 
resentations to that effect being made to the judges, they 
have since given fewer sentences to Deer Island, and the 
numbers have declined, until, on April 14, all but 140 of the 
male prisoners were provided for in cells. This is a great 
help in maintaining discipline. The women all sleep in 
dormitories, which the superintendent does not consider a 
disadvantage, as they are not given to insubordination or 
rioting. 

The housekeeping of the establishment appears to be sat- 
isfactory, both the institution and the hospital being scrupu- 
lously clean and neat. 

Weekly rations of tobacco are furnished, — an unneces- 
sary luxury for prisoners; also the bad custom of allowing 
prisoners to receive presents of food prevails. 

Approximately 112 of the men are employed at stone- 
cutting, 125 at the manufacture of clothing, 85 cane-seating 
chairs (an industry introduced a year or more ago), 25 as 
carpenters, 12 as painters, and 14 in the shoe shop; about 
100 are detailed (sometimes for only a part of the day), for 
work about the buildings and grounds, 75 are sent to work 
at Long Island, and the remaining, amounting often to about 
300, are employed upon the land. In stormy weather all 
those who are ordinarily employed out of doors are left in 
idleness. 
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The women do the kitchen and laundry work and mend- 
ing, and 35 of them manufacture clothing. 

When work is over, supper is served, and prisoners are 
then sent to their cells or dormitories and left in idleness 
through the evening. These hours could be profitably used 
for school. For the younger prisoners this might be a 
means of active good, and for the rest, to require them to 
practise reading and writing and figuring when their natural 
impulses would be to sit in idleness and chew tobacco, 
would be a wholesome discipline. A further valuable dis- 
cipline would be a daily physical drill. For the men 
employed at sedentary occupations this would be especially 
beneficial, and for all it would be helpful in teaching 
obedience, energy, and self-control. It may be safely as- 
sumed that such exercises, both mental and physical, far 
from being considered luxuries, would be counted a severe 
discipline. 

At present, most of the prisoners consider a term at Deer 
Island no great hardship; in fact, it is said to be deemed 
preferable to residence in the Home for Paupers at Long 
Island. 

A serious difficulty in present arrangements is the 
proximity of the men and women prisoners. From upper 
windows they can overlook each others’ recreation yards, 
and there is constant and often successful opportunity to 
smugele notes and messages to and fro, to keep track of 
each others’ goings and comings, and to plan future meetings 


g 
in the city. “When the building some 64 rods distant, now 
used for the Reformation and the Truant boys, is vacated, it 
might be well to use it for the female prisoners. 

The men eat in a dining-hall, capable of seating only about 
one-third of them at a time. Meals, therefore, are served 
in shifts, dinner lasting from 10.30 to 12.45, and meanwhile 
relays of prisoners congregate in the yard and in the adjoin- 
ing room called “ Loafers’ Hall,” awaiting their turn at 
table. It has been planned to amend this demoralizing 
custom by feeding them in their cells, but the change has 
not yet been introduced. 

While the merits of feeding prisoners in cells or in a gen- 
eral dining-hall may be an open question on which this Board 
will not venture an opinion, there can be no question that 
allowing them to congregate daily int he yard and in “ Loaf- 
ers’ Hall” is so demoralizing a practice that anything that 
abolishes it must be considered a long step in the right 
direction. It is indeed unpardonable that the change has 


not yet been made, as the new cells have been in use since 
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January. The excuse is offered that, owing to deficiency 
in the lighting apparatus, it has been impossible, when the 
days were short, to feed prisoners in them at night and in the 
early morning. But the lengthening days have long obviated 
this difficulty. Moreover, breakfast and supper in the dining- 
hall are not open to the same objections as dinner, for 
arrangements are such that no waiting in Loafers’ Hall is in- 
volved. Therefore, if dinner had been served in cells, or the 
prisoners kept in them while waiting their turn at table, 
Loafers’ Hall could have been abolished as soon as the new 
cells were occupied. Indeed, a very moderate exercise of 
ingenuity would have prevented the existence for a day of 
this long standing scandal at Deer Island. 


The apparent indifference of the Commissioners to this, 
which has so long made the name of Deer Island notorious, 
is a symptom of the fundamental difficulty at this institu- 
tion. No one connected with it seems to expect anything in 
the way of reform or to be interested to devise methods 
calculated to produce better results. If order is maintained 
among the prisoners, everything is considered satisfactory, 
even while it is frankly assumed that prisoners are discharged 
only to return to the haunts of vice and crime, and to be 
soon recommitted for some new offence. “When did you 
leave?” is the first official question addressed to a prisoner 
on his arrival at the island; and “Last week” or “ Last 
month” is a common answer. 

There must be something radically wrong in a system 
producing such deplorable results. This wrong, let it be 
conceded, does not lie wholly with the managers of this 
institution ; it is shared by the Legislature enacting laws, and 
by the police and by the courts administering them. The 
House of Industry, for instance, is in small part responsible 
‘for the prisoner sent to the island for thirty days for the 
sixty-ninth time because he could not pay a fine, —a sen- 
tence which fails to protect society, and which has no ten- 
dency to reform the offender. 

It must, of course, be admitted that how to reform these 
wretched people, and what to do with those who cannot be 
reformed, is a problem that cannot be answered off-hand. 
Those in control of this and of similar institutions, however, 
are ina position, by study and experiment, to find the answer ; 
and they should lead public opinion in these matters. The 
institutions upon Deer Island cost the city of Boston $103,- 
904.25 last year. To what end is this money spent if 
the inmates are restored to society after a few months’ 
isolation, more certain to prey upon the community than 
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before? Such a question is very pertinent to a department 
disbursing annually over half a million of the tax-payers’ 
money. The citizens of Boston have a right to demand that 
this money shall be used with intelligent effort to decrease 
the number needing public maintenance. 

The recommendation two years ago of the special com- 
mittee that a parlor be provided for the use of the officers 
has not been heeded. ‘There are 89 employees, 19 of whom 
are women, on Deer Island, and their custom of meeting for 
social purposes in each other’s bedrooms is most objection- 
able. An institution, like other small communities where 
the intercourse is close and interests are restricted, is apt to 
be a hot-bed of scandal; and every means should be used, 
while encouraging healthy relations among the officers, to 
avoid the suggestion of evil. : 

It is gratifying to learn that the former practice of giving 
permits to people to visit Deer Island as a pleasure excur- 
sion has been discontinued. 


The recommendations of this Board are: 


1. That Loafers’ Hall be abolished. 

2. That men and women be wholly separated. 

3. That evening schools and physical drill be introduced. 

4. That the discipline be very strict, such luxuries as 
tobacco and gifts of food being withheld. 

5. That a parlor be provided for officers. 

6. That fewer fines be imposed on persons unable to pay 
them, and that longer sentences be given. 


All of these recommendations were urged two years ago 
by the special committee.

Woman officer on the grounds, 
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two years ago to the building about sixty-four rods distant, 
adjoining the Truant School. 

It is needless to dwell upon the demerits of the House of 
Reformation, as for years the Commissioners and all others 
connected with the institution have conceded that while sub- 
jected to the Deer Island taint, no good results could be 
‘expected. 

Happily this state of things need not long continue, as it 
is intended, when the new almshouse building at Long 
Island is finished, and the women now on Rainsford’s Island 
are installed therein, to remove the Reformation boys to 
Rainsford’s Island. 

It will then be possible to organize there a thoroughly good 
reform school. Mere change of location, however, will not 
secure this. The end and aim of this, as of other schools, 
should be educational ; and to educate boys who hate lessons 
and work, and who love idleness and lawlessness, taxes the 
skill of the educator beyond all other tasks. ‘The whole 
success of such an undertaking lies in securing a first-class 
superintendent who will put both brains and heart into his 
work. ‘Therefore the inception of the new reform school 
should be watched with anxious interest. 

Meanwhile, as this institution must remain on Deer Island 
for some time longer, it does not seem necessary that the 
present situation should be given up as hopeless. Some- 
thing might be done, for instance, by introducing manual 
training classes, to improve the old-fashioned methods of 
teaching now in use, and which are ill-adapted to awaken 
the faculties of these street Arabs. 

More important than this is the supervision of the boys 
after they leave the school. By the terms of the sentence 
they are subject to the custody of the institution during 
minority. Such a sentenee contemplates that the boy shall 
be retained in the institution until he is believed to be 
reformed, and that he shall then be released on probation, to 
be recalled to the institution if he proves himself in need of 
further restraint or discipline. As administered by the 
Commissioners, however, this feature of the sentence is inop- 
erative, — it being usually their custom to release the boys 
to absolute freedom after a period of detention, varying, for 
reasons not connected with the progress or standing of the 
boy, from a week to perhaps a year or more. <A few boys 
who have very bad homes, or none at ail, are placed out in the 
country, and are looked after by the Agent for Discharged 
Prisoners ; a majority of these placed-out boys are said to do 
well. Nosuch claim can be made for those who return to their 
homes. Most juvenile offenders have been led into crime by 
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their bad surroundings, and when exposed anew to the old 
temptations, it is of extreme importance that sufficient over- 
sight be exercised to make it possible to recall to the institu- 
tion those who show symptoms of falling back into lawless. 
pursuits. The knowledge that he was on probation and 
would be held to a strict account, would have a steadying: 
influence on many a boy who now goes from had to worse: 
until he is arrested for a new crime. 


The recommendations of this Board are: 


1. That manual training be introduced into the schooling. 

2. That all boys, when released, be kept on probation 
during minority, and to that end be visited by agents of the 
Commissioners.

A truant school on Deer Island is an anomaly which will 
soon be a thing of the past. A new truant school, named, 
for the sake of breaking off bad associations, “the Parental 
School,” will soon be ready for occupation. The buildings of 
the new institution are beautiful in design, and are charm- 
ingly located on a tract of 37 acres bordering the Charles 
river, in West Roxbury. It would seem as if few boys 
could be so wedded to street-life in the city slums as_ to 
refuse to be obedient and contented amid such delightful 
surroundings. 

The plant of the Parental School consists of a house with 
school-room, dining-room, dormitories, etc., planned to ac- 
commodate 30 boys, and of a domestic building, containing 
kitchen and laundry ; this latter will minister to the present 
and to any other house for boys that may be erected. The 
Commissioners have this year asked an appropriation of 
$35,000 to provide another house, and as the present ac- 
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commodations will certainly be inadequate, the request is 
urgently seconded by this Board. If, as the School Com- 
mittee hope, a truant school for girls is to be provided, this 
Board strongly recommends that the location be far removed 
from that of the boys. 

In order to avoid any Deer Island tradition from tainting 
the new school, it is the plan of the Commissioners, when it is 
opened, to allow boys who are then in the school on Deer 
Island to finish their time there instead of transferring 
them to the new institution, admitting to the latter only new 
commitments. This is a wise decision. 

It is hoped that in committing to the Parental School, judges 
will always impose the full two years allowed by law, instead 
of a short and arbitrary sentence, — the long term to be 
used, however, not for a long detention, but rather as an in- 
determinate sentence. The object of the school is, not to 
punish truants, but to cure them of truancy. It is evident that 
truants should be retained till there is reason to believe that 
they can safely be returned to the temptations and distrac- 
tions of the city. Perhaps in some cases a few weeks’ disci- 
pline would suffice ; but even so, it would be well that when 
released, it should be on probation, and also that the proba- 
tion should be sufficiently long to prevent the necessity of a 
new arrest. 

Further, truant-officers should be always at once notified 
of the release of probationers, and should then have them 
under especial observations, returning them at once for a 
relapse. By this means the necessary term of detention in 
the truant-school could be shortened, and the habits im- 
planted there might be preserved. 

By the city ordinance establishing the Parental School, 
the School Committee will have partial control in the school- 
room. That being the case, the course of teaching will 
doubtless be so arranged as to correspond, so far as possible, 
to that of the public schools. It is most important that a boy 
in passing from the truant school to the school of his district 
should be able to take his place in his class, instead of as at 
present finding himself at a disadvantage with his companions. 

Further, it is hoped that instruction in drawing and clay- 
modelling and in the use of tools will form a part of the 
school course. For boys who find the ordinary studies irk- 
some, these active kinds of lessons are peculiarly valuable. 

Also the study of birds and plants would open a new 
world to children whose only education had been gath- 
ered in a dingy tenement and in the crowded streets of 
the city. Often, when children’s minds are once awakened 
by the appeal to experience of the. world without them and 
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to their own creative faculties, book learning, which was once 
abhorrent, becomes interesting. 

As the institution will be a branch of the general public- 
school system, it seems proper that the School Committee 
and not the Commissioners of Public Institutions should 
decide when boys should be placed on probation. If the 
division of responsibility between the two Boards in this or 
in other matters leads to a conflict of authority, the only 
proper solution would be to place the Parental School wholly 
in the School Committee’s care. 

By whomsoever administered, the discipline of the institu- 
tion and the teaching of the school-rooms should be worthy 
of the buildings and the location, and Boston will then have 
a truant school which may well be regarded with pride. 


The recommendations of the Board of Visitors are: 


1. That the Commissioners’ request for an additional 
building be granted. 

2. That sentence be always given for the full term. 

3. That release before the expiration of the sentence be 
always on probation. 

4, That truant-officers be always notified when a boy is 
released. 

5. That instruction in the school-room be graded, so 
far as possible, to correspond with the ordinary public 
schools, and that instruction in drawing and manual training 
and nature study be incorporated in the school course. 


These improved methods of teaching and the custom of 
placing probationers in the special care of the truant-officers 
might have been introduced into the school on Deer Island, 
as recommended two years ago by the special committee.

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When the Bourd of Visitors entered upon its duties in the 
early winter, its attention was soon arrested by evidence of 
unusual abuses at Long Island. In addition to the funda- 
mental evils of long standing which had been pointed out 
by the special committee two years ago, a series of other 
ubuses, many of them of more recent date, were found to 
prevail. Some of these were very serious, while others 
were matters of no great importance in themselves, but 
were noteworthy as evidence of a slack and inefficient ad- 
ministration. 

The state of things being one that demanded immediate 
attention, on January 13 the matter was informally laid be- 
fore His Honor the Mayor. 

His Honor requested a formal report upon the subject, 
which special report was presented on February 16. Under 
date of February 17 His Honor wrote the Chairman of the 
Board of Visitors that the report had been sent to the Com- . 
missioners of Public Institutions, with “the request to carry 
out the recommendations contained therein.” 

In preparing a final report upon Long Island, comparison 
between present conditions and those existing when the 
investigation of the Board of Visitors began, shows that 
many of the evils noted in the report of February 16 have 
been remedied. In view of this, and of the further fact that 
owing to the investigation by the Board of Aldermen, these 
matters have of late become common knowledge, many of 
the details discussed in the former report need not be here 
repeated. Rather, attention will be directed to the more fun- 
damental faults which still exist, — faults which are so serious 
and so far-reaching in their effects that no mere improvement 
in minor matters can be deemed a real advance. Indeed, it 
will be shown that the abuses that have ceased, as well as 
those that remain, are parts of one whole, and like symptoms 
of disease will be liable to reappear in the same or some 
other form as long as the root of the evil endures. 

The administration of Long Island, formerly united with 
that on Rainsford Island, has: since March 20, 1893, been 
in charge of a separate superintendent. On February 1K 
1894, there were 692 inmates at Long Island, of whom 502 
were males and 190 females. Of these, 90 men and 99 women 
were in the hospital, 94 women were in the infirmary wards, 
and 21 mothers and 22 children were in the nursery. The 
remaining 362 were men, many of them infirm and aged, and 
others in the full vigor of life. Women of corresponding 
classes are cared for at Rainsford’s Island. 

The accommodations at Long Island are a_ three-story 
brick building, in the upper part of which are the women’s 
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infirmary and nursery wards, and a new hospital, ventilated 
and finished according to the most approved methods. The 
superintendent’s house adjoins the hospital. A new wing 
to the hospital is in process of construction, as is ulso a 
large dormitory, which is intended to house all the pauper 
women now on Rainsford’s Island and at the Charlestown 
almshouse. This new building is to cost $100,000, and will 
be fitted up with all the modern improvements in the way 
of plumbing, ventilation, etc. Nevertheless, its congregate 
plan and its proximity to the men’s quarters are most unfort- 
unate features which will seriously hamper the introduction 
of much-needed reforms. 

The fundamental evil in the present institution is the total 
lack of classification among the inmates and the accompany- 
ing failure to provide appropriate privileges and discipline 
for the various classes there assembled. Under present 
arrangements, old and young, the infirm and the able- 
bodied, the decent poor and those whose poverty results 
from vice and crime, are brought together in one indis- 
criminate company. Except for the patients in the hospital, 
all the male inmates at Long Island live together and all fare 
alike, the infirmary wards being in no material way distinct 
from the rest of the institution. Decrepit old men, cripples, 
and sturdy loafers eat together in one dining-room, and 
lounge and smoke and play cards together in Loafers’ Hall. 
A weekly ration of tobacco is given to all. All who desire 
are granted a pass once a month to the city; all are allowed 
to live in comparative idleness, coming and going at will. 
Thus the place has become a headquarters for the idle and 
the dissolute, who find here an easy refuge from the necessity 
to submit to discipline or to work for themselves or their 
families. No regular work is provided, and if it were, it is 
claimed by those in authority that under existing laws it 
could not be enforced. The superintendent, when he dis- 
charges for insubordination, constantly sees his authority set 
at naught, as the offender, upon application at the Commis- 
sioners’ office, may receive a permit to return by the next 
boat. In his recent report to the Commissioners the super- 
intendent forcibly states the difficulties of his position and 
the evils of the present system. 

It is the opinion of the Commissioners that under present 
laws these evils are inevitable. But such is not the opinion 
of the Board of Visitors. 

It is true the laws command that suitable relief shall be 
granted all people who, through whatever cause, are unable 
to support themselves, but it is optional whether relief shall 
be granted in an almshouse or a workhouse, and, moreover, 
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the same law which declares that paupers shall be suitably 
supported, declares that they shall likewise be suitably emm- 
ployed. 

Therefore, in the opinion of this Board, the first thing to 
be done is to separate able-bodied paupers from those who 
are necessarily dependent, placing the former in a workhouse 
department. The discipline of this workhouse should be 
very strict, and all privileges should be made conditional 
upon the performance of a reasonable amount of work. 
There is little doubt that a vigorous administration would find 
some means by which the law exacting labor as a condition 
of relief could be enforced, and further that under such regu- 
lations the number claiming relief would rapidly decline. 
These people at Long Island are not agitators nor anarchists ; 
on the contrary, they are lazy and shiftless and weak-willed, 
and most of them would yield readily to the authority of 
one who knew how to command. Moreover, it is possible 
that the Commissioners have already the right to place pau- 
pers who should refuse to submit to discipline in the House of 
Industry on Deer Island, this institution being in reality the 
city workhouse in which relief was originally granted to the 
indigent. Whether or not its present exclusive use (except 
in the hospital department) as a prison precludes the right 
to admit paupers there is a point that could be definitely 
settled only by an opinion from the Corporation Counsel. 

If all the able-bodied element were withdrawn from the 
almshouse, only the sick, the infirm, and the aged would 
remain, and the problem of dealing with them would be, 
‘comparatively simple. At present a sense of what is due 
them is confused by their identification with able-bodied 
people, whom it is an imposition that the public should sup- 
port at all, and thus the whole standard of what is due a 
pauper suffers. Carelessness and neglect are natural expres- 
sions of the now prevalent feeling that anything is good 
enough for such people as congregate at Long Island. 

It is, however, evident that many comforts may properly 
be allowed people who are necessarily dependent which 
would demoralize, by tempting into idleness, those who could 
and should support themselves. Tobacco, for instance, may 
be a legitimate solace for old men whose working days are 
over; but it is an unwise luxury to allow people who should 
in every way be discouraged from resorting to public charity. 
To many loafers this ration of tobacco and the privilege of 
smoking and playing cards in Loafers’ Hall must be most 
attractive features at Long Island, as also the further privi- 
lege of paying monthly visits to the city, where tobacco 
saved or won at cards can be traded for a drink. It does

not seem reasonable that between three and four thousand dol- 
lars of the taxpayers’ money should be spent every year upon 
tobacco for inmates and prisoners of the public institutions. 

Turning now, however, to the care of those who are neces- 
sarily dependent, it is clear that whatever may have been the 
original cause of dependence, when once it is an accomplished 
fact it must be accepted as such and dealt with accordingly. 
The prick of discomfort and hardship 1s not likely then to cure 
it, whereas it may be cured by elevating influences, by healthy 
living, and by good medical treatment. Therefore, in an 
almshouse containing only helpless people the endeavor 
should be to supply means best fitted to place those who are 
only temporarily disabled upon their feet again, and to pro- 
vide the rest, within the limits of a reasonable expense, with 
a comfortable refuge until they die. 

Every almshouse would naturally contain a hospital to 
which the really sick would be assigned, an infirmary for 
the aged and the feeble, and a nursery for mothers with

A model hospital, so far as the building is concerned, 
already exists upon Long Island; but, as was shown in the 
report of February 16, in matters of diet and nursing and 
medical attendance this hospital has fallen far short of what 
is desirable. Many of the deficiencies pointed out ten 
weeks ago have since been remedied, but still the conditions 
are unsatisfactory. What is needed is not merely improve- 
ment in this or that detail, but a remodelling upon a higher 
basis, —a_ basis corresponding to the ceneral advance in 
medicine and in civilization. The arr ‘angements and service 
need not be otherwise than plain and inexpensive, but they 
should be based upon a recognition of the best medical 
standards, and of such standards of diving as it is wished to 
induce the poor of the city to adopt, rather than upon those 
with which many of the inmates, in their ignorance and 
degradation, have been but too familiar. 

The medical staff of the hospital consists of a physi- 
cian-in-chief (who, being likewise superintendent, does not 
actively practise), two assistant physicians, and at times an 
interne. When there has been no interne (as has been the 
case most of the time) the two assistants, both of them 
young men just graduated from the medical school, have, 
besides performing the medical duties of the hospital, pre- 
scribed for out-patients from the institution, visited the 
women in the infirmary and mothers and children in the 
nursery, directed the nurses, compounded the drugs, and 
done much of the clerical work of the hospital. Within a 
few days an interne has gone on duty; it would be better if 
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there were two of them. Also a board of consulting physi- 
cians would be a desirable adjunct to the medical force. 

The staff of nurses is too small for first-class work, even 
in a hospital of this kind where there are many chronic 
cases (too small as compared, for instance, with the Tewks- 
bury almshouse hospital). Also the standard of nursing 
does not seem to be sufficiently high. The men and women 
who serve as nurses at Long Island have had, as a gen- 
eral rule, no previous experience in nursing, — two of 
those lately engaged had been salesmen, — yet there 
is no system by which one nurse goes in under another, 
nor any general system of teaching. Without arranging a 
plan so elaborate that it could be called a training school 
(though many successful training schools for nurses have been 
carried on in almshouses both in this country and in Europe), 
an experienced nurse —a woman -——should supervise the 
others, being held responsible to the medical officers for all 
the nursing thro ughout the twenty-four hours, as well as for 
the eeneral care of the wards. 

A further serious defect is the lack of proper hospital 
records. Really no records at all have been kept in the 
ordinary acceptation of the word; that is, no histories of 
the patients, giving symptoms and their duration, their 
probable cause, or “describing examination and treatment. 
Such records are essential to good hospital work. 

Only one post-mortem examination has been held during 
the incumbency of the present superintendent. 

This hospital does not show the constant striving, usual in 
good institutions of its kind, to do the most that can be 
done in the study of disease and its cure. So long as the 
serious defects above referred to exist, the excellent plant 
provided by the city g sovernment will fail of its best useful- 
ness. The building is first-class, and there is no reason why 
this hospital should not rank with the best of its kind in the 
country. 

Almshouse hospitals, both in this country and in Europe, 
when suitably organized, have rendered first-rate service 
to the patients, : and, indirectly, to the community, as well as 
to the physicians having them in charge. When an oppor- 
tunity is offered for careful study of disease, first-rate 
physicians and surgeons are glad to avail themselves of it, 
and in return the patients receive the benefit of their skill 
and training. Into a hospital thus organized competent 
women would be glad to go as nurses for the sake of the 
training they would receive. In support of this statement 
it is only necessary to point to the history of the changes 


that have been made in both the hospitals of the Blockley 
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almshouse in Philadelphia and in that of the Salpetriére in 
Paris. Indeed one need not go farther away than the Tewks- 
bury to find a model almshouse hospital containing a training 
school for nurses. 

There would be certain advantages in having for the 
physician-in-chief at Long Island a physician residing in 
Boston, who should visit ‘twice or three times a week, or as 
often as necessary, serving without salary, as is common in 
other hospitals. Under this arrangement, such duties of the 
physician-in-chief as could not be performed by a physician 
living in Boston would devolve on a resident assistant pbhy- 
sician under the direction of the former. 

Among the inmates of the infirmary and nursery depart- 
ments, an informal classification should be introduced which 
should break them into small groups, thus separating those 
who cannot be brought together without wrong and degra- 
dation. The propriety of protecting the more respectable 
Inmates from moral contagion has been so often recom- 
mended, and seems in itself so self-evidently desirable, that 
it is strange it should still be ignored. 

Any such classification, however, is impossible in build- 
ings arranged like these at Long Island, upon a congregate 
basis and with great barrack- like wards. It is deplorable 
that in planning a new building this mistake should have 
been repeated, and also that, with all Long Island to choose 
from, the new dormitory for women should have been placed 
so near that for the men. 

If the new institution were arranged like the Charlestown 
almshouse, with many small separate rooms, some classifica- 
tion among the inmates could be effected. 

Better even than small rooms in one big establishment 
would be a series of small local establishments, such as was 
recommended by the Directors of Public Institutions in 
1874-5,' or else of an institution arranged upon the cottage 
plan, the various buildings being well removed from each 
other. The present plant, however, irrevocably precludes 
both of these systems and fastens upon the city a huge con- 
gregate establishment, whose internal arrangements, while 


1On page 32 of the report of the Directors of Public Institutions of 1874-5 (City 
Document 67) is found the following : 

“* A year’s experience in conducting the almshouse at Charlestown demonstrated 
the fact that it is more economical to provide for the poor in smaller buildings man- 
aged upon the family principle, than to incur the greater expense of erecting a mam- 
moth building and congregating all the poor in one large institution. One or more 
suitable buildings could be provided in each of the suburban districts of the city 
where the poor of that section could be maintained in the vicinity of their home and 
former associations, with the privilege of attending church, if they desired, or of re- 
ceiving visits from relatives or friends. This plan would admit of a better classifica- 
tion of the inmates, and would involve less expense than the care of all the pauper 
class in one establishment.” 
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they can be modified, can never be made wholly satis- 
factory. 

It can only be hoped that whatever is possible will be done 
to remedy the present unfortunate arrangements. 

It has been stated that many improvements have lately 
been effected at Long Island. No less than eighteen differ- 
ent items have been changed for the better, —a striking 
illustration of the efficacy of public opinion. It is hoped, 
however, that the demands of the public in regard to this 
institution will not flag while so much remains to be done. 

The matters criticised in the report of February 16, which 
have since! been righted, may be briefly summarized as fol- 
lows: The organization of the medical staff has been im- 
proved, the first assistant physician being now held respon- 
sible for all the details of the hospital; an interne was added 
to the medical staff on April 25; there has been no re- 
cent complaint of the shortage of milk; special diets of 
chicken broth and baked apples have, since January, 
been ordered at the discretion of attending physicians, and 
when ordered have been furnished: the superintendent 
(who is physician-in- chief) has not of late interfered with 
attending physicians in matters of special diets, nor in the 
discharge of patients; a second nurse has been on duty 
since February i in the men’s side of the hospital, and these 
wards are now kept much cleaner; the shortage of clothing 
which occurred in the autumn has ceased; nurses are no 
longer required to make up clothing; additional surgical 
instruments and other hospital equipments have been fur- 
nished ; the physicians order and receive what drugs they 
think necessary ; hospital records are now kept by the first 
assistant physician instead of by an inmate, but as already 
stated these records are not yet satisfactory according to the 
ordinary hospital standard. Rules and regulations are hung 
up about the hospital and the institution ; anew wooden trough 
has been substituted for the sink in which it was formerly 
the custom to mix pudding and soak beans; the burying- 
ground, formerly a neglected-looking spot, has been graded 
and the graves raised in neat mounds; but the habit of 
allowing corpses to accumulate in the dead-house and of 
burying them several at one time without funeral services 
still prevails; coffins of various sizes, of which at one time 
there was an insufficient supply on hand, have been provided. 
The practice of allowing mothers to stay all day in the 
nursery without proper supervision has been remedied ; 
these women, who are often violent-tempered and _ vile-

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tongued, are now subject to the constant supervision ofa 
matron, and the little children who had been kept in a sti- 
fling dormitory all winter without ever going out for an airing 
are now taken out of doors whenever the weather is fine. 
Inadequate facilities for washing, criticised in the report 
of February 16, have been remedied by sending the Rains- 
tord’s Island wash, formerly done at Long Island, to Deer 
Island. The lack of proper ventilation in “the infirmary and 
nursery wards will soon be remedied, —in fact, plans for the 
introduction of ventilating-shafts had been prepared by the 
City Architect before the matter was mentioned in the Feb- 
ruary report. Also adequate facilities for extinguishing fire 
have lately been provided. The deficiency in this matter was 
noted two years ago in the report of the special committee. 
Since that date a fire-pump had been provided, but an in- 
spection by the Fire Commissioners in February showed 
that it had not been connected with water, and that other 
means of protection against fire were stilllacking. A second 
inspection by the Fire Commissioners on April 27 showed 
that the recommendations of the Board of Visitors in this 
matter had been carried out. 

The two reports of the Board of Fire Commissioners are 
appended. Both inspections were made at the request of 
this Board. 

A still existing evil of a most serious nature is the practice 
of freely issuing passes every month, allowing inmates, while 
still remaining such, to pay visits to the city. This freedom 
to come and go must ens the feeling that the Home 
for Paupers is a public resort, in Bed ee gene which a citizen 
loses none of his privileges. Further, it is common for 
inmates to return from these trips in “aah a condition as 
to show that the pass has only furnished opportunity for 
a debauch. Among the inmates are women who have 
had several illegitimate children, the older ones sup- 
ported at the Marcella-street Home, the younger with the 
mother in the almshouse. These women, like other inmates, 
are granted passes to visit the city. The final report of 
the special committee showed that 1,501 passes had been 
issued in 1891 tothe inmates of Long and Rainsford’s Islands. 
The only reason given for the present custom is, that if 
pisses were refused, inmates would frequently demand a 
discharge instead, and probably soon apply for readmission, 
which would involve an increase of book-keeping. But 
this Board believe that the extra trouble and expense thus 
incurred would be well spent, as a full record of the goings 
and comings of inmates is highly desirable. 

This matter of records is most important, as so far as pos- 
sible, a full history of each inmate should be kept. From 
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prison and police records, and from records of relief-giving 
societies both public and private, it should be ascertained 
the number of times a given person had served sentences 
in penal institutions, had slept,in the wayfarers’ lodge, 
or in police stations, what charitable relief had been 
received, etc. Thus one might learn at least what effects 
these various agencies were producing, and might study 
ways to bring about better results. Probably it would be 
found that the number who are thus preying upon society 
is in reality much smaller than appears, and that the possi- 
bility of dealing wisely with them is correspondingly greater. 

The destiny of the few hundred people directly affected is 
not the only thing at issue. Indirectly the question affects 
the whole community. At Long Island and such other 
places a population is being fostered to feed the slums and to 
prey upon the industrial elevation of the wage-earner. The 
maintenance of these people is the least part of the tax they 
levy. Charles Booth has shown in his great work upon 
“ Labor and Life in London” how the semi-pauper class of 
that city acts like a drag upon the labor class, competing 
with them for the lower grades of work, and competing 
upon unfair terms, as paupers can afford to work for less 
than a decent maintenance. In this country, happily, 
this class has not yet attained formidable proportions; but 
under the fostering influence of our present system it will 
grow apace. Already in times of industrial depression the 
professional loafer swells the ranks of the unemployed, and 
his presence does much to thwart efforts for the relief of the 
honest worker. 

In other parts of the world questions of vagrancy and pau- 
perism have received great attention, and in many places 
means have been devised which have rapidly reduced what 
threatened to become a serious danger. The State Department

at Washington has lately issued a volume! of over 600 pages 


1 The title of this book is ‘‘ Vagrancy and Public Charities in Foreign Countries,” 
issued from the Bureau of Statistics, Department of State, 1893. The information 
contained in the volume was gathered by circular letters to consuls; the questions 
upon which information was sought was — 

1. How is that class of vagrants, generally designated ‘‘ tramps, 
regulated ? 

2. What are the methods employed for the distribution of alms ? 

3. What efforts are being made for the punishment or suppression of begging ? 

4. What efforts are being made to convert ‘‘ beggars” and tramps into ‘self-sup- 
porting members of society, ‘and what effects have attended such efforts ? 

5. Wats are the effects of the indiscriminate dispensation of public and private 
charities : 

6. What has proved to be the best system of distribution of public and private 
charities, looking to the elevation of the recipients of such charities to the condition 
of self-support, self-respect, and self-confidence, and their ultimate rehabilitation as 
good members of society ? 

7. What efforts have been made to prevent the intermarriage of paupers, and 
what have been the effects of such restraints on marriage ? 
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giving the result of its inquiries as to vagrancy and public 
charities in foreign countries, and this book is commended 
to all who incline to believe that the evils from which Bos- 
ton is now suffering are inevitable. A strenuous and sus- 
tained public opinion is needed: without that, no permanent 
improvement can be effected; with that, the public institu- 
tions of Boston may quickly become worthy of the proud 
traditions of the city. 

The present serious feature of the situation is the indif- 
ference of the community joined to the total failure of those 
in authority to understand the deep-seated nature of the 
trouble. With commissioners in control who recognized 
the evils confronting them and who had vigor of purpose to 
introduce radical reforms, the abuses at Long Island would 
soon belong to the past; but, while the present policy 
obtains, no improvements in detail can be held to indicate a 
real advance. 


The recommendations of the Board of Visitors are: 


1. That a record be kept stating as far as possible the 
facts known in regard to the character and history of each 
inmate. 

2. That the institution be organized into three depart- 
ments: workhouse, infirmary,and hospital. In these depart- 
ments the inmates should be classified as their bodily conditions 
require. 

3. That in the workhouse department the discipline be 
strict and work enforced. The food, though ample and good 
of its kind, should be very plain, and few indulgences should 
be allowed. ‘Tobacco, if given at all, should be given only 
as a privilege. 

4, Inthe infirmary department many comforts not proper 
in the workhouse department should be provided. ‘The ef- 
fort should be not merely to keep the inmates from starva- 
tion, but to make their years of helplessness as endurable as 
may be, within the limits of a reasonable expense. 

5. That passes be abolished except in rare instances to 
some decent old person or cripple wanting to visit a friend. 

6. That the standard of the hospital should be raised, 
both in medical attendance, in nursing, and in the study of 
disease and its cure.

Boston FIRE DEPARTMENT, 
HEADQUARTERS, District No. 1, February 7, 1894. 


To the Board of Fire Commissioners: 


I would most respectfully report that I have visited Long Island, 
Boston Harbor. | was informed that the supply was a 6-in main. There 
are four hydrants; pressure in day-time, 20 pounds; in night-time, not 
over 40 pounds. ‘There are about nine ladders for fire service distrib- 
uted about the buildings. There is a jumper located in barn, with 950 
feet of 24-in. new cotton hose. ‘The brass pipes for the same are kept 
in engine-room; also 50 feet of 23-in. new cotton hose. Located in 
engine-room is a small Blake steam-pump with connections for hose in 
ease of fire, and a large 5-in. Knowles steam-pump, which sits on a 
large granite block, but is of no use on account of not being connected. 
There is a fair supply of water-pails for fire service. ‘There are two 
pony extinguishers in main building, but none in the hospital building ; 
neither are there any fire-buckets. In main building there are about 150 
feet of 3-in. rubber hose to connect to faucets in wash-room, the same 
being minus play-pipes. There is not an axe or rake on this island for 
fire service. . 

There are 700 or 800 inmates, male and female, on this island, and 
out of that number the officers might pick out enough men to have a 
fire drill once or twice a week, and by that means perfect themselves in 
the use of fire appliances, which would place them in a position to 
direct should a fire occur. 

I would suggest that if it were deemed feasible to put in automatic 
sprinklers, the same could be supplied from tank built in pitch of roof 
on inside of same, and supplied with salt water; the water from this 
tank to be used for the purpose of flushing water-closets. The motive 
power to supply this tank might be windmill or steam power. 

I would suggest another idea — that of placing in basement of build- 
ing two large chemical tanks and hose enough to go to any part of 
building, and that a number of pony extinguishers be supplied to be 
placed in corridors of main building and in hospital building, and that 
a sufficient number of fire axes and rakes be supplied and placed with 
extinguishers. 

There is no bell or signal of any kind to notify the inmates should a 
fire occur. There should be a red light to designate the different exits 
at night. 

I Lor, suggest that two 45-foot extension ladders be provided and 
hung on racks in some place where they could be got at with ease. 

The city of Boston has under construction a reservoir which will be, 
when completed, about 45 feet in diameter and 25 feet deep. They 
have four of what they call cisterns outside of building, each holding 
about 15,000 gallons. 

To the best of my ability, I think that I have looked the plant over 
thoroughly.

To the Board of Fire Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN: I would most respectfully report that I have visited 
Long Island, Friday, April 27, and find that the institution has been sup- 
plied with fire appliances, as follows: 

Stand-pipe from engine-room to main stairway, and thence to top 
floor of institution building, with two outlets on each Janding, with one 
hundred feet of two-inch mill hose on one outlet and fifty feet on the 
other outlet, with play-pipes connected with the same from basement to 
top floor, and stand-pipe to ell from basement to top floor, with fifty 
feet of two-inch mill hose with play-pipes connected. The half-inch 
hose in washroom has been supplied with nozzles and is ready for ser- 
vice. ‘The ladder service has been strengthened by the addition of two 
forty-five foot ladders, which are of the extension pattern. ‘The insti- 
tution building has fifty fire-buckets distributed around in different parts 
of the building, all ready for use. The fire service has been strengthened 
by the placing in service of six Babcock extinguishers and nine pony 
extinguishers, distributed as follows: Two Babcock and two pony ex- 
tingaishers in the hospital and administration building, and eleven in 
the institution building. The number of fire-buckets in hospital is about 
a dozen, distributed in different places, ready for use. The jumper, car- 
rying 950 feet of hose, would be of better service if kept somewhere in the 
vicinity of the institution building, which would be nearer the centre of 
radiation. The extension ladders are kept in barn, hung up about 
seven feet from floor. These are the ladders that should be kept where 
they would be ready for use. ‘The water pressure gauge showed forty 
Ibs pressure, which is good, with the large Knowles pump to send the 
water where needed. ‘The engineer tried the pump with fifty feet of 
hose, and the trial was satisfactory. There are four play-pipes for ser- 
vice. The only thing that I could not find was the fire-axes and plaster- 
hooks, but Dr. Cogswell said that they would be put in service in a few 
days, as they had been ordered. I would respectfully report that when 
axes and plaster-hooks are placed in service, that the fire service 
at Long Island, as far as apparatus and appliances are concerned, is 
satisfactory. What they want now is to form acompany of the men 
employed by the city on the island, as [am informed that there are , 
about fifteen young men employed on the island, which would make a 
good company. ‘There is not a fire-gong in institution building, only 
the dinner-gong; neither is there any red light to show the exits at 
night in case of fire.

The buildings on Rainsford’s Island consist of a superin- 
tendent’s house and a brick institution with a wooden wing. 
The old white wooden building, formerly used as a hospital, 
was closed last spring, when the inmates were transferred to 
the new hospital at Long Island. Since that date there has 
been no hospital department at Rainsford’s Island, though 
there is a resident physician. 

The superintendent was formerly in control of the insti- 
tution upon Long Island as well, but since March 20, 
1893, he has had charge of only this island. Here a 
majority of the female paupers of Boston are congregated. 
The few male inmates, about twenty-five in number, who 
are assigned to this institution in order to help in the heavier 
kind of work, sleep in a small building near the wharf, but 
they eat in the general dining-hall after the women have 
finished. A number of the female inmates are able-bodied, 
but most of them are more or less infirm, and a few of them 
are bed-ridden. The population during the summer is only 
about one-quarter as large as during the winter. 

The place is clean, and growing plants in the windows and 
a large pet cat curled up upon a bed, give a touch of cheer- 
fulness to the otherwise dreary wards. The inmates seem 
contented and attached to their superintendent, and no com- 
plaints of any kind were heard. 

On February 16, 1894, a special report by this Board, 
based upon an inspection and report of the Fire Commis- 
sioners, was handed to His Honor the Mayor. The recom- 
mendations of this report were endorsed by His Honor, who 
requested the Commissioners of Public Institutions to intro- 
duce the suggested improvements, paying for the same from 
their current appropriation. 

On April 30, a second inspection of the Fire Commissioners 
showed that the recommendations had been or soon would — 


1 This does not represent individuals, as the same person may be admitted or discharged 
several times. 
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be carried out. The two reports of the Fire Commissioners 
are given in Appendix B. Both of the inspections were 
made at the request of this Board. 

A further improvement has been lately made in the 
sanitary arrangements. 

The ventilation of the institution is unsatisfactory, and the 
dormitories during the winter months were overcrowded ; but 
as, before very long, all the inmates will be transferred to a 
new building in process of erection at Long Island, the small 
discomforts of present arrangements must be borne. 

The custom of giving ten-day passes allowing inmates to 
visit the city prevails here as in the other pauper institu- 
tions. This practice is most objectionable. A large propor- 
tion of these people have been reduced to dependence 
by drunkenness or other dissipation. It is, of course, 
humane that, when dependent through whatever cause, their 
necessities should be suitably relieved ; but while maintained 
at public expense they should be restrained from injuring 
themselves and the community. 

A careful study of the effects upon the individual and 
upon the community of the system of passes and of easy dis- 
charges and readmissions was made in the report of the 
special committee (Doc. 122, 1892). In view of the im- 
portance of the subject, and of the fact that the custom of the 
almshouses in this matter being unchanged, the facts pre- 
sented in that report are as applicable to present events as 
to those of two years ago, a somewhat lengthy extract 
is appended. 

People such as most of these are known to be should 
never be allowed to visit the city on passes, and should be 
discouraged in every possible way from availing themselves 
of frequent discharges and readmissions. 

To relieve people of weak or vicious character from the 
responsibility of self-support, and at the same time to give 
them opportunities for evil indulgence, is the reverse of 
mercy. Most of these poor women, being weak rather than 
wicked, will yield to the advice or persuasion of those who 
have been kind to them. It is believed, therefore, that 
without any change in the law the evil of a floating almshouse 
population could be reduced to the minimum. 


The recommendations of this Board are: 


1. That free passes be abolished, except in special cases. 
2. That every influence be used to prevent inmates from 
availing themselves of frequent discharges and readmissions.

Two of these children are defective and 
will long be a care to the city. Women like these have no 
will-power of their own; they need restraint for their own 
good. They are too weak to withstand temptation, and 
should not thus needlessly be allowed to walk into it. 
Why should not the city hold out some help to them? The 
course pursued is one offering no restraint, but, on the 
contrary, idleness and freedom to come and go at will. 

“To those who have read the studies in social degeneration 
called the ‘Jukes’ and the ‘Tribe of Ishmael,’? there 
need be no further explanation of the terrible possibilities 
which threaten coming generations through lives like these. 

“ The ten-day free-pass system, by which leave is obtained 
to visit the city, is in vogue in the almshouses, and each in- 
mate seems to consider it his right to demand a pass once a 
month if he so desires. The pass is practically given with- 
out question, and the ten days may be stretched to fourteen, 
and during that time the holder remains in the city, or re- 
turns at any moment without the trouble of getting a new

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permit. If, however, the time is up, such permit is also 
easily obtained from the Beacon-street office, even though 
the time of the pass has only just expired. 

“ During 1891, there were 1,501 passes given out to 779 
individuals, — 343 to women, 436to men. More than one-half 
of these were used as discharges ; but many of these persons 
returned and were readmitted during the year. This only 
partially represents the extent to which passes are used, 
since many one-day passes are given and never recorded on 
books. 

“The pass may have originally been intended to afford a 
chance to get work, but the records of the physician are 
amply sufficient to show that it is now used nine times out of 
ten as an opportunity for a carouse, and that for this pur- 
pose letters are written and received, money is saved or 
obtained through gifts, and appointments to meet in the city 
are sometimes made between men and women inmates. The 
greater proportion of inmates return showing signs of recent 
intoxication, and often in filthy condition, with clothes so 
dirty and torn that they must be burned. Everything that 
has been said proves the absolute need of the total abolition 
of the free-pass system. It fosters the worst tendencies, and 
is extravagant and wasteful from every point of view. 

“It is a great responsibility to relieve human beings from 
the necessity of self-support, and when assumed involves the 
further duty of government for their good. Among the 
population which has been described are both decent people 
and criminals. They are given equal privileges —a system 
manifestly unjust and subversive of discipline.”

To the Board of Fire Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN, —I would most respectfully report that I have visited 
Rainsford’s Island, Boston harbor. I have inspected buildings on said 
island, and found that the appliances for fire purposes were very limited, 
and would not be of any use in case of fire in said institution. 

I found but one extinguisher, and that, in my opinion, would be unfit 
for service if needed. ‘There are five hundred feet of inch rubber hose, 
kept in store-cellar, which, if needed, would be useless, as there is not 
a play-pipe on the island. There are no fire-buckets in any of the 
buildings, nor is there a fire-axe or a rake. There is one hydrant for 
fire. purposes, and that was not in service on account of stoppage or 
break in the main. The men from the Water Department went down on 
the same boat with me to repair the damage, if possible. 
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The women on this island are the most aged and infirm in any of the 
institutions that I have visited. On the end of the white building facing 
the wharf, there should be some means of exit from the second floor for 
the inmates to escape in case of fire. This dormitory is a large one, 
and should a fire start on the floor below, anywhere in the vicinity lead- 
ing to dormitory, there would not be a possible chance for the inmates 
- to escape. Ifa fire should occur at this institution, in its present condi- 
tion, without fire-escapes on the outside of buildings, there would be a 
great loss of life. There is not any means of notifying the inmates in 
ease of fire. There should be a gong or some other appliance for that 
purpose, and ared light should be placed at night at every exit to desig- 
nate the way out. 

I would suggest that one or two chemical tanks of fifty or one hun- 
dred gallons capacity be provided. These could be charged from the 
outside of the building and the five hundred feet of rubber hose con- 
nected to them. It would be a great factor in catching fires in their 
incipiency. There should be also some small pony extinguishers placed 
in shelves in corridors and stairways, and they should be inspected at 
least once a month. The pressure on water main in the daytime will 
not exceed twenty pounds, and at night not over thirty-five or forty 
pounds. 

I would suggest that if automatic sprinklers were to be used in the 
buildings, they could be supplied from tank in the main building, which 
could be supplied with salt-water pumped from harbor to tank by wind- 
mill or steam-pump. I would also suggest that a couple of 45-foot 
extension ladders be located on this island for fire service. 

Kerosene oil, for lighting purposes, is kept in barrels in a green- 
house outside of the main building. 

As far as I know I think I have covered everything.

On April 30, a second inspection by the Fire Commis- 
sioners was made, and the report is as follows: 


Boston FirE DEPARTMENT, 
HEADQUARTERS, District No. 1, April 80, 1894. 


To the Board of Fire Commissioners : 


I would most respectfully report that I have visited Rainsford’s Island 
for the purpose of examining the appliances for the extinguishment of 
fire. Workmen are at present erecting stand-pipes at both ends of 
institution building, the same to have hose connected at every landing. 
The same will be completed in about two weeks. This stand-pipe will 
be connected with a Blake pump when completed in boiler-room. I 
found three Babcock and one U.S. extinguishers and five pony extin- 
guishers, and seventy-three fire-buckets, and twelve box-lanterns that 
will have a red light of glass in the front of them to show the exits at 
night. There are two 45-foot extension ladders, which are placed in the 
right places and are always ready for use. There are some other lad- 
ders around the premises. There is but one fire-axe around the institu- 
tion building, and that is in boiler-room. The assistant superintendent 
expects that they will have the fire-axes and plaster-hooks before the 
work under construction is completed. I would suggest that when 
stand-pipes are completed, that enough of two-inch hose be located near 
boiler-room, the same to be carried on a light two-wheel jumper for the 
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protection of residence of superintendent and barn connected with insti- 
tution. When stand-pipe is completed and axes and plaster-hooks and 
hose are placed in service, Rainsford’s Island will have good fire pro- 
tection.

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CHARLESTOWN ALMSHOUSE.

This institution, though the buildings are old and lacking 
in modern improvements, must in some ways be a pleasanter 
place to live in than the newer institutions built upon the 
barrack plan. The many small rooms, accommodating three 
or four inmates each, are comparatively home-like, and the 
protection from the indiscriminate herding of a large ward 
must relieve almshouse life from some of its worst features. 
Everything in this institution is exquisitely clean, the floors 
of dining-rooms and kitchen being spotless. 

Both men and women are received. Inmates, who are 
mostly old or infirm, and a few of them are demented, are 
occupied probably to the extent of their capacity in keeping 
the place clean and taking care of each other. On the whole, 
they are of a somewhat more decent character than make up 
the population at Long and Rainsford’s Islands. Some of the 
exceptions to this rule have been discharged for insubordina- 
tion from one or the other of the almshouses, and sent to 
Charlestown for peace’ sake when they applied for readmis- 
sion. No doubt the smaller number here makes it easier to 
manage cross-grained inmates, and besides, the matron of the 
establishment has a kindly manner that must render her rule 
acceptable. A visit by a member of this Board was paid 
here on Christmas at noontime. Every one seemed to enjoy 
the excellent dinner, and a great appearance of contentment 
prevailed. 

The system of passes in use at the other almshouses pre- 
vails here, no doubt with many of the same demoralizing 
effects ; but as the inmates are mostly old, and as the whole 
thing is on a small scale, the dimensions of the evil here are 
less appalling. 

It is planned, when the new almshouse building on Long 
Island is finished, to transfer all the city paupers thither, 
vacating this institution. This is proposed as an economy, 
it being argued that cost of administration will be thereby 
diminished. It may, however, be questioned whether this 
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result will follow, as administration in a small institution 
where things more or less take care of themselves, is a differ- 
ent matter from that of a great institution where elaborate 
organization is necessary to prevent the occurrence of 
serious abuses. The Charlestown Almshouse is managed 
with only seven officers, and the pay-roll for the whole 
year amounts to only $2,917.99. This divided among the 
average population of 145 gives only $18.99 as the share of 
each in the cost of administration during the year; whereas 
at Long and Rainsford’s Islands the cost of administration per 
pauper was $20.69. Further, in gross expenses the per 
capita is $8.94 a year cheaper at Charlestown than at the 
other almshouses. Of course, the fact that at Long and 
Rainsford’s Islands there are now separate administrations, 
and the further fact that there is a hospital at the former, 
accounts in part, if not wholly, for this difference. But at 
least the figures indicate that there would be no considerable 
saving by merging the smaller institution in the larger one. 
In the calculations of the Commissioners, no allowance was 
made for the cost of the new plant which the transfer of all 
the paupers to Long Island would involve. Further, unless 
a radical change of policy should effect a reduction in alms- 
house population, the new building on Long Island will not 
accommodate all the women paupers. 

Apart from considerations of economy, the change is 
clearly undesirable, it being better for the inmates to be 
lodged in a small institution somewhat resembling an old- 
fashioned town almshouse, than in a great caravansary where 
the outcast and the wretched of a larg ge city are congregated. 

In view of the above, it is recommended that the use of 
the Charlestown Almshouse be continued.

The Marcella-street Home, the city almshouse for children, 
is a large brick building, standing back from the street, with

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surrounding play-grounds enclosed by a high fence. The 
Home contains separate departments for boys and girls; a 
chapel, library, nursery, and kindergarten common to both 
sexes ; a large basement, serving the double purpose of a re- 
ception-room on visiting days, and a boys’ play-room on rainy 
days; a bakery, laundry, kitchen, supply store, and other 
administration offices. There are six large, bright, airy 
school-rooms, — three for boys, two for girls, and one kinder- 
garten ; the dormitories, hospital wards, and dining-rooms 
are spacious and kept very neat and clean. In a corner of 
the yard is a wooden cottage called the nursery, where the 
little ones who are to be boarded out are kept, while awaiting 
places. Behind the Home are the city stables and an offul 
yard, — the latter painfully in evidence when windows are 
open; and hehind the stables, and adjoining a corner of the 
childrens’ play-yard, is an unenclosed lot of about two acres 
which belongs to the Home, and might, therefore, if fenced 
in, afford larger play-grounds for the children. 

The population is supplied from two sources, — first, from 
the ranks of pauperism, and second, from the courts, which 
place children, found to be criminally neglected by their 
parents, under the legal guardianship of the city. Among 
the pauper children are a small number whose parents are 
obliged by unavoidable poverty to temporarily place them 
in the Home, and a very large number of unfortunate 
children born of dissolute, inebriate parents, who sacrifice 
even natural affection to better indulge an insatiable thirst. 
for drink, while shirking the responsibility of caring for 
their offspring during the years of helplessness. As soon 
as a wage-earning or useful age is reached, these people 
may assert their right of possession, an abuse often made 
possible by an imperfect system of investigation. 

In the following report on the Admission Department 
(p- 50), more will be said upon this subject; here it will 
only be noted that admissions should be granted only on 
well-grounded conviction of parents’ inability to support, 
or unfitness to discharge parental duties. In the latter case, 
were the facts well ascertained, it would be proper to try to 
gain legal control of the children. The terrible results of 
ignorant, vicious parentage are forcibly presented in the 
persons of some of the children,— stunted growth, deformity, 
defective sight, and feeble intelligence being the most com- 
mon ‘indications of diseased vitality. 

During the past year the health report has been highly 
satisfactory. At the beginning of the year scarlet fever 
caused some trouble, and one death resulted from it. The 
schools were closed for some weeks, and other wise pre- 
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cautions taken to prevent the spreading of the disease. 
There were but two cases of ophthalmia, both suffering from 
it when admitted. 

The superintendent has exercised unwearying vigilance in 
the welfare of his charges in the Home, also giving medical 
attendance to the children boarded out. 

Personal cleanliness is insisted upon. The children wash 
three times daily, and bathe frequently; clean towels are 
supplied for each washing, and good white soap provided. 
An admirable feature of the boys’ washroom is the arrange- 
ment of hot and cold water faucets so placed that the children 
can wash under a stream of water, thus lessening the risk of 
communicating eye and skin diseases. The common insti- 
tution practice which formally prevailed of sleeping in under- 
clothes worn during the day bas been amended for the girls, 
they being now supplied with night-gowns. The food seen 
on the tables on several occasions was good, and as far as 
possible neatly served. Punishments, so far as could be 
ascertained, are infrequent. 

School is in session two and one-half hours in the morning 
and two in the afternoon. Considering the floating character 
of the school attendance, and the many other obstacles in 
the path of progress, the standing of the pupils reflects much 
credit on the efficiency of the corps of teachers. They are 
evidently impressed with the importance of their work, and 
desire in every way to advance the children’s interests. The 
rooms are made attractive with flowers, pictures, blackboard 
illustrations, and preserved specimens of animal life. The 
kindergarten is well-equipped, and gives instruction to a 
class of about thirty children. In the other departments the 
ordinary branches are taught. In some classes more at- 
tention should be given to drawing and modelling. Lessons 
on these subjects “would help to brighten the dull routine, 
and, by awakening dormant faculties, develop the child’s 
mind along the lines of natural aptitude. Lately clay 
modelling has been successfully introduced into the boys’ 
primary grade. It was a pleasant feature of a recent visit 
to note the interested expression on the little faces as speci- 
mens of the work were shown to the visitor. 

Frequent entertainments are provided for the children’s 
amusement. The library is well supplied with books and 
periodicals. 

With the means at hand nothing has been omitted by the 
superintendent and _ his assistants to make life as pleasant as 
possible for the children, and relieve the monotony of exist- 
ence ina pauper home. But, at the best, life in an institution 
is an unnatural and cramped existence, and every effort 
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should be made, first, to restore the children, whenever pos- 
sible, to more healthy conditions, and, second, to introduce 
into the institution everything that can tend to supply 
new and varied interests. 

Industrial training is an urgent need of this institution. 
If these children are not to remain paupers it is an absolute 
necessity that they should be taught to love work, to engage 
in it cheerfully, and to acquire now that practical knowledge 
of the ordinary branches of industry so essential to their suc- 
cess in after life. 

At present the sewing-class for girls, and such occupation 
as housework affords, are the only sources of employment 
outside of school duties. The knitting-machines are no 
longer in use, the House of Correction now manufacturing 
the stockings formerly made in the home. The sewing-class 
(provided by private charity) is a decided success, even 
very young children showing remarkable aptitude in cutting 
patterns, making dolls’ garments and clothing for them- 
selves. Eight or “ten little girls have dressed a doll for their 
benefactress as a proof of how well they have used the oppor- 
tunity afforded. The little garments were perfect in every 
detail, even to the tiny button-holes and dainty fancy stitches 
on the under-linen. This teaching has been supplied in the 
expectation that after its value was demonstrated the city 
would assume the expense. ‘This Board is informed that 
the private support is now about to be withdrawn, and it is 
hoped that the superintendent will be authorized to continue 
teaching of such manifest importance. With the addi- 
tion of a cooking-school the girls would be supplied with 
all the necessary means for acquiring thorough domestic 
training. 

The boys are not so fortunate, sewing on buttons and 
some housework being the beginning and end of their special 
industrial education. 

This glaring defect could be easily remedied at a moderate 
expense. There is anempty school-room that could be fitted 
up for instruction in simple industries, furnishing the boys 
with opportunities of developing special talent for such 
kinds of work. 

Unrelieved by industrial training, the lethargy of insti- 
tution life must inevitably result in the majority of cases 
in an incapacity, an unfitness, mental and physical, to cope 
with the difficulties of earning an independent living. 

The superintendent has repeatedly urged the advisability 
of opening a department of industrial training. The special 
committee of 1892 recommended the introduction of some of 
the most important features, and the present Board strongly 
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advises that these indigent little ones be no longer denied 
advantages so freely supplied in the public schools to the 
city’s more fortunate wards, — the children of comfortable 
and even opulent homes. 

The children are kindly treated and allowed as much lib- 
erty as consists with the maintenance of order. Of course 
some restrictive measures are made necessary by the large 
number of inmates, the conflicting elements of character, 
and, in some cases, a woful knowledge of vice, absorbed in 
previous vile environment. 

It is the present wise policy of the institution to board 
out in private families all the children under the school age. 
This boarding-out could profitably be extended, and many 
who now grow up in the institution might thus be secured 
the benefits of healthy family life. Experience has convinced 
humaunitarians that this system is productive of the best 
results in making of pauper children thrifty, independent 
men and women. 

In Massachusetts, the State undertakes to board out every 
child under ten who does not need hospital treatment or 
the restraint of an institution, and the State Primary School 
at Monson is used only as a clearing-house for children 
awaiting places, as a hospital for the sickly or the defective, 
or as a place of detention and training for the wayward 
This system has been productive of the happiest results. 
According to the last report of the trustees of the State 
Primary and Reform Schools, 315 children who would other- 
wise have been in the institution were boarding in families, 
and 902 others were placed in families free of board. 
Without the boarding system, many of these latter would 
have been in the institution, as, in the experience of the 
State, boarded children can usually be placed free full two 
years earlier than can children who grow up in institutions.? 


1Jn the report of the Trustees of the State Primary and Reform Schools for 1893 
the following summary of the results of the boarding-out method is found: 

“In 1866 there were over 800 children in the three State almhouses; in 1867 over 
700; in 1869 nearly 500; and in 1892 there are only 257 [in the State Primary 
School 

ie Wien 7 in 1882 the experiment of boarding out was inaugurated, it was feared 
that, as the expense of the school does not diminish in propor tion to diminished num- 
bers, money paid for board outside would prove an actual outlay for which there 
would be no adequate return, as at the age of ten, when board should cease, the 
children would come back in great numbers to the State Primar 'y School, helpless to 
earn their own way for several years. 

‘On the contrary, it has been found that of over 200 boarded children who have 
reached the age of ten while at board, only 13 have returned to the institution, while 
19 have been discharged to their own people, and 168 have found free homes with 
their foster-parents or others. 

‘* Several of those now with their foster-parents had been removed to other places, 
but had returned of their own free will, and were working for wages or as a child of 
the family. One, a child who had run away and been very troublesome, returned to 
his foster- -parents, and i is, since the death of the father of the family, ‘most helpful, — 
a man about the house.’ Several of the girls are being educated, one in an academy, 
like daughters of the house. 
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In Pennsylvania, the Children’s Aid Society, in 1893, res- 
cued 611 children from the moral miasma of the city, and 
placed them, not in institutions, but in the healthier atmos- 
phere of home in its broadest sense. “The rapidity with 
which the children of the slums and the criminal court take 
root in their new surroundings,” says the report, “is 
the most astonishing, inspiring, and beautiful feature of 
this work.” This is the testimony of American experts. 
In Australia, the boarding system is so successful that no 
State home for dependent and neglected children is neces- 
sary. In the Old World, England, as far as is practicable, 
pursues the same method, and recognizes no age limit as a 
reason for return to institution life; and the Austrian poor 
law provides for destitute children in the homes of well-to-do 
peasants, where they share the advantages of the sons and 
daughters of the house; when old enough, they are placed 
in training-schools, “where the boys are fitted for some use- 
ful department of skilled labor, and the girls for housework, 
special training being imparted to those who display special 
aptitudes.” Examples could be multiplied to prove the su- 
periority of the boarding system, but no further or more 
convincing proof is needed than a tour of inspection among 
the homes where the city of Boston has placed its nursery 
wards. Accompanied by the official visitor (a lady), a 
member of this Board on April 17 visited twenty-two homes 
in Needham, Dover, South Natick, Medfield, and Charles 
River Village. Over fifty children were seen under the most 
favorable conditions for finding them unprepared for inspec- 
tion, as the visitor had lately made her monthly visit and 
was not expected to come so soon again. All looked well 
eared for and happy, the best proof of the latter being, per- 
haps, the affection shown by the little ones for their foster- 
parents. Nearly all those old enough to walk were found 
toddling about the yards or fields, digging, picking up sticks, 
chasing the chickens, and in their small way showing the 
most active interest in their surroundings. Two little girls 


*‘ Among the records of children still at board we find: ‘ untidy, disobedient, im- 
proving ;’ ‘ well, happy, and mischievous; ’ ‘ called a sunbeam ;’ ‘a favorite at home 
and at school;’ ‘mischievous and happy;’ ‘grows fast, —always well;’ ‘ neat, well 
clothed, bright and happy ;’ ‘never wants to leave his home, —is trying to be a good 
boy ;’ ‘excellent home, — boy full of life and mischief;’ ‘limbs in bad shape, but 
bright, active, and contented;’ ‘hard to manage, but improving’ ‘ colored, — well 
cared for and attractive ;’ ‘looks perfectly well, —a pet in the family ;’ ‘ large, tall, 
tries to help;’ ‘ well cared for, and fond of ‘‘mama;”’’ ‘nicely dressed and trained.’ 

‘*¢ Schooling is secured for these children asa matter of course. The visitor employed 
by the State Board to select from the abundant applicants those best suited to care for 
the children, writes: *‘ We visit the (public) schools as well as the homes, thereby 
interesting the teachers, who, in a majority of cases, take a deep interest in those 
under our care. Our children average well with others in mental capacity, standing 
high in their classes at schoo], and often carrying off the prizes at the end of the term 
for punctuality, perfect recitations, and excellence of deportment.’”’ 
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(adopted by the people with whom they had been boarded) 
had wonderful news about their first day in school. 

All were evidently well fed and kindly treated; even the 
tiny babies only a few weeks boarding showed marked signs 
of improvement. It was very gratifying to see how thor- 
oughly the little ones shared the interests of the home-life. 

Care has been taken to provide against placing children 
in families where the board-money, $2 a week, would be 
the only inducement, or where the means of support is con- 
sidered insufficient. The visitor is a zealous promoter of the 
children’s interests, visiting them constantly, enquiring into 
their needs, and exercising such supervision as to render 
abuse impossible. 

These boarded-out children, almost all belonging to the 
nursery department of the institution, are placed in the 
vicinity of Boston and-are under the care of the superin- 
tendent, who visits them himself when they are sick, and at 
other times when he is able. 

Places for the older children, for whom no board is paid, 
are provided so far as possible by the Agent for Discharged 
Prisoners, — a gentleman who, in spite of his title, is 
admirably fitted for his untitled position of Visiting Agent to 
the older children. During the last year or more the lady 
who visits the boarded-out nursery children has visited also 
the placed-out girls in his department. Places for 80 children 
have been found within the year. If the visiting agent 
were allowed to pay board for some children for whom no 
free places offer, there is no doubt that many who now must 
stay in the institution would soon find free places, and the 
city would be relieved of their maintenance. 

The system of boarding is cheaper than that of rearing in 
an institution, the State paying only $1.50 a week and 
clothing, or a total of $2 for boarded children, whereas the 
per capita cost of inmates of Marcella-street Home is $35.49 
a week, and this per capita cost takes account only of current 
expenses, no allowance being made for interest on the plant 
or depreciation of its value. 

Such an extension of the boarding-out system to older 
children with a view to fitting therh into permanent free 
homes would seem to be a partial solution of the difficulty 
of reducing pauperism and its attendant evils to the lowest 
possible minimum. 


The recommendations of the Board of Visitors are: 


1. That homes of pauper children be investigated before 
or immediately after admission, and that, so “far as pos- 
sible, a knowledge of the condition of parents be kept up 
while children remain in care of the city. 
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2. That the boarding system be extended to the older 
children. 

3. That industrial training be introduced into the school 
course. 

4. That the unenclosed land belonging to the institution 
be fenced in and added to the children’s playground. 

5. That the adjoining offal-yard be removed.

The duties of the Agent for Discharged Prisoners could 
little be guessed from his title. They are — 

1. To assist discharged prisoners. 

2. To investigate application for the pardon of prisoners. 

3. To investigate the homes of House of Reformation 
boys whose parents apply for their release. 

4. To find homes in the country for all House of Refor- 
mation boys who are not returned to their own homes. 

5. To investigate the homes of all neglected children 
whose parents or relatives make application for their return 
from Marcella-street Home. 

6. To find free homes for all Marcella-street Home 
children who are candidates for such homes. 

7. To visit all children boarded out from Marcella-street 
Home. 

8. To visit all placed-out children during minority. 

The force with which the work of this department is prose- 
cuted is the agent: himself and two assistants, one of whom, 
a woman, formerly worked only on half time. She now 
gives her whole time, visiting both the little boarded-out 
children and also the older girls in free places. 

In spite of this small force, the work of this department 
seems to be excellently done. The agent himself, a gentle- 
man of ability and conscience, has had long experience in his 
work; and the lady who assists him is likewise experienced, 
and puts her whole heart into the care of her wards. The 
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work of properly supervising placed-out children is as im- 
portant and as difficult as that of running a great institution, 
and it takes peculiar talents; also, as the work cannot 
easily be supervised, it is of the first necessity that it should 
be intrusted to agents who are not eye-servants. There- — 
fore it is especially satisfactory that in this department the 
city is served by such experienced and competent agents. 

One important duty belonging to this department, viz., 
the supervision of boys released to their own homes from 
the House of Reformation, is, however, wholly neglected, the 
limited force of the agency making its performance impossi- 
ble. Two years ago the special committee urged that the 
staff of the agent be sufficiently increased to enable him to 
perform this duty, and this recommendation is urged anew 
by the Board of Visitors.

No department under the control of the Commissioners is 
more important than this, which is the gate to all the pauper 
institutions. 

The settlement clerk, who is at the head of the depart- 
ment, is thoroughly competent and trained by long experi- 
ence. He it is who decides whether applicants for relief 
have a city settlement, and having one, whether or not they 
are without adequate means of support. Last year, per- 
mits admitting 4,245 applicants to the various institutions 
were issued, and the settlements of 784 other cases were in- 
vestigated. With an adaquate staff there is reason to believe 
that this volume of business would be satisfactorily per- 
formed ; but as it is, the office is seriously handicapped. 

Two years ago the special committee called attention to 
the fact that through lack of assistants the settlement clerk 
was unable to verify assertions of pauperism by outside 
investigations of any sort, or to collect money rightfully due 
to the city for board of the insane, and that there was no pos- 
sibility of following up the parents of Marcella-street Home 
children when they were left unvisited and neglected. 

This short-sighted economy was repaired a year ago by the 
addition of a visitor to the settlement clerk’s staff. Through 
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the investigations of this visitor, 16 “ neglected ” children in 
the care of the city were found to have no settlements and 
were transferred to the State,'and 39 pauper children were 
returned to parents who, though reputed to be poor, were 
found to be sufficiently well to do. (Four of these children 
were some months later returned tothe Home.) These above 
55 children had altogether been supported 3,091 weeks in 
the Marcella-street Home. Making an estimate, based, not 
upon the per capita cost of the whole institution, but upon 
such items of expense as fluctuate when numbers increase or 
diminish, it is found that a sum of $6,058.36 has been actually 
paid out for the maintenance of these children. 

As, except for the investigations of this agent, many of 
these children would have been city charges for years to 
come, it is evident his salary of $800 has been saved many 
times over. 

When the arrears of children’s cases are disposed of, it is 
the intention of the department to look up the families of 
insane patients, it being believed that the payment of board 
could be secured for many now maintained as paupers. 

Meanwhile the work for which the visitor was ostensibly 
appointed — by the investigation of current cases — 
remains undone. 

This is a very serious neglect, especially as regards pauper 
children. While it may be proper, when destitution is self- 
evident, to admit children to the Marcella-street Home with- 
out investigation, steps should always be immediately taken 
to look into the facts, and as long as a child remains in the 
Home an eye should be kept upon its family. The 39 
pauper children lately returned to their parents prove that 
without watchfulness many children will be maintained 
ut public expense whose own people could provide for 
them. 

For another class of cases, —children of the intemperate 
and the vicious, — investigation is still more necessary. At 
present it happens that children are repeatedly taken from 
the Home and returned again, showing unmistakable 
signs of neglect. If the facts were known, the law in 
many cases would protect these children from this cruel 
experience. 

In the cases of adult paupers, while it might not be often 
possible to establish a claim upon relatives as provided for 
in Sect. 6, Chap. 84, of the Public Statutes, there would 
seem to be no difficulty in the city’s reimbursing itself for 
relief to people who are drawing pensions. By the simple 


1The law allowing this transfcr was yrocured by the Commissioners, 
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device of securing the appointment of a guardian, pensioners 
who now squander their money in dissipation and then 
become public charges might be decently maintained, and 
expense and scandal saved the community. This Board Is 
informed that it is customary to do this in at least one city 


ot the State. 


The recommendations of the Board of Visitors for this de- 
partment are : 


1. That thorough investigations be made concerning the 
case of each applicant, covering reasons for admission, 
wage-earning capacity of the individual and his family, and 
probable length of time during which support will be needed. 

2. That codperation be established with societies likely 
to give desirable information. 

3. That full statistics be kept of the facts so obtained, 
and that some system be devised of collecting and exchanging 
statistics with other institutions, in order that a full history 
of each individual be on record for reference. 

4, That such information be furnished to the superin- 
tendents of the various institutions as will aid them in the 
proper care of the inmates under their charge. 

5. That the law making possible the collection of board 
from those having relatives able to support them, be, so far 
us possible, enforced. (See Sect. 6, Chap. 84, Public 
Statutes. ) 

6. That such communication be kept up with the families 
of the children placed in Marcella-street Home as shall sup- 
ply data for intelligent action in regard to them. 


All of these recommendations were urged by the special 
committce two years ago. 


CONCLUSION. 


Reviewing the events in the Department of Public Institu- 
tions during the last two years, gratifying improvements are 
observed. Chiefly noticeable is the liberality of the city 
government. Through appropriations of $431,000, the 
former wretched accommodations for the insane will soon be 
replaced by beautiful buildings, situated upon broad acres 
in the country. At Deer Island, the overerowded condition 
of the House of Industry has been ameliorated by the erec- 
tion of 376 new cells, at a 'cost of $60,215.24, and the Truant 
School, long a disgrace to the city, will soon be reéstab- 
lished upon a charming location in West Roxbury at a cost 
of $125,000; while at Long Island a new barn and an elec-

tric plant and a new wing to the hospital and a dormitory to 
accommodate 400 inmates, aggregating a ' cost of $123,000, 
have been or soon will be supplied. These appropriations 
amount altogether to $739,215.24, — a munificent sum to 
have been granted during so short a period to one depart- 
ment of the city government. 

In the direction of improved administration, however, the 
advance has not been so great. A visitor has been added 
to the staff of the settlement clerk who admits to the pauper 
institutions ; the agent who visits placed-out children has an 
assistant on whole time instead of on half time; and at Long 
Island there is a superintendent having charge only of this 
institution, and an enlarged staff of officers. Here, so far 
as has been noted, the list of administrative changes ends ; 
and whatever defects obtained two years ago in this direc- 
tion, exist to-day. 

The report of the special committee of 1892, in summing 
up its criticisms, states that “the more serious evils pointed 
out, all spring from the one radical evil, — that prevention 
and cure appear to form no part of the policy of the admin- 
istration. Here and there individual agents or officers are 
working intelligently and with good result : but it is hap- 
hazard, there being apparently no appreciation shown by the 
Commissioners of the problem as a whole; no attempt made 
to study the results of present methods, nor to devise 
measures of reform 

“It may be safely said that the administration has no policy 
except that of feeding and housing cheaply, and on the 
whole humanely, all who come; and cheapness is estimated 
by a low per capita maintenance, rather than by a reduction 
of the number to be maintained.” 

As an offset to this severe arraignment, the special com- 
mittee freely allowed the financial merits of the administra- 
tion, — merits which are even more striking to-day than they 
were two years ago, no suspicion of dishonesty having ever 
attached to the commission since it was established in 1889. 
The special committee believed, moreover, that the Commis- 
sioners were good buyers, and that in so far as the pur- 
chase of supplies was concerned, the city was efficiently 
served. And such without doubt is still the case; but it 
must be realized that honesty and economy are not the only 
things that go to make a successful administration, and even 
if they were, the practice of mere saving is rarely the best 
way to economize. In every business, success must be 
measured by product rather than by outlay, and penal insti- 


' The amount expended and the sum appropriated do not always correspond. 
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tutions which fail to check crime, or pauper institutions 
which actually manufacture paupers, cannot be counted 
economical, however little they may cost.

We stand ready to attach our instruments to 
any private line owned by the city of Boston. We have 
sold our service to the city of Cambridge, Middlesex County 
House of Correction, also Court-House, American Sugar 
Refinery, and others. We have no doubt but what you can 
reduce that item of expense, $28,000, at least one-half.

GENTLEMEN: I respectfully submit the following proposal 
on behalf of the Economic-Sanitary Company of Montana 
to the city of Boston: 

We will erect, immediately, an adequate plant on a site 
furnished by the city of Boston, rent free, and cremate com- 
mon garbage up to the amount of 150 tons every working 
day in the year, for the sum of $22,000 annually, under a 
contract for ten years. 
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We will guarantee fully the conduct of the cremation 
without any offensive odor or nuisance or deleterious effect 
of any kind arising from the crematory, and contract to 
dispose of garbage delivered to us at the rate of 150 tons per 
day without delay or accumulation of foul refuse. 

We will further guarantee that any residuum remaining 
after cremation by our process will be entirely inoffensive 
and promptly removed at the expense of our company.

Its president is George O. Eaton, United States surveyor 
general for Montana, a graduate of West Point and the 
Columbia School of Mines. 

The plan submitted shows a provision for the separation 
of garbage from ashes and other refuse; but this provision 
would not be used in handling the Boston garbage, which 
can be dumped directly into a shoot leading to the furnace. 

I would court, also, the most thorough expert examination 
of our crematory plan, and will be prepared to clear up any 
points of doubt or criticism by the evidence of engineers of 
the highest professional standing.

MAYOR’S MESSAGE 


CALLING ATTENTION TO 


PROPOSED LEGISLATION RELATING TO 
RAPID TRANSIT. 


OFFICE OF THE Mayor, Ciry HALL, 
Boston, May 3, 1894. 


0 the Honorable the City Council: 

GENTLEMEN: It again becomes my duty to ask your atten- 
tion to legislation proposed relating to the much-discussed 
and important question of rapid transit. For the past three 
years I have endeavored to secure the passage of a law which 
should give to the residents of the city proper, of Charles- 
town, South Boston, Roxbury, Dorchester, and the sur- 
rounding towns rapid transit by means of elevated railroads ; 
and have this year advocated, to the best of my ability, the 
plan recommended by the Boston Rapid Transit Commission 
of 1891, and recently adopted by the Legislature of New 
York State for use in New York city, as the only practical 
way of securing elevated railroads through the narrow busi- 
ness parts of our great cities, namely: an elevated structure 
in the suburbs and a subway through the expensive and con- 
gested business centre. 

The public has, however, been amazed to learn through 
more or less conflicting newspaper accounts, that a bill has 
been reported by the special committee of the Legislature, 
which has been considering this subject, for a specially 
patented system of elevated Tailroads through all the princi- 
pal thoroughfares of Boston. 
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This bill has not been published in full, but on ace ount of 
its great importance I have at the earliest moment possible 
secured a copy, which I transmit for your consideration. 

Upon reading the provisions of this bill I cannot believe it 
possible that a majority of a committee of the Massachusetts 
Legislature, comprising among its fifteen members three 
Rertove on three representatives from Boston, can, in fact, 
have recommended its passage; for, if I understand its pro- 
visions, it is nothing more or less than an audacious scheme 
to enable its promoters to loot the Treasury of the Common- 
wealth, to steal the streets of Boston, and to swindle the in- 
vesting public. 

The chief objections to this scheme appear to be the fol- 
lowing: 

1. The company is allowed to build elevated railroads, 
number of tracks not specified, through thirty-six miles of 
public streets, including the whole of Tremont street, all of 
Washington street north of Forest Hills st: ition, and the 
narrowest parts of Devonshire and Congress streets. Such 
a use of our principal highways would cause an enormous 
injury to property and trade, would mar forever the appear- 
ance of the city, and would practically ruin the business part 
of Boston. 

2. The company is restricted to the use of a special 
patented system of elevated railroad construction; the 
patents for which can, under section two, be turned in to the 
company for any amount of its stock and bonds that the di- 
rectors may see fit to vote for the purpose. 

3. The bill contains no provision for giving security 
for damages sustained by abutters. These damages along 
Washington and Tremont streets alone would amount to 
millions of dollars; and although by section four damages 
are nominally allowed, yet on ‘account of the cunning man- 
ner in which the bill is drawn they could never in fact be 

ealized. Section nine allows the company to mortgage its 
franchise and property, including that after acquired, for 
twenty million dollars; and therefore no execution could 
practically be collected. 

4. A further vicious effect of this absolute right of mort- 
gage, which by section nine is made a contre ict. with the 
Commonwe alth, and therefore beyond the control of future 
legislatures, is, after twenty-five miles of single track have 
been constructed as provided in section eleven, to forever 
dedicate the thirty-six miles of streets named in the bill to 
the exclusive use and control of this particular corporation 
for elevated railroad purposes, whether the road is ever com- 
pleted or not, or whether it is ever operated or not. 
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5. Section two exempts the company from the obliga- 
tion to pay in any part of its capital stock in cash. The 
whole $40,000,000 of stock and bonds authorized by the 
bill can be issued without the payment of a dollar in cash 
into the treasury of the corporation, and can all be given to 
patentees and construction companies, or exchanged for 
State bonds to the extent authorized by section nine. 

6. Section nine provides for the issue by the Common- 
wealth of $10,500,000 of 3 per cent. bonds which are to be 
exchanged for a like amount of the company’s bonds, as fol- 
lows: $3,500, 000 upon the construction and opening for 
public use of each twenty miles of track. ‘This subsidy, 
amounting to $175,000 per mile, is $50,500 per mile more 
than the inventor’s own estimate of the entire cost of his 
road ‘* equipped, etc., ready to operate,” as stated by him to 
the Rapid Transit Commission of 1891. Furthermore, the 
company could probably claim under the peculiar language 
of this clause that the subsidy had been earned when the 
road itself was done, without stations or equipment, and re- 
gardless of its safe, proper, or adequate construction. The 
bare posts and track could undoubtedly be erected for less 
than $100,000 per mile; and thereupon the Treasurer of the 
Commonwealth would be obliged to deliver to the company, 
State bonds to the amount of $175,000 per mile, leaving a 
clear profit to the promoters of $75;000 per mile for sixty 
miles, or $4,500,000 in ail, to which should be added the 
premium from the sale of the State bonds. which would 
amount to from $500,000 to $700,000 more at the prices 
now current. In other words, this ingenious scheme would 
enable its promoters to build a skeleton system of elevated 
railroads at an expense of $6,000,000, collect about $11,000,- 
000 from the Commonwealth, pocket the difference, and in 
the meantime unload upon an unsuspecting public $9,500,000 
of its own bonds and $20,000,000 of stock. 

7. No compensation is to be paid to the city or the State 
for this remarkable franchise and subsidy, exceeding in the 
possibilities of profit anything in the history of public fran- 
chises from the days of the South Sea Bubble to those of the 
Panama Canal. 

8. Section twelve contains an illusory provision for a for- 
feit deposit of $300,000, the obligation to make which could 
be easily evaded by collusive suits in equity. 


These are a few of the objections to this bill, which I com- 
mend to the serious consideration of the members of the City 
Council, and to the attention of the citizens of Boston. 

The City Solicitor, with my approval, has urged upon the 
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members of the Legislature from Boston the objectionable 
features of this measure, in my judgment the most iniqui- 
tous ever said to have been reported by a committee of the 
Massachusetts Legislature, and I hope with good effect.

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE BOSTON. ELEVATED 
RAILWAY COMPANY. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of [representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows: 

Section 1. Joe V. Meigs, Thomas W. Hyde, Willard 
Howland, Theodore W. Myers, Jos. H. O’Neil, Fred. C. 
Patch, Chas. A. Whittier, Geo. H. Towle, Wm. Spaulding 
and Herman Haupt, their associates and successors, are 
hereby made a corporation by the name of “ Boston Elevated 
Railway Company,” with all the privileges and subject to all 
the duties set forth in all general laws which now are or may 
hereafter be in force relating to similar corporations, so far 
as applicable, except as hereinafter provided. 

Sect. 2. The capital stock of said Boston H:evated 
Railway Company shall not be less than ten million dollars, 
divided into shares of one hundred dollars each. The capi- 
tal may be increased from time to time to an amount not 
exceeding twenty million dollars. Said corporation may 
issue coupon or registered bonds. The first mortgage bonds 
of said corporation shall not exceed in the aggregate the 
sum of twenty million dollars. It may issue its capital stock: 
and its bonds in payment for labor performed and materials 
furnished in the construction and equipment of its railways 
and in payment for property and rights acquired to enable it 
to construct, equip, maintain and operate its railways, and 
to provide means for funding its floating debt and for the 
payment of money borrowed for any lawful purpose, and in 
payment of any debt of said corporation. Said corporation 
may mortgage or pledge as security for the payment of its 
bonds, its franchise and all or any of its real or personal 
property and property to be thereafter acquired by it. 

Srcr. 3. Said corporation may locate, construct, equip, 
maintain and operate lines of the Meigs system of elevated 
railway upon the several streets, highways, places and routes 
herein designated and fixed, to wit : —

First, commencing at a point on Main street in or near 

Sullivan square and thence running through and over Sulli- 
van square, over Main street to and through City square, to 

and through Warren avenue, to and through and near or 
over Warren bridge crossing Charles river, to and through 
Beverly street, and through Causeway street, to and through 
Canal street, to and through Haymarket square, to and 
through Washington street, to and through Adams square, 
to and through Devonshire street, to and through State 
street, to and “through Congress street, to and through Post

Second, commencing at a point on Bow street in Somer- 
ville, near its junction with Walnut street, thence over Bow 
street, to and through Union square, to and through Web- 
ster avenue, to and through Cambridge street, to and across 
Craigie bridge or across Charles river under the supervision 
of the board of harbor and land commissioners upon a new 
bridge near the foot of Bent street to a point on Charles- 
river embankment, between Allen and Poplar streets in 
Boston, thence across Charlesbank, to and through Charles 
street to Leverett street, through Leverett street, to and 
through Brighton street, to and through Lowell street to 
Causeway street, through Causeway street, to and through 


Portland street to and across Hanover street, thence through 
private property to and through Elm street, to and through 
Washington street, to and through Adams square, to and 
through | Washington street to its “junction with Hyde Park 
avenue; with a branch line starting from the junction of 
Washington and Warren streets and running through 
Warren street, to and through Blue Hill avenue to Vaughan 
street. 

Third, commencing at a point in Brattle square in Cam- 
bridge, thence running through Brattle square, to and 


through Harvard street, to rd through Main street, near 
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Harvard square, to and across the Charles river via West 
Boston bridge, at or near or parallel to it, to Cambridge 
street in Boston, or by the most convenient route from the 
point of deflection from Main street, to and across a new 
bridge as hereinbefore provided, to Boston, and from said 
bridge by the most convenient route to Cambridge street, 
and thence along Cambridge street to and through Bowdoin 
square, to and through Court street to Hanover street, 
to and through Court street or Seollay square, to and 
through Tremont row, to and through Tremont. street, 
to and through Pynchon street, to and through Centre 
street to the corner of May street; with a branch from the 
junction of Tremont and Boylston streets, through Boylston 
street, to Berkeley street, peel Berkeley street to St. 
James avenue, through St. James avenue to Huntington 
avenue, and through» Huntington avenue, to and through 
Tremont and Washington streets to Village lane in the an 
of Brookline, together with such spurs, branches, sidings, 
turnouts, connections, deflections, switches, extensions and 
loops in connection with any aforesaid lines as may be 
authorized by the railroad commissioners. 

Secr. 4. The building or use of such railway in any 
public way, shall be deemed a new servitude, for which par- 
ties injured may recover reasonable compensation in the 
manner herein provided, Any person owning the fee in 
said public way, or in the premises which abut thereon, may 
at any time within three years after the construction of any 
part of said railway upon his premises, each owner of the 
abutting premises being for this purpose considered as owner 
of the fee of the street to the centre thereof, file in the 
clerk’s office of the superior court for the county where his 

said premises lie, a petition, setting forth his claim against 

said corporation. He shall give to said corporation, “four 
teen days’ notice of the filing of said petition. Answer 
thereto shall be filed by said corporation within thirty days 
after the return day of such notice. The petition shall be 
heard before a jury, if either party claims such right at the 
time of the filing the petition or the answer thereto; other- 
wise the same shall be heard before the court, without a 
jury. 

The finding shall be on the following questions, to wit: 
“Has the property in question been damaged more than it 
has been benefited or improved in value, by reason of the 
location and construction of said railway?” “If so, how 
much ?” 

If it shall be found that the damage exceeds the benefit 
and improvement in value, a verdict for such excess shall 
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be rendered for the petitioner, otherwise a verdict shall be 
rendered for the corporation. 

Secor. 5. Said corporation may locate stations at conven- 
ient points, with suitable exits and approaches to and from 
the street, and the same may be located over any street or way. 
Said corporation shall construct a station in Adams square 
and in Scollay square, which shall connect its several lines 
of railway, and for that purpose, and asa part of said station, 
shall construct an elevated passage-way through and over Brat- 
tle street. Said corporation may lease, purchase or other 
wise take the fee of land for the purpose of constructing its 
railway, buildings, shops, stations, engine and car-houses, 
and for any purpose necessary for the construction or conven- 
ient use by said corporation, or the public, of its said rail- 
way, and for such purposes may take any private property 
in the manner in which land may be taken for the construc- 
tion of railroads as set forth in sections 95 and 97 of chapter 
112 of the Public Statutes. Said corporation shall pay ail 
damages occasioned by the taking of such land or private 
property in accordance with the provisions of this section 
and such damage on the application of either party shall be 
estimated and determined in the manner provided in refer- 
ence to the assessment of damages occasioned by the laying 
out of highways. 

Secr. 6. Whenever said corporation shall make any ex- 
cavations in or near any public highway or shall set any 
foundation, pier or post in or near the same, the surface = 
the street, sidewalk or other ground shall be restored a 
soon as practicable to the condition, as near as may be, in 
which it was before the excavation was made; and any in- 
terference which shall be made, with or change in water or 
gas mains or pipes, sewers, ‘drains or other subterranean 
works shall be upon condition that the same shall be imme- 
diately restored to a serviceable condition, as good as before 
such change or interference, and at the sole cost and expense 
of said corporation. The superior court in equity may sum- 
marily enforce the provisions of this section by injunction 
or other appropriate remedies. 

Secr. 7. Said corporation may establish for its sole ben- 
efit a toll or fare which shall not exceed upon the routes 
fixed by the provisions of this act the sum of five cents for 
a single passage between the termini of said routes. And, if 
necessary, transfer checks shall be issued on demand, without 
additional payment, which shall entitle the passenger to a 
continuous ride from any station to any other station on the 
system. 

Secr. 8. When said elevated railway has been con- 
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structed or any portion thereof, it shall upon application of 
the railway company, be examined by the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners and if the same shall be deemed by it to be 
safe for public use, it shall give a certificate to said railway 
company to that effect, which certificate shall be filed in the 
office of the treasurer of the Commonwealth. 

BECT. Jer Said corporation may, as provided in section 
two, authorize and make an issue of first mortgage bonds to 
the amount of twenty million dollars payable in fifty years 
from the date of their issue and bearing interest at the rate 
of five per centum per annum, payable semi-annually, which 
said issue if made shall be secured by a first mortgage or 
deed of trust covering the franchise, roadway, stations, 
engine-houses, car-houses, rolling stock, and all other 
property of every name and nature which at the time of the 
execution of said mortgage or deed of trust the said corpora- 
tion shall own or which it may thereafter acquire during the 
life of said mortgage or deed of trust. The trustee named 
in said deed of trust or mortgage shall be the treasurer of 
the Commonwealth or a trust company doing business in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts or in the State of New York, 
which shall be satisfactory to the treasurer of this Common- 
wealth. Said issue of twenty million dollars shall be divided 
into two classes of bonds, designated as “ Class A,” and “ Class 
B.” Class A shall comprise ten million five hundred thousand 
dollars of said issue; Class B shall comprise nine million 
five hundred thousand dollars of said issue. When under 
the provisions of this act there shall have been constructed 
twenty miles of railway track, and the same shall have been 
opened for public use, then the treasurer of this Common- 
wealth, upon the request of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company, is hereby authorized and directed to receive and 
accept from said company, any portion of said bonds in- 
cluded in Class A, not exceeding three million five hundred 
thousand dollars, and deliver in exchange therefor, bonds in 
the name and under the seal of the Commonwealth, signed 
by the treasurer of said Commonwealth to the amount of the 
railway company bonds so received by said treasurer, dollar 
for dollar, the bonds of the Commonwealth to bear interest 
at the rate of three per centum per annum, payable semi- 
annually at the office of the treasurer of the Commonwealth 
and to be redeemable at the same place at the expiration of 
fifty years from their date. Said bonds shall be. deemed to 
be a pledge of the faith and credit of the Commonwealth for 
the redemption thereof. And upon the completion of each 
additional twenty miles, the treasurer of the Commonwealth 
shall issue to said Boston Elevated Railway Company bonds 
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of the Commonwealth, alike in all particulars to the bonds 
above described in exchange for bonds of the Boston Ele- 
vated Railway Company, included in said Class A to an 
amount not exceeding three million five hundred thousand 
dollars. But the entire issue of the bonds of the Common- 
wealth under the provisions of this act shall not exceed ten 
million five hundred thousand dollars inall. The provisions 
of this section shall be considered as a contract between the 
Commonwealth and said Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany. 

Sect. 10. All payments of interest which shall be re- 
ceived by the treasurer of the Commonwealth on account 
of the bonds of the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
shall constitute a sinking-fund and shall be held and in- 
vested by the treasurer of the Commonwealth, and used first 
for the payment of the interest on the bonds of the Com- 
monwealth issued under the provisions of this act, and then 
for the payment of the principal of the said bonds of the Com- 
monwealth ; and upon the payment of an amount of cash or 
securities to the satisfaction of said treasurer or when said 
sinking-fund shall amount to a sum equal to the principal 
and interest upon the bonds of the Commonwealth, then out- 
standing, then the bonds of the said Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company shall be delivered to the treasurer of said rail- 
way company for the uses and purposes of said company, 
and the income of said sinking-fund thereafter accruing shall 
be covered into the treasury of the Commonwealth. 

Secor. 11. Said corporation shall construct within two 
years from the passage of this act at least twenty-five miles 
of elevated railway track. If it shall be found upon infor- 
mation filed by the attorney-general in the supreme judicial 
court for the county of Suffolk, that said corporation has neg- 
ligently failed to comply with the provisions of this section 
then said court may declare the franchise herein granted for- 
feited, and proceed to wind up and dissolve said corporation. 
The running of said two years or the six months mentioned in 
section 12 of this bill shall be suspended while any injunc- 
tion or restraining order shall be outstanding against said 
railway company. 

Sect. 12. Said corporation shall, within six months after 
this act shall take effect, deposit with the treasurer of the 
Commonwealth three hundred thousand dollars in cash or 
securities satisfactory to said treasurer, the same to be held 
as a forfeit to the Commonwealth if said corporation shall not 
construct at least twenty-five miles of railway track, as pro- 
vided in Section 11 of this act, and when the provisions of 
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said section have been complied with the treasurer shall 
refund said deposit to said corporation.

To the Honorable the Board of Aldermen: 


GENTLEMEN: The three orders passed by your Honor- 
able Board April 30, 1894, relating to placing the wires of 
the Boston Electric Light Company, the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, and the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Company of Massachusetts underground, are now 
before me. 

As a result of a conference with the members of your 
Honorable Board this afternoon, I understand that it was the 
intention of the Board in passing these orders to express its 
opinion that the public interest required that all the wires 
which now encumber the streets should be placed under- 
ground as soon and as far as practicable, and to require the 
companies to formulate their plans for accomplishing this 
purpose and submit them to the Mayor and Aldermen on or 
before the first of June next; but that the Board in these 
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orders had not taken action under any of its powers derived 
from statutes, ordinances, or conditions of the permits to 
compel the removal of wires and poles. In other words, I 
do not understand that your Board claims that the orders as 
passed are operative except to the extent of requesting the 
presentation of plans by the several companies within the 
time specified. If such plans are not presented by the com- 
panies, the Board will then be at liberty to take such action 
in the premises as they are authorized by law to take. 

Under these circumstances, I shall sign the several orders 
to-morrow unless informed by the Board at its session this 
afternoon that I have misunderstood the purpose of the 
orders. 

These considerations apply as well to the order affecting 
the West End Street Railway Company, which was approved 
last month. 

Let me suggest, however, that the orders are somewhat 
vague in respect to the preparation and presentation of the 
plans referred to, and that it might be well to pass orders 
distinctly requiring the companies to furnish their plans by 
the first day of June, and that the Superintendent of Streets 
withhold the approval provided for in the original orders 
until the plans have been approved by the “Mayor ane 
Aldermen.

Dear Sir: The trustees desire to call your attention to 
the fact that the last loan for new buildings for the Hospital 
Department will be exhausted by the contracts now under 
way, and will leave the hospital without adequate means for 
the following purposes :

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The Chester Park Hospital for infectious diseases will be 
finished and ready for occupancy in August or September, 
and in order to bring the same into active service for the 
benefit of the public, it will be necessary to have the means 
for furnishing and equipping the same, and the trustees be- 
lieve that $30, 000 will be necessary to carry out this purpose. 

Considerable work must be done in erading, filling, con- 
struction of roadways, and airing-erounds about the buildings. 
For these purposes it is estimated that $12,000 will be 
necessary. 

The trustees call attention to the absence of any means 
for the extinguishing of fire. Thev have in previous years 
asked for a special appropriation, as the sum of money 
required for this purpose was larger than could be spared 
from any annual appropriation, and no special appropriation 
was set aside for this purpose. The hospital buildings should 
be thoroughly equipped with stand-pipes and fire- -escapes 
without delay, and for this purpose it is estimated that the 
sum of $12,000 will be required. 

By reason of the fact that the hospital buildings have 
practically doubled their number within the last two years, 
and for purposes of economy, it was thought best to abandon 
the old boiler-house, and construct a new one of a capacity 
sufficient to heat the entire plant. This involved a change 
in the system used, and a reorganization of the heating 
apparatus of the old buildings. The estimate of experts on 
this matter is that the sum of $25,000 will be required. 

The enlargement of the operating building on the surgical 
side will make it necessary that the surgical horse-sheds 
should be removed, and others constructed on a new location. 
Three thousand dollars is necessary for this purpose. 

The trustees have the means for constructing a new boiler- 
house and putting in an electric plant for the new buildings. 
Having an electric plant of sufficient size to light the whole 
group of hospital buildings, it is desirable that the old 
buildings should be wired and proper fixtures supplied, both 
for reasons of economy, for the health of the patients, and as 
a safeguard against fire. It is estimated that the exhaust 
steam from this electric light will alone heat the aaah et 
The hospital est: ablishment has now become so large that i 
is necessary to have a complete system of telephones con- 
necting all departments, as the size of the place makes this 
absolutely necessary for the proper despatch of the business. 
For the purpose of wiring and lighting the old buildings, and 


g 
telephone system, it is estimated that $25, 000 will be neces- 


sary. 
There are now four elevator wells, and it is estimated that 
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$16,000 will be necessary to put in four elevators. The 
trustees already have at their disposal $4,000 for this pur- 
pose. It will therefore be necessary to have $12,000 to 
complete the elevator system. 

By reason of the great increase in the number of patients, 
employees, and others, our present laundry, already much 
overtaxed and crowded, will be entirely inadequate to do the 
laundry work. The present location of the old boiler-house 
is the proper place for the construction of a new laundry, 
sterilizing room, chambers overhead for domestics, and a 
clothes-yard upon the roof. The present buildings are prac- 
tically condemned, as they have split and settled since the 
extension of the sewer through Albany street. The thinness 
of the walls prevents any superstructure being added. The 
building used as a dead- house and autopsy-room will not be 
required on the completion of the new mortuary, and the 
buildings now on this ground should be replaced by new 
buildings specially designed for the purposes named. For 
this the sum of $35,000 will be necessary. 

The trustees have already made a request for an appropri- 
ation for the taking of the lands and various estates on 
Massachusetts avenue, corner of Harrison avenue, for the 
purpose of enlargement of the Nurses’ Home. 

The completion of the new operating building, and two 
new wards on the surgical side, will make it necessary that 
considerable work should be dened in grading, paving roads, 
purchase of loam, and turfing. For this purpose the sum of 
$8,000 will be required. 

On the completion of the new mortuary, pathological 
building, and mortuary chapel, it will be necessary to lay 
out the “grounds i in the old East Springfield-street lot. Con- 
siderable filling will be required, and grounds should be 
afforded for the purpose of utilizing our tents, the former 
location having been abandoned for the purpose of building 
new werds. The hospital grounds are already quite crowded, 
and airing-space should be afforded for patients. For these 
purposes, and for the moving of our green-houses, the sum 
of $15,000 will be necessary. 

Wards K and L, so long used for the isolation of delirious 
patients, should have radical changes made in its system of 
ventilation and plumbing. The poor condition of this build- 
ing is one of the factors which has led to the demand for a 
new and more modern building. When our new wards are 
constructed, these old wards should be entirely renovated, 
the system of ventilation changed, and the bath-rooms, lava- 
tories, water-closets, ete., relocated, in order that the 
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building may be healthful, which it is not now. For this 
purpose the sum of $10,000 will be necessary. 

By reason of the increase in the number of patients it will 
be necessary to furnish accommodations for the increased 
number of nurses which will be required to carry on the 
work. The present Nurses’ Home has long since outgrown 
the number of nurses employed. The hospital is paying 
rent for a house on East Springfield street, and there are 
also rooming nurses in various parts of the hospital. When 
our new buildings are done, further accommodations are 
absolutely necessary, and the trustees yecommend the 
enlargement of the present Nurses’ Home, which should be 
of sufficient size for the accommodation of the nursing service 
of the hospital. The City Architect estimates that such a 
building would cost $85,000. 

The trustees feel that these appropriations should be 
furnished immediately in order to complete the construction 
of the buildings and the laying out of the grounds, as well as 
furnishing the Chester Par k Hospital facilities for properly 
doing the laundry work, and other purposes named, in order 
that the same may be put into immediate execution during 
the present season, as soonas the buildings are completed. 
These things are necessary in order to put into full operation 
the buildings and grounds to meet the demand of the public 
for hospital accommodations next season. 

The trustees also desire to call your Honor’s attention to 
the necessity of an appropriation for the following objects in 
the near future, which are necessary for the various needs 
of the hospital : 

After the buildings are completed and the grounds are laid 
out, the premises should be surrounded by a brick wall for 
the protection of the hospital and patients, and to carry out 
the style of wall already partially surrounding the premises, 
the sum of $15,000 will be necessary. 

It is desirable, and good economy, that we should pur- 
chase our coal direct from the mines, and in order to do this 
the construction of coal-sheds will be necessary, upon the 
land in the rear of the boiler-house and stable, for storage 
purposes. The stone wharf is in bad condition, and long ago 
should have been reconstructed. For these purposes, and 
for the addition of store-sheds and paving the grounds, it is 
estimated that the sum of $12,000 will be required. 

It will be necessary to provide dormitory accommodations 
for house officers, subordinate officers, male nurses, etc., and 
for this purpose a special building should be erected, for 
which it is estimated that the sum of $65,000 will be re- 
quired. 
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Therefore, while the latter items above may, if it becomes 
necessary, wait until the latter part of the year, the trustees 
deem it absolutely necessary that an appropriation of $330,- 
500 for the special purposes specified should be at once 
provided. Many of these items have already been asked 
tor, but they are now grouped, so as to make manifest what 
is necessary for the immediate completion of the hospital. 
The trustees respectfully request that this sum may be 
appropriated.

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OPINION OF CORPORATION COUNSEL 


AS TO 


WHETHER THE CITY CAN RECOVER FROM THE 
WEST END STREET RAILWAY COMPANY, AS THE 
SUCCESSOR TO THE METROPOLITAN RAILROAD 

- COMPANY, THE EXPENSE OF PAVING WASHING-— 
TON STREET FROM CORNHILL TO BOYLSTON 
STREET.

To the Honorable Board of Aldermen: 


GENTLEMEN: I am asked whether, in my opinion, the city 
of Boston can recover from the West End Street Railway 
Company, as the successor to the Metropolitan Railroad 
Company, the expense which the city of Boston was put to 
in paving Washington street from Cornhill to Boylston 
street, said Metropolitan Railroad Company in their fourth 
location granted by the Board of Aldermen on December 31, 
1859, having agreed to repave the street at their own ex- 
pense with the best of stone material whenever the Board of 
Aldermen should so determine, the said Board having deter- 
mined that this street should have been so repaved during 
the year 1892. 

By the location referred to, the Metropolitan Railroad 
Company had the right to lay down a single track in Tremont 
street from its then terminus in said street to the junction of 
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Court street and Cornhill, in Cornhill to Washington street, 
and in Washington street from Cornhill to the junction of 
Boylston and Washington streets. 

The right to lay down this additional track was given 
under the “express proviso and condition that the Metro- 
politan Railroad Company shall at all times after the rails 
are laid down keep in good order and complete repair the 
whole of the roadway or cart way of the streets in which the 
track is located by this order, and at their own expense and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and when- 
ever the Board of Aldermen shall from time to time deter- 
mine and order that any portion of the said streets through 
and in which the track is located by the terms and under the 
authority of this order shall be repaved with what they shall 
deem to be the best of stone material, the whole expense of 
such paving shall be paid by the said Metropolitan Railroad 
Company, the work to be done by the Superintendent of 
Streets under the authority of the Board of Aldermen.” 

There were other provisos and conditions attached to this 
location which it is not necessary to enumerate ‘in deciding 
this question. 

In granting this location to the Metropolitan Railroad Com- 
pany, the Board of Aldermen acted as: public officers under 
authority of the statute and not as agents of the city of Bos- 
ton, and the acceptance of this location by the railroad com- 
pany did not make a contract between the city and the 
Metropolitan Railroad Company for a breach of which a suit 
could be maintained. The most that could be contended on 
the part of the city in regard to the authority of the Board 
of Aldermen to annex this condition to the granting of the 
location would be that they had a legal right so to ‘do, and 
that the railroad company having secured the location by ac- 
cepting it with this condition could not keep the location 
and repudiate the condition. 

By the provisions of chapter 413 of the Acts of 1887, if 
the West End Street Railway Company purchased the 
Metropolitan Street Railroad Company, or consolidated with 
it, it was to hold, possess, exercise, and enjoy all its loca- 
tions, and be subject to all the duties, restrictions, and liabili- 
ties to which said Metropolitan Railroad Company was then 
subject. 

Iam informed that, since the West End Street Railway 
Company has used this location, no demand has ever been 
made upon it to fulfil any of the conditions of the original 
location in 1859, and that no notice was given to it of the 
intention of the city to repave Washington street in 1892, 
or any suggestion made before the work was done that the 
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West End Company would be asked to pay any portion of 
the expense of the paving. I am of opinion, therefore, that 
the city of Boston cannot recover from the West End Street 
Railway Company any expense which the city has incurred 
in the paving of Washington street in 1892.

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OPINION OF THE CORPORATION COUNSEL 


ON THE 


RIGHT OF THE CITY COUNCIL TO TRANSFER MONEY 
FROM THE APPROPRIATION FOR PUBLIC CELE- 
BRATIONS TO BE USED FOR SUCH A PURPOSE AS 
THE RELIEF OF THE SUFFERERS FROM THE ROX- 
BURY FIRE.

ALPHEUS SANFORD, Esq., Chairman of Board of Aldermen: 


Dear Str: In my opinion section 1 of chapter 261 of 
the Acts of 1893 does not apply to a transfer from the 
appropriation for public celebrations. Appropriations made 
under the amended charter of the city of Boston may be divided 
into three classes: First, appropriations of money to be ex- 
pended by the Board of Aldermen or City Council, or either 
branch of the City Council, such as appropriations for State 
aid, and the appropriations for the incidental and contingent 
expenses. Second, appropriations, either general or special, 
to be expended by the executive or some executive depart- 
ment. And, third, uncompleted appropriations where money 
is simply set aside for some purpose by the appropriation 
order, the appropriation to be completed thereafter by some 
future order directing by whom and in what manner money 
is to be spent. 

Section 1 of chapter 261 of the Statutes of 1893 applies 
only to appropriations, whether for some specific purpose or 
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for the needs and expenditures of any department, said ap- 
propriations, whether specific or general, to be expended by 
some department. The section is to be considered as a 
whole, and I think that the clause, “ No transfer of any part 
of the money thus appropriated shall be made except within 
the department,” shows that the whole section applies only 
to appropriations which are to be expended by a depart- 
ment. 

In my opinion the City Council can transfer from the ap- 
propriation for public celebrations without the written recom- 
mendation of the Mayor.

MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 


REPORTS OF THE FIRE COMMISSIONERS AND BOS- 
TON WATER BOARD RELATIVE TO THE RECENT 
FIRE IN THE ROXBURY DISTRICT. 


City oF Boston, OFFicE oF THE Mayor, 
City Bees May 28, 1894.

GENTLEMEN : I transmit are ortir: for the information of 
the City Council, reports from the Board of Fire Commis- 
sioners and the Boston Water Board relating to the recent 
fire in the Roxbury District.

Drar Sir: I respectfully submit, for the Board of Fire 
Commissioners, a brief report of the fire on Tremont street, 
Roxbury, Tuesday, the 15th inst., based on the testimony 
of officers and men who were present and assisted in its 
extinguishment. 

The fire started under the rows of seats back of the rieht 
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field in the base-ball grounds, known as “ bleachers,” prob- 
ably from a match ignited to light a cigar, or from the stub 
of a cigar or cigarette itself. Beneath these seats and all 
along the fence was a running mass of rubbish, very dry, 
light and inflammable, consisting of chips, shavings, papers, 
dead ¢ erass, peanut shells, etc., which, once alight, travelled 
with only less rapidity than a powder-train, and quickly 
fired not only the fence, but the buildings which backed up 
against it. Lieutenant Murphy, of Engine 29, was seated on 
the bleachers, and though not where he could see the danger 
at first as well as some others, as soon as he recognized - ib 
he ran to Hose Company 7 and gave a still alarm. Box 215 
was pulled immediately after. 

District Chief E. H. Sawyer, who was close at hand, com- 
ing down from Tremont street, had his attention first di- 
rected to a fire in ahouse on Berlin street, and helped to run 
Hose 7’s line to that point, necessitating the use of about 500 
feet of hose. He led the line through an archway under a 
double dwelling-house from Berlin street to some buildings 
in the rear, used for stables and woodsheds and backing 
against the fence of the base-ball grounds. He did not know 
at that time where the fire started, but supposed among the 
buildings where he was working, having approached from 
that side. Chief Sawyer says that as soon as he saw how 
the fire was spreading on all sides of him he sent a fireman 
to order his driver, who was at the box, to ring a second 
alarm. However this may be, the message was not deliv- 
ered, and the second was not given. Box 98, however, 
without orders from the department, had been pulled three 
minutes after 215 by an outside party; but while that 
brought in second alarm apparatus, it brought it in a direc- 
tion where it could not be so quickly or adv: antageously used 
as though coming on a genuine second from Box 215. It 
was about seventeen minutes from this time when the m: aoni- 
tude of the problem was fully realized, and a third alarm was 
sent in, soon followed by a fourth. Chief Sawyer worked 
from the commencement of the fire in Berlin street, east of 
Coventry, Burke, Tremont and Cunard streets, until the con- 
flagration was under control. Chief Gaylord, of District 9, 
arrived about four minutes later, and attacked, with good 
success for a time, the danger points higher up toward Tre- 
mont street and along toward W alpole street, but was driven 
out by the rapid sweep and great intensity of the heat. The 
only hydrants available were on Tremont street. There were 
none on Burke, Coventry, Cunard, Berlin or Walpole 
streets, and that in the base-ball erounds —a private hy- 
drant — was not supplied with w ater. It is claimed that there 
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was serious lack of water at critical times and places, and 
there is no doubt that the absence of hydrants in those 
streets sericusly crippled the department. The Chief of 
Department, District Chiefs Sawyer and Gaylord, Captains 
Gargan of Ladder 12, and Hart of Engine 13, as well as 
others, testify to this, and that this lack was felt even in the 
early stages of the fire, before so many engines were draft- 
ing from the single main. Moreover, so great were the 
distances that lines had to be laid at the start, that only one 
line could be run from an engine, and in some cases it is 
claimed there was not enough water to get the best results 
even from that. 

The Chief of Department held a vantage point at the cor- 
ner of Cunard and Tremont streets. Three engines were 
located there and doing excellent work, not only on the out- 
side, but through lines in buildings, when a wave of fire 
swept over withont any warning, forcing an abandonment of 
that position and the engines and hydrant, the latter being 
the only one immediatel y available. The hydrants were on 
the fire side of Tremont street. Had the men been able to 
hold that position the ‘ire would probably have been pre- 
vented from crossing Tremont street, but such was _ the 
suddenness and intensity of the heat that they were compelled 
to flee for their lives, with none too much time to save 
them. 

After the fire had leaped to the roofs of the Cabot street 
buildings in the further side, the main portion of the force 
at the fire was concentrated to stop it there, and the effort 
was entirely successful. 

The unthinking incredulity of people who cannot under- 
stand how the fire could cross an eighty-foot street must cer- 
tainly be BE aaa by the knowledge that the burning 
embers set fires five thousand feet away, and travelled even 
farther than that. The enormous demand upon the depart- 
ment resources must be acknowledged, for there were fully 
thirty other fires which caught from “this and had to be put 
out by the department; not in the immediate neighborhood 
of Box 215, but all over Roxbury, and this number makes 
no account of the many fires attended to by the individual 
efforts of citizens. 

The United States Signal Service office reports that at 
4.22 P.M. the prevailing direction of the wind was north- 
west. Its velocity was twenty-four miles per hour, and for 
a time thirty miles, sweeping over a large open territory 
The fire had attacked along the tinder- box houses on half’ : 
dozen streets teading up to Tremont street before any He! 
man power could check it, driven by the exciting force of a 
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powerful wind. The multiplicity of points, the quickness 
of combustion, and the claimed weakness of the water sup- 
ply, constituted a problem that no defensive force could 
solve without a long and hard struggle. Officers. and men 
worked heroically and intelligently. There was no shirking 
or shrinking, as the long list of injuries when the fire was 
ended testified. There was no faltering, and no serious mis- 
takes were made, unless the failure to give the second and 
the delay in giving the third and fourth alarms are to be ex- 
cepted. These should have been given earlier. Box 98 did 
not fully take the place of the second. The suddenness and 
sweep of the fire, and his earnest efforts to keep it where he 
supposed it had originated, prevented District Chief Saw- 
yer from obtaining ane using the knowledge he should have 
had. He was working in a kind of well which shut off his 
view from the progress of the flames along the long and high 
fence in the rear, which were travelling like a prairie fire. 
The situation should have been grasped earlier, but the mis- 
take lay in an excess of zeal rather than in a lack of it... tas 
the first one of a serious nature that he ever made. He is: 
cool, courageous, experienced and capable fireman. He is 
one of the city’s most faithful servants, and the department 
and our citizens have had good reason many times in the 
past to commend his excellent judgment. Nearly two 
months ago he called attention to the lack of hydrants on the 
side streets,and his recommendations were referred to the 
Water Board with a request to furnish. We are informed 
that that Board was engaged in piping and _ preparing that 
section for hydrants when the fire occurred. 

I wish to say in conclusion, in spite of contrary state- 
ments, that there was an amply sufficient force to man all 
the lines that came in on the first alarm.

the water-pipes in Burke, Coventry, Cunard and’ Walpole 
streets were formerly a part of the Jamaica Pond Aqueduct 
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system, which was turned over to the city January 10, 1893. 
This department has been engaged in making connections of 
these pipes with the Cochituate system throughout the Rox- 
bury District ever since that date On April 13, 1894, we 
received a communication from the Fire Carnniioncrs ask- 
ing that three hydrants be placed in that locality, and their 
request, which was granted, took the regular course, and the 
hydrants would have been located within a short time. The 
Water Board are positive that there was an ample supply of 
water in that vicinity.

OPINION OF THE CORPORATION COUNSEL 


REGARDING THE 


ACCEPTANCE OF AN ACT OF THE LEGISLA-— 
TURE OVER A VETO BY TH MAYOR. 


City or Boston, 
OFFICE OF THE CORPORATION COUNSEL, 
May 26, 1894. 
To the Common Council: 

GENTLEMEN: My opinion is requested in answer to the 
following question: Whether an act passed by the Legis- 
lature containing a clause that the same shall take effect when 
accepted by the Mavor and City Council of Boston can be 
passed by the City Council over the veto of the Mayor. 

T understand that your honorable body means by this to 
inquire whether the phrase “Mayor and City Council” has 
any different meaning than the phrase “ City Council.” 
When an act is passed to go into effect when accepted by the 
city of Boston, or when accepted by the City Council of 
Boston, it means that the act shall take effect when accepted 
by the City Council in the usual manner, that is, by con- 
current vote of both branches, signed by the Mayor, or else 
by an order passed over the Mayor’s veto. 

If the phrase “ Mayor and City Council,” which is a new 
and unusual one, means only this, I do not see why the 
word “ Mayor” should be inserted in an act. The phrase 
being a novel one, and not having received judicial interpre- 
tation, much light would be thrown upon the interpretation 
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of such an act by the report of the committee reporting the 
act, and by the proceedings of the Legislature that passed it. 


If it appeared by the proceedings that the word “ Mayor ” 
was inserted advisedly in order to give the Mayor an abso- 
lute veto power, that is, to provide that the act should not 
take effect unless he sioned it after the City Council had 
accepted it, then this intention of the Legislature so expressed 
would, in my opinion, lead a court to construe the act as 
requiring the signature of the Mayor to the acceptance of the 
act. 

The question not being asked in regard to some specific 
act, I cannot answer a ‘general question of this kind more 
positively than I have done.

In Boarp or ALDERMEN, June 25, 1894. 


The Committee on Streets and Sewers, to whom was re- 
ferred the petition of the West End Street Railway Company 
for leave to construct, maintain, and use double tracks on 
Lexington street, Shelby street, and Eagle street, also to 
establish and maintain the overhead electric system of motive 
power in operating its cars in said streets, having considered 
the subject, respectfully recommend the passage of the accom- 
panying orders.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
the West End Street Railway Company to lay down tracks 
in the streets of the city of Boston, said company shall have 
the right to lay down, maintain, and use double tracks in 
Lexington street, East Boston, from the point on said street 
where tracks now end to Eagle street; also double tracks 
from the tracks on Chelsea street through Shelby street to 
Eagle street; and on said Eagle street, with curves into 
proposed new car-house on said street, with all necessary 
curves, sidings, switches, connections, and cross-overs, said 
tracks and turn-outs being shown by red lines on a plan 
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made by A. L. Plimpton, dated May 21, 1894, and de- 
posited in the office of the Superintendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of streets, and 
shall be approved by him. Also upon condition that said 
West End Street Railway Company shall accept this order 
of location, and shall agree, in writing, to comply with the 
conditions herein contained, and shall file said acceptance 
and agreement with the city clerk within thirty days from 
the passage of this order; otherwise it shall be null and 
void. 

Ordered, That the consent of the Board of Aldermen be 
hereby granted to the West End Street Railway Company, 
to establish and maintain the electric system of motive power 
in the operation of its cars in the city of Boston by the 
overhead system, so called, as follows: 

On Lexington street, Kast Boston, from the point on said 
street where the system now ends to Eagle street; from 
Chelsea street, on Shelby street to Eagle street, and on said 
Kagle street to and connecting with the proposed new car- 
house on the northerl y side of “said Eagle street. 

And permission is hereby granted to the said West End 
Street Railway Company, to “erect, maintain, and use such 
wires and iron poles, of the height of not less than twenty 
feet, at the places indicated by red circles or dots on the 
plans filed in the office of the Superintendent of Streets, 
dated May 21, 1894, as may be necessary to establish and 
maintain said overhead electric system of motive power. 

The rights herein granted are upon condition that the 
whole work of constructing the same, and the kind and 
quality of material used, shall be under the direction and to 
the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and be 
approved by him. 

Also, upon condition that nothing herein contained shall 
be deemed a limitation or waiver of any rights now possessed 
or that may hereafter be conferred on the Board of Aldermen 
of the city of Boston, to make rules and regulations pertain- 
ing to the operation and maintenance of the electric system, 
and the running of electric cars in the city of Boston. 

Also, upon ‘condition that said railway company shall 
accept this order and agree to comply with the conditions 
herein contained, and shall file such acceptance and agree- 
ment with the city clerk within thirty days from the passage 
thereof; otherwise it shall be null and void.

The work of locating said tracks and constructing said 
overhead system to be completed within ninety days from 
the date of the passage of this order.

To the Honorable the Board of Aldermen: 


GENTLEMEN: | have the honor to transmit herewith a 
communication received to-day from the Board of Gas and 
Electric Light Commissioners sustaining the appeal of the 
Edison Electric Hluminating Company from the order of your 
Honorable Board approved February 19, 1894, granting 
permission to Durrell, Fitz, & Ainsley to supply a build- 
ing across the street from their premises with electricity for 
lighting purposes. 

I need not say that I dissent totally from the principle of 
this decision. ‘To prevent the owner or lessee of an estate 
having surplus power at his disposal from selling the same, 
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either in the form of light, heat, or power, to occupants of 
neighboring estates, upon the ground that “it is the policy 
of the Commonwealth to give to the community in the pur- 
chase of its light the same advantages by State regulation 
and supervision which is given by competition in the sale of 
other commodities,” seems to me to be an entire misapplica- 
tion of the statute vesting in the Board of Gas and Electric 
Light Commissioners an appeal from the orders of the Board 
of Aldermen. An argument which might be effective if 
addressed to the request of a new corporation seeking numer- 
ous locations in the streets for the purpose of general com- 
petition seems wholly inapplicable to the petition of an 
owner or occupant of real estate to distribute surplus power 
among his immediate neighbors. 

I have never understood that it was the object of the 
legislation establishing the Board of Gas and Electric Light 
Commissioners to create absolute monopolies which could 
only be broken down upon proof of “ inefficient service” or 
‘unreasonable rates.” A lower price offered in a particular 
case should generally, it seems to me, be a sufficient justifi- 
cation for a permit to do the business; and in the case in 
question, where it was simply proposed to use an existing 
conduit under a street, without disturbing its surface, I am 
wholly unable to see the justice of compelling the firm of 
Wheeler, Blodgett, & Co. to buy their light from the appel- 
lant corporation.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS, 
BoarD OF Gas AND ELectric Light CoMMISSIONERS, 
Boston, June 18, 1894. 
Appeal of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company of 
Boston, from an order of the Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Boston, in favor of O. H. Durrell et al. 


The order appealed from, passed February 19, 1894, was 
as follows: “Ordered, That permission be hereby granted 
to Durrell, Fitz, & Ainsley to connect their building on the 
south-east corner of Essex and Kingston streets, and the 
building of Wheeler, Blodgett, & Co., on the north-east corner 
of Fisgex and Kingston streets, Pity electric wires, through 
a duct now located under the said Essex street, for the pur- 
pose of supplying Wheeler, Blodgett, & Co. with electricity 
for lighting purposes.” 

The copartnership of Durrell, Fitz, & Ainsley are tenants 
for aterm of years of the building on the south-east corner of 
Essex and Kingston, in Boston. This property is owned in 
fee by the Boston Real Estate Trust, an association formed 
under a “Trust agreement,” with a capital of five millions 
of dollars, to own and lease real estate in the city of Boston, 
and owning more than twenty different estates in that city. 
On the opposite side of Essex street is the Lawrence build- 
ing, belonging to the trustees under the will of Sarah E. 
Lawrence. In the basement of the building leased by the 
appellees, the Boston Real Estate Trust constructed a steam 
plant used for heat, power, and for running the dynamo of 
the electric-light plant. 

The appellees operate under their lease this heat, power, 
and electric-light plant, and have been selling heat, power, 
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and light to the other occupants of the building in which 
they conduct their large dry-goods business. The appellees, 
having a surplus of heat and power, desired to sell the same 
to Wheeler, Blodgett, & Co., tenants of the building 
owned by the Lawrence estate, and also, after the fire of 
1893, in rebuilding, made arrangements with their landlord 
to construct the electrie- light plant so that it should be large 
enough to supply the Lawrence building. On July 3, 1893, 

the Lawrence estate petitioned the Board of Aldermen of 
the City of Boston for permission to lay a tube or pipe 
across Essex street from their estate to the estate of the 
Boston Real Estate Trust, and for permission to place steam- 
pipes in the same for the purpose of supplying heat and 
power to their building 

This petition was eranted on August 15, 1893, and a per- 
mit to open the street was issued. When the trench was 
opened, in addition to the pipe named in the petition, a sec- 
ond pipe was laid therein by the appellees, for the purpose 
of running the electric- light wires involved in this appeal. 
Subsequently, the aldermen passed the order appealed 
against, which permitted electric wires to be carried through 
the second pipe to connect the two buildings. 

Attorney-General vs. Walworth Light and Power Com- 
pany, 157 Mass. 86, Holmes, J., considering the statute 
under which this appeal is taken, said,“ The Legislature may 
think that a business like that of transmitting electricity 
through the streets of a city necessarily must be transacted 
by a reculated monopoly, and that a free competition be- 
tween as many companies and persons as may be minded to 
put up wires and to try their luck is impracticable. With- 
out wasting time upon useless generalities about the con- 
struction of statutes, it is enough to say that the statute 
before us had that consideration in view and must be con- 
strued accordingly.” 

As between corporations and individuals, it seems to be a 
wise policy to intrust the lighting of towns and cities, so far 
as said lighting involves the enjoyment of a public franchise, 
to per petual bodies, subject to State supervision and regula- 
tion, and capable of continuous ownership, since the commu- 
nity as a whole is more safely and more economically served 
by such bodies. 

The Legislature has, in the passage of this statute, indi- 
cated that the policy of the Commonwealth is to give to the 
community, in the purchase of its lights, the same advan- 
tages, by State regulation and supervision, which is given by 
competition in the sale of other commodities. The large 
lighting companies, holding valuable franchises, are com- 


id 
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pelled to submit to the orders of this Board in regard to the 
quality and price of their light. The large company is re- 
quired to satisfy all reasonable demands for extension, and 
in fact to furnish the whole community with light. 

It is clear that, if isolated plants are per mitted to exercise 
public franchises over limited areas in the city, the burden 
to each consumer of maintaining the general company will 
be enhanced ; for such a remov: al of its customers, as would 
certainly happen by the multiplication of business like that 
conducted by the appellees in this case, would of necessity 
add to the cost of light to the whole community. 

These principles have been recognized by the Board in its 
previous decisions, notably in the appeal of the Boston Elec- 
tric Company vs. A. W. Perry, where it was admitted that 
Mr. Perry might supply a portion more cheaply than the 
whole of the territory, while the company could light the 
whole at a less rate than a part. 

When the interests of the community demand it, competi- 
tive electric-lighting companies can be admitted by vote of 
the municipality, confirmed after appeal by this Board. If 
it were shown that a corporation rendered inefficient service 
or charged unreasonable rates, or defied legal restraint, these 
circumstances might be conclusive in favor of such appeal. 
None of these conditions, however, were claimed to exist in 
this case. If the appeal were dismissed in this case, there 
would be no reason for allowing any appeals entered against 
the exercise of the public franchise of using the streets to 
hight a circumscribed territory, by any owner of an electric- 
hight plant. 

The multiplication of plants, exercising public franchises, 
and each lighting a limited area of the public territory, which 
would necessarily follow such a decision, would, in the first 
place, lead to great confusion, and, in the second place, 
would be detrimental to the ceneral consumer, who must 
always be dependent upon the large general company, and 
for whom the company must maintain a sufficient plant and 
lines. 

For the above reasons the appeal in the above case is 
sustained.

GENTLEMEN: I am asked for my opinion in reply to the 
following: “Ordered, That the Corporation Counsel be re- 
quested to give his opinion to this Board as to the right of 
the Boston, Revere Beach, & Lynn Railroad Company to 
obstruct public travel on Butler and Austin avenues in the 
East Boston district by placing obstructions thereon.” But- 
ler and Austin avenues are private streets, and as such the 
city of Boston has no control over them, and has no power 
to remove obstructions from them, or to inquire into the 
legality of such obstructions. If these avenues have been 
open to public travel for so long a time that the railroad 
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company cannot lawfully obstruct passage on them over its 
location, then the remedy ot the abutters is to apply to 
the Railroad Commissioners or to the courts.

CORPORATION COUNSEL’S OPINION 


ON LEGALITY OF 


APPOINTMENT OF A BOARD OF VISITORS 


TO THE 


PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


City oF Boston, 
OFFICE OF THE CORPORATION COUNSEL, 


June 30, 1894. 
To the Honorable the Board of Aldermen: 


GENTLEMEN: My opinion is requested on the following 
question: Has the City Council the right to determine that 
a Board of Visitors, to consist of citizens of Boston, may be 
appointed by the Mayor, subject to confirmation by the 
Board of Aldermen, to visit the institutions in charge of the 
Commissioners of Public Institutions, and to hold office fora 
term not exceeding three years, beginning with the first day 
of May in the year of appointment? By Chapter 245 of the 
Acts of 1889 the Legislature of Massachusetts passed an act 
to establish the Commissioners of Public Institutions, and to 
place in their charge the public institutions of the city of 
Boston and the county of Suffolk. The said Board of Com- 
missioners by section 2 of said act were to have the charge 
and control of all the public institutions of the city of Bos- 
ton and of the county of Suffolk, which were then under the 
charge and control of the Board of Directors of Public Insti- 
tutions. By Chapter 418 of the Acts of 1890 it was pro- 
vided that all officers except election officers, officers having 
sole or joint charge of a department, and members of boards 
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created by statute should hold office for terms of one year 
beginning with the first day of May in the year‘of appoint- 
ment. If the contemplated Board of Visitors are officers, 
then they are not officers created by statute or officers hav- 
ing sole or joint charge of the department, and cannot be 
appointed to hold office for a term not exceeding three years. 
In my opinion the City Council has not the right to deter- 
mine that a Board of Visitors to consist of citizens of Boston 
may be appointed by the Mayor, subject to confirmation by 
the Board of Aldermen, to visit the institutions in charge of 
the Commissioners of Public Institutions and hold office fora 
term not exceeding three years, beginning with the first day 
of May in the year of appointment. 

I am asked for my opinion on the following order: 
Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be requested to 
appoint, subject to contirmation by the Board of Alder- 
men, a Board of Visitors, who shall be citizens of Boston, 
to consist of at least five persons, of whom a portion 
shall be women, whose term of office shall expire on 
May 1, 1895, who shall be empowered to visit the insti- 
tutions of the city of Boston in charge of the Commissioners 
of Public Institutions, and make such suggestions and recom- 
mendations to the Mayor relative to the care and manage- 
ment of the institutions as they may deem advisable, and 
not to exercise any executive powers, and serve without 
compensation, said board to submit a report of their doings 
and recommendations to the Mayor and City Council before 
the expiration of their term of office. This order is merely 
a request to the Mayor, and is not in form an ordinance 
creating an office. I can see no legal objection to it, except 
that it is a request to the executive, and when passed would 
not be binding upon any one, it not being legislation con- 
cerning a subject. over which the City Council has jurisdic- 
tion.

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OPINION 


OF THE 


JUSTICES OF THE SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT 


ON THE 


QUESTIONS AS TO THE ENUMERATION OF VOTERS 
IN WARDS OF CITIES, THE APPORTIONMENT 
OF SENATORS AND REPRESENTATIVES, AND 
WHETHER THERE IS A CONSTITUTIONAL PRO- 
VISION THAT CITIES MUST ALWAYS CONTAIN 
WARDS. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


To the Honorable the Senate and the House of Representa- 
tives of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts : 


We received on the 22d instant your order, adopted in 
concurrence, a copy of which is annexed, and we respect- 
fully submit the following opinion: 

First. Article X XI. and Article XXII. of the Amend- 
ments to the Constitution both provide as follows : 

“In the census aforesaid, a special enumeration shall be 
made of the legal voters ; and in each city said enumeration 
shall specify the number of such legal voters aforesaid re- 
siding in eacb ward of such city. The enumeration afore- 
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said shall determine the apportionment of representatives 
[or senators] for the periods between the taking of the 
census.” There must, therefore, be an enumeration of the 
legal voters residing in every ward of a city which is to con- 
stitute in the next apportionment the whole or a part of any 
representative or senatorial district. Such wards must be 
wards in existence on the first day of May of the year in 
‘which the census is taken, and this is the only requirement 
of these Articles concerning the wards in which a census of 
the legal voters is to be taken. The Legislature, if it sees 
fit, can also provide for the enumeration of the legal voters 
residing in any other defined districts or parts of a city, but 
these Articles of the Constitution do not require this to be 
done. Under Stat. 1888, chapter 437, the new wards, if any, 
which may be created in pursuance of the first section, are 
undoubtedly the wards intended to be used in making the 
next apportionment of senators and representatives. 

Second. Until the new apportionment is made, the old 
apportionment must be followed in the election of senators 
and representatives. These Articles of the Constitution 
require the apportionment to be made by the Legislature at 
its first session after the return of the enumeration. In the 
year 1895 a census must be taken on the first day of May, 
which is to be returned into the office of the Secretary of 
the Commonwealth on or before the last day of June. If 
there is a session of the Legislature begun and held in the 
year 1895 after the return of this enumeration, it is its duty 
to make the apportionment, and the apportionment may pos- 
sibly be completed before the annual election in November 
of that year. If this happens, then this election must be 
held under the new apportionment. If there is no such 
session, then the Legislature at its session to be begun on 
the first Wednesday of January, 1896, must make the ap- 
portionment. The Legislature is to divide the Common- 
wealth “into forty districts of adjacent territory,” each of 
which shall elect one senator; and “no town or ward of a 
city shall be divided therefor.” The Legislature is also to 
apportion to the several counties of the Commonwealth the 
representatives to which each county is entitled. The mayor 
and aldermen of the city of Boston and the county commis- 
sioners of other counties than Suffolk, unless special com- 
missioners ave elected for the purpose, “shall, on the first 
Tuesday of August next after each assignment of representa- 
tives to each county, assemble at a shire town of their 
respective counties, and proceed” to divide each county into 
representative districts of contiguous territory, “and such 
districts shall be so formed that no town or ward of a city 
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shall be divided therefor, nor shall any district be made 
which shall be entitled to elect more than three representa- 
tives.” A description of these districts “shall be returned 
by the Board to the Secretary of the Commonwealth, the 
county treasurer of each county, and to the clerk of every 
town in each district, to be filed and kept in their respective 
offices.” 

Unless, then, the new apportionment is complete before 
the annual election of the year 1895 is held, it must neces- 
sarily be held under the old apportionment. We do not 
teel called upon to consider whether it may not be possible 
that an apportionment may be considered as complete for 
the purpose of electing senators, and yet remain incomplete 
for the purpose of electing representatives, because the con- 
dition of things which might occasion such an inquiry is not 
likely to arise. The clause that “The enumeration aforesaid 
shall determine the apportionment of representatives [or 
senators | for the periods between the taking of the census ” 
must mean that the apportionment is to be made upon the 
enumeration, and that the apportionment, after it is made, 
must determine the representative and senatorial districts and 
the number of representatives appropriate to each represen- 
tative district until a new enumeration and an apportionment 
have been made. The enumeration and the apportionment 
are parts of one proceeding for distributing among the cities 
and towns of the Commonwealth in just ‘proportion, every 
ten years, the senators and representatives to be elected dur- 
ing that period. 

“Third. These amendments to the Constitution were not 
passed to regulate the municipal organization of cities. The 
Constitution as originally framed made no provision for 
cities. Article Il. of the Amendments first authorized the 
General Court “to erect and constitute municipal or city 
governments,” etc., and “to prescribe the manner of calling 
and holding public meetings of the inhabitants, in wards or 
otherwise, for the election of officers under the Constitution, 
and the manner of returning the votes given at such mect- 
ings.” When Articles XXI. and XXII. were adopted, 
every city charter which had been granted contained pro- 
visions for dividing the city into wards; and we believe that 
up to the present time all city charters which have been 
granted contain similar provisions; and we are not aware 
of any intention on the part of the Legislature to create 
cities without wards. These Articles must be construed 
with reference to the facts existing at the time when they 
were adopted, and the provisions concerning wards must be 
held to apply to wards if they exist, not to require that 
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every city should be divided into wards. The number of 
legal voters in a city may be such as to make it necessary 
that it be divided into wards in order properly to constitute 
the representative or senatorial districts, or the number may 
be sufficient to constitute only a single representative district 
or apart of one. The town of Brookline, for example, had 
in the year 1890 sufficient population to become a city. It 
at present constitutes one representative district, entitled to 
one representative, and it is a part of a senatorial district. 
If it should be made a city, and retain the same population 
as it had in the year 1890, there is nothing in Articles X_XI. 

and XXII. which requires that it should be divided into 
wards.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


House OF REPRESENTATIVES, April 5, 1893. 


Whereas, By resolves dated May 21, 1886, the Legisla- 
ture obtained the opinion of the Justices of the Supreme 
Judicial Court of the Commonwealth upon the proper con- 
struction of the Constitution, especl ially in regard to the 
meaning and effect of the words “ward of a city ;” and 

Whereas, Such opinion reversed the action of the Com- 
monwealth as taken in 1865 and in 1875, and compelled the 
decennial apportionment in 1885 of senators and represen- 
tutives to be made according to the lines of the wards in 
cities as they existed, on May 1, 1885, instead of the lines 
of new wards made after the taking of the decennial State 
census ; and 

Whereas, The Legislature by suitable enactments, and 
more especially by chapter 437 of the Acts of 1888, has 
undertaken to provide that the various cities of the Com- 
monwealth may, between February 10 and May 1, in the 
year 1895, make a new division of their respective territories 
into wards, — but, of course, not by any reference to the

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decennial State census which will be taken on the first day 
of May, 1895; and 

Whereas, On the first day of May, 1895, there will be 
in every city the wards which have been in existence since 
1885, which wards will be recognized at the State election 
in November, 1895, and at any special State election until 
November, 1896; and 

Whereas, the above-cited opinion of the Supreme Judicial 
Court has set forth that, under the laws in force in 1886 
(and which have since been repealed), there was “ one sys- 
tem of wards forthe purpose of electing councillors, senators, 
and representatives, and a different system of wards for all 
other purposes ;” but the said court has not decided whether 
there can be, at the same time, two distinct systems of wards 
for the purpose of electing councillors, senators, and repre- 
sentatives ; 

Therefore, It is ordered by the General Court, in each 
branch thereof, that the opinion of the Justices of the Su- 
preme Judicial Court be required upon the following im- 
portant questions of law: 

First. In case any city, in accordance with the terms of 
any statute upon the subject, shall have undertaken to make 
a new division of its territory into wards, — in the State 
decennial census of 1895, to be taken and returned into the 
office of the Secretary of the Commonwealth, shall the 
enumeration of legal voters residing in each ward of such 
city be made according to such new division, or according to 
the ward lines which have been the indivisible parts of 
councillor, senatorial, and representative districts since 1885, 
and which will continue until the State elections in Novem- 
ber, 1896? 

Second. Under the terms of the Constitution, the census 
is to be taken in 1895, and a new apportionment of senators 
and representatives is to be made by the General Court at 
its first session thereafter, viz., in 1896. But by Articles 
XXI. and XXII. of the Amendments to the Constitution, 
the enumeration aforesaid shall determine the apportionment 
of representatives and senators “ for the periods between the 
taking of the census.” What provision is made for the 
apportionment and election of members in the year following 
the census and before the new apportionment ?. 

Third. Does the requirement that the decennial enumera- 
tion of legal voters shall specify the number residing in each 
ward ina city establish a constitutional provision that cities 
must always contain wards? If so, is there any definition 
establishing what constitutes a ward?

CORPORATION COUNSEL’S OPINION 


ON RIGHT OF 


WEST END STREET RAILWAY COMPANY 


TO REQUIRE PARTIES MOVING BUILDINGS ACROSS 
ITS TRACKS TO PAY FOR THE CUTTING 
OF ITS WIRES. 


OFFICE OF THE CORPORATION COUNSEL, 
July 16, 1894. 
To the Honorable Board of Aldermen: 

GENTLEMEN: My opinion is requested concerning the 
‘authority of the West End Street Railway Company to 
require individuals snd corporations having permits to move 
buildings across the public streets, to pay for the wires 
which are cut by said company in moving said buildings.” 
Permits issued by the Board of Aldermen to remove build- 
ings on or across the streets are merely the consent of the 
Board to the grantees occupying and using portions of the 
public streets for the purpose of moving a building or build- 
ings. The permits do not authorize a building-mover to 
destroy or injure any one’s property while removing the 
building, and if he does injure any property he is answer- 
able in damages to the owner, and his permit would be no 
defence to the suit. The West End Street Railway has had 
authority given to it by the statutes and your Board to put 
up its poles and wires, and such poles and wires are legally 
in the streets, and if injured by a building-mover while mov- 
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ing a building, the mover would be liable to the street rail- 
way company for the amount of the damage. I suppose 
that the West End Street Railway Company prefers to col- 
lect its damages in advance rather than wait until the wires 
are broken by the building, and that the building-movers 
prefer to arrange the matter amicably with the street railway 
company rather than run the risk of interrupting the trans- 
portation of passengers and consequent litigation with the 
street railway company.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


ON SUBJECT OF 


CONSTRUCTION OF COMMONWEALTH 
AVENUE. 


In Common Covuncit, July 19, 1894. 


The special committee appointed to inquire into the con- 
struction of Commonwealth avenue respectfully report that 
they have very carefully inquired into the construction of said 
avenue, with a view of ascertaining in detail the amount of 
work accomplished, the mode of procedure, and the cause of 
delay in the completion of this very important thoroughfare. 
It appears from City Document No. 189 of 1892 that up to 
November 28, 1892, the sum of $825,271.05 had been appro- 
priated for this purpose; namely, in 1883, $55,000; 1884, 
$50,000; 1886, $90,000; 1887, $125,000; 1888, $40,000 ; 
1889, $71,500 ; 1891, $107,438.04; 1892, $286,233.01. In 
this document, which is a communication from His Honor 
Mayor Matthews, dated November 28, 1892, considerable 
Stress was laid on the fact that the ledges at the upper part 
of Commonwealth avenue would have to be removed, and 
the material obtained therefrom could be used for the surface 
of the avenue. The Mayor at that time urged the completion 
of the work on the ground that the city was committed in 
honor to its completion, and an additional reason that it 
would give a start to building operations, which would result 
in a large increase in taxable property that would more than 
offset the money expended in this improvement. 
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Since 1892 to the present date the sum of $450,000 has 
been appropriated, making a total appropriation of $1,275,- 
271.05. 

Your committee, in entering upon the investigation of this 
work, were of the opinion that carting stone from the Rox- 
bury ledge on Tremont street, when there were so many 
ledges on the line of improvement that would have to be 
removed for the widening, did not indicate that careful 
expenditure of the appropriation for the work that the 
citizens had a right to expect. The committee invited the 
City Auditor to attend its meetings and furnish it with 
information of the expenditures in reasonable detail. They 
also invited the officers of the Street Department in charge 
of the work, Deputy Superintendents Cutter and Sanborn, 
Engineer Manley, and the Street Commissioners, to accom- 
pany the committee on a visit to the work. Mr. Cutter 
stated that the carting of stone from the Roxbury ledge to 
that part of the avenue where it is used was no more expen- 
sive than the carting from the ledge in Brighton, the distance 
being about the same; while in favor of the Roxbury stone, 
it could be said that it was all ready for carting, which expe- 
dited the work of construction, while the stone in the Brighton 
ledges would have to be blasted and crushed, and further, 
that the Brighton ledges would furnish only stone enough for 
filling and bedding in their immediate vicinity. After sur- 
veying the work, your committee were of the opinion that 
the Superintendent of Streets had given the subject careful 
attention, and so far as this part of the work was concerned 
was endeavoring to obtain the best results financially. 

The committee expressed some surprise at the small 
number of men employed on this important work, and no 
doubt the citizens who pass near the avenue daily are of the 
opinion that the work is progressing unnecessarily slow ; but 
the Superintendent explained that the work was progressing 
as rapidly as circumstances would permit, and to employ any 
more men at present would be a useless expenditure of 
money, and that until the settling and construction of the 
sewers were completed, the department would not be war- 
ranted in increasing the force. In a very short time the 
avenue will be in such a condition that the work of comple- 
tion may be pushed forward rapidly, provided the money is 
available. 

While the wisdom of attempting this thoroughfare may be 
questioned, and also the methods of appropriating the 
moneys, it is useless to give it any consideration at this time. 
So much money having been spent, it is clearly the duty of 
the city to complete the work, and your committee are of the 
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opinion that a sum sufficient to complete the construction of 
Commonwealth avenue should be provided immediately. 

Appended hereto are the statements of the Deputy Super- 
intendents, the City Auditor, and the other officers in charge 
of the work. 

Your committee are further of the opinion that none of 
this work should be done by contract. This is to be a very 
important thoroughfare, and the very best results in con- 
struction ought to be obtained, which can only be done by 
carrying on ‘the work by the trained workmen in this line 
employed in the Street Department ; and your committee are 
also of the opinion that none but citizens should be employed 
on this work, and they should receive the same wages as are 
paid to other employees in the same kind of work. It may 
be claimed that the City Council has no right to interfere in 
the making of contracts or the employment of laborers. 
While this is true, it does not prevent the City Council from 
offering suggestions for the best interests of the city, nor the 
officer having charge of the work from adopting such sug- 
gestions, more particularly during times of depression when 
so many of our citizens are unemployed, caused to some 
extent by contractors who have been doing considerable 
city work importing laborers to perform the same. 

Another important matter in connection with this improve- 
ment is the ledge-work. The stone-crusher in use is too 
small to be of much service and is about used up, and a new 
crusher is needed. Your committee are of the opinion that 
the department should secure a crusher capable of crushing 
five or six hundred tons of stone daily. This would give 
employment to a large number of men on the ledge, and the 
stone could be turned out cheaper than the city can purchase 
it. It would also enable the city to keep a large number of 
men employed during the winter, producing a supply of stone 
for street construction, the demand for which is increasing 
every year. The committee went to Waltham at their own 
expense to see some improved stone-crushers in operation, 
having a capacity of from five to seven hundred tons per 
day, and believe that the City of Boston could operate one 
to advantage, and the Deputy Superintendent of Streets 
is of the same opinion. Your committee accordingly recom- 
mend the passage of the accompanying orders.

To the Committee on Commonwealth-Avenue Construction - 


GENTLEMEN: I thought I would write you this commu- 
nication in relation to this investigation. In the times I 
have appeared before your committee, and in going out on 
the avenue with the committee in explanation of the work, 
I think the great question before you is the slowness of the 
work. I would state the roughest part of this work is now 
done, and the money now provided by the city government 
will finish the work as far as Brighton avenue. From 
Brighton avenue to Chestnut Hill avenue is a question for 
the future, and it certainly will take some $250,000 to com- 
plete this, according to the plans, and this work cannot pro- 
ceed until this money has been provided for by the city 
government. I would suggest that your committee on its 
report of the findings on the said avenue to the City Council 
make that request of the Committee on Finance, that $250,000 
be furnished to finish this avenue. If this money was pro- 
vided the avenue could be built in a year from the time the 
money was furnished, and this work could be carried on 
during the winter months. 

In conjunction with this work I would like to call your 
attention to the crusher plant we have at Chestnut Hill 
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avenue that I showed the committee the day we were out 
there. This is an old crusher and not capable of crushing 
stone for the said avenue, and I would request that the com- 
mittee ask the Finance Committee to provide $16,000 to 
furnish a crusher plant. If this were done, there would be 
no need of buying stone from contractors for this part of the 
avenue, that is, between Brighton avenue and Chestnut Hill 
avenue, as it could all be furnished from this ledge. 
Trusting I have not trespassed on your kindness in

Mr. Dodge, you have been requested 
to appear before the committee, that they may be able to learn 
from you some things pertaining to the construction of Common- 
wealth avenue. It seems that in 1883 the construction of Com- 
monwealth avenue began with $55,000. April 1, 1894, there 
is a balance to the credit of construction of Commonwealth ave- 
nue of $244,650.44. There has already been spent $1,275,171.05 ; 
that appears to be correct. 

Mr. Mircuerti. — Spent or appropriated ? 

The Cuarrman. — Appropriated and used up, as I take it, with 
the exception of the balance I read there. Now, Mr. Dodge, the 
committee would like to know how this money has been spent in 
some directions. For instance, I have a question here I would 
like to ask you: If you will please give the amount of money that 
it cost for teaming the unbroken stone from the ledge at Roxbury 
to Commonwealth avenue from January 1, 1893, to March 1, 
1894. 

Mr. Dover. — Mr. Cutter informs me that there was no stone 
carted until December 26, 1893. 

@. (By the Cuatrman.) December 26, 1893? 

A. Which is the day after Christmas — from the Tremont- 
street ledge. 

(). From the Tremont-street ledge? 

Ae SY 68 

@. Well, since that day stone has been carted from there to 
what part of Commonwealth avenue? 

A, I cannot tell you what part. 

@. Well, how much money has been spent for it? 

A. We have paid for the carting of 10,551.67 tons, at 40 cents 
a ton, making a total of $4,212.67 for carting. 

@. For carting? 

A. Yes, sir. 

. How great a distance should you say that stone had been 
carted ? 
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A. Oh, I couldn’t say that. 

The Crairman. — Have you any idea, gentlemen, after seeing 
the premises? 

Mr. MircHetyi. — Well, I don’t know as I know. 

The CuHarrman. — Have you any idea, Mr. Brawley, how much 
the distance would be? 

Mr. Brawtey. — About three miles. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) And that stone has been carted three 
miles for about how much a ton? 

A. Forty cents. 

@. That is, crushed stone? 

A. Yes. 

Mr. MrrcHetyt. — We saw it piled up there on the avenue at 
two or three different places. 

The Cnairman. — Is the same kind of work being done to-day ? 

Mr. Mircueti. —I presume so, I understood that that was the 
fact. 

@. (By the Cuatmrman.) Mr. Dodge, have you the name of the 
gentleman who does this work? 

A. Yes, sir. We have paid Patrick E. Donovan, for carting 
5,549.28 tons, $2,919.71; Cornelius McCoole, for carting 3,563.38 
tons, $1,425.35; William Finneran, 766.12 tons, $306.45; Frank 
McCarthy & Son, 527.82 tons, $211.13; Neil McBride, 125.07 
tons, $50.03. 

@. These parties have been carting that stone since the 26th of 
December? 

Yes, from the 26th of December to the first of March. 

And the work still continues? 

I so understand that it continues. 

At the rate of 40 cents a ton? 

Forty cents a ton, yes. 

(By Mr. Emerson.) This is all let out by contract, isn’t it 
aan construction of Commonwealth avenue? 

A. Well, yes, and no. They have been doing more or less of 
the work themselves. 

Q. (By Mr. Mircuetu.) All the sewer work, I guess, the city 
does? 

en ee: 

Mr. Mrrowetyi. — And they do the grading themselves, I guess. 

The Cuarrman. — The city does? 

Mr. Mrrconeti. — Yes. But the filling-in is done by contract. 

Mr. Doper. — Yes. 

Q. (By Mr. Mircuert.) Well, have you any figures showing 
how much Mr. McBride filled in there — how many loads? 

A. No, J have simply the items that I was asked for. I simply 
was asked to bring the items for carting, and I did so. 

-Q. (By the Cuarrman.) Mr. Dodge, do you know whether 
these gentlemen are all residents of Boston or not? 

A. No, I couldn’t say as to that. 

The Cuarrman. — Does any member of the committee know 
about that? 

Mr. Mircnett, —I don’t know. 
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The CuHarrmMan. — Does Mr. Brawley know ? 

Mr. Brawtey. — Cornelius McCoole is a Roxbury man, William 
Finneran is a Roxbury man, and Frank McCarthy & Son are 
Roxbury men. I don’t know about Donovan and McBride, but 
McCoole, Finneran, and McCarthy & Son, are Roxbury men. 

Mr. Mirenetyi. — McBride isa Brighton man. I think he hauled 
a thousand loads of gravel up there on Commonwealth avenue, at 
83 cents a load. 

Mr. Dopcr. — We paid him, I know, for something of the kind. 

Mr. Mircuety. — Scollans was getting a dollar before. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) Well, Mr. Dodge, have you any other 
papers or bills? 

A. No, I only brought exactly what I was asked for. 

The CuHarrMAan. — Has any member of the committee any ques- 
tions to ask of Mr. Dodge? 

@. (By Mr. Emerson.) Mr. Dodge, there are no bills or any- 
thing relatlve to this that we can get at, more definite than what 
you have got? 

A. No, not for that item. That covers, really, all that ques- 
tion. ; 

@. There has not been any contract that you know of entered 
into between the city and a contractor whereby the contractor 
agrees to finish the grading of Commonwealth avenue in a specific 
time? 

A. No, I have no contract of that kind. Of course, Mr. Carter 
can tell you in regard to that. 


The hearing was adjourned, subject to the call of the Chair-

STATEMENT BY DEPUTY SUPERINTENDENT C. R. CurtTer. 


@. (By the Cuarrman.) Now, Mr. Cutter, you are Assistant 
Superintendent of Streets, are you not? 

A. Deputy. 

@. Can you tell this committee about the construction of Com- 
monwealth avenue, so far as you have gone? This committee 
wishes to know. 

A. Well, in regard to construction ? 

Q. Yes, sir. 

A. This year, last year, or when? 

@. Well, it seems that the work began in 1883, and that it is 
still continuing. 
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A. Yes. Well, a part of what is now known as Commonwealth 
aveuue was then known as Massachusetts avenue, from Brighton 
avenue to the reservoir, where it started. Since then it has been 
widened to meet Commonwealth avenue in Boston, and has been 
named Commonwealth avenue clear through. The greater part 
of the work the last few years has been on that portion commonly 
known as Brighton avenue, between the Crossroads and old Mas- 
sachusetts avenue, where it turns off of Brighton avenue. ‘That 
was started four years ago, by filling out the old lines by dredgers. 
About two or three years ago we commenced to finish that portion. 
The appropriation we have got will carry us along Brighton ave- 
nue — will finish the street as far as that; and from Brighton 
avenue out the work will be finished sometime in the future, when 
the money is provided. ‘The sewer, I should say, will be all 
through inside of a month out there; and the finishing will consist 
in cutting off those ledges and hauling them down, and finishing 
that roadway; so that it will be mostly labor from there to the 
reservoir. The city will not have to buy much stone out there, as 
there will be pretty nearly enough. 

Q@. (By Mr. Mircueri.) How far should you say the present 
appropriation would finish it? 

A. Brighton Avenue. There is $100,000 of that money, you 
know, will be taken for that bridge. 

(). Have you any idea that that appropriation is going to com- 
plete that up Brighton avenue? 

. Yes, sir; that is the estimate. 

The sewer and all? 

Yes, sir. 

(By Mr. Emerson.) None of this work is contract work, is

it? 

A. Portions of it have been let by contract. There is no con- 
tract. work going on there this year — that is, outside of the abut- 
ments of that wall — no street work. 

@. (By Mr. Mircne.y.) The filling is by contract, isn’t it? 

A. Yes, sir— that is, the last year contract; that is, the gravel 
filling. But I mean that the surface of the road is all being done 
by day work — calculate to get that done by the first of October. 

@. (By the CHarrman.) About how many miles in length is 
this Commonwealth avenue to be when completed? 

From Arlington street to the reservoir. 

Yes, sir. 

About five miles. 

And the width is about how much? 

Varies from 200 feet to 160 feet. 

Nothing less than 160? 

No, sir. 

Most of it will be 200? 

Most of it 200. 

Two-thirds of it? 

Two hundred feet from the old Brighton avenue to the 
reservoir, and it is 200 feet from Arlington street to Massachusetts 
avenue, isn’t it, Mr. Dore?

Mr. Dorr. — One hundred and sixty. 

@. (By the Caarrman.) Mr. Cutter, you are carting broken 
stone from a ledge in Roxbury, are you not, to Commonwealth 
avenue? 

A. We did last winter. 

@. Is that work being continued now? 

A. No, sir; it isn’t now. Last winter, in order to keep the 
men employed, we got out the Telford base for the street — very 
little cracked stone — and hanled the Telford base to the street, 
and are now puttiug that in on the subgrade. 

@. Will you tell this committee why it is that you carted rock 
from that section of Roxbury for the construction of Common- 
wealth avenue when you have, as J understand it, several thousand 
tons of rock to yet move, or to be removed, that is now in the 
way of the construction of Commonwealth avenue? 

A. Well, it is not so near; and, not only that, but all that 
rock at the upper end we want to finish the upper end with, and it 
would make a great deal more to haul if we hauled from out there 
in here, and then hauled stone out there afterwards. If you have 
an atlas, I can show you in regard to that. 

@. Is there any part of that work now in process of construc- 
tion, under contract, where Italians are employed to do the work? 

A. Not as I know of. It could only be the parties who are 
hauling in the gravel. 

@. Only the parties who are hauling in the gravel? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Well, if itis a fair question, who are these parties who are 
hauling in the gravel ? 

A. Boston Contracting Company. 

@. Well, who are some of those men who compose that corpo- 
ration? Can you name them? 

A. Keyes & Genario, I think. 

Q. (By Mr. Dover.) Genary, I think. 

A. Well, Keyes & Genary. 

@. Keyes of South Boston? 

A. Charlestown. 

@. (By Mr. Mrrcuety.) How many men has the city got at 
work on the avenue, now? 

A. In the Paving Division, 75 to 100, and I don’t know how 
many in the Sewer Division —couldn’t tell you; just finishing 
the sewer out there now. 

@. (By the Cuairman.) Well, as we are speaking of sewers 
now, how far have you gone in that direction ? 

A. Sewers will be all constructed through there, except in the 
heavy fill, which, of course, we do not dare to construct yet awhile, 
on account of the settlement, but from the Crossroads to the 
bridge, the sewers are all completed, both house and _ surface 
sewers, and then from the bend of the road down to that fill, ex- 
cepting the surface drain, which they are filling now. I should 
say all the sewer work will be done out there inside of a month. 

@. You have no map, have you, which will explain as you go 
along? 
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Mr. Brawtey. — We can get a map. 

The Cuarrman. —I wish you would, please, an atlas or some- 
thing that will show Commonwealth avenue as it is laid out and as 
the work is done and to be done. 

@. Mr. Cutter, you have employed there steam-engines, have 
you not, in doing the work? 

You mean locomotives? 

Yes. 

Well, that is done by the contractor. 

The contractor does that ? 

The Boston Contracting Company; yes, sir. 

The Boston Contracting Company. owns those engines ? 
I suppose so. ‘They are working them. 

They furnish them to do their work? 

Yes, sir. 

. (By Mr. Mircuety.) How do they take that, by the foot or 
by the yard? 

A. By the yard. 

@. (By Mr. Emerson.) The city pays so much a load? 

A. No, so much a yard for fill. 

Q@. (By Mr. Mircuetyt.) How much? 

A. Forty-nine and a half cents last year and forty-one and a 
half cents this year. 

@. (By the Cnyairman.) Why the difference? 

A. A second bid. 

@. This was done by bids, I take it? 

A. Yes, sir; open competition. 

Q. (By Mr. Mircuety.) Well, are there no other contractors 
filling in but them? 

A. Up onthe other end there are some filling at eighty-three 
cents a double load. 

Q. Is that what the city has been paying right along? 

A. Yes,sir; paying a dollar at first, and then the parties came in 
in competition and the price was reduced to eighty-three cents, 
it being open to anybody to furnish it for the lowest amount. 

@. (By Mr. Emerson.) But you stipulate that the contractors 
are to hire city of Boston laborers, don’t you? You have that in 
the agreement ? 

A. I believe all contracts say ‘‘ to citizens only.” 

Q. (By the Cuatrman.) It does say ‘‘ to citizens only” ? 

A. I think so; in all contracts that statement is included. 

@. Well, do you know, Mr. Cutter, whether these contractors 
have employed any Italian laborers there within the last two years 
to do that work ? 

A. No, sir; of my own personal knowledge I couldn’t state, 
but I have seen Italians on that work — that is, on their cars, and 
I suppose in their employ. 

@. That is, the Boston Construction Company? 

The Boston Contracting Company. 

Within two years you think you have seen some? 
On that contract, yes. 

Do you know whether there are any to-day or not? 
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A. I couldn’t tell you that — no —I don’t think there are. 

Q. You believe there are none? 

A. I believe there are none. 

@. Now, Mr. Cutter, in relation to the construction of the 
sewers in Commonwealth avenue, can you tell this committee any- 
thing about how the bricks were obtained for that purpose? 

A. I would have to send for the deputy in charge of that 
division. He has charge of that — I have no char ge of it (send- 
ing for Mr. Sanborn). 

@. Now, Mr. Cutter, in the carting of the broken rock from the 
Roxbury ledge to Commonwealth avenue by these teams, about 
how many loads can be hauled in a day by a team? 

A. They can go about four trips, four or five — five sometimes, 
but I think the average is four. 

How great a distance was it, should you think? 

A. Well, I should think it was anywhere from two and one- 
half to three miles. 

And the people doing this work got how much per load? 
They got forty cents a ton. 

And how many tons could they haul to a load? 

From three to four. 

Four times four is sixteen — at $1.60 a load? 

Four is the outside, yes. They claimed that they made 
about $5 to $5.50 with their team.

STATEMENT BY STREET COMMISSIONER JOHN P. Dore. 


Q. (By the Cuarrman.) Now, Mr. Dore, if you will turn to 
the lines of the construction of Commonwealth avenue as it is 
constructed, and that part of it that is unconstructed, and give the 
committee an idea of just where the work is now completed and 
what is to be done in order to complete it. 

A, (Examining map.) 

@. Mr. Dore, will you please show the committee what part of 
Commonwealth avenue that ledge is which has got to be removed 
at some future time in order to complete the avenue? 

A. Well, there it is, Plate 16. 


STATEMENT BY Deputy C. R. Currer. — Resumed. 


@. (By the Cuairman.) Have you any idea how much of that 
ledge is there that has got to be removed, Mr. Cutter? 

Ae Y 68, SIP. 

(. Tell the committee please. 

A. Well, I will state in regard to those ledges there (pointing) 
that roads are to go over those ledges. 

(). The roads are to go over those ledges? 

A. Yes, sir. For instance, there will be a roadway in here and 
a roadway up there and a roadway up there (referring to the cen- 
tral roadway at grade, and two roadways, one at each side of the 
central roadway, above grade and running over ledges), ac- 
cording to the last plans that we adopted. Now, there is this 
ledge up here — this is the ledge beyond Washington street — that 
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can be worked, so the calculation is now to cut that off. If they 
did that, we will get pretty nearly stone enough there to do those 
roadways. 

Q. (By Mr. MircHetr.) Well, how wide a roadway is through 
that cut now? 

A. Sixty feet. 

(). Then you have got to take off at the sides about 100 feet? 

A. One hundred feet in the ledges there. 

Mr. Dore.— Running from Brighton avenue to the reservoir the 
width is 200 feet. From Brighton avenue in it is 160. 

@. By Mr. Mircuety.) Well, Mr. Cutter, suppose the ledge 
was taken down to the grade of the road, as it is at the present 
time ? 

A. Well, the present plans are for the side roadways to run 
over the tops of those ledges. You see, people will build their 
houses up here, and if we should cut down there to grade they 
would be in a bad predicament. So this side roadway was to 
wind up through there, giving them a driving road to and from 
their residences, and this road down here (the road running 
through the cut at grade) was to take the main travel. I think I 
have plans that show it better than that. 

Mr. Dorr. — I have sent upstairs for the plan for laying out. 

Mr. Currer. — According to the original plan for laying out the 
plan was to finish it up, at the time the street was built here, in a 
different manner. Atthat time I was acting superintendent, and 
a large amount of money was taken at that time, and the govern- 
ment called in experts and altered the grade. At that time the 
grade here was no more than four feet in a hundred, if I remember 
right, and now some of the grades are eight feet in a hundred. 
They also got Mr. Olmsted, the park engineer, to lay out this 
way so as to reduce expenses; but, of course, in the end, at some 
future time, when Boston grows so that they have big blocks of 
houses out there, that road has got to be cut down to the level of 
the street. 

Mr. Mircnetyi. — That is what I thought, eventually. 

@. (By M. Emerson.) Well, wouldn’t it be cheaper to level it 
right down now, Mr. Cutter? 

A. Well, you know the trouble here in Boston — that money is 
so hard to get that they adopt any way to get along for the 
present time. 

@. (By Mr. Mircuety.) Well, the money hasn’t been hard to 
get on Commonwealth avenue, has it? They have had all they 
asked for? 

A. I suppose they have —I don’t know — but at the same time 
you will find that it will take considerable more money yet to 
finish it. 

(). How much should you suppose it would take to finish the 
avenue? 

At a rough guess? 

On your knowledge ? 

Three or four hundred thousand dollars. 

Should you suppose it would be finished for that? 
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A. Yes, sir. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) Mr. Cutter, when that ledge is worked 
out, as it will be at some time, what do you propose to do with it? 
Where do you propose to place it? 

A. Well, that other map is coming. 

@. You have sent for another map? 

A. Yes, sir. There—this is the street they are working on 
now; this is Brighton avenue, this is the part that will be finished, 
to there. 

@. With the appropriation that is now on hand? 

A. Yes, sir. Now, here are the three roadways. This is the 
place I have just been referring to. Here is the centre roadway, 
which has been built up through. ‘Then this grass place comes in 
here, and then there is this road at the side to accommodate the 
houses. ‘The houses will be built here and there will be this side- 
walk along here, and this is a roadway. Now, all the sewer, gas, 
and water-pipes, everything else, will be carried in through here ; 
and this will be the roadway for the houses, and this will be for 
the general public, through here. Now, that has all got to be 
built. This is all sewered, and one thing and another, up there. 
Of course, if some arrangement was not made, it would be hard 
for the people in the houses there to get back and forward. It 
would be a long walk from here to there, and in fact, this being 
city land, the man would have to walk around, as he could not 
walk over that grass. So this has been altered so as to bring the 
driveway up through here, right along. 

@. (By Mr. Gormiry.) And you are going to leave the iedges 
as they are? 

A. Yes, sir; except to shave them off, terrace them off. 

@. (By Mr. Mircvety.) Mr. Cutter, how many feetis the city 
going to fill in there just the other side of Cottage Farm on the left- 
hand side going towards Brighton? 

A. Oh, about fifteen or sixteen feet. This committee would 
make better headway, would get along better, by taking a carriage 
and riding out over the avenue, looking itall over with me. Jam 
willing to do that. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) They have been there once? 

A. Imean with me, and then see the work in progress, what is 
being done, and questions can be asked as we go along and I can 
answer them right on the ground. 

It was voted, on motion of Mr. Mitchell, that the committee 
visit the avenue, inviting such officials in the Street Department 
and Street Commissioners’ Department as would give information 
in regard to the matter, and also the Clerk of Committees and the 
stenographer. 


STATEMENT By H. W. SANBORN. 


(). (By the Cuarrman.) I would like to ask Mr. Sanborn a 
question about the construction of the sewer along Commonwealth 
avenue. Mr. Sanborn, what can you say of the construction of 
the Commonwealth-avenue sewer? As to the purchasing of the 
brick — how is that done? 
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A. Oh, that is all done through the purchasing agent of the 
Street Department. 

@. What is the purchasing agent’s name? 

A. Mr. McDonald. 

(. Well, how does he go about the buying of those bricks? 
Does he go on the market and buy them himself, or does he ask 
for bids? 

A. Oh, I don’t think that they ask for any bids at the present 
time. I don’t know just how he handles that, but I don’t think there 
is any difference in the price of them, as ageneral thing. They are 
bought from the different dealers — I don’t know the ins and outs. 

@. What are brick worth a thousand that are used for purposes 
of that kind? 

A. IJ think they are paying now $10.50 a thousand. 

Q. That is, delivered on the spot? 

A. [think so. Iam not positive, but that is my impression. 

@. Can you tell this committee, Mr. Sanborn, whether these 
brick for that purpose are bought from different dealers or are fur- 
nished under contract? 

A. Well, if you want information of that kind Mr. McDonald 
can give you all those details, of course. When we want brick we 
simply send in a requisition to the purchasing agent for so many 
brick on such a job. 

@. And you don’t know, then, that he advertises for bids for 
brick of a certain quality and kind for certain purposes? 

A. No, I don’t know that; although, I don’t think he does. 
I think he simply sends to the dealers. Of course, if the brick are 
not satisfactory to us we don’t accept them — as far as that is con- 
cerned. 

(@). Well, it appears to the committee, Mr. Sanborn, that with 
all the brick — which must amount to thousands — that have been 
used in the construction of the sewer on Commonwealth avenue, 
for the last five years, and that are to be used in the future, the 
Sewer Department ought to know something about how they are 
bought; whether they are bought three or four thousand from one 
party, and three or four thousand from somebody else, or whether 
it is done in some other way. 

A. Well, I will state that they make out a warrant for so much 
brick, and send to the purchasing agent. We don’t have the pur- 
chasing of supplies, you know. That goes through the central 
office —through the regular purchasing agent. 

Mr. Currer. —I will send up to get the purchasing agent, and 
you can find out from him the ways and means. 

The CuairmMan. — Well, I think the committee ought to know 
how these brick are purchased. 

The Witness. — Well, I suppose they are purchased as we send 
for them. Wesend for 20,000 or 80,000 brick on such a job, 
and they send them out. Of course, we don’t send for all the 
brick that would be used in the construction of that street; be- 
cause it wouldn’t do to pile up several hundred thousand brick, 
and not use them for a year, or something of that kind. 

@. (By Mr. Mircneiy.) You don’t understand anything about 
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the prices at all—you don’t bother yourself with that question ? 
You don’t Know what they cost? 

Ale No. Sir. 

Mr. Currer. — Mr. Sanborn has the executive part of the work 
—the doing of the work. 


Deputy C. R. Currer — Resumed. 


Q. (By Mr. Gormtey.) In regard to the carting, — the hauling 
of stone, —is that done by contract? 

A. The contract ran up to the first of December, and then, 
after that, we made agreements with these people — you mean 
from the Tremont crusher? 

@. Yes, the Tremont crusher —is there any ledge nearer the 
spot than the Tremont crusher ? 

A. Not that the city owns. 

@. Well, isn’t there a ledge out here farther? 

A. Out to Brighton? 

2 et V8, 810s 

A. Yes, sir; I will show you that—that is farther along. I 
was just saying that it was proposed to use that later along on 
that part of the avenue. 

@. What is the cost of hauling stone different distances? 

A. Well, under the contract we had, mile hauls were 224 cents, 
two miles, 29 cents; and then, when the hauls were two and a half 
to three and a half miles in here, they wanted 50 cents a ton. 
We would not pay that, and had competition come in and reduce 
the price to 40 cents. 

&. Forty cents a load or a ton? 

wae ALON. 

@. Well, they haul about a ton and a half to two tons? 

A. Well, they will haul three to four tons, and I am told that 
they will average four to five dollars a day for their teams. 


STATEMENT By PorcHAsING AGENT J. W. McDOona.p. 


@. (By the Cuarrman.) Mr. McDonald, the Committee on 
Construction of Commonwealth avenue would like to know from 
you, as purchasing agent, about the use of the bricks that are 
bought by the city of Boston for the construction of the sewer on 
Commonwealth avenue. About how many thousand brick do you 
buy at a time, and how do you buy them ? 

A. Well, I have prices from two or three dealers, and I buy 
them as the orders come in, as the wants come in. 

@. Well, about how many at a time do you get? 

A. Well, I think the largest I can remember is fifty thousand. 

(). Fifty thousand ? 

A. Fifty thousand ata time, but order all the way from five 
thousand up to fifty thousand. 

@. (By Mr. Mrrcnery.) You never advertise for bids, then? 

Ave Naysir: 

(). (By the Cuatrrman.) You don’t ask for bids? 

A. Well, we have asked for bids, not advertising. 
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(). Not advertising? 

A. No, sir; asked the dealers to furnish some prices. 

@. What is brick worth per thousand that you bay for that 
purpose ? 

A. About ten dollars. 

@. Delivered on the spot? 

va bee Aol 

@. And the amount you have mentioned is the largest amount 
of any one time? 

A. That is the largest I remember of. 

@. Fifty thousand ?

@. Ifit isa fair question, who are some of these people you 
buy these bricks of ? 

A. Well, buy them of various people. 

@. Well, can you name one, two, or three? 

A. Well, Curtis & Pope. 

@. Boston parties, ure they? 

. Yes, sir. 

a One more, please. 

Well, there is one Cambridge man we buy some from. 

‘ What is his name ? 

Well, he is in the combination of brick dealers, the Consol- 
vane Brick Company, some of them Boston men. He supplies 
them, I think, from his yard, but he is in partnership with the Bay 
State Brick Company and some others who have joined themselves 
together. ‘The man’s name is Sands. He manufactures them in 
Cambridge and sells them to the city of Cambridge, also. 

@. (By Mr. Gormtiey.) Any relation to Mr. Sands in the 
Department ? 

A. I think not—the same name, but no relation. Also buy 
from Norcross and from Crafts. 

@. (By the CuHarrman.) Is that Norcross Brothers, the 
contractors ? 

A. No, sir; W. C. Norcross, and Crafts Brothers. 

- @. And you pay them about ten dollars per thousand ? 

A. Yes. Well, if it is an extra long haul allow them eleven 
dollars — away out to West Roxbury, for instance. This Cam- 
bridge man supplies them for ten dollars, if I remember right, in 
Brighton. 

Q@. In Brighton ? 

A. Yes, sir. We pay for long haul out to Dorchester sometimes 
eleven dollars. It depends on the haul— the usual price is ten . 
dollars. 

@. And the extra cost comes on the haul? 

A. Entirely on the teaming. 

@. (By Mr. Mrrcnert.) Well, if you buy in Cambridge and 
have them hauled to Brighton, you pay $11? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Andif you buy in this city and haul to Brighton you have 
to pay $10? 

A. Excuse me—no. A long haul is $11 and $10 is a reason- 
able haul. This side of Cottage Farm is $10. 
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Q. (By Mr. Gormuey.) Well, if they did require a larger 
number of bricks than 50.000, wouldn’t it require a bid? 

A. Well, I cannot tell about that in my office. Iam not in- 
formed of how many are going to be wanted on a job. Mr. Car- 
ter has knowledge of it and he has had prices from these various 
dealers. Iam not informed about that. 

@. (By Mr. Mircnetyt.) You don’t make the contracts then? 

A, No, sir. 

Q. Mr. Carter makes them? 

A. There isn’t any contract. 

(). I mean the prices on the brick? 

A. I make the prices; yes sir. ‘They are rarely below $10 and 
rarely beyond $11. 

@. (By Mr. Gormtey.) Supposing you asked for bids, adver- 
tised for bids, fora certain number of bricks —say half a million — 
to be supplied at various times during the year, don’t you think 
you could get the prices cheaper than if you took them in lIcts of 
25,000 or 80,000? 

A. Yes, I think we would, but the trouble there would be, as I 
think it has been in former times — I don’t know as we have had 
any in my time, but in the past, when there have been such con- 
tracts, we have found that we got inferior stuff. 

@. Well, when you asked for a certain quality, a certain grade? 

A. Well, take paving brick, for instance — we have had that 
difficulty there; we want a hard, well-burned, good-colored brick, 
and we have had them furnished in that way, and Mr. Carter has 
abandoned that idea because they would keep our men busy sort- 
ing those brick over and carting some of them away again. So 
now we visit the cars and see who has got the best paving brick. 
You know for sidewalk brick you want a well burned, good col- 
ored brick. 


H. W. Sanporn. — Resumed. 


Q. (By Mr. Mircuetyt.) How many men have you at work, 
Mr. Sanborn, on the sewer on Commonwealth avenue? 

A. Well, I couldn’t tell you the exact number now, but I should 
think there might be 60 to 70 men, perhaps. 

@. Are those all citizens of Boston? 

A. | think so—our men generally are. I don’t think we have 
any that are outside the city. 

Q. (By the CHarrmMan.) ‘That is, the men on sewer work? 

A. Yes, sir. You see, there are a number of different pieces 
of work going on there. It isn’t all one sewer—a number of 
sewers. : 

@. (By Mr. Mircuerr.) I meant the men working on the 
paving? 

A. The men working there, I think, without exception, are all 
city men — live in the city. 

@. About 60 men are there? 

A. Maybe more — 60 or 70 men, I think. 

Mr. Mirconert.—About 125 men working on the avenue alto- 
gether —that is, city men. 


s 
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Mr. Cutrrer. — Yes, sir. 

@. (By Mr. Emerson.) Well, Mr. Sanborn, that is about all 
the men you can handle at the present time, isn’t it — at one time? 

A. Well, we could handle more men there; we could handle 
more men there, but we couldn’t without getting men outside of 
our force. Altogether, our force of sewer men is quite large; and 
we haven’t money enough to keep any more men going than what 
we have; and it isn’t policy to go ahead and hire a lot of outside 
men, and send to the civil service for a lot of men, and work them 
for a month or so, and drop them off; because it gets a lot of men 
expecting work, you know, and then those that have been working 
right along regularly wouldn’t have work. 


C. R. Currer — Resumed. 


Mr. Mircneii. — Well, I don’t see why the more men you put 
on the quicker you wouldn’t get it through, so that the city would 
get the benefit of it. 

Mr. Currer. — Well, you cannot push that work, sir, because 
the filling has got to settle; and that is necessarily a slow process, 
to a greater or less extent. We have put the steam-roller on it to 
settle it —to force nature ahead as much as we can. 

@. (By Mr. Mircnety.) I know; but it seems to me there is 
the work and the filling beyond to be done — take that ledge, for 
instance. 

A. Well, you haven’t got the money now to take the ledge out 
and to complete the work beyond Brighton avenue ? 

Q. Well, there is $24,000 less. 

A. Well, there is $100,000 of that mortgaged for a bridge, and 
$20,000 mortgaged for grade damages. 

(. They said when they got that $200,000 it was going to finish 
the avenue? 

A. Who said so? 

@. I heard it said in the government. 

A. None of the engineers or men who had charge of the work 
said it. 

Q. (By Mr. Gormury.) How much do you think it would take 
to complete the avenue ? 

A. $300,000 to $400,000. 

@. More? 

A. Yes, sir; besides the amount of money there is on hand 
now. We will have all the money on that job spent by the first 
of October. 

Q. (By Mr. Mrrcevery.) Mr. Cutter, wouldn’t you think it 
would be money in the city’s pocket if that avenue was completed ; 
that is, putting men enough on it to complete it right off — I mean, 
if the money could be raised? 

A. Yes, sir. I think if it had been completed ten years ago it 
would have been better than it is now. 

@. Don’t you think it would be money in the city’s pocket to 
do so —to finish it up as soon as possible, rather than to dabble 
along this way, year efter year, appropriating a little? 

A. Yes, sir. The department would gladly complete streets if 
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it had the money. I think no street ought to be laid out until the 


money is appropriated to complete it; and I think streets like that 
ought to be built by assessment. I think it would pay that prop- 
erty bordering on the street to build the street, and get the land 
off its hands, instead of carrying it ten years, and paying taxes 
on it. 


STATEMENT BY STREET COMMISSIONER JOHN P. Dore. 


Q@. (By the Cuatrman.) Mr. Dore, will you tell this committee 
how many miles in length Commonwealth avenue is, or will be 
when complete? 

A. Oh, between four and five miles. 

(). Will you tell the committee what is the width? 

A. One hundred and sixty feet from the extension of the old 
Commonwealth avenue to Massachusetts avenue — the old Massa- 
chusetts avenu

@. You have nothing more to do with it? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. It is all laid out under the law ? 

A. Itis all laid out under the law, and I can tell you the cost 
— what it cost the city to do it. I will say now, gentlemen, that 
Massachusetts avenue was laid out, costing the city about $40,000 
for the laying out. We got nearly 40 acres of land to make that 
avenue, and the farms that this avenue was taken out of from 
Brighton avenue to the reservoir were assessed at that time for 
$172 000 — that is, the entire farms and pieces that we went 
through. In four years after that the pieces that were left out of 
this avenue, had an assessed value of $650,000. 

(). How many years ago was that? 

A. Ten years ago, — going to show that if that avenue was 
built when it was laid out, you would be getting in perhaps three 
or four million dollars now for it by this time. 

Mr. Mircue.ti. — That is my idea, exactly. I just want you to 
think about that, gentlemen. 

@. (By the Cuatrman.) The city would be getting this large 
revenue ? 

ey es, sir. 

@. That is a good point. 

A. You can see where these lines run, and the pieces that are 
left of these farms were assessed in about four years afterwards 
for $650,000. 

@. (By Mr. Currer.) What is the assessed valuation now ? 

A. I don’t know. 

(@. It has increased as much in ratio as that since? 

A. I don’t know. 

@. (By the Cuairman.) Mr. Dore, you have been connected 
with the city of Boston fora number of years, from the starting of 
the construction of Commonwealth avenue to the present time — 
have you any idea at the time this was first talked of how much it 
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was thought it would cost to do it, to complete the work, about + 


how much? 

A> i NO, ‘sir 

Q. Never heard it said? 

A. No, sir; never had anything to do with the question of 
construction. 

@. You never heard anybody say what it would cost to com- 
plete this avenue from start to finish? 

A. Yes, sir; I did hear it said, but just the same as you or 
any other citizen might hear of it. We didn’t have anything to 
do with it. It was said at that time that it would cost a million 
and a quarter to finish it. 

@. That is, for this avenue four or five miles in length? 

A. Oh, no — between Brighton avenue and the reservoir. 

@. (By Mr. Currer.) That is, two miles? 

A. A little over two miles. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) And the other three miles, you never 
heard anybody say what that would cost? 

A. Nobody could tell that. After working there one season 
their stuff that was put on there went down lower than the original 
land was.

@. (By Mr. Currer.) This widening between Massachusetts 
avenue and New Beacon street was made three or four years after 
the original laying out of Massachusetts avenue? 

A. It was made—that was, in 1888. Of course, we called 
this here Massachusetts avenue for the time being, kuowing that 
Commonwealth avenue would be extended to meet Massachusetts 
avenue. It is now. as you know, of course, Commonwealth avenue 
all the way from the Public Garden.

You have been in the employ of the 
city of Boston how many years, Mr. Wilson, as foreman ?

A. Yes, sir—subforeman since 1877. Previous to that, away 
back in the sixties, | was on the Chestnut-hill Reservoir, when 
they were building that. 

Q. You have nobody in your employ whom you pay less than 
two dollars per day, have you?

(). How many hours per day? 

A. Nine. 

@. Did you ever superintend a gang of men known to the ordi- 
nary mind as Italians? 

A. No, sir. This last summer I had a gang out there two or 
three weeks, but I don’t think there were many Italians. I think 
ia were Russians. 

*, Currer. — That was the delegation from the City Relief 
Fea 300 of them, and they ruined the reputation of the 
department while we had them. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) You employ none of them now, Mr. 
Wilson; in other words, you are not supervising any of their 
work? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Could you superintend more men in your department to a 
greater advantage to the city of Boston? 

Al. Undoubtedly.

—I suppose if they put on more men it would 
eat up the money so quickly that it would leave a number of 
months of the year that you could work that there would be 
nobody on this work? 

Mr. Cutrer. — Yes, we would have to discharge the men — eat 
it all up in two or three months. With the 700 men in the depart- 
ment we have got enough money torun for the year. If that 
money is used up all at once or diverted for any purpose it means 
that so many men must go. 

Mr. Gormiry. — Leave them idle a certain number of months in 
the year. 

Mr. Currer. — Yes, sir. 

Mr. Mircnetri. — It seems to me the question we are trying to 
find out is, Can Commonwealth avenue be constructed for less 
money, that is to say, to the interest of tle city of Boston? 

Mr. Currer. — Well, it can be constructed for less money if you 
want to go to work and fill up by contract work with Italians and 
those people. ‘The city of Boston’s day work will compare with 
any work in the world. 

Mr. Mircuety. — If it were completed this land could come into 
the inarket, and Boston would get the benefit of it. 

Mr. Currer. — Well, where you are building now the land 
belongs to Brookline. 

Mr. Mircuetit. — Where we are building now? 

Mr. Currer. — Yes, sir. But of course you have got to build 
right out through in order to get the benefit. You have got to 
start at one end and run to the other. There has not been a 
house built on Massachusetts avenue since it was laid out. 

Mr. Myrcuett.—I know, and probably wont be until it is com- 
pleted. 

Mr. Currer.— The law says we don’t need to complete it. The 
city of Boston is not bound to give a man egress and ingress to 
his estate as long as it maintains a travelled road through the cen- 
tre of that street.

A. Doing the Telford part, laying the Telford base.

Mr. Gormiry.— Have you any idea, Mr. Cutter, how much that 
road has settled thus far? 

Mr. Currer. — Where we are working now?

@. (By the Cuarrman.) Mr. Hayden, how many hours a day 
constitutes a day’s work in your department?

Do you have any teams employed in that work? 

On Commonwealth avenne we haven’t had any teams until 
to-day ; all along I haven’t had any. 

@. Did you continue the work all winter?

@. You did not — how long were you laid off during the winter 
months ? 

Well, none of my men have been laid off.

Q. (By the CHairman.) Have you always been superintendent 
or foreman of working men, Mr. Hayden? Is that your business? 

A. Well, I have these last four years. I have done other work 
besides. I have worked with contractors. 

@. You have worked for the city of Boston previous to this? 

A. Oh, yes, sir. I worked in the Street Department about 
three years. 

The Cuarrman. — Mr. Cutter, I would like to ask one more 
question of you. You use there, in the construction of Common- 
wealth avenue, more or less sewer-pipe, do you not? 

Mr. Currer. — Yes, sir. 

The Cuarrman. — What kind of sewer-pipe is that? 

Mr. Currer. — That is purchased in the same way, through the 
purchasing agent. Of course, when I am not acting superin- 
tendent I have charge of street surfaces, you know. You can 
call Mr. Sanborn, and ask him, or let it go over to the next 
meeting. 

The Cuatrman. — Let it go over to the next meeting. 


The hearing was adjourned at this point, with the understanding 
that the clerk would notify the various parties when it was pro- 
posed to visit the premises.

EXTRACT FROM REPORT OF THE PAVING COMMIS- 
SION OF THE CITY OF BALTIMORE 


CONCERNING 


STREET PAVEMENTS. 


Ciry oF Boston, Orrick oF THE Mayor, 
City Hat, July 30, 1894. 


To the Honorable the City Council: 


GENTLEMEN: The Street Paving Commission appointed 
by the Mayor and City Council of Baltimore to investigate 
the subject of street pavements has made an elaborate report, 
the conclusions of which are hereto appended as of interest 
to the public at the present time. 

It will be seen that, in accordance with the practice now 
obtaining in all the principal cities of the world, the use of 
macadam is discountenanced except for suburban roads. 

Some question has arisen as to the effect of chapter 206 
of the Acts of 1891 on appropriations for the paving of 
streets. This law prohibits the borrowing of money for 
current expenses, and the question of whether an appropria- 
tion for a street pavement is a current expense naturally 
depends upon the permanency of the pavement. This, 
in turn, depends partly upon the character of the pave- 
ment and partly upon the use to which it is to be sub- 
jected. The construction uniformly given to this law, in 
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so far as it affects street pavements, is that money cannot be 
borrowed by loan for any kind of pavement where the travel 
is of such a nature as to wear the pavement out within a 
period very considerably shorter than the duration of the 
Joan. Thus, a macadam pavement laid upon a street where 
the travel is heavy enough to wear it out in three years, or 
an asphalt pavement laid upon a street where the traffic is 
considerably heavier and sufficient to destroy the pavement 
within a short period of time (say three or four years), can 
neither of them be called anything but temporary pavenents ; 
and it is manifestly contrary to the spirit if not the letter of 
the law in question to borrow money on twenty and thirty 
years time for a pavement which will be worn out at the end 
of three or four years. If, therefore, the City Council 
desires to appropriate money for any class of pavement, 
whether macadam or asphalt, which in view of the probable 
use to which it will be subjected can last but a few years 
only, the money for such a pavement, essentially temporary in 
character, must, under any fair construction of the law of 
1891, be provided for out of the tax levy and other annual 
revenues, and not by a long-time loan. 

These legal and financial considerations are entirely inde- 
pendent of the general question of the relative merits of 
macadam, stone, and asphalt for paving purposes. Cases 
may well exist — as for instance the proximity of a church 
or school-house —in which the city government may con- 
sider asphalt the most appropriate form of pavement, even 
if owing to the heavy travel it should prove to be temporary 
in duration; but in all such cases the money for the tempo- 
rary pavement must be derived from the annual income of 
the city, and not by loans.

Extract from Report of Baltimore Paving Commission, giving 
Conclusions reached. 


From observations of the methods and results attained in 
the different cities visited by us, we have the honor to submit 
the following recommendations : 

1. That all streets paved, all streets repaved, and all 
repairs of asphalt and asphalt-block pavements be made by 
contract after due advertisement. 

We find this method carried out in all cities visited, and 
under proper inspection the results are very satisfactory.

MESSAGE ON STREET PAVEMENTS. a 


The paving of streets in this city with granite blocks by 
hired labor adds much to the labors of the small office force 
of the City Commissioner, without compensating results in 
the character of the work done or reduction in cost. 

Work in Washington costing over $1,000 must be adver- 
tised in one Washington paper, and work costing over $5,000 
in one paper in each of the following cities: Washington, 
Baltimore, Philadelphia, and New York. 

2. That repairs to all pavements, except asphalt, asphalt 
block, and the construction and repair of macadam rouds, 
be made by hired labor, unless the repairs constitute a 
repaving. 

This method is followed in all the cities visited, except 
Philadelphia. It enables repairs to be made promptly, and 
prevents disputes which must necessarily arise under any 
contract for this kind of work. 

3. That no new or original pavements be laid except with 
asphalt, asphalt-block, eranite, or brick. 

We find that cobble and rabble pavements are no longer 
being laid in any first-class cities. The cobble and rubble 
removed from the streets can be used for gutters in the 
suburbs, or otherwise disposed of by the city. We would 
except from this provision macadam for suburban roads. 

4. That sheet asphalt pavements be laid upon either a 
six-inch concrete base, a four-inch concrete base, or the 
existing pavements of cobble and rubble. 

The six-inch conerete base we find is the standard sheet 
asphalt pavement laid ; but good results at reduced cost are 
attained by the use of the four-inch base upon streets not 
subject to heavy travel, and, also, by paving with asphalt 
over cobble, rubble, and macadam. <A crown of six inches 
for a roadway thirty feet wide we do not find excessive for 
paving over cobble, ete. 

5. That asphalt block pavements be laid upon the natural 
foundation of the roadway, properly rolled, if of satisfactory 
material ; otherwise upon a bed of gravel, properly rolled, at 
least five inches thick. 

The former practice we find gives good results where the 
natural foundation consists of sand or gravel, and the latter 
where the foundation is clay or loam. 

6. That the foundation of granite-block pavements, 
except upon the most heavily travelled streets, be prepared 
as described for asphalt blocks, and that the joints be filled 
with clean gravel and be pitched with coal-tar, paving cement, 
or grouted with Portland cement. 

We find that the best paving cement has added to it about 
ten per cent. of Trinidad asphalt. 
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The best granite-block pavements are laid upon a concrete 
base. We do not recommend this base simply on account 


of its cost, taking into consideration the very limited area of 


good pavements. in this city as compared with the others 
visited. This also applies to asphalt-block pavements. 

7. That all brick pavements be laid upon a concrete base, 
at least four inches thick, and have joints grouted with 
cement. 

Cement is preferred on account of the tendency of coal-tar 
to run in hot weather. 

8. That the foundation for all pavements, after being 
properly graded, be rolled with a roller weighing not less 
than five tons. 

9. That all pavements be guaranteed and kept in repair 
for five years by the contractor, under such bond or retain 
as seems best. 

We recommend the wording of the guarantee in the Buf- 
falo specifications. It is probable that a bond would be 
equally as satisfactory from a reliable contractor, and add 
less additional cost to the pavement than a retain. 

We do not recommend a longer guarantee, as it has not 
yet been satisfactorily determined what the allowance per 
square yard should be for maintaining pavements after the 
end of five years. The City of Omaha has a contract with 
the Barber Asphalt Paving Company for keeping pavements 
laid by them in repair for ten years following the period of 
guarantee for eight cents per square yard per year, and we 
were informed that a perpetual guarantee was offered the city 
of Buffalo at the same rate. 

The five-year guarantee should not materially increase the 
cost of any pavement, as the repairs on a well-laid pavement 
during this period are very slight. 

10. That specifications now requiring the use of Trinid: id 
Lake asphalt, be worded so as to allow the use of “any 
other asphalt which has been found by experience equally as 
good for paving purposes.” 

While we do not believe in experimenting with any untried 
material, we find that different cities are experimenting with 
several different kinds of native and foreign asphalts, one or 
more of which may be found equal to the Trinidad. If con- 
sidered advisable, additional bonds may be required of the 
competitors guaranteeing to replace the pavement with 
Trinidad, should this pavement prove inferior to those laid 
with Trinidad asphalt within five years. A guarantee of this 
nature was given by Mr. Thomas, who laid some pavements 
of Bermudez asphalt in Washington last year, and he fur- 
ther guaranteed that the cost of repairs should not in ten 
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years exceed the cost of Trinidad asphalt pavement laid the 
same year. 

11. That smooth pavements be laid wherever possible. 

The best paved and swept cities we saw on our tour of 
inspection were those having the largest area of smooth 
pavements. The advantages of these pavements seem to be 
best appreciated by the citizens of Buffalo, where they are 
laid upon the petition of and at the expense of the property 
owners. | 

We found these pavements laid upon many streets where 
there was hardly a dwelling on account of the increase in 
value they gave to the abutting lots. In the suburbs of 
Washington there are also many streets paved at the expense 
of the property owners, who desire these improvements and 
could not get them out of the general fund for several years. 

Other pi avements were laid in Washington by the property 
owners, paying one-half the total cost in advance, and at 
present an effort is being made to secure a law whereby a 
pavement may be laid and assessed against the abutting 
property whenever over one-half the abutting property is 
represented by a petition for the same. In Buffalo the peti- 
tion must be signed by a majority of the resident owners 
representing at least two-fifths of all foot frontage. The 
best streets for smooth pavements are those unobstructed by 
street-railway tracks and having a grade not exceeding four 
per cent. 

12. That all underground work and sewer and water 
connections be laid before a street is paved, and that no new 
pavement be distnrbed for one year after its completion. 

These provisions are enforced in Philadelphia, Buffalo, and 
Boston, and legislation covering the same ground is now 
being sought in Washington. The : advantages are obvious. 

13. That no street be opened for any purpose without a 
permit, and a deposit sufficient to cover the cost of repairs. 

‘This is the practice followed in New York and Washington 
and to be enacted in Philadelphia. In Boston and Buffalo 
a permit and bond are required, but the results are not so 
satisfactory. 

14. That upon future street-railway extensions a_ full 
grooved girder rail shall be used upon all paved streets. 

This rail was adopted by Congress for the streets of Wash- 
ington, and has given great satisfaction. 

15. That the cost of the new granite eurb, which consti- 
tutes part of the sidewalk, be assessed against the abutting 
property. 

16. That the repavement of streets be made in necordance 
with the definite plan prepared in advance, showing the 
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character of the pavement proposed to be laid upon each 
street and the order in which streets should be paved. 

If deemed advisable, a board could be appointed to draw 
up this plan and revise the specifications to conform to the 
best practice of other cities. 

It is suggested that the City Commissioner embody in his 
annual reports the detailed expenditures upon each street, 
copies of all bids received, and specifications for street work.

PLAN PROPOSED BY THE BOARD OF POLICE 
FOR THE CITY OF BOSTON TO FACILITATE 
TRAVEL THROUGH THE CONGESTED DISTRICT 
AND TO PREVENT BLOCKADES. 


1. All light teams or spring wagons, express teams, and 
carriages for the conveyance of passengers, that are licensed, 
going north, commencing at the junction of Tremont and 
Pleasant streets, and in that vicinity, and especially those 
going from that section of the city to the Union station, are 
to take the line of Tremont street, following through Tremont, 
Court, and Sudbury streets to and through Portland street. 

2. All vehicles of the same character as the above, going 
south from the Union station and vicinity, to take the line 
of Friend street to Merrimac street, thence by Friend street 
or Merrimac street to Haymarket square, thence by Wash- 
ington street, and continue in that direction on said street as 
far as Broadway extension, going to the right or left on in- 
tersecting streets whenever they have any special business 
at intermediate points, and leaving Washington street at the 
point or street nearest their destination, except as herein- 
after provided. The only exception to be made is, where 
teams of this character have special business on the line of 
the streets, and then only to occupy the street going in 
opposite direction to that prescribed above to enable them to 
transact whatever business they may have in hand. 
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3. All light teams or spring wagons or carriages for the 
conveyance of passengers from the West End to the Union 
depot going by way of Court street, to go and return by way 
of Staniford street or Green street to and through Causeway 
street, as far as practicable, and return by the same route. 

4. All such vehicles going from the West End and the 
vicinity of Scollay square to southern depots, to go by way 
of Court street, Washington street to Summer street, 
Chauncy street or Kingston street, thence to the depots via 
Beach street, Lincoln ‘and Kneeland streets; returning by 
way of Lincoln stieet to Essex or Beach streets, thence by 
said streets to Boylston streetand Tremont street. All such 
vehicles going from the West End or that vicinity to the 
New York & New England station, or that vicinity, to go 
by the way of Court street, Washington street to Summer 
street, through Summer to the point of destination ; or down 
Milk to Federal, and through Federal to the point of destina- 
tion; returning by way of Summer street, Devonshire or 
Arch street to Franklin street, through Franklin street to 
Washington street, thence through Bromfield street to Tre- 
mont, through Tremont to Scollay square. 

5. All such vehicles going from the Providence depot or 
Back Bay, or that vicinity, to the Boston & Albany or Old 
Colony stations, to go by the way of Boylston street, Essex 
or Beach street to Lincoln, thence by Lincoln to the point 
of destination ; returning by the same route. 

6. All such vehicles going from the Providence station 
or Back Bay, or that vicinity, to the New York & New 
England station, or that vicinity, to go by the way of 
Boylston street, Tremont street to West street, through 
West, Bedford, and Summer streets to the point of destina- 
tion; returning via Summer street to Washington, Wash- 
ington to Boylston, through Boylston to the point of 
destination. 

7. All such vehicles going from the Providence station, 
Back Bay, or that vicinity, to the Union station, to go 
either by Charles and Arlington streets to Beacon street, 
through Beacon street to Tremont, or by way of Somerset 
street and Pemberton square to Tremont street, and via 
Tremont, Court, und Sudbury streets to Haymarket square, 
thence through Portland street to the point of destination ; 
returning via Friend street or Merrimac street to Washing- 
ton street, through Washington street to Boylston street, 
through Boylston street to the point of destination; or, re- 
turning via Causeway street, Staniford street to Cambridge 
street, * Cambridge street to Bowdoin street, Bowdoin street 
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to Beacon street, Beacon street to Charles street, and Charles 
street to Park square to point of destination. 

8. All heavy teams or drays for the conveyance of mer- 
chandise going north from the vicinity of Summer and 
Devonshire streets, New York and New England, Old Colo- 
ny, Boston and Albany railroad stations, or that vicinity, to 
go by the way of Lincoln street, Devonshire street and New 
Washington street, to Haymarket square, thence through 
Haverhill street, except where such teams may have mer- 
chandise to deliver at intermediate points. 

9. <All such heavy teams or drays going from the Union 
station or that vicinity, to the southern depots or that 
vicinity, to take the line of Beverly street, Charlestown 
street to Haymarket square, thence by Union street to Dock 
square through Exchange street, thence through Congress 
street to Post Office Square, and through Milk street to 
Federal, through Federal to High street, either by the way 
of High und South streets or via Federal street to the New 
York & New England, Old Colony and Boston & Albany 
stations or that vicinity. All such heavy teams for the con- 
veyance of merchandise between the Union station and the 
Providence division of the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad, to go by the way of Causeway street, Leverett 
street to Green street, Green street to Chambers street, 
through Chambers street to Cambridge, through Cambridge to 
Charles, through Charles street to Park square and vicinity. 

10. All such heavy teams or drays going from the Provi- 
dence station to the Union station, to go by the way of 
Charles street to Leverett street, thence to Brighton, through 
Brighton to Lowell, through Lowell to Causeway street. 

(It would seem desirable at some future time to bridge 
the Charles river near the junction of Leverett and Charles 
streets to the intersection of Warren bridge and Front 
street, making a short and desirable route to connect the 
freight- houses of the Boston & Maine Railroad with the City 
proper). 

11. All heavy teams or drays for the conveyance of mer- 
_ chandise from the Providence station to the Old Colony, 

Boston & Albany, and New York & New England Railroads, 
to go by the way of Eliot and Kneeland streets, via the Old 
Colony and Boston & Albany to Federal street, through 
Federal street to the New York & New England station, 
and return by the same route. 

12. All heavy teams or drays for the conveyance of mer- 
chandise from the northern depots to the water front between 
Fleet street and the Custom House, or that vicinity, to go 
by the way of Beverly Street, Charlestown street, and Cross

street, to Commercial street, through Commercial street to 
Atlantic avenue, except points on water front between 
Beverly and Fleet streets may go and return by Commercial 
street, either by way of Richmond or Clinton streets, return- 
ing by way of Clinton street, Blackstone street, to Haymar- 
ket square, thence by Haverhill and Causeway streets. 

13. All heavy teams for conveyance of merchandise 
from the northern depots to the water front between the 
Custom House and Summer street, to go by the way of 
Beverly street, Charlestown street, Union street, through 
Merchants row, State street, and Broad street or Oliver 
street ; returning by way of Pearl street or Congress street 
to Post Office square, through Water street to Kilby street, 
to Merchants row, North street, and Blackstone street to 
Haymarket square, thence through Haverhill street to Cause- 
way street. 

14. ‘Teams passing from Washington or Tremont streets 
in the vicinity.of School street, to pass down Water and 
Milk streets so far as Post Office square, and all teams in 
the vicinity of Post Office square and Federal street going 
to Washington or Tremont streets, to pass through Franklin 
street or State street as far as possible. 

15. All teams going from the vicinity of Winter street 
and Tremont or Washington street, to pass down Summer 
street towards the New York & New England station or Old 
Colony and Boston & Albany stations, and all carriages re- 
turning to Washington or Tremont street from the New 
York & New England Railroad, Old Colony and Boston & 
Albany Railroads, to pass through Summer, Bedford and 
West streets, or Lincoln, Essex and Boylston streets. 

16. All teams for the conveyance of merchandise alone 
the water front from the vicinity of the New York & New 
England Railroad to go to the North End, to go and return 
by the way of Atlantic avenue. 

17. All teams going from the vicinity of Scollay square 
to the North End, or in the vicinity of the East Boston and 
Chelsea ferries, to go and return by way of Hanover street. 

These rules apply principally to teams going long distances 
from the points indicated above, and are not intended to 
exclude teams from moving in and occupying other streets 
on the line of the congested district not mentioned in the 
above schedule. 

There should be some rules and regulations to apply 
specially to the delivery of coal and wood, ice, and building 
material, on Washington and Tremont streets, with inter- 
secting streets between these two lines, from Adams square 
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to Eliot street. We would recommend that all such deliv- 
eries be made at or before 9 o’clock in the morning. 

The object of this plan is to facilitate the passage of 
teams from one point to another by keeping them on the 
move in the same direction, as far as possible, on each of 
these thoroughfares, so that teams will not come in contact 
with each other passing in opposite directions on the same 
streets. It is also considered desirable that no licenses be 
eranted for carriage. or wagon stands during the business 
hours of the day, from seven o’clock in the morning until 
six o’clock at night, on any of these thoroughfares or “streets 
indicated in this plan, and that no licenses for carrlage or 
wagon stands should be permitted on School street, Winter 
street, West street, or Boylston street between Washington 
street and Park square, except a limited number of carriages, 
of not more than three each, at any one time, in front of the 
Parker House on School street and Hotel Reynolds on 
Boylston street, and that the time allowed for carriages to 
remain on any of these streets when unattended be not over 
three minutes, and when attended not over six minutes, 
except in cases where merchandise is being received or 
delivered from stores or buildings on the line of the streets 
indicated above. 

We would recommend that the city negotiate with the 
Boston & Maine Railroad Company for the removal of the 
sidewalk in front of Union Station, or that portion of it, 
rather, which belongs to the city; and that the West End 
Street Railway Company be requested, in case the sidewalk 
is removed, to take up the track now in the centre of the 
street and lay it where the city’s sidewalk now runs. Also, 
that the West End Street Railway Company be requested to 
remove the track now in the centre of Tremont street from 
Park street to Boylston street, and on Boylston street from 
Tremont street to Park square, to that portion of the street 
now lying nearest the Common. 

We would also recommend that some restrictive ordinances 
be passed relating to the exhibition of horses for sale in the 
congested district, and especially in the vicinity of railroad 
stations. Such practices have not only interfered seriously 
with travel through the streets, but have become very dan- 
gerous to the public, especially where people are passing to 
and from railroad stations. 
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EXTRACT FROM REPORT OF RAPID TRANSIT 
COMMISSION OF 1891, IN REGARD TO TRAF- 
FIC REGULATIONS. 


In carrying on an investigation into the question of street 


travel, as a part of the general subject of rapid transit in 
and through Boston, it has been found that the frequently 
complained of delays in this form of movement are due, in 
no slight degree to readily preventible causes. Travel in 
our principal streets is congested and progress impeded, 
not merely because the roadways are narrow, but because, 
in consequence of not enforcing the regulations that control 
street trafic in most of the cities of Europe, we fail to 
secure from our highways the measure of service we have a 
right to expect. 

There are streets in London, such as the Strand, Cheap- 
side, and Fleet street, which are no wider than Washington 
and Tremont streets at their narrowest points, and yet these 
London roadways afford passage in a day to many times the 
number of vehicles that pass in the same time through the 
two named Boston streets.! 

This thorough utilization of street facilities is obtained by 
the enactment of special regulations, having for their object 
the greatest convenience of the greatest number, which 
regulations are rigidly enforced by the police. 

It seems to us that the adoption and enforcement of ordi- 
nances regulating the use of the public streets of Boston in a 
line with the following requirements, which are substantially 
the rules in force in foreign cities, would be attended with 
great benefit. 

1. Prohibiting the passage through Tremont and Wash- 
ington streets, from the north side of Eliot and Beach streets 
to “Scollay and Adams’ squares, between the hours of 8 A.M. 
and 6 P.M., of all vehicles used for the conveyance of goods 
or inerchandise, except light wagons drawn by not more e than 
one horse. 

2. Limiting to two minutes the time, between the hours 
of 8 A.M. and 6 P.M., that a vehicle can remain waiting at 


‘From Commissioner Fitzgerald’s report (Appendix 3) it appears that “‘ by actual 
calculation there passed at a given point on: the Strand, London, between two and 
three o’clock P.M., April 12, 1890, 835 cabs, 264 omnibuses, c capable of holding 26 
passengers 153 vans, 12 two- horse carts, 43 carriages, 15 two-horse carts, and 18 
trucks, a total of 1, 340 vehicles of every kind in one hour. From 6 A.M., to 12 mid- 
night, 14,637 vehicles passed the same point; during the same time, 84, 812 foot-pas- 
sengers. And yet, notwithstanding the enormous travel, there is very little fri iction, 
because of the excellent police supervision, and the stringent laws against loading and 
unloading heavy teams during business hours,” 
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the sidewalks of either Washington or ‘Tremont streets 
within the limits referred to above. 

3. Compelling the drivers of vehicles, other than street- 
cars, when driving through the streets of any part of Boston 
proper, east of Arlington, and north of Boylston, Eliot, and 
Beach streets, to keep on the right side of the middle of the 
roadway, except when obliged to turn out to pass an obsta- 
cle which cannot be passed by turning to the right. 

4. Qbliging the drivers of vehicles, other than street- 
cars, when driving through the streets of the district re- 
ferred to in paragraph 3, to observe the following rule: 
‘When the horse or horses driven are proceeding at a rate 
of speed no faster than a walk, the team is to be driven as 
near to the curb of the sidewalk on the right side of the 
street as circumstances will permit, for the purpose of giv- 
ing to vehicles moving at a higher rate of speed the unob- 
structed use of the centre of the street.”

CONSTRUCTION COMPANY, 


FOR THE 


DISPOSITION OF GARBAGE IN THE DORCHESTER 
DISTRICT.

To the Honorable the City Council: 


GENTLEMEN: I enclose a copy of the contract recently 
entered into with the New England Construction Company 
for the disposition of the garbage of the Dorchester District. 

It did not seem to me advisable to act upon the order of 
the City Council, under the terms of which the city was to 
pay $25,000 per annum for the disposition of from 160 to 
200 tons of garbage daily; that is, practically the entire 
product of the city. It seemed preferable to proceed ex- 
perimentally, and accordingly an arrangement was made 
with this company for the treatment of about twenty tons 
per diem in the Dorchester District upon a site selected by 
the Superintendent of Streets and approved by the Board 
of Health. 

The contract provides that if at any time, in the opinion 
of the Board of Health, the process of the bringing of gar- 
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bage to the place is a menace to health or a nuisance to the 
neighborhood, the plant shall be removed and the contract 
thereupon determine.

CONTRACT. 


The New England Construction Company, a corporation 
organized under the laws of the State of Maine first party, 
and the City of Boston, « municipal corporation in the State 
of Massachusetts, second party, on this twenty-fifth day of 
July, A.D. 1894, each for itself, its successors and assigns, 
hereby agrees as follows : 

First. The term of this contract shall be ten years from 
the date hereof. 

Second. Said second party hereby provides for the use 
and occupation of said first party for said term of this contract 
all that tract of land owned by said second party situated in 
that part of said Boston known as the Dorchester District, 
lying on the north side of Gibson street immediately adja- 
cent to the site now occupied by the Boston Water Board, 
and more particularly described as follows, viz., beginning 
at the southeast corner of said tract on Gibson street at land 
now occupied by the Boston Water Board, and running 
southwesterly on said Gibson street 200 feet to lot now in 
control of Street Commissioners of said Boston; thence 
turning and running northwesterly by last-named lot 261 
feet to land of Mary A. Harris; thence turning at a right 
angle and running northeasterly on land of said Harris, of 
Henrietta Stowell, of Frances Loring, of Catherine Cushing, 
and of Job F. Bailey, heirs, 200 feet to land now occupied 
by said Boston Water Board; thence turning and running 
southeasterly by said land so occupied as aforesaid 261 feet 
to Gibson street at the point of beginning ; containing about 
52,200 square feet, but said providing said land for the use 
and occupation of said first party is a license to said first 
party, its successors and assigns, to enter upon, take and 
retain during said term exclusive possession of the land so 
provided as aforesaid for all purposes called for by this con- 
tract, without further payment of rent therefor by said first 
party than has been taken into account in reducing the 
annual payment hereinafter stated for daily treating twenty 
tons of garbage to $2,500 per annum. 

Third. Said first party shall within four months from the 
date hereof erect upon the tract of land above described a 
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suitable building, and provide and put into said building 
apparatus for the treatment of garbage. 

Fourth. Said first party shall, from the completion of 
the building as aforesaid, and during the remainder of said 
term, receive at said building house-oftal or garbage collected 
in said city, and delivered without cost to said first party at 
said building by said second party, to the amount of twenty 
tons or less, of 2,000 pounds each, daily, except Sundays, 
and shall treat and remove the same from the neighborhood 
of said building in a manner approved by the Board of 
Health and the Superintendent of Streets of said city, and 
without creating a nuisance, and shall at all times keep said 
building and the premises connected therewith in a clean 
and healthy condition, satisfactory to said Board of Health. 

Fifth. said first party shall provide at its own expense 
apparatus for flushing the carts by which said garbage is 
delivered as aforesaid, and allow the persons in “charge of 

said carts to use said apparatus for flushing and cleaning 
said carts. 

Sixth. If said first party shall neglect or refuse to re- 
ceive, treat, or remove said garbage as aforesaid, or if the 
Board of Health of said city, atter a notice to said first party 
and a hearing, shall decide that the treating said garbage, or 
the removing the same from the premises aforesaid, or the 
keeping said building or the premises connected therewith, 
or the bringing of the said garbage to said premises, is un- 
healthy or a nuisance to the neighborhood, this contract shall 
thereby be terminated unless said first party shall within 
thirty days from any decision of the said Board modify said 
treatment or abate said nuisance to the satisfaction of ‘said 
Board of Health, and the said first party shall forthwith 
thereafter remove said building aforesaid and cease to use 
the land above described. 

Seventh. In case of fire or other unavoidable casualty lv 
which the works of said first party are destroyed or rendered 
incapable of operation, the operation of this agreement shall 
be suspended, and neither of said parties shall be required to 
deliver or receive or pay for any garbage until said works 
are restored or repaired. 

Highth. Said second party shall during said term or until 
this agreement shall be terminated or its operation suspended 
as above provided pay to said first party, its successors or 
assigns, the sum of twenty-five hundred dollars per annum, 
subject to the annual appropriation for that purpose, in equal 
monthly payments, for treating and removing the garbage 
delivered to it as aforesaid up to and including said amount 
of twenty tons per day, and an additional sum of twenty- 
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five cents per ton for all garbage in excess of said twenty 
tons per day, and said Street Department shall pay for the 
water used as aforesaid for flushing the carts delivering said 
garbage.
